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CASE OF CHRONIC MONOCYTIC LEUKAEMIA 

BY '

Although Reschad and Schilling-Torgau first described the 
condition in 1913, , monocytic leukaemia is still a contro- 
versial subject, and. It is only recently that its existence- 
as a distinct entity has been accepted by most haemato- 
Jogists. It is agreed that these cases should be reported 
with full haematological and histological data, and the 
case here put on' record has some features not previously 
described. 

Clinical Notes 

History. — A woman aged 48 years was admitted to 
Crumpsall Hospital on January 27, J937. Three months 
earlier she had felt pains all over the body; especially in 
the neck and back, and general malaise. After resting . 
for a month-she got up, but had to return to bed as'the 
symptoms continued. During the whole of this time she 
experienced freguency of micturition and thirst, and 
during the few weeks before admission had a feeling of 
heaviness in the left side of the abdomen. - 

Condition on Admission. — There was no pallor of the 
skin, but a riight cyanosis, was present, and an erythe- 
matous rash appeared on the trunk. The mucous mem- 
branes were highly coloured, but nothing abnormal was 
found in the tongue or throat. The spleen jvas much 
enlarged, firm, and with sharply notched anterior border. 
The liver was slightly enlarged. The lymph glands were 
not palpable. No abnormality was found in the chest or 
the central nervous system. The urine was normal. 

■ Progress. — Five days after admission a cough developed 
and catarrhal signs appeared in the chest-; these persisted 
until death. On February .15, the general condition deterior- 
ated and the patient became' listless and semi-conscious, but 
there was no rise of- temperature. The symptoms were 
thought to be due to cerebraTthrombosis. Death occurred 
on February 17 after three we'eks in hospital. 

A blood count taken on February 2 showed 4,720,000 
red cells per c.mm. ; 70 per cent., haemoglobin ; and a 
colour index of 0.75. The. leucocytes numbered 394,000 
per c.mm. : polymorphonucTeafs 2.5 per cent. ; lympho- 
cytes 0.5 per cent.; eosinophils 0.5 per'ceht. ; monocytes 
26 per cent.; monoblasts 11.5 per cent.; and primitive 
cells 59 per cent. The subsequent counts (see Table) 
showed little change. The Wassermann and van den 
Bergh reactions were negative, and the red cell fragility 
was within normal limits. 

The monocytes, comprising 96.5 per cent, of the total 
count, were of three chief types, as stained by Loishman, 
although a rigid classification is impossible.

1. Monocytes, similar in many respects to the mono- 
cytes seen in normal blood, with an average diameter oi 
14 .«. The nuclei were large, lobulaled, and often oi 
unusual shape with slight reticulation. They had a 
moderate amount of pale blue “ ground-glass " cytoplasm 
with occasional fine azur granules ; but granules were no! 
a prominent feature in any of these cells, and the varia- 
tions in the shape of the nuclei were much greater than 
those seen in normal monocytes. 

2. Monoblasts, larger than the monocytes— average 
diameter 18 /*— with large round or irregular pale-staining 
ribbed nucleus and generally two nucleoli. The cyto- 
plasm was non-granular, and in some cells was vacuolated. 
Pseudopodia were seen in a few cells only. 

2. So-called " primitive cells "—average diameter 9 /<. 
The nucleus, which was sometimes homogeneous, some- 
times slightly ribbed, almost filled the cell, and was not 
uncommonly divided into two or three parts. The cyto- 
plasm was slightly basophilic and non-granular, and 
typically formed a narrow rim. around the- nucleus. 

The oxidase reaction (Graham's method) was negative 
in each of these three types. Classification may often be 
difficult or uncertain when a large proportion of primitixe 
cells are present, but on examination of these films it svas 
quite clear that the three types were all of one series. 
Some of the points above described are shown in the 
photomicrographs reproduced in the Soccial Plate. • 
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Post-mortem Examination 

Necropsy was performed on February IS, 1937, eighteen 
hours after death. There was no evidence of external 
injury and no rash, and no enlargement of axillary, 
cervical, or inguinal glands. The bone marrow of the 
middle of the shaft of the femur was pale creamy reddish 
brown. The heart (227 grammes) was extremely flaccid ; 
the endocardium showed much post-mortem staining ; and 
the heart muscle was greyish brown. ‘‘The right ventricle 
was dilated and the wall very thin. There was no valvular 
disease and no fatty streaking. The lungs contained a 
few easily broken down pleural adhesions on each side ; 
both lower lobes showed congestion and oedema. The 
liver (1,843 grammes) was pale and friable. The spleen 
(1,531 grammes, length 24 cm.) was 'uniform maroon in 
colour and the capsule thick and wrinkled ; Malpighian 
bodies were not evident. A few slightly enlarged lymph 
glands were found in the gastro-hepatic omentum. The 
lymph glands elsewhere in the abdomen were not enlarged. 
The kidneys were mottled greyish yellow, with thickened 
capsules, which stripped leaving a finely granular surface. 
The thyroid (28 grammes) contained an adenomatous 
nodule three-quarters of an inch in diameter in the left 
lobe. The brain and cerebral vessels showed no abnor- 
mality. There was extensive post-mortem staining in-all 
the body cavities. 

Histology 

The Bone Marrow (fixed Zenker, stained Leishman). — 
Fatty areas were present. The blood vessels contained 
many leucocytes. Erythroblasts were very plentiful and 
eosinophils fairly plentiful, megalokaryocytes scanty ; 
myelocytes were found in large numbers. The other 
cells were: (1) Large cells, somewhat irregular in shape, 
with lobulatcd vesicular nuclei and cytoplasm which was 
slightly basophilic without definite granules. These were 
considered to be monocytes and premonocytes. (2) Small 
cells with deeply staining nuclei, often in two or three 
divisions, and a small amount of non-granular cytoplasm. 
These were undoubtedly “ blasts.” Both these types of 
cells corresponded well to the cells seen in the vessels in 
the marrow and with those seen and described in the blood 
films. The oxidase stain was positive for the -myelocytes 
and eosinophils, negative for the mononuclear cells and 
“ blasts.” The presence of much erythroblastic tissue is 
unusual in leukaemia, but fits in well with the fact that 
there was no anaemia and no abnormality of the red 
cells as seen in blood films. The bone marrow, in fact, 
showed normal myeloid and erythroblastic activity, to- 
gether with collections of monocytes and their precursors. 
A somewhat similar bone-marrow picture has been 
described by Doan and Wiseman (1934). 

Spleen (fixed Zenker ; stained Leishman). — The capsule 
was thickened and there was a thin subcapsular zone of 
red blood cells ; the Malpighian bodies were not discern- 
ible. The pulp was very compact, and consisted of red 
blood cells and masses of mononuclear cells which were 
similar to those seen in the bone marrow except that 
ceils of Type 2, with a rather darkly staining nucleus, 
frequently double, were more numerous in the spleen 
than in the portion of marrow examined. A few of the 
larger cells (monobUAts) had nucleoli, and mitotic figures 
were frequent. The cytoplasm of the mononuclears was 
opaque and entirely non-granular. Nucleated red cells 
were scanty and polymorphonuclcars absent. The arrange- 
ment of the monocytes in the spleen was not suggestive of 
any special origin or method of formation. There was no 
evidence of desquamating endothelium in the sinuses as 


described by Clough (1932). The absence of lymphoid 
tissue and polymorphonuclears is important from the 
point of diagnosis, and will be discussed later. 

Lymph Gland (from the gastro-hepatic omentum). — ^Thc 
normal follicular structure was absent. Lymphocytes were 
present in small numbers, but the tissue was largely com- 
posed of monocytes and monoblasts as seen in the other 
organs. The cells lining the sinuses were well defined, but 
there was no evidence of proliferation or desquamation. 
In general the picture was that of a gland which had been 
infiltrated by Icukaemic cells and the lymphadenoid struc- 
ture was grossly disturbed. 

Liver . — There was pronounced central fatty change and 
some increase of periportal fibrous tissue. The inter- 
cellular capillaries showed a general infiltration of mono- 
cytes with denser collections in the portal areas ; the 
capillaries around the central vein were congested. The 
appearances were those of chronic venous congestion with 
leukaemic infiltrations of “ myeloid ” distribution, but not 
as pronounced as is usual in chronic myeloid leukaemia. 

Kidney . — There was a general increase in interlubular 
connective tissue, with many fibroblasts. A few tubules' 
appeared to be normal.' but in most the lining showed 
varying degrees of degeneration up to complete necrosis 
and shedding of the epithelium. The glomeruli were less 
affected, but many showed some capsular thickening, and 
a few complete obliteration and fibrosis of the tuft. These 
changes, especially as regards the tubules and interlubular 
connective tissue, were diffuse, and advanced, and were 
probably the cause of death. In both kidneys there were 
dense infiltrations of mononuclear cells similar to those 
found elsewhere. The liver, spleen, and kidney contained 
no free iron. 

Heart' Muscle . — No fatty change, but there was slight - 
Icukaemic infiltration. 

Lungs . — ^These showed oedema and congestion, with 
Icukaemic cells in the exudates. 

Discussion 

It is not proposed in this article to survey the literature 
of monocytic leukaemia ; Dameshek (1930) and Clough 
(1932) reviewed all the cases published up to that time, 
and Gittins and Hawksley (1933) gave notes on cases 
reported since Dameshek's paper. To date some, thirty 
reported cases have been published, but only six in this 
country (Cooke, 1931; Gittins and Hawksley, 1933: Orr, 
1933, two cases ; Whitby and Christie, 1935 ; and Israels, 
1937). Most have been acute cases, with symptoms such as 
stomatitis and haemorrhages, common to all acute leuk- 
aemias. In the present case death occurred from nephritis. 

Accepting monocytic leukaemia as a separate disease, 
a chronic form, as with the other leukaemias, might be 
expected to occur, and the features of this case seem to 
warrant its recognition as an example of a chronic 
leukaemia of monocytic type. 

The spleen, which weighed 1,531 grammes and was 
24 cm. long, was much larger than has been previously 
described in monocytic leukaemia. Mostly in this disease 
the spleen is not palpably enlarged, though in a few cases 
there is moderate enlargement. The size of the spleen in 
the case here described implies chronicity. The diagnosis 
rests between three conditions: 

1. Chronic lymphatic leukaemia. — ^Thc abnormal cells 
in the blood were not lymphoid as regards cither nucleus 
or cytoplasm. There was no general enlargement of the 
lymphatic glands, and the lymphoid tissue in the spleen 
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and lymph glands was not increased, but was decreased- 
in amount and replaced by leukaemic infillratipn. 

2. Chronic myeloid leukaemia. — ^This is the condition 
which presents the most difficulty in differential diagnosis, 
since it is admitted that the cellular infiltrations in the 
organs are “ myeloid ” in distribution and the spleen is 
similar in size to a chronic myeloid spleen. It has been 
pointed out also (Gittins and Hawksley, 1933) that mono- 
cytes or monocytoid cells may appear in large numbers in 
the blood during the course of myeloid leukaemia. In 
the present case, however, the following facts are definitely 
against a diagnosis of chronic myeloid leukaemia: (a) 
Polymorphonuclears did not account for more than 4 per 
cent, of the leucocytes in the blood, and no myelocytes 
or myeloblasts of usual type were seen in a total of 
461,000 leucocytes per c.mm. It is difficult to picture a 
case of myeloid leukaemia with so high a leucocyte count 
without at least a fair proportion of primitive cells defi- 
nitely of the granular myeloid series, (6) The bone 
marrow contained normal erythroblastic and myeloblastic 
elements with an intermingling of mononuclear cells. The 
picture was not that seen in chronic myeloid leukaemia, 
in which the erythroblastic elements are crowded out by 
all types of granulocytes and their precursors, (c) The 
oxidase reaction of the monocytic ceils in the blood, bone 
marrow, and spleen was negative. This is str ong evidence 
against myeloid leukaemia. 

3. Chronic monocytic leukaemia. — It is obvious from 
the literature that many different types of cells have been 
observed in cases considered to be monocytic leukaemia, 
ranging from monocytes similar to those found in normal 
blood to actively phagocytic histiocytes. In this case the 
monoblasts and monocytes (Types 1 and 2 in the differ- 
ential blood count) appear to be typical as to size of cell, 
shape and character of nucleus, and colour and opacity 
of cytoplasm. Granules, although present in very few of 
the maturer monocytes, definitely were a rare feature. 
Some typical' monoblasts with mitotic figures were seen in 
the spleen. The negative oxidase reaction, although 

' valuable evidence against the cells being abnormal myelo- 
cytes, does not establish their identity, since monocytes 
may give a varied result with this method. 

The cells classed as “ primitive cells,” Type 3, are more 
difficult to place. The absence of nucleoli from most 
of them, together with the fact that the nucleus was often 
divided into two or three parts, is quite unlike the picture 
of either myeloblasts or lymphoblasts ; except for the 
absence of granules they are very similar to cells drawn 
and described by Doan and Wiseman (1934) as premono- 
cytes in a case of monocytic leukaemia with a long history, 
ending in death from intercurrent disease. They state that 
” multinucleated. cells are encountered frequently both in 
the blood and in the tissues in monocytic leukaemia.” The 
name “ premonocyte ” suggests that they considered them 
to occupy a position between the monoblast and the mature 
monocyte. The lack of differentiation, combined with 
other features, however, leads me to a tentative conclusion 
that they > are more primitive still than the large mono- 
blasts, although of the same series. The supravital 
staining methods were not used in this case, but it is 
doubtful in view of the contradictory findings of different 
workers (summarized by Hall. 1930), whether they add 
anything of diagnostic importance to the information 
obtained from dry smears. 

Two features are worthy of special comment, (a) The 
fact that active erythropoiesis was going on in the bone 
marrow, and the corresponding absence of any anaemia 
in spite of a leucocytosis of 500,000 per c.mm. A pro- 


gressive anaemia is almost the rule in leukaemia of this 
degree, (b) The spleen was densely infiltrated with mono- 
cytes and primitive cells, the latter being more plentiful 
than in the bone marrow, suggesting that the monocytes 
were being produced chiefly in the spleen. 

Summary 

1. A case of monocytic leukaemia is described, with 
haematological and histological findings. 

2. The disease is rare, and a case with the high leuco- 
cyte count here recorded and the greatly enlarged spleen 
has not previously been reported. 

3. It is considered that the case is one of chronic mono- 
cytic leukaemia,

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VESrCAL EXTROVERSION WITH CONTROL 
OF MICTURITION

The two cases of extroversion of the bladder recorded 
in this paper are worthy of attention in that they show the 
value of as complete a clinical examination in this type 
of case as is possible. For this purpose an anaesthetic 
should be given, and this has the additional advantage of 
allowing an artist to draw what is seen, at his leisure, and 
under the guidance of the surgeon. The cases also show 
that an operation directed towards closure of the bladder 
may, under the conditions which are to be noted, be of 
great value in leading to voluntary control of micturit^, 
with as little disturbance of the parts as is possible. Ine 
main importance of the cases is that there was a normal 
proximal urethra developed in association with an ^Mro- 
version of the bladder. This possibility is not generally 
recognized, but it is so important that no excuse need be 
offered for' its early mention. For a very long time 1 
have suspected that even in cases of advanced extrover- 
sion of the bladder much more of the normal urethra 
may be developed than authorities have apparently be- 
lieved. In support of this assertion three cases of mine 
mav be mentioned that seem to prove the occurrence of 
such a condition. In the absence of the two mam cases 
which form the subject of this paper, the possibility o 
there being a normal proximal" urethra is difficult ol 
demonstration or conception. One of these cases, how- 
ever undoubtedly shows the presence of a normal 
proximal urethra. Two illustrations are here shown 
(Special Plate, Figs. I and 2) the originals of which arc 
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water-colour pictures executed by Miss M. Barford, sister 
at Guy's Hospital, and Miss -Miall-Smith, formerly house- 
surgeon at the Victoria Hospital for Children. 

Case I 

The first case is the more important. A child aged 
2 years was sent to me by Di. G. B. Muriel of White- 
haven, Cumberland. The patient was quite healthy, and 
mentally most intelligent. I had no hesitation in pro- 
nouncing the child to be a boy. An anaesthetic was 
given and as complete an examination made as was 
possible. Miss Bariord also took the opportunity to 
make a water-colour drawing of the condition (Fig. 1). 
This examination was done in July, 1936. At the end 
of the month the boy developed whooping-cough, and 
was sent to stay with an aunt who took very great care 
of him. The opinion as to the sex of the child was 
confirmed in September by the formation of a painful 
non-infiammatory swelling in the left groin, arrd the 
descent of the left testicle occurred. Later on, when all 
pain and abdominal swelling had gone, Mr. Bromley con- 
firmed my opinion that the swelling was the left testicle. 
In October, 1936, an operation was performed by me at 
the Putney Hospital. The bladder was constructed ; 
complete union of the parts occurred, and the patient 
gained control of micturition. This control of micturi- 
tion has persisted, and early in June of this year an aunt 
who had taken charge of the infant wrote me as 
iollows : “ He can hold his water ... all he complains 
of is pain in that lump [the descending testicle], otherwise 
he is fine and never wets his clothes.” This good result 
is in great part due to Mr. Bromley, who very kindly 
helped me at the operation, and to the medical and 
nursing staff at Putney, who all showed great interest. 

The details of the case are as follows. The mother 
gave the information that the cord was cut at birth as 
usual. After admission an examination was carried out 
under an anaesthetic. Mr. \y. M. Dunham, then dresser 
in the genito-urinary department at Guy's Hospital, 
helped me, and it is largely due to him that the exact 
condition of affairs was discovered. There was a dis- 
tinct extroversion of the wall of the bladder, which was 
smaller than usual in my experience of these cases (about 
thirty in number). This was situated in the lower part 
of the anterior abdominal wall. The extroversion of the 
bladder was circular and umbilicated, and measured 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter. The surface was 
distinctly red. and was clearly that of a mucous mem- 
brane. In the perineum there was a similarly coloured 
groove or gutter, which passed downwards and back- 
wards towards the anus, but did not reach as far. The 
extroverted bladder was separated from the perineal 
gutter or groove by a bridge of skin which was not more 
than a third of an inch wide. The gutter was about an 
inch long and half an inch wide. It stopped short of the 
anus by one ineh. 

Before a further description of the parts is offered it 
may be pointed out that three common conditions present 
with ectopia vesicac were evident in this case. There 
were wide divarication of the two rectus muscles of the 
abdomen in the lower half, wide divarication of the pubic 
bones, and a general raising up of the bladder, perineum, 
and anus towards the head of the patient. I had often 
before noted this last point, and the first two observations 
arc well known and constant m cases of extroversion of 
the bladder and so-called epispadias. There was a large 
ventral hernia, and at the upper part of this and situated 
slightly to the right of the midlinc appeared the remains 
of the umbilical cord, quite normal in appearance save 


that the navel was' slightly stretched by the hernial 
protrusion. 

The important fact of this case was found in the 
perineal gutter. There was a small protuberance on each 
side of the perineal gutter which extended downwards and 
inwards towards the midline. Each protuberance was 
not unlike a penis on a very diminutive scale, and I did 
not doubt that it was an incomplete phallic eminence 
which had remained bifid. In the perineal gutter were 
five orifices ; the first and most important was median 
and - single, and lay in front of the others. On Mr. 
Dunham's suggestion I passed a probe through this orifice, 
and another through the bladder opening, and the probes 
touched each other, making a metallic click. 

After twenty years of some experience of these cases 
a normal proximal urethra was recognized by me as 
associated with an extroversion of tlie bladder. Behind 
this opening were two paired holes, one of each pair by 
the side of the midlinc and close to it. The two posterior 
orifices were oval, an eighth of an inch long and a six- 
teenth of an inch broad. The two anterior orifices were 
of similar size and shape. It was found that the two 
posterior orifices were" only diyided by a bridlc-likc struc- 
ture, and opened into a single cavity. This cavity passed 
upwards for about an inch. The two orifices in front 
of them opened into, distinct" cavities which passed up- 
wards and backwards. None of these holes appeared to 
make any connexion with the bladder, and though they 
arc probably of very great interest, further discussion as 
to their nature would be out of place here. It is with 
the anterior orifice that we ate concerned. For altlmugli 
it was incomplete it was a .true urethra, and for this 
reason the capability of controlling the act of micturition 
might exist. Up to now I think the possibility of such 
a condition being present has hardly received the atten- 
tion it deserves. It was not an easy procedure to intro- 
duce a probe through the orifice into the bladder, but I 
am quite sure that no structure was perforated and that 
the difficulty was caused in fact by a slight curve in the 
passage and perhaps by folds of mucous membrane. It 
is solely because of the presence of this passage that I 
have been tempted to place the case on record. But this 
case is not, I am disposed to think, the only one it has 
fallen to my lot to see and observe partially. But before 
describing the second case I may say that in one case of 
c.xtroversion of the bladder and in two cases of so-called 
epispadias there has been some evidence, as proved by 
dissection or by the pointing of a stone in the perineum 
of a case of extroversion, that more of the proximal 
urethra may have been developed than was obvious at a 
superficial examination. 

Case n 

This child was born in the Guy's district at the end of 
1917. The birth was normal and the cord was cut in 
the usual manner. The diagnosis, in which I shared, was 
that the baby was a female. She was christened Frances, 
and in this connexion it may be noted that the names of 
Cecil and Evelyn are also useful for these babies of doubt- 
ful sex rather than the unequivocal Peter or Margaret. 

As soon as the baby was weaned it was transferred to 
the Victoria Hospital for Children. Miss Miall-Smith 
not only took trouble about making a water-colour 
sketch of the anatomy but was also most assiduous in 
looking after the case before, during, and after the opera- 
tion. The first operation, undertaken in the first three 
months of life, was a complete failure, but a second was 
a complete success, and this was carried out in the next 
three months, when the parts had resumed their former 
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condition. A small orifice was left in the wound de- 
liberately, for the purpose of allowing urine to drain aivay 
from the bladder. At the end of 1918, when the baby 
was about a year old, he was admitted to a London 
infirmary suffering from bronchopneumonia. 1 wrote " 
personally to the superintendent telling him of the 
importance of the case, and he was kind enough to reply, 
stating that an occasional drop of urine was discoverable 
at the orifice of a small fistula in the wound. The baby 
died from the pneumonia ; but I was not. informed of 
this, so was not present at any further examination. I 
saw the mother afterwards and she informed me that she 
thought- the young' infant had gained some control over 
the flow of urine ; this remark supports .what was said 
by the medical superintendent at the infirmary. It may 
therefore be claimed that there had be.en control gained 
to some extent though the baby was only 14 months old 
when death occurred. In view of Case I, recorded 
above, I cannot help but think that the control in this 
second case came through a normal proximal urethra 
being present, and that the fistula left at the second opera- 
tion may have been closing up at the time of death. The 
anatomical condition as studied clinically was as follows. 
The infant was well developed and not at all fretful, and 
soon look xyell to hospital life. The condition found is 
well shown in the illustration (Fig. 2, Special Plate). 
There was a large extroversion of the bladder, measuring 
two inches laterally and one and a half inches from 
above downwards. Both ureteric orifices ivere visible 
on the surface of the protruded bladder. Below the 
level of the bladder was a bridge of skin which passed 
across the middle line and connected the two .sides of the 
abdomen. Below this bridge of skin there was what may 
be called a perineum. At the front -part of this was a 
circular hole, which was situated upon the summit of 
a distinct though small protuberance. 

■At about the level of this protuberanee and orifice 
and on each side of the midline was a symmetrical body 
exactly similar to a small penis. This projected inwards 
and downwards, and was about half an inch in length. 
The .tips' of these paired bodies were separated by a 
distance of half- an inch. Behind and below these pro- 
tninences there was 'a- bilateral swelling, .conical in shape 
and also directed - inwards and downwards. These 
eminences' Were yellow in colour; they did not project so 
far inwards as the previous ones, and were three-quarters 
of an. inch from each other. Behind them, but in the 
middle line, was the anus, which was normal. Some 
years after seeing and operating upon this case I came 
to the tardy but inevitable conclusion that the child was 
a male. The anterior projections were parts of a bifid 
penis, and the eminences behind these were undeveloped 
but distinct parts of the scrotum. 

Now in view of the previous case I am drawn to the 
conclusion that the orifice mentioned as lying in the 
midline was really a partially developed urethra. 1 can- 
not help but think that after the second operation • the 
baby passed water through this orifice, for we knoxv from 
the infirmary report that only an occasional drop of 
urine was found at the site of the small fistula that had 
been left at the operation. 

S. G. Shattock laid it down, when at the Royal College 
of Surgeons, that hypospadias could not occur with an 
extroversion of the bladder. I have a series of photo- 
graphs of a male foetus which was born dead. It bad 
a large extroversion of the bladder on the surface of 
which the bowel opened. In this case, however, there 
was a definite penis with a fully formed scrotum, and 


also a prepuce, and on the under surface of the glans 
penis was an opening - which led backwards along the 
normal course of the urethra. In fact, it appeared to be 
a normal urethra. This passage did not, however, make 
a connexion with the bladder, but passed directly into the 
vesiculae seminales, as shown by Dr, G. VV. Nicholson. 
The case is most interesting, but need not detain us now ; 
vve must be careful, however, in accepting as true a state- 
ment made even by such an authority as the late 
Professor Shattock. 

It is sufficient here to state that in two cases of extro- 
version of the bladder proximal urethras were piesent 
which were capable of controlling micturition. 

For the true nature of this incompletely developed 
urethra I must refer to other articles I have written on 
this subject. 

The Operation on Case I 

Thanks to the assistance of Mr. Bromley and my 
former house-surgeon, Mr. John Rowlands, the opera- 
tion was quite quickly performed. After an anaesthetic 
had been given and continued the extroverted bladder 
was pushed back into the abdomen, and an incision was 
carried round the mucosa, of which a good edge was 
exposed. Catgut sutures were used to join the edges 
transversely. The circular incision around the mucous 
membrane was extended on each side transversely, for 
about three-quarters of an inch. The skin edges were 
everted widely, and a broadish linear area of subcutaneous 
tissue Was thus exposed. Lembert catgut sutures weie 
applied to this surface on each side of the long axis of 
the wound, drawn together and tied, and then cut short. 
Thus the bladder was buried deeply with a good covering 
of subcutaneous tissue. The skin edges were then united 
with fine salmon-gut sutures. A eollodion dressing was 
applied and the patient was sent back to bed. Instruc- 
tions were given that when he had recovered from the 
anaesthetic he was to be allowed to do as he wanted. ,ind 
was to be permitted to walk about the ward if he wished. 

I very greatly object to having these babies tied do.vn 
in bed. These conditions are not natural ones, and the 
crying induced by the confinement does a great deal of 
barm. As there was no catheter in the bladder natui.il 
conditions were called for. The patient at once was 
able to hold his water, according to Mr. Rowlands ; and 
continued to do so e.xcept when he wished to micturate, 
at which time he passed urine in a good stream. This 
happy result continues, and naturally the parents are 
delighted. The salmon-gut sutures were removed about 
the tenth day. The normal proximal urethra is per- 
forming its duty of controlling micturition. 

Very much the same operation was performed on Case 

II (the first in point of time). As I have said already, the 
first operation was a failure, the second was a success. 

Commentary 

The important point W'hich I have tried to bring out 
in this paper is that whilst there was in both cases a 
well-marked extroversion of the bladder, there was in 
one certainly, and in the other probably, a proximal 
urethra capable of controlling the flow of urine. In such 
cases construction of the bladder as a hollow cavity may 
be the operation of choice rather than the more severe 
and much more difficult operations of uniting the urinary 
and alimentary tracts, with which the names of Stiles. 
Nitch, and Grey Turner are so honourably associated in 
Great Britain. 1 should like to add a personal point. It 
is curious that at the end of eighteen years a second case 
should explain the anatomy and surgery of a prior one. 
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(With Si'ucial Plath) 

The first tubal implantation resulting in full-term preg- 
nancy was reported by Shaw and Cullen in 1921. The 
second recorded was by Unterberger in 1925. Von Graff 
in 1936 published the results of the seventy tubo-uterine 
implantations reported in the literature. Of these twenty- 
six were followed by pregnancy ; only twenty-three, how- 
ever, went to full term, one ended prematurely, one ter- 
minated in abortion, and one was an ectopic gc.station — 
that is, an incidence of pregnancy amounting to 32.9 per 
cent. 

Greenhill (1937), in order to determine the sentiment 
of American gynaecologists concerning salpingostomy and 
tubal implantation for sterility, sent a questionary to mem- 
bers of the American Gynecological and Obstetrical 
Society and the American Association of Obstetricians, 
Gynaecologists, and Abdominal Surgeons. One hundred 
and seven replies were received. ^ 

Fifty-three of the specialists had never performed a 
salpingostomy. Eighty-eight had never considered tubal 
implantation as an operation worth performing for the 
purpose of overcoming sterility. 

On the other hand, thirty-five were strongly in favour 
of plastic operations upon the tubes, believing that the 
misery associated with sterility justifies the technique, 
however meticulous, however disappointing. Their results 
worked out at one pregnancy for every fifteen operations, 
and one full-term living child for every twenty-two 
abdominal sections. 

The same atmosphere of pessimism is found in this 
country. For instance, Beckwith Whiichousc in the fourth 
edition (1935) of Eden and Lockyer writes; “The tech- 
nique requires considerable skill and the operation is not 
lightly to be undertaken. The method is as yet too recent 
and the published records of success too few to express a 
considered opinion as to its ultimate value.” Later, how- 
ever, he states that he has had one successful ease. 

I Similarly at the sixth British Congress of Obstetricians 
Ind Gynaecologists, 1936, after a stimulating paper on 
the subject by Bethel Solomons (1936), the majority of 
those present expressed the opinion that the abdomen 
should not as a rule be opened directly for the purpose 
of operating on the Fallopian tubes. On the other hand, 
a minority following the dictum of Harvey “ to seek out 
and study the secrets of Nature by way of experiment” 
thought that all cases of tubal sterility should be carefully 
investigated with reference to previous history, menstrua- 
tion, etc., and emphasized the necessity of methods of 
precision being first used to determine the site of obstruc- 
tion, by far the most scientific being that of hystero- 
salpingography. They were of the opinion that if the 
case were suitable a plastic operation was worth while, 
no matter what part of the tube was involved. 

Solomons stated that he had sent a questionary to 150 
world-known gynaecologists. Fifty-three replies were 
received from those who operated upon the tubes. The 
answers showed that the incidence of pregnancy, after 


salpingostomy alone, averaged from 8 to 10 per cent., 
though the figures of Rubin, Norris, Blair-Ilcll, and 
Gcllhorn were very considerably better. After tubal 
implantation only six full-term live children were reported. 
In two eases abortion occurred. 

It is significant that only thirteen out of the fifty-three 
surgeons who answered the questionary slated that they 
tested the patency of the tubes after operation. This is 
the acid test of any technique employed, and if not applied 
in every case as a routine measure, it were perhaps better 
not to operate at all. For my own part I believe the best 
lest from both the physical and the psychological point 
of view is the salpingogram, which cannot lie and which 
should be taken two weeks, ten weeks, and twenty weeks 
after whatever operation has been performed. Using 
the Seguy apparatus (Drapicr ct Cic), put on the English 
market by Allen and Hanburys, radiographs can be taken 
without pain or anaesthetic, although if need be they can 
be done under morphine or evipan. 

It is possible that a careful choice of eases and im- 
proved technique will yield in the future a larger incidence 
of success to tliosc who arc willing to operate ; for, pro- 
vided there is no complete occlusion of the Fallopian 
tubes by gonorrhoeal, post-abortal, puerperal, or tuber- 
culous infection and the semen of the husband. is normal, 
there is_ no contraindication. Moreover, it must be 
realized that when the history and clinical findings arc 
assured we have in salpingography a method which 
enables us to determine the site of occlusion and thereby 
base the strategy and tactics of any proposed procedure. 

Opemtive Methods 

Hitherto many surgeons have followed the technique of 
Douay (1936), Seguy, and Blair-Bcll (1934) — that is. after 
applyiri> a myomectomy clamp the cornu of the uterus 
comprising the interstitial portion of the tube is resected. 
The end of each tube having been bifurcated, it is then 
threaded with silkworm-gut and drawn within the uterine 
cavity and sewn in situ with fine catgut as in Fig. A. 



Fig. a. — A fter wctJgc resection of the cornii and resection of 
the occluded isthmial part of the tube, it is bifurcated, threaded 
with gut, and drawn into the lumen of the uterus. It is then 
tightly sutured in situ. 

Great care is taken, when the cut cornual surfaces are 
joined, that there is no strangulation of the implanted 
tube. A week later the silkworm-gut is removed. The 
tubes arc tested with air or lipiodol from time to time. 

Others have adopted the method of Solomons — (hat 
is, the uterus is first bisected. After excising the occluded 
area the distal and patent part of the tube is threaded 
with catgut. The cornu of (he uterus is shaved to expose 
the line of the interstitial part of the tube, which is (hen 
expanded sufficiently with dilators to draw the threaded 
tubes into the lumen of the uterine cavity ; fine anchoring 
sutures are then applied through the bisected uterus to 
keep the implanted tubes in place. 
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The technique of Bonney (1936) is the simplest. After 
applying his myomectomy clamp and ring forceps to the 
infundibulo-pelvic' ligaments, he splits transversely the 
fundus of the uterus from cornu to cornu until the cavity 
of the uterus is opened. The occluded isthmial part of 
the tubes having been excised, a strand of silkworm-gut 
is threaded along each tube from the outer to the inner 
end. The tube ends are now laid carefully in the line of 
the transverse fundal incision so that the free amputated 
ends of the tubes are projecting actually into the cavity 
of the uterus. The long ends of the silkworm-gut are 
passed through tlie eye of a special dilator and drawn 
into the vagina after releasing the clamp. The tubes are 
fixed in situ by interrupted sutures of fine catgut, and as 
an additional safeguard a few sutures are inserted through 
the muscle of the tubes. to the outer part of the cornual 
incision on each side. The silkworm-gut is removed 
about the tenth day. Mr. Bonney (1937) has had 18 per 
cent, of successes from salpingostomy, and has recorded 
five pregnancies following double and single implantation 
of the tubes with or without simultaneous salpingostomy. 
His results are inspiring and dispel pessimism. 

It is proposed to describe a modification of this 
technique which has recently resulted in a full-term 
’ pregnancy. 

Illustrative Case 

Mrs. D., aged 25, married two years, was admitted with 
a history of four miscarriages to the West London Hospital 
on March 4, 1933, for retention of urine , and intractable 
vomiting. The uterus was twelve weeks pregnant, retroverted, 
incarcerated, and fixed. Endeavour was made under an 
anaesthetic to replace it on two consecutive days, with failure 
on both occasions. The abdomen was therefore opened. It 
was seen that the fundus was fixed by dense adhesions to the 
posterior parietes, presumably subsequent to one or other of 
the four previous miscarriages. A modified Gilliam operation 
-was performed. She went to full term, and as she had a 
typical funnel-shaped pelvis, demonstrated by measurements 
and- radiographs, a lower-segment Caesarean section was per- 
formed on November 22, 1933. 

Seeing that she had had four miscarriages and already two 
abdominal operations (one previous to admission for appen- 
dicitis), she and her husband demanded that she should be 
sterilized. Against strong advice this was insisted upon. 
Sterilization by excision of the cornual portions of the tubes 
was performed. Three days later the infant died, and was 
found at necropsy to have congenital heart disease (patent 
foramen ovale) and atelectasis. 

In August, .1935, being very miserable, she came to the 
out-patient department asking if she could have another baby. 
Rather diffidently I informed her of such a possibility if she 
would submit to the operation of tubo-uterine implantation. 
Fig. 1 (see Plate) shows the uterus before operation. On 
October 20, 1935, with the following modifications, the Bonney 
technique was used, (Fig. 2 shows the result rix months after 
operation.) 

The Modified Bonney Technique 

First a twelve-inch-long probe is passed eye forwards from 
the vagina through the cervix up to the top of the fundus 
uteri. It is then clamped in situ by a vulsellum on the cervix. 
On opening the abdomen a myomectomy clamp is placed 
round the cervix, and ring forceps are applied on the in- 
fundibulb-pelvic ligaments. 

The proximal stenosed ends having been excised, a fine 
bodkin threaded with a long piece of Japanese silkworm-gut 
is passed gently through each tube so that about tno inches 
' remain visible at the distal end of the tubes, and about fourteen 
inches are available at the proximal ends to be threaded into 
the eye of the probe that is now exposed by making a trans- 
verse incision across the fundus of the uterus from cornu .to 
cornu. 


Each threaded tube with its intact mesentery is now snugly 
and rapidly placed in the V-shaped groove at each cornu so 
that about a quarter of an inch of each proximal end projects 
well into the endometrial cavity. Having lightly anchored 
the musele wall of the tube with fine catgut at each cornu, the 
free long ends of silkworm-gut are threaded into the eye of 
the probe which has been referred to. The clamp beino 
relaxed, the vulsellum on the cervix is released by an assistant 
and the probe slowly withdrawn, carrying with it the two 
lengths of gut. These are sutured to each side of the vagina! 
outlet at the end of the operation. The clamp and ring forceps 
being removed, the fundal incision is then closed with deep 
and superficial catgut as in a Caesarean section, particular 
attention being taken of the cornual portions, lest any undue 
compression of the buried though threaded tubes occurs. The 
technique with perfect haemostasis is not difficult, and can 
be completed under the hour. 

The silkworm-gut is withdrawn in the ward on the twelfth 
day. The advantage of Japanese silkworm-gut is that it softens 
and it does not disintegrate or irritate. 

' On September 8, 1936, Mrs. D. reported that she had 
missed two periods. Examination showed that she was 
pregnant. She was carefully watched during the ante- 
natal period. Six weeks before she was due she was 
admitted for observation and rest, lest labour should come 
on prematurely or the fundal scar give. Y-ray photo- 
graphs showed at first a breech ; after two weeks spon- 
taneous version occurred. On April 7, 1937, a classical 
Caesarean section was performed. A healthy child weigh- 
ing 5 lb. 10 oz. was delivered. There were a good many 
adhesions of omentum to the top of the uterus where 
the fundal incision had been made. Tltese were not in- 
terfered with. The implanted tubes measured only two 
inches in length. No sterilization was done. The post- 
natal period was afebrile and uneventful. She left hos- 
pital on the twenty-eighth day, the baby weighing 6 lb. 


Commentary 


The case is reported in order to stimulate others to 
undertake plastic operations upon the tubes. Hitherto 
my personal success with salpingostomies has been four 
living children, the fruit of twenty-five laparotomies. 
Tubo-uterine implantation has been done thrice wiih one 
success. 

The modified technique described is not difficult. The 
complete haemostasis obtained with clamp and ring 
forceps makes technical tactics easy. 

Hitherto many gynaecologists have considered that 
operation is hardly worth while unless the Fallopian tubes 
are only occluded at the fimbrial ends ; but when one 
considers how very miserable the sterile woman often is 
it does seem proper in a suitable case to give her the option 
of surgery provided some portion of the tube or^ tubes 
is patent, for, in the words of Bethel Solomons, “just as 
an occasional good golf shot impels the worst play er to 
persist with the game, so occasional success in plastic 
surgery of the Fallopian tubes will impel the gynaecolo- 
gist to continue his efforts and improve his technique, 
thereby achieving better results."

(With Special Plate) 

Gaiichcr's disease is comparatively rare, and alleclion of 
Ihc lungs by it still more rare. So far I have not been able 
to find records of a case in this country similar to the 
one I am describing. Gauciier’s disease has been described 
js a non-hcreditary, congenital, familial disease due to 
changed lipoid metabolism, which produces an abnormal 
substance called kcrasin. More cases occur in females 
than in males. It is believed that certain cells of the 
icticulo-cndothclial system store the kcrasin to form what 
arc called typical Gaucher cells. These cells arc chiefiy 
found in the spleen, liver, lymph glands, and bone marrow. 

This affection is recognized clinically by the distinct en- 
largement of the .spleen and liver, the pinguccula-likc 
thickenings of the conjunctivac, a light yellowish-brown pig- 
mentation of the skin and sclera, various changes in the 
bones, Icucopcnia, thrombocytopenia, and the haemorrhagic 
diathesis. Sometimes the lymph glands arc enlarged. 
Ascites is only occasionally seen. The pain experienced 
over the bones particularly is that of a dull ache, but the 
pain over the spleen and liver, and I believe also in the 
lungs, is apt to be sharper. The disease may be en- 
countered at any time from birth to about middle age. 

Diagnosis is made from the symptoms described above, 
but especially from the peculiar tint of .the skin, spleno- 
megaly, and usually hepatomegaly without ascites, flask- 
like e.xpansion of the lower ends of the femora accom- 
panied by dull ache or even sharp pain, a raised tem- 
perature, Icucopcnia, and liypochromic anaemia, and is 
clinched, if necessary, by a splenic puncture and the 
finding of Gaucher cells, or by finding these cells after 
biopsy of a gland. 

Sobotka and others (1933) state: “At least three patho- 
logical entities of generalized ‘ lipoid storage ’ disease or 
lipoidosis have been distinguished from clinical and patho- 
logical evidence and confirmed by chemical investigations: 
(I) Gaucher’s splenomegaly, characterized by large de- 
posits of a ccrcbrosidc ; kcrasin, in spleen and liver ; (2) 
Niemann-Pick’s disease, in which the phosphatide and 
cholesterol contents of the viscera, the bone marrow, and 
the brain arc increased at the expense of neutral fat ; 
(3) Schiiller-Christian's disease, with replacement of the 
bone tissue by cholesterol deposits.” 

Case Hisfory 

A little girl aged 2 years and 7 months was admitted to 
the Royal Waterloo Hospital on September 16, 1931, on 
account of a distinctly enlarged abdomen, and general weak- 
ness and illness. Upon examination it was found that she 
was small for her age and appeared to be very ill indeed. 
There was a slight ietcric tint of the skin generally, which 
also alTcctcd the conjunctivac to some extent. The 
abdominal prominence was due to a greatly enlarged spleen, 
which reached to the pubes and just to the right of Ihc 
middle line. Its texture was moderately firm and .smooth. 
The liver was enlarged two fingerbreadths. There had been 
three attacks of cpistaxis during the past few months, Ihc 
last, a month previously, having been quite severe. The 
coagulation time of the blood was normal ; the bleeding- 
time a little prolonged — 6 minutes. The red blood corpuscles 
were 800,000 per c.nim. on admission and the haemoglobin 
19 per cent,, but this was reduced to 16 per cent, two days 
later. The white blood corpuscles numbered 3,100. The 


Wassermann reaction was negative, and the fragility test 
normal. The van den Ilergh test, both direct and indirect, 
was negative. The urine was normal. Examination of Ihc 
stools showed a very slight excess of split fat (fatly acid), 
but no unsplit fat. No undigested muscle or starch was seen. 

The child evidently had had an enlarged abdomen since the 
early months of life and attended many clinics, etc., and had 
been apparently regarded as a rare case of rickets. How- 
ever, no sign of the latter was evident when the child was 
admitted to hospital. The general appearance, Ihc spleen, 
the Icucopcnia, the cpistaxis, and anaemia seemed to fit in 
with the diagnosis of Gaucher's disease, which was made 
tentatively. It was intended to do a splenic puncture and 
settle the diagnosis by a microscopical examination of the 
cells, but on account of the child’s desperate condition it 
was decided not to ; consequently, two days after admission, 
as a possible chance of saving her life, I asked my colleague, 
Mr. Rodney Maingot. to perform' splenectomy. This was 
done on September 19, 1931. Tlie spleen weighed 39 oz., 
and both Dr. Knott and Professor Kettle found typical 
Gaucher cells present. No similar case had occurred in the 
family. 

Contrary to expectation the little patient made a perfect 
recovery, and within three to four months the blood count 
was practically normal. 

During April, 1932, she was readmitted to hospital with 
great pain at Ihc lower end of the right femur. The con- 
dition was diagnosed as osteomyelitis, and Mr. St. John 
Ihixion operated and found greyish-green pus from which a 
few colonics of Slnphylocovciis nihiis were grown. Gaucher 
cells were present in the bony canals of necrosed bone taken 
away at the operation. Looking back on this case, I am not 
sure if it was not the ordinary invasion by Gaucher cells 
which occurs in some of the bones in Gatichcr's disease and 
not osteomyelitis. 

During the next two years the patient complained of pain 
in the back, which was found by .r-ray examination to be 
accompanied by gradual atrophy of the bodies of some six 
or seven dorsal vertebrae, and was obviously due to the 
Gaucher process. Mr. St. John Buxton undertook to treat 
the condition. 

Tlic following year there was a certain amount of enlarge- 
ment of the glands in the neck and groin ; and pain with a 
moderately high temperature appeared suddenly, accompany- 
ing enlargement of the lower end of the left femur. ,Y-ray 
examination showed the condition to be typical of Gaucher's 
disease. No operation was done ; the temperature and pain 
gradually disappeared, but the (lask-likc expanded appearance 
of Ihc lower end of the left femur remained (as had happened 
to Ihc right femur). 

In August, I93.S, the child was again admitted into hospital 
with what at first sight seemed to be whooping-cough : but 
on going into the history thoroughly, and taking into con- 
sideration Ihc peculiar nature of the cough, the condition 
appeared to be produced by pressure on the bronchi. 
Great pain was present behind the sternum, especially the 
lower end, for which small doses of morphine alone gave 
relief. The temperature was moderately high, and the respira- 
tions and pulse increased in frequency. Careful examination 
revealed .some dullness below the left clavicle and gave the 
signs of what appeared to be lobar pneumonia. The severe 
■substcrnal pain gradually disappeared after about a fort- 
night. Fresh areas of dullness were noted in various parts 
of the lungs, and the .sputum was fairly copious. During this 
time and the next year the sputum was examined about 
twenty times for Gaucher cells, but the result was always 
negative. A number of .v-ray examinations, made at first 
fortnightly and afterwards monthly, showed a gradually in- 
creasing process spreading from the mediastinum towards 
each axillary region, the dullness becoming more and more 
marked. The area of bronchial breathing below the left 
clavicle persisted, and similar areas gradually became manifest 
over various parts of the front and back of the lungs. Many 
medium moist rales were heard, and these persisted. Last 
November a sudden great pain was felt by the child .in the 
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right axillarj’ region, and very definite signs of pleurisy were 
found -there. 

The blood count in August, 193S, when the child was 6+ 
years old, was: red cells, 5,200,000; haemoglobin, 87 per 
cent. ; colour index, 0.82 ; white cells, 73,600 ; polymorpho- 
nuclears, 65 per cent. ; lymphocytes, 27 per cent. In making 
the differential count the pathologist stated that many dead 
or basket cells were found. The platelets were fairly 
numerous. 

The pulmonary process was certainly different from 
anything I had seen in a child before, and as Gaucher’s 
disease was present in other parts of the reticulo-endo- 
thelial system the pulmonary condition was looked upon 
as being probably due to the same affection. 

During 1935 and 1936 the liver became greatly enlarged 
and reached nearly to the pubes, also extending beyond the 
umbilicus into the left hypochondriac region. The child’s 
growth was certainly being interfered with by the faulty 
fatty metabolism present. She was distinctly smaller and 
much lighter -in weight than her sister, who was two years 
younger. During 1936 various nervous manifestations 
became evident ; she would become irritable without cause, 
and developed movements of the eyes, mouth, nose, face, 
and neck, often for only a fevv days at a time, but they 
never entirely disappeared. 

Death took place on January 15, 1937, and as a partial 
necropsy was allowed the diagnosis of Gaucher’s disease 
was verified. I append reports. 


Pathological Report 


The following are the necropsy findings reported by 
Dr. F. A. Knott : 


The body showed considerable wasting and, for the 
child’s age, underdevelopment of the muscles and bony 
skeleton. The dorsal vertebrae were markedly arched 
forward owing to the collapse of some of their bodies. 
The abdomen was very protuberant because of the greatly 
enlarged liver. There were no bruises or pigmentation, 
and no oedema. 

On opening the abdomen the most striking feature was 
an enormously enlarged liver, which weighed 3 lb. 7 oz. 
Its surface was smooth,' and the enlargement occurred 
equally throughout all the lobes. The gall-bladder and 
biliary tracts were normal. The liver had a pale pink 
colour as a whole, with irregular patches of dull yellow. 
It had formed no adhesions. ' 

The intestines showed no abnormality, and the kidneys 
and genito-urinary tract appeared normal, but there was 
considerable enlargement of practically all the abdominal 
glands, this being more marked in the upper than m the 
lower abdomen. 

When the thorax was opened the heart and great vessels 
were found to be normal, except that they were variously 
displaced through enlargement of the mediastinal glands, 
the enlargement continuing into the root of each lung. 
The pulmonary appearances are described below. Tliere 
were no pleural effusions or adhesions. The thymus, 
thyroid, larynx, and pharynx were normal ; the brain was 


not examined. 

The spleen had already been removed about five 
and a half years previously, and at that time weighed 
2 lb. 7 oz. Its general and histological appearances had 
been reported as typical of a Gaucher spleen. 

Specimens for section were taken from the liver, from 
• glands in various parts of the body where nohceable en- 
^ largement had occurred, from a rib, a part of the sternum. 


the root of a lung, a small solidified area in the lung, the 
kidney, the pancreas, and heart muscle. 

Large masses of Gaucher cells were found m every 
instance of glandular enlargement, and in all the samples 
of bone marrow examined ; the kidney, pancreas, and 
heart muscle were free. In the liver enormous collec- 
tions of these cells appeared, pushing aside the normal 
liver tissue, which on the .whole had undergone little 
degeneration. In sharp contrast, owing to its location 
inside the bones, the bone marrow was very largely com- 
pressed and displaced, and the total functioning marrow 
must have been much below normal. The changes in the 
bodies of the vertebrae were due to Gaucher deposition 
and pressure damage. 

In short, the characteristic appearances were that at all 
possible sites reticulo-endothelial deposition of Gaucher 
substance had taken place with compression and displace- 
ment of neighbouring cells, but without producing further 
damage than would arise from compression. 

The immediate cause of death was to be found in 3 
simple .terminal, mainly basal, bronchopneumonia; but 
the findings in the lungs had an interest beyond this, 
because they had clearly been involved in the primary 
Gaucher disease before the final infection took place. 


Commentary on the Findings 

This case illustrates particularly well the reasons for 
classifying Gaucher’s disease among the reticulo-endo- 
thelioses. Not only were the liver, spleen, larger lymph 
glands, and the bone marrow packed with large masses of 
typical cells containing the non-doubly refractive Gaucher 
substance, but collections of these cells could be seen 
wherever lymph nodes occurred. 

This process was found to account for the early physical 
signs noted in the patient’s chest long before there was 
any indication of bronchopneumon.a. At the post-mortern 
examination the mediastinal and iulum glands were all 
grossly enlarged and contained masses of Gaucher cells, 
with the result that the roots of both lungs were appar- 
ently extensively “ invaded ” by the disease, as seen by 
the increased , root shadows in the radiographs and by 
the physical signs. 

But another feature was noticeable, particularly in the 
upper lobes. In many of the small subserous and inter- 
lobular lymph nodes the reticulo-endothelial cells were 
loaded with Gaucher substance, producing a senes ol 
small apparently solidified areas, the neighbouring air 
spaces being markedly compressed. I" .‘'Xc 

pressed areas the lung tissue was 

only change being the very recent terminal, mainly basal 
broLhopneumonia. There was no evidence of o d or 
recent tubercle, and the changes first noted clmicalK in 
the lungs were undoubtedly due to deposition of he 
cLchef material, even in such outlj'ing portions of the 
«"cuten"otheUal system as the distal lymphatic system 
of the lungs. 

Review’ of tiic Literature

dc la maladie de Gaucher.” The above was a typical case 
of Gaucher's disease affecting the spleen, liver, femora, 
and the vertebral column. Epistaxis occurred ; the patient 
was 51 years of age ; and anaemia was present along with 
Icucopenia. 

Although we repeatedly examined the sputum of our 
own patient, wc never discovered Gaucher cells in it ; still, 
the case quoted above shows that such can occur, and 
they therefore should be looked for, 

I would like to refer here to’“ Studies on the Chemistry of 
Gaucher’s Disease; An Analysis of Three Spleens,” by 
R. H. S. Thompson and G. Payling Wright (1937). They 
state “ that the essential pathological change is a specific 
storage of kerasin. Concerning the origin of this kerasin 
or its mode of accumulation, in thc reticulo-endothelial 
cells throughout the body nothing at present is known, 
but two hypotheses may be suggested for the aetiology 
of the condition. In thc first place the distended * Gaucher 
cells ’ may be merely the result of an absorptive action of 
the histiocytes on an increased blood kerasin.” , They con- 
tinue ; “ An alternative theory, based on the assumption 
that the galactolipins are possible important intermediaries 
in the antibody responses of the reticulo-endothelial system, 
suggests itself as the result of recent work on certain 
aspects of immunological chemistry.” They state, further; 
“ In view of this work, therefore, it is conceivable that 
the galactolipins, whose physiological role in the body is 
at present unknown, may play a part in the production of 
antibodies by the reticulo-endothelial cells, and that 
Gaucher's disease may be some ' inborn error of meta- 
bolism ’ of the mechanism responsible for some stage 
in the antibody production of the body, whereby excessive 
quantities of kerasin are synthesized and stored by thc 
reticulo-endothelial cells.” 

Summary 

A case of typical Gaucher’s disease in a little girl is 
described in which the spleen, liver, both femora, some 
of the dorsal vertebrae, lymph glands, and thc lungs 
were affected. 

The affection of the lungs by this disease must be 
extremely rare, for the only other definite case so far 
noted is quoted in thc French literature. 

Tire most recent views on thc pathological chemistry of 
Gaucher's disease are stated. 

In thc Special Plate photomicrographs arc reproduced of 
sections of the liver (Fig. 1), a lymphatic gland (Fig. 2), 
thc bone marrow of a rib (Fig. 3), thc spleen (Fig. 4), and 
thc lung (Fig, 5). Fig 6 is a reproduction of a radiograph 
taken four months before death and showing clearly thc 
extension of the Gaucher process from thc mediastinum 
outwards and to the apices. Ludwig Pick (1933) states that 
in fresh specimens the Gaucher cells are homogeneous, 
opaque, and dull hyaline in appearance. With the Mallory 
stain, with acid-fuchsine, and anilinc-blue-orange G, and with 
previous fixation with picric acid and ammonium bichromate, 
they appear a light blue, and under higher magnification 
show, in their cytoplasm, an irregular network, bound like 
spider webs with the finest thread-like fibrils. Through these 
the cytoplasm appears wrinkled rather than foamy or roundly 
vacuolated, Thc wrinkles correspond to the remains of thc 
.spongioplasm in thc meshes of which the Gaucher substance 
is stored. Large cells with this type of cytoplasm arc found 
in no other affection. The cells measure from 20 to SO ,» 
in their largest diameter ; they arc polymorphous, and arc 
often furnished with projections. The nuclei arc cither single 
or multiple, and not infrequently arc quite numerous (there 
were twenty -one in one cell). They are mostly pyknotic. In 
those cells where there is a single nucleus it is often eccentric 
in position, generally near the cell border. Mitoses arc dis- 
puted.

There are occasions when a temporary postponement of 
menstrualion would be a great advantage. I refer to such 
limes as athletic championships, examinations, and wed- 
dings, when a condition of bodily comfort and peace of 
mind is essential, and this cannot be if these events 
coincide with menstruation. In such cases I suggest that 
the delay of menstrual bleeding for a few days or a week 
is a justifiable therapeutic measure on a few special 
occasions of a woman's life ; but I do not think it is a 
practice to be carried out more than once or twice during 
an individual lifetime, as it may be unwise to upset thc 
normal delicate pituitary-ovarian rhythm too frcqucntlyk 

The idea of such therapy arose from the treatment of 
some of a series of cases with ocstradiol benzoate.* It 
was found that if injections were carried out through the 
whole cycle the next bleeding was delayed or even in- 
hibited. In some cases of oligomcnorrhoea and hypo- 
mcnorrhoca treatment was sometimes followed by a short 
period of amenorrhoca. In such cases bleeding might be 
delayed if injections of 10,000 l.B.U. were repeated, 
whereas in patients with normal loss this occurred if 
dosage was raised to 50,000 l.B.U. This is explained by 
Zuckerman's work (1936) on thc production of uterine 
bleeding by oestrin withdrawal. Cyclical treatment of 
cases of oligomcnorrhoea was not followed by amcnor- 
rhoca when 50,000 l.B.U. were given only in thc first 
fifteen days of thc cycle. 

Zuckerman (1936), working with monkeys, showed 
definitely that if ocstronc is given for a period of fifteen 
days in a dosage known to be adequate for proliferation, 
and is then withdrawn, bleeding will occur about seven 
to eight days later. If this threshold dose is conliniied 
throughout the cycle bleeding is postponed for as long as 
the dose is kept above threshold. If allowed to drop 
below, cither by reducing dosage or by increasing the 
interval between injections, bleeding would occur. Zucker- 
man (1936) suggested that if superthrcshold doses were 
given throughout thc cycle ovulation was inhibited and thc 
proliferation phase was continued. H injection!! were 
started after thc middle of thc cycle following ovulation 
it was doubtful whether ocstronc would then inhibit 
bleeding. Evidence was inconclusive on this point even 
from Zondek's scries (1936). If given after thc middle of 
thc cycle it was necessary to use much larger doses to 
cause inhibition. B. Zondek (1936), in the series referred 
to, noticed that during therapeutic enlargement of hypo- 
plastic uteri of sterile women the next bleeding was often 
delayed if moderate doses were continued tlrro itgh ihe 

• Ocstradiol is six times as physioloiiically .active .as ocstrone. 
The standardized preparation used in this work \v.is progynon It 
olcosum — Schcring. 
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cycle. When started in the first half of the cycle the 
stage of proliferation is continued, if dosage is greater than 
threshold value, into one of endometrial hyperplasia and 
ovulation is inhibited, so that bleeding takes place after 
oestrin withdrawal from a proliferative phase and not 
from the usual secretory or premenstrual endometrium. 
This may be due to inhibition of the anterior pituitary. 
There is some evidence that even after the corpus lutcnm 
is atrophied bleeding does not occur until after withdrawal 
of oestradiol. Now is it possible to use these facts and 
theories to delay normal menstruation for social reasons, 
and is it likely to do any harm? To be a practical 
success it is a disadvantage for injections to be given 
every three days throughout the cycle. It is simple to 
postpone menstruation if 50,000 I.B.U. are given in this 
way, but injections of 10,000 I.B.U. are not certain in 
their results, as demonstrated by Cases I and II. 

Case I 

This woman, aged 22 and married, whose' menstrual history 
was regular every twenty-seven to thirty days, was treated 
with oestradiol benzoate for intrinsic dysmenorrhoea. First 
injections of 10,000 I.B.U. given every four days throughout 


Case n 

This patient, an unmarried woman aged 22, was treated for 
intrinsic dysmenorrhoea, and the menstrual history was regular, 
4-5/28. The menstrual flow ceased the day before treatment 
was started. Injections of 50,000 I.B.U. were given twice weekly 
for thirty-four days and then bleeding started two days later 
and lasted ten days. The effect was temporary only, and 
subsequent menstruation was normal. 

For practical purposes it is desirable to give injections 
in the -second half of the cycle only, when Zuckerman 
(1936) was doubtful as to its success owing to the previous 
occurrence of ovulation. However, I have succeeded in 
postponing menstrual bleeding for some days after starting 
injections on the nineteenth day after the cessation of the 
last bleeding, which was proved by curettage to be from 
a secretory-phase endometrium. In this case dosage was 
100,000 I.B.U.. given on alternate days. This is necessary 
to maintain a high concentration of oestradiol benzoate, 
which has been shown by Mazer and Israel (1937) to 
fall four days after an injection. It is therefore necessary 
to give a large dose and to give it on alternate days. 
Some idea of the dose which should be necessary can

the cycle failed to inhibit bleeding. Following this menstrua- 
tion the dose was increased to„50,000 I.B.U. throughout the 
cycle every four days at first, then towards the end of the 
cycle injections were given on alternate days over^a total 
period of thirty-five days. Seven days after withdrawal bleed- 
ing started. 

The necessity for injections being nearer together and of 
large dosage if treatment is started after the fourteenth day 
was demonstrated in this same case, in which failure occurred 
in a later attempt when injections were spread out too much. 

The irregularity of the menstrual cycles in this case 
following experimental delay of bleeding was due to 
treatment for dysmenorrhoea being continued. Trials were 
given to progesterone at the end of the cycle just prior to 
menstrual flow, and also to oestradiol benzoate in the 
second half of the cycle, the details of which are irrelevant 
and therefore not published in this paper. 


be gauged from the usual menstrual loss e.xprcssed in 
number of diapers and number of days of bleeding. The 
threshold dose is probably greater in patients with more 
copious loss. 

Case III 

This patient, an unmarried woman aged 32, had been treated 
for irregular menstruation for seven months with oestradiol 
benzoate. Her usual cycle varied between twenty-eight and 
thirty-five days, and when she came for treatment this had 
lengthened. 1 selected this case for trial, as menstruation was 
apparently corrected by treatment and her record of menstrual 
function was preserved. She was curetted on the first day 
of bleeding, which was twenty-six days after the last day of 
the previous menstruation. Ovulation had obviously occurred, 
as the pathological report showed that she was bleeding from 
a secrctorv-phase endometrium. Accordingly nineteen days 
afler this bleeding finished— long after ovulation was thought

to have taken place — I started giving ocstradiol benzoate 
injections. 100,000 I.B.U. were given on alternate days, 
amounting in twelve days to a total dose of 700,000 I.C.U. 
Following the withdrawal of ocstrin on the thirtieth day of 
the cycle bleeding occurred eight days later and lasted six days. 

This cycle was forty-three days as against thirty days, the 
average of twenty cycles. It is evident, then, that I succeeded 
in postponing bleeding for eight days, and treatment had been 
started at least five days after the probable date of ovulation. 
No deleterious effect was 
produced, and it can be 
seen on referring to the 
menstrual record that there 
was no interference with 
the regularity of the sub- 
sequent periods. 

The pathologist reported 
a typical menstrual mucosa 
with the cytogcnic stroma 
cells showing marked men- 
strual or decidual reaction 
(sec Plate). 


In cases where the 
menstrual loss is usually 
slight 50,000 I.B.U. on 
alternate days, when 
started after the four- 
teenth day, is sometimes 
successful, although it 
is wiser to give this daily 
after the first few in- 
jections and towards the 
expected time of onset. 


Case IV 
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An unmarried girl, aged 
21 years, previously treated 
for dysmcnorrhoca, was 

taken for trial, as her menstrual record was particularly 
regular. This time small dosage was tried, and was again 
started long after the normal time of ovulation, but in this 
case 1 had no record of the endometrium. Injections of 
50,000 I.B.U. were begun on the. nineteenth day after the 
cessation of the last bleeding, 200,000 I.B.U. were given 
in eight dass, and this was sufficient to postpone bleeding 
during the lime injections were administered, but it followed 
two da\s after the last injection.

Commentary 

Zondek (1936) says that no ill effect was found in his 
cases, and so far no harmful effects have resulted in any 
of my scries. Occasionally, as in Case I, the subsequent 
menstruation also is delayed, but ustmlly the normal 
rhythm returns at once. An occasional postponement 
of some days docs not seem likely to upset the pituitary- 

ovarian rhythm, as in 
many people' menstrua- 
tion. varies a few days 
each' time. A temporary 
inhibition of the anterior 
pituitary by ocstrin docs 
not seem deleterious, 
according to my experi- 
ence of large doses. 

One small point in 
technique is important. 
It is essential when in- 
jections are given, c.spe- 
cially in obese patients, 
to make certain that 
there is no leakage from 
the tissues. The oily 
solution of ocstradiol 
benzoate should be 
deeply injected intra- 
muscularly, preferably in 
the buttock and with 
the needle in an oblique 
direction. On withdraw- 
ing the needle the skin 
should be pinched up 
with the thumb and fore- 
finger of the left hand 
to approximate firmly 
the walls of its track. 
Unless these small points are rigidly observed failures 
may occur, as there is a tendency for leakage of the 
oily solution, with consequent drop in dosage. It has 
the same effect as ocstrin withdrawal, or as giving injec- 
tions at too infrequent intervals, by reducing the level 
below a threshold value. The essence of this therapy is to 
maintain a high siipcrthreshold level of ocstradiol benzoate 
until after the time when menstruation is expected. 
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Summary 

1. Postponement of menstruation temporarily is oeca- 
sionally justifiable. - 

2 . Inhibition of menstruation is simple by continuing 
therapy with 50,000 I.B.U. throughout the cycle at intervals 
of three to four days. 

3. It is possible to postpone menstruation when injec- 
tions are started, after ovulation has probably occurred, 
at about the nineteenth day of the cycle, but dosage must 
be greater, such as 100,000 I.B.U., and the intervals should 
be shorter. 

4. There are no harmful effects. 

5. The technique of injection is of great importance.

Schamberg’s Disease 

(WiiH Special Plate) 

In view of its comparative rarity the following case of 
Schamberg's disease is worth recording. 

A Parsee lady of middle age attended the skin clinic of 
the J.J. Hospital complaining of a peculiar rash on the legs 
and forearms of about eight months’ duration. Apart from 
the disfigurement the rash caused, there were no subjective 
symptoms. Careful inquiry elicited that the rash started in 
the form of minute puncta of bright red colour on the anterior 
surfaces of both legs immediately below the knees, and grad- 
ually spread downwards, involving the upper two-thirds, and 
also spread to the forearms. The lesions gradually faded, 
leaving behind a brownish pigmentation which in its turn 
slowly disappeared, the skin assuming its normal colour. The 
complete disappearance of the lesions was seen only on a 
limited area of the skin. A certain amount of telangiectasis 
was also noticeable (see Plate).’ . 

When the patient first came under my observation the disease 
was fairly well advanced, and coalescence of individual lesions 
had occurred, leading to the formation of brownish patches. 
New lesions were still coming out, and a few bright red pin- 
point puncta at a distance from the original eruption were 
present. Apart from the rash clinical examination revealed 
no other abnormality. Teeth, tonsils, ear, nose, and throat 
were normal, and no evidence of septic focus was found any- 
where. The platelet count was normal and the Wassermann 
reaction negative. 

Schamberg’s disease constitutes one of a group of dis- 
eases of unknown aetiology which include Majocchi’s 
disease, purpura annularis telangiectodes, and poikilodermia 
atrophicans vasculare, and which are provisionally classi- 
fied by some amongst the purpuras. Histological exam- 
ination shows the chief seat of the disease to be in the 
subcapillary layer of the corium, where a mild degree 
of inflammatory reaction and deposition of a pigment- 
shown by Kingery to be an iron derivative — are present.

Craniocleidodysostosis in a Boy of 7 

(With Special Plate) 

The history of the case is as follows; 

The child was a forceps delivery. He had a moderate 
degree of hydrocephalus with bulging of the anterior 
fontanelle. Eight days after delivery there were convul- 
sions, which- disappeared in a fortnight. 

At the time of writing the boy attends school and 
appears to possess normal mental faculties consistent with 
his age. His only symptom is fatigue after walking 
moderate distances. 

Examination revealed the following; 

Only one and a half inches of the left clavicle was 
palpable on its medial end. Of the right clavicle I could 
only palpate about half an inch of its medial end. No 
portion of the clavicles was palpable laterally. There was 
an extremely wide range of movement of the shoulders. 
Both shoulders could be made to touch anteriorly in 
the midline. A definite depression about the size of a 
shilling could be felt in the region of the anterior 
fontanelle. The base of this depression did not yield 
to the palpating finger. There were no other abnor- 
malities elsewhere. 

AT-ray examination revealed a thin cranial vault and 
displayed a definite depression in the region of the anterior 
fontanelle. At the base of this depression there was an 
extremely thin layer of bone. The clavicles appeared as 
two rudimentary medial ends which were extremely 
small in proportion to the chest wall.

A Case of Calcinosis 


(With Special Plate) 


The following report of a case of calcinosis circumscripta 
may be of interest. 

A girl aged 13 years first came under notice on January 27. 
1936, and was found to have a fluctuating swelling about the 
size of a pigeon’s egg on the upper and outer side of the 
right small toe, with the tract of a sinus opening on the sole of 
the foot and discharging a creamy, chalk)'-looking substance. 
Nodules were found on many of the digital joints of both 
hands, left elbow, and left knee (see Fig. 1, Special Plate), also 
on the points of some of the fingers. Her family history 
revealed nothing of interest. There was no tuberculosis, rheu- 
matism, or gouty tendencies, and no history of a similar con- 
dition in other members of the family or relatives or friends. 

Apart from a minor degree of anaemia and debility ner 
health had been fairly good. She had had a lump, possibly 
a sebaceous cyst, removed from the scalp in 1933. and a 
swelling at a finger-joint the same year. This had been in- 
cised and the contents expressed. Similar swellings had made 
their appearance about this time, involving the joints now- 
affected. The swelling on the foot was incised twice, and once 
the chalky contents were cleared out the wounds healed 
rapidly, leaving little scarring and no impairment of the joints. 
The contents ot a nodule excised from the left elbow and 
examined microscopically appeared similar to those of a 
sebaceous cyst, but the chemical analysis showed a high 
calcium content. A sebaceous cyst excised from another patient 
contained no calcium. A-ray examination showed dense 
shadoxvs at the site of the nodules (see Fig. 2)— particularly 
in the right foot, in both hands, and in the left knee— 1 \ pical 
of the condition described as calcinosis circumscripta by 
Dr. D. W. Brooks in the Quarterly Journal of Medicine, lull.

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Fatal Coronary Thrombosis in a Man 
Aged 23 

' (With Special Plate) 

The following case is worthy of record owing to the 
youth of the patient. 

A Tamil manual labourer, while on his way to work 
at about 7 a.m. on January 4, 1937, complained of severe 
pain in the chest and left arm, and collapsed. He was 
attended to at a dispensary and brought to the General 
Hospital, Colombo. When seen at the out-patients 
department at 8 a.m. he had pain in the left shoulder 
and arm, but the symptoms of collapse had passed off. 
He was admitted under my care, and reached the ward 
in a moribund condition, with cold, clammy extremities 
and imperceptible pulse. He died at 8.25 a.m. 

No history of previous rheumatic fever or heart disease 
could be obtained. A diagnosis of coronary thrombosis 
was suggested, and a post-mortem examination was made 
by the Judicial Medical Officer of Colombo, Dr. N. 
Sinnadurai, who has supplied me with the enclosed photo- 
graph and the following note on the appearance of the 
heart. 

“The left ventricle shovved globular dilatation. The valves 
were intact and the musculature appeared healthy to the naked 
eye. In the beginning of the descending branch of the left 
coronary artery of the heart there was an ante-mortem thrombus 
about a quarter of an inch long, attached to the wall of the 
vessel. The distal portions of the vessel below the thrombus 
showed whitish atheromatous plaques. There were similar 
plaques also in the right coronary artery. Death was due to 
coronary thrombosis.” 

In 1935 a case of coronary thrombosis with recovery 
in a patient aged 24 years was reported from the wards 
of the late Dr. E. Garvin Mack by Dr. P. B. Fernando, 
medical registrar of the General Hospital, and an account 
of it was given in this Journal (1935, 1, 976). The present 
case, as far as I am aware, is the youngest on record, 
since this patient was born on January 3, 1914, and was 
therefore 23 years and 1 day old at the time of his death.

An Obscure Case of B. Coli Peritonitis 

This case, that of a girl aged 5 years, one of female twins, 
first came under notice at 8 p.m. on October 1, 1936. The 
[history was as follows: 

Case History 

The child complained of abdominal pain while out walking 
the previous day, about midday, and \omited. She was taken 
home and put to bed, and her condition improved, although 
slight pain in the region of the umbilicus persisted. She 
vomited a second time after an evening meal of bread-and- 
milk. Tlie temperature was taken by the mother, an ex- 
surgical sister of a London teaching hospital, and was found 
to be normal. The child had an undisturbed night and slept 
well. The next day she seemed fairly well but still complained 
of slight abdominal pain, and the mother administered a dose 
of castor oil, resulting in an offensive yellow fluid stool. The 
pain persisted, and although the temperature remained normal 
it was decided to have medical advice. On cross-examination 
of the mother it was elicited that the child had been passing 
offensive stools for some days, and that for the past year or 
two the breath had on occasions been offensive. There was 
no history of worms, and the patient had previously been 
perfectly healthy. On examination the temperature was found 
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to be 98.4° ,F.; the pulse was 120. The child was pale but 
bright and composed. There was slight rigidity of the right 
side of the abdomen and a little tenderness in the right iliac 
fossa. The tongue was furred. 

The patient was removed to the Chesham Cottage Hospital, 
and after consultation it was decided to perform appcndicec- 
tomy. The abdomen was opened by a muscle-splitting tech- 
nique. The appendix when exposed to view showed only a 
slight thickening of the tip and a little injection of the super- 
ficial capillaries. There was'no exudate and no sign of periton- 
itis. The appendix was removed and the stump invaginated in 
the routine manner. The abdomen was closed without drainage. 
On opening the appendix it was found to contain numerous 
threadworms and a little offensive pus ; there were also a 
number of submucosal haemorrhages. Tlie child did well for 
a week following the operation, but occasionally complained 
of a little pain in the region of the wound. She continued 
to pass very offensive pale yellow fluid stools. 

About six o’clock, however; on October 8 she complained 
of severe generalized abdominal pain. The temperature rose to 
101° F., and the pulse to 130. On examination there was 
general rigidity of the abdominal wall and tenderness, which 
appeared to be most severe over the descending colon. The 
operation wound was clean and healing normally. A blood 
count showed 15,000 leucocytes, of which 89 per cent, were 
polymorphonuclear leucocytes. It was decided to reopen the 
abdomen, and this was done through a right paramedian 
incision. The small intestine and omentum' were found to be 
intensely injected, and about an ounce and a half of thin 
gicenish-ycllow odourless pus was evacuated. There was no 
evidence whatever of any infection from the site of the appen- 
dix operation, and the wound was soundly healed. No per- 
foration of the intestines was discovered. A specimen of the 
pus was obtained and the abdomen was closed ; two drainage 
tubes were inserted into the lower part of the wound reaching 
well down into the pelvis. The child has since made an un- 
eventful recovery, and there has been no trace of threadworms 
in any of the stools, which have censed to be offensive. The 
pus obtained from the abdomen grew a pure culture of li. coll. 
Agglutinations of serum against typhoid and paratyphoid A 
and B were negative. 

Discussion 

The case would appear to present one or two unusual 
features. In the first place the mother, a woman of con- 
siderable nursing experience, was positive that the child 
had never passed any threadworms, and quite certainly 
no threadworms were passed in hospital. Secondly, it 
seems difficult to account for the presence of sufficient 
numbers of B. coli in the peritoneal cavity to cause a 
general peritonitis a full week after the removal of the 
appendix. If the peritoneum had become contaminalcd 
during the first operation, which seems very unlikely, it 
is hard to imagine why the onset of the peritonitis was 
delayed. As previously stated, there was no evidence at 
the second operation of the trouble arising from a leakage 
from the appendix stump. 

It is well known that in children pncumococcai periton- 
itis may develop as a secondary manifestation to pneu- 
monia complicated by empyema, and streptococcal septic- 
aemia may be complicated by acute peritonitis, the 
infection being conveyed by the blood stream. In this 
case of diffuse B. coli peritonitis no precise focus of 
infection could be found surgically, but it is established 
that the child was passing extremely offensive stools prior 
to the development of peritonitis, and it is probably 
correct to conclude that (l) an intense B. coli infection 
was present in the colon, and (2) that a secondary B. coli 
peritonitis supervened, cither via the blood stream or else 
by direct permeation through the walls of the colon.

calsiette’s book on tuberculosis 

L’lnfection BttciUairc et la Titberculose c/icz i Homme et 

chez >cs Aniiiimix. By A. Calmette. Fourth edition, 

revised by A. Boqiiet and L. Ntere. (Pp. 1,025 ; 70 figures. 

24 coloured plates. Brochd, 150 fr. ; cartonne loilc, 

175 fr.) Paris: Masson et Cie. 1936. 

Though first published as recently as 1920, Calmette’s 
monumental book can be termed a classic in tuberculosis 
literature. A second edition appeared in 1922, followed 
by a third in 192S, and an English translation of the 
former was published in 1923. The last nine years have 
witnessed much work and controversy on certain patho- 
logical aspects of tuberculosis ; the fourth edition, just 
issued, is therefore timely. The death of Calmette in 1932 
left the task of revision to be done by Boquet and Negre, 
heads of departments in the Pasteur Institute and col- 
laborators of Calmette in the previous edition. It was 
inevitable that the wish to retain the spirit of the original 
author and the structure laid down by him should have 
induced Boquet and Negre to avoid making drastic 
changes, changes that would have greatly increased the 
value of the book. This applies . particularly to views 
held by Calmette in the face of much opposition. Thus 
the section on B.C.G. vaccination is hardly altered; too 
little note is taken of the work criticizing the method, 
and the lack of thorough revision is seen in the following; 

“In Jul.v, 1921, a first infant fatally destined to tuberculous 
infection bj’ reason of its inevitable cohabitation with a 
phthisical grandmother, ingested three doses, on the third, 
fifth, and seventh day after birth, of 2 mg. of B.C.G. each 
time (totalling 6 mg., or 240 million bacilli). ” No untoward 
incident followed. This child, though brought up in an 
infected environment, has developed normally. It is now five 
anil a half years old [reviewer’s italics] and remains in 
perfect health.” 

On the other hand, it is good to note the more cautious 
attitude adopted in regard to the filterable form of the 
tubercle virus. In fact, the term “ ultravirus ” no longer 
appears in the index. Special chapters of this edition arc 
devoted to culture on sympathetic media, to dissociation, 
to the avian type of the bacillus, to spontaneous tuber- 
culosis in rabbits and guinea-pigs ; and some chapters arc 
much fuller — for instance, that dealing with the chemical 
constitution of the bacillus. The book contains an 
enormous amount of information, and the best parts are 
those concerned with purely bacteriological aspects. The 
section on morbid anatomy, as in the third edition, is 
sketchy, and in it is ignored the most recent work of 
German authors, work that has thrown much light on the 
evolution of pulmonary tuberculosis. Indeed, in (he 
whole book there is too great a tendency to favour French 
authors, even when their work has not withstood criticism 
from elsewhere. 

. Many hundreds of references are given ; nevertheless 
statements are often made without mentioning their source. 
Thus we should be interested to know when “ in London

I^odonn! Intelligence. By Raymond B. 
Caltell, M.A.. B.Sc.. Ph.D. With introductions by Lord

Population, physique, intelligence, character, present four 
of the major problems of Western civdization which are 
at last beginning to attract national attention in this 
country. They are not really separable problems, but parts 
of one whole ; each calls for a good deal of attention to 
the others. Yet a full study of that whole, however 
enhanced in value by its comprehensiveness, is still awaited 
and is bound to be bulky, and any serious consideration 
of one of its parts can meanwhile be welcomed. Such 
consideration of the subject of national intelligence is con- 
tained in a portion— far too small a portion — of Dr. 
Raymond Cattell’s book. It is a serious study in that it 
describes a painstaking psychological and statistical investi- 
gation of intelligence in a limited population in definite 
areas, alleged to be typical. It has the merit, too, of not 
ignoring altogether, as some inquiries have done, the 
question of population decline and of character as dis- 
tinguished from intelligence. But, as the author himself 
points out, the inquiry depended ufion “ the unaided efforts 
of a single investigator,” and was “ limited to a total 
expenditure of £250." Under these conditions testing 
was confined to 10-year-old children only, and these in but 
3,734 families. Controls were lacking. Doubtless it was 
not possible to do much more, but these are very meagre 
materials on which to base the dogmatic and far-reaching 
conclusions to which the investigator invites us. There 
is another inquiry now proceeding of a not dissimilar 
character, but with ampler means and of a more compre- 
hensive and scientific nature, and it would be wise to 
suspend judgement at least until the results of this are 
published. 

The very title of the book suggests a bias. There arc 
no fewer than five introductions, including the author’s 
own “ foreword ” and his first chapter entitled “ The 
Twilight of Western Civilization? " Lord Horder’s intro- 
duction is commendatory but careful. “ Assuming no 
fallacies to be present,” he says, “ the evidence seems 
overwhelming.” Yet he speaks of Dr. Callcirs "dis- 
covery ” and strains credulity when he claims that ” careful 
perusal of the conditions of the research and of the argu- 
ment does not reveal any obvious fallacy in either.” Major 
Leonard Darwin begins with an absurdity— It has been 
conclusively proved by man)' inquiries that for man) years 
past the average child has been liv'ing in a worse home 
than the average parent ” — and continues with a clear 
non seqtiiliir in the majority of his paragraphs. Mr. F. P. 
Armitage assumes as postulates statements clamouring for 
discussion ; and the author himself discloses a tendenc) .to 
find only what he sought, and to square conclusions with 
his preconceptions. But if the book be read throughout 
in a cautious and alerti)' critical spirit much of it will be 
of value. Its facts are helpful, though b)' no means con- 
clusive. Its arguments are well stated, though often 
specious. Its inference that our national intelligence has, 
since about iS75, been rapidly decreasing through a 
differential birth rate, whereas up to that time it had been 
increasing through a differential death rate, is not estab- 
lished. The remedies suggested for such decline as there 
may be are perhaps more moderately slated than would

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL STUDIES 

Seiichcncntstchnng nnd Klimaforschung, and Die Entste- 
hungsnrsachcn der Hafjkranhhcit. ' By Dr. med. 
Friedrich Wolter. (RM. 3.75 and RM. 4.50.) Stuttgart: 
Hippokrates Vcrlag. 1936. 

Dr. F. Wolter, director of the Hamburg Institute for the 
Study of Epidemiology, in two recent brochures, volumes 
5 and 7 of the series Kleine Hippokrates-Biicherci, con- 
tinues his travels along paths first broken by Pettenkofer. 
In volume 5 he seeks to bring epidemiological happenings 
into relation with the long- and short-waved climato- 
logical movements postulated by Bruckner. As will be 
remembered, the late Sir William Hamer was an enthusi- 
astic student of Bruckner cycles, and there is no reason 
to doubt that work in. this field is of importance. At its 
present stage the papers seem rather suggestive than con- 
vincing — ^perhaps because the workers are few and precise 
numerical data scanty. 

Volume 7 deajs with a more sharply defined problem — 
namely, the nature and origin of the remarkable epidemics 
christened Haffkrankheit, which mainly affected fishermen 
on the Frisches Haff, a narrow gulf communicating with 
the Baltic and in the neighbourhood of the cities of 
Kbnigsberg and Danzig; in 1924 there were' 600 cases 
with six deaths, in 1925,. 176 with five deaths! The 
symptomatology of the illness closely Tesembies that of 
the better-known epidemic myalgia," but the general 
opinion m Germany has been that the origin was a form 
of fish poisoning. Dr. Wolter, however, identifies the 
new epidemics with an outbreak of 1529 in the Gulf of 
Stettin, and, as the Frisches Haff is heavily polluted by 
sewage and factory outflows, finds a basis for subsoil 
action. His arguments may not be wholly convincing, 
but the facts cited are suggestive. 

THE CLINICAL PSYCHOLOGY OF CHILDREN 

Clinical Psychology. A Handbook of Children's 
Behavior Problems. By C. M. Louttit. (Pp. 695 : illus- 
trated. 1 2s. 6d. net.) New York and London; Harper 
and Brothers. 1936. 

When the author of this book was obliged some years ago 
to plan a teaching course in what is called clinical 
psychology he found its scope difficult to define. Clinical 
psychologists deal with all kinds of activities from the 
devising of mental tests to deep analysis, with patients of 
all ages, with problems of child training, delinquency, 
mental deficiency, mental disease, vocational guidance, 
and a hundred others. He found no single book'which 
gave a systematic survey of the whole subject. Books 
which purported to deal with psychology in general were 
deeply tainted with bias, and none gave an adequate idea 
of the vast field of specialized books and papers that now 
exists. He has therefore tried to meet this need, and he 
has very fairly succeeded — surprisingly, considering the 
handy size of his book. 
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He begins by suggesting practical methods for history- 
taking, examination, and psychometry, and then deals in 
the remaining three parts of the book with three broad 
classes of problems; those correlated with abilities and 
with organic disabilities, and problems of behaviour. One 
important consideration which governs his approach is 
that clinical psychology goes far beyond psychology as 
a science, and the work of the clinical psychologist is 
intimately bound up also with medicine, education, and 
sociology ; he deplores the absence of any academic 
curriculum which gives the student a grounding in even 
the broad essentials of these sciences. He confines the 
book to the problems of children, because he regards the 
psychology of the child as the very foundation of adult 
psychology and the reactions of the child as the founda- 
tion of adult behaviour. Although he has been severely 
restricted in his compass he boldly introduces concrete 
examples on every page, and the student will probably 
learn as much from this book as from any other single 
work that has appeared recently. 


Notes on Books 

Qiielqiies Veriles Premieres (On Soi-DisatU Teller) eii 
Piieiimologie Clinique, by Professor Emile Sergent 
(Masson, 24 fr.), is one of a series on various branches 
' of medicine and surgery published under the general 
editorship of Professors Ombredanne and Fiessinger of 
Paris. The intriguing title which, except for the name 
of the branch discussed, is common to the whole series 
is explained in the preface written by the editors. Their 
aim is to give the readers the essential clinical and thera- 
peutic facts which can at present be considered as definitely 
established. Their choice of Professor Sergent for the 
volume on diseases of the lungs was a happy one. The 
result is a collection of statements, aphorisms, and counsels 
based on extensive clinical experience from which the 
human element is'never dissociated, which is written in 
a style that attracts the reader and emphasizes where 
emphasis is needed. The following is a good example: 
“ Though the first impression is often the best, it is un- 
reasonable to bow down before the aphorism which insists 
that it should always^ be the best,” There is, however, a 
fly in the ointment. .The book is very attractively pro- 
duced, but the type appears to have been chosen without 
any regard' to ' reading comfort. The text is wholly in 
italics, ordinary type being used for certain terms and for 
emphasis ; and even this is carried out somewhat at 
haphazard. 

In the biography entitled The Life and Convictions of 
William Sydney Thayer, Physician (Oxford University 
Press, 10s. 6d.), Mrs. Edith Gittings Reid, the author 
of a life 'of Sir William Osier, has given a sympathetic 
account of Osier’s successor in the chair of medicine at 
Johns Hopkins University, with numerous extracts from 
his diaries and correspondence. In addition to relating 
his activities at Johns Hopkins, where his principal con- 
tributions to medicine dealt with malaria, typhoid, and 
bacterial endocarditis, Mrs. Reid gives a vivid account of 
his experiences and hairbreadth escapes as a member of 
the' Red Cross Mission to Russia in 1917 and as a con- 
sultant in the following year to the American Expedition- 
ary Force ‘ in France. Thayer was well known in this 
country, where he was made orator and gold medallist at 
the Bright Centenary celebration. Foreign Honorary 
Fellow of the Association of Physicians, and LL.D. of 
the University of Edinburgh. In France he delivered an 
address at the Sorbonne in 1923 on “The Contribution of 
Pasteur to Medicine,” and was elected on that occasion 
Officer of the Legion of Honour and four years later 
Commander. He was also Laennec Lecturer and Doctor 
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honoris causa of the University of Paris and co-editor of 
the Archives des Mciladies du Ccciir. The text is accom- 
pamed by striking portraits of Thayer as professor, 
military consultant, and amateur fisherman. 

Those who wish to keep abreast with current medical 
literature will be interested to know that this can be 
obtained from a new publication. Current Titles from 
Biological Journals, edited by L. R. Kuhn of the Unirer- 
sity of Chicago. It is issued monthly, and can be obtained 
on application to 5603, Drexel Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
the subscription being 1.50 dollars for the remaining 
months of 1937. This monthly reproduces the main con- 
tents of many of the principal biological journals of the 
world, and medical periodicals are well represented.

CONTINUOUS BILIARY DRAINAGE 

Mr. Malcolm H. V. Cameron, F.A.C.S., F.R.C.S.Can., writes 
from Toronto; 

One of the minor difficulties of biliary drainage by means 
of the T-tube is in the management of the bottle used to collect 
the bile. A long tube to a container outside the bed hampers 
the patient’s movement, and an open bottle attached to the 
abdominal binder may easily be spilled, or if used by an 



ambulatory patient can only be handled with considerable 
inconvenience, A stoppered bottle cannot be employed, as the 
drainage must not be opposed by pressure greater than that 
of the atmosphere. For the past five years I have overcome 
these difficulties vvith the simple apparatus illustrated herewith. 
An ordinary flat dispensing bottle of three- or four-ounce 
capacity is provided with a sling made of adhesive plaster 
folded on itself for about three inches ai the top and applied 
along one side, the bottom, and part of the other side of the 
bottle. This may be pinned to the binder in the case of a 
patient in bed, or attached to a bandage about the neck if he 
be up and about. To prevent side-sway the binder is turned 
up to as to form a pocket in which the lower end of the bottle 
rests. A nursery feeding nipple is stretched over the neck of 
the bottle, and the external arm of the T-tube is brought 
through it by way of a small lateral slit which forms a vvaler- 
tight junction. The tiny hole at the apex of the nipple 
permits equalization of pressure, and should the bottle be 
accidentally inverted allows only a drop or two of bile to 
escape. Soiling of clothing or bedding is prevented, and the 
patient is free to assume any comfortable posture in bed. or 
while sitting or walking. Emptying and cleaning the bottle 
does not disturb the dressings or incommode the patient. 
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AN ESTIMATE OF THE INCIDENCE OF 
DEFECTIVE HEARING IN ENGLAND 
AND WALES 

WITH SPECL\L REFERENCE TO 
A DEAF PERSONS ACT 

DY

It is, I think, commonly agreed among those interested in 
the problems of the so-called “deaf” that so far insuffi- 
cient attention has been paid to this unfortunate class of 
sufferers by the State, and that justice will not have been 
done until at least equal consideration and provision has 
been made for them as for their fellow sufferers — the 
“ blind.” • . 

Efforts there have been to put forward a Deaf Persons. 
Bill, and a considerable amount of support has been 
promised by individual Members of Parliament, but it 
would appear that the Minister is unwilling to do anything 
in the matter .unless the idea has the backing of local 
authorities. While, however, local authorities aceepted 
one elause in the Bill — namely, the lowering of the school 
age for the deaf — they could not see their way to support 
the Bill as a whole. 

As I understand it, their main reason was the unknown 
magnitude of the problem. They had no idea of the 
numbers involved and consequently of the nature of the 
cost, and without this knowledge, which has never been 
forthcoming, they refused their support. In order to give 
some idea of the size of the problem I have endeavoured 
to make an estimate, from the results of my own experi- 
ence and the available data to hand, of the probable 
numbers who would come within the scope of a Deaf 
Persons Act, and, secondly, of the approximate number 
of people with defective hearing in England and Wales. 
While it would be quite impossible to make any accurate 
statement or estimate of the numbers in each of these 
groups one might reasonably estimate a maximum within 
which they would fall, and this I attempt to do in this 
paper. 

Grades of Defect in School Children 

For the purposes of my examinations of school children 
with defective hearing I divide them into Grades I, 11, and 
HI, and Grade 11 is subdivided into Grade lla and lib. 

Grade 1 . — This grade covers children who can hear and 
^^Icrstand the conversational voice at twenty feet or over in 
.■nary class-room conditions. Their hearing loss by the 
^mnophonc audiometer lest is up to about 15 decibels, and 
the pure-tone audiometer 35 decibels. They can benefit 
'oy education in an ordinary elementary school. This grade 
includes also some children with greater hearing loss but whose 
speech and language development is good and who lip-read 
well. 

Grade II . — These children hear and understand the ordinary 
conversational voice at between 20 ft. and 2 ft. Their hearing 
loss with the gramophone audiometer test is between 15 and 
40 decibels, and with the pure-tone audiometer between 35 and 
60 decibels. By reason of their defect they cannot be properly 
educated without special arrangements or educational facilities. 
This group is subdivided into Grade Ila and lib. Those 
children coming under Grade Ila can be educated in the 
ordinary school if special facilities arc provided, such as a 
favourable position in the class, etc. Those in Grade Ilb 
require special school education, but not that necessary with 
the .severely deaf. In this grade also come those children 
whose hearing defect is worse than that described above but 
whose speech and language are not seriously affected. 


Grade III . — Children in this grade can hear and understand 
the conversational voice at not more than 2 feet if at all, 
though they may be able to hear vowels with or without 
discrimination at greater distances than 2 feet. Their hearing 
loss by gramophone audiometer test is 40 decibels, and it is 
over 60 decibels with the pure-tone audiometer; Their speech 
and language arc seriously defective, and they require methods 
of teaching applicable to deaf children who have not acquired 
speech and language naturally. This gr.ade docs not include 
any children whose speech and language development is not 
seriously defective. 

It is clear that the persons who would fall within the 
scope of a Deaf Persons Act would be those who would 
come' under the hearing qualifications of Grade lib and 
Grade HI. 

Regular testing of hearing in the ordinary schools by 
gramophone audiometer has been cstablislicd in London 
for some years, and many thousands of children have 
been tested. As a result of these tests a certain number 
have been discovered whose hearing is defective enough to 
call for education in a “ hard of hearing ” class, and others 
who require special facilities in class in the ordinary 
schools — these being in addition to those found by the 
routine methods of inspection. 

Incidence of Defective Hearing 

It has for some time past been generally accepted that 
the number of “ deaf and dumb ” in England and Wales 
is round about 40,000, or 1 in every 1,000. 

In the year 1935 the total population of England and 
Wales was 40,645,000. Of this number 2,834,000 were 
children of the pre-school period ; 5,468,960 were children 
of the school period ; 32,342,040 were people of the post- 
school period, of whom there arc about 3,300,000 of the 
age of 65 and over. 

Roughly the ratio between 'them is pre-school ; school : 
post-school as 1:2:11; or, in other words, the prc-schooI 
individual constitutes one-fourteenth of the total popula- 
tion, the school individual two-fourteenths, and the post- 
school clcvcn-foiirlccnths. 

Let ns consider, first, the so-called deaf. In 1935 there 
were 446 deaf children in the London County Council 
schools, but of these ninety-four were out-connty children. 
There were in addition forty-five London children in out- 
county residential schools. Making allowance for these 
we get a net result of 397 London deaf children. 

These 397 deaf children were part of a school population 
of 534,500; and if these figures arc applied to the whole 
population we arrive at 32,060 as representing the total 
number of .deaf in England and Wales. Further, if these 
32,060 arc divided up according to the ratio 1:2:11, it is 
found that 2,290 arc of prcrschool period, 4,580 of 
school period, and 25,190 of post-school period. In 
arriving at these figures it is assumed not only that those 
of London apply to the rest of the country but that the 
incidence in school children is the same as that in pre- 
school and post-school groups. Is this assumption justi- 
fiable? 

As far as the first assumption is concerned the Board of 
Education, from the returns made, in 1935, gives 3,291 as 
the number of deaf children in the country or 0.67 per 
1,000 of the school population in average attendance. 
This figure applied to the whole population would give 
the total number of deaf as 24,451. I am not at all sure, 
however, that the returns made to the Board arc as 
reliable as they might be. Fnrtlicr, the work in London 
is done very carefully and thoroughly, and the figures 
arc sufficiently large — namely, one-tenth of the country — 
to form a reliable basis for this assumption. 
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Then as regards the second assumption — namely, that 
the incidence in the pre-school, school, and post-school 
groups is the same — I think it is legitimate to accept this, 
for there is nothing in the post-school period of such 
consequence as to increase the incidence above that of 
the school period ; and as between the pre-school and 
school periods the only factor which has to be considered 
is a post-natal cause of deafness. The only causes worth 
mentioning in this class of deaf person are meningitis and 
congenital syphilis. As regards meningitis by far the 
greatest number of cases are found in pre-school children, 
and therefore the incidence is hardly altered ; while with 
congenital syphilis most of these cases occur in the first 
year or two of life, and only rarely arc the manifestations 
delayed until the school period. There are some adults 
who become extremely deaf, but these I would prefer to 
classify with the so-called “ deafened.” On these assump- 
tions we may reasonably accept this figure as being not 
very far from correct, and therefore no adjustments need 
be made in these ratios. 

As to the cases of acquired deafness — those frequently 
spoken of as the deafened — the matter becomes rather 
more complicated, for reasons which 1 will go into later. 
There were 210. so-called “partially deaf” — that is. Grade 
lib children — in the special schools in 1935. Of this 
number there were eight out-county children attending the 
London schools, and one 1-ondon child in an out-county 
residential school. Making allowance for these we get a 
net result of 203 London school children, and, as before, 
these were found in a school population of 534,500. It 
these figures are applied to the whole population a rough 
figure is obtained of 15,436 persons of the Grade Ilb type 
of hearing defect. 

In addition to these, however, approximately 30,000 
children were tested by means of the gramophone audio- 
meter, and among these were found four children of the 
Grade Itb type, fgur of the Grade Ita type, and 34 of the 
Grade I type. If these figures are applied to the whole 
population they would represent roughly 5,800 Grade lib, 
in addition to the above 15,436 already accounted for ; 
5,800 Grade lla type ; and 50,000 Grade I type. This 
would mean that altogether there would be about 21,000 of 
the Grade lib type in the country. 

As before, it is assumed that the London figures can 
be applied to the whole of England and Wales. But it 
cannot be assumed in this case, as was done in the case of 
the “deaf,” that the incidence is the same in the pre- 
school, school, and post-school periods. Factors arise 
which make the incidence of hearing defect in post-school 
life higher than in school life. 

Factors Influencing Deafness 

There are several factors which influence the incidence 
of hearing .defect in the different groups ; chief among 
these are the hearing defects arising from chronic middle- 
ear catarrh and otosclerosis ; the defect of hearing arising in 
the course of certain occupations, such as those of cotton- 
weaving, riveters, boiler-makers, etc. ; and senile hearing 
defect. It will be noticed that though chronic middle- 
ear catarrh is found among children, it is more common 
and more pronounced in adult life, while the other factors 
arise in adult life only. These combine to make the inci- 
dence in the post-school group higher than in the school 
and pre-school. The great difficulty is to get enough 
evidence to know what the increase is. 

Taking the noisy trades, it is well known that the 
incidence of defective hearing among the cotton- 
weavers of Lancashire is very high, and it also is 


with the wool-weavers. Riveters and those in the 
boiler-making trade have long been known to develop 
hearing defect as the result of the continuous loud 
noise associated with their work. Some time ago Dr. 
G. P. Crowden examined a number of these workers 
atidiometrically at Devonport, and he found an incidence 
of 33 per cent, defective hearing among the riveters and 
boiler-makers, but among other workers not engaged in 
the noisy branches the incidence was about the same as 
that in the case of school children, f propose, therefore, 
to suggest 33 per cent, ns the figure of incidence of defec- 
tive hearing among the noisy trades generally, and I think 
one-third would be a liberal estimate of those who are 
affected severely enough to come within the scope of a 
Deaf Persons Act. The number of workers in noisy trades 
is 315,300. So on this basis those with defective hearing 
would total 105,100 ; and those severely affected roughly 
35,000. 


Deafness in Later Life 


With regard to the deafness of later life—lhat is, 65 
years and over — I have made audiometric tests in some of 
the public institutions. There are 180.295 persons in the 
public assistance institutions, and of these 61,549 are over 
65 years of age. About 76 per cent, of these persons failed 
to pass the tests, and roughly 20 per cent, came within 
the type of Grade lib. This figure applied to the whole 
population of persons over 65 years — that is, roughly 
3,000,000~gives us 2,288,135 as defective in hearing and 
593,220 of the Grade Ilb type. These inmates of public 
assistance institutions, as is well known, are mainly below 
average in intelligence, etc., and so the figure is probably 
rather on the high side. 

With regard to the people of the post-school group up to 
65 years of age I have made tests of some hundreds of 
individuals in Government offices, public assistance insti- 
tutions, etc. This combination contained both the best 
type of individual, the poorest, and the intermediate, so 
all sorts are included. 


The result of my tests showed that about 12 per cent, 
failed ; but I was rather surprised to find that there was not 
a single case of the Grade Ilb type among them. Many 
were severely deaf in one ear, but not in both. No 
doubt some cases would be met with if considerably larger 
numbers were tested, but if we triple the incidence of the 
Grade lib as found by the audiometric test in the school 
period (that is, an extra 8 per 23,038 for this group) 
an adequate allowance will have been made for 
chronic middle-ear catarrh, etc., especially in view of the 
liberal allowance made for the noisy trades and the 
given for the over 65 years group. If then the 
data are collected and the necessary adjustments made the 
followine ficures are obtained.

The number thus amounts roughly to 61 millions, or 
about 16 per cent, of the population or 1 m 6 persons. 
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Though these people are from a medical point of view 
defective in hearing, quite a large proportion of them have 
only a comparatively slight defect, and, further, many 
have a defect in one ear only. For example, in the case 
of tlic school children roughly two-thirds are defective in 
one car and one-third in both ears ; so quite a large pro- 
portion of this huge number have little or no handicap. 
Further, if all cases that would benefit from treatment 
were treated cfiicicntly the number would not be so high. 

To make an estimate of the number of persons who 
would be covered by a Deaf Persons Act, a list must first 
be made of all those of Grade III and Grade lib types.

Conclusions 

To sum up; if the figures for London arc accepted as 
applicable to the whole population, and the results of (he 
tests of our “ samples ” of the different groups are applied 
to the remainder of the population, wc arrive at an estimate 
of about 61 million people who have defective hearing in 
one or both ears — that is to say, 16 per cent, of the total 
population of England and Wales, or one in every six 
persons. 

Also the number that would come within the scope of 
(he benefits of a Deaf Persons Act would be about 
198,000. This, however, is a maximum figure, because a 
very definite proportion would not need to receive benefits 
under the Act ; for example, all those deafened through 
noisy occupations, so long as they retained their jobs — 
and they would not lose them on account of their hearing 
defect. Again, a certain number of those deafened, being 
in a more afilucnl position, would not require assistance. 

For these reasons the true figure would be more likely 
to fall in the neighbourhood of 150,000. 

This is not exact, of course, but nor would any other 
method of investigation be. If it were possible to take a 
census we should not be any better ofT. The ordinary 
census is quite a different thing. First, it is compulsory ; 
secondly, the questions to be answered— for example, the 


number of males and females in the house, etc. — are com- 
paratively easy to answer, but in the ease of a census 
dealing with defective hearing the results would not be 
worth the paper they were written on. In (he first place, 
it would be voluntary, and many people would not make 
a return ; and, in the second, many would return them- 
selves as normally hearing when they were not. It is a 
common experience to examine an individual with over 
50 per cent, of his hearing gone before he realizes he has 
a hearing defect at all. Then how would those who 
regard themselves as defective make their return, and 
under what heading? ' 

At the present time there is a special committee sitting 
on the problems of defective hearing, and I 'have the 
honour to be on that committee. We have taken the 
evidence of many witnesses, and I think I should be correct 
in stating that no two of (hose witnesses meant just the 
samc'thing by the terms “deaf,” “ partially deaf,” “hard 
of hearing,” etc. These arc vague and elastic terms, 
mc,aning one thing to one person and another thing to 
another. Their use should be very restricted. This is why 
I have adopted the terminology of the grades in my exam- 
ination and classification of school children, each grade 
being defined exactly. 

This method is concise and scientific, and if used by all 
would make for clear understanding. 

If witnesses whose life-work is among the deaf adopt 
different standards in their minds for tliesc terms it 
cannot be expected that the “ man in the street ” would 
show anything approaching unanimity in his answers. 
The only possible way to approach accuracy would be to 
examine the 40 million people in this country, and even 
then, unless they were examined by one examiner — which 
of course would be quite out of the question — the personal 
factor cropping up in the different examiners would make 
for variations. So even this would not give us an accurate 
return. '* 

Nevertheless if it is possible to give — as I have 
attempted to give here — an estimate of the probable 
number around which the true figure, if known, would 
fall, a step will have been taken to solve a difficult 
problem and towards obtaining a Deaf Persons Act. 

Summary 

L A rough estimate has been made (n) of the total 
number of persons with defective hearing in England and 
Wales, (fc) of the number of persons who would come 
within the scope of a Deaf Persons Act, on the lines of the 
Blind Persons Act. 

2. No method of investigation of any kind would furnish 
an accurate figure. 

3. The method employed in this investigation was that 
of applying the incidence found in “ samples ” of various 
sections of the population (o the whole population of these 
sections. 

4. Many adjustments were required, especially in esti- 
mating the number under (/;), and while some of the most 
important ones have been made in the investigation others 
have had to be disregarded owing to the lack of data — 
for example, the incidence of severe deafness in persons in 
Stfitc mental institutions. 

5. The estimate shows that about one in every six 
persons in England and Wales is defective in hearing in 
one or both cars. 

6. The number of persons who would be covered by a 
Deaf Persons Act and partake of its privileges would 
probably be in (he neighbourhood of 150,000. 
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SOCIAL BACKGROUND OF ILL-HEALTH 

The transition from alleviative charity to construc- 
tive public service and an active participation in 
preventive medicine has been manifested in our 
hospital system by the growth of social service 
departments. Disease, which used to be regarded 
as an entity, is now looked upon as an event in 
a chain of circumstances and restoration to health 
as a pilgrimage in the reverse direction. Medicine 
and surgery can be very helpless unless some organ- 
ization is available to deal with the “ social ” 
components in this chain. Defining “ social ” as 
that which concerns human associations and the 
stresses and strains of those associations, Thornton 
and Knauth^ have recently presented us with a 
very clear picture of what this process means in 
the lives and clinical histories of one hundred con- 
secutive admissions to the Presbyterian Hospital 
in New York. They show, that hospital social 
service is not merely confined to making prescribed 
treatment economically possible for the patient, 
but that in a far wider sense social investigation 
is implicit in treatment and often invaluable in 
diagnosis. 

The social problems that face the United States 
and Great Britain are in some respects very 
different. . The absence of national health insur- 
ance and the diflSculties of full racial assimilation 
complicate the American picture. The similarities 
are, however, highly significant and demand close 
attention in any society which is becoming more 
and more mechanized and - urbanized. A rural 
community may lack the equipment and specializa- 
tion possessed by urban dwellers not only for treat- 
ment when ill but for the ordinary processes of 
living. On the other hand, as Thornton and 
Knauth point out, the town dweller is more migrant 
and his contacts are more impersonal, so that when 
he begins to ail he often Jacks the individual care 
and attention of friends or relatives. This was 
notably so in a majority of fhe cases in the series, 
and was a major factor in many in allowing a really 
serious situation to develop. The population of 
the United States, tending to be more migrant than 
ours, showed this to a greater extent than would 
be evident here, but it is not a factor to be over- 
looked when considering the redistribution of

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population. Arising out of this there is a corollary. 
People need a family doctor in the background. 
He it is who can see things in their totality and 
observe the effects of economic, domestic, and 
other influences before trouble goes too far. 
Highly organized and specialized hospital and 
clinic services are necessary, and we need the new 
industrial clinics that are arising, but the general 
practitioner is, and must always remain, the back- 
bone of medicine. He must be able to use the 
hospital and other social service facilities when he 
requires them, but, conversely, without his aid 
these services would largely fail to achieve that 
personal contact between medicine and the patient 
which is essential not only for effective therapy 
but for education and prophylaxis. 

Apart from this lack of personal service, which 
affected 65 per cent, of the cases under review, the 
next most potent social components in illness were 
faulty personal habits, undue struggles for existence, 
and dissatisfaction with work. Faulty personal 
habits can only be corrected by a process of educa- 
tion applied either ad hoc to specific cases or as 
a preventive measure in schools. It is not enough 
merely to teach hygiene. In secondary schools and 
universities we need to aim at the inculcation of 
some sort of biological awareness. That those 
who administer our complex society can achieve 
positions of great power and influence without even 
a nodding acquaintance with the nature of vital 
processes is a grave error, for it hampers the neces- 
sary correlation of historical and economic events 
with physiological and emotional needs. Such an 
ordered background would in time affect the general 
level of thought and would powerfully influence 
public and private action. In this way the needs 
of society would be met not only by the provision 
of material comfort but by the development of 
satisfactions which would remove some of the 
main causes of emotional unrest. Dissatisfaction 
with work is not just being discontented. It means 
the lack of emotionally satisfying yields from the 
output of energy. We have to consider this care- 
fully in relation to modem employment, and it is 
perhaps here as much as in anything that industrial 
medicine has its new advances to make. 

Medicine cannot bring about direct alterations 
in the economic fabric nor in the work men and 
women do, but it can influence changes in the 
methods of doing that work, in the systems of 
control, and in the various schemes of incentives. 
To do this it must press for a wider recognition 
of the clinical effects of good and bad labour 
management, and it must emphasize the need for 
a sound biological outlook in social and industrial 
administration. Whether preventive or curatire 
the social component in medical care is primarily 
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ucalional. We have a great task to correlate 
: physical and mental welfare of mankind with 
;ial states, and this must be done without making 
aple soft and introspective. A world full of 
ichincry needs a high degree of reason to keep 
safe and sane, but the force of emotion remains 
strong as ever, full of potentialities for creation 
destruction, for increasing healtli or producing 
i aggravating illness. 

Miss Thornton and Dr. Knauth have not de- 
ibed anything new. They do not claim to have 
ne so, but they depict most forcibly a mass of 
manity, much of it not uneducated in the 
:epted sense, struggling with appalling ignorance 
biological and social forces against a stream 
competitive economic individualism which 
her wears them down so that they become ill, 
ysically and mentally, in a vicious circle, or 
lich, once they are ill, draws them into the 
rtex. In spite of our makeshift ways, or per- 
ps because of them, we have in this country 
;aped so far from much of the worst effects of 
»h-pressure living, but the future is uncertain, 
d we must see to it that in attacking social ills 
d in evolving new systems we neither leave men 
d women at the mercy of forces too gi'cat for 
im to stem nor at the same time destroy that 
rsonal responsibility and independence which is 
lential for health and happiness. It is a problem 
lich must not intimidate us, or assuredly it will 
stroy our society. 


MESODERMAL SYNDROMES 

ke most syndromes the triad of hereditary brittle- 
ss of bones, blue sclerotics, and otosclerosis came 
be recognized in a piecemeal manner. As early 
1788 Eckman established the hereditary nature 
one form of fragility of bone in reporting the 
currence of fractures in three generations. When 
:ording other cases of that nature Spurway, in 
2 British Medical Journal in 1896, remarked on 
e blueness of sclerotics in some of his own cases, 
lai this was no accidental association was clearly 
oved by Eddowes in 1900, also in these columns. 
\c further association of deafness occurring in 
ch patients in the third and fourth decades of life 
IS established in 1917 independently by Bronson, 
id by van dc Hoeve and de Kleijn. The careful 
ady by Julia Bell in 1928 in The Treasury of 
uinan Inheritance clearly demonstrated the domi- 
int nature of this affection. As with all syn- 
omes, it is the c.xccption rather than the nile to 
id all the components in one and the same patient, 
id in the diagnosis of an individual case the family 
history is frequently of paramount importance. 


That the disturbance is indeed widespread is 
brought out by the fact that many of the patients 
arc undersized, quite apart from any stunting of 
stature due to multiple fractures. Skull deformities 
were noted by Apert. Bach, and Odinct in 1928, 
while phlcbosclerosis has been reported by Joachim 
and Wasch. Radiography shows the bone to have 
a decreased density and the cortex to be thin ; 
excessive calcification is, however, occasionally 
present in the petrous bone. While fractures may 
occur throughout life they are less frequent after 
puberty. Healing is invariably good. 

It is still undecided whether the bluish appear- 
ance of the sclera is due to thinness of the tissue 
or to an increased translucency from diminished 
calcium content. Both these views are being sup- 
ported by both positive and negative evidence.^ In 
a general way it may be said that the syndrome 
is mesodermal in origin, and is thus linked up witli 
die various other mesodermal syndromes, such as 
arachnodactyly and the more recently described 
status dysraphicus. Status dysraphicus is not by 
any means a clearly established endty. It is based 
on the old conception of Hcnncberg that faulty 
closure of the neural tube is die cause of syringo- 
myelia. This conception was worked out in detail 
by Bremer,- who searched in patients with syringo- 
myelia and in their families for developmental 
anomalies which would seem to result from a spinal 
dysraphy. He found a considerable number: pre- 
• ponderance of the extended arms over the body 
length, funnel chest, acrocyanosis, moist, cold hands, 
kyphoscoliosis, winged scapulae, webbed fingers, 
inequality of the mammae, spina bifida, anomalies 
of the ears, highly arched palate, and other signs 
usually labelled stigmata of degeneration. The 
work of Bremer widened the conception of syringo- 
myelia, making it part of a well-defined syndrome, 
hereditary in character, and showing a range from 
the normal to the definitely pronounced case of 
syringomyelia. Believing the anomalies to be due 
to malformation of the spinal raphe, he suggested 
the name of status dysraphicus. Ocular aspects of 
this syndrome were elaborated by Passow"' in papers 
published during the last few years. He stressed 
the frequent occurrence of the Horner syndrome 
and heterochromia iridis, and advanced experi- 
mental evidence to show that the faulty embryology 
in status dysraphicus involved the motor fibres and 
cervical sympathetic and thus led to the Horner 
syndrome. The many points that arachnodactyly 
has in common with status dysra phicus found an

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apparent contradiction in the dissimilarity of the 
ocular complications. Since pupil changes are not 
infrequent in arachnodactyly, there are points of 
contact between the two syndromes as well as the 
dissimilarities, and Passow has tried to explain 
the ocular complications of both syndromes by a 
common embryological fault. From a review of 
the literature on arachnodactyly Pino, Cooper, and 
van Wien' argue that evidence of status dys- 
raphicus is indeed to be found in some of the 
reported cases of arachnodactyly, and in one case 
the Horner syndrome seems to have been present. 

So little, however, has as yet been reported on 
status dysraphicus that it is difficult to reach final 
conclusions. What is interesting is not only the 
slow recognition of new syndromes but the sug- 
gestion that these syndromes have common under- 
lying factors. For the present the building-stones 
rather than the ultimate edifice are being dimly 
realized. 


THE SPHINCTER OF ODDI 

Some people are still sceptical about the existence of 
the sphincter of Oddi, and E. A. Boyden- now suggests 
that there are two reasons for this. First, it is difficult 
to separate the action of the sphincter from that of the 
duodenal muscle which surrounds it, and, secondly, 
because of the small size, position, and complexity of 
the sphincter it has been equally hard to demonstrate 
it's independence histologically. Boyden has therefore 
made a comparative study of the sphincter, and finds 
that the termination of the common bile duct varies a 
good deal both in man and in animals. There is no 
ampulla in the dog, and even in its embryo the bile and 
pancreatic ducts have separate openings into the 
duodenum. In some animals the musculus proprius of 
the comnion duct is easily separable from that of the 
duodenum, and in others there is an intimate blending 
of bile duct and intestinal musculature. The musculus 
proprius is well seen in the opossum, in which the 
ampulla of Vater and its duct are clothed with a thick 
double layer of smooth muscle consisting of circular 
and longitudinal coats. In man the muscle of the 
ampulla is a relatively weak layer consisting of longi- 
tudinal fibres overlying an inner circular layer, but 
proximal to this there is a zone of more powerful 
circular fibres surrounding the bile duct. These may 
be designated the sphincter choledochus, and there is 
evidence that these fibres can hold up the column of 
bile in the duct so that pancreatic juice alone may under 
certain conditions enter the duodenum. Magnesium 
sulphate introduced into the duodenum relaxes the 
sphincter choledochus and allows an admixture of bile 
with pancreatic juice. Boyden's studies show conclu- 
sively that in the opossum, guinea-pig, dog, and man the 
pars intestinalis of the bile channel and its associated 
duct of Wirsung (if this be present) are ensheathed 
in a two-layer musculus p roprius which may legitimately

be designated the sphincter of Oddi. In the Journal of 
December 12 last year (p. 1203) we drew attention to 
some valuable clinical research at the Mayo Clinic by 
Butsch, McGowan, and Waltman Walters on the action 
of certain drugs on the emptying mechanism of the 
common duct. One of the most important results of 
this research was to show that morphine, even in small 
doses, caused an increase of intrabiliary pressure, and 
if was concluded that this drug should be avoided after 
operations on the biliary duct. Some further experi- 
mental work on the resistance of the sphincter in man 
has been reported lately from New York." Observa- 
tions on the resistance of the sphincter were made with 
apparatus rather like that used by the workers at the 
Mayo Clinic. The patients in whose common ducts T- 
tubes had been placed had all had operations on the 
biliary tract, so that only pathological conditions were 
available for study ; we must therefore be chary of 
applying conclusions drawn from them to normal con- 
ditions. From their investigations, however, and 
particularly from those made on cases in which infection 
was minimal and conditions approached the normal, 
the authors conclude that the resistance of the sphincter 
of Oddi is normally somewhere about 150 mm. of water. 
Doubilet and Colp find also that their experimental work 
supports the contention that magnesium sulphate is 
much more effective than ordinary or even fatty meals 
in causing relaxation of the sphincter. ' They also con- 
firm what Oddi first observed — that spasm of the 
sphincter is produced by the local application of hydro- 
chloric acid. Their experiments support the conclusion 
of the workers in the Mayo Clinic that morphine causes 
severe spasm of the sphincter. In certain cases this 
spasm lasted over three hours and was not abolished 
by atropine. They state that a satisfactory drug for the 
treatment of biliary colic is still to be found. 


ANTI-PLAGUE VACCINE— LIVE OR DE.4D ? 

Plague continues to exact a heavy toll in many different 
parts of the world. Whenever possible the most satis- 
factory way to combat it is to direct a fierce attack upon 
the rat population, for, as'the English Plague Commis- 
sion demonstrated, the continuance of the disease in 
man depends upon infection of these rodents. By 
constructing rat-proof houses for the native population 
long-standing foci of disease may be eliminated. For 
example, at Malang, in East Java, where plague claimed 
22,000 victims between I9II and 1915, the disease has 
been completely stamped out by rebuilding 140.000 
houses for the natives. Not a single indigenous case, in 
fact, has occurred since 1916. Such radical treatment, 
however, is not always possible. Where rats cannot be 
built out of existence measures must be taken to raise 
the resistance of those who arc likely to be exposed to 
infection. For this purpose vaccination is now being 
extensively used. The type of vaccine varies. In India 
Haffkine’s dead vaccine is still favoured ; in the Dutch 
East Indies a living avirulcnt vaccine is preferred. It is 
difficult on the available evidence to decide which of 
these two vacc ines is the more valuable. Sokhey and

ANTI-PLAGUE VACCINE

Maurice' at the HafTkine Institute, Bombay, have been 
devoting themselves in recent years to improvements in 
the preparation and standardization of the dead vaccine. 
They find that cultures of the plague bacillus can be 
kept fully virulent if stored at 4° C., but gradually 
become avirulent if weekly subcultures are made and 
kept continuously in the incubator. For the prepara- 
tion of their vaccine they insist on the use of a fully 
virulent strain. Killing the organisms by heat at 
60°-70° C. for one to two hours, as has been done in 
the past, partly destroys their antigenic activity. If, on 
the other hand, they are exposed to a temperature of 
55° C. for only fifteen minutes their antigenic activity 
appears to remain intact. Standardization of the vac- 
cine is carried out on white mice. These animals arc 
very susceptible to experimental inoculation, and almost 
always die after a subcutaneous injection of about fifty 
living bacilli. The protective action of any given vac- 
cine can therefore be assessed on a more or less 
quantitative basis. Comparison between a heat-killed 
vaccine made from a virulent strain and a living vaccine 
made from an avirulent strain seemed to show tliat the 
former was considerably more effective than the latter 
in protecting mice against infection. From the Dutch 
East Indies, on the other hand, come very promising 
reports of the use of an avirulent living vaccine. In a 
communication made to the International Office of 
Public Hygiene 'VogeF summarizes the results obtained 
by Dr. Olten, who is director of the Pasteur Institute 
at Bandoeng. In the two districts of Bandjaran and 
Batoedjadjar 37,435 subjects were vaccinated and 
39,483 were left as controls. In the first group the 
death rate from bubonic plague was 1.01 per 1,000, in 
the second group 5.05 per 1,000. These results, favour- 
able to vaccination as they were, might have been even 
more so if the less susceptible infants and young 
children had not mainly been included in the control 
group. It may be noted that the incidence of pneumonic 
plague was not greatly dissimilar in the two groups, 
there being a total of thirty-six cases in the vaccinated 
and forty-eight in the control group. The virulence of 
this infection, however, is such that nothing but a high 
degree of immunity can be expected to protect against 
it. On the whole the results obtained appear to have 
been very satisfactory. Most suggestive is the favour- 
able impression among the natives themselves ; as many 
as 90 per cent, are now coming forward for vaccination. 
It will be interesting to hear the results of a similar field 
trial made with the newly standardized Haffkine’s 
vaccine. 


IDENTIFICATION BY THE RETINAL PATTERN 

Any method of identification has great legal value. The 
principal methods at present in use are, of course, the 
classification of finger-prints and of dentitions, but Dr. 
Carlcton Simon, criminologist of the International Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Police, has developed a method of 
identification by means of the blood-vessel patterns in 
the retina. Dr. Leo Haber' suggested in 1921 that 
retinal photographs might be used for identification, as

the vascular pattern was unchangeable through life and 
the only difficulty lay in classification. In 1935 Dr. 
Simon' described, with Dr. I. Goldstein, a method of 
classification based on a retinal protractor,'with the optic 
nerve as its centre. He uses only the vein pattern, 
because the arteries, having a lighter colour, are not 
definite enough. The zero axis is a line drawn from the 
centre of the papilla to a point 10 mm. distant on the 
superior temporal vein, and the notation describes the’ 
angles at which veins or branches intersect two circles, 
one of 10 mm. and the other of 5 mm. radius. His 
system, which has been gradually . simplified in use, 
needs a minimum of figures and can, he says, be 
mastered in a couple of hours. His claim that it is a 
valuable adjunct to finger-print identification in certain 
cases appears to be sound, but its practical value, as 
Dr. Simon himself points out in a more recent article,' 
must be proved by time. 


AN INSURED PROFESSIOPf 

Another year of progress — the thirtieth in its history — 
has been recorded by the Medical Insurance Agency. 
The figures presented to its recent annual meeting 
showed a new record in every particular. Tire gross 
income of the Agency is up by some £900 on the year 
before, the rebates to members are up by some £400, 
and the grants to medical charities by over £500. The 
premitim income on policies effected in 1936 was 
£280,000, and the life assurances completed represented 
£486,000, in each case a fourfold increase on what they 
were ten or twelve years ago. But the full story of an 
excellent piece of work for the profession is not told by 
these or any figures. The Agency has established itself 
as a disinterested body, not out for profit-making but 
able to offer to the profession impartial and expert 
advice on all matters of insurance. Insurance is nowa- 
days a matter for experts, and there are special circum- 
stances connected with medical practice which make 
expert advice on this subject more than ordinarily 
desirable. The Agency has set itself with great success 
to give advice to medical men and women on their 
insurance contracts, and by a system of rebates on 
practically all classes of policies to effect a direct saving 
for members of the profession on the amount paid in 
premiums. It is not in itself an insurance company, and 
very much of the business that it carries through is 
reflected in the profits of other concerns, but it has the 
satisfaction of performing a real service. At the annual 
meeting it was stated that owing directly to the action 
of the Agency there is now, in the shape of policies 
held by members of the profession in life, endowment, 
and other forms of insurance, a capital value of four 
and a half million pounds sterling. This represents not 
only an individual security for the holders of the policies 
and their families but also in a sense a collective security 
for the profession, because the effect will be cvenlualiy 
to reduce the number of claims upon medical charities. 
Many of the cases which arc now helped by the Royal 
Medical Benevolent Fund or Epsom College would 
never have arisen if the claimant had effected suitable

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insurances. While on the one hand the Agency is thus' 
diminishing the need for medical charity at some future 
period though the existing need requires no emphasis 
It is also making grants to such charities, apparently 
as a reparation for not having been in existence at an 
earlier period. During the thirty years of its existence 
medical charities have benefited from its operations 
to the extent of £42,700, At the recent meeting, from 
the surplus income available, a distribution was made 
of £2,830 to the Ro^-al Medical Benevolent Fund, £730 
to Epsom College, and £400 to the Sir Charles Hastings 
Fund. Some particulars were also given of the volume 
of business transacted during 1936, Jn life and similar 
assurance 428 proposals, representing a capital sum of 
over half a million, were received and 367 of them com- 
pleted. Additional motor-car insurances to the number 
of 332 were effected. Increases were reported in acci- 
dent and sickness insurance and employer’s liability and 
household insurance. On the basis of these figures the 
medical profession, commonly supposed to be unbusi- 
nesslike, is growing visibly in prudence. It is noted that 
the tendency is always in the direction away from special 
forms of insurance and towards comprehensive policies, 
and that no doubt is to the good. Schemes for pension 
benefit and for loans for purchase of house or practice 
continue to be popular. The committee of management, 
of which Sir- Humphry RoKeston is chairman, with 
fourteen other medical members, is to be congratulated 
on the continuing progress of the Agency in all its- 
undertakings.

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ment of stepped sun balconies and clerestory windows 
of a sanatorium in Poland. The largest problem in 
hospital construction is vertical versus horizontal 
planning. The vertical hospital has great advantages 
to offer in convenience for the staff, but it is also very 
costly and, unlike the horizontal hospital, not easily- 
altered when it becomes out of date, as it may easily 
do in twenty years. One of the specialist writers in the 
Architects' Journal suggests that during the next ten 
years hospital designers will be most concerned with 
the provision of special hospitals in which pjannins and 
equipment will probably show more rapid advances'^than 
construction— -particularly the equipment and arrange- 
ment of free circulation within the special departments. 
One important point is the elimination of noise. Some 
hospitals cannot be built beyond earshot of busy main ■ 
roads. A good deal of noise can be avoided by "double 
windows, but then ventilation becomes a special 
problem. Moreover, when outside noise is stopped 
inside noises remain and may seem to be intensified. 
Rubber floors, doors with effective silencers, the replace- 
ment of bells by coloured lights, and the use of acoustic 
materials go some way to diminishing the problem. 
Another detail is the operating theatre. The theatre 
unit itself has reached a high degree of development 
and has become more or less standardized, but the diffi- 
culty remains in a teaching school of any size of 
providing accommodation for students within the 
theatre. It is suggested that the eventual solution of 
this problem lies in the provision of an optical arrange- 
ment whereby a view of the operation may be projected 
on to a screen in an adjoining room. 


Many of the older hospitals can hardly be said to have 
any architecture. They are amorphous growths, and 
their piecemeal extension has prevented the efficient 
planning of wards and departments and services. An 
enlightened architectural intelligence, however, is now 
at work in hospital construction, and although no one 
can predict what future developments may render even 
the .most modern constructions out of date, some of the 
most recent work is not only a delight to the eye but 
furnishes an example of perfect adaptation to modern 
ideas in institutional treatment of the sick. Some of 
these are illustrated in a special hospital issue of the 
Architects’ Journal (June 24, Is.). The views include 
the Birmingham Hospital Centre, which when completed 
will accommodate over 800 patients, with a modern 
teaching hospital and medical school ; the Harefield 
sanatorium for the Middlesex County Counefl, with 
wards that-give the greatest possible exposure to sun- 
light, while privacy is obtained by means of small ward 
units : Scarborough general hospital ; the infectious 
diseases hospital at Paisley, and the Welwyn Cottage 
Hospital ; also a number of outstanding works in 
London, -the nurses’ . house of the Hospital for Sick 
Children, which received an award of tlie Royal In- 
stitute of British Architects for exceptional merit ; the 
extensions of St. Bartholomew’s ; the new Westminster 
Hospital rising at Millbank ; and that very dignified and 
.beautiful structure, the Royal Masonic Hospital at 
Hammersmith. Something is also shown of continental 
developments ; lor example, the remarkable arrange- 


NATIONAL RADIUM TRUST 
The National Radium Trust met on June 28 at the 
Privy Council Office under the chairmanship of 
Viscount Halifax, Lord President of the Council. Plans 
were reviewed for making available a furtlier sub- 
stantial amount of radium. The Earl of Donoughmore 
was reappointed for a further period chairman of the 
Radium Commission, which allocates the Trust’s radium 
and supervises it in use. The Trust welcomes gifts and 
bequests of all kinds in furtherance of its objects, in- 
cluding trusts subject to special conditions : it is ex- 
pressly authorized to accept them under the Royal 
Charter granted in 1929. Of the Trust’s funds £150.000 
was contributed by public subscription in that year as a 
thankoffering for recovery of King George V. Mr. R. 
Stanton has been appointed secretary of the Trust in 
place of Mr. George North, resigned. 


By an Order of the Committee of Privy Council

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THE DOCTOR IN POLITICS AND 
DIPLOMACY 

SIR ARTHUR MACNALTY’S LECTURE 

The Sir John MacAlister Memorial Lecture was delivered 
at the London Temperance Hospital on June 24 by 
Sir Arthur MacNalty, Chief Medical OlTiccr of the 
Ministry of Health, who surveyed the whole of history, 
ancient and modern, in describing outstanding examples 
of “The Doctor in Politics and Diplomacy.” 

There was hardly a field of high endeavour, said the 
lecturer, in which men with medical qualifications were 
not to be discovered. Two men eminent in medical 
science had contributed also largely to laying the founda- 
tions of the science of politics. One of these was 
Aristotle, tutor and adviser of Alexander the Great, who 
was an anatomist before he became a politician. The 
other was Sir William Petty (1623-S7), founder of the 
science of political economy, a graduate of medicine at 
Oxford, later physician to the Army in Ireland, who 
relinquished medicine and devoted the rest of his life 
to political science. 

Medical Victims of Politics 

When the doctor turned from healing to politics too 
often he embarked upon an uncharted sea of peril. In 
mediaeval times the physician's knowledge of drugs was 
liable to be invoked by unscrupulous politicians to remove 
their rivals. Catherine dc Medici employed an Italian 
physician named Cosmo Ruggicri, who was supposed to 
have poisoned her sons at her request ; probably this was 
untrue, but Ruggieri appeared as a sinister character in 
Harrison Ainsworth's Crichton and Balzac's Sur Catherine 
de Medici. The Earl of Leicester had an Italian physician, 
Julio, who was affirmed to be a skilful compounder of 
poisons. Another of Leicester's physicians. Walter Baylcy, 
was also said to have a skilled knowledge of poisons 
which he placed at the disposal of his patron, but this 
must be doubled in view of Baylcy’s honourable conduct 
in the ease of Amy Robsart and his life of professional 
integrity. Less fortunate than Baylcy in the web of 
Elizabethan politics was Roderigo Lopus or Lopez, the 
Jewish physician of the queen and physician to St. Bar- 
tholomew’s ; he was hanged for high treason. Sir George 
Wakeman, physician to Catherine of Braganza, who had 
“ the best reputation of any Roman Catholic physician 
in England,” was denounced by Titus Oates in the 
days of the Popish plot, but his acquittal dealt a blow 
at the plot and freed the queen from suspicion. One of 
the most unfortunate of medical plotters was the humane 
and gentle Archibald Cameron (1707-53), who took 
medical charge of the forces raised by his brother for 
the Young Pretender. Although he never bore arms he 
was attainted for high treason and executed at Tyburn. 

Two Doctors of the “Terror” 

Sir Arthur MacNalty next mentioned two doctors of 
the “Terror.” One was Dr. Guillotin, doctor of medicine 
of Rheims University and one of the founders of the 
Academic dc Medifcin, whose professional fame, how- 
ever. was eclipsed by his association with the deadly 
instrument which bore his name, but of which he was 
neither the inventor nor the victim. In the Constituent 
Assembly Itc proposed decapitation by machine as the 
most humane method of execution. He had no share in 
the excesses of the French Revolution, at which his 
humane spirit must have shuddered. The other was 
Marat, at one time a practitioner in Soho and an M.D. 
of St. Andrews. When the tide of revolution rose in 
Paris Marat abandoned medicine for politics, and the 
rest of his life was closely interwoven with public events. 
He remained independent, criticizing in turn every party 
in power. After his assassination he was accorded a 


magnificent funeral in (he Pantheon, but (hen came reac- 
tion ; the patriots rose against his memory and flung his 
ashes down a sewer in the Rue Montmartre. Had he 
adhered to his profession he would have gone down into 
history as a great scientific physician. 

TIic Doctor as Ambassador 

The lecturer next discussed the doctor as ambassador. 
Several rulers of Russia had from time, to time the 
services of English physicians, who acted also as un- 
official envoys of the Government. ' One of these was 
Tliomas Dimsdalc, who went to St. Petersburg in 1768 at 
the request of the Empress Catherine. His succe.ssful 
inoculation of the Empress and her son against small- 
pox resulted in the granting to him of the rank of baron 
of the Empire, counsellor of State, and the post of 
physician to the Empress, with, incidentally, a pension 
and a handsome present. 

Tlic first medical ambassador appeared to have been 
Sir Thomas Elyot (1490-1546), who was ambassador to 
the court of the Emperor Charles V. In the seventeenth 
century an anatomist, John Finch, became Turkish 
Ambassador. Another highly distinguished medical am- 
bassador was Sir Charles Richard Vaughan (1774-1849), 
RadclylTc Training Fellow in the University of Oxford, 
who during the Peninsular War was secretary of the 
Legation at Madrid and acted for a time as British 
Minister there. Afterwards ho was Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to Switzerland and Envoy Extraordinary .and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the United States. Medicine 
had a second ambassador to the United States in Sir 
Auckland Geddes in 1920. 

Medical Powers Behind the Tlirone 

Among the friends of British monarchs were two 
physicians, upright, .selfless, and able. One was Sir 
William Knighton, private secretary and privy purse to 
George IV. Knighton W’as an M.D. of St. Andrew's, 
Aberdeen, Lambeth, and Gottingen, and practised in 
Hanover Square, chiefly as an accoucheur. He was 
appointed by the Prince Regent to an important office in 
the Duchy of Cornwall, and was frequently employed by 
the Prince when he became King on confidential mis.sions 
abroad. He attended the King night and day in his 
last illness. The other W'as Baron Stockmar, adviser to the 
young Queen Victoria. Stockmar had been an Army sur- 
geon and personal physician to Leopold of Belgium. The 
advice he gave to the Queen appeared always to be frank, 
ripe with experience, and dictated by the highest motives. 
Palmerston called him the most disinterested man he 
had ever met. His political knowledge was immense, his 
influence in high alTairs unbounded. Like his medical 
work his statecraft was based on high principles and 
made for good. 

Medical Prime Ministers 

Medical prime ministers had presided over the destinies 
of Denmark. France, Canada, and South Africa. The 
Danish prime minister was Struenscc (1737-72), who 
became virtually dictator of Denmark in 1770, but he 
ended his career on the scaffold. The French prime 
minister was Clcmenccau (1841-1929), whose forbears 
for 300 years were doctors. Hardly had he begun to 
practise in Montmartre when politics claimed him. “ The 
Tiger ” made and destroyed ministries at his pleasure, 
but his political integrity was never doubted. .The last 
phase of liis career, when he led the last War Govern- 
ment of France, was still in the public memory. Sir 
Charles Tupper, a doctor, for a time guided the destinies 
of Canada with wisdom and success ; he did much to 
bring about the federation of the Canadian provinces. 
TIic most romantic of medical prime ministers was 
Lcandcr Starr Jameson, prime minister at Cape Colony 
from 1904 to 1908. He was born in Edinburgh, and 
studied medicine at University College Hospital, London,

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went to South Africa on grounds of health, and began 
practice at Kimberley in IS7S, The lecturer recalled the 
circumstances of the Jameson Raid. Mr. Huggins, the 
present Prime Minister of Southern Rhodesia, was a 
Fellow of the Royal College of Surgeons. 

Sun Yat Sen (1867-1925), who overthrew the Manchu 
regime^ and rose to be the “ father of the Chinese re- 
public, ’ was also a doctor. One of his tutors and friends 
in Hong Kong was Sir James Cantlie. 

Medical Training as a School for Statecraft 

From this study of the doctor in politics and diplomacy. 
Sir Arthur MacNalty concluded, it would be readily 
apparent that members of the medical profession had 
played no small part in administration and government, 
and that they owed their success in a measure to their 
previous medical training. Not a few could attribute their 
rise directly to the recognition in their professional 
capacity of their fine qualities of character. This was 
certainly true of Sir William Petty, Sir John Finch_, Sir 
William Knighton, Baron Stockmar, and Sir Starr Jame- 
son. The medical eminence previously achieved by 
Guiilotin, Marat, and Struensee certainly paved the way 
to political influence. Clemenceau rose to power through 
his gifts of oratory and literary expression rather than his 
knowledge of medicine. For the most part these men 
carried into politics the high ideals of the Hippocratic 
calling. The majority had not only been great but good 
men. Even in the exceptions to the rule redeeming 
qualities could be found. Marat had high political aims, 
(hough his methods of securing them were monstrous 
and indefensible. Struensee was a libertine and something 
of a scoundrel, yet he honestly desired to better the con- 
dition of Denmark. 

“To-day in this country the doctor is playing an important 
and progressive part in the national life. He need not neces- 
sarily go into politics to do this, because the politicians come 
to him for advice and counsel, A special kind of medical 
adviser has arrived, the medical officer of health, who guards 
the health of the persons in his area and advises his council 
on appropriate measures for securing it. The leaders of the 
medical profession are frequently consulted on desirable 
health reforms. The Health Committee of the League of 
Nations has done much to improve health conditions abroad 
and to make medical knowledge and experience international. 
In all these ways the doctor exercises an influence on political 
thought and legislative action.” 

Sir Arthur MacNalty said in conclusion that from 
all this it was’ evident that the professional advice of the 
doctor was often utilized by the State not only for the 
benefit of individual patients . but for the betterment of 
the whole community. His role was generally a more 
sheltered and inconspicuous one than that of the medical 
politician. Still, when the physician laid aside the rod 
of Aesculapius to enter the dust of the political arena 
his previous-medical training stood him in good stead, and 
he might: rise to be the chief executive of his country or 
to be its representative in another. 


L. Bayer {Zbl. inn. Med., May 1, 1937, p. 369) discusses 
at length the two apparently opposite theories of the nature 
of the inflammatory reaction— namely, the theories of 
Spiess and of Bier.. Spiess introduced the conception of 
the cure of inflammation by anaesthesia, while Bier has 
shown the importance of hyperaemia for the healing of 
inflammatory conditions. The author was able to prove 
by experiment that a complete anaesthesia inhibits the 
setting in of an inflammation following injury, and that it 
favours healing when applied after the inflammation has 
already set in. The anaesthesia seems to act very favour- 
ably on chronic as well as on specific inflammatory changes 
—for example, lupus. The same principle applies to the 
cure of gastric ulcer. Acute and chronic ulcers heal 
rapidly and surely following repeated applications of an 
anaesthetic to the ulcer. 


INCIDENCE OE WAR NEUROSIS 

The third annual conference called by the Ex-Services 
Welfare Society was held in London on June 25 under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Edward Mapother, when the 
subject taken for discussion was the control of the inci- 
dence of war neurosis. 

The Chairman, in an opening address, said that it had 
been stated that cases of war neurosis formed only 2 per 
cent, of the medical casualties of the last war, but in 
reality if all that was truly neurotic had been called by 
that name the figure would have been much larger. One 
medical officer who had acted as a medical specialist in 
a hospital at home during the war estimated that one- 
third of the admissions to his wards were for purely 
neurotic complaints. In the next war disability through 
terror rather than through physical injury was likely to 
play an even larger part. One reason for this was the 
increasing importance of gas warfare ; everyone agreed as 
to the frequency with which neurosis followed the experi- 
ence of a gas attack. Three groups of problems arose 
under this subject: (1) the treatment of the malingerer 
before and after enlistment ; (2) elimination of the poten- 
tial neurasthenic during training ; and (3) prevention and 
treatment of war neurosis actually in the field. 

Malingering 

The first of these problems raised questions of vital 
importance with regard to the examination of the recruit. 
It might be assumed that almost immediately after the 
outbreak of the next war the principle of universal 
liability to service would be accepted, subject to some 
form of exemption for real conscientious objectors. In 
1914 the sudden expansion of the Army made complete 
chaos of the arrangements for the examination of 
recruits ; in some cases a medical man examined 400 
potential recruits a day. On a future occasion it would 
probably be possible to make better arrangements. It 
might well be questioned whether any definite exemption 
from liability to service should be granted on the evidence 
of medical certificates unless these were furnished by a 
doctor who had had the man under observation for the 
disability in question during several years. If examina- 
tion of recruits was proceeding at a reasonable late it 
might be possible to provide places of observation for 
doubtful cases. 

As for the distinction between malingering and hysteria, 
objective evidence could be only indirect. The diagnosis 
must be based upon such things as variation of symptoms 
when the man was unaware of observation, variation 
according to his interests from time to time, discrepancies 
between his subjective symptoms and his behaviour, and, 
of course, his general character and his attitude towards 
treatment and recovery. In the pre-enlistment cases diag- 
nosis might be more easy because the condition was less 
likely to be associated with anxiety neurosis. Malinger- 
ing was often superimposed on genuine anxiety ncvirosis 
in the case of a man who had actually been in the line. 

Elimination of the Neurasthenic 

With regard to the second problem, the elimination of 
the potential neurasthenic. Dr. Mapolher continued, it 
would be impossible to expect a medical m.an making a 
preliminary examination of recruits to give an exact 
forecast as to liability to neurosis. He might be able 
however, to refer such cases to an expert who could 
judge whether the attention of the medical officer of the 
unit should be specially directed to him, and whether the 
man should be sent to an observation centre. There had 
recently been an active search for definite psychological 
tests of temperament, and there was evidence that these 
had some value in enabling a forecast to be made ot 
probable response in future situations. It was so impor- 
tant to keep fighting units free from people who by their 
neurosis would destroy the morale of the unit and till 
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the hospitals that it would be advisable to carry on some 
intensive research work into the possibility of identifying 
the men likely to break down. 

The best way of eliminating the potential neurasthenic 
was to train him into a good soldier, and that was the 
task of the combatant ofltcer. The men should be told 
during training that everyone was apt to be frightened, 
that it was neither a discredit nor an excuse for shirking 
duty, and that the interest of the individual soldier had 
to give way to the interest of the nation. It might be 
useful for combatant oflicers to note in their men any 
undue disturbance during firing practice, when learning to 
ride, or on first entering a gas chamber, and to refer 
those showing such disturbance to the medieal officer of 
the unit. 

It was recognized that the freedom of a divisional unit 
from war neurosis mainly depended upon the personality 
of its medical ollicer, upon his knowledge of men. and 
his handling of them. A very distinguished neurologist 
had said that the regimental medical ofltcer should not be 
a peace-time psychologist, and with that he agreed, but 
personal experience suggested to him that there was room 
for one well-trained psychiatrist in a division, available 
for consultation with the medical officer of the unit, and 
also available to the A.D.M.S. when a high incidence of 
neurosis began to appear in a particular unit. 

War Neurosis in the Field 

The prevention in a collective sense of war neurosis 
among troops in the field, said Dr. Mapothcr, w'as a 
problem identical with that of the maintenance of morale, 
and was therefore largely one for the combatant officer. 
It depended upon such factors as contentment, the team 
spirit, and belief in the cause for which the men were 
fighting. It was generally felt by combatant officers that 
even if war neurosis was not regarded as discreditable to 
tlic individual an epidemic of it was discreditable to the 
unit in which it occurred. The introduction of the term. 
“ shell shock ” to include emotional disturbances had been 
a serious mistake. He thought it was also generally 
agreed that, so far as military exigencies allowed, very 
few functional cases should have been sent back to 
England. It might have been necessary to discriminate 
between hysteria and anxiety neurosis, and send back 
men sufTering from the latter condition, but even they 
should have been sent to hospitals where strict discipline 
was maintained. Many of those with most experience 
held that there should be no discharge from the Army 
during war-time on account of functional disturbances. 

Dr. C. S. Myers, referring to the treatment of war 
neurosis in the field, stressed the importance of a man 
being seen by a specialist immediately he was sent away 
from the fighting line. There should be specialists at the 
clearing stations to differentiate between cases which 
I, would "be curable in two or three weeks and the severe 
r cases which required evacuation to the base hospital, 
where again there should be a specialist to decide whether 
the cases should be sent to England or not. His own 
experience had been that where there was dissociation of 
any kind, cither exhibited physically, as in hysterical 
paralysis, or in loss of memory, immediate treatment was 
of the utmost importance. There were no certain tests 
of temperament and character at the present time, and it 
was very desirable that further research should be carried 
out on the subject Major-General H. A. Emerson 
(Director of Hygiene, War Office) said that the subject of 
examining recruits was receiving consideration, and an 
attempt was being made to evolve a system which would 
give a reasonable rate of examination. At such an exam- 
ination men would only be marked unfit if definitely so ; 
those about whom there was any doubt would be rnarked 
as temporarily unfit and reserved for obserxation. 

Potential War Neurotics 

Dr. \V. R. D. F.mrbmrn (Edinburgh) said that the 
training period should be used for the elimination of 


potential as well as overt neurotics, and the situation 
would be most practicably met by a staff of visiting 
psychiatrists being allotted to each training area. The 
elimination of potential war neurotics would be best 
secured if every recruit received a psychiatric examina- 
tion, but such an arrangement would be rendered im- 
practicable by the insufficient number of psychiatrists, 
so it would be necessary to select the recruits for the 
psychiatric examination. The selection could best be 
made by the visiting psychiatrist receiving a verbal report 
on each recruit from those best qualified to observe his 
daily reactions — that is. his immediate superiors — and also 
a report on his previous nervous history from his family 
doctor. From those reports the psychiatrist could select 
the recruits for personal examination. He thought that 
psychiatric science had reached a stage at which, given 
adequate data, the psychiatrist ought to be able to 
eliminate a fair proportion of potential war neurotics 
from the main body of recruits during the training period. 

Major J. Bennett said that in his experience deliber- 
ately attempted simulation was not common in our 
present peace-time Army, but malingering by affirmation 
that a condition still remained which in reality no longer 
existed was more common. Such cases merged gradually 
into those which were regarded as neurotic, and no sharp 
line of demarcation could be drawn. The longer the 
period spent in hospital the more difficult became the 
problems with which the medical officer was confronted. 
Intensive efforts to cut down periods spent in hospital 
must be an important factor in the control and incidence 
of war neurosis. He felt strongly that there was a risk 
of increasing the incidence of hysterical mental states in 
too often acknowledging defeat by classifying such cases 
as unfit for service. Mental defects associated with 
hysterical modes of reaction called for invaliding, but 
other cases required individual consideration.' 

Effective Service of Ncmastlicnics 

Dr. J. F. E. Prideaux (Ministry of Pensions) said that 
he had thought it would be interesting to ascertain the 
effective service of the neurasthenic. He took for com- 
parison the healthy soldier who had been only slightly 
wounded in the arm or leg. The effective home service 
of the slightly wounded, healthy soldier was 33.2 months 
and that of the neurasthenic 32.8 months. With regard 
to oversea service, the effective service of the slightly 
wounded, healthy soldier was 17.8 months and that of 
the neurasthenic 19.6 months. Some neurasthenics did 
very good service over-seas for four years, while others 
did only a month or two, and it would be an advantage 
if that type could be eliminated. He suggested that there 
should be a closer examination of the trainee, that reports 
should be made by N.C.O.'s and company officers of any 
special stress shown during gas practice, gunfire praclicc. 
and so on, and also that there should be a longer period 
of training in any doubtful cases. It had struck him that 
the greater number of cases had broken down under the 
age of 20 and over the age of 35, and it would therefore 
seem that those under 20 should have a longer period of 
training and those over 35 more frequent periods of rest 
behind the front line. There was no reason why a more 
careful examination of the officers should not be carried 
out, every officer being examined by a neuro-psychiatrist. 
Instruction with regard to neurasthenia should be given 
to medical officers, and there should be some improvement 
in the education of medical students in that respect. 

Dr. Bernard Myers urged that in doubtful cases in the 
e.xamination of recruits a further investigation should be 
made and reports obtained from the school master, the 
employer, and the family doctor. It was found in the 
New Zealand Forces during the war that if a man who 
had broken down could be got back to the line quickly 
he was usually fit for active service again, but if he got 
right away and associated with other neurotics his con- 
dition became hopeless. Dr. H. B. Jeeps (Department 
of Pensions and National Health, Canada) said that a 
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:onsiderable amount ot wastage in the Canadian unit 
■ during the war was avoided by the establishment of a 
rest station behind the lines to which men slightly shell- 
shocked or slightly neurasthenic were sent. 


German Experience 


Dr. Mayer Gross (Maudslcy Hospital) said that in 
the German Army during the tvar there was an increasing 
amount of war neurosis. At the beginning there was 
greater choice of men, and those who were maladjusted 
from the social point of view could be eliminated. It 
was a very significant fact that in one of the large hos- 
pitals in Germany where neurotics were treated it was 
found that 50 per cent, of those neurotics were former 
criminals and had a considerable list of convictions. He 
was doubtful whether there was in existence at the 
present time a sure test for morale, or courage, or other 
qualities which were necessary in war time to avoid 
neurotic breakdown. The best and most reliable method, 
he thought, was that used in routine psychiatry— namely, 
an investigation into the life-history of the patient and 
the obtaining of records from his school and his employer. 

With regard to the question of treatment it was found 
during the last war that it was most inadvisable to send 
neurotic cases home. In 1916 of 435 war neurotics who 
had been sent home to special hospitals and had been 
cured and discharged only twenty-seven went back to the 
front line, and of those twenty-seven only five did their 
full service as privates in the front line ; all the others 
went to ammunition factories and so forth. In view of 
that an effort was made in the German Army to treat 
neurotics in the base hospitals instead of sending them 
home. 

Dr. L. H. WOOTTON (St. Ebba’s Hospital, lately Ewell 
Colony) stressed the importance of having consultant 
psychiatrists in the field. During the war he had been 
acting as a battalion medical officer, but eventually it was 
discovered that he knew something about psychiatry, 
and he was asked to see various people who had been 
accused of cowardice, sleeping on duty, and so forth. He 
found that cases of dementia praecox were being treated 
by field punishment No. 1 . Nearly all the cases were 
genuine ones, and ought to have been treated by an 
expert: the battalion medical officers had no knowledge 
at all of how to deal with them. He saw a considerable 
number of cases during the war of men who had been 
accused of dereliction of duty in the field, for which they 
could have been shot, and they were genuine psychotics. 
With regard to the possible shortage of psychiatrists m 
the next war, if it was a war of terror against both the 
military and the civilian population, there rnight be more 
cases of war neurosis than of war wounds, and it was 
most important that there should be an adequate supply 
of properly trained psychiatrists. Badly applie® PW' 
chiatry could do quite as much harm as badly applied 


surgery. , • ^ u 

Dr James MacDonald (Glasgow) thought it should 
not be difficult for a man of experience to detect the 
malingerer; there was nearly always something mm md 
not fit properly into the clinical picture. The real diffi- 
culty was in segregating the malingerer from the hysterical 
patient, but the trained psychiatrist and neurologist ought 
to be able to distinguish between them. It did not fm'd''' 
that when a psychotic had been detected he should be 
eliminated from the Army; many psychotics could do 
useful work in the field. With regard to the detection of 
potential psychotics psychiatry had not yet reached the 
stage when the psychiatrist could give a definite opinion 
ev^ after the most careful examination. Laboratory 
tests helped a little, but they were not by any means a 
• sufficient and reliable guide ; the real test was the practical 
test when a man came under the actual strain and stress 
of war. There was an urgent need for more • 

He suggested that young men should be persuaded to join 
the Territorial Army, because the great danger 
sudden imposition of war conditions upon men who ha 
never had any idea of going to war. 


Value of Physical Training 

Colonel J. Heatly-Spencer (Consulting Physician to 
the British Army) thought it was desirable that neurotics 
should be eliminated from the Army, but the question 
arose as to where they were to be sent in the next war. 
There might be just as much danger in the areas behind 
the lines and at home from air raids as there was in 
the fighting line. Army training aimed at teaching a man 
self-reliance and responsibility as well as the handling of 
weapons. He thought it was successful in that aim, but 
it took some years to make a good soldier, and the diffi- 
culty really arose in the civilian population enlisted at 
short notice. He suggested that the problem ought to 
be examined on a wider basis and at an earlier stage 
than that of actual enlistment. He would take as 
examples two widely differing types : first tliose men who 
flocked to any excitement from this country and all over 
the Empire. They had developed, mainly from an open- 
air fife, a sense of self-reliance and responsibility, a 
mental resiliency, and a standard of conduct which placed 
personal bravery before anything else. Such men did not 
break down. At the other extreme there were the men 
taken suddenly away from industrial life in England or 
elsewhere ; many of them had had very little opportunity 
of developing self-reliance and responsibility which would 
enable them to deal with the unexpected, or with danger 
when it suddenly confronted them. He did not think 
they required military training so much as the opportunity 
to develop themselves, particularly in the physical sphere, 
and to establish contacts which would enable them to 
develop self-reliance. In the youth movement, the play- 
ing field movement, and other such movements he thought 
the ultimate solution of the problem of neurasthenia, not 
only in the Army but also in industrial life, would be 
found. 

The Chairman, in summing up the discussion, said he 
thought everyone was agreed as to the need of treatment 
from the first moment, and that meant that there must be 
a large supply of psychiatrists available it the problem 
was to be dealt with in the field as well as at home 

At the luncheon, given by Admiral of the Fleet Sir 
Reginald TyRWHirr, which followed the conference, it 
was announced that the Ex-Services Welfare Society pro- 
posed to establish a home on the coast for the use ot 
ex-service men in mental hospitals in Great Britain '\h , 
in the opinion of the medical superintendents, wouM 
benefit by a change of surroundings.

Six post-graduate studentships are oflercd for medical 
eraduntes who have already held house appointments and arc 
Sv Lclincd to a career in ciinicai science or cxpcnmcmal 
pathology. Each selected student will receive an '('‘''“'''‘j 
grant at the rate of £200 per annum, during a period not 
Ixceeding twelve months, for personal maintenance while 
un^riaklne approved courses of study in this country such .as 
may be regarded as best calculated to advance ihc student s 
waffling in methods of research. This study may include 
modern languages and such advanced physiological, paiho 
togical, and%ccial clinical work under rccognaed teachers as 
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may be regarded as forming a suitable preliminary to serious 
researcli work to be undertaken later ; but the approved course 
may not include studies of which the purpose is to enable the 
student to pass further examinations. 

Research Fellowships 

The Council also offers four -research fellowships for candi- 
dates of similar qualifications who have already had some 
experience in the use of research methods. Each Fellowship 
will be tenable for one year at the ordinary value of £250 per 
annum, and will be renewable in approved instances at the 
rate of £300 per anum for a second year. These Fellowships 
arc intended as probationary appointments for research in 
clinical science or experimental pathology under suitable 
direction in this country. Research expenses may be pro- 
vided in addition to stipend.

TUBERCULOSIS IN CYPRUS 

Wc have received from the National Association for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis the following report of its 
mission to Cyprus. 

A Request for Help 

During the year 1935 two members of the Council of the 
N.A.P.T., Mrs. Pam and Mr. H. A. Baker, visited Cyprus and 
had their interest aroused by what they were told of the serious 
ravages of tuberculosis on the island. It was pointed out to them 
that Cyprus is a poor island, with much to do with its money 
upon developing essential services ; its governing authorities 
would welcome help and advice from the N.A.P.T. in dealing 
with the problem of tuberculosis, which hitherto had not been 
seriously taken in hand. 

The request was favourably received by the Council of the 
N.A.P.T. with the result that an immediate contribution of 
£100 towards the Cyprus anti-tuberculosis campaign was 
followed by the promise to send to Cyprus a medical officer 
and a nurse with special experience of the work of a tuber- 
culosis administration. The officers selected for this duty 
were Dr. Noel Bardswcll, F.R.C.P,, and Nurse Jays of the 
Seamen's Hospital, Greenwich, who has lived in the Near East 
for many years and speaks Greek, the chief language in Cyprus. 
The N.A.P.T. officers took up duty in Cyprus on November 1, 
1936, and have since then worked in close co-operation with 
the Public Health Department of tlie Cyprus Government. 
Dr. Bardswcll has just arrived home on leave, and is making 
a report to the N.A.P.T. on the work he has so far carried 
out on the island. 

Local Conditions in Cyprus 

Cyprus became a Crown Colony during the great war : 
Britain then took over the country, W'hich centuries of neglect 
had left in an undeveloped condition. It is still backward and 
primitive, and not \et ready for a highly developed administra- 
tion. It is an island of mixed races. Of its population of 
365.000. 299.780 arc of Greek extraction and 65,220 Turkish. 
The British population numbers some 600 only, and arc most 
concentrated in the capital. Nicosia. The languages spoken 
arc Greek and Turkish — outside the six chief towns the 
English language is unknown, and in the towns only a small 
minority of the people can speak English. 

Dr. Bardswcll, on arrival, found that while much was to be 
Iicard about the C> prus tuberculosis problem and its seriousness, 
there was liulc definite data available. There is as yet no regis- 
tration of causes of death other than "from natural or unnatural 
causes," In consequence the Cvprus Government has no idea 
as lo the annual mortalitv from tuberculosis. Notification of 
cases of pulmonarv tuberculosis vsas introduced in 1931. but it 
is most impcrfcctlv ob-erved The medical authorities think it 
probable iliat onlv one-quarter of the eases arc notified. The 
introduction of an administrative scheme for the control and 


treatment of tuberculosis was being held up by the absence of 
definite knowledge as to the incidence of the disease on the 
island and the degree to which it is disorganizing the life of its 
people, 

First-liand Study of the Problem 

Dr. Bardswcll, after a preliminary survey, reported these 
facts to the Council of the N.A.P.T., and advised that as a 
preliminary to their offering any advice to the Cyprus Govern- 
ment he should tour the island and try to' make good the 
absence of essential information. The N.A.P.T. and the 
Cyprus Government concurred in the suggestion. 

From January 1 to June 1 Dr. Bardswcll and Nurse Jays 
have been wholly occupied in studying .the tuberculosis 
problem at first hand throughout the island. They encountered 
many difficulties by no means fully anticipated. The chief of 
these is the question of language. Dr. Bardswcll had to make 
all his inquiries through an interpreter. Fortunately, so far as 
Greek is concerned, the language spoken by five-sixths of the 
people, his interpreter was his N.A.P.T. colleague Nurse Jays, 
who speaks Greek perfectly. But for this Dr. BardsvvclVs 
mission would have been most gravely handicapped, 

Another difficulty is the extraordinary and unreasonable fear 
that Cypriots of all classes have of tuberculosis, which 
results in the concealment of the disease. Such is the 
fear that many people will hot willingly pass a consumptive, 
patient in the' street. The stories current on thg island as to 
the ravages of the disease among the peasantry, who form 
70 per cent, of the population, and the social and economic 
distress suffered by the tuberculous people, have for some 
time caused much concern to the people of Cyprus and its 
Government. 

Prcliminnry Impressions 

The method of inquiry followed by, Dr. Bardsvvell was to 
visit the towns and villages throughout the island, to examine 
as many people suffering from tuberculosis as ho and Nurfc 
Jays succeeded in getting access lo, and to try and estimate the 
amount of tuberculous infection present in the towns and 
villages by “ tuberculin-testing ” the children for evidence of 
tuberculosis infection. 

In the course of- his five monlh.s' survey Dr. Bardswcll 
examined 600 persons and tested 8,000 children. His detailed 
results have yet to be worked out. But it can already he 
stated that the tuberculosis question is not so grave as has sb 
far been the accepted view. 

Though the disease is scattered throughout the island, and 
is calculated to spread as the primitive people arc gradually 
brought under European influence, there is every hope that 
it will be clfcetivcly controlled by appropriate methods. What 
lines these measures should take will now be a matter for the 
serious consideration of the N.A.P.T. Council. 

The language difficulty, the low standard of civilization of 
the bulk of the people, the difliculty of access and transport, 
the hack of personnel with any knowledge of or training in 
tuberculous work, the poor financial resources of the Cyprus 
Government, all contribute to render an efficient anti-tuber- 
culosis scheme in Cyprus much more difficult to devise than 
in Great Britain. 

While certain broad principles hold good for every country, 
details must be decided by their peculiar conditions. This is 
the aspect of the Cyprus tuberculosis question which the 
N.A.P.T., with the results of Dr. Bardswcll’s .survey in its 
hands, will now proceed to consider. Whatever advice it 
conveys to the Cyprus authorities, the services of Dr. Bardswcll 
and Nurse Jays will again be given to them for a further 
period lo assist in putting their recommendations into execu- 
tion, the period of office of these two officers having been 
extended to June, 1938. 


The seventeenth report of the Joint Council of the 
Order of St. John and the British Red Cross Society 
covers the year 1936, During that period 259 officers, of 
whom seventy-four were new cases, received assistance 
from the Auxiliary Hospitals for Officers Department. 
Tlic majority of these were sufTcring from tuberculosis. 
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their city, gave large donations. Dr. Thomas Dover gave 
his services gratuitously to the sick in St. Peter's Hospital. 
So that at the beginning the Poor Law and its hospital 
linked together rates and charity in a common purse. 


ORIGINS OF THE HOSPITAL SYSTEM 
[pROAf A Correspondent] 

In conne.vion with the report of the Voluntary Hospitals 
Commission, which was reviewed in the Journal of May 8, 
it may be interesting to look back into the early origin 
,of our modern hospital system. 


London Spitals 


When the monasteries were suppressed the Mayor and 
Commonalty of the City of London prayed the King in 
1538 that they might from henceforth have ’‘the order, 
rule, government, and disposition of the hospitals or 
spitals, commonly called St. Mary’s Spital (Bethlem), St. 
Bartholomew's Spital, St. Thomas’s Spital, and the New 
Abbey at Tower Hill, with the rents, revenues appertain- 
ing to the same for the annual relief of the poor, needy, 
and sick persons.” They reminded the King that the 
three great spitals were 


“ founded of good devocion by auncyent fathers and endowed 
with great possessions and rents only for the relyeff comfortc 
and ayde of the poor and indigent people not being hable to 
help themselffs and not to the mayntenance of preestes 
chanons and monks casually lyvyng as they have of late doon 
nothing regarding the myserable people lyeng in the streets 
oflfending every clene person passing by the way wt theyre 
fylthye and nastye savors." 


"nie prayer of the Corporation was granted. "Hie first 
spital handed over to the civic authorities was St. Bar- 
tholomew’s. Soon the revenues became too small to meet 
the outgoings, and to defray the deficiency the Corpora- 
tion had the power to levy taxes for, its support. 

In 1548 an Act was passed by the City Council assessing 
the City Companies in the sum of 500 marks (£333^ to 
be paid annually to St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. This 
levy was resisted by the livery companies in the year 1 i » 
but the hospital authorities took Chancery proceedings, 
which resulted in a decree in their favour, and this exists 
to the present day. 


An Early Move in Bristol 

Outside of London no provision at all for housing the 
sick poor appears to have existed. In Queen Elizabeth s 
reign some effort was made by means of a Poor L^ 
to cope with poverty and unemployment ; to replace by 
local authorities the work formerly carried bj 
monasteries. But little or nothing was done s mk 

or crippled. The civil wars diverted peoples attention 
even from this effort. After the revolution of 1688 3”“ 
incidentally after the passing of the Act . 

1689— which is perhaps the real landmark m the current 
of national progress — men’s thoughts turned in other 
directions. There was a spiritual awakening ; a kind ot 
humanity replaced the bitterness of wars and revolution. 

The first move to look after the sick and needy was 
made in Bristol. It is interesting to record that the hrst 
hospital to be established in England after the suPPr«s'“” 
of the monastic hospitals was not a voluntary hospital m 
Ac modern sense, but St. Peter’s Hospital m f ristok wh^h 
was set up by the Bristol Corporation of the Poor im 
mediately after its establishment m 1696. 

At the foundation of the Corporation of the Poor 3”“ 
of St Peter’s Hospital it will be found that a compulsory 
ifvy'orrate was'not the sf^.source of th^^^ 
Many private citizens, including Dr. Edward lyson,

Two Illustrations from Abroad 


Two illustrations of somewhat similar plans may be 
taken from abroad. A good many years ago M. 
Vancauwenberg founded in the North of France a 
sanatorium for children suffering from surgical tuber- 
culosis. It is now situated in two branches, one at Berck- 
sur-Mer and one at Zuydcoole, near Dunkirk. At first 
the undertaking was supported entirely by voluntary con- 
tributions. Its success led to its ‘‘ adoption ’’ by the Slate. 
The effects of this “ adoption ’’ as explained by M, 
Vancauwenberg were that the educational side of the 
sanatorium, including teachers’ salaries, was paid for by 
the State, and various maintenance charges for the chil- 
dren were borne by departments and communes. The 
committee of management was no longer self-elected, but 
the State requested the old committee, with M. 
Vancauwenberg as chairman, to 'continue in office with 
the addition of a few new members to represent public 
authorities. 


Since Professor Calmette joined the committee as the 
representative of the Departement du Nord it may be judged 
that the presence of such “ official ” nominees to the board 
of management occasioned no difficulties. According to 
M. Vancauwenberg the institution was better off in every 
way after its “ adoption,” especially in financial respects ; 
for the voluntary contributions increased rather than 
diminished, there were new payments by the State and 
local authorities, the “School” was entirely paid for by 
the State, and the usefulness and efficiency of the institu- 
tion was greatly increased. 

From Cologne another example could be taken. The 
Evangelische Krankenhaus was a hospital maintained and 
supported fay the Lutheran community of the city. 
Voluntary contributions came in generously, and the 
board of management was chosen by the subscribers, vet 
there was a basic grant from the city which amounted to 
a capitation payment for poor patients, this payment 
was contingent on the hospital being efficiently conduciea. 
Of this efficiency the medical officer of health for Cologne 
and the Health Committee were the judges, and in oroer 
to keep in close touch with the affairs liospita» 

one “ official ” representative of the Health Commitiwe 
was on the board of management. In this instance there 
was no curtailment of voluntary contributions because ot 
municipal finance and control.

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organisms ; its vitamin and iron content was adequate • 
it was quickly and easily prepared, thereby reducing the 
possibility oC error to a minimum ; and it bad been made 
to resemble human milk to an extent which could never 
be achieved in the average home. Dried milk, however, 
was apt to be expensive and was, therefore, often beyond 
the reach of the very homes where its use would be in- 
valuable — namely, the homes of the harassed, overworked 
mothers, who had neither the time nor the facilities to 
make cow's milk safe and digestible for their babies. In 
conclusion. Dr. Wallace emphasized the fact that the 
perfect substitute for mother’s milk did not exist, and that 
breast-feeding should still be the aim in all cases.

ENGLAISD AND WALES 

British Red Cross Society 

The Duke of Gloucester presided at the statutory meet- 
ing of the council of the British Red Cross Society on 
June 10 at 14, Grosvenor Crescent, London, S.W. Before 
the formal business began the Duke presented the Florence 
Nightingale Medal to Mrs. Maynard Linden Carter, head 
of the Nursing' Section of the League of Red Cross 
Societies. The Director-General announced that the four- 
yearly International Red Cross Conference would be held 
in London in June, 1938. The Society’s annual report 
was received and approved. This report shows continued 
expansion both of personnel and activity. Considerable 
progress has been made in the special train'mg and organ- 
ization of its membership in order to co-operate with 
the Government in preparation for defence against aerial 
warfare, and the regulations have been extended to in- 
clude the' enrolment of air raid precautions reserves. The 
Clinic for Rheumatism in London is now working to its 
maximum capacity, and gave 154,378 treatments during 
1936. The number of calls on the London Blood Trans- 
fusion Service amounted to 5,215, another record over 
any .previous year. In order to facilitate experiments in 
the relief of certain forms of disease by means of oxygen 
tents the Society provided twelve tents and placed thesp 
at the disposal of twelve teaching hospitals in London. 
The tests carried out proved of great use, and the 
Society’s action encouraged the use of this valuable method 
of treatment. The Princess Royal, Commandant-in-Chief, 
reported that over 800 women members attended the 
V.A.D. training camp this summer at Winchester, where 
courses of instruction had been provided. On Coronation 
Day 944 officers and members were on duty in London 
in co-operation with the St. John Ambulance Brigade, and 
dealt with 1,428 cases. ’The total number of certificates 
and proficiency badges awarded by the Society for first 
aid in chemical warfare now amounted to 29,079. 

Reduction of Out-patient Waiting 

A further step towards the reduction of waiting in out- 
patient departments has been taken by the Out-patient 
Arrangements Committee of King Edward’s Hospital Fund 
for London by the issue of a memorandum on tiriie- 
saving methods in connexion with arrival and registration 
of out-patients, with notes on other early items of pro- 
cedure. A previous memorandum dealt with hospital 
out-patient dispensaries. The Out-patient Arrangements 
Committee, of which Dr. Morley Fletch’er is chairman, 
was set up as a result of the report of a special King’s 
Fund inquiry into out-patient methods. That report gave 
a brief outline of time-saving suggestions at every stage of 
out-patient procedure, and recommended that the King's 
Fund should follow this up in more detail, so as to assist 
all hospitals to ascertain whether their own waiting time 


IS capable of reduction, and, if so, how to reduce it. The 
report states that very much has been and can be done by 
hospitals to reduce waiting by shortening the interval 
between the time when patients arrive and the time when 
they see the doctor. Part I deals with these possibilities 
under such headings as different times of arrival for 
different patients ; group or class appointments ; sorting ; 
sifting ; general supervision. Part II deals in detail with 
registration. It describes a system based on the latest 
inxprovements in such matters as the number and design of 
the forms, their use at the registry, at the various depart- 
ments and at the dispensary, and indexing and filing. 
Part III gives a list of salient points in a form intended to 
be of use to a hospital reviewing its procedure. Copies of 
the memorandum may be obtained from the publishers.

Birniingham Health Congress 

About 2,000 people will be in Birmingham for the 
health congress which is to be held there by the Royal 
Sanitary Institute from luly 12 to 17, It is expected that 
a record number of delegates will be appointed to attend 
from Governments and local authorities in all parts of the 
world. The Earl of Dudley will be installed as president 
of the Congress on luly 12 and will deliver his inaugural 
address. The congress luncheon will be held at the 
Grand Hotel on Monday, July 12, at 1 p.m., and the 
congress dinner at the same place on Thursday, July 15, 
at 7.45 p.m. The Minister of Health has promised to 
address a general session on July 13. The compreheiisi''e 
list of papers to be read includes such subjects as the 
future of our population, the national fitness campaign, 
development of the maternity service, care of the pre- 
school child, housing progress and prospects, slum clear- 
ance, roads and public health, and protection of bulk 
milk. Altogether there will be fifty addresses and papers. 
At the exhibition in the Bingley Hall manufacturers from 
all parts of the country will be represented, and there will 
be exhibits illustrating municipal hygiene and heaitli and 
comfort in the home. 


SCOTLAND 

Medical Education 

Speaking at Edinburgh on June 17 on the national drhe 
for health and nutrition. Dr. Chalmers Watson said that 
the Government programme to promote a great national 
drive in the interests of health, nutrition, and physical 
education had done little or nothing to secure the intcre.st 
and co-operation of general practitioners, who ought to be 
able to play an important part in the Government s 
scheme. Much had been heard lately about improved 
national health and increased longevity, but statistical 
evidence, on which these statements were based, must be 
interpreted with caution ; employers of labour and others 
interested would do well to note that the Department of 
Health in its last report revealed the fact that the cost of 
sick benefit for insured persons last year showed -m 
increase of 10 per cent, over the previous jear. Medical 
education was to-day more closely related to medical 
treatment than it used to be, but a continuation of this 
relationship would depend largely upon a progrepive alti- 
tude on the part of the universities. The Scottish Com- 
mittee on Health Services had reported last autumn that 
unless medical training was preventive in outlook many of 
the committee’s recommendations for the development of 
health policy would be stultified. In 1932 the League of 
Nations had gone into this matter, and had published 
several volumes recording the opinions of medical repre- 
sentatives of various countries. Their main conclusions 
had been that reform had long been called for, but th.at 
universities and teaching schools were either unable or 
unwilling to move in the matter. It had been announced

(3) Extension of the inflammatory process with peritonitis, 
followed by immediate and grave operation. 

My reason for writing is to indicate that there are differ- 
ent schools of opinion on the correct procedure. 1 have 
known similar cases, sent to different liospitals, and still 
have vivid memories of the trenchant and almost libellous 
comments of two surgeons on the characters and qualifica- 
tions of the doctors who had attended and delayed 
sending (he patients into hospital. My own Edinburgh 
training was directed to early and immediate opera- 
tion. It is not for me to go into the arguments pro and 
con in this matter. But in view of the evidently divergent 
opinions held I should like an authoritative statement as 
to what the majority of surgeons practise in these types of 
appendix cases. — I am, etc.,

“What is Osfeopafhy?”

Ionization for Hay Fever 

Sm, — Although feeling much sympathy for my friend 
Mr. Vlasto on his non-success in treatment of hay fever 
by zinc ionization, I am unable to explain it. The tech- 
nique is simple for a rhinologist, although 1 can quite 
believe that electrotherapeutists who are not familiar with 
the anatomy of the nose might have many failures. 

On the other hand, in ionization for suppurative otitis 
media the selection of cases and the technique are of the 
greatest importance. For attic cases with a tiny perfora- 
tion the method is quite, useless, whereas for cases in 
which the tympanum is accessible through a good-sized 
perforation in the lower part of the membrane zinc ioniza- 
tion with proper technique gives the most dramatic 
success. 

With regard to my own experience of ionization for 
" hay fever,” last year I treated seventeen private cases. 
Of these, two were done rather late in the season, and 
although they cleared up satisfactorily they might have 
been nearing the end of their seasonal misery ; so I will 
not include them. Of the other fifteen, two were free 
from symptoms after one ionization, two were almost 
free ; nine cases were nearly symptom-free after two. 
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ionizations, and were free after a third. One patient was 
very little better, and one showed no improvement. The 
results of my hospital cases were very similar. 

In my experience zinc ionization gives better results than 
any other method. An objection to it is that it is an 
empirical treatment directed to the nose. We do not know 
how it acts. For tympanic sepsis, however, this treatment 
is not empirical. The ionization produces a coagulation 
necrosis of the organisms in the middle ear, and thus 
sterilizes the cavity. For this reason the applications of 
this treatment in the nose and ear should be carefully dis- 
criminated and their results not confused. 

Vasomotor rhinitis does not yield many successes. One 
gets an occasional very pleasing cure from ionization, but 
not the high proportion of cures that one gets in hay 
fever. — am, etc.,

Sir, — Mr. Michael Vlasto questions the value of ioniza- 
tion in hay fever. 1 think the chief value of zinc ioniza- 
tion of the nasal mucosa is to reduce the sensitiveness 
of the mucous membrane in all (hose complaints which 
give rise to paroxysmal sneezing, whether from hyper- 
sensitiveness to pollen or to any of the air-borne dusts, 
or from bacterial causes. At times this may be sufiicient 
to relieve the symptoms. But in hay fever the whole of 
the patient, everv square inch of skin, every drop of 
blood, is hypersensitive to the pollen and can be proved 
to be hypersensitive by the Prausnitz-Kustner reaction 
(passive transfer and the dermal reactions). This being 
so, it would seem fatuous to rely simply upon treatment 
of the nose in a complaint in which every cell of the 
body is sensitized. 

In treating those afflicted by immoderate sneezing the 
first maxim is to discover the cause by the dermal reac- 
tions. Next, to desensitize the patient with the protein 
that may be at fault — pollen, horsehair, orris root, etc. 
If the nasal mucosa is inordinately sensitive to a probe 
and the sneezing reflex easily produced with redness of 
the eyes, then ionization or cauterization is of great value, 
always allowing that the possibility of the irritation being 
due to a microbic infection has been ruled out. — I am, etc.,

Sir, — Mr. Vlasto, in his letter in the last issue of the 
Journal, asks whether others shared his experience with 
intranasal ionization for so-called hay fever. 

In our special ionization clinic at the Chest Hospital, 
Margaret Street, over 800 patients have received treat- 
ment during the last three months, mainly for seasonal 
rhinitis. It is difficult to assess the relative proportions 
of cases which suffer from rhinorrhoea precipitated by 
pollen and those in which the rhinorrhoea is produced by 
other factors, such as metabolic disorders, climatic in- 
fluences, psychopathic vasomotor disturbances, etc. In 
our experience a large proportion of the cases benefit 
from ionization. There is no doubt that the therapeutic 
effect of the ionization largely depends on the technique 
employed. 

Twelve years’ experience of this special type of treat- 
ment and the advantage of examining and observing such 
a large number of cases this season have enabled me to 
obtain improved results by modifying the technique. I 
intend as soon as possible to publish in detail the tech- 
nique used at our clinic and to give complete statistical 
results of this treatment. I hope that others will do the 
same so that the value of this treatment can be satis- 
factorily assessed.— I am, etc.,

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Animal Pathology : Puerperal Infection 

Sir, — I was very pleased to read the letter of Dr. T. 
Hare on the subject of animal pathology in the JountttI 
of June 12 (p. 1229). We must all hope' with him that 
some day an institute of comparative pathology will be 
founded, where " the diseases of animals can be studied 
for the service of medicine," for until medicine works in 
closer co-operation with veterinary .science and agriculture 
its progress will be slower than it need be. The further 
study of diseases in animals will undoubtedly throw light 
on the pathology of obscure diseases in man. 1 should 
like to state here an interesting problem bearing on this 
point. 

Some time ago my fox terrier, aged 10. had tier fourth or 
fifth litter of puppies ; as we had another dog she was confined 
in her kennel inside the garage. After a dillicult labour, in 
which 1 had to assist her, two pups were horn dead, and one 
survived. The two dead pups were removed and buried, the 
placenta and debris swept out of the garage on to some grass 
outside. On the second day she was very ill. would not lake 
her food, shivered, and was very restless and anxious to get 
out. The next day her condition was worse ; she was weaker, 
would take no food, and her restlessness and anxiety to get 
out was so great that, in spite of her weakness. 1 decided to 
let her do so. To my astonishment she started searching in 
the grass outside the garage, and when she had found the 
placenta immediately ate it and then went straight back to 
her kennel. Next day she was much belter, and in a few 
days quite well again. 

Those arc the facts of the ease, and I was fortunate 
to be able to observe them so closely. It is well known 
that certain animals always cat the placenta immediately 
after birth, and farmers say the animtils will not settle 
down properly until they have done so. It is also well 
known that othef mammals do not cat the placenta ; why 
is there this difference? I always presumed that the 
animal ate its placenta because it was there and looked 
like something to cat ; but here was a dog whose placenta 
was removed, who was becoming very ill, and was making 
frantic clTorts to get out with the sole object of consuming 
it, and who after doing so made a rapid recovery. The 
only conclusion I can come to is that the placenta contains 
something which is vitally necessary to the animal at 
that particular time, while those animals which do not cat 
it absorb in iitero the necessary substances, which arc 
probably in the nature of antibodies or antitoxins to 
streptococcal infections. 

If this is so it will help to elucidate the puzzling prob- 
lem of puerperal infections in women. As is well known 
there are two types of parturient women, those who 
show no sign of puerperal infection whatever the en- 
vironment or operative intervention and those who de- 
velop puerperal fever under the very best possible con- 
ditions and even when no vaginal c.xaminations are made. 
It is important to remember that in subsequent confine- 
ments under precisely similar conditions the results may 
be reversed, and so this can only be due to some slate 
in the woman herself. The whole question is. What gives 
immunity or lack of it? 

My idea is that most women, in the last few weeks of 
pregnancy, absorb certain substances from the placenta 
which are antitoxins. In other women, or in the same 
woman at another time, there is failure to absorb these 
substances in sufficient quantities, and so they become an 
easy prey to infection. These “ non-protccied " patients 
require injections of placental extract during the last 
two or three weeks before the confinement to replace 
this deficiency. This suggestion has been strengthened by 
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the reports that recently, both in England and America, 
placental extract has been used to immunize children 
against measles and scarlet fever. 

The only other question that arises is whether it is 
po.ssible to tell definitely in the last few weeks of preg- 
nancy whether a woman has this “ protection " or not. 
1 suggest the application of the Dick test ; if a positive 
reaction occurs showing there is no antitoxin circulating 
in the blood the injection of placental extract should begin 
at once, and should continue until the test becomes 
negative, or even during the first week of the puerperitim. 

Perhaps Dr. Hare would be able to carry out experi- 
ments to confirm or disprove these ideas at the Research 
Laboratories of the Veterinary College. I should be 
extremely interested to hear the results of any such in- 
vestigation. — I am, etc.,

Maternal Mortality and Sepsis 

•Sin, — 1 am sorry for .Sir Kingsley Wood. In your lead- 
ing article of June 19 you suggest that the Minister has 
olTered only the second best where the best is called for. 
He has had to depend on his medical officers, who by 
direction have furnished him with a report on an investiga- 
tion into maternal mortality. 1 can only imagine Sir 
Kingsley Wood's feelings when he finds that report differ- 
ing iiitle in essentia! recommendations from many which 
have gone before it. 

The most important factor concerned in the maternal 
death rate is .septic infection. 1 will limit my remarks to 
this one cause. A crop of excuses has sprung up lately 
to account for the sustained high incidence in mortality 
rates. The latest refers to the alleged increase in the 
number of miscarriages. Why arc they so prone to become 
septic? 1 surmise that most of them arc performed by 
persons who understand the risk they run when a ease 
goes wrong and they arc well acquainted with modern 
methods of asepsis. Surely there must be something 
wrong with the modern method. 

Other excuses arc .set out in detail, such, as inadequate 
training, insulficicnt ante-natal care, and, bc-St of all, the 
lack of the advice and direction of specialists. When 
we know that the worst figures are supplied from in- 
stitutions in which specialists walk which way can we 
turn? Again. I have heard specialists of high standing 
discount the claims of slums for proverbial immunity. 
As the figures from these quarters, or rather the regis- 
tered births, are included in the domiciliary class. 1 am 
not convinced that the immunity does not exist ; in f.act. 
1 believe that the immunity of the slum woman is due 
to her immunity from interference by a medical attendant. 
When we read of the Aberdeen report commending a 
maternity organization in which midwives should con- 
duct all normal delix cries, I feel that 1 am in good com- 
pany. As this recommendation struck a severe blow at 
family practice, it has been toned down somewhat in 
the latest reports, and no wonder. To me it is the 
greatest declaration of defeat and failure that I have 
known the medical profession to make. 

Now let me shed a little light. In the Prefatory Note 
to the latest report to the Minister of Health by the 
Chief Medical Ofliccr, figures arc quoted from the old 
Edinburgh Maternity Hospital (1823-44) .showing a mor- 
tality of 19 per 1,000 due mainly to puerperal sepsis. 
How we have improved! I will quote some figures too. 
The figures I quote refer not to a mere 3,906 deliveries, 
but to upwards of 10,000 recorded by Collins about one 
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hundred years earlier, in which there was a mortality of 
0.53 per cent., not one of which nvu' due to sepsis, 
Collins painted the walls, floors and bedsteads, and soaked 
. the linen, his hands and instrnnients with a solution of 
chloride of lime. Hence the miracle. He was thus the lirst 
■obstetrician to use the antiseptic method, and crude as 

■ it WM it was effective. Need 1 declare myself a disciple 
-of Lister? ‘So I can boast that sepsis has no terrors for 

■ me. And so I repeat, I am sorry for Sir Kingsley Wood.

^le Second Best — in Housing 

Sir. — I was glad to sec your criticism of the policies 
pursued by the Ministry of Health in the various spheres 
of housing, maternity, ophthalmic benefit, clinics, and 
occupation — all subjects of vital national concern in which 
all general medical practitioners must be interested. My 
only criticism is that the Ministry is “let off” too 
mildly. The mere presentation of figures does not reveal 
the truth. The history of the National Government’s 
actions in regard to the housing problem is one of lament- 
able failure. In 1931 it cut down housing expenditure. 
In 1932 the Wheatley subsidy was stopped, and in 1933 
it discouraged building even without a subsidy. In 
1933. the Rent Restriction Act abolished rent control of 
middle-class housing, and so there was a rush of. specula- 
tive builders. This Act fixed 1938 for the rent control 
of workers’ houses. Jn 1934 the Government guaranteed 
part of the fnortgages for building by private enterprise 
and the rich building societies! Thus it made a new 
situation profitable to profiteers in spite of the fact that 
the ■ Minister of Health (Sir Hilton Young, now Lord 
Kennet) admitted the fact known to all that there was 
a • great shortage of houses to let for the lower-paid 
workers. This gave expansion to the less satisfactory 
building by speculative builders for the middle classes as 
that for the lower-paid workers became less a commercial 
proposition. Public discontent at this policy forced the 
Government to do something, and that something showed 
no vision — namely, the Housifig Act of 1935, or as some 
people have termed it the “overcrowding” Act! The 
main points of this Act are that it defines ” overcrowd- 
ing,” compels a survey on the definition ; after January 
I', 1937, makes “ overcrowding ” (as defined) an offence ; 
reintroduces a subsidy ; and, mark, alters the basis of 
compensation to land and property owners. The defini- 
tion of “ overcrowding ” is the weakest link and real 
overcrowding slips through it. The definition sets up 
no standard of separate living accommodation, which the 
London survey, the Merseyside survey, or the census of 
1931 adopted. The result is that the severe (or real) 
overcrowding is untouched by the Act, and the so-called 
figures presented as to its existence and amelioration are 
mere eye-wash. - Many anomalies as to the constitution 
of a family in a given area making for “ overcrowding ” 
could be given. Children under 10 years are counted 
half an adult and those under 1 year are not counted 
at. all. The overcrowding survey of England and Wales 
revealed 341,554 families being “overcrowded” by the 
definition in the Act, 283,844 on the verge of it, and 
623,429 families who escape the definition by half a unit I 
Yet the Minister of Health wants to know why some 
women won’t have babies. The general practitioner could 
give him the correct repIy.-H am, etc.,

This would be the finest tribute that could be paid to the 
memory of a great benefactor of the human race, who 
devoted his life to freeing men and women from the 
burdens of misconception and misunderstanding which 
lie so heavily upon the human family. 

We wish to lake this opportunity of thanking the 
University and City of Aberdeen for having done every- 
thing in their power to honour the memory of Professor 
Adler by arranging an official funeral service in the 
chapel of King’s College on June 2.

Pulmonary Embolism in an Infant 

Sir, — ^T he following notes on a case of pulmonary 
embolism in an infant of 7 months may be worthy of 
publication, since this condition is rarely found under the 
age of 20. 

A healthy child aged 7 months was admitted to the Peter- 
borough and District Memorial Hospital on May 26, 1937, 
under the care of Dr, E. A, Holmes, for the radical cure of a 
right inguinal hernia, and the operation was performed under 
ether on the following day. 

The wound healed well, and subsequent progrc.ss was satis- 
factory until the ninth day after operation, when the tempera- 
ture at'S p.m. was found to be 103” F„ with a pulse rate of 
130, although the patient otherwise appeared comfortable. At 
9.15 that evening he suddenly became very collapsed and 
cyanosed, with distressing dyspnoea. Respirations were 70 a 
minute, and the pulse was almost imperceptible. The child's 
colour improved with the administration of oxygen and stimu- 
lants, but the orthopnoea continued, and death occurred in 
about forty minutes. At the neCTopsy a long coiled thrombus 
occupying the left branch of the pulmonary artery was found.

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ATTACK RY MENTAL bEEEC I IVE 

Wc noted in tlicsc columns (May 1. p. 944) the hetirini; of 
an appeal against an application by Mrs. Bertha Holgatc 
and her husband, William Rennie Holgatc, for leave to 
bring an action against the Lancashire Mental Hospitals 
Board, and Dr. F. A. Gill, the superintendent, and Dr. 
G. S. Robinson, the deputy superintendent, of the Calder- 
stoncs Institution, a home for mental defectives maintained 
by the Board. The court gave permission, its decision 
was upheld on appeal, and the action was tried at 
Liverpool Assizes on June 10 hefore Mr. Justice Lewis and 
a jury. 

The facts were not in dispute; a moral defective named 
Jolin Lawson had been several times eonviclcd of criminal 
violence, and had for some years been confined at Hampton, 
a Slate instilulion. He was transferred to Calderstoncs as 
considerably improved, and after a time was released on 
licence under the personal supervision of liis brother. The 
licence was signed by the deputy superintendent with the 
consent of two members of the committee of management, and 
was renewed. While out on his second period he called at 
the home of the Molgates. and when Mrs. Holgatc had her 
back to him he attacked her savagely with a billet of wood, 
intlicting very severe injuries on her. lie was convicted at the 
assizes and sent to a criminal lunatic asvlum.' Mrs. Holgatc 
and her husband brought an action against the Joint lloaid 
and the medical men for negligence in licensing l.awson. Mr. 
Thomas Burke, a member of the Board, said that when the 
managing committee had agreevl to license l.awson, the 
patient's brother had assured them that he would have Lawson 
under his personal supervision. Lawson's condition had 
itnprovcd so far. and he h:id shown tio violetit tendencies for 
so long, that it vvtis considered safe to allow him out for a 
month. There was in anv case nothing to prevent tin inmate 
of Calderstoncs from walking out of the grounds. Miss 
M. L. K. Jones, another member of the committee, said that 
she had been present when the committee renewed Lawson's 
licence for his second period of tibscnce on the assurance that 
his conduct during the first period had been satisfactorv. 
Cross-examined, she said that she had not known that Lawson 
had been convicted of a scries of savage and criminal oIVcnces. 
VV'hcn the licence had been renewed the committee had not 
had his dossier before them, but it vvoidd have been before 
the committee when it originally granted leave of absence. 

Dr. Gill said that he had left Dr. Robertson in charge while 
he was on ollieial leave. He knew that Lawson's brother was 
a respectable working man, but had not appreciated that the 
house was only in charge of a daughter during the day. Dr. 
Robertson said that at the lime he signed the certificates for 
Lawson’s leave he believed that to do so was quite safe. It 
was his duty, according to the terms of his appointment, to 
sign the certificates. To give mental defectives on licence 
official supervision would be a tremendous task. Dr. Gill 
had never been consulted about Lawson's leave. The jury 
found that the Joint Board and both medical ofiicers had been 
guilty of negligence in allowing Lawson to go out on licence, 
and awarded Mr. Holgatc £708, including £208 out-of-pocket 
expenses, and Mrs. Holgatc £3,500. 

From the reports in the Times and Ihc Liverpool Doily 
Post, to which wc arc iiulcblcd for the foregoing accouiu 
of the hearing, it appears that Dr. Rohcrlson, while acting 
as superintendent in Dr. Gill’s place and with the consent 
of two members of the responsible commillee, licensed 
Lawson to go out under supervision, for the efficacy of 
-which he had only the word of Lawson's brother, knowing 
Lawson’s record and mental constitution. Accommoda- 
tion in mental institutions is very limited, and every local 
authority naturally wishes to let out on licence as many 
patients as it safely can. The judgement of its ofiicers 
IS very rarely at fault. Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C.,

who conducted the case for Mr. and Mrs. Holgatc, 
maintained that only the stipcrinlcndent could sign a 
licence, and tiiat Dr. Robertson could not do so in 
his place. As tin's point was not specifically dealt 
with in tlie jury's finding it remains tindccidcd, btit 
as a matter of practice an institution would be in 
an iiiLpossible itosition if it were not permitted to 
appoint an officer to act as superintendent during the sub- 
stantive superintendent's period of leave. The finding 
seems to have hecn very hard on Dr. Gill, for he w.a's 
apparently never consulted about Lawson's leave and did 
not even know that the licence had been e.xtcndcd, though 
he granted it originally. As Dr. Gill collapsed while 
giving evidence, and was not therefore able to complete 
his testimony, certain aspects of his responsibility could 
not be properly investigated by Sir Patrick Hastings. The 
case, however, seems to fall into the category in which 
res ipso lociiiiiio - — the event speaks for itself. It is settled 
law that if a thing in the keeping of A causes damage to 
the person or property of another in circumstances which 
suggest negligence unless they are e.xplained away, A will 
have to pay damages unless he can give a satisfactory 
explanation. The jury here were not satisfied that the 
Boaril and its medical ofiicers hail done their best lo 
ensure that Lawson could be safely let out. In future 
committees managing institutions for mental defectives 
and persons of unsound mind will have to realize that 
they license at their peril patients with a record of violent 
conduct. 


DJiiNTAL PRACTICi: BY MEDICAL MEN 

When dental practice was regulated by the Dentists .Act. 
1921, the right of metliciil men to practise all kinds of 
medicine anil surgery was preserved by Section 1 f3) (ii). 
which lap down that nothing in the section shall prevent 
the practice of dentistry by a registered medical practi- 
tioner. A number of doctors, though probably not very 
many, practise dentistry by virtue of their medical ciualill- 
cations, though they are not on the Demists Register. 
They may be surprised to learn that, though there is 
nothing in law to prevent them practising dentistry, they 
are not recognized as dentists under the National Health 
Insurance Acts, and cannot receive pay for dental services 
to insured peisons under the Acts and Regulations. 

This rule was settled by Mr. Justice Siiuonds in the 
Chancery Division on June 18. in an action in which Dr. 
C. A. B\noc asked him to grant an injunction against the 
General Federation of Trade Unions Approved Society to 
prevent them from writing or saying that he was not entitled 
to give dental services and receive payment under the National 
Health Insurance .Acts. 1924-8, or the Dental Benefit Regula- 
tions. 1930. .Art. 21 (1). Dr. Bynoc, who is on the .Malicdl 
Register but not on the Dentists Register, treated a member 
of this approved society in February. 1935. and sent in a 
dental letter with an account for £1 12s. fid. The society did 
not pay this amount, but on February 6. 1935, wrote to the 
patient saying that they had received the estimate but were 
unable to pay the charges or deal with the dental letter as 
Dr. Bynoc's name was not on ttic Demists Reyisler', they 
suggested that the patient should obtain an estimate from 
another dentist. Dr. Bynoe maintained that they implied by 
these words that he was not qualified to give dental .services 
or to receive payment for them from the society. 

The learned judge explained in his judgement that the 
National Health Insurance Act, 1924, s. 75, allowed societies 
to distribute additional benefit when they had a certified dis- 
posable surplus. The amending .Act of 1928. s. 16 (3) allows 
regulations to be made for the administration of schemes 
provided that they do not restrict the right of any insured 
person to obtain treatment from any practitioner with whom 
the .society has made arrangements. The Dental Benefit 
Regulations. 1930, Art. 2, define " dentist " as a person on the 
Demists Res’ister. Art. 21 provides that a member can obtain 
dental treatment from any dentist who is prepared to provide 
it for a certain fee. The learned judge therefore found it 
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quite clear tllat Dr. Bynoe was not entitled to give treatment 
under the regulations and rcceisc pajnient from tlie approved 
society for it, for he was not a person with whom arrange- 
ments had been made to give such treatment in accordance 
with the regulation.s. He remarked that, while there might be 
persons who, though not on the Dentists Register, were quite 
competent to give dental treatment, he could quite understand 
the Minister of Health confining the right to give dental 
treatment under the Acts to persons on the Dentists Register. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENT BY SIGNAL 

A testator may validly execute a will by directing some- 
one else to sign it in his presence. The Jaw requires, 
however, tliat the testator shall “ acknowledge ” the 
signature — that is, shall do something to show the wit- 
nesses that he understands that the other person is signing 
for him. When the will is proved the court will ask for 
evidence that the signature was made in the presence of 
the testator and by his direction and that he acknowledged 
it. The acknowledgement need not even be verbal, and 
sometimes indeed a patient near death is too weak to 
speak. He may then indicate his acknowledgement by 
any sign so long as its meaning is unmistakable. Recently 
the President of the Probate Division, Sir F. Boyd 
Merriman, pronounced for the will of a woman whose 
doctor signed it for her in the presence of witnesses. She 
had almost lost the use of her right hand, and at her 
request the doctor read out the contents of the will to 
her and asked her to squeeze his hand if she approved 
it and wanted him to sign it on her behalf. She squeezed 
his hand accordingly and two witnesses attested the 
‘signature. She died about three weeks later. The short 
report, for which we are indebted to the Times of June 22, 
does not state why the testatrix did not acknowledge the 
signature verbally. At all events the action for probate 
was undefended and the validity of the acknowledgement 
was not questioned. 


Obituary 


We regret to record the death on June 19 in London of 
Dr. Murdoch MacKinnon, formerly of Nairobi, after 
two days’ illness. Dr. MacKinnon received his medical 
education in Edinburgh and King’s College, London. He 
graduated M.B., Ch.B.Ed. in 1905, and proceeded M.D. 
three years later.- In 1911, after serving as casualty 
physician at St. Mary’s Hospital, he obtained the diplonia 
D.P.H.Oxon. He had conducted a private practice in 
Nairobi, Kenya Colony, for twenty-two years, and had 
been medical officer to the Government school for eighteen 
years. He took advantage of the facilities for research 
thus made available to him, and in 1923 published in the 
Journal of Tropical Medicine and Hygiene an account 
of the influence of education on the physical and mental 
development of European children in the highlands of 
Kenya ; this attracted considerable attention in view of 
the practical questions involved and of the value of the 
statistical comparison he made between children educated 
at home and abroad. Another article by him was pub- 
lished in 1929 in the Kenya and East African Medical 
Journal, and dealt with rheumatic fever and chorea in 
that country. Dr. MacKinnon joined the British Medical 
Association in 1909, and was president of the Kenya 
Branch in 1926-7 and again in 1935. In the last-named 
year he returned to England, and had latterly been in 
practice at Twickenham. 

The death occurred at Alloa on June 21 of Dr. Tuach 
Mackenzie, who had just retired from the post of 
physician-superintendent of Dundee Mental Hospital. 
William Tuach Mackenzie was born in Ross-shire in 1871, 


and after taking a medical course at Aberdeen Univer- 
sity graduated M.B., Ch.B. in 1898, proceeding to the 
degree of M.D. in 1903, when he submitted a thesis on 
acromegaly. After holding resident posts in the Aber- 
deen Royal Infirmary and the Rotunda Hospital, Dublin, 
he was appointed to the charge of pauper lunatics in 
Giggicswick Union, West Riding, Yorkshire. In 1899 he 
was appointed deputy-superintendent of Dundee Mental 
Hospital, and four years later succeeded the late Dr. 
James Rorie as physician-superintendent of this institu- 
tion, a post which he held until shortly before his death. 
He was also lecturer in mental diseases at St. Andrews 
University, and was a member of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation and of the Royal Medico-Psychological Associa- 
tion. In his earlier days Dr, Tuach Mackenzie took much 
interest in athletics, having been as a student a member 
of the Aberdeen University XV and swimming champion 
of the University for three successive years. He was also 
a member of the Royal and Ancient Golf Club, St. 
Andrews, for twenty years. He joined the British Medical 
Association nearly twenty-five years ago. 

In the death of Paul Ieuan Watkin. M.A,, M.R.C.S., 
L.R.C.P., on June 20, the Stratford Division of the British 
Medical Association has lost a consistent and tireless 
worker, an inspiring personality, and a true friend. 
Graduating from Christ Church, Oxford, he became 
lecturer m physics at St, Thomas’s Hospital, later pro- 
ceeding to his medical diplomas, for which he studied at 
the London Hospital. Some thirty years ago he settled 
in practice in Canning Town, and worked there steadily 
till his death, becoming a figure well beloved in all his 
professional and social work. Professionally Dr. Watkin's 
chief interest was in dermatology ; this found expression 
in his devoted work at St. Mary’s Hospital, Plaistow, 
where he became physician in charge of the skin depart- 
ment. Socially his interests were profound and varied. 
In his undergraduate days at Oxford he became a resident 
at the Mansfield House Settlement, beginning thus an 
active association which lasted till his death. From 1915 
onwards he represented the West Ham Borough Council 
on the West Ham Insurance Committee, and later was 
a co-opted member of the maternity and child welfare 
committee of the council. For many years a member 
of the Executive Committee of the Stratford Division, 
he became chairman of the Division for two years, start- 
ing in 1933. His participation in local affairs of the 
Association was regular, persistent, and always valuable. 
Broad in outlook and culture, jovial yet severe and well- 
balanced, kindly to all whatever their standing. Paul 
Watkin was one of our “ elder statesmen.” He can 
receive no higher tribute than that paid by a doctor- 
patient of his to the writer when he heard of this death; 
“Well, one of the, landmarks of West Ham has gone.” . 

The Rochdale Division of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation has sustained a great loss by the death of Dr. 
Samuel Wilson, chairman of the Division 1936-7. To 
the deep regret of the members illness prevented Wilson 
from presiding over meetings of the Division after July 
of last year. In September he was compelled to relinquish 
his work, and he died on May 29 in an ambulance while 
on his way home to Rochdale from his seaside bungalow 
in North Wales, where he had been sta> ing for some time. 
Wilson was born at Maybole, Ayrshire, and was a student 
at Glasgow University, taking the degrees of M.A, and, 
in 1907, M.B.. Ch.B. He held resident posts at Belvedere 
and Ruchill Fever Hospitals, Glasgow', and in 190S came 
as house-surgeon to Rochdale Infirmary. After holding 
this post for about eighteen months he became assistant 
to Dr. Wallace of Rochdale, taking the practice over 
shortly afterwards on the retirement of his principal. For 
over a quarter of a century he carried on a ver\* large 
private and panel practice single-handed, except for a 
period of three years from 1923. when a nephew assisted 
him. The numbers on his panel kept at the maximum 
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figure! Consequently Wilson's leisure time was scanty. 
When work permitted he enjoyed a game of golf, usually 
with his lifelong friend and colleague, the present chair- 
man of the Division. Their cncotmtcrs on the Rochdale 
links during the last twenty-five years have hccomc part 
of the history (and legend) of the club. Wilson’s other 
relaxation was reading — philosophy, biography, and the 
classics being his choice. In the enjoyment of his books 
he stole many hours from the night. At the funeral 
service at Rochdale Parish Church and the burial at 
Rochdale Cemetery on June 2 a large number of his 
patients and medical colleagues gathered to show their 
affection and regard. Dr. Wilson is survived by a widow, 
two daughters, and two sons; both the latter are medical 
students.

VOLUNTARY AID DETACHMENTS 

The latest official returns of the progress made in the organiza- 
tion of Voluntary Aid Detachments show that 154 men'.' 
and 1.060 women’s detachments, comprising a total nicmhcr- 
ship of 30,942. have received recognition by the War Office. 
During titc past jear there has been an inerc.isc of .39 dclach- 
mcnls and 1.673 members. Of the present membership 6,832 
have undertaken the " mobile ” obligation. 

The countv areas in England which h.avc a total mcmber.ship 
of 500 or over arc; County of London, 1,785 : East Lancashire, 
1.761; Norfolk, 1,489; Hampshire. 1.278 : Yorkshire (West 
Riding), 1,155; Surrey, 1,1 10; Devonshire, 1.030; Sussex, 
1.005; Somerset, 982; West Lancashire. 976 : Cheshire, 974; 
Essex, S65 ; Kent, 759 ; Yorkshire (North Riding), 713: 
Gloucestershire, 551 ; Nottinghamshire, .325 : Lincolnshire, 519 ; 
Slaffordshirc, 500, 

In Scotland there arc 160 detachments, with a total member- 
ship of 4,132, of whom 1.091 are “mobile" members. There 
arc 75 detachments in Wales, the total membership being 
1,704. of whom 340 are "mobile" members. 

The present sclieme for Voluntary Aid Detachments was 
inaugurated in 1923. and is designed to supplement the medical 
services of the Naval, Military, and .Air Forces in time 
of war, " Mobile ” members are required to give an under- 
taking tliat. in the event of the embodiment of the Territorial 
Army, they arc prepared to serve with tl)c medical services 
cither at home or abroad. “Immobile" members undertake 
to serve within reach of their own homes. 
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Medical Notes in Parliament 


In the House of Lords on June 28 the Methylated Spirits 
(Scotland) Bill was read the third time, and the Factories 
Bill, which has had a first reading on June 22, was read 
a second time. On June 29 the Physical Training and 
Recreation Bill was read a second time after a discussion 
in which Viscount Dawson of Penn joined. 

The House of Commons this week considered the 
Finance Bill and the proposed increase in the E.xchange 
Equalization Fund. On June 22 it gave a third reading 
to the Factories Bill. The Children and Young Persons 
(Scotland) Bill passed through the committee of the 
House without amendment on June 23 and was read a 
third time. It had already passed the House of Lords. 
On June 28 the Hydrogen Cyanide (Fumigation) Bill 
was read a second time. 

In the Commons on June 29 a financial resolution, 
upon which the Bill containing the Government’s agri- 
cultural proposals will be founded, was agreed to in 
committee. Mr. W. S. Morrison, in explaining the pro- 
posals, dealt with the attack to be made on disease in 
animals and poultry, and said that a centralized veterinary 
service for the whole of Great Britain would be created. 

A meeting of the Parliamentary Medical Committee was 
summoned for July L 


Drainage of Trade Premises 

A Standing Committee of the House of Commons con- 
sidered on two nights the Public Health (Drainage) of Trade 
Premises Bill. Mr. Bernays (Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Health) moved to insert a provision in Clmise 1 
■ to maintain that part of the existing law which prohibits the 
discharge of petroleum spirit and calcium carbide into a 
public sewer. The committee agreed to the amendment. 

On Clause 2 (Special- Restriction on Discharge of Trade 
Effluent) Mr. Arthur Reed moved that the word “stating” 
be used instead of the word “ specifying " in the obligation 
on all factories to give to the local authority information 
on their effluents. Sir Kingsley Wood said he appreciated 
that in some cases it might be difficult to specify the exact 
chemical composition of a trade effluent. As long as the local 
authorities had a general indication they would be able to 
carry out their duties under the Act. He was prepared to 
accept the amendment, which was then agreed to. 

Mr. Quibell said the Bill empowered local authorities to 
prevent certain trade effluents from going into the sewers. 
He wished to know what a trade should do -with such an 
effluent. Some local authorities would not allow a pit into 
which oil or petrol had been emptied to be connected with 
the sewer. In such a case the trader tipped the liquid out ol 
a pit and it finally found its way into a gulley and thence 
into the sewer. Sir Kingsley Wood said machinery would 
be provided under the Bill which would enable the local 
authority to require that before a trade effluent entered the 
sewer there should be eliminated any such constituent thereof 
as might be specified in the by-laws. A general code would 
be secured which would apply all over the country. 

On Clause 4 (Exemption) Mr. H. G. Williams moved 
a long amendment dealing with premises where a '’f 

sewer communicating with the public sewer or cesspool had 
been provided with a new drain or sewer m lieu thereof. Mr. 
Williams said the amendment would provide that the rights 
that the trader possessed in the old drain should be Bi'en 
him in the new one. The amendment would deal with the 
quantity of effluent which the trader might wish to carry to 
his treatment plant. Sir Kingsley Wood said he had no 
criticism to make of the amendment, and the commiUcc 
agreed to it. 
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Sir Kingsley Wood moved to provide that the consent of 
a local authority to the discharge into a sewer of any liquid 
produced solely in the course of laundering articles should 
not be necessary for the purpose of the Act. He said this 
did not exempt liquids produced in the course of cleaning 
or ds'eing. The committee agreed to the amendment. Sir 
Kingsley refused, however, to accept an amendment moved 
by Mr. Morgan which proposed to exempt the discharge into 
a sewer of any liquid produced in the course of washing 
down a slaughterhouse, and Mr. Morgan withdrew the amend- 
ment. 

Consideration of the Bill was completed and it was reported 
to the House. 


Factories Bill 

The report stage of the Factories BUI began in the House 
of Commons on June 15 with consideration of new clauses. 
Sir Samuel Hoare moved a new clause dealing with washing 
facilities. He said that under the present Factory Act facilities 
were provided only in trades and industries which were iiable 
to special dangers. The Bill, as introduced, had proposed 
to extend these requirements to trades in which there might 
be a large amount of dirt and dust. In committee on the Bill 
members of all parties thought the scope was too narrow 
and the Government gave an undertaking that a new clause 
would be introduced. The House would see that under the 
clause which he now moved facilities would be provided 
where they were needed and could be reasonably supplied. 

Mr. Rhys Davies pointed out that these facilities under 
(he new clause were to be provided “ in any factory where 
any employed persons are accustomed to take tbeit meals 
at the factories.” He wished the Government was not so 
timid. After further discussion and an appeal by several 
members that the new clause should be withdrawn for recon- 
sideration, Mr. Messer spoke of the dirty hands of French 
polishers, which could not be washed clean with soap and 
water. In lhat industry dermatitis resulted from the use of 
turpentine, etc., and a man who had dermatitis might wash 
in the same bowl as other men, and possibly spread the disease 
In some places the workers washed their hands in melhy bled 
spirit to get rid of the polish, w'hich was not a good thing. 
Sir Samuel Hoare said he would consider that point, and 
undertook to redraft the clause on more general Imes. The 
clause was withdrawn. 

A iiew clause, dealing with accommodation for clothing not 
worn during working hours and the provision of arrangements 
for drying such clothing was read a second lime. 


PROTECTION OF THE EYES 

Me. Geoffrey Lloyd moved a new clause (Proteciion of 
eyes in certain processes), which ran: 

“ In the case of any such process as may be specified by rcpii'a- 
Hnns' nf (hrsecretary of State, being a process which insohcs a 

Lfe. process.” 

Mr Short hoped the Home Secretary would ensure lh.Tt 
employers saw their workmen used these neecssaiy 
Mr!^ McLaren said that in industries where men s"caled tl c 
go"irles became corroded, and when these goggles fitted ha > 
across the bridge of the nose serious inflammation migh occur 
U was not enough to provide suitable goggles; the 'ndiMduM 
must be suited. Mr. Lloyd replied that the fitting of 
was important, but screens would be prescribed wherever 
possible. The clause was read a second time. 

Mr Banfielo moved a new clause to prohibit night work 
in bakehouses. He said Great Britain "“.'he only coimtry 
which had not abolished night baking. Sir Svmlel HOvRC 
said the Committee on Night Baking had not issued its report 
and he was not in a position to make a st.atement for or against 
the case which Mr. Banficld had put. When the report was 
received the Government would at once give aUcnlion to i 
and decide what action, if any. it should take. The proposed 
new clause was defeated by 228 to 125. 
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Colonel Sandhman Allln moved a new clause authorizing 
a variation of the hours to he worked in laundries. The clause 
was carried hy 200 to 1 17 and was added to the Rill. 

OYl-nCROWDINO .AND Vl'.NTtLATION 

The House then proceeded to consider the clauses of 
the Bill as received from standing committee. On Clause 1 
(Clcanlinc.s.s) Mr. Ritvs Davii-s moved to provide that the 
weekly cleaning of the floor of every workroom should he 
done at a time (if any! when work was not going on in the 
workroom. Mr. Gakko Jonh.s said that unless sweeping was 
done hygicnieally it was more menacing to the health of the 
workers than neglect of any sweeping at all. The amendment 
was withdrawn and a technical amendment dealing with 
Clause 2 (Ovcrcrowdingl was added to the Bill. 

The House agreed to an amendment proposed hy Sir 
Samuei. Hoarc, who explained that in the Bill as amended 
by it inspectors were authorized to insist on mechanical ven- 
tilation at once in cases where that was nccdcil ; secondly, 
after a period of five years mechanical ventilation would he 
generally compulsory ; and, thirdly, the concessions allowed 
for existing factories in the same occupation were to he subject 
to a definite time limit of ten years. Mr. Li.oyo put forward 
an amendment authorizing the chief inspector to accept in 
the subsection any workroom in which explosive materials 
were manufactured or handled. The amendment was carried 
after discussion by 228 to 112 and the House adjourned. 

On resumption of the debate on June 16 the House accepted 
an amendment moved by Colonel S.ASni'.MAN Au.t n to 
Clause 2 (Ovcrcrowdingl. This amendment provided that 
where a room contained a gallery, the gallery should be treated 
for the purposes of this section as if it were partitioned off 
from the remainder and formed a separate room. An amend- 
ment hy Mr. Rttit.r.Y was also accepted, which provided that 
unless the inspector for the district otherwise allowed it should 
be the dut\ of the cmploscr to post a notice in the work- 
room stating the number of employees who might be engaged 
there at one time, 

POW'I Its or SAMTAItY INSI’r.CTOItS 

On Clause 8 (Enforcement by district councils of certain 
provisions of Part 1) Major MiLNi.it moved an amendment. 
He said the clause provided that in any of the sticceeding 
provisions of the Bill there should be substituted for reference 
to the inspector a reference to the medical officer of health. 
The purpose of his amendment was to add the woriis ” or 
sanitary inspector." The clauses related to cleanliness, over- 
crowding, temperature, ventilation, drainage, and sanitary 
conveniences. These things were peculiarly the functions of 
the sanitary inspector. If the clause went through as it stood, 
the House would take away from sanitary inspeetors the power 
they at present had under the Faetory and Workshops Act of 
1901. Without this amendment, when the sanitary inspector 
came along, even under the direction of a medical officer of 
health, a factory owner could tell him that he had no authority 
to come into the factory. 

Mr. T. M. Cooper said the clau.se was not to determine 
which officer of a local authority was to perform certain duties 
relating to inspection. Its purpo.se was to transfer to a named 
officer of a local authority certain powers which, under the 
scheme of factory legislation, were specifically conferred on 
the inspector. The amendment would extend the powers of 
sanitary inspectors beyond those they now enjoyed. It would 
be out of harmony with the system of local government to 
suggest that the medical officer of health should act on a report 
of a sanitary inspector. The Sanitary Officers Order of 1926 
was among the administrative regulations and controlled the 
relations of the medical officers of health to the sanitary in- 
spectors. The sanitary inspector worked under the supervision 
and direction of the mcciical officer of health and was a 
subordinate person. The amendment was negatived. On a 
motion of Mr. Lloyd amendments were made on Clau.se 14 
(Other machincryl. 

On Clause 21 (Training and supervision of young persons 
working at dangerous machiuesl Mr. Burke moved an amend- 
ment. He said the clause cn powered the Minister to prescribe' 


certain machines to which the clause should apply. The 
Labour Opposition contended modern factories were of such 
a character that the whole place was dangerous; the machines 
to he described would in the main be those which had been 
involved in accidents. If the amendment was accepted, safety- 
first instructions would be part of the terms of employment of 
every young person. The rale of accidents among boys was 
38 per cent, above the rale for older persons and 65 per cent, 
above in the ease of girls. Mr. Lloyd said the Home Sccrc- 
t.ary intended to make full use of the power given in the 
clause, and after the Bill was passed the Home Office would 
issue lists of machines which came under the terms of the 
clause. The amendment was withdrawn. 

Amendments were made on a motion of Mr. Li.ovd in 
Clause 22 (Hoists and lifts') and on the motion of Mr. Graham 
W imt, in Clause 23 (Chains, ropes, and lifting tackle). 

On Clause 25 (Construction and maintenance of floors, 
passages, stairs, and laddcrst Mr. MARStiAi.t. moved to provide 
that where the floor of any workroom was apt to become slip- 
pery cfTcclive steps should be taken to prevent accidents. 
Mr. Li.ovd said it would be unwise to insert in a statute of 
criminal offences a requirement which gave occupiers of fac- 
tories only a vague indication of what they were to do. It 
would be better to leave it to the Secretary of State under 
Clause 59 when making regulations for dangerous trades to 
insert provisions dealing with slippcrincss of floors. The 
amendment was withdrawn. 

On Clause 27 (Precautions in places where dangerous fumes 
arc liable to be present) drafting amendments were made, and 
Mr. Wiim. moved an amendment prescribing that the man- 
hole in tank waggons and other mobile plant should be not 
less than 16 in. long and 14 in. wide. The amendment w.vs 
ttcccplcd. 

riR.ST-AID IRVtSINr. 

On Clatise 45 (First-aid) Sir SvMi'n. Hdvrv. moved to leave 
out the restriction to factories using mechanical power of the 
obligation to provide first-aid equipment. This was accepted, as 
was also an amendment providing that in factories employing 
fifty persons or upwards the person in charge of the first-aid 
equipment should be trained in first-aid treatment. 

On Clause 52 (Underground rooms) Mr, Short moved to 
provide that work should not be carried on in any underground 
room " unless it is certified by the inspector for the district 
to be suitable for the purpose on hygienic grounds and in 
particular as regards construction, light, ventilation, and 
adequate means of escape in ease of fire." Sir Samuel Hoaue 
said if inspectors had to certify every one of these underground 
rooms, although they knew that many reached a comparatively 
high standard of accommodation, they would not have time 
to do more urgent work. He asked the House not to accept 
the amendment. The amendment was defeated by 209 to 134. 
A further amendment by Mr. Sh.vermvn to insist upon a 
height of 8 ft. 6 in. from the floor to the ceiling of under- 
ground workrooms was also negatived. 

Mr. Lloyd moved to provide that in the case of any under- 
ground room which at the commencement of the Act did not 
form part of a factory or was not used as a workroom in a 
factory other than for storage the occupier should, before 
the room was used as a workroom, give notice in the prescribed 
form to the inspector for the district, and should not use the 
room for any process of a hot. wet, or dusty nature or vvljich 
was liable to give ofl' any fume without the consent in writing 
of the inspector of the district. The amendment was agreed to. 

On Clause 53 (Basement bakehouses) Mr. B.vneiei.d moved 
to provide that no such bakehouse should be used after five 
years from the passing of the Act. He said there had been no 
new underground bakehouses since 1901. and in that year the 
majority of the existing underground bakehouses were already 
old. The amendment was defeated by 187 to 125. and a 
further amendment was inserted to provide for the examination 
in the year of commencement of the Act and in every fifth 
year succeeding that, by every district council, of each base- 
ment bakehouse in respect of which a certificate of suitability 
had been issued. If the council is not satisfied with the result 
of the examination, they shall give notice that the certificate 
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shall cease to Iiavc-cfTccl after tlie expiration of not less than 
one month anti that the basement bakehouse shall not there- 
after he used as a bakehouse. 

The discussion of the Bill was adjourned. 

lmuloymekt of young rmtsoNs 

AVhen consideration of the Bill uas resumed on June 17, 
Mr. Rhvs D-Wies, on Clause 69 (General conditions as to hours 
of employment of women and >oung persons), moved to insert 
a proWsion that it should not be lawful to employ a young 
person under the age of 15 in a factory. Sir S.vml'el Hoare 
said we were reaching a time when the school-leaving age 
would go up. Mr. Rhys Davies did not believe in the possi- 
bility of beneficial employment for those under 15, but that 
was not the view of the House when it passed the Education 
Act under which it was possible, with rigid safeguards, to 
make exemptions for beneficial employment. Lord Eustace 
Percy said that, broadly speaking, factory employment was 
incompatible with education during the tears up to 15. Mr. 
Geoffrey Lloyd quoted a report from an industrial district 
which declared that the great majority of the girls and more 
than half of the boys leaving school requested factory work. 
He reminded the House that under the Education Act the 
education authority in granting leave to take up such work 
would have to consider the health and physical condition of 
the child. The amendment was defeated by 207 to 137. 

Mr. Short moved to make the conditions of hours of employ- 
ment general by leaving out the reference to women and young 
persons in Clause 69. The amendment was defeated by 193 
to 125. Mr. Dobbie moved to reduce the maximum hours of 
weekly work for women and young persons from 48 to 40. 
Mr. Leslie said the report of the chief inspector showed that 
accidents to young persons had risen from 3 per cent.' in 1928 
to -22 per cent, in 1935 owing in the main to the long hours 
which these young people had to work. Sir Samuel Hoarb 
said if the House reduced the hours of 1,500,000 women and 
1,000,000 young persons under 18 from 48 to 40, it would 
dislocate industrial life. So far as women were concerned, 
the Government did not feel justified on grounds of health 
and safety in reducing their hours of labour to 40. The amend- 
ment was defeated by 195 to 128. 

The House adopted an amendment proposed by Mr. Lloyd 
to ensure that in the case of young persons under 16 the period 
of employment should not end later than 6 p.m. He said it 
might necessitate a reorganization in some London workshops. 

Technical amendments were made dealing with overtime in 
trades where there is exceptional pressure for a short time in 
the year and also with hours of work in factories where milk 
is treated and in tenement factories. 

DUTIES OF EXAMINING SURGEONS 

On Clause 124 (Appointment and duties of examining 
surgeons) Mr. Rhys Davies moved to provide that, subject to 
the consent of the employed person concerned, the examining 
surgeon should have the right to inspect the medical records 
of the medical practitioner employed by the occupier of the 
factory. He said a point of etiquette might arise on that 
inspection, and the Labour Opposition proposed that the 
examining surgeon for this purpose should be paramount 
over the medical officer employed by the firm. Mr. LlovD 
said this proposal depended on the doctor employed by the 
firm having kept his records at the factory in a form in which 
they could be read by other people. A more serious objection 
was that the examining ^surgeon should, have the right to a 
roving inquiry into the records of another practitioner 
irrespective of the precise scope of his duties under the Act. 
It would be more practicable to leave the matter to be settled 
between the two doctors. The Home Secretary would bear 
the point in mind under subsection 5. which provided that he 
might regulate the duties of the examining surgeon. Mr. Rhys 
Davies withdrew his amendment. 

Mr. Ellis Smith moved to insert in Clause 124 that where 
any, person was liable to contract an industrial disease from 
any process carried on in a factory, the examining surgeon 
should e.xamine such person at least once a month during 
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working hours, and keep a record of such examinations for 
the inspector. He said his object was to secure that further 
steps would be taken by the Home Office to deal with silicosis, 
asbestosis, dermatitis, and other industrial diseases. 

Mr. Llovd said the term “ industrial disease ” was too vague. 
It would mean that a vast number of examinations would 
have to be made. A month was too rigid a period for the 
examination. In the lead poisoning regulations the lime 
between the periodical examinations varied according to the 
process. Monthly examinations would not be appropriate for 
silicosis, which developed slowly. Under the silicosis pro- 
visions of the Workmen's Compensation Act periodical 
examinations were made, but the intervals varied according 
to the process and the concentration of silica dust in a par- 
ticular process. For silicosis a technical and skilled diagnosis 
was required which the ordinary doctor was not capable of 
carrying out. Mr. Ellis Smith should consider whether there 
was a particular case in the potteries — the industry with which 
he was connected — for requiring periodical examination in 
connexion with additional processes. The Home Office would 
look carefully into any further informatir/c on that matter. 
With regard to dermatitis a monthly examination would not 
be frequent enough. The workman should have his hands 
examined daily, perhaps as he went into the works, and the 
practical method of dealing with the question would be for 
the Home Secretary to make regulations under Clause 59 — the 
dangerous trades clause. He reminded Mr. Ellis Smith that 
under Clause 1 1 the Home Secretary had for the first time 
power to require the medical supervision of workers in all 
factories in certain circumstances. Mr. Ellis Smith then with- 
drew his amendment and the report stage was .completed. 

The Bill was read a' third time in the House on June 22, Sir 
Francis Fremantle being among those who took part in the 
debate. 


Methylated Spirits Bill 

The Methylated Spirits (Scotland) Bill, which had passed 
the House of Commons and secured a second reading in the 
House of Lords, was taken in committee of that House on 
June 17. Lord Askwith moved a series of amendments, 
which, he said, had been redrafted in the Scottish Office, and 
he understood that the Government and the promoters of the 
Bill were prepared to accept them. The object was to avoid 
double listing and dual authority. The chemists in Great 
Britain were, by an Act passed in 1933, placed under the Lord 
President of the Council and under the Statutory Committee. 
Certain provisions in the Bill would be applied by this Cem- 
miftee. The proposal embodied in the amendments was that 
while local authorities and the resellers of surgical spirit or 
methylated spirits would be controlled by the Bill, doctors or 
chemists, who were already under stringent regulations, should 
be treated by authorities whose powers should continue to 
exist. 

The House then agreed without discussion to the amendment 
proposed by Lord Askwith. including one to add to Clause I 
the following proviso: 

“ Nothing in the foregoing provisions of this section shall 
apply to surgical spirit sold by an authorized seller of poisons 
on registered premises or supplied by a duly qualified medical 
practitioner, registered dentist, or registered veterinary surgeon 
for the purposes respectively specified in subsection (I) of 
Section 19 of the Pharmacy and Poisons Act, 1933, if Ihe 
requirements of subsections (2) and (3) of the said section are 
complied with in relation to such sale or supply of surgical 
spirit in like manner as if it were a medicine.” 

The committee stage was concluded. 

On June 22 the Bill passed Ihe report stage in the House of 
Lords. 

Health Scniccs Debate 

In the House of Commons on June 18 the cstim.ates for 
the Ministry of Health were further discussed, and on this 
occasion the votes put down included that for the Board of 
Control. Mr. Arthur Greenwood opened the debate b\ dis- 
cussing housing and the working of the Overcrowding Act. 
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MLNTAL TRLATMLNT CIUTICIZI.n 

Mrs. Tate raised tlic qiieslion of ihc ircaimcni of menial 
disease. A few days previously, she said. Ihc Minister of Health 
opened a new mental hospital at Rnnwell which cost £h50,f)00 
to build and would hold about 1.000 people. It was a very 
fine place, and people who went there would receive care and 
attention according to the present ideas of what the mentally 
afilicted should receive. The problem, however, was whether 
such enormous expenditure was necessary. Taking the average 
of the country the cost of a mentally treated person was about 
28s. each weekly after buildings, land, .staff, and .so forth were 
paid for. Yet a newspaper had said that for £75.000 this 
country could have the finest mental research laboratory in 
the world. What was needed was a realization of the enormous 
proportion of eases of mental disease of wholly physical origin 
which w'ould never have required mental treatment if proper 
treatment had been given in the early stages. She herself 
did a certain amount of certifying, and the people she had 
to sec fell into two categories. In the first were those for 
whom nothing could be done beyond keeping them in com- 
fortable conditions and seeing that for the rest of their lives 
they did as little harm as possible. In the other category 
were those human beings who, until the present or some 
previous attack, were often intelligent, valuable members of 
the community, not even old, sometimes in early life. They 
had to be certified, and if they went to Shcnley or Rnnwell 
doubtless were examined and had proper treatment. But why 
were they not examined and treated tong before they reached 
the stage of having an attack? Almost nothing was being 
done in this country to treat mental diseases in their early 
stages. Many affected persons went to an asylum where they 
would be lucky if they had any mcdic.aJ attention worthy of 
the name and if any real examination into the physical side 
of the illness was ever made. 

“ Al’PALI.lNG ” MENTAL IIOgrtT.VLS 

Pari 2 of the report of the Board of Control was an unsatis- 
factory document. It pointed out little real difference between 
the good hospitals and the bad, and the had were almost too 
appalling to be believed. U showed that in many mental 
hospitals there were between 300 and 400 patients to each 
doctor. In many of them there was practically no dental 
treatment whatever, and the sanitary conveniences would not 
he allowed in any other building. Of one hospital the report

. MATEUNAI. .SND Tttlll'.RCUl.OglS MORT.M.ITY IS WALl'.S 

Mr. J.sMv.s GuiEFnits said he found alarming facts in the 
reports upon the health of the people in Wales. He appealed 
to the ^iintstcr to assist W.ales more generously to develop 
her social services. Of the ten worst administrative counties 
for m.Tternal niorinliiy eight were Welsh ; of the ten worst 
in respect of mortality from tuberculosis six were Welsh ; of 
the thirty worst for overcrowding eleven were Welsh. These 
were not separate problems but really one problem. In 1924-33 
maternal mortality in Wales exceeded the maternal mortality 
in England by 35 per cent. The rate in the spcckal arc.as laid 
been substantially increasing, and Soiitb Wales generally had 
had 10 years of poverty and unemployment. Of f'65 mothers 
cx.Tmincd at infant welfare centres in Wales 30 per cent, were 
anaemic and in an emaciated condition. Out of thirteen ad- 
ministrative counties in Wales eight had no ante-natal clinic, 
yet they were among the counties which showed the worst 
maternity rate. The best services in the world would be in- 
adequate to offset the general poverty and overcrowding, the 
low incomes, and the low standard of life. 

Mr. Lovat Eraser said children were living in worklionscs 
lo-ilay contrary to the regulation which provided that no child 
over the age of 3 should live in a workhouse for longer than 
six week's. There was still need for vigilance to prevent cruelty 
in children's homes. 

Captain Eu.iston regretted that Sir Kingsley Wood gave the 
House no assurance about the promised long-term milk policy. 
Outbreaks during recent years of typhoid, paratyphoid, scarlet 
fever, and septic throats had been recognized by the Ministry 
as directly due to milk-borne infection. The ease for the 
pasteurization of milk was scientifically irrefutable. The real 
opposition to the protection of the public against milk-borne 
disease was dicialcd by economic considerations because pas- 
teurization would involve some produccr-rciailcrs in extra 
costs. He had recently brought to the notice of the Ministry 
the f.act that large quantities of boned beef were imported in 
unrecognizable cuts with lesions removed that might indicate 
disease. Large consignments of this beet were brought to the 
City of London market, but a proper inspection was impo.ssible. 
The Mini.siry had given .a.ssiir.nnce that the .sy.sicni of inspection 
at the port of origin was absolutely reliable, but he had a 
report in his hand by Mr. Ross Grant, the Australian 
veterinary officer, which seemed an admission that boned beef 
enjoyed no respect in Au.siralia. Nearly 2.000 tons of that 
beef came to England each monlb. more than half of it from 
Australia. Was it too late for the amendment of the Public 
Health (Imported Foods) Regulations which were to come into 
force on January 1, 1938? 

VOLUNTARY IIEAl-Tlt ORG.VNIZ.VTIONS 

Capt. Ellislon wondered hovv far the Ministry was wise in 
delegating its responsibilities to voluntary bodies. An example 
of this practice was found in relation to rheumatic disease, a 
malady which accounted for one-sixth of the expenditure on 
national health insurance and caused 50 per cent, of heart 
disease. The Empire Rheumatic Council, a voluntary 
organization, was spending its time endeavouring to raise funds 
to carry on its work. The Minister ought to help this 
organization by finding funds and by stimulating local 
authorities to establish clinics in connexion with public baths. 
He should also induce those authorities to provide wards and 
research units in Poor L.aw hospitals which they Jiad taken 
over. The Population Investigation Committee was another 
voluntary organization which had no staff and no fund.s. A 
matter so urgent for the future of the race really called for 
immediate appointment of a Royal Conimission backed up by 
the resources of every Government Department eoncerned. 
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SIR KINOSLCY WOOD’S RCVI.Y 

Sir Kingsley Wood, dealing with tlie anlicijiafcd decline 
in population in reply to the debate, said what was first needed 
was research of a scientific kind — more facts and a more satis- 
ftetory and informatory method of getting population statistics. 
Complete information could only be obtained bj’ the census 
or by the registration system. The next cen.sus would not be 
taken until 1941, and it was belter to build up annually a con- 
Ivnuovis volume of statistics. Therefore the registration system 
ivas best^ for the purpose, but existing powers' only permitted 
information relating to births to be obtained for entry in the 
birth register, and full copies could he obtained by the public, 
A proposal to enter up in the register information ot the 
duration of the marriage and the number of children pre- 
viously born of it was open to objection. The objection 
would be met if it were arranged for the necessary particulars 
to be given to the registrar confidentially not for entry in the 
public register but for statistical purposes' onli. He would 
examine tin's matter. If it were adopted legislation would be 
required. 

X'ENEREXL DISEASE; VISIT TO b'CANDINAX lA 

Sir Francis Fremantle and Mr. Grenfell had referred (in 
the earlier debate) to the measures taken in relation to venereal 
disease in certain Scandinavian countries. The scheme for 
prevention and treatment ot venereal diseases in this country 
was based on the recommendations of the Royal Commission 
which reported in 1916. The Commission repotted against any 
system of compulsory notification or treatment on the ground 
that the element of compulsion would deter some people from 
consulting a doctor or attending at a centre. They had built 
up about 180 centres in England and Wales, and the total 
number ot attendancies by patients each year was well in excess 
of 3,000,000. In 1935 the total number of persons dealt with 
for the first lime at the centres was 98,000, and of those as 
many as 36,230 were found not to be suffering from venereal 
disease. That showed that the centres were readily used by 
persons apprehensive of having contracted the disease. The 
number of fresh cases of syphilis attending the centres had 
steadily fallen from some 23,000 in 1930 to 19,000 in 1935. 
In 1920 the number of these cases was about 42,800. That 
striking evidence was confirmed by the death rate for infants 
under 1 year of age certified as due to syphilis. The number 
of cases of gonorrhoea attending the centres had not varied 
very, much in recent years, and it was commonly supposed 
that many sufferers from this disease, especially women, did 
not receive proper treatment either at a centre or from a private 
doctor. The present policy and belief was that the use of 
these centres by persons suffering in this way could best be 
secured by judicious education and propaganda on the im- 
portance of seeking early and skilled treatment for this disease. 
The anti-venereal disease measures in Scandinavian countries 
differed essentially in having notification and compulsory 
treatment. In this country there had been a decline ot 36 per 
cent, in the figures of fresh syphilitic infections since 1931. 
Between 1924 and 1929 there was apparently little or no decline, 
but since then the decline had been remarkable, and the rate 
of fresh infection with syphilis, now in the region of 160 per 
million of the population, compared favourably with the rate 
of 220 per million in Denmark. The Minister felt, however, 
that a further special study of one or more of the Scan- 
dinavian systems might yield useful results. The Secretary 
for Scotland and he were arranging for one medical officer 
from each of the two departments, together with an administra- 
tive officer experienced in venereal diseases, to visit Scan- 
dinavia at an early date and report. They would consider 
the extension of that inquiry to Holland where there was 
voluntary treatment. 

MENTAL DISORDER AND DEFECT 

Sir Kingsley claimed that good progress was being made 
in human progressive treatment of the mentally disordered 
and mentally defective people of the country. Mrs. Tale had 
read extracts from the report of the Board of Control regarding 
bad cases, but that report recorded a far greater number of 
good cases, and in no other countrj’ was there so frank a 
statement of the position in mental institutions. Directly 


officers of the Department ascertained these cases they wrote 
to the authorities concerned, called upon them to remedy the 
conditions complained of, and later saw what steps had been 
taken. Three things were required in the mental services of 
the country. First there must be constant vigilance in the 
conduct and control of these institutions. Secondly, he 
attached great importance to efforts to secure the right type 
of nurse. Thirdly, it was essential to investigate vigorously* 
any instance of ill usage ot bad treatment. He thought there 
was need for further research info causes of mental affliction, 
and he had recently appointed a committee under Lord Radnor 
to see what could be done to advance research. The need 
for providing more accommodation was fully realized and 
schemes were in hand or in contemplation. Loans sanctioned 
last year for purposes of the Lunacy and Mental Treatment 
Acts were over £2,000,000 as compared with £1,700,000 in 
1935-6. One of the best signs in connexion with the -treat- 
ment of mental disease was a steady increase in the flow of 
voluntary patients. More than 25,000 patients were admitted 
last year to public mental hospitals, and ot these nearly 27 per 
cent, were voluntary admissions. A larger number of people 
were seeking early treatment and had confidence in the in- 
stitution. Out-patient clinics now totalled 165. To take over 
country houses for mental treatment purposes as suggested 
by Mrs. Tate would not be economic. It had been tried and 
lound expensive. The importance of physical illness as a 
causal factor in mental disorder was widely recognized. Under 
the mental treatment rules the medical superintendent of an 
institution was required to send to the Board of Control a 
statement of the mental and bodily health and condition ot 
the patient within seven days of the patient’s admission. 

The discussion was adjourned. 

Pensions of Local Government Officers 

The Local Government Superannuation Bill came before a 
standing committee of the House of Commons on June 22. 

On Clause 5 (Power to admit employees to statutory under- 
takings) Captain Eluston moved to add a proviso which 
enabled a local authority operating the Midwives Act, in 
arrangement with a voluntary organization employing whole- 
time midwives, to admit such midwives to the benefits of the 
authority’s superannuation scheme by agreement in the same 
way as employees of statutory undertakings could be admitted. 
Under such an agreement the employing organization would 
be required to make contributions to the funds in addition to 
the midwife’s own contribution, and Uiis would be taken into 
account in fixing the financial assistance given by the aulhoniy 
to the voluntary organization. The justification for the 
amendment was that midwives did on behalf of the local 
authority the same work that was done in other cases by 
municipal midwives. The committee agreed to the amend- 
ment, and Clause 5 was added to the Bill. » 

On Clause 6 (Contributions) Sir Terence O’Conn’OR moved 
an amendment to provide that persons unable to discharge 
their duties in consequence ot incapacity, whether transferred . 
to another post or not, should be enabled to make their old 
contributions at their own expense in order to maintain tlie 
pensionable position as though they had not suffered a 
decline in health. He said that as the clause stood that right 
was restricted to people who were transferred from one post 
to another. The amendment was accepted, and the clause as 
amended was approved. 

QUALIFYING period OF SERVICE 

On Clause 8 (Eligibility for superannuation allowance and 
scale of allowances) Mr. Grant-Ferris moved to leave mu 
•* 40 ” and to insert “ 30.” He said his object was to press the 
advisability of altering the retiring age from 65 to 60. The 
non-professional employee started work under the local autho- 
rity at the age of 20 or even younger, and thus was able to 
complete forty years of service and retire at the ace of 60. 
The professional man could not start before he was 25. and 
thus was unable to Tctirc until 65. A man should have the 
chance ot getting out at 60 and securing some other con- 
genial employment. In justice to doctors, engineers, veterinary 
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surgeons, and so forth, this opportunity of retiring at the age 
of 60 with pensions commensurate with their years of service 
ought to be allowed. 

Sir Kingsley Wood said Mr. Grant-Fcrris wished to 
replace the period of forty years’ service by one of thirty 
years. The committee that considered this matter made no .such 
recommendation, and forty years was the limit for the purpose 
of the Poor Law Ofl'iccrs Act. In one or two cases, for which 
there was good reason, the qualifying limit was twenty years. 
There was an earlier retiring age under the Asylum Ofiteers 
Act because of the arduous character of the work which mate 
nurses in a mental hospital service were called upon to 
perform, and midwives and health visitors could qualify for 
pension after thirty years, again owing to the arduous character 
of their duties. No such conditions applied to the ordinary 
work of the ordinary local government employee. Forty 
years was the limit for the Civil Service. Sir Kingsley added 
that he could not accept the suggestion, as it would affect 
the stability and security of the superannuation funds. Mr. 
Grant-Fcrris withdrew his .amendment. 

On Clause 12 (Reckoning of contributors' and non-contribu- 
tory service, and .service of persons indirectly employed) 
Captain Elliston moved to insert the following: 

“ In computing the amount of superannuation allowanec 
pay.ablc under this Act, a local authority may, in consideration of 
peculiar professional qualifications or of special circiitn'.tanecs. 
with the consent of the Ministry of Health, add a number of 
years not c.scccding ten to the number of years which the otlieer 
to receive the allowance has actually served in the aggregate. 

He said the amendment expressed the feeling that added years 
.should be allowable by a local authority in the case of its 
professional officers. These professional officers entered the 
service at a comparatively late age, and were commonly unable 
to achieve their full pensions. They entered at a salary level 
higher than that of non-professional offioers, and one which 
climbed less speedily towards the maximum. Tlicir contribu- 
tions in proportion to the pension finally achieved were much 
higher than those of the non-professional workcr.s. This 
applied especially to doctors. 

Sir Terence O'Connor said he could not recommend the 
committee to adopt the amendment or to permit the principle 
to be established in the Bill The principle of added years 
had been condemned by the Royal Commission on the Civil 
Service, and had been abolished in the Civil Service since 1914. 
The amendment was withdrawn and the clause ordered to 
stand as part of the Dill. 

Sir Terence O’Connor moved an amendment to Clause 16 
(Midwives and health visitors). He said the clause as it 
stood gave effectual recommendation tliat the retiring age for 
female workers, midwives, and health visitors should be 6.''. 
Under this arrangement these women who had to go through 
a period of training beforehand could not complete forty 
years’ service ^nd earn the maximum pension if they had to 
retire at 60. The amendment would enable local authorities 
to grant compensatory allowances to nurses, midwives, and 
health visitors in their service as contributory employees even 
if they had not completed forty years’ service on reaching the 
age of 60. These allowances would be on a scale to bring 
the pension at an earlier age up to that received if the women 
had been permitted to serve to the full age of 65. Any such 
addition to the pension earned would not be m.adc from the 
pension fund, but would be voted out of the rates of the local 
authority. The amendment was approved, and Clause 16 as 
amended ordered to stand part of the Bill. 

When discussion of the Bill was resumed on June 24 
Sir Kingsley Wood explained that the object of a proposed 
new subsection to Clause 26 was to empower local autho- 
rities to include in the scheme which they had to submit 
under that clause a provision whereby they could, if they 
wished, continue to require employees or prospective employees 
to pass a medical examination before coming into the super- 
annuation scheme. The amendment was accepted and the 
clause approved. 

" TEMPORARY ” SERVICE 

The Minister also brought forward a new clause dealing 
with whole-fimc officers appointed in a temporary capacity. 


lie said he must have regard to the position of people who 
entered the local government service in a temporary capacity 
but remained for several years, and at the end of that time 
were in a position difficult to distinguish from those who had 
been placed on the permanent staff. The effect of the clause 
was that a local authority might in the case of any officer 
expressly engaged in a temporary capacity for the period of not 
more than two years determine that he should not be a con- 
fribulorj’ employee. At the end of two years’ local govern- 
ment .service, eontimious or not, such an officer would alto- 
malicallj’ become a contributor}- employee whether he 
remained with the same authority or transferred within twelve 
months to another. In the latter case the authority by whom 
he w,as originally employed had to pay to the authority 
to which he went a prescribed transfer value. The clau.se 
Was read a second time and added to the Bill. 

Captain F.Li.tsros appealed to the Minister to provide 
interchangeability between the Federated Superannuation 
Scheme of the voluntary hospitals and the superannuation 
scheme under the Bill. Such a provision woidd promote 
interchange of personnel between the voluntary and the 
municipal hospitals, and would enhance the quality of hospital 
work all over the country. The matter uas of special impor- 
tance to nurses. Sir Kingsi.i.v Wood regretted that there were 
almost insuperable difficulties of a financial and actuarial 
character which prevented reciprocal arrangements of the kind 
indicated. 

The Hill as amended was reported to the House. 

Public Exhibition of Animal Experiment Films 

A Standing Committee of the House of Commons on June 
23 considered the Cinematograph Films (Animals) Hill. The 
object of the Hill is to prohibit the public exhibition of films 
in tlic production of which suffering is caused to animals, or 
any films which depict the suffering of animals brought about 
by any means, cither natural or artificial 

Sir RoniuiT Gowlr moved an amendment providing that a 
cinematograph film shall be deemed to be exhibited to the 
public when, and. only when, it is exhibited in a place to 
which for the time being members of the general public have 
.access, whether on payment of money or otherwise, and the 
expression " public exhibition ” to be construed accordingly. 
He said that the Bill would only affegt the public exhibition 
of films, and it had been amended for that reason. It was 
represented to him and to the other promoters of the Bill 
by members of the medical profession that to-day a number 
of films showing demonstrations — he would not say experi- 
ments — on animals were taken and were used for the purpose 
of exhibitions to medical students and also to students in 
universities. Whatever the views of members of the com- 
mittee might be on vivisection they would all agree that it 
was much better that use should be made of cinematograph 
films for this ptirpo.se than that the actual animals should be 
u.scd for demonstrating. For that reason princip.ally the pro- 
moters accepted the suggestion put forward by members of 
the medical and scholastic professions in this country that the 
Bill should be limited to public exhibitions of films. From 
inquiries he was satisfied that very fesv films were exhibited 
privately in this country. The great desire in passing this 
legislation was to discourage people abroad from making 
films by means which involved cruelty to animals. 

Mr. Radeord said that as one who did not like experiments 
on animals he thought that the amendment would tend to 
reduce the number of such experiments. If they could be 
reproduced on the film for the benefit of students there would 
not be the necessity for performing so many of them. 

The amendment was agreed to and the Bill passed through 
committee. 

Health Insurance of jineniles 

The text of the National Health Insurance (Juvenile Con- 
tributors and Young Persons) Bill, introduced by Sir Kingsley 
Wood, has been issued. An explanatory memorandum says 
the purpo.se of the Dill is to provide medical benefit under the 
National Health Insurance Act to boys and girls who, on 
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leavinfi fchool, become cmpIo)'cd before reaching tlie age of 
16. and thus to bridge the gap in medical supcivision whicli 
at present exists between the school mcdic.al service .and liic 
commencement of full insurance under the National He.a!ih 
Insurance Act. Tlie Bill accordingly provides that any boy 
or girl who, after reaching school-leaving age but before the 
age of 16, becomes employed within the meaning of the 
National . Health Insurance Act, shall immedi.atcly become 
entitled as a “ juvenile contributor " to medical benefit as 
though he were an insured person, and that whether or not 
he remains continuously employed he shall continue to be so 
entitled until the end of the half-year in which he attains 
the age of 16t, or until he becomes entitled to the benefit as 
a fully insured person by reason of employment after the age 
of 16, whichever first occurs, 

FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 

The contributions to be paid are 4d. a wceh. divided equally 
between the juvenile contributor and the employer. The cost 
of medical benefit and the cost of adminstration will bo 
defrayed in the same manner as benefits under the principal 
Act — that IS, as to si.x-sevenths (boys) and four-fifths (girls) out 
of the contributions, and as to the balance out of moneys 
provided by Parliament. The charge for medical benefit, 
including the supply of medicines and administration by 
insurance committees, svill be on the same basis as for ordinary 
insured persons — ^namely, a sum not exceeding 13s. per head 
per annum — and provision will also' be made for an allowance 
to approved societies for their work in the issue and collection 
of contribution cards, etc. 

It is estimated that the number of juvenile contributors at 
the outset of the scheme will be about a million. Owing to 
the increase in the number of children remaining at school 
until the age of 15 after September, 1939, and the decrease 
in the number of births in the last fifteen years, the number of 
juvenile contributors will diminish in the next few years, and 
it is -probable that by 1943 the number will not exceed 
750,000. 

SCHOOL MEDICAL RECORDS 

The Bill provides that it shall be the duly of education 
authorities to make arrangements for their officers to furnish 
in confidence, on the application of an insurance medical prac- 
titioner, such ■ particulars of the school medical record, either 
of 'a juvenile contributor or of any insured person under the 
age of 18, as the practitioner may require to assist him in the 
treatment and medical supervision of the young person. 

In the Schedule to the Bill the appropriate provisions of the 
principal ‘Act are applied, with or without 'modification, to 
juvenile contributors in order that the machinery and pro- 
cedure of the main scheme may be utilized for this new class 
of contributor. Clause 7 provides in the usual form for the 
application of the provisions of the Bill to Northern Ireland 
under parallel legislation passed by the Parliament of that 
country. The Act is to come into operation from January 1, 
1938, but contributions are only to be payable from the 
following Monday. (January 3). 

National Defence Contribution . — ^On June 21 the House of 
Commons approved a resolution authorizing a National 
Defence Contribution for five years at an annual rate of 5 
per cent, on the profits for any trade or business. Sir John 
Simon, explaining why professions would be excluded, said: 

“ Take two highly skilled medical men. One is a medical 
officer of health and the other is carrying on the private 
practice of a doctor — he is a doctor in the West End. He is 
taxed no doubt on his profession. His colleague in medicine 
who holds a public office is not taxed on the grounds of his 
profession at all, but is taxed as the holder of an office or as 
one engaged in an employment. If indeed we were to widen 
the scope of the tax in the way sometimes suggested we should 
find it extremely difficult to know where to stop. Why should 
you apply it to a West End doctor and not apply, it to a 
medical officer of health? 

Mr. R. C. Morrison : Does the right hon. Gentleman know a 
medical officer of health receiving over £2,000 a year? 

Sir J.-Sistoii; It is easy to give an example of men who arc 
professional but none the less are employed at Irigh salaries.

Sun Sensitivity 

“ F. L." would be glad of suggestions for treating a case of 
sensitivity to sunlight. The lady concerned Itas only to 
go out in the sun for a .short time to occasion a blotchy, 
erythematous, irritable rash of the parts exposed, which 
lasts for days. Once, when she had an exposure to 
" artificial sunlight,” she had a reaction suflicient to blister. 

, The persistent rash responded immediately to injections of 
Martindale's " peptone," but exposure to sun still causes 
some recurrence, although less severe. 

Cancrum Oris 

Dr. Hope Trant (N. Rhodesia) writes: Medical pr.actitioncrs 
in Africa must see many cases of cancrum oris amongst 
native children. I should be glad to have their opinion on 
how best to treat it. Curettage, in my experience, is of no 
value. 

Splitting Finger-nails 

“ E. P.,” in reply to “Stumped” (Journal, May 29, p. 1144), 
writes; I find that splitting of the finger-nails is often due 
to the use of liquid nail polish and polish remover. It can 
be alleviated by rubbing a little oil of almonds on the 
nails and cuticle at bed-time. 


The Aftermath of Sympathectomy 

Mr. 3. n. Oi.oiiAM. F.R.C.S. (Liverpool), in reply to 
“Perturbed” (Journal, June 19, p. 1295). writes: 1 feel .sure 
that the reason why " Perturbed ” has seen no allusion in the 
literature to derangement of the bowels or bladder is that 
lumbar sympathectomy never has any such ill clTccts. My 
own experience extends over ten years and covers nearly 
a hundred cases, all of which have been carefully followed 
up. No patient has ever had any bl.addcr complications. 
Those whose bowel function was normal before operation 
have noticed no change afterwards, while those who were 
constipated beforehand found that their constipation was 
cither cured or greatly improved. Two of my patients 
operated on nine years ago have since borne children, so that 
there can be no fear of the operation interfering with con- 
ception or labour. On the other hand, in the male lumbar 
sympathectomy results in sterility, as the power of ejaculation 
is lost. 1 have found lliat only in a very few cases of 
Raynaud's disease arc_ the feet affected severely enough to 
justify operation, but in those few cases in which operation 
was done the patients have considered the result a complec 
and lasting cure. Like all other surgeons, hosvcver, I have 
been disappointed with post-ganglionic .sympathectomy in 
the upper limbs. 1 am convinced that the cxtrapcritonc.il 
approach to the sympathetic chain is preferable to /Xdson's 
transperitoneal method, even when both sid-cs h.avc to be 
operated on. The operation can be done by a simple 
muscle-splitting incision in under twenty minutes, and 
affects the patient so little that he can be up and walking in 
less than a week. 

Professor E. D. TrLiORO (Manchester) writes; 1 have during 
the last six years performed lumbar sympathectomy in more 
than 200 patients. The operation is a cord ganglioncctomy 
in which the lumbar sympathetic chain is c.\ci<cd over a 
length corresponding to the bodies of the second, third, and 
fourth lumbar vertebwe. These patients have been examined 
repeatedly since the operation and in no single case, male 
or female, has any bladder, bowel, or sexual disability been 
evident. It is true that certain disabilities, mainly sexual, 
are likely to follow resection of the prcsacral nerve; but 
this nerve would never be divided in the treatment of 
vascular disorders of the lower limb. In cases of Raynaud's 
phenomenon in the lower extremity my experience is that 
lumbar-cord ganglioncctomy results in a cure which is com- 
plete. and. I believe, permanent. It is otherwise with the 
upper limb. Mv present view is that excision of the stellate 
ganglion should not be done ; the operation is followed by 
relapse. The prc-ganglionie section which I designed in 
February, 1935. and have since carried out in some twenty 
patients has given excellent results in all eases, but further 
lime must elapse before one can sax with confidence that 
these results will last.

Medicine 

-1 Pliysiologicnl and Pathological Sleep 

L. Hess (Klin, tl'scfir.. May 1, 1937, p. 625) draws ailen- 
tion to the fact that it is not always possible to ditTeremiale 
between natural sleep and pathological stales resembling 
sleep— -for, example, hypnosis, narcolepsy, coma follouing 
poisoning, diabetic coma, uraemia, or shock. During 
physiological sleep the eyelids are completely closed, the 
cornea is reddened, the pupils are miotic, and the eyeball 
is turned upward and usually inward. On awakening 
there is temporary incoordination of movement of the 
eyes. In pathological states resembling sleep there is no 
miosis of the pupil, except in morphine poisoning, and 
the eyeb.alls are not turned upward and inward. In 
physiological sleep the face is slightly reddened, breathing 
is fairly regular but slow, the pulse rate is slow, and the 
blood pressure lowered ; there is complete muscular 
relaxation, but anaesthesia is incomplete. On awakening 
dreams may be remembered, but the individual feels re- 
freshed, and in many cases sleep may be terminated 
voluntarily. In pathological states resembling sleep the 
face remains pale, the breathing is irregular, muscular 
rela.xation is incomplete and may be interrupted by a 
clonic spasm of individual muscles, and it may be im- 
possible to awaken the patient. On being roused he feels 
depressed and unrefreshed and may complain of head- 
-ache. There is amnesia of the coma and the period 
immediately prior to it. Pathological states last longer 
than physiological sleep, and cannot be terminated volun- 
tarily. Hess believes that a sleep centre exists in the 
mesencephalon in front of the nucleus of the oculomotor 
nerve. Inhibition of this centre and of nerve paths to 
the cortex and optic thalamus results in physiological 
sleep. Pathological inhibition in this area results in stales 
similar to sleep, but whereas in- physiological sleep in- 
hibition 7s reversible, i^c is not so in pathological conditions. 

2 Ascorbic Acid 

K. U. Toverud (Norsk Mag. LaegevUtetisk;, May, 1937, 
p. 441) has investigated the conditions under which 
ascorbic acid, vitamin C, is excreted and retained in the 
human body. - This research was stimulated by the 
observations of Harris and Ray, who found that the daily 
excretion of ascorbic acid is comparatively low in persons 
whose intake of vitamin C has been short for some time. 
They also found that such persons did not show a marked 
increase of this vitamin in the urine after a large test dose 
of it. They therefore suggested that the actual amount 
found in the urine might- be an index to the degree of 
vitamin C deficiency from which the tested person was 
suffering. Toverud's two main objects were to ascertain 
the amount, of daily excretion of ascorbic acid under 
normal conditions,, and the way in which the normal 
organism on a good dietary reacted to a large single 
dose. The author gave orange juice as a source of 
vitamin C. He found that eight normal women living 
on a diet containing a , little fresh fruit and vegetables, 
at least half a litre of milk, an egg, bread, and meat 
or fish excreted on tlie average 35 mg. of ascorbic acid 
daily. When half a litre of orange juice, containing 250 
mg. of ascorbic acid, was added to the diet 50 per cent, 
or more of this acid was excreted in tlie urine during 
the first twenty-four hours. When ten normal children 
living on an ordinary mixed diet were tested with 200 to 
300 c.cm. of orange juice, not more than 30 per cent, of 
the ascorbic acid thus given was excreted in the ■urine. 
Twelve pregnant women and a certain number of 


lactaling women were tested in the. same way. and 
it was found that their excretion after a test dose 
was remarkably low. It would appear, therefore, that the 
requirements of ascorbic acid are greater in childhood 
than in adult life, still greater in pregnancy, and greatest 
of all in lactating women. 

3 Tuberculin Reactions and Radiographs 

O. ScHEEL (Nord. med. Tidskr., May 15, 1937, p. 761) 
draws attention to the difficulty of classifying the reactions 
to the Pirquel and Mantoux tests when they are neither 
definitely positive nor negative, and he admits that the 
decision is apt to be arbitrary. He has compared tuber- 
culin tests and radiological findings in a series of 1,697 
students, with no previous record of tuberculosis, and 
who had not been vaccinated with B.C.G. They were 
classified as tuberculin-negative or positive, but among 
the S5I tuberculin-negative as well as among the S46 
tuberculin-positive were several cases in which the reac- 
tion was doubtful. In each of the two main groups there 
were therefore several subgroups. The radiological find- 
ings were classified according to whether (1) the abnor- 
malities were confined to the pleurae, (2) they consisted 
of non-calcified shadows in the lungs with or without 
pleural changes, or (3) of calcified patches in lungs or 
glands with or without pleural changes and other 
shadows. It was found that changes limited to the pleura 
were as frequent among the tuberculin-negative as among 
the tuberculin-positive students, the incidence of such 
changes ranging from 3.1 to 6.5 per cent, in the different 
subgroups. The author interprets this as indicative of 
the non-tuberculous character of such pleural changes 
when unaccompanied by other radiological findings. Non- 
calcified lung -shadows were much more frequent among 
the tuberculin-positive than among the tuberculin- 
negative, and were found in from 0 to 6.9 pei cent, in the 
different subgroups of the tuberculin-positive group, but 
only in from 0 to 1.6 per cent, in the different subgroups 
of the tuberculin-negative group. The radiological 
changes, which included calcification, were about I'l’cnl)’ 
times as frequent among the positive as they were among 
the negative reactors. The author proposes that a border- 
zone reaction between a positive and a negative Pirquet 
test should be regarded as one in which an induration 
between 2 and 3 mm. wide appears forty-eight hours after 
the first injection. This refers only to infection with the 
human type of tubercle bacillus. 


Surgery 

4 Non-specific Chronic Synovitis of the Knee 

C. Barthels and H. Bernau (Zbl. Chir., April 3. 1937, 
p. 778) find few references in the literature to the late 
stages of simple chronic synovitis of the knee. The cou- 
ditfon tends to affect young persons, and to occur ulti- 
mately in botli knees. There is usually a slight rise of 
temperature. Pain is slight and depends on the amount 
of exudate. The authors were able to examine thirty-two 
cases two to twenty years after the occurrence of -the 
condition. In all cases Ihc diagnosis was certain, as it 
had been made by biopsy and culture of synovial fluid. 
In twcnly-cighl cases only one knee was affected ; in 
eighteen the temperature was slightly raised ; and the 
effusion persisted usually for from ten to twenty weeks. 
Some form of treatment had been carried out in all the 
cases, including puncture of the joint, injection of iodo- 
form and glycerin, immobilization with plasier-of-P.-iris. 
and .t-ray and short-wave therapy. Onc-third of the 
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patients complained of pain on nlovcmcnt to a greater or 
lesser extent. A' rays showed complete cure in one-third 
of the eases ; in another one-third there were signs of 
early arthritis deformans ; and in the others there were 
grave changes in the knee-joint. The condition began in. 
three eases from the ages of 1 to 10, in nineteen from 
10 to 20. in seven from 20 to 30, and in three from 30 
to 40. The authors found that as a rule when the con- 
dition occurred before puberty complete cure resulted. 
Even in these cases, however, when the effusion remained 
over a long period or recurred frequently, changes of the 
arthritis deformans type were seen. In nineteen eases 
arising after the age of 16 only four were completely 
cured. The authors believe that the prognosis depends 
chiefly on the time for which the inflammatory process 
persists and on the number of recurrences. In cured cases 
the cITusion lasted usually from three to ten weeks, and in 
only one case was there a recurrence ; in the worst cases 
the effusion had been present for one year, and in two- 
thirds there were recurrences. In view of these facts they 
advocate the making of a small window in the capsule 
to lessen the duration of the effusion. 

5 Crypforchisnv 

H. Bjp.RRU (Ugc.vkr. Laeg.. May 13. 1937. p. 513) has 
eollectcd 196 eases of undescended testicle, operated on 
in Copenhagen between 1900 and 1930, and has found 
that in 58 per cent, good results were achieved, whereas 
in 32 per cent, the results were disappointing, and in 
10 per cent, the operations were followed by atrophy of 
the testicles. His control material consisted of 188 cases, 
in which no operative treatment was attempted. In 63 
per cent, the testicles descended into the scrotum unaided, 
and in almost every case • in which this happened the 
patients had not reached the age of 15. The similarity 
of the results in these two groups suggests that the opera- 
tive successes in the former group are precisely those 
which could have been achieved by a policy of masterly 
inactivity. These observations contraindicate operative 
treatment in childhood unless the surgeon has to treat a 
hernia, or there arc bouts of pain indicative of torsion or in- 
carceration of the testicle. If, however, the cryptorchism 
persists until puberty an operation is indicated, for it will 
probably have to be undertaken sooner or later on account 
of complications which grow more frequent with advanc- 
ing age. At the beginning of puberty the lodging of the 
testicle in the scrotum olfcrs the only possibility of develop- 
ing a functionally normal organ, and as its atrophy, if 
still undescended, begins about the age of 16 it is as w'cll 
to operate before then, A classification of the patients 
by age at the lime of operation showed that between 
0 and 15 the prognosis was identical, whereas after puberty 
the proportion of successes was halved. The hormone 
treatment of undescended testicle is, in the author's 
opinion, in too early and experimental a stage to warrant 
a considered opinion on its merits. 

6 Localized Osteitis Fibrosa 

S. Koide (Jap. J. ined, Sci. IX Surg., March, 1937, p. 27) 
found a history of early and appreciable trauma in 30 per 
cent, of eases of localized osteitis fibrosa. In no ease was 
there evidence of a parathyroid tumour, and the calcium 
content of the blood was approximately normal. The 
radiographs showed a localized well-delimited bone de- 
struction. Occasionally the tumour formed a localized 
cystic swelling. Small foci usually destroyed the inner 
surface of the cortical bone only ; larger foci might cause 
excessive thinning of cortical bone, though the outer 
surface usually remained smooth. There were no changc.s 
in the surrounding soft tissues. There was occasionally 
spontaneous fracture, but never bony deformity. U was 
impossible to decide whether the tumour originated in the 
epiphysis or diaphysis. In no ease was there sarcomatous 
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degeneration or metastatic dissemination of the tumour. 
Infiltration with xanthomatous froth cells was observed 
in 70 per cent, of eases. These xanthomatous cells be- 
longed to the macrophages and were intimately con- 
nected with the cholcsterin esters. The neoplastic tissues 
were generally rich in lipoids, and the tumour cells as well 
as the giant cells took part in the phagocytosis of the 
lipoids. The giant cells did not contain any ferrous blood 
pigments, which pigments ns well as lipoids were mainly 
found in the fusiform histocytes. The author advises 
conservative surgical treatment even in advanced cases. 
The tumours should be curetted and filled with paraOin, 
and resection should only be done as a last resort. 


Therapeutics 

7 NLandclic Acid in Urinary Infections 

E. SciisoiiR and C. Joii.snsi'.n (Ilospualsiidcudc, April 27. 
1937. p. 453) has’c treated in the course of a year thirty 
eases of pyelitis and cystitis with mandelic acid. In nil 
but four cases the diagnosis of pyelitis was verified by 
cystoscopy and catheterization of the ureters. The man- 
delic acid was given in the form of sodium amygdalate 
six times a day. In twenty-three eases the urine was 
rendered sterile in from three to thirty days. Among the 
seven failures in this respect were two patients who could 
not lake the mandelic acid for more than a day because 
it made one of them vomit and increased the dysuria of 
the other. In a third case the patient left hospital after 
six days for private reasons. During the treatment there 
was in most cases a rapid and striking clinical improse- 
ment. The author does not recommend this treatment 
until a few days in bed have reduced the toxic phenomena 
and lowered the temperature, for he believes that during 
the acute stage of pyelitis the renal parenchyma is involvco, 
and might sufier if it had to excrete a highly acid urine. 
While several other observers liave found casts and 
albumin in the urine under mandelic acid and ammonium 
chloride treatment, the author never has. and he traces 
this immunity to the precaution of keeping the patient 
in bed for a few days." He considers this treatment 
superior to all others in dealing with infections of the 
urinary tract, and in a postscript to his paper he states 
that in eight cases he has achieved the same therapeutic 
successes with a new preparation of mandelic acid com- 
bined with a calcium salt, which is tasteless and gives 
rise only to insignificant digestive disturbances. 

8 Transcercbral nee-venom lonoplioresis 

P. Cerxnke, G. SciiF.tD. and A. Stern (Med. Klitdk. 
April 30, 1937, p. 609) have obtained encouraging results 
with transcercbral bee-venom ionophoresis in eases of 
high blood pressure. The bee venom is rubbed into the 
skin of the forehead. The positive electrode, made of a 
sheet of lead measuring 14 by 6 cm. and padded with 
a folded towel about 5 cm. thick, is applied to the fore- 
head. A similar electrode is applied to the nape of the 
neck and is connected to the negative, pole. A galvanic 
current of 2 to 5 milliampercs is applied for fifteen 
minutes, and the treatment is given daily. The skin under 
the electrode reddens and may even blister. The treatment 
proved quite harmless and the therapeutic results were 
consistently good. 

9 Novnlgin in lliliary Colic 

G. V. Bein {Miincli. ined. (Vscitr., April 23. 1937, p. 651) 
recommends intravenous injections of rrovalgin for the 
relief of biliary colic. He injects 4 to 5 c.cm. of a 
50 per cent, solution of novalgin even in debilitated 
patients. The pain disappears usually after about five 
minutes. Of the 124 cases treated only 7 per cent, failed 
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_to respond to this 'medication. ]n very severe attacks the 
author recommends a simultaneous, injection of 2 c.cm. 
of novatropin. According to him this medication is pre- 
ferable to morphine, as it does not daze the patient and 
there is no danger of drug addiction in chronic cases. 


Anaesthesia 

10 High Lumbar Anaesthesia 

R. Finaly {Nederl. Tijdsclir. Ceneesk., April 24, 1937, 
p. 1815) states that until recently lumbar anaesthesia was 
used only in operations below the umbilicus. Within the 
last few years, however, Howard Jones’s solution of 
hypobarium and percaine has been employed according 
to Sebrechts's fractional method for supra-umbilical opera- 
tions. Since 1934 Finaly has used this method in 103 
cases. In 68 per cent. _of these cases the anaesthesia 
reached above the umbilicus in operations involving the 
stomach, colon, liver, and gall-bladder, and the same 
applied to 29 per cent, of gynaecological cases. Finaly 
comes to the conclusion that Sebrechts’s method should 
not be confined to operations in the epigastric region, and 
that' it is superior to all other methods in its safety and 
in the duration of the anaesthesia. 


11 General Spinal Anaesthesia 

E. G. Jauregui (Cinirg. Cinij., March, 1937, p. 135) gives 
a detailed'description of Koster's method of general spinal 
anaesthesia, laying special emphasis on the size of the 
needle and the rate of intrathecal injection of the fluid. 
After dealing with the prevention of complications caused 
by the anaesthetic, such as headache and paralysis of the 
bladder, he dismisses the view that anaesthetic can be 
conveyed to the bulbar centres. He alludes to the experi- 
ments of Koster, showing that strong solutions of novocain 
applied to the upper part of the spinal cord, while pro- 
ducing complete anaesthesia, do not affect the cardiac or 
respiratory rhythm. Nervous conductivity under the in- 
fluence of the anaesthesia is at first preserved, but after- 
wards disappears suddenly without any period of excit- 
ability. 

12 Analgesia in Labour 

A. D. Gladish and R. O. Elder (5em. mcd., B. Aires., 
April I, 1937, p. 932), who record ten illustrative cases in 
women aged from 20 to 29, employed nitrous oxide, 
ethylene, and cyclopropane as analgesics in labour, and 
have come to the conclusion that these agents, unlike 
chloroform and ether, have no influence on the uterine 
contractions. In some of the cases the uterine relaxation 
between the contractions was greater with the analgesic 
than without it. In two of the cases treated with cyclo- 
propane uterine inertia occurred accompanied by haemor- 
rhage. The authors propose to study further this rare 
condition in order to determine whether or not their 
results agree with, those of American writers who have not 
observed this complication. 

13 General Anaesthesia in Tonsillectomy 

T. Betsholtz (Hygiea, Stockh., May 15, 1937, p. 319) 
reports from a hospital in Lund, Sweden, follow-up studies 
of r,405 persons on whom tonsillectomy had been per- 
formed in the five-year period 1930-5. These studies were 
prompted by the case of a woman, aged 38, on whorn 
tonsillectomy had been performed under intratracheal 
nitrous oxide anaesthesia for the relief of recurrent attacks 
of sore throat. Shortly after the operation she developed 
a pulmonary abscess from which she ultimately recovered 
under conservative treatment. Wondering it similar or 
other ill eft'ecis had escaped his notice among the 1,726 


patients operated on, the author addressed a cjuestionary 
,to them, and in 1,405 cases he received answers. Thoueh 
no other case of pulmonary abscess had to be recorded, 
there were three cases in which pleurisy and two cases 
in which bronchitis occurred after the tonsillectomy under 
nitrous oxide anaesthesia. As bronchitis is no uncommon 
event in the highly infectious atmosphere of a throat and 
ear hospital, these two cases cannot necessarily be regarded 
as due to the operation or anaesthetic : and there remain 
the one case of lung abscess and the three cases of 
pleurisy for which the operation or the anaesthetic, or 
both, might be held responsible. This represents a risk of 
0.3 per cent., and as it is only possibly, not certainly, 
connected -with the general anaesthetic given, the author 
does not propose to abandon the nitrous oxide anaesthesia, 
which he has employed for tonsillectomy during the fi\e- 
year period under review. He is confirmed in this de- 
cision by the reflection that the risks of the above-men- 
tioned complications cannot with certainty be eliminated 
by performing tonsillectomy under local anaesthesia. 

14 Cyclopropane Anaesthesia 

H. R.-GRtFFlTH {Canad. ined. Ass. J., May, 1937, p. 496) 
has personally administered cyclopropane more than 2,500 
times since 1933 with increasing satisfaction. He con- 
siders that it most nearly approaches the ideal anaesthetic 
agent, and that it can be used for almost every type of 
patient and for all kinds of operation. Its outstanding 
advantages are the rapid and easy induction, complete 
oxygenation, good relaxation, and prompt recoiery with 
little after-effects. As his experience has increased he has 
used ether less frequently, and now hardly ever requires 
it, even for upper abdominal operations. The smoothness 
of the post-operative course is shown by a comparison of 
the last 100 cases of Caesarean section, done under cyclo- 
propane, with the previous 100 cases, done mainly under 
ethylene and ether. In the latter there were twenty-four 
cases of severe distention, seven of which went on to 
paralytic ileus, whereas with cyclopropane there were only 
two cases of distension and none of ileus. It has also 
been used with success in 300 obstetrical deliveries. The 
author considers that the increase of capillary bleeding 
sometimes ascribed to cyclopropane is open to question, 
and that the explosion risk is no greater than when other 
inflammable agents, such as ether and ethylene, are used. 
The Waters carbon dioxide absorption technique which 
he adopted helps to reduce this risk. 

15 Intravenous Pentotlial Sodium 

3. H. Hutton and R. M. Tovell (5iirg. Gynec. Obstet., 
May, 1937, p. 888) record 2,700 administrations of pen- 
tothal sodium for intravenous anaesthesia. They consider 
that it is the most effective short-acting barbiturate yet 
introduced, and that its rapid destruction in the body 
allows a degree of control by intermittent injection .similar 
to that given by open ether. Except in minor cases they 
recommend preliminary sedation wiih If grains of nem- 
butal and 1/6 grain of morphine, to which may be added 
1/150 grain of atropine if inhalation anaesthesia is to 
follow. The 5 per cent, solution is prepared belore use, 
and should be clear, of greenish-yellow colour, and with 
a slight odour of sulphur. The average initial dose for 
adults is 4 c.cm. given m fifteen to twenty-five seconds, 
after which further injections of lj2 to 1 c.cm. arc made 
as required. There is seldom any tremor or movement 
during induction, and restlessness on recovery is rare. 
Since the drug is a powerful depressant the respiration 
must be carefully watched and the airway maintained, 
while the pulse rate and blood pressure should be fre- 
quentlv observed. It should only be used by experienced 
anaesthetists capable of dealing with' emergencies. Pen- 
tothai may also be given for controlling convulsions caused 
by drugs, etc., and it may be used for prognosis m 
Raynaud’s disease. 
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Obstetrics and Gynaecology 

16 Length and Weight of Infants at Birth 

F. A. Waul (Dtscfi, mvd. fVsehr., May 14, 1937. ji. 769) 
reports his observations from the University Maternity 
Hospital in Cologne on 5,901 full-term infants born in 
(he period 1932-5. Their average length, at birth was 
51.47 cm. and their average weight was 3,404 grammes. 
These figures arc considerably in excess of those quoted 
as normal averages in the textbooks, and the author is 
inclined to associate this with an average duration of 
pregnancy of 284 to 285 days, -an interval which is four 
to five days longer than that hitherto regarded as the 
average gestation period in Germany. Three of the 
authors he quotes give 50 cm. as the average length of 
a normal full-term infant at birth, and the average weight 
in grammes is 3,000, 3,200, and 3.000 to 3.300 respectively. 
An average, struck by fusing the figures of these three 
authors with those of two others, gives a length of 50 cm. 
and a weight of 3.250 grammes. The author puts the 
duration of pregnancy at 285 days after menstruation, 273 
to 274 days after ovulation, and 270 days after conception. 
The corresponding number of days according to textbook 
reckonings arc 280, 270, and 265 respectively. The author 
connects the changes in length and weight of infants at 
birth and in the duration of pregnancy with the improved 
circumstances under which the expectant mother lives in 
Germany at the present time, changes comparable with 
those in the average height and weight of adult human 
beings and in their expectation of life, 

« 

17 Actinic and Operative Sterilization 

E. Momioliano (Ann. O.'iK'i. Gincc., March 31, 1937. 
p. 251) carried out investigations on rabbits which .showed 
that sterilization by .v rays produced a much slower and 
less intense involution of the uterus than did operative 
sterilization. In contrast to bilateral ovariotomy, irra- 
diation of the ovaries did not interrupt the ocstral pheno- 
mena, which continued for a relatively long period, 
although their rhythm was somewhat dificrent from the 
normal. The maturation of the Graafian follicles con- 
tinued even when the .v rays had induced a general involu- 
tion of the follicular apparatus, and even for some time 
after the ovary had become merely a mass of interstitial 
tissue. Momigliano concludes that the secretion of 
folliculin is not only due to the cells of the granulosa 
but also to the interstitial cells. The persistence of these 
cells after involution of the follicular apparatus accounts 
for the persistence of the internal secretion of the ovary 
after actinic sterilization, and thus explains the dilTerenccs 
occurring not only locally but throughout the system after 
operative sterilization. 

18 Expulsion of Foetus through Placenta Praevia 

O. ViANA (Rif. nicel., April 17, 1937. p. 563) records the 
case of a multipara, aged 41, who had previously under- 
gone Caesarean section for placenta praevia and had come 
to term with her sixth pregnancy without any uterine 
haemorrhage. The foetus died, but was not expelled 
owing to adhesion of the os internum to a centrally placed 
placenta praevia. Labour was induced, and the foetus 
was delivered through the placenta without any haemor- 
rhage. Subsequent recovery was uneventful. 

19 Abnormalities of the Bony Pelvis 

R. L. Livchina (Gyju'c. ct Obstet., April, 1937, p. 274) 
reviews 13,200 deliveries which look place at the Obstetric 
Clinic of the Medical Institute of Charkov. Fifteen per 
cent.v' of' the women suffered from narrow pelvis, and in 
air these cases labour was managed on strictly conserva- 
tive lines. Spontaneous delivery occurred in 91.5 per cent. 
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with no maternal mortality, and with a'n infantile mortality 
of 2.8 per cent. In 8.5 per cent, surgical intervention was 
thought advisable. In these eases the maternal mortality 
was 0,6 per cent, and the infantile mortality 34,5 per cent. 
The average maternal mortality for the 13.200 cases was 
0.05 per cent., the average infantile mortality 5.5 per cent. 
In cases of disproportion the author considers Caesarean 
section as the treatment of choice. Abdominal Caesarean 
section was carried out in only 0.25 per cent, of all eases, 
vaginal section in 8.25 per cent. The author concludes 
that spontaneous delivery should be aimed at in all these 
cases in preference to Caesarean section. 

Pathology 

20 Castration and Mammary Carcinoma 

W. E. HLRRr.LL (A liter. J. . Cancer, April, 1937, p. 659) 
refers to recent animal experiments dealing with the in- 
cidence of mammary carcinoma in castrated mice. It 
was found that castration of female mice when under 6 
months of age, in a strain in which the incidence of 
mammary carcinoma was high, led to a decrease in tumour 
formation. Castration between the fifteenth and twenty- 
second - days of life prevented the occurrence of spon- 
taneous adenocarcinoma of the breast altogether. Animal 
experiment establishes the part played by ovarian activity 
in the development of carcinoma. Its influence is specific, 
for oophorectomy docs not lead to resistance against 
other types of spontaneous malignant tumour. Studying 
the subject in the human female, Hcrrcll reviewed 1,906 
records in the Mayo Clinic of women operated on for 
mammary carcinoma, and 1,011 control records of women 
of 40 years and over without, carcinoma of the breast. 
In all eases a history of oophorectomy or castration by 
.V rays or nrdium was sought for, and the time between the 
castrating procedure and the origin of the complaint deter- 
mined. The author found that in 1.906 eases of mammary 
carcinoma twenty-eight patients (1.5 per cent,) had been 
previously castrated. In eight of these oophorectomy had 
been performed within three -years of the onset of the 
cancer. In the control series of 1,011 patients 15.4 per 
cent, had been obphorcctomizcd. Of eighty-five patients 
with a partial oophorectomy fifteen required total extir- 
pation of the ovaries at a later date. The author con- 
cludes that since the incidence of castration in the non- 
cancer group is ten times as great as that in the cancer 
group, the function of the ovaries in (he production of 
mammary carcinoma may be as definite in human beings 
as it is in animals. 

21 Cellular Diagnosis 

F. WuiiitMANN (Miiiwli. nted. WscJir., May 28, 1937, 
p. 860) describes a special histological technique for the 
investigation of secretions and biopsies obtained by punc- 
ture in eases of neoplasm. The material is centrifuged 
and the sediment entbedded in paraffin. The technique 
is described in detail. The diagnosis must be based on 
the examination of a conglomeration of cells and not of 
isolated ones. This applies equally to fresh specimens, 
however good the staining methods may be. The clusters 
of neoplastic cells can be distinguished from endothelial 
cells by their pale protoplasm after (hey have been 
stained with the usual haemalum-cosin. Endothelial cells 
may be found in exudates caused by neoplasm, but they 
arc mainly typical of pleural exudates in eases of pul- 
monary infarcts, in peritoneal dlusions. and in Laennec's 
cirrhosis of the liver. They arc usually absent in tuber- 
culous ctVusions, but lymphocytic sediments suggest 
tuberculosis. The relative numbers of lymphocytes 
and leucocytes in the blood count vary according 
to (he intensity of (he inflammation,, the leucocytes in- 
creasing as the inflammatory process becomes more 
pronounced.

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In 1879 Pean performed the first gastrectomy; two years 
later Billroth reported the first successful case of pylor- 
ectomy and Wolfler did the first gastro-enterostomy, fol- 
lowing the ' suggestion of Nicoladoni. Thus surgery 
entered into competition with medicine in the treatment 
of gastric lesions, and the intervening years have seen 
successive waves' of opinion in favour of one or other 
form of treatment follow one another with such be- 
wildering rapidity tha^ it would take a medical Einstein 
to produce a formula which might lead to a conclusion 
unbiased by the particular mental standpoint of the 
observer. 

In the past ten years there have been two peaks of 
medical interest — first, the reintroduction of intensive 
alkalinization, and recently, following the work of Aron, 
trea.tment by histidine. On each of these occasions the 
responsible surgeon and the conscientious practitioner must 
have felt at a complete loss to know what advice to. give 
their patients, for who would dare advocate operative 
measures if the lesion could be permanently cured by 
simple dietetic and medicinal means? In the former in- 
stance the dilemma was solved by the passage of time, 
as surgeons found that most qf the cases they -were called 
upon to handle had already had a course of alkaline 
treatment. We are even now passing into a similar stage 
with regard to histidine, but its introduction is too recent 
to allow of any ex cathedra statement. 

For this reason it seemed that the present was a suit- 
able time to review the position of gastrectomy, but I 
was influenced in this decision by two other factors: 
the passing of the three hundredth case provided a con- 
venient milestone and a sufficiency of material to reduce 
statistical errors to ,a comparatively small amount ; in 
addition there was the desire to answer certain corre- 
spondence that followed the publication (Lake, 1928) of 
a much smaller series of cases in which a fairly high 
percentage of successful results was claimed. Thus Hurst 
(1928) commented: “Experience shows that the ‘last’ 
results — that is, after an interval of ten years or more 
instead of five years or less— would give a much greater 
number of unsatisfactory results.” I have found it diffi- 
cult to curb my impatience while waiting for the neces- 
sary interval to elapse which should provide the answer 
to this criticism, but I am now in a position to include 
a fair number of cases of over ten years’ duration in this 
review. As will be seen later they fortunately do not 
support these gloomy prognostications. 


The practitioner cannot be e.xpected to be intensely 
interested in the technical details of the operation, how- 
ever important to the surgeon they may be, and so in this 
article I shall limit the scope to a consideration of the 
effects of the operation, the results achieved, the risks 
involved, and such views of the aetiology of ulceration 
as have arisen from a study of the cases. 

The total number of operations reviewed in the series 
is 320 ; so far as possible we have attempted to follow 
the cases for long periods and to carry out such post- 
operative investigations as appeared necessary or likely 
to provide information upon particular problems. The 
“ follow-up ” system has. not been as efficient as I had 
hoped ; in particular the industrial and financial crisis of 
1932, with its consequent movements of the population, 
had a marked influence upon the continuity of the 
records. . The number of cases followed for over five 
years is thus reduced ; but this does not of course affect 
the immediate statistics relative to mortality, etc. A 
statistical study of the available figures has been made 
from many different angles, but only those will be given 
here which bear upon the particular points under con- 
sideration. 

The lesions for which the operation has been per- 
formed may be divided into ulcers (gastric, duodenal, and 
pyloric), jejunal anastomotic ulcers, and carcinoma. The 
subdivision of ulcers into three instead of the more usual 
two types is a method which I have for long adopted, on 
account of the fact that in many large ulcers it is im- 
possible to say on prima facie evidence where they arose. 
Commonly they are assumed to be duodenal, since gastric 
ulcers on the pyloric ring are held to be rare. 1 should 
have regarded this point as of but small significance had 
It not been that the mortality statistics quite une.vpecledly 
showed it to be of some importance

Such a list, however, fails to indicate that some of the 
gastric ulcer cases had progressed to hour-glass contrac- 
tion (eleven cases) ; that some of the pyloric and duodenal 
ulcers had caused obstruction with dilatation of the

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stomach (twelve cases) ; and that, apart from cases of 
jejunal ulcer, several had had previous gastric operations 
(perforation ten cases, gastro-cntcrostomy eight cases, -local 
excision two cases). Nor does it show what, in my 
opinion, is a much more important feature, especially 
from the aetiological point of view — namely, that in a 
considerable proportion of instances the ulcers have been 
multiple. 

I have previously pointed out that the surgeon whose 
.practice includes but few gastrectomies is unlikely to be 
impressed by the frequency of multiple ulccratioUj since 
he has no opportunity of examining carefully the mucosa 
of the stomach but secs. or feels merely the ulcer which 
is most active at the time of operation. Investigation of 
the parts removed by gastrectomy demonstrates that 
multiple ulceration has occurred in 40 per cent, of cases 
and that the combination of gastric and duodenal ulcera- 
tion is by no means uncommon. Usually one ulcer only 
is active and the others are represented by thin scars, 
which give no indication of their presence on the exterior. 
By many the aetiology of duodenal and gastric ulceration 
is thought to be separate, but this view cannot be held 
if these findings are recognized. The only logical stand- 
point would seem to be either that one is dependent upon 
the other or that both are due to some common cause. 
While studying this scries it lias at times appeared that 
there might be some sequence of events, the duodenal 
ulcer with its higher acid curve preceding' the gastric ulcer 
with its lower curve, but the observations have been of 
too vague a nature to enable any definite deductions to be 
drawn. Mills’s (1917) studies of bodily habitus in relation 
to disease have led to the suggestion that the broad-chested, 
active, hypersthenic type, forceful both mentally and 
physically, is prone to the development of duodenal iilccr, 
while the asthenic individual tends to develop gastric ulcer. 
The theory is an intriguing one, and fits in well with 
modern ideas of physiological types, but there is little 
indication in this scries that more than a small proportion 
of the cases conform to these types ; many of the duo- 
denal ulcers occurred in asthenic types. The theory is 
probably fundamentally correct, but the exigencies of 
modern civilization so complicate the issue that in practice 
it is of little value as a guide. Indeed the frequency 
with which gastric and duodenal ulcers are found in the 
same case shows that Mills's ideas can only be applied as 
a statistical approximation when large numbers arc under 
consideration. 

Aetiology 

It would be as well here to consider one or two points 
in connexion with aetiology. There seems to be a general 
consensus of opinion among physicians and surgeons alike 
that eventually peptic ulceration will be treated by medi- 
cinal, or possibly by prophylactic, measures. This stage 
will not, however, be reached until more knowledge of the 
aetiological factors is obtained. 

There are few manipulations to which the experimental 
animal can be subjected which do not produce a lesion 
of the gastric mucosa ; injections of drugs, toxins, cyto- 
lysins, irritants, bacteria ; excision of adrenals, thyroid, 
liver ; interference with the nerve supply or with the 
central nervous system ; changes in the blood supply or its 
composition ; traumatization of the mucosa ; production 
of pyloric stenosis, and other operative procedures. These 
methods, however, cause acute ulcers, which heal so 
rapidly as to make experimental observations difficult. 
Mann and Williamson (1923), by experimentally altering 
the normal relations of the alimentary canal, were able 
to produce chronic ulcers which were attended with the 


complications seen in human cases, notably haemorrhage 
and perforation. It must, be stressed that great caution is 
necessary in drawing analogies between chronic ulcera- 
tion in human beings and that in experimental ' animals, 
for in the latter profound metabolic changes must result 
from disturbing the normal relation of the stomach to the 
intestine. Following upon this work Aron (1933) con- 
ducted experiments which seemed to show that the 
duodenum supplied- an important digestive clement, the 
absence of which causes deprivation of the acid amines 
essential to life. The final stages in the - digestion of 
proteins into simple amines is brought about not by the 
pancreatic juice but by the duodenal secretions. The 
amines which cannot be synthesized in the body- arc chiefly 
lysin, tryptophan, and histidine. Aron found that of 
these histidine could prevent ulceration in dogs subjected 
to ilic Mann-Wiltiamson operation. Subsequent clinical 
trial with histidine has -produced conflieting results. My 
own experience docs not support the claim that histidine 
has a curative cfTcct in cases of peptic ulceration. Many 
patients come to operation who have had several courses 
of this treatment. Apart from this, experimental work by 
Morton (1927) is in direct opposition to Aron’s hypothesis 
that histidine protects the mucosa from attack by the 
gastric juice. Morton’s researches, indeed, support the 
theory that the acid secretion is the most important single 
aetiological factor in peptic ulceration, combined with the 
trauma of forcibly ejected gastric contents — a theory sug- 
gested by Bland-Sutton many years ago. Experiences with 
cases of gastro-colic fistula, almost the equivalent in human 
cases of the Mann and Williamson experiment, arc also 
in direct conflict with the theory. The part played by 
pepsin is not clear. But pty own investigations suggest 
that the secretion of pepsin follows that of acid. As secre- 
tion of gastric juice is so dependent on psychological 
factors the interpretation of the reaction to a test meal 
is by no means free from fallacy. It is, however, generally 
agreed that the stomach in duodenal ulcer is hypertonic, 
hypcrmotilc, and hypersecretory, and that the reverse is 
true in gastric ulcer — at all events in the chronic cases. 

The link between these variations of secretion and 
motility in peptic ulceration would, it seems, be in the 
central nervous system; a theory that has experimentar 
support. Cushing and others have shown that lesions in 
the hypothalamus arc frequently associated with peptic 
ulceration, and it may be noted here that in this region 
is the controlling centre of the sympathetic system. It is 
well known that the progress of a peptic ulcer is afl'ected 
by the emotional slate of the patient, and that this is 
closely coupled with sympathetic activity. In this con- 
nexion it is undoubted that vasomotor effects also must 
play an important part in the aetiology of peptic 
ulceration. 

It looks as if the riddle of peptic ulceration will ulti- 
mately be solved by reference to the autonomic control of 
the stomach and duodenum ; and as the final transmission 
of nervous impulses is through a chemical intermediary, 
hormonic and chemical factors will come into the aetio- 
logical picture. Until these various problems have .been 
solved and a rational medical regime made possible many 
cases of peptic ulceration will still be best treated by 
surgical measures. 

Mortality of Partial Gastrectomy 

It might be thought that the mortality rate. of an opera- 
tion would be the most definite and easily arrived at of 
all the statistics connected with its performance. A study 
of the published figures, however, soon reveals that it is 
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almost impossible to establish what may be considered a 
fair average general rate,. The following list, for instance, 
indicates that the most careful scrutiny is needed before 
a mortality rate can be accepted.

In the items in this list, where the total number 
of cases is less than one hundred, an error due 
to the small numbers may have crept in, for it is 
within my experience that as many as sixty consecutive 
cases may be performed with but two deaths, but that 
when the number expanded to a hundred the mortality 
figure approached the general average of a large 
series. For this reason the smaller numbers can be 
ignored. With numbers above a hundred, however, this 
error gets considerably smaller, and it will be conceded 
that when a surgeon has performed over a hundred opera- 
tions of this type he can no longer be accounted a novice, 
so that the figures are not subject to the criticism that the' 
rnortality might be considerably lowered with further ex- 
perience. Even so we find in this series the utmost dis- 
crepancy. ■ For instance, Schwarz with an experience of 
210 cases gives a mortality of 18 per cent., whereas 
'Moynihan with 164 cases has a mortality of but 1.6 per 
cent. Now it is impossible to believe that the skill of 
two surgeons of very big experience in the operation can 
be as different" as these figures vyould lead us to think, 
and it immediately becomes clear that we must look for 
some other explanation. Either the mortality rate is a 
selected one from which, certain cases are excluded — and 
in this regard it is of interest to note that the term 
“primary mortality” has unfortunately crept into some 
statistics — or the type of case chosen for operation is very 
different in the two clinics. To exclude from the opera- 
ting list cases which look to be difficult and are bad opera- 
tive risks may be regarded as good surgical judgement, 
but unless we have complete knowledge of how the 
refused cases fared without operation we are not justified 
in lauding a low mortality dependent upon such ex- 
clusion. So we are left in doubt as to the real mortality, 
and this quandary will remain until all surgeons agree to 
publish a complete mortality listAvithout any equivocation 
dr the introduction of such qualifying terms as “primary 
mortality.” For these reasons, in dealing with the present 
series, I give first of all the total mortality from alt causes 
whatsoever up to a period of three months after the 
operation. 

In this way certain conditions only, remotely connected 
with the operation have been included ; indeed, the 
number of deaths due to . intercurrent disease, such as 
pulmonary tuberculosis and uraemia, gives a percentage 
actually higher than the lowest figure in the above list 
for the deaths from all causes. It is this in particular 
which has made me suspicious of accepting these figures 
without qualification, for it must surely fall equally to the 
lot of every surgeon, e.xperienced and inexperienced, to 
, have such sequelae after an extensive abdominal operation, 
often of necessity performed upon patients in poor general 
condition.

There was no immediate mortality — that is, within twenty- 
four hours — in this series. 

When the ulcer cases were further subdivided into theii 
separate groups an interesting result was obtained. The 
mortality rates then were: gastric ulcer, 11,1 per cent,; 
duodenal ulcer, 11.4 per cent. ; pyloric ulcer, 5.3 per cent. 
This considerable difference in the rates was unexpected 
and obviously needs explanation. The gastric and duo- 
denal cases include the very difficult ones where the ulcer 
is close to the cardiac orifice or extends from the duo- 
denum into the pancreas or liver. These are the cases 
which technically tax the surgeon’s abilities to the maxi- 
mum, and ft is only to be e.xpected that the mortality 
would be above the average. The ulcers in the vicinity 
of the pylorus, on the other hand, constitute the easier 
cases, usually quickly performed without difficulty. As 
a corollary it is obvious that the surgeon who so chooses 
his case as to include a large proportion of these pyloric 
ulcers will show a lower mortality than one whose choice 
is made on a wider basis. 

Causes of Death 

The causes of mortality are always worthy of study, 
for only in this way can technique be impror-ed, Payne 
(1936) has recently published the results of the post- 
mortem findings at St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. He 
found that the commonest causes of death were peritonitis 
and pneumonia (thirty-two and fifty-one cases), while 
shock and infection around the duodenal stump accounted 
for a further nine deaths.

It will be seen that in five cases death was due to the 
lighting up of intercurrenl disease (tuberculosis, uraemia, 
and thyrotoxicosis), while in three others finfiuenza and 
thrombosis of haemorrhoidal veins following enemaia) 
it was only very indirectly connected with the operation. " 
If these be excluded twenty-six operative deaths remain 
(S.l per cent, for all the cases, or 7 per cent, for the 
ulcer cases, 33'hcn the patient is otherwise healthy, there- 
fore. this figure may be taken as a fair representation oi 
the risk. If the surgeon chooses his cases to exclude the 
very high ulcers and the complicated duodenal ulcers this 
mortality may be halved, but it should not be overlooked 
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that the need for radical treatment is often greatest in the 
eases which would thus be excluded. 

As in Payne’s series the greatest risk is of pulmonary 
complications, with leakage and peritonitis coming second. 
The former arc due more to the operative manipulations 
than to the anaesthetic used, and so it is not surprising 
to find tliat, although almost every known type of anaes- 
thesia has been tried, there has been little variation in 
the mortality. 

Results 

The results in the ulcer eases must, be considered to be 
very satisfactory ; 198 eases have been followed for two 
years upwards, and of these only fifteen arc unsatisfactory. 
A further investigation of the unsatisfactory eases showed 
that in over 50 per cent, (eight cases) a second condition 
was present to account for the symptoms ; thus four eases 
had cholecystitis and two had colonic spasm. In the 
remainder the result is. unsatisfactory on account of per- 
sistence of symptoms. Four were thought to have jejunal 
ulceration. In two of these exploration was undertaken ; 
one revealed a small ulcer on the lesser curve proximal 
to the anastomosis and close to the cardia, the other had 
no abnormality of any sort. Three definite cases of 
jejunal (anastomotic) ulceration were operated upon else- 
where, one having perforated, and they arc ineludcd in 
these results. 

A further analysis indicates that -on the whole the 
more severe the lesion the better the result. This is not 
to be explained on the psychological basis that the patient 
who has suffered intensely is inclined to exaggerate the 
quality of the relief afiorded him, for in most instances 
there has been absolutely no pain or discomfort after the 
operation. It also appears that the percentage of unsatis- 
factory results is larger in the duodenal eases than in 
the gastric ulcers. Since, however, the majority of duo- 
denal eases give satisfactory results, 1 believe the explana- 
tion of both this and the previous anomaly to be that 
a certain number of misdiagnosed cases are included, par- 
ticularly cases where a small duodenal ulcer (probably 
completely inactive) is found at the operation, but the 
patient's symptoms arc really due to other causes.. With 
gastric ulcers, for obvious reasons, this error is less likely 
to arise. The inclusion of but a small number of such 
misdiagnosed cases in a scries of this nature is sufficient 
to account for the less satisfactory results in the duodenal 
cases and for the better results in the larger and more 
obvious lesions. 

A small group, otherwise satisfactory, complain of a 
transient feeling of biliousness before breakfast or of 
faintness after a heavy meal. These cases have been 
investigated without any physical abnormality being dis- 
covered. I cannot help thinking that such symptoms may 
be due to involvement of the gastric branches of the vagus 
in the stomach scar. But it must not be overlooked that 
an extensive operation often has a bad psychological effect. 
Some patients remain excessively apprehensive in the 
epigastric region for long periods, even permanently. 

Effect on the Blood 

The functions of the stomach as a haemopoiclic agent 
arc now well understood, and it might be expected in con- 
sequence that an anaemia, even a pernicious anaemia, 
would follow gastrectomy. In fact, for reasons that arc 
not yet clear, there is very little change in the blood count. 
In this series a large number of post-operative blood 
counts have been undertaken, but there is no record of 
any ease of pernicious anaemia as yet. Since twenty-seven 
of the eases arc of ten to fifteen years’ duration it might 
be expected that any reserves or store of haemopoictic 
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substance would long since have been used up, if tijc 
pyloric end of the stomach is their only source.’. These 
arc matters of medical interest ; it is sufficient for the 
surgeon to know that experience shows that the dire 
results prognosticated ten years ago do not follow the 
operation. A mild microcytic anaemia docs follow in 
some eases, but it is rarely severe ctiough to attract 
attention. An average of a large number of counts gave 
the following; red cells, 5,190,000; white cells, 9,390; 
haemoglobin, 95 per cent. ; colour index, 0.88. 

Tlic Test Mc.al 

The elTcct of the operation upon the test mc.al has been 
intensively studied. At the outset it must be realized that 
the performance of a test meal upon the post-gastrectomy 
ease is associated with certain technical difficulties which 
render the results suspect. In this investigation every 
care was taken to ensure that the specimens were really 
obtained from the stomach stump and not from the 
intestine beyond. 

Where a large .Polya anastomosis has been performed 
there is almost always complete achlorhydria. With a 
restricted orifice there is in some eases a small amount 
of acid (15 degrees to 20 degrees) present in the one-hour 
specimen, but the general reduction of acidity is profound. 
Working on these cases Adler (1930) showed that even 
the completely achlorhydric cases retained the ability to 
respond to histamine stimulation, the test meal often 
showing over 20 degrees of acidity as a result of the injec- 
tion. The same eases tested after a year or two had, 
however, lost the ability to respond. It was supposed that 
this might be attributed to a disuse suppression of the 
hormonic mechanism. Extracts prepared from the portion 
of stomach resected had no obvious effect. 

Barium Meal 

The radiographic results of the various types of gas- 
trectomy were discussed by Shanks (1934) at the Bourne- 
mouth meeting of the British Medical Association. 1 
cannot do better than quote from his paper ; 

“ Polya : Lake's Modification. This modific.-ilion, judging 
by the radiographic appearance, controls the cflhix of the 
gastric contents better than any other of the Polya type. 
In addition to preventing ‘ dumping ’ into the jejunum it 
renders reflux into the afferent loop very improbable. The 
gastric stump fills reasonably welt in the erect position, and 
the stoma is clearly seen at the lower pole. The right border 
of the stump is formed by the remaining portion of the lesser 
curve and tlic sutured end of the slump above the stoma. 
This largely loses its initial angularity, and becomes more or 
less straightened out. At the junction of the two there is apt 
to remain a dimple, whicl» must not be mistaken for a recur- 
rent lesser curve ulcer.” 

Results in Carcinoma Cases 

The most important conclusion reached in this group 
is that there appears to be no absolute relation between 
the size of the growth and the period of freedom from 
recurrence, provided that there is no widespread metastasis 
at the time of operation. In this series two eases of 
massive carcinoma, several inches in extent, are known 
to be free from recurrence for seven and nine years 
respectively, while another, in a young man, did not recur 
until six years had elapsed. The average duration of 
life after the performance of the operation has, however, 
been but two and a quarter years. The freedom from 
symptoms to within a short time before death has been 
gratifying, and makes it advisable to continue with the 
operation even when the prc.scncc of secondaries beyond 
the possibilities of removal is discovered. 
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. Operation 

It is not intended here to enter into a technical de- 
scription of the various operative details, but a brief 
account of the operation I now perform is necessary. 
This has been evolved slowly over a period of years, and, 
although it gives a result which is not unlike that of the’ 
Finsterer operation, it was devised entirely independently, 
each separate modification being introduced in an attempt 
to avoid some observed defeet or fallacy in the cases 
previously dealt with. 

The anaesthetic is a high spinal percaine given by a 
modification of the Howard Jones method, which enables 
very small doses to be used. The majority of cases have 
no other anaesthetic, but gas-and-oxygen is not denied to 
those who are psychologically unfitted to remain con- 
scious. In an early stage a local injection of percaine is 
given around the oesophageal orifice of the diaphragm 
to diminish the nauseating sensation produced by traction 
upon the' vagus. The proximal line of division passes 
very obliquely across the stomach from as high up the 
lesser curve as is technically possible, to a point on the 
greater curve at the junction of the epiploic arteries. In 
the average case.'this means that about two-thirds of the 
stomach is removed. The distal section is placed across 
the duodenum about an inch beyond the pylorus, unless 
the presence of a large ulcer here makes a more distal 
division necessary. In a few cases a colossal ulcer here 
renders section of the duodenum impossible, and then the 
stomach may be cut across proximal to the pylorus, a 
modification advocated as a routine by Ogilvie. This 
modification is not to be recommended, however, for a-ny 
other than the most difficult cases. Similarly the proxi- 
mal line of section may, under exceptional circumstances, 
leave a very high lesser-curve ulcer and yet a good result 
may be obtained, but this is also a device to be adopted 
only in the face of great technical difficulties. 

The anastomosis is a retrocolic one, the first coil of 
jejunum being passed through an aperture in the meso- 
colon, which is usually to the left of the midcolic artery. 
The proximal end of the coil is attached to the lesser 
curve so that the bowel descends across the cut end of 
the stomach. The stoma now made in the bowel is equal 
in length to but half, or less, of the width of the stomach 
and is situated at the lower end of the anastomosis. 
Suturing is continuous, but is performed in such a manner 
as to close the upper portion of the stomach aperture and 
to -fix the uncut portion of the jejunal loop over the 
suture line. Extra sutures are placed at the lesser curve 
as a precautionary measure and to attach the anastomosis 
to the aperture in the mesocolon. 

A small drain may be used in cases where there is 
much oozing or where penetration of the pancreas or 
liver by the ulcer has rendered cauterization of these 
organs necessary. Careful after-treatment is essential, and 
no operation of this type should be undertaken without 
preliminary transfusion if the haemoglobin percentage is 
under 60. With spina! anaesthesia shock is slight and 
patients usually leave the table with an extremely good 
pulse. The operation may take anything from thirty-five 
to seventy-five minutes, but while no time should be 
wasted it is a mistake to scamp any part of the operation 
for the sake of saving a few minutes. 

Indications 

The indications for the performance of a partial gas- 
trectomy may be absolute or relative. Carcinoma in the 
absence of widespread secondaries falls into the first 
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group, but this should also include cases of gross gastric 
ulceration. All other gastric ulcers which have not 
rapidly yielded to medical measures, and where the tech- 
nical difficulties are not insuperable, should in my opinion 
be given the choice of a gastrectomy. Established duo- 
denal ulcers without obstruction and with a high acid 
curve also form an indication, but those with pyloric 
obstruction and a low curve do so well with a gastro- 
enterostomy that it would be a mistake to subject them to 
the more risky operation. For anastomotic ulcers follow- 
ing gastro-enterostomy a gastrectomy is the only treatment 
likely to give permanent relief: some of the most grati- 
fying results in this series come into this group. 

Good surgical judgement, however, demands that many 
other factors connected with the patient's general con- 
dition be taken into consideration before the question of 
operation is finally decided. 


Summarj" 

1. Three hundred and twenty cases in which the opera- 
tion of partial gastrectomy has been performed for gastric, 
duodenal, and anastomotic ulcers, and carcinoma are 
reviewed. 

2. The after-history of the cases has been studied for 
periods up to fifteen years after operation. 

3. Some aetiological ideas arising from the experiences 
of the cases are discussed. 

4. The gross mortality from all causes was ; ulcer cases. 
9.5 per cent. ; anastomotic ulcers, 14.8 per cent. ; carci- 
noma, 14 per cent. 

5. If an ulcer is situated in the pyloric region the mor- 
tality of the operation is but 5.3 per cent. 

6. The commonest causes of post-operatiie death are 
lung complications and peritonitis. 

7. The incidence of jejunal ulceration after partial gas- 
trectomy is less than 2 per cent. 

8. No cases of post-operative pernicious anaemia are 
recorded, but a microcytic anaemia of mild degree is 
occasionally seen. 

9. The general permanent results in the ulcer cases are 
probably bettei than those obtained by any other meihcd 
of treatment. 

10. The average duration of life in the carcinoma cases 
after operation was two and a quarter years, but some 
patients with extensive growths lived for as long as seven 
and nine years. 

11. The effects of the operation upon the test meal and 
the barium meal are described. 

12. A brief account of the type of operation performed 
is given. 

1 should like to acknowledge my apprcciaiion of the help

at Charinc Cross Hospital, in the compilation ot the numerous 
records from which the statistical results were derived. 
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Three tests commonly employed for estimating renal func- 
tion are the blood urea and urea clearance, the phcnol- 
phthalein test of Rountree and Geraghty (19l0), and the 
maximum specific gravity of the urine. These tests have 
been carried .out in sixty-four cases under my care in 
which it was thought that impairment of renal function 
might be present, and I have attempted to compare the 
results. The tests were made in three general hospitals 
by the laboratory staffs, in the course of their routine 
work. The patients investigated were sudering from acute 
glomerulonephritis (eight cases), chronic glomerulo- 
nephritis, benign hypertension, and hypertension with 
nephritis (malignant hypertension). This classification is 
at any rate descriptive of the types of cases. Oedema 
was present to a greater or lesser degree in all the cases 
of acute nephritis, but, apart from this, nephritic oedema 
was uncommon. Three patients had slight oedema, which 
was thought to be cardiac in origin. 

Similar investigations have been reported by several 
other writers. The urea clearance test is usually re- 
garded as the most accurate measure of renal function 
with the exception perhaps of the creatinine clearance 
test, with which it has been found to agree (Cope, 1931) 
if the original conditions mentioned by Addis — namely, 
diuresis and a raised blood urea — arc adhered to ; and 
Cope attributes the failure of Hok Lan Ong (1932) to 
demonstrate this parallelism to the fact that he did not 
observe these conditions. The normal value for the Van 
Slyke urea clearance (McIntosh, Mollcr, and Van Slyke, 
1928) is 75 per cent, normal or over, and this was the 
clearance test used in this investigation. The phenol- 
phthalein was given intravenously and the urine collected 
for two hours. The normal is 60 to 80 per cent. The 
fractional phenolphthalein test (Shaw, 1925 ; Chapman 
and Halsted, 1933) is said to be a better method. The 
maximum specific gravity test used was as described by 
Fishberg (1934), and is a modification of Volhard’s (1918) 
test. The normal is 1020 and over. The modification 
introduced by Lashmet and Newburgh (1932) is claimed 
to be more sensitive, but it is more troublesome to carry 
out. One per cent, of dissolved protein in urine increases 
the specific gravity by 0.003, and an allowance must be 
made for this. It is recognized that in the presence of 
oedema the value of the maximum specific gravity test 
is diminished, and this must be borne in mind whenever 
it is being compared with other tests. 

Analysis of the Cases 

I have divided the sixty-four cases into two groups for 
the purpose of making a few comparisons between the 
renal [unction tests and the clinical signs presented by 
the patients. Group A (thirty-three cases) contains those 
cases in which one or more of the renal tests showed 
distinct impairment of function, and Group B (thirty-one 
cases) those in which no such impairment was demon- 
strated. Those in Group A were for the most part more 
seriously ill than those in Group B, but there was clinic- 
ally no difference apart from the renal tests between some 
of the cases included in Group A and some in Group B. 


Twenty-nine of the. thirty-three cases in Group A had, 
resting in bed, a systolic blood pressure of 180 mm! 
or over, as compared with seventeen- of the thirty-one 
cases in Group B. Retinal changes, usually small haemor- 
rhages, swelling of the disks, and white spots were 
observed in fourteen of the Group A cases and in only 
three of the Group B. Red blood cells were present in 
the urine of fifteen of the Group A cases, as compared 
with seven of the Group B., Blood counts were un- 
fortunately only carried out when anaemia was thought 
to be present. There were twelve of the Group A 
patients in whom a haemoglobin value of under 80 per 
cent, was found and of the Group B patients only two, 
but these results are not strictly comparable. From the 
comparisons 1 have made and from a consideration of 
the symptoms of which the patients complained I con- 
cluded that renal function tests did, in many cases, give 
a good estimate of the patient's condition, but, on the 
other hand, often there was little correlation between the 
tests and the clinical examination. 

Group A 

Montgomery (1936) as a result of his investigations 
states that “ sufiTtcienl emphasis has not been laid upon 
the necessity of interpreting [the urea clearance] results 
in relation to their blood urea concentration.’’ In group- 
ing the results of the renal function tests I have made 
use of the blood urea where possible. The sixty-four 
patients investigated were all conscious and able to give 
sufiicient co-operation. Six had a blood urea of over 100 
mg. per 100 c.cm. of blood, and in each case the urea 
clearance was under 16 per cent, and the phenolphthalein 
under 11 per cent.; five were chronic cases. In four 
of the six cases the maximum specific gravity was between 
1010 and 1012; in the fifth case, a patient who was 
admitted with a blood urea of 135 mg. and who later 
died of uraemia with a blood urea of 216 mg., the 
maximum specific gravity was 1018. This last case was 
probably an acute nephritis, as the illness was said to 
be of short duration, marked oedema was present, and 
the urine was much diminished ; but, on the other hand, 
the patient was 60 years of age and her systolic blood 
pressure was 205 mm. I did not detect any retinal 
changes. The sixth case was one of chronic nephritis 
passing very little urine, with a blood urea of 256 mg. 
and a maximum specific gravity of 1028. There was 
oedema of the lower limbs and in the back. This patient 
was able to concentrate the urine but was unable to 
secrete an adequate amount. In all six cases the blood 
pressure was over 200 mm., and the guaiac test or the 
microscopical examination of the urine showed the 
presence of blood. 

There were twch’c cases, two of acute nephritis, with 
a blood urea between 50 mg. and 100 mg. In ten of 
these, including the two cases of acute nephritis, the 
urea clearance rvas 35 per cent, or less. The urea clear- 
ances in the other two were 65 per cent, and 51 per cent., 
the blood ureas 50 mg. and 56 mg. Both were cases of 
chronic nephritis in which there was a little oedema 
thought to be cardiac in origin ; the blood pressures were 
high and albuminuria was present. In one retinitis was 
found, and she has since died of cardiac failure. The 
maximum specific gravity was respectively 1014 and 1020, 
and the phenolphthalein 36 per cent, and 26 per cent.' 
Clinically these two patients were as likely to have a 
clearance under 35 per cent, as many in whom this was 
found to be the case. The maximum specific gravity in 
this group of twelve cases was under 1015 in nine cases. 
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and in three it was 1020 or over: one of the latter was 
an acute nephritis with oedema, in another there was a 
slight degree of cardiac failure, and one patient died later 
of a stroke, but all three were cases in which probably 
there was some failure of renal function.- The phenol- 
phthalein results were below 60 per cent, in "every case. 
It was evident that in most patients with_ a blood urea 
of 50 mg. or over the three tests gave readings below 
normal, but I was unable to make out any true parallelism 
between the extent to which the tests were depressed. 

Of the remaining forty-six cases there were fifteen — 
two of acute nephritis — in which one or all of the tests 
showed, some definite - abnormality, in spite of the fact 
that the blood urea was in many cases normal and never 
as high as 50 mg. It is said that half the functioning 
kidney tissue can be removed before the blood urea 
shows any rise (MacKay and MacKay, 1927), and it was 
expected that there would be many patients with a normal 
blood urea in which other tests would demonstrate a 
loss of function. In ten of these the urea clearance was 
below normal, the exact figures varying between 32 per 
cent, and 65 per cent. In the other five the urea clear- 
ances were normal, the blood pressures were high, there 
was slight albuminuria but retinitis was absent, and there 
were no red blood cells in any of the urines when 
examined. In four of these five cases the maximum 
specific gravity was under 1020, and in two the phenol- 
phthalein was below normal. There was slight oedema 
in two of these patients, which somewhat spoils the 
specific gravity test ; but the other two had no oedema, 
the blood pressures were high, there was albuminuria, 
and it may well be that some degree of kidney damage 
was present. Of the' fifteen cases, in four the maximum 
specific gravity was normal, and yet in these the urea 
clearance was decidedly low. In two of these red blood 
cells were present in the urine, another had retinitis, but 
the fourth. had no retinitis and no red blood cells in 
the urine. In five of the fifteen cases the phenolphthalein 
was normal when the urea clearance showed a lowering 
of renal function. It will again be seen that the tests 
do not agree closely. It is clear that in many cases of 
renal disease any one test may fail to demonstrate loss 
of renal function and another show it to be present. 
Freyburg (1935) found among his cases of arteriosclerotic 
Bright’s disease thirty-eight with impaired maximum 
specific gravity (Lashmet and Newburgh method, 1932) 
and only four with a lowered urea clearance. Perhaps 
his patients were not so ill as many in this investigation. 

Group B 

In the remaining thirty-one cases (Group B) the urea 
clearance, the maximum specific gravity, and the phenol- 
phthalein were all normal or very nearly so. There were 
eight cases of acute nephritis, and in five of these the 
urea clearance and the phenolphthalein were reduced, in 
three to a marked degree as they were severe cases. In 
four of the eight cases the maximum specific gravity was 
1020 or above that figure whenever taken throughout the 
illness. In two cases it was low, even on admission, 
and in two it was over 1020 on admission and dropped 
below this figure during the eourse of the illness. It was 
interesting to follow the improvement in renal function 
as the acute cases recovered. Cullen, Nelson, and Holmes 
(1935) found that in most cases of acute nephritis renal 
tests showed normal results one month after the cessation 
of acute symptoms. Alving and Van Slyke (1934) stated 
that in some cases of acute nephritis the maximum specific 
gravity failed to return to normal in spite of the fact 
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that the elearances had reached normal figures ; this was 
also observed by Freyburg (1935). Freyburg and Lashmet 
(1935) reported a ease of mercuric chloride poisoning 
which recovered and in which the renal function tests 
Were estimated frequently. The urea clearance was easily 
the most affected and dropped to 5 per cent., yet the 
non-protein nitrogen did not rise above 57 mg., and at 
the point when the clearance was 46 per cent, the maxi- 
mum specific gravity was 1025 (Lashmet and Newburgh 
method, 1932) and the phenolphthalein 60 per cent. 

Comparative Mortality in Groups A and B 

Many cases have been followed up after leaving hospital. 
In Group A there have been during the past two years 
fourteen deaths, compared with three in Group B. Seven 
patients died of uraemia, two of apoplexy, three of 
cardiac failure, and two of pneumonia. In Group B 
two appeared to have died of cardiac failure and one of 
apoplexy. It was not possible to give an accurate prog- 
nosis from renal tests, as some cases went downhill faster 
than others and some severe ones maintained their posi- 
tion for a surprisingly long time. One chronic case when 
first seen had a blood urea of 46 mg., a clearance of 
71 per cent., and a phenolphthalein reading of 35 per 
cent. ; eleven months later the blood urea had risen 
to 120 mg. and the clearance had fallen to 14 per cent. 
In another case the clearance dropped in three months from 
54 per cent, to 26 per cent, and the blood urea rose from 
40 mg. to 75 mg. On the other hand many cases which 
had similar or worse renal readings when first seen are 
still alive and well. One case which I saw a year ago 
gave a phenolphthalein reading of 20 per cent., yet she 
is still alive, and the most recent test gave 36 per cent. 
The respective urea clearance results were 45 per cent, 
and 35 per cent. 

Comparison of the Tests 

In making a comparison one was struck by the fact 
that while on one occasion one test would seem to be 
the most sensitive, in another case it would seem to be 
the least sensitive. In many patients the maximum 
specific gravity appeared to be a very delicate test ; in 
one case of uraemia, however, it gave a reading that was 
normal and in another nearly normal. The phenol- 
phthalein often agreed with the urea clearance, but there 
were many occasions on which the one result was at 
variance with the other. In severe cases the agreement 
was good, both invariably showing marked reduction. 
The phenolphthalein is not regarded as a very sensitive 
test, yet in many cases, chiefly those with a high blood 
pressure, I found it to be apparently a delicate test, and 
low results were obtained more often than I expected. 
It was still more surprising to find that it sometimes 
showed an apparent loss of renal function before the urea 
clearance test. Lundsgaard and Moller (1925) believe 
that the dye output may be decreased in the presence of 
a high blood pressure, and this may account, in part at 
least, for the frequency of low readings in some of 
my cases. Chapman and Halsted (1933) state that they 
have observed cases of hypertension which showed 
depressed fractional phenolphthalein curves with few 
or no other signs of kidney disease, but have also 
seen normal curves in as many cases of hypertension in 
which there was no evidence of Bright's disease. 
Christian and O'Hare (1925) found that the two-hour 
phenolphthalein test did not demonstrate the earlier stages 
of kidney disease. MacKay and Rytand (1935) regard 
the phenolphthalein test as being of more value than the 
blood ■ urea and the maximum specific gravity tests. 
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Chapman and Halstcd (1933) believe the fiftccn-miniitc 
phenolphthalcin lest to be more valuable than the two- 
hour test. 

Elliot and Nuzum (1936) observed little correlation 
between the maximum specific gravity test, the pbcnol- 
phthalein test, and the urea clearance test, and thought 
that what agreement there was between them was little 
better than could be expected as a chance occurrence. 
Riches and Robertson (1935) found the urea clearance 
to be a good index of renal function. Hutchison (1936) 
agrees with this view. Fowweathcr (1934) found it hard 
to establish even the normal clearance until he gave urea, 
b'efore the test. Van Slyke (1930) regards the urea clear- 
ance test as more aecurate than the phenolphthalcin. 

None of these tests help us to give an accurate prog- 
nosis. Indeed, Elliot and Nuzum (1936) agree with Addis 
(1931) that none of the accepted methods of clinical 
examination can differentiate between patients likely to 
die in a year or two and those likely to live many years. 
Cope (1934) appears to hold a somewhat similar view. 
The rate at which renal function will depreciate varies 
from case to case, and Cope (1934) further states that 
even repeating the tests at intervals does not furnish 
information reliable enough to predict the course of the 
disease. This seems the more promising method. An 
increasing blood urea due to chronic nephritis means a 
bad prognosis, and, generally speaking, the higher the 
blood urea and the lower the results of renal function 
tests the sooner death will take place. The fact that tests 
of renal function are not all that one could wish for 
makes the ordinary clinical examination of the patient 
as important as ever it was. 

Summary and Conclusions 

Renal function tests have been carried out in sixty-four 
cases in which it was thought that kidney disease might 
be present. The tests used were the blood urea and urea 
clearance test, the maximum specific gravity test, and the 
phenolphthalcin test. In the first group of thirty-three 
cases some loss of renal function was demonstrated, and 
the patients comprising this group were on the whole more 
incapacitated and death was commoner than among the 
second group of thirty-one cases, in which no loss of 
renal function was observed. Many of the cases were 
followed up after their discharge from hospital. On 
clinical grounds alone some of those included in the first 
group because of loss of renal function might have been 
included in the second group without causing the least 
surprise. The reverse is equally true. 

With pronounced renal failure, as indicated by a high 
blood urea, the urea clearance and phenolphthalcin tests 
showed marked depression of renal function, but this 
was not true of the maximum specific gravity. On two 
occasions it was normal, or nearly so, when the blood 
urea was over 100 mg. In both cases there was oedema 
and the patient was passing very little urine. The ability 
to secrete urine was at fault, but the ability to concen- 
trate was normal. In some cases where renal function 
was apparently not nearly as severely impaired this test 
seemed to be very delicate, and the same may be said 
of the urea clearance test and the phenolphthalcin test, 
each in some cases appearing to be the most sensitive. A 
surprising number of patients showed a lowered phcnol- 
phthalcin excretion, but this may possibly be due to the 
fact that many had a high blood pressure. The lack of 
parallelism between the tests, especially in the lesser 
grades of renal damage, was most disappointing. None 
of them appear to be capable of enabling the clinician 


to give a very much :morc accurate prognosis than is 
possible from a knowledge of the blood urea alone. 
However, if any of the tests show marked loss of renal 
function in the absence of a raised blood urea it would 
probably be best to give a guarded prognosis. A re- 
examination of the patient in three months might help. 
Clinical examination will often furnish very valuable 
information, and must still be regarded as of the fore- 
most importance. 

To conclude, the failure of the tests to agree closely 
with one another suggests cither that they arc not com- 
pletely reliable or that different renal functions arc being 
measured.

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E. W. Twining {Brit. J. Radiol., April, 1937, p. 332) 
describes an ingenious way of converting the ordinary 
Bucky couch into a tomograph. Tomography, planigraphy, 
and stratigraphy are names given to those methods of radio- 
graphy which aim at the sharp radiographic representation 
of a selected layer of the patient's body, while all the other 
layers situated in front and behind the selected layer 
remain diffusely outlined. This is accomplished by 
moving the tube and film during the exposure in such a 
manner that the projections of all objects in the selected 
layer occupy the same positions on the film, while the 
projections of objects above and below that layer arc 
blurred by movement. The apparatus described by the 
author consists of a lever mounted horizontally upon a 
vertical axis, which transmits the motion of the .v-ray 
tube reciprocally to the Pottcr-Bucky carriage. ^ Its length 
is equal to (he focus-film distance. Its axis is variable 
along the length of the lever in order to allow the selection 
of any desired plane of the patient's body. The author 
describes and discusses experiments demonstrating the 
accuracy of his apparatus and its applications to clinical 
radiography. 
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THE CAUSES AND TREATMENT OF 
RETAINED PLACENTA* 
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Honorary Surgeon, Leeds Maternity Hospital 
Retention of the placenta, with its common complication 
post-partum haemorrhage, is one of the disasters of 
child-bearing which even the most efficient ante-natal 
care cannot prevent. Before considering the causes of 
placental retention I would distinguish two entirely differ- 
ent conditions in' which the placenta remains in the 
uterus: one is retained,placenta, and the other is adherent 
placenta — much the more rare, having been reported in 
English journals on only two or three occasions. 

Causes of Retention 

Adherent placenta occurs when, for one reason or 
another, the spongy layer of the decidua is absent and 
the placenta finds direct attachment to the muscle wall 
(placenta accreta) or even invades the muscle wall 
(placenta increta). In neither of these instances will there 
be a line for cleavage, and so the placenta must adhere 
to the uterine wall. If this adhesion be complete there 
can be no danger of haemorrhage taking place, owing to 
the complete lack of placental separation. Repeated dila- 
tation and curettage of the uterus and implantation over 
submucous fibroids have been suggested as predisposing 
causes, while incomplete adhesion may occur in the region 
of the uterine scars. The incidence of adherent placenta 
has been estimated to be from 1 in 6,000 to 1 in 40,000 
births, 

Retained placenta is a condition in which the plaeenta 
separates partially or completely, but because of some 
secondary complication (usually a mechanical one) is not 
expelled from the upper segment of the uterus. The 
commonest cause of placental retention is undoubtedly 
uterine Inertia, and it is interesting to note that the use 
of forceps for delay in the second stage of labour often 
precedes a delay in the third stage. The presence of the 
placenta in the uterus is in itself a sufficient stimulus for 
the recurrence of pains in a short time after the delivery 
of the child. Weak pains are active enough to separate 
the placenta, but strong pains are necessary to strip off 
the adherent membranes and to push the placenta down 
the birth canal. 

1 believe that in most cases of delay in the thirdiStage 
of labour the placenta is lying free in the uterine cavity 
suspended from the uterine wall by the membranes. This 
assertion is borne out at the operation of Caesarean 
section, when the placenta separates as soon as the child 
is delivered : on the other hand, its membranes are found 
to cling firmly to the uterine walls. This point requires 
emphasis, because it has an important bearing on the 
use of injeetion of the umbilical vein, as a mode of 
treatment for retained placenta. Irregular contractions 
of the uterus (of which the best example is a contraction 
ring) may hold a placenta in the uterine cavity and act 
as another cause of delay in the third stage of labour. 
Such contractions follow interference — either internal 
, interference during delivery, meddlesome interference with 
the fundus after the completion of the second stage, or, 
lastly, the injudicious use of pituitary e.xtracts. 

It was because the danger of over-zealous interference 
was realized that a rule for the conduct of the third stage 
of labour was introduced into the Leeds Maternity Hos-

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pital some years ago which forbade the touching of the 
uterus for twenty minutes after delivery of the child 
unless a free loss of blood merited fundal massage. Like 
all rules this one was bound to fail ; in 1932 a patient 
bled to death owing to the filling up of her atonic uterus 
with blood, while no obviops outward signs of loss of 
blood were noted by the nurse in charge. 

Nowadays a hand is placed above the fundus, not for 
the purpose of controlling it but rather to appreciate any 
changes which may take place in it : should it soften and 
rise in the abdomen, then gentle massage is applied to 
it in order to excite contractions of the uterus ; should 
it harden and rise in the abdomen, then tests for the free- 
dom of the after-birth are made. The estimation of the 
general condition of a recently delivered woman is a 
matter of considerable difficulty, for the amount of blood 
that she can lose without being upset varies greatly. The 
pulse rate may -show an alteration of only five beats per 
minute after a loss of 1,700 c.cm. of blood. The blood 
pressure and pulse volume are much safer indices: a 
systolic blood pressure below 100 mm. suggests the need 
of salines, and below 80 mm. the need of a blood trans- 
fusion. 

Certain mechanical factors may also act as causes of 
retention of the placenta. In placenta praevia the attach- 
ment of the placenta to the relatively inert lower segment 
and its consequent partial and delayed separation leads to 
post-partum as well as to ante-partum haemorrhage. 
Similarly, in hydramnios — quite apart from the possibility 
of associated uterine inertia — the placenta may be thin 
and may cover a large area, thus acting as a poor stimulus 
for uterine contractions. A patient is quite commonly 
received into the wards with a retained placenta and no 
bleeding in whom, after examination, the placenta is con- 
sidered to be free in the uterine cavity, but its passage is 
prevented by a full urinary bladder: after catheterization 
expression is an easy matter. The presence of fibroids 
is another not uncommon mechanical cause of retained 
placenta ; the retention may be due to the associated 
uterine inertia or the placenta may rest in a pocket 
formed from the uterine cavity which has been distorted 
by the fibroid. 

Dangerous Methods of Removal 

A placenta was said to be retained if it had remained 
in the uterus for two hours after the delivery of the child. 
This definition is adequate only in the absence of bleeding, 
for when there is post-partum haemorrhage it is imperative 
that the placenta be removed as soon as possible. At 
present the methods for the removal of the retained 
placenta in general use are Crede’s manoeuvre (at first 
without an anaesthetic and then with an anaesthetic), and, 
should this fail, manual removal. For some reason or 
other both yield better results in the hands of general 
practitioners than in those of the staffs of lying-in hos- 
pitals ; nevertheless I feel that they are dangerous methods, 
especially that of manual removal. 

During the past six years I have seen serious cases of 
shock, one case of complete inversion, one of ruptured 
uterus, and many of partial delivery with rupture of the 
placenta, all follow Crede’s manoeuvre and render it neces- 
sary for them to be sent to hospital. Manual removal of 
the placenta is one of the most fatal of surgical procedures, 
and one in every four cases in which it is used shows 
signs of uterine infection — according to the B.M.A. 
standard. Of eighty-four cases of manual removal 
recorded in Leeds between 1924 and 1930 thirty-eight were 
morbid and thirteen ended in death. The dangers of the

operation are many, and include sepsis, shock, haemor- 
rhage, and rupture of the uterus. 

It is the fear of these complications that has en- 
couraged the staffs of hospitals to avoid manual removal 
if possible, and it is tojhis delay that the high mortality 
rate from this procedure .is attributable. Of thirteen 
deaths recorded in Leeds eleven occurred at or within 
a few hours of the. operation and only two subsequently 
from sepsis. These figures suggest that the operation was 
delayed until it became an urgent necessity and the 
patients were in extremis. The frequent manual removals 
carried out by general practitioners without death super- 
vening may be explained by the suggestion that they arc 
done mainly soon after the delivery of the child (possibly 
in cases which hardly merit such intervention) and that 
they too arc successful in- avoiding the introduction of 
sepsis. In spite of this, however, two or three patients 
are admitted to hospital each year after manual removal 
has been performed, and death follows from one of the 
complications already mentioned. 

Treatment by Injection 

It is this diflkulty of not knowing when the placenta 
should be removed manually that has made the introduc- 
tion of the method of injecting the umbilical vein so 
welcome. This method was used in 1826 by Mojon, who 
employed cold acidulated water and thought that his 
results were obtained on account of the low temperature. 
Jarcho in 1928 described two cases in which, after the 
injection of 250 c.cm. of saline into the umbilical vein, 
the placenta was expelled. He surmised that a retro- 
placental hydroma was formed which separated the 
placenta. It was this memorandum that suggested our 
starting work on the injection method, the tcchniqvic of 
which may be outlined as follows. 

The umbilical cord is cleansed with spirit, the trocar and 
cannula is inserted into the umbilical vein about eight 
inches from the vulva, and held in place with a cord liga- 
ture ; 450 c.cm. of sterile saline at blood heal arc then 
injected as rapidly as possible by means of a Higginson's 
syringe. The uterus rises in the abdomen, contr.tctions 
occur, and the placenta is separated ; in many cases it is 
expelled spontaneously, I injected a hundred freshly 



delivered placentae with saline and found that they could 
accommodate 500 c.cm. of fluid before they begin to leak. 
This finding invalidates Jarcho’s theory of the formation 
of a relroplaccntal hydroma. Doubtless the true explana- 
tion lies in the fact that on injection the placenta increases 
until it is nearly twice its original bulk, packs the uterus, 
stops the bleeding, and in most cases elicits contractions 
forcible enough to push the placenta into the vagina and 
to strip off the membranes from the wall of the uterus. 

After the completion of the injection tests are m.adc 
for the freedom of the placenta. If these tests show that 
the placenta is in the lower uterine segment or in the 
vaginal vault the fundus is massaged and the placenta 
is "expressed. If, on the other hand, the tests show that 


the placenta is still in the upper part of the uterine 
cavity the patient must not be disturbed. The uterus has 
been packed by the distended placenta and bleeding 
ceases ; further solution may be injected if bleeding 
recurs, and eventually, as the patient's' condition improves, 
the uterus will regain its tone and tlic placenta can bo 
expressed. 

Advantages of the Method 

The injection method has the, advantage of simplicity 
in that it requires little surgical technique. Moreover, 
the umbilical vein is the largest vessel in the cord and 
the needle can be easily introduced. Water which has 
been recently boiled may be employed, and after the injec- 
tion has been completed the cannula may be plugged by 
reinserting the trocar. It is advisable to insert the cannula 
into the vein as far away from the vulva as possible 
in order to preserve a long length- of cord lest further 
injections be found necessary. 

Surprise may be felt that such a convenient w.ay of re- 
leasing the placenta fell into disuse. Its disrepute resulted 
from the use of non-sicrilc acidulated water, causing some 
patients to become septic ; from the statement made by a 
well-known obstetric surgeon in Germany (Koerting, 
1925), where the method was commonly employed, that 
it was of no value in cases of. haemorrhage ; and from the 
fact that unless the fluid is injected quickly no rapid 
change in the bulk of the uterine content is obtained and 
the resultant uterine contractions are weak. Consequently 
the use of glycerin as the injection fluid is not likely to 
yield good results, because such a viscid fluid cannot be 
injected quickly. 

After the introduction of the injection treatment of 
retained placenta the need for manual removal imme- 
diately fell from twenty-five to one or two a year, and 
that method was used in cases where the cord was 
mticcratcd or absent. In the Leeds records up to the end 
of the year 1935 the umbilical cord had been injected on 
186 occasions, mainly for retained placenta, with or with- 
out post-parlum haemorrhage ; of these only two cases 
ended fatally and eight were reported morbid. One of 
the deaths occurred after admission in a moribund condi- 
tion, and the other was that of a patient with advanced 
heart disease. The septic cases all followed instrumental 
delivery. In comparing these figures with those of manual 
removal we find that the death rate is 1.6,per cent, against 
A 15.4 per cent., and the morbidity rate 8 per cent, against 
45.2 per cent. 

Additional uses to which the injection of the umbilical 
B vein can be put include prophylaxis against post-partum 
haemorrhage (it is our custom to inject the vein if the 
patient lias lost 600 c.cm. of blood without delivery of 
the placenta) as a precaution in cases of placenta praevia 
immediately after the delivery of the child, and as a means 
of clearing the field before suturing cpisiotomy wounds or 
tears accompanying a difficult instrumental delivery. 
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R. Drcnkhahn (Med. Welt, March 20, 1937, p. 394), 
on purely theoretical grounds, arrives at the conclusion 
that atropine in small doses causes a relaxation of, the 
sphincter of the portio vaginalis of the uterus, while it has 
no effect, or possibly a slight stimulating efTcct, on the 
muscles of the body of the uterus. It should be useful m 
over-activity and tetanus of the uterus, but it is relatively 
useless in normal labour, in which the hypophyseal 
extracts arc far more cfl'cctivc. 
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LOCAL ANAESTHESU

The outstanding feature of local anaesthesia is that it 
enables a patient to undergo an operation without loss 
of consciousness — a feature shared with spinal anaesthesia. 

It is obvious that the retention of consciousness may be 
both an advantage and a disadvantage. Local anaesthesia, 
however, supplies the best answer to the patient suffering 
from some minor surgical complaint who states that he 
is perfectly willing to undergo the operation but cannot 
face a general anaesthetic. Owing, however, to the great 
progress nrade in recent years in general anaesthetics, 
in which both the safety and the comfort of the patient 
have been increased, the employment of local anaesthesia 
has become somewhat restricted. 

With the exception of certain special conditions local 
anaesthesia finds its chief usefulness in minor surgery. 
For this reason it is invaluable to the general practitioner. 
This does not imply that it should be limited to minor 
surgery, as it is safe to state that every operation can 
be, and has been, performed under this form of anaes- 
thesia. It still can be regarded as a useful alternative to 
general anaesthesia for most operations and the anaes- 
thetic of choice for many. A local anaesthetic may with 
advantage be employed in the following circumstances. 

1. Used alone, or after preliminary medication with mor- 
phine and h>oscine, in minor surgical conditions such as 
removal of sebaceous c} sts, adenoma, lipoma, e.xcision of scars, 
removal of small foreign bodies, etc. 

2. In more extensive operations; (a) when the patient dreads 
a general anaesthetic ; (b) when the patient’s condition is such 
that a local anaesthetic would be less dangerous than a general, 

3. In combination with general anaesthesia to obtain relaxa- 
tion and lessen the amount of general anaesthetic given. 

4. When the practitioner is single-handed and has to act as 
both anaesthetist and surgeon. 

Contraindications include such conditions as sepsis 
round the site of the injection an'd patients who dread 
being “ awake ” during an operation. Young children 
are not considered good subjects, although it is interesting 
to note that a local anaesthetic is advocated for Ramm- 
stedt operations. 

Among the advantages are ease of administration, 
absence of extensive preparation of the patient, freedom 
from unpleasant after-effects, and last, but by no means' 
least, safety. The surgeon must remember that the 
patient is riot unconscious and that the area of anaesthesia 
is limited ; gentleness must therefore be of the highest 
order. 

Local .\naesthetic .-kgents 

Many drugs are available which appear to' give good 
results. As my experience has been chiefly with novocain 
that drug ojily will be referred to here. It may be used 
in dilutions of 1/2 per cent, to 2 per cent., and unless 
otherwise stated it will be assumed that 1/2 per cent, is 
the strength referred to throughout this paper. 

Novocain solutions can be repeatedly boiled for steril- 
ization and as much as 200 c.cm. of’the 1/2 per cent 
solution be injected with safety.' The addition of 


adrenaline hydrochloride ( 1 in 1,000) in the proportion of 
three drops to each fluid ounce of the solution gives two 
advantages: the duration of the anaesthesia is increased, 
and there is less haemorrhage in the field of operation. 
Where adrenaline may be harmful on account of its action 
on the circulation, as in to.xic goitre, novocain and 
cobefrin *’ may be used. Cobefrin " is claimed to have 
no adverse effect on the circulation, and certainly produces 
a satisfactory ischaemia. 

Instruments and Method 

A good syringe capable of being sterilized — one of 
10 c.cm. capacity is a handy size — and an assortment of 
needles ranging from fine hypodermics to those of from 
two to three inches in length are needed. Longer needles 
may be used but they are rather more difficult to direct. 
A ■■ continuous-flow ” type of syringe saves time when an 
e.xtensive area requires infiltration. 

Local anaesthesia may be produced by (1) local infiltra- 
tion, (2) nerve blocking, or f3) a combination of the two. 
Before the injections are started the patient, if at all 
nervous or if the area to be infiltrated is e.xtensive, should 
be given a hypnotic. For adults morphine 1/6 to 1/4 
grain or omnopon, if preferred, combined with hyoscine 
1,150 grain will prove helpful. The more powerful basal 
narcotics, as avertin or nembutal, are not as useful as 
one might suppose, for should the patient be only lightly 
under these drugs he may resent the discomforts of the 
infiltration and become restless and difficult to control. 
The area to be infiltrated, the syringe, needles, solution, 
and the hands of the anaesthetist must be prepared with 
the care that is given to any surgical operation. 

First of all a wheal is raised in the skin with a fine 
hypodermic needle at the proximal end of the area re- 
quiring anaeslhetization ; through this wheal a larger and 
longer needle is thrust and the infiltration carried on under 
the skin. If the infiltration is done gently and slowly 
the discomfort is reduced to a minimum. In loose skin 
the area of subcutaneous infiltration can be followed 
with ease and the exact spread of the solution accurately 
determined. Subsequent insertions of the needle should 
always be through the anaesthetic area, so limiting the pain 
to the first prick of the hypodermic needle. 

While infiltrating, care must be taken to avoid direct 
injection into the circulation. This may be guarded 
against by taking the following precautions. As the needle 
is pushed forward under the skin the plunger should be 
pressed down to send a stream of the solution before the 
needle point. This will tend to push aside small vessels 
and lessens the possibih'ty of injection into their lumen, 
or of causing a haematoma. When in the proximity of 
large vessels the plunger should be withdrawn slightly 
from time to time to see that- no blood is aspirated into 
the syringe. Perhaps the safest way is to thrust the needle 
to the limit of the area and infiltrate only while it is 
being slowly withdrawn. It is possible that the failure 
to observe these precautions have been responsible for 
the rare accidents which have been reported. 

For conditions such as small cysts, or when skin in- 
cisions onlv are required, a single broad line of infiltra- 
tion is all that is necessary. For larger tumours an 
elliptical area surrounding the tumour must be infiltrated 
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will reach the external abdominal ring, where the cor 
must be infiltrated as it crosses the pubis. On completion 
of the infiltration the patient should be allowed to lie 
quietly for some twenty to thirty minutes, while tne 
solution is taking effect, before the operation is started. 

Many operations, such as evulsion of the phrenic nerve 
in cases of active phthisis, colostomies or caecostomies 
in patients dangerously ill with obstruction, may be i^r- 
formed with advantage under a local anaesthesia, but 
space does not permit of giving details of each case. i 

OTHER CONDITIONS 

In the third class mention may be made of blocking the 
lower intercostal nerves, as already described, with 2 per 
cent, novocain and adrenaline on one or both sides. 

An extensive field blocking of the abdominal wall with 
1/2 per cent, novocain and adrenaline may be combined 
with nerve blocking or employed alone. These measures 
should be carried out while the patient is under gas and 
oxygen, and when successfully performed contribute 
markedly towards obtaining muscular relaxation and so 
limiting the amount of ether or chloroform that has to 
be used. 

Other uses of local anaesthesia include its employment 
in dental work and its recent application for injection of 
fractures, while cocaine or its substitutes are largely 
utilized for nose, throat, and eye operations. 

The few examples of the application of local anaes- 
thesia given in this article, while by no means exhaustive, 
may serve to show its value both to the whole-time 
anaesthetist and to the practitioner, and may encourage 
its employment by those who have as yet not been tempted 
to try it.

ENGLAND AND WALES 

West Riding Medical Charitable Society 

The one hundred and ninth annual meeting of this 
long-established Yorkshire charity was held at Harrogate 
under the chairmanship of Dr. Edgecombe. The objects 
of this society are to help medical men who have fallen 
on evil times and to give financial assistance to the 
dependants of members who die without having made 
provision for them. Of late years the society has inter- 
ested itself to a greater extent than formerly in securing 
adequate education for the children of its members. In 
some twenty different centres of the West Riding one 
or two stewards are elected to report on the financial 
condition of the applicants for help, and in many cases 
they are able to give that personal information which is 
such a valuable supplement to mere documentary evidence. 
Any grants that are made are handed to the stewards, 
who are given discretionary powers in the dispensing of 
the money. Membership now numbers 1,261, and the 
financial condition of the society is very, sound. The in- 
vested funds amount to £55,577, and the ordinary income 
is about £3,100, which represents the amount derived 
from investments and the one guinea annual subscrip- 
tions of members. At the annual meeting just held grants 
amounting to £2,713 were awarded, and a special grant 
of £50 was again made to Epsom College towards their 
fund for the provision of foundation scholarships for the 


sons of medical men. Dr. Wardrop Griffith, who has 
acted as honorary treasurer of the society for the last 
sixteen years, has resigned that position, and will be suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Harold Collinson. At the end ot the 
meeting the president. Dr. Edgecombe, asked Dr. Grithth 
to accept from the officers and stewards of the society an 
antique silver loving-cup as a token of their appreciation 
of his devoted service during his si.xteen years’ tenure ot 
the office of treasurer. 

Nutrition in Lancashire - 

The annual report for 1936 of the county medical officer 
of health and school medical officer to the Lancashire 
County Council Education Committee includes an interest- 
ing paper dealing with the nutrition of children at a council 
school. Some ten years ago a shop in the vicinity of this 
school greatly increased its turnover by providing fried 
chipped potatoes for children who were unable to go home 
for dinner. It then occurred to the head master to arrange 
for a well-cooked and varied midday meal at the school 
itself, and this scheme, by careful organization and by the 
delegation of the greater part of the housekeeping, market- 
ing, and finance to the children, soon worked so smoothly 
that the head master found less than an hour a week to be 
adequate time for its supervision. The school in question 
serves a fair-sized village with a surrounding agricultural 
district. Nledical surveys of 147 children, of whom rather 
less than a third were “ school-fed,"' demonstrated that 
with the exception of one case these children were in better 
condition than the “ home-fed.” There were no badly 
nourished children in the “ school-fed " group. The bene- 
ficial effect of the school midday dinner was most marked 
among the older children, who had in most cases been 
“ school-fed ” for two or three years. These striking results 
were obtained in a district where there is little poverty, and 
are attributed not to a calorific superiority but to a greater 
variety of diet in the school regime,, for the home dinners 
were too frequently either stew or chipped potatoes. It is 
suggested that even more satisfactory results would be 
obtained by the application of this scheme in really poor 
districts. 

Harlow Wood Orthopaedic Hospital 

OiAJuiy 28 Mr. R. H. Bemays, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Health, opened the new ward and e.x- 
tensions of the Harlow Wood Orthopaedic Hospital at 
Nottingham. These will provide twenty-one beds for male 
patients, rooms for about eight private patients, and addi- 
tional accommodation for nurses. The total number of 
beds in the hospital is now approximately 155. Before 
the ceremony the 'eighth annual meeting of the hospital 
was held under the presidency of the Duke of Portland. 
The president of the hospital, ihe.Duchess of Portland, in 
proposing the adoption of the annual report, said that the 
waiting list was larger than it had been at any time since 
the opening of the third ward three years ago. Mr. 
Bernays, in seconding the proposal, was impressed by the 
happy union of voluntary effort with support from em- 
ployers, employees, and local authorities. He hoped that 
the progress made at Harlow Wood might be an incentive 
to the initiation of similar co-ordinated schemes in other 
areas. Mr. S. A. S. Malkin, supporting the adoption of 
the report, said that the Midland Colliery Owners’ Mutual 
Indemnity Company had offered to give £5,000 as a con- 
tnbution towards the provision of additional beds for the 
treatment of injured miners. This was an indication that 
what h^ been done in the past by the hospital had not 
only been beneficial to the men but had been a success 
from the financial point of view. Referring to co-opera- 
tion between hospitals, he said that he hoped to see in 
the Nottingham area a grouping of hospitals with a joint 
contributory scheme, so that every’ patient could be ad- 
mitted to the hospital best suited to deal with his or her

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- Secondly, there is the question of material. Either blood 
or urine may be used, and it has been established that the 
ratio of alcohol in blood to that in urine varies narrowly 
about a mean figure of 1 : 1.35. In view of the common 
aversion of laymen to giving blood and the greater ease of 
collection of urine, especially in cases of drunkenness, we 
have found it very much simpler to work on urine. The 
quantity of urine available, moreover, makes it more easy 
to look for interfering substances. 

Thirdly, it must be emphasized that it is the amount of 
alcohol absorbed into the blood which determines the 
extent of the intoxication rather than the absolute amount 
consumed. It has been established that prt at least of the 
greater tolerance of the habitual drinker is due to his lower 
rate of absorption. Even taking this into account, it can 
be staled for any individual that a given blood alcohol 
concentration indicates a certain minimum alcohol con- 
sumption, and it is in this that lies the whole value of 
the test. The habitual drinker, of course, requites a larger 
consumption to produce a given concentration than does 
the occasional drinker. 

Fourthly, there appears to be a feeling that certain cases • 
will show strongly anomalous figures for alcohol concen- 
tration, and some people have an uneasy suspicion that 
they themselves might be regarded as under the influence 
of drink with a comparatively low alcohol consumption. 
We have not found this, to be the case. It is generally 
accepted, and we have confirmed, that an alcohol concen- 
tration between 100 and 150 mg. per 100 ml. is the 
threshold concentration required to produce definite 
clinical symptoms of drunkenness. Our experiments all 
indicate that moderate consumption in an average person 
produces concentrations of the order of 45 to 80 mg. per 
100 ml. in one and a half hours, which is well below 
the threshold. We have not attempted in oisr experiments, 
nor do we think it possible, to differentiate between any- 
thing more than the very broad stages of drunkenness, and 
in our opinion it is undesirable to classify intoxication any 
more precisely. 

Moreover, persons charged with being under the 
influence of drink to a sufficient extent as to render them 
incapable of having proper control of a vehicle do not 
fall within the “ doubtful ” zone at all. In some typical 
police cases we found the following figures ;

Of these, those in the group under 100 mg. per 100 ml. 
were found “ Not guilty," so that the fears of the innocent 
arc unfounded in fact. Finally, we must emphasize that the 
blood-alcohol Test does not penalize the guilty, except in 
so far as it renders the defence more difficult, but it is of 
enormous value to an innocent person. A person who'has 
had a glass of beer and is charged on the strength of the 
odour of alcohol in bis breath, or whose defect is due to 
disability or disease, has in the blood-alcohol concentra- 
tion test a perfect answer to the charge. — We are, etc.,

Treatment of Giant-cell Tumour of Bone 

SiR—lf Dr. G. R. Osborn (Journal, August 14, p. 351) 
had been present at the discussion in Belfast he wpuld 
have heard that there was general agreement upon three 
points: 

1. That a tumour of hone could only be diagnosed 
with certainty by means of a biopsy. 

2. That such a biopsy should consist of a free explora- 
tion 'of the tumour with pathological investigation carried 
out at leisure and not hurried in the operating theatre, for 
bone pathology is notoriously difficult, and there are few 
pathologists qualified to give an opinion in a difficult case, 

3. That an osteoclastoma Ibenign giant-cell tumour) is 
capable of cure by the simple and safe surgical procedure 
of curetting. 

The importance of these principles is emphasized by 
the case that Dr. Osborn quotes. This unfortunate man 
was subjected to .t-ray treatment without any steps being 
taken to arrive at an accurate diagnosis. The tumour 
appeared to enlarge in spite of the treatment. An opera- 
tion was then performed— a biopsy with immediate frozen 
sections from which a diagnosis could not be made, so 
the limb was amputated. Had he fallen into the hands 
of a surgeon who worked on the lines I have mentioned 
he would have had an early biopsy and a correct diagnosis, 
and his limb would have been saved fay curetting. 

I do not deny that radiation can arrest and cure an 
osteoclastoma, and there are cases in which inaccessibility 
or other reason may render this the treatment of choice. 
But why should the simple and safe surgical method which 
has been in use for forty years be abandoned for the much 
more dangerous method of radiation? 

Those who advocate the use of radiation in the treat- 
ment of non-malignant tumours forget, perhaps, that they 
are using a method which must have an effect upon the 
other cellular elements besides those of the tumour. Skin, 
muscle, vessels, nerves, joint capsule, etc.,- must all be 
affected by the radiation, and the osteoclastoma requires, 
I believe," a heavy dosage. There is a real risk of inter- 
fering with function and, in a young person, with growth, 
A case which came under my observation at St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Hospital some years ago emphasizes this point. 

A young girl, a patient of a surgical colleague, had a tumour 
of the sacrum, which was diagnosed fay faiopsy as a benign 
giant-cell tumour. It was not considered practicable to open 
up thoroughly and curette, so radiation uealmenl was given 
and the growth arrested. But some years later she came to 
the orthopaedic department because of trouble first in one and 
later in the other hip-joint. It was then found that her sexual 
development had failed completely, no doubt because of the 
effect of the radiation treatment upon the pelvic organs ; and 
she bad a progressive slipping of the epiphysis of the head 
of the femur in each hip (adoiescent^coxa vara) with pro- 
gressive arthritic changes such as are practically unknown in 
this deformity until much later in life. There is strong reason 
to believe that the development of the coxa vara and the 
subsequent degenerative changes in the hip-joints were also 
the result of the radiation treatment. 

Dr. Osborn also suggested that the combination of 
radiation with biopsy is apt to render the tumour maiig- 
nant. It is difficult to understand his reason for this. If 
a faiopsy has not been done in the first place, , there' is 
nothing (b prove that the tumour was not malignant from 
ffie start- Does Dr. Osborn suggest that merely cutting 
into an innocent tumour can render it malignant? If not, 
then the treatment by radiation is the only possible factor 
that can produce malignancy — surely another reason 
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tion, which tend to disappear when the mechanical dis- 
abilities are adequately treated. In a few of my cases 
I have had opportunity to establish the fact of such reduce 
lion by direct inspection. 

The degree of certainty with which one can relieve 
distressing symptoms (both intra- and e.xtra-abdominal) in 
cases of colonic insufficiency which is not due to ordinary 
organic disease, and which react unsatisfactorily to medical 
therapy, is astonishing. It convinces me that these \ery 
common developmental abnormalities are the most impor- 
tant 'factors in the production of such symptoms. In 
particular, the evacuation of the colon attained is usually 
so satisfactory that patients speak of the act with 
enthusiasm ! 

I am fully aware of the hostile attitude towards surgical 
treatment of these conditions prevalent in the British Isles 
and elsewhere. Sir William Arbuthnot Lane, by advocat- 
ing treatment which in many cases could only he described 
as disastrous, queered the pitch '* which he had so care- 
fully prepared. The inadequate measures put forward by 
others, planned to relieve only parts of the uouble, met 
with the discouraging degree of failure which one would 
nowadays e.\pect. In spite of all that the results of the 
treatment which 1 advocate (gradually evolved over a 
period of twenty-five to thirty years) make me wish that 
some other surgeons would fairly put it to the test. There 
is indeed ample material available. For that reason I have 
described the operation very fully in my book The 
Colon as a Health Regulator (Macmillan Company of 
Canada, Toronto — represented by Macmillan and Co., 
Ltd., London), which was reviewed in the Journal of June 
19 (p. 1259). 

•illy book is concerned chiefly with the recording of 
actual facts. The facts in relation to the results of treat- 
ment are so encouraging, and in some cases so surprising, 
that I am hopeful that those who are interested in the sub- 
ject will read my book before they accept Professor . 
Learmonth's dogmatic condemnation of surgical inter- 
vention when faulty colonic function has to be treated, 

I am convinced as to the efficacy of proper surgical 
treatment in these colonic cases. The propriety of the 
treatment is evidenced by the relief which it affords in the 
matter of local symptoms (both subjective and objective) 
and in giving a feeling of general well-being previously 
absent. One can speak, just as Professor Learmonth does, 
of “dramatic immediate improvement in- function,” and 
very few patients fail to maintain that improvem'eqt. 

Armchair criticism is to be deprecated in the discussion 
of this matter, as it is in other practical problems. The 
fact is that very few can speak with justifiable conviction 
about the full surgical treatment 1 recommend because 
they have not tried it! Most of my patients have undergone 
careful and prolonged medical treatment by various doctors 
without relief. A recent very miserable one brought to 
me a dossier of prescriptions, diet sheets, regulations for 
daily life, etc., more than an inch thick. He had con- 
sulted twenty-two doctors, and had been to a special clinic 
in Paris— without any benefit. Yet within ten days of 
operation his outlook on life had become completely 
changed and has remained so. His remarks are exuberant 
with regard to his general health and the action of hir 
colon! .A similarly affected patient, operated on seven 
years ago, has been seen unexpectedly, owing to an injury, 
since I decided to write this letter. His enthusiasm con- 
cerning my treatment of his abnormal colonic conditions 
has not lessened, so that the effect of the operation need 
not be ephemeral, as some destructiie critics would have 
It!

Sir. — I n a note on The Colon as a Health Regulatot 
by Sir Henry M. W. Gray IJoiir/ial, June 19, p. 1259), 
it is said that one statistical statement “ does not accord ” 
with another statistical statement. The first statement 
refers to ifie number of deaths— namely, four— in the 
series of 205 operations, while the second refers to the 
number of cases in which complete failure has to be 
recorded — namely, ! per cent, in the series. As these 
figures deal with two entirely different compulations the 
question of “accord" does not arise: on the other hand, 
there is no contrariety between them. Tne last sentence, 
“ Other claims unsupported by figures may be even wider 
of the mark,” can have no bearing whatever, as your 
reviewer up to this point has failed to prove anything wide 
of the mark. 

The impression is inescapable that your reviewer in- 
dulges in fault-finding in questioning the data of the book, 
with the evident intention of disparaging this work, but 
those who know the character and reputation of the 
author will give no credence to such misleading state- 
ments. The really unfortunate result of such " notes,” 
appearing as they do in a publication of the high standing 
of the British AJeJical Journal, is that they may turn 
medical men away from a study of the book and thereby, 

I am convinced,, deprive many patients of the often very 
great and permanent relief that only the treatment outlined 
in this book can afford. Having had the opportunity 
of e.xafflining numerous patients submitted to the author's 
operation, I can assure your readers that Sir Henry is 
distinctly conservative as to the beneficial results attained,

Sir, — I n reply to Mr. E. C. Slesinger's letter (Journal, 
August 14, p. 352). we must e,\press our regret at having 
inadvertently misrepresented his views on the surgical 
problems of the elongated pelvic colon. In e.xlenuation 
we can only say that we were misled by the very words 
which he quotes from his original paper: “The following 
remarks are therefore not intended to suggest that elonga-* 
lion of the pelvic colon necessarily results in the produc- 
tion of symptoms, but rather to point out that in certain 
cases such elongation produces results sufficiently severe 
to call for relief. . . .” 

These remarks seemed to us to indicate that Mr. 
Slesinger believed that cenain cases of uncomplicated 
dolichosigmoid were capable of producing symptoms re- 
quiring surgical treatment. While we are in complete 
agreement with many of Mr. Slesinger's published views, 
there is, nevertheless, a considerable divergence in our 
respective altitudes to some - aspects of the subject ; the 
chief difference is that we do not believe that dolicho- 
sigmoid in the absence of certain complicating factors can 
ever require surgical intervention. 

Our opinion still coinddes with that of Mr. Garnett 
Wright (Journal, April 28, 1928, p. 712), that the produc- 
tion of bands on the outer surface of the mesentery Is 
due to plastic peritonitis set up by repeated attacks of 
panial strangulation, and not to a natural reaction of the 
body to the strain of an overloaded sigmoid colon. The 
cases referred to by .Mr. Slesinger in his letter to the 
Journal of July 15, 1933 (p. 129), in which a peculiar tvpe 
of constipation was produced by a prolapse of the loaded 
pelvic colon and consequent abnormal angulation at the 
P-Rirectal junction, do not appear to us to require surgical 
intervention. Our own standpoint is that radical surdcal 
me^ures should be reserved for patients in whom^the 
clinical and radiological features present a characteristic 
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lo establish that traumatic periostitis of the extensor carpi 
radialis brevis is the responsible condition, 'piay I give a 
brief description of its principal features. 

1. It is in my experience the commonest of the disabilities 
occurring in the elbow of a tennis player. 

2 . It is brought on by the exce.ssi\e use of the extensor 
carpi radialis brevis muscle, as in the fixation of the wrist in 
slight dorsificxion lo obtain the maximum grip on the racket. 

3. Jt is localized lo the site of origin of the muscle. 

4. The pathology as shown by operative exploration is best 
described in stages. First, there is a tear at the site of origin 
of the tendon from the periosteum, with extravasation of 
fluid forming a localized oedema ; the eltusion of blood is 
slight owing to the relative avascularily of the tendon; 
secondly, the oedema or clot is organized, and forms a fibrous 
tissue adhesion. If the condition is extensive it may give 
rise lo such a marked periosteal reaction that it will show in 
an .c-ray film. 

The localization of the site of the disability is dependent 
on the following factors; 

(0) The pain occurs on increasing the tension in the extensor 
carpi radialis brevis muscle — for example, fay active contrac- 
tions as in lifting or gripping with the forearm pronated, or by 
passive stretching as in flexion of the wrist with the elbow 
extended. Mr. Cyriax points out a useful test ; ” .•\cuvc ex- 
tension of the wrist by a patient with tennis elbow causes 
him mote pain when it is resisted by pressure on the heads of 
ihe metacarpals than when the pressure is applied on the tips 
of the extended fingers.” 

(1) The pain occurs at the site of origin of the extensor 
carpi radialis brevis muscle, and may in some cases be accom- 
panied by pain in the line of the muscle itself. 

tc) Tenderness is maximal at the origin of the extensor 
carpi radialis brevis muscle — that is, just above the capitellum 
on the anterior aspect of the humerus, and not strictly localized 
to the radio-humeral joint line or the epicondyle itself. 

The results of treatment indirectly confirm the patho- 
logy, and treatment itself naturally depends on the patho- 
logical stage of the condition. In the acute stage rest 
from tennis is the main line to be adopted ; occasionally 
manipulation dispersing the localized oedema will relieve 
the tension and so abolish The pain. In the second stage, 
the stage of adhesions, manipulation may rupture these 
tender structures and effect a cure. Lastly, open opera- 
tion, whereby the periosteum is elevated from the bone 
in the affected region, can undoubtedly be successful in 
a still larger proportion of cases. 

It is for reasons contained in the above description that 
1 think the term traumatic periostitis should be accepted as 
synonymous with tennis elbow, and other cases, such as 
nipping of the frayed edge of a coronary ligament, liga- 
mentous strain, bursa formation, arthritis of the elbow- 
joint, generalized fibrositis, or any of the other twenty-six 
pathologies which have been suggested, should be diag- 
nosed under their appropriate headings. — I am, etc.,

iVIalaria Control 

^ Sir, In the Journal of June 5 (p. 1175) there appeared 
a letter by Dr. W. M. McDonald on the use of quinine. 
If the figures given are correct, then each person would 
have had, on an average, a dose of 140 grains. At a daily 
dose of 5 grains that would be sufficient for thirty days 
and no more. But some of that quinine was used for 
curative purposes in large doses, so that the average of 
5‘grain prophylactic doses must have been taken for 
less than thirty days. It is obvious then that the 
c-riiinine was not used properly as a prophvlaciic ; the 
popiihiion could not possibly have had the daily dose of 
5 giains over the necessary period of months. 


This problem of quinine is very old, and al.so tire.sorne. 
From an extensive experience in such areas I am convinced 
that quinine is a most valuable prophylactic ; and one 
wonders why there is so much doubt about. The figures 
given in this letter afford a perfect explanation. They 
seem to me to he a terrible admission of the failure ot the 
measures, but scarcely concern the mathod, as the method 
was not followed. That is exactly what one finds in these 
malarial areas ; where the people take their daily dose 
regularly and at the proper time they do not get malaria, 
or very seldom. It is the people who pretend to take it 
regularly but who certainly do not do so who go down ; 
then they take very large doses and become seriously ill. 

J suggest that Dr. McDonald’s letter shows conclusively 
that it is the administration which is at fault and not the 
method. I consider that the agitation against the use of 
quinine as a prophylactic does a vast amount of harm. 
No one will decry the other measures, such as drainage, 
etc., but it is not often easy lo apply them ; whereas the 
quinine can be used everywhere and by everyone, with 
few exceptions. — I am, etc.,

seen that 1 adopt every other means, as well as quinine, 
to live in comfort and health. It is when one goes about 
that one requires and finds the benefit of quinine. 

Squint and Heterophoria 

Sir. — In the discussion on squint and heterophoria in 
the Section of Ophthalmology at the Annual Meeting 
I was reported to have pointed out •* the dangers involved 
in too radical operative disturbance of the extra-ocular 
muscles ” iJoiirnal, August 7, p. 285). It was what I think 
is a m^hanically incorrect, and not a radical correction, 
to which I object. I consider that in squint the place of 
insertion of the muscles into the eyeball is not at fault ; 
that advancement or recession operations cannot result in 
harmonious action of the recti and oblique muscles ; and 
that the right operative procedure to correct the deformity 
is to lengthen a muscle that is too short by longitudinally 
splitting it into three strands and tenotomizing the two 
outer strands (lower and upper), and to shorten a muscle 
that is too long by dividing the tendon the necessary 
distance back from the eyeball and suturing tendon to 
tendon. — I am, etc.,

The annual dinner of Westminster Hospital Old Students 
will tje held at the Park Lane Hotel, London, on Saturday, 
October 2, with Mr. A. F. MacCallan in the chair. The 
inaugural address of the school will be given at the Ca.xton 
Hall. London, on Monday, October 4, at 3 p.m., by Sir 
Seymour Hicks. 

,An anonymous donor has offered the Royal Northern 
Hospital, Holloway, London, a gift of £40,000 provided 
that a similar amount is contributed by others interested 
in the work of London's seventh largest general hospital. 
This munificent gift is made in connexion with the 
special appeal for £350,000 for the reopening of wards 
and for the renovation and rebuilding of certain parts 
of the hospital. 

The ninth annual conference of the National Smoke 
Abatement Society will be held at the Philosphical Hall, 
Leeds, on Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, September 30, 
October J and 2. The programme includes discussions 
on town planning and smoke abatement and education and 
smoke abatement, and papers will be read by representa- 
tives of the regional committees.

The fifth session of the Australasian Medical Congress 
was opened by Sir George Murray, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, at Adelaide on August 23.

.stone of the Institute of Medical Research, to which 
Dr, E. W. Hurst has been appointed director. 

The tenth Congress of French-speaking Gynaecologists 
and Obstetricians will be held in Paris from September 
30 to October 2, under the presidency of Professor * 
Moequot. 

We leam from the Pharmaceutical Journal that new - 
regulations imposed by the National Health Administra- 
tion of China prohibit in all advertisements, circulars, 
labels, or wrappers of patent medicines any wording or 
meaning suggestive of the futility of professional medical 
treatment, or -any contemptuous or detrimental remark 
about the medical profession. 

Dr. H. M. O. Lester, Deputy Director of Sleeping 
Sickness Service, Nigeria, has been awarded a Carnegie 
grant for visits to the Congo, Tanganyika, the Southern 
Sudan, and other parts of Africa to study methods of 
sleeping-sickness control. 

The King has granted Dr. Robert Scott Taylor authority 
to wear the Insignia of the Third Class of the Brilliant 
Star of Zanzibar conferred upon him by the Sultan of 
Zanzibar in recognition of valuable services rendered bv 
him.

Medicine 

169 Nutrition in Children 

W. Kornfeld and E. Nobel (Wien. klin. Wschr., June 25, 
1937, p. 959) discuss the value of the modern methods 
of determining the slate of nutrition in children. They 
come to the conclusion that the simple classification based 
on body weight and the usual measurements of height arc 
satisfactory when applied to large numbers. In the case 
of children who require special supervision, however, other 
additional methods of examination, such as the investiga- 
tion of the condition of the skeleton, of the muscles, and 
of the adipose layer are necessary. For the purpose of 
investigation children of average height and normal 
weight should be grouped together, those of average 
height but under weight forming another group, those 
of excessive or reduced height but of normal weight a 
third, and so on. These groups should then be investi- 
gated in detail and the findings correlated with the social 
conditions. 

170 Iodine Poisoning 

W. B. Seymour (Arch, intern. Med., June, 1937, p. 952) 
reports a fatal case of exfoliative dermatitis due to the 
application of tincture of iodine to the skin. The patient 
was a man, aged 52, who was suffering from bilateral 
pulmonary tuberculosis. Treatment by artificial pneumo- 
thorax was instituted. The preparation of the skin con- 
sisted in the application of full strength tincture of iodine 
((JS.P.), followed by the removal of the iodine with 70 per 
cent, alcohol. The sixth, application was followed by a 
morbilliform eruption over the whole body, which became 
confluent on the back, but disappeared in three days. 
Ten days later iodine was again applied. The next day 
there was a generalixed morbilliform eruption and the 
prepared area was a fiery red. By the sixth day after 
the last application of iodine the skin was peeling from 
the body in large sheets, leaving great denuded areas 
which exuded serum, so that the bed was constantly wet. 
There was a thick purulent discharge from the eyes and 
a profuse flow of viscid mucoid saliva from the mouth. 
Death occurred the same day. At necropsy, the tracheal 
mucosa was desquamated.,. The oesophageal mucosa had 
also desquamated and formed a cast of the lumen. 
Microscopical examination of the skin showed complete 
desquamation of the epithelium. In the corium there 
was a scant, diffuse infiltration of cells, consisting mainly 
of lymphocytes and polymorphonuclear leucocytes, with 
an occasional eosinophil cell. The author discusses the 
question of whether the iodine-tuberculosis relationship 
might have been responsible for the reaction, but believes 
that other factors must be considered. The fact that no 
reaction appeared until six applications of iodine had 
been made suggests a process of sensitization. The litera- 
ture is surveyed and fourteen cases of hypersensitivity 
to cutaneous applications of iodine are quoted. The 
mortality rate was -16.9 per cent. 

171 Nervous Sequelae of Artificial Pneuniothora.x 

G. Poix and A. J.scquet (Presse ined.. May 19, 1937, 
p. 745) have come to the conclusion that the position 
of the patient during the production of an artificial 
pneumothorax may be responsible for the nervous lesions 
of embolic origin sometimes met with. It was noticed 
that left hemiplegia caused by a gaseous embolus often 
developed during the production of a right-sided pneumo- 
Ihorxx. Such nervoUs lesions as convulsions or paralysis 
were found on the opposite side to the insufflation. 
Experiments hav'c been carried out to show the course 
followed by gaseous emboli in the branches of the aorta 


following a change in the patients position, and the 
results confirmed the original hypothesis. When a right- 
sided pneumothorax is created, the patient is usually 
lying on the left side, and if an embolus develops it 
would be expected to follow the direction of the in- 
nominate uunk, producing paralysis or convulsions on 
the left side. This has been found to be the case in 
thirteen instances. If the patient is in the dorsal or 
ventral position the left side is usually affected, but in 
inducing a left-sided pncumothora,x with the patient lying 
on the right side the embolus follows the left common 
carotid, and nervous lesions appear on the right side. 
This has also been confirmed in actual cases. When in- 
jection is carried out below the clavicle or in the inler- 
scapulo-verlebral space with the patient in a ventral or 
dorsal position, the embolus passes along the innominate 
trunk with localization on the left side, and this was 
observed in sLx cases. If the patient departs from the 
horizontal position the emboli may escape from the 
cavities of the heart, and may cause delayed symptoms or 
death. The' result of these observations is of value in 
determining the correct position when producing artificial 
pneumothorax. If nervous lesions develop during the 
procedure the patient should be placed either in the 
prone ventral position, in the horizontal position, or in 
the Trendelenburg position. , 


Surgery 

172 Acute Pancreatic Necrosis 

F. BER.VHARD (Beitr. klin. Cliir., June 9, 1937, p, 513) 
states that while acute pancreatic necrosis as an imme- 
diate sequel to biliary tract operations is so well known 
that many surgeons have been led to abstain from 
stretching the papilla of Vater, little attention has been 
paid to its occurrence months or years afterwards. The 
removal of gall-stones has been erroneously thought to 
confer immunity from acute pancreatic disease, Bernhard 
found, however, six cases of acute pancreatic necrosis 
occurring since 1900, and following 1,000 choledccho- 
tomies and 5,000 cholecystectomies. Nevertheless, surgical 
treatment of cholelithiasis does diminish the ris.k of acute 
pancreatic disease. The surmise that in such cases a 
stone in the common duct has been overlooked at opera- 
tion is supported by their greater frequency after chole- 
cystectomy than choledocholomy ; in about one-half of 
the relevant cases in the literature in which exploration 
of the common duct was carried out at operation or 
necropsy after acute pancreatic necrosis one or mote 
stones were found. Some reduction in the incidence of 
this condition would be achieved, Bernhard believes, if 
after removal of the gall-bladder the common duct were 
more often opened, explored, and drained. In diagnosis, 
late post-operative acute pancreatic necrosis may easily 
be confused with acute biliary peritonitis from perfora- 
tion of the drainage site or the slump of the cystic duct. 
This catastrophe usually occurs within the first three 
monthswbut may happen as late as three years after opera- 
tion. In the latter case, however, bile pigments appear 
quickly and abundantly in the urine and the diastase 
excretion is but little raised. 

173 Anastomotic Ulcer 

R. Alesandri (Zbl. Chir., June 12, 1937, p. 1394) analyses 
118 cases of post-operative jejunal ulcer seen at the 
Surgical Curnc in Rome in the past twenty years. The 
majority of cases occurred in males, aged between 25 and 
:0, foUowing an operation for duodenal ulcer. In ninety- 
one cases gastro-enteroslomy had been performed and 
in twenty-one resection ; statistics showed'tbat peptic ulcer 
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173 Dementia Praccox 

,\V. M. V-VN DER SCHEER {NedcrI. Tijdsc/ir. Gciteesk., July 
3, 1937, p. 3120) during the last eighteen months has 
treated eighteen carefully selected cases of dementia 
praecox at the Groningen University Psychiatric Clinic 
with the insulin shock treatment advocated by van Sakcl 
of Vienna. The method consists, first, in inducing a 
hypoglycaemic coma by intramuscular injection of insulin, 
and Uren, after it has lasted from one to one and a half 
hours, in injecting 100 grammes of 30 per cent, glucose 
intramuscularly, or 50 grammes intravenously. The treat- 
ment is continued for two or three months, with a rest 
day once a week. Of the eighteen cases so treated, seven 
recovered, five remained unchanged, and si.x showed some 
improvement but not complete recovery. 

,179 H. Arnesen {Tidsskr. norske Laeseloren.. June 1, 
1937, p. 569) has investigated the subsequent careers of 
815-patients treated for dementia praecox at the Gaustad 
Asylum in Norway over the period 1915-29. Forty- 
three of the 'patients could not be traced, as many of 
them had accepted work abroad. Of the remaining 772, 
as many as 143 had recovered, while the rest were dead 
or still ill. If to this recovery rate of 18.5 per cent, be 
added a small percentage of the patients who could not 
be traced, it may be assumed that some 20 per cent, of 
all the patients recovered. Of these patients only one had 
been discharged as well, while 106 left the asylum as im- 
proved and thirty-six as not cured. A classification of 
the 143 recoveries according to the nature of the dementia 
praecox showed that forty-nine of the patients had 
suffered from catatonia, sixty-three from paranoia, eight 
from hebephrenia, and twenty-three from forms of 
dementia praecox that were difficult to classify. After a 
study of the history of each case ending in recovery the 
author comes to the conclusion that neither a bad family 
history nor sexual manifestations give ground for a bad 
prognosis. Sunstroke, shock due to operations, etc., and 
economic and social factors also do not seem to influence 
the prognosis, but drunkenness affects it badly. Prog- 
nosis is comparatively good when the origin of the 
dementia praecox is psychogenic, even when the dementia 
has lasted a very long time. Among the recoveries there 
were four patients who had been ill for more than twenty 
years, and one for more than thirty. 

180 Insulin Shock Treatment of Schizophrenia 

G. Ewald {Med, Weir, June 26, 1937, p. 899) points out 
that the new treatment of schizophrenia with insulin 
shock has been received with scepticism owing to the 
large number of former unsuccessful methods of treat- 
ment. He believes that schizophrenia is due to a lesion 
of the central and autonomic nervous systems, and that 
Sakel's induction of shock is the most important factor 
in the new method. He does not believe that this treat- 
ment is dangerous provided due care is taken. The 
amount of insulin capable of producing a state of shock 
must Be found by experiment in each individual. At the 
beginning of the treatment patients complain of intense 
hunger ; then they fall into a stupor. When a comatose 
stale is reached half a litre of 35 per cent, dextrose is 
introduced through a stomach tube, and the patients 
awake in from fifteen to sixty minutes. Usually they are 
then pleasant, but later relapse into their previous 
condition. At the end of the course these relapses 
become less frequent and less well marked. Psycho- 
therapy and regulated work are useful adjuvants in treat- 
ment. Epileptic seizures occurring during shock require 
the immediate injection of adrenaline or intravenous 
dextrose. Care must be taken in the introduction of the 
lube and in the pretention of choking from tenacious 


sputum or vomilus. After an e.xpcrience with thirty-five 
cases Ewald comes to the conclusion that although there 
arc r«rany failures no treatment has hitherto elfeclcd so 
much good in so short a time in patients with long-stand- 
ing schizophrenia. Early cases react best to insulin shock, 
but it is impossible to say how long the cure will last. 
In all cases of acute or subacute schizophrenia a course 
of insulin shock should be tried. This method combines 
intensive irritation of the higher centres, with laying down 
of fat in the body, which increases the vitality and 
strength of the patient. It combines the effects of an 
artificial interference and a biological reaction. 

181 H. Salm (Miinch. med. Wschr., July 2, >937, 
p. 1046), in a series of eighty cases of schizophrenia 
treated by insulin shock, has had several patients whom 
it was impossible to rouse from their coma by giving 
carbohydrates and adrenaline in large quantities. In some 
instances the patients were roused but were confused, 
sleepy, vomited repeatedly, and had a high temperature. 
Hypoglycaemia docs not explain these untoward results, 
but the author believes that it may give rise to cerebral 
lesions which are not relieved by the administration of 
carbohydrates, and are due to a local disturbance of the 
carbohydrate metabolism m the brain cells. Confusional 
slates and continued sleepiness are due to disturbances of 
the mid-brain, and are comparable with the clinical 
picture of epidemic encephalitis. Similarly, the occur- 
lence of sweating and an allernaling rapid and slow 
pulse are due to a disturbance of the extrapyramidal 
centres. In a case examined at necropsy haemorrhages 
were found in the region of the third ventricle, in the 
substantia nigra, and in the vegetative centres which 
regulate sleep, warmth, blood circulation and pressure, 
and sweating. These complications cannot be foreseen, 
and must be treated seriously, since they often end fatally 
in spite of massive doses of sugar and adrenaline. It is 
essential to maintain the circulation, and if the pulse 
remains good and the general condition is maintained, 
the patient will probably awake, even, after a period of 
several days. 

182 Direct Iiradiation of Cerebral Tumours 

C. A. Elsburg, L. M. Davidson, and C. G. Dyke (Bn//, 
neurol. Imt. N.Y., 1937, 6, 1, 32) have made a preliminary 
report on the technique and results of the direct applica- 
tion of .X rays to cerebral tumours exposed at operation. 
Most of the tumours of the glioma group can only be 
partially removed at operation, their deep subcortical 
ramifications being untouched. Their sensitivity to x rays 
varies enormously ; the posterior fossa medulloblastomas 
of childhood give a response to deep x-ray irradiation 
after decompression, which appears to be belter than 
removal, while in others, such as the astrocytomata and 
the glioblastomata, results are usually disappointing. 
With present methods not only is the liability to necrosis 
of the scalp and bone great but the tumour receives in- 
sufficient irradiation. In order to eliminate these disad- 
vantages a very high voltage was used, and irradiation of 
irremovable and partially removable tumours was carried 
out in the operating theatre by direct application of the 
rays to the cortex through a layer of cellophane. A 
200,000 volt 25 milliampere oil-cooled apparatus was 
used, and an elaborate portable lead screen was arranged 
in the theatre. In order to establish the maximal safe 
dose experiments were carried out on monkeys. It was 
found that over 4,000 r units caused definite neuronal 
destruction, but 3,000 r units could be used with impunity. 
Both the cerebrum and cerebellum we^e irradiated, 
smaller doses being used for the former as jt was found 
that cerebral symptoms were more ^ readily evoked, 
although some of the symptoms were very late m onset! 
In some cases in which no cerebral symptoms occurred 
there was depilation and bone necrosis on the side 
opposite the point of entry of the rays. In the applica-

lated with lectures on pathology, bacteriology, and pharma- 
cology. At its best this system of correlated instruction 
during the student's third year has a broad educative 
value, not exceeded by any other part of the medical 
course. It has been our experience in Edinburgh that the 
students who shine in the co-ordinated examinations of 
this course almost without exception take the highest places 
in the final examination. 

• A second course of lectures on surgery may with advan- 
tage be given in the final years of study with this proviso 
• — that the last three months before the final examination 
shall be left free of all lectures. In this course of senior 
lectures (fifty in number), which will follow regional lines, 
the lecturers on special branches of surgery should take 
their places, each being allotted by consent a certain 
number of hours. The applied anatomy, physiology, and 
pathology of each region will be dealt with as a preface 
to the surgical aspects. In this way interest in (he earlier 
scientific subjects wilt be continued throughout the entire 
course. 

Coincident with or immediately following the intro- 
ductory course in surgery the student begins his work in 
the surgical wards. This may form the most valuable part 
of his training, or it may be more or less of a sinecure. 
Owing to the complicated character of many of our 
surgical procedures, and the smooth and aseptic healing 
of wounds, the student’s opportunities of actually dressing 
wounds are very limited. The term “ dresser ” is now a 
misnomer and is disappearing. The great opportunities 
of the surgical wards arc in diagnosis and in the acquire- 
ment of a clinical sense. If the students will examine the 
patient and discuss the clinical features, and, after all 
observations have been made and their significance 
debated, will come to a reasoned diagnosis, any operation 
on such a patient becomes a real and interesting lesson. 

May I state here that the method of conducting a ward 
clinic on such a patient is important. In some respects 
it may be interesting and impressive that the surgeon 
should elicit the history, conduct the examination, and then 
by logical steps come to a diagnosis. In my experience 
this has little educative value for the student; only by 
active mental processes can he gain the education we 
desire. The duty of the teacher is to guide the student 
in eliciting information, conducting a physical examination, 
and coming to a final diagnosis. If the teacher docs all 
the active thinking the student may be taught ; he is not 
trained. The less a clinic approaches a lecture and the 
more it resembles a debate with many active minds par- 
ticipating, the greater its educative value. 

Attendance at Operations 

This brings us to the vexed question whether, as some 
hold, students are wasting time by attending operations. 
To spend hours watching from a distance intricate tech- 
nical procedures is unquestionably waste of time for the 
undergraduate. On the other hand, to see displayed the 
living pathology of the condition, the diagnosis of which 
has been the subject of hot debate, is to learn a lesson 
which will be indelibly printed on the students’ minds. The 
clerk of the case should be on the floor of the theatre, and 
should read his notes and then discuss the diagnostic 
features, coming finally to a fixed diagnosis. If this is 
confirmed at operation he gains in confidence and keen- 
ness ; if it prove to be wrong the reasons for the error are 
discussed. 

A considerable amount of applied anatomy can be 
laueht at operations, and the lessons of accurate haemo- 


stasis, of minimizing , trauma to the tissues, and of pre- 
venting all undue exposure and shock can be given by 
both precept and example. Particular stress must be laid 
on the attendance at emergency operations. This means 
that the student shall be in hospital on certain evenings 
when the majority of such operations are performed. The 
value of seeing the patient on admission, taking the history, 
making the physicak examination, coming to a diagnosis'" 
and then seeing the findings at operation and following 
the after-course, particularly if all steps are followed by 
discussion, cannot be overestimated. 

While it is desirable that a senior student should know 
the essential steps of certain emergency operations, such 
as those for perforated duodenal ulcer, strangulated hernia, 
acute appendicitis, and ruptured ectopic gestation, it is not 
the operative technique or procedure so much as the 
correlation of symptoms and signs with living pathology 
that gives this experience its singular value. 

Operative Surgery 

In most medical schools a compulsory course on opera- 
tive surgery on the cadaver, combined with applied 
anatomy, is given. The value of such a course is the 
training in handling a knife and doing the amputations 
and minor operations which any graduate might be called 
on to perform. The arguments against such a course are 
the scarcity of subjects, the dissimilarity between the life- 
less tissues and the living body, and the relatively small 
amount of practice which the individual student gets in 
such a course. I believe that the course should not be 
dropped, but rather that it should be strengthened by co- 
ordinating it with the leaching of applied anatomy, and so 
giving the final brush up in this subject in the under- 
graduate course. 

Post-operative Observation 

The careful study of even a few patients after operation 
will give the student an insight into the troubles and the 
worries of the sick man and what can be done for them. 
He secs the distress of post-operative vomiting, and perhaps 
assists in washing out the stomach. If vomiting persists 
he notes the signs of dehydration and the remarkable 
relief given by fluid replacement by rectal, subcutaneous, 
or intravenous routes. If vomiting be absent the diet 
given to patients after various operations is studied in 
individual cases, the sedatives required, the doses and 
effects. He will learn how to deal with flatulence and 
with retention of urine. He may see develop before him 
a chest complication such as massive collapse of a lobe 
of one lung. If he witnesses the sudden distress and 
cyanosis, the rise in temperature and in pulse rate, and 
finds dullness with diminished breath sounds at one base 
and the heart pulled to that side, diagnoses a collapse, 
and secs the treatment carried out, he has had a life-long 
lesson in practical medicine. Or a patient develops a 
small pulmonary embolism and the student witnesses the 
symptoms, signs, and course of an infarct of the lung. 

Another patient develops auricular fibrillation following 
operation, and the complete course and the response to 
treatment of this complication are got by first-hand study. 
Following on a peritonitis from a perforated peptic ulcer 
or appendicitis a patient develops a subphrenic abscess or 
a pleurisy with effusion going on to empyema: the whole 
. clinical picture, with its constitutional and local features, 
evolves before the student's eyes. 

The observation, study, and record, followed by dis- 
'cussion, of any of these post-operative troubles, providing 
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the fads are actively assimilated, digested, and understood 
by the student, gives not only a lasting knowledge of 
certain maladies but a method of approach and a habit of 
mind which can be applied with equal value to the solution 
of all other problems in practical medicine. 

I hav'e stressed the importance of post-operative observ'a- 
tion because I believe that some of the most profitable 
studies of the early phases of certain acute medical diseases 
can be made in surgical wards. 

Surgical Out-patient Department 

The importance of attendance and practical work in the 
out-patient rooms is realized by both teachers and students. 
The treatment of minor wounds, of whitlows and cellulitis, 
of sprains, of fractures of the upper limb, and of various 
minor deformities so important to the man in general 
practice, is all carried out in the out-patient rooms. 

It is a serious handicap to our surgical teaching that in 
some of our larger schools it is impossible, owing to the 
number of students, for all to work in the out-patient 
rooms. Possibly when we get extended facilities for 
resident students this defect in our present system may 
be remedied. 

Residence in Hospital 

The most important advance in medical education which 
could take place would, in my opinion, be the provision of 
facilities whereby every student before graduation would 
be required to spend three months as a resident clinical 
clerk in a hospital. In the Irish medical schools this has 
become a valued tradition ; in some British schools it is 
possible for a minority of students, and wherever it is 
possible its peculiar worth is indisputably recognized. It 
matters little whether the student is attached to medical or 
surgical wards, for he probably sees soipe of the work in 
both ; the great gain is continuity of observation, a real 
personal interest in and responsibility for his patients, 
and the chance of acquiring practical experience in the 
clinical methods which later practice will demand. 

It is impossible that all our young graduates can get 
resident hospital appointments. Apart from the relative 
paucity of the latter, considerations of finance compel 
many young graduates to plunge into practice. The value 
of a resident hospital appointment is patent and unques- 
tioned. I consider that the greatest and most valuable 
benefaction to practical medicine in this country to-day 
would be the provision of resident accommodation at our 
great teaching hospitals and at a selected and approved 
number of provincial and municipal hospitals so that every 
graduate from our teaching schools would have that back- 
ground and outlook which practical contact with accurate 
scientific clinical investigation alone can give. Research 
in medicine, possible for the very few, will never lack 
financial backing. Training those who man the outposts 
is just as important as the staff work at the base, for it 
brings scientific medicine to the homes of the people. 

Special Branches of. Surgery- 

Some branches of surgery are now recognized as 
specialties and, in large centres at least, are practised ex- 
clusively by specialists. It is eminently desirable that the 
student should have the best instruction iii these branches, 
and the only difficulty is to keep a real balance and a 
proper perspective in such teaching. In respect of under- 
graduate instruction the nearer such branches are kept to 
the parent stem the belter the education. While th" 
intensive cultivation of a specialty unquestionably fasour^ 
advance in knowledge it tends to nrejudice perspective and 


make leaching lop-sided. The specialist is naturally im- 
pressed with the many points svhich his experience has 
shown to be of capital importance in his practice, both on 
the side of diagnosis and on that of treatment, and to him 
it seems only fair that the student should leant of these. 

The trouble is that the poor student’s brain will not 
absorb and carry the multiplicity of important points 
which specialized experience has given during years of 
work. 

It is thus imperative that instruction in the special 
subjects should be on the broadest lines, with a minimum 
of technical detail. WTrat the student should be taught 
in each special subject is the method of investigation 
required to gain the most accurate data on which to found 
a diagnosis. In short, the student must be trained in 
how to acquire knowledge of disease, no matter which ^ 
region or system is affected. 

Surgery of the Ear, htose, and Throat. — What system- - 
atic teaching is required in this subject might well be 
given by a specialist in this branch in the course of senior 
surgery lectures ; to keep it in its true perspective the 
number of lectures should not be more than three, or at 
most four. The important part of the training in this 
branch should lake place in the special out-patient depart- 
ment, where the student can examine patients and make 
himself familiar with the methods of investigating the ear, 
the nose, and the larynx. This practical training is of the 
first importance for general practice, and a certificate of 
proficiency in the simpler methods of examination should 
be required before the final examination. 

Orthopaedic Surgery . — ^This specialty, which during the 
past two decades has become firmly established in this 
country, deals with lesions that arc of great significance 
to the student and the practitioner : to the student because 
many of the lesions are readily visible and demonstrable 
and give great scope for developing powers of observa-- 
lion and accurate record ; to the practitioner because so 
many deformities can be prevented or greatly lessened by 
timely recognition and treatment. Certain principles can 
be readily propounded and illustrated in clinical cases, 
and a few (two or three) lectures on general lines might 
be given in the junior surgical course. . Attendance at an 
orthopaedic out-patient clinic should be compulsory. It, 
is here that the student learns the rational application of 
splints and plasler-of-Paris, and by handling patients appre- 
ciates the necessity for systematic and thorough examina- 
tion before coming to any decision as to the diagnosis 
and therapy. In the senior course of lectures on surgery- 
six lectures on orthopaedics should be given by the 
lecturer on that subject. The custom of treating the 
majority of fractures in the orthopaedic dispensary or 
wards is now established in some teaching hospitals. - 
WTialever views we may hold as to who should treat frac- - 
tures, it will almost inevitably tend to become more and 
more the perquisite of the orthopaedist. The folloiv-up and- 
rehabilitation departments attached to this unit should 
form a valuable training ground ior the student. The 
handicap resulting from faulty alignment, the benefit from 
voluntary effort in restoring function,, the various de- 
formities and disabiliues resulting from faulty treatmenl,- 
and the ways in which they can be obviated and cor- 
rected, all these can be demonstrated in such a way as 
to leave a lasting imprint on the student mind. Attend- 
ant, on say eight occasions, at the orthopaedic-ward or 
Crippte Hospital, should be compulsory. Both offer 
splendid material for training, and most students are 
attracted by the visible and palpable lesions which come 
under review. 
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Neurological Surgery. — ^This, one of the youngest of 
our specialties, should be dealt with in the senior- surgery 
lectures, say three lectures illustrated, if. possible, by 
clinical cases. It goes without saying that the elaborate 
operations performed in this branch of surgery should not 
engage the student’s attention. What should be taught ' 
are the broad principles governing cerebrospinal surgery 
and the various types of lesion which are amenable to 
operation. 

Thoracic Surgery . — Up to now teaching in this subject 
has been done by general surgeons, and, whilst an occa- 
sional lecture from one of the men who have devoted 
themselves to developing this branch of surgery would be 
both interesting and instructive for students, a special 
series of lectures is not yet called for. 

Urology . — In this country urology is still largely in the 
hands of the general surgeon, and is taught by him. 
Whether it will ever break olT completely from general 
surgery is doubtful. The special accurate methods of 
coming to a clear diagnosis in this field are unequalled 
in any other branch of surgery. The student must see the 
diagnostic methods carried out and learn with what 
accuracy a lesion may be tracked down. I find that there 
are very few students who are not thoroughly familiar, 
with all the modern methods of diagnosis in this specialty, 
which at the present time has the highest percentage of 
accurate pre-operative diagnoses of any branch of visceral 
surgery. 

Anaesthesia . — ^The leaching of anaesthetics to students 
has been handicapped of recent years by the multiplicity 
of methods and of drugs that have come into use. In this 
essentially practical art lectures have comparatively little 
value. All students should give, under supervision, ether, 
gas and oxygen, and local anaesthesia. It is here that the 
student who is resident in hospital or is acting as an un- 
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qualified clinical ' assistant gains such valuable experi- 
ence. . . 

Radiotherapy.— In the treatment of malignant disease 
of the buccal cavity the surgeon has been largely replaced 
by the radiotherapist. -As there is a tendency to segregate 
these cases’ for. radium or .x-ray therapy one must ensure 
that the student is kept in touch both, with their diagnosis 
and with their treatment. At least two visits to the radio- 
therapy unit should be made by each student. In the 
course of seirior lectures on surgery two lectures on radio- 
therapy, its possibilities and limitations, should be given 
by the specialist in that subject. 

I have omitted to refer to venereal disease as it is now 
controlled and taught by members of what is almost a 
special branch of medicine. My only remark would be 
that, important as the subject and high as the standard 
of teaching undoubtedly arc, this specialty must not be 
given an undue proportion of the student's time. 

Conclusion 

To sum up, the teaching of surgery offers great scope 
for training the student in accurate observation and in 
living pathology. Intensive study of a particular case is 
infinitely more important than learning the accumulated 
wisdom of others concerning the patient's disease. To 
acquire the habit of correlating clinical symptoms and 
signs with pathology is the essence of medical training, 
and surgery offers a fruitful field for this acquisition. 
The young graduate who starts in practice versed in the 
broad principles which surgical teaching supplies, trained 
in the methods of examination whereby facts may be 
disclosed and in the logical inferences that may be drawn 
from them, may know very little of operative technique- 
and detail, but will have the essentials for successful and 
enlightened practice. 
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In accordance with long-standing custom we preface the 
main contents of the annual Educational Number of the 
British Medical Journal with, some remarks by way of 
guidance to those who contemplate entering the profession 
of medicine. What is said here will follow the lines laid 
down in previous years ; but readers of each subsequent 
section should bear in mind that not only the methods 
of medical education but even its purpose arc still under 
close scrutiny in responsible quarters. 

THE STUDENT’S CURRICULUM 

A revision of the medical curriculum has been under 
consideration for the last few years. Four important 
reports on medical education have been issued — the final 
report of the American Commission ; the report of the 
British Medical Association’s Committee ; a Bulletin on 
“ Medical Education and the Reform of Medical Studies” 
issued under the auspices of the Health Organization of 
the League of Nations ; and the report of a Conference of 
Representatives of the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, 
and London, the Royal College of Physicians of London, 
the Royal College of Surgeons of England, and the Society 
of Apothecaries of London. They may be said to be 
essentially at one as to the main points in which reform 
is required. So far as relates to the British position, there 
is common agreement that it is undesirable to lengthen the 
five years’ medical course, but it is recognized that the 
course should be regarded as beginning at the time when 


the study of human anatomy and physiology is entered 
upon, and that this should be at approximately the ago 
of 18 years — slightly later than is permitted under the 
present regulations. It is held, further, that a higher 
standard of general education than the present minimum 
should be required of those entering upon this course ; 
that the requirements as to knowledge of the basic sciences 
of physics, chemistry, and biology should be modified and 
extended ; that instruction in psychology, genetics, and 
methods of clinical examination should be introduced 
into the'first two years of the curriculum ; that the course 
should be regarded as a whole, with greater co-operation 
among the teachers of the several subjects, and not 
divided into segregated departments ; and that, through- 
out, the preventive and psychological aspects of medicine, 
the living human personality in health, the sociological 
duties required from medical practitioners, should receive 
more prominent attention than has hitherto been common. 
At its meeting in May last year the General Medical 
Council passed new resolutions and recommendations 
carrying into effect the suggestions just enumerated. 
These are to come into force on November 1, 1938. 
Though the new pre-registration requirements will not 
apply in every respect to students entering on their 
studies before that date such students may well familiarize 
themselves with the changes which become operative 
before their period of study is completed. Moreover, 
parents of intending students should have in mind that 
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the pre-registration requirements bear upon the course of 
study in school between the ages of 16 and IS years. It 
must be remembered that the powers of the General 
Medical Council are limited, and that quite as much 
depends upon the action of licensing bodies and medical 
school authorities as upon the Council. Indeed it may be 
said that, whatever regulations and minimum require- 
ments are laid down, and however admirable are the 
arrangements set out in the prospectus of a university or 
teaching body, success depends upon the ability and 
inspiration of the teacher and an adequate response on 
the part of the student. 

FINGER-POSTS 

The first object of the Educational Number, 1937, 
as of all its predecessors, is to inform prospective students 
and (heir parents of the steps that must be taken in order 
to become a registered medical practitioner under the 
existing order of things. The second is to help those 
wishing to know what a medical career has to offer, and 
others who, having already decided to study medicine, are 
uncertain about the line of work for which they are best 
suited. This introductory article gives an opportunity of 
touching upon some aspects of medical study and practice, 
and of directing attention to a few points that might not 
occur to anyone without experience of the medicaf life. 

Intending students will find in the pages that follow an 
account of the course of training required of them at the 
present time, the places where it can be obtained, and 
the bodies which test the knowledge gained and confer 
degrees or diplomas entitling successful candidates to 
become legally qualified medical practitioners. Sections 
are included also on postgraduate study, on the higher 
qualifications, and on most of the varied spheres of work, 
private or official, which are open to registered medical 
men and women at home and abroad. The details given 
are founded on official information, and arranged along 
the customary lines. 


PORTALS OF THE PROFESSION 

The Medical Register is the official statutory list ol 
legally qualified medical practitioners kept by the General 
Medical Council. There are many ways in which ad- 
mission can be obtained to the Register' No fewer than 
twenty-seven bodies — eighteen universities and nine cor- 
porations^ either separately or jointly, issue registrabh 
qualifications, and the number of teaching instituiioni 
is even larger. Nevertheless, the medical courses of the 
various universities and schools in Great Britain and 
Ireland run on parallel lines, and the obligatory cur- 
riculum IS much the same for all students. But the indi- 
vidual teaching and examining bodies have differeni 
standards and requirements and bestow different qualifica- 
tions. and the choice should therefore be made early sc 
that a defmue plan may be followed. The possession 
of a university degree is generally regarded as ar 
advantage m ptaeiice, yet a considerable proportion 
of medical men in this country find themselves debarred 
from obtaining it because the Conjoint E.xaminins 
Boards formed by the union of medical corporation^ 
have no power to grant degrees. The decision to study 
for a umyersity degree in medicine should, if possible 
be made fay the lime a boy or girl is 15. A matricii’ 
lation examination or us equivalent should be attempted 
without delay, and the parent should ensure Ihat^the 
spectal requirements of the medical faculty of the 
sclLWied university are fulfilled. 


The conditions with which those who wish to enter the 
profession must comply arc regulated by the General 
Medical Council, which is a statutory' body set up under 
the Medical Acts ; a summary' of its functions and require- 
ments is given at page 447. Every student, after passing 
examinations in the subjects of general education'and in 
the preliminary sciences of chemistry and physics, must 
take a course of training at a recognized medical school, 
covering a period of at least five years, but usually 
extended to six years or more. 

Examination of candidates as to their fitness to practise 
medicine, surgery', and obstetrics is left to thc_Iicensing 
bodies, which are of two kinds — the universities, and 
certain medical corporations in England, Scotland, and 
Ireland. The requirements of these licensing bodies are 
summarized elsewhere under separate headings. One of 
the functions of the General Medical Council, besides that 
of keeping the Medical Register and maintaining discipline 
within the profession, is to make sure that the tests at 
each stage do not fall below a certain standard, and that 
the students examined have undergone prescribed courses 
at approved institutions. Successful candidates eventually 
receive either degrees, in the case of a university, or 
diplomas or licences, in the case of a corporation ; these 
qualifications entitle them to claim insertion of their names 
on the Medical Register. Every student, as soon as he 
obtains his qualification to practise, should at once 
register ; otherwise he cannot hold a public medical 
appointment, or sign any certificate required from a legally- 
qualified practitioner (such as a death certificate), o'r 
recover professional fees in a court of law. 


COST OF MEDICAL EDUCATION 


This resolves itself into the cost of training at medical 
school and hospital, and the cost of living during the 
five or six years of undergraduate study. Besides differ- 
ences in the charges made for instruction there are 
differences in examination fees, as well as in the fees for 
certificates of qualification, and those who seek the higher 
degrees and diplomas must expect to pav more for the 
additional courses and tests and certificates. School and 
examination fees, together with the cost of board, lodging, 
clothes, travelling, and recreation, form the largest items, 
and to these must be added the money spent on books, 
microscope, instruments, and so forth. 


since protessional education must continue for five 
years at least (a period exceeded by the sast majority), 
and since the cost of living varies much in different parts 
of the country, while personal expenditure varies still 
more, it can only be said in a general Way that anyone 
who thinks of entering the profession should be prepared 
for an outlay of at least £1,509. Something between 
two-thirds and three-quarters of the whole amount would 
probably be spent on maintenance, and the rest in fees 
for tuition, examinations, and admission to degrees or 
diplomas For those who have to live in rooms awav 
from relatives £120 per annum for board and lodging 
etc., IS probably a minimum figure. The fees charged bT- 
me different schools and licensing bodies are slated in :he 
paragraphs relating to each on other pages of this issue. - 
Hhen making an estimate of the probable oullav the 
many helps available nowadays for the reduction of 
expose should not be ignored. At nearly all the medical 
schools more scholarships and money prizes are -“'ered 
now than in the past ; at the Scottish universitirbu^raS 
arc numerous,- and the Carnegie Trust (whose regulation^ 

Scottish students. The main thing ,0 bear in mind when 
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considering costs is that, as compared with other pro- 
fessions, the period of training in medicine is long, and for 
most students expensive. Further guidance on this matter 
will be found in a memorandum’ issued by the General 
Medical Council. This pamphlet gives much useful in- 
formation, including a comparative table of the cost of 
study and examination at the various institutions. ' 

NUMBERS OF STUDENTS AND DOCTORS 

The following brief survey should be read with the 
notes and tables printed at page 446 on the numbers of 
registered -students and practitioners. More new students 
mean more new doctors five or six years later, though 
there is a fairly constant wastage. 

At the close of the last century the annual number 
of men and women who registered as medical students 
in .the United Kingdom had been on the average 
about 1,800, and then for the next thirteen ycais 
it stood at about 1,400. During the war period, though 
many male students left to serve with the Forces, itic 
entries grew steadily larger, so that in 1918 they were 
2.253, and in the following year, when demobilization was 
in active progress, they reached 3,420. In the next five 
years the numbers rapidly fell, but from 1923 to 1928 they 
remained at a fairly steady level rather below the imme- 
diate pre-war average. In 1929 the entries rose again to 
1,502, and in 1930 to 1,792. In the six following years 
they were 1,643, 1,947, 2,287, 2,350, 2,603, and 2,544. 

In the past sixteen years the numbers of new practi- 
tioners registering each year have greatly exceeded the 
usual pre-war figure of eleven hundred or so. The large 
additions to the profession in recent times brought the 
total number of names on the Medical Rcgixicr up to 
59,010 at the end of 1936. This is about 6,400 more 
than the figure for 1926, 15,000 more than that for 1916, 
and 19,000 more than that for 1906. The population of 
the British Isles has not increased at anything like that 
rate during the same decennial periods, and the ratio of 
doctors to inhabitants is therefore much higher now than 
formerly. Some think that the saturation point has been 
reached, and that there is real risk of an overstocked 
profession. The numbers arc certainly quite large enough. 
Of the total number of registered practitioners to-day some 
10 per cent, are women ; and, according to returns pub- 
lished by the University Grants Committee, women con- 
stituted 14,7 per cent, of the total full-time students of 
medicine and dentistry in England, Scotland, and Wales 
in the academic year 1935-6. 

CHOICE OF CAREER 

The months immediately after registration may be put 
to the greatest advantage by serving as house-physician, 
house-surgeon, or casualty officer in a hospital, by working 
as assistant or locumtenent in private practice, or by 
seeing something of the world as a ship surgeon. As 
a preliminary to practice of whatever kind, a year spent 
in junior appointments at a teaching hospital— " clinical 
experience under supervision " — is a most profitable 
investment. 

Despite the apparent wealth of choice, the average newly 
qualified practitioner has to choose between private prac- 
tice and an oflicial or institutional career. Among the 
paths open are general medical practice, which absorbs 
three-quarters of all who qualify ; Government service at

home or abroad, including the medical branches of the 
Arrned Forces ; public health appointments' and other ad- 
ministrative or official posts ; institutional work, such as 
that of the municipal hospital (a, rapidly widening field 
nowadays), the mental hospital, the fever hospital, and the 
sanatorium academic positions in schools of medicine ; 
general consulting practice as physician, surgeon, or 
.obstetrician,: and, special work in scientific research or 
in one of the many subdivisions of clinical, medicine anil 
surgery. Most of these careers are discussed in some 
detail in later sections, but a few words may be said 
here about general practice and the work of a consultant 
or specialist. 

Further information about such matters will be found in 
The Medical Practitioners’ Handbook, published by the 
British Medical Association,' This comprises articles on 
openings for members of the profession ; on practical 
aspects of medical work ; on registration and the privileges 
of practitioners ; on practice under the Insurance Acts ; on 
specialization and special diplomas ; and on medical de- 
fence societies. The appendixes include rules on the ethics 
of consultation, and a memorandum on the Dangerous 
Drugs Acts. 

GENERAL PRACTICE 

General practice, whether in town or country, is entered 
in one of three ways. The newcomer may take a house, 
put up a plate, and wait for work to come to him ; he 
may buy the goodwill of a practice rendered vacant by 
retirement or death ; or he may become a partner in an 
established firm. The first is more risky than the second, 
and the second than the third. A well-managed partner- 
ship of three or more has this advantage over single- 
handed practice, that it allows each partner leisure for 
recreation and for keeping up with the progress of 
medicine. Success in private practice demands a great 
deal of knowledge beyond that gained at the medical 
schools, and hence a man is more likely to be accepted 
as a partner, or to do well on his own account, if he 
has already some experience as an assistant or deputy. 
Hints on how to begin general practice and on sonic of 
its pitfalls are given in a little book first published five 
years ago." Another book recently issued, An Intro- 
duction to Genera! Practice, will be of great value to 
senior students and the newly qualified.” This sets forth 
in clear terms a lofty ideal of what the general practitioner 
should aim at and how he should equip himself for the 
realization of that ideal in the day-to-day work of his 
profession. 

Since three-quarters of those who pass out of the 
medical schools become “ family doctors ” sooner or later, 
it seems clear that the main purpose of the curriciiluni 
ought to be the irainjng of the student for general practice. 

"The general practitioner is the unit in the cver-growinj; 
complex machinery of health organization which modern civil- 
ization has made both necessary and possible, and the many 
specialized services, private and public, of hospitals, clinics, 
and health centres must depend ultimately on the co-operation 
of the general practitioner to fulfil their function in improving 
the health of the naliort. Consequently there can be no more 
important need in medicine than a continued supply of ctlicicnl 
and well-trained general practitioners, and medical education 
can render the State no greater service than in making this 
object se cure."

- A Guide to General Praciicc. By A. H, Douthwaile. H- 
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In its Proposals for a General Medical Service for the 
Nation* the British Medical Association states as an axiorn 
that “ the medical ser\'ice of the community must be based 
on the provision for ever>' individual of a general practi- 
tioner or farhily doctor '* ; and the whole series of pro- 
posals rests on this as a fundamental principle. In regard 
to the prevention of disease, on which the Association lajs 
great stress in its memorandum, the general practitioner 
has an increasingly important part to play. 

The national system of compulsory health insurance, 
now more than twenty-four years old, has had a pro- 
found influence on general medical practice in this country. 
On the whole the insurance system has proved of sub- 
stantial benefit to medicine. By raising the standard of 
living among doctors it has induced a better class of man 
to enter the profession ; and the sen’ice has steadily im- 
proved in efficiency. The Insurance Acts provide domi- 
ciliary medical attendance ..for some nineteen million 
persons, and more than 19,000 doctors undertake the 
medical care of this vast section of the community. Thus 
the bulk of the general practitioners of Great Britain now 
give, in large or small measure, attendance and treatment 
under a system embracing almost the whole working popu- 
lation. These practitioners, by placing their names on the 
panel (or medical list), signify’ their assent to the terms of 
sers'ice set out in the Medical Benefit Regulations and 
other relevant provisions. Their interests are watched 
over by the Insurance Acts Committee of the British 
Medical Association, which is the executive body of the 
Annual Conference of Representatives of Local Medical 
and Panel Committees. 

CONSULTING PRACTICE : HIGHER DIPLOM.AS 

The term "consulting practice" comprises in ordinary 
usage the work of the general physician, that of the general 
surgical consultant or operating surgeon, and that of the 
gynaecologist and obstetrician. These are the three large 
divisions of consulting practice, as distinct from general 
practice, which, though they imply some restriction, yet 
call for a wide range of activity and outlook, in contrast 
with the smaller ambit of a “ specialty " in the narrow 
sense. Of these main divisions the third is obviously the 
most limited, but on several grounds il<an claim to rank 
as something more comprehensive than the other specialties. 
No sharp line can, however, be drawn bettveen consulting 
practice and specialist practice. Most general consultants,' 
whether medical or surgical, are specialists in some branch 
of their practice, and most specialists are consultants in 
the sense that their work largely comes to them through 
the recommendation of general practitioners, with whom 
they act (or should act) in a consultative capacity. 

Specialism was a direct outcome of the growth and 
subdivision of the natural sciences and their application to 
medicine. It has proceeded apace during the present 
century, and ir has had profound effects upon the 
practice and outlook of the individual surgeon and the 
individual physician, no less than upon the orsanization 
of hospital practice. 

Success as a consulting physician or surgeon or specialist 
is hard to achieve, except by the aid of appointments 
to hospitals, particularly those with medical schools. 
These posts arc much sought after, and the time of 
waiting for a vacancy may be long. It follows, then, 
that the would-be consultant, since he can scarcely hope' 
at first to keep himself on his professional earnings, must 
cither have private means or be prepared, by teaching or 
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in other ways, to make ends meet. Competition in this 
branch of practice is very keen. Expenses are heavy, and 
the young consultant or specialist may have lo go through 
a long period of training and waiting before he makes an 
income but on the other hand success, when it comes, 
is liberally rewarded. In the larger industrial towns of 
the North of England there are many " general practi- 
tioner specialists ” who combine ordinary panel practice 
with much surgical or other special work in well-equipped 
local hospitals which admit patients in different categories 
according to their means. Though the fees are small 
compared with those earned by operating surgeons and 
specialists in London, the work is by no means un- 
remunerative. 

Additional degrees and diplomas are important factori 
in securing election to the visiting staff of a large hospital, 
and a few remarks about them may be made here. Beyond 
the qualifications which admit to the Medical Register. 
most of the licensing bodies bestow higher titles after 
further tests. A considerable number of those who have 
graduated M.B. at a university, including many general 
practitioners, proceed later to the M.D. WTien applying 
for the pest of physician to a hospital it is always useful, 
and may be obligatory, to hold also the Membership of 
one of the three Royal Colleges of Physicians, according 
to the part of the British Isles in which the hospital is 
situated. So, too, the Fellowship of one of the three 
Royal Colleges of Surgeons should be obtained by those 
seeking surgical appointments, and the degree of Master 
of Surgery is an added distinction. There are also 
diplomas in a growing number of special branches of 
work — such as public health, tropical medicine, ophthal- 
mology, laryngology, radiology, tuberculosis, psychological 
medicine, midwifery, and anaesthesia — which are super- 
fluous for most practitioners, but may be useful or even 
indispensable for those who intend to devote themselves 
to one or other of these subjects. 

FLNANCIAL AND SOCIAL ASPECTS 

The course of training for the medical profession is 
long and expensive, and it may be some years after 
qualification before the practitioner can count upon an 
adequate return. For most private practitioners the 
working expenses are heav7 in proportion to gross earn- 
ings. On the other hand, medical practice holds out the 
prospect of a fairly certain income, with unrivalled oppor- 
tunities for exercise of the mind in the service of others. 
But tho.se who think of adopting it as a career ought 
to understand that medicine is a path to fortune only, 
for the few. Yet if from the financial point of view 
medical practice offers to most men little more than a 
means of livelihood, in its social and cultural aspects 
the outlook is far brighter. A doctor's life need yield 
to none in the matter of sustained and varied interest. 
His lot is unlike that of many whose business gives little 
scope to the higher faculties, for he lives in, and by, the 
e.xercise of intellectual powers. Gradual improvement in 
the education of the practitioner has added much to his 
influence with the public, and has been a large factor in 
raising his social status during the seventy-nine years 
that have passed since the General Medical Council wa^ 
constituted under the first Medical Act. Medicine gives 
to those who follow it an honourable position. The well- 
educated doctor stands high among his, neighbours, and 
IS the friend and confidant of his patients. Many co 
further, and take part in the public life of their district ; 
and this is as it should be, because the doctor's trainin" 
and outlook are such as fit a man for leadership. 
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PROFESSIONAL ORGANIZATION 

In no profession is a readiness to join hands for the 
common good more necessary than in medicine. Indi- 
viduals and isolated groups are always at a disadvantage 
when they try to defend their interests against organized ' 
bodies, whether these are Government departments, local 
authorities, or commercial companies. In his daily work 
the competent doctor is well able to deal with the indi- 
vidual patient and the patient’s friends, but he cannot 
stand up single-handed to outside organizations. Medical 
men and women must therefore band themselves together, 
and the first step after qualification should be to become 
a member of the British Medical Association. Besides 
having behind him the machinery and the influence of a 
World-Wide professional body, a young practitioner will 
find in the meetings of his local Division, and in the 
Annual Meetings of the Association, many opportunities 
for keeping abreast of new work and for friendly inter- 
course with col- 
leagues. Another 
thing that no new 
graduate should fail 
to do is to join one 
of the societies which 
for a small yearly 
sum undertake indi- 
vidual legal defence 
of their members. 

The need for pro- 
tection may arise out 
of the first case at- 
tended in hospital or 
in private practice. 

The British Medi- 
cal Association was 
founded in 1S32 to 
promote the medical 
sciences and maintain 
the honour and in- 
terests of the pro- 
fession ; a note on 
its constitution and 
activities will be 
found at page 512. 

This great Associa- 
tion, with Branches 
throughout the 
British Empire and a 
membership of 36,000, 
is the only body that 
can act for the profession as a whole and speak in 
its name. The record of a hundred years’ work shows 
that vocational organization, wisely directed, can combine 
service for its members with service for the public. Every 
medical man and woman should try to- take a share in 
some of the movements, scientific or social or political, 
with which the B.M.A. has identified itself.

These figures show 
a steady increase in 
the ratio of doctors 
to population, which 
was accelerated during 
the years immedi- 
ately following the 
war. Making allow- 
ance for the large 
number of registered practitioners living abroad and for 
those no longer in practice, the proportion of doctors to 
population is a good deal more than one to every thousand. 

Registration of Students and Practitioners 
The relation between the numbers of new students and 
those of newly qualified practitioners during recent years 
is shown in the chart on this page, compiled from reiurns 
published by the General Medical Council. 

Some further remarks on the numbers of medical 
students in recent years will be found in our introductory 
article on the profession of medicine. 

The chart shows that the number of practitioners regis- 
tering in any one year corresponds more or less closely 
to the number of students registered five years previousiy, 
the diflerence being accounted for by examinations an 
other obstacles. For the last ten years there has been a 
fairly steady annual increase in the numbers of bot 
students and practitioners becoming registered. This 
gradual increase seems likely to continue. 
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The General Medical Council 

The General Medical Council was established by the 
Medical Act, 1858, in order “ that persons requiring 
medical aid should be enabled to distinguish qualified from 
unqualified practitioners." Eighteen members of the 
Council are appointed by the Universities m the United 
Kingdom having medical faculties ; nine by the Medical 
Corporations, such as the Royal Colleges of Physicians and 
Surgeons t five by His Majesty in Council t and seven 
members are directly elected by memters of the pro- 
fession as a whole— a total of thirty-nine. To these are 
added three dentists who are members of the Dental 
Board, and are appointed for dental business. Although 
the eighteen members appointed by the universities and 
the five members appointed by His Majesty in Council 
may alt be laymen, only two laymen have so far 
been appointed the first of these was appointed by the 
Privy Council in 1926, and, on his resignation in 1931, 
another was appointed in his place. Both were members 
of His Majesty's Privy' Council. 

The Council’s offices are at 44, Hallam Street, Portland 
Place, London, W.l, and there are Branch Offices at 44, 
Queen Street, Edinburgh, 2, and 35, Dawson Street, 
Dublin. 

The Council exists for the protection of the public and 
not of the profession. Its principal functions are three. 
First, to keep the Medical Register ; second, to see that 
the name of no person is entered thereon as qualified 
unless he has had an adequate professional education, and 
to remove therefrom the names of qualified persons who 
are no longer entitled to public confidence ; and third, 
to provide for the publication of the British Pharmaco- 
poeia. It is the appearance of a name upon the Medical 
Register, and not the possession of a degree or diploma, 
that constitutes a person a “ duly qualified " or “ legally 
■ qualified ’’ practitioner of medicine. 

The Council has no power to make rules in regard to 
the medical curriculum or examinations, but it can pass 
resolutions and make recommendations relating thereto, 
and if any of these were ignored by the licensing bodies, 
it would be open to the Council to make representations 
to the Privy Council, which, if it thought fit, might order 
that the qualifications obtained from such bodies should 
not be registrable. 

The name of any medical practitioner who has been 
convicted of felony or misdemeanour, or who is judged, 
after due inquiry before the Council itself, to have been 
guilty of “ infamous conduct in any professional respect," 
may be erased from the Medical Register. 

The Medical Acts prohibit attempts being made to 
impose restriction as to any theory' of medicine or surgery, 
and, once a practitioner has been trained and tested in 
the knowledge essential for public safety, he may adopt 
any “ theory ” of medicine or surgery in which he honestly 
believes. The Medical Acts do not prohibit the practice 
of medicine by unregistered persons, but if they “ wilfully 
and falsely " assume any title implying registration they 
are liable to prosecution. In this respect the Medical Acts 
differ from the Midwives and the Dentists Acts, which 
entirely preclude the practice of midwifery or dentistry 
by unregistered persons. Unregistered medical practi- 
tioners, however, are under certain disabilities, for they 
cannot recover charges for medical or surgical attendance, 
etc., in a court of law ; they cannot hold an appointment 
as medical officer of health, in public (including mental) 
hospitals, or as a medical officer in the Military or Naval 
Services, or in ships ; they cannot give anv valid certifi- 
cate which is required by any Act from a medical pracli- 
. ticner— for example, a certificate of death ; and they can- 
not engage in insurance practice, obtain dangerous drugs 
or attend cases of venereal disease. 

An account of the recommendations which the Council 
has drawn up in respect of the education of medical 
students here follows. 


Registration of Medical Students 

The Council recommends that every intending student 
of medicine should be registered as such at one of its 
three offices, whose addresses are given on page 448. 

Candidates mfist produce evidence (a) that they have 
attained the age of 17 years ; Ih) that they have passed an 
approved examination in general education ; and that in 
addition thereto they have passed an examination in 
elementary chemistry and elementary physics conducted or 
recognized by one of the licensing bodies. 

Application for registration should be addressed to the 
Registrar for the Division of the United Kingdom in 
which the applicant is residing— England and Wales, or 
Scotland, or Ireland. It must be made on a special 
form, which can be obtained from any of the offices of 
the General Medical Council itself, or from one of the 
various licensing bodies or medical schools. 

The regulations with regard to registration apply alike 
to medical and to dental students, with the exception 
that for dental students pupilage with a registered dental 
practitioner may be regarded as the beginning of pro- 
fessional study, and that applications for registration 
should be addressed to the London office of the Council 
only. 

Professional Education* 


The rule is that it is only from the date which appears 
against his name in the Students' Register that the medical 
student’s career officially begins ; thereafter five academic 
years at least must pass before he can present himself for 
the final e.xamination for any diploma entitling its lawful 
possessor to registration as a qualified medical practi- 
tioner under the .Medical Acts. But to meet the circum- 
stances brought about by the dates at which sessions of 
the medical schools begin and end, the close of the fifth 
year may be reckoned as occurring at the expiration of 
fifty-seven months from the date of registration. In any 
case, the period of five years must be one of bona-fide 
study ; and in every course the following subjects should 
be included; 


(i) Elements of Genera! Biology, including an introduction 
to Embryoloev. This course, if the licensing bodies permit, 
may be taken before registration, and the examination may 
be passed immediately after registration. 

(ii) Chemistry, Physics, and Biology in their application to 
Medicine. 

(iii) Human Anatomy and Physiology, including Histology, 
Elements of Embryology, Biochemistry', and Biophysics, 

<ivt Elemeniaty Bacteriology, before tegular clinical appoint- 
ments. 

(V) Pathology, general, special, and clinical, and Morbid 
Anatomy. 

(vi) Pharmacology and Materia Medica, to be taken con- 
currently with clinical instruction. 

(vii) Forensic Medicine. Hygiene, and Public Health. 

(viiO Medicine, including Applied Anatomy and Phvsiology, 
Clinical Pathology and Therapeutics. Children's Diseases, 
Acute Infectious Diseases, Tuberculosis, Mental Diseases, Skin 
Diseases, and Vaccination. 

(i.x) Surgery, including Applied Anatomv and Phvsiology 
and Clinical Pathology, Anaesthetics, Diseases of the Eye, 
Ear, Throat, and Nose, Radiology, Venereal Diseases, a'nd 
Orthopaedics. 

(x) .Midwifery and Diseases of Women, including ante-natal 
conditions and infant hygiene. 


The Council recommends that during the last three of 
the five academic years clinical subjects shall be studied. 

The first two years must be passed at a university, or at 
a school of medicine recognized by anv of the licensing 
bodies, and the remainder must be devoted to chhicM 
work at any public hospital or dispensarv at home or 
abroad which is recognized by a licensing body.

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Special Considerations 

The requirements of the General Medical Council in 
respect of the education of those who desire to enter the 
medical profession have now been given in outline, but 
before leaving this part of the subject the steps which the 
aspirant should take may be rehearsed in their due order: 

(!) Pass an approved examination in general education; 

(2) Pass an examination conducted or recognized by a 
licensing body in elementary physics and elementary 
chemistry ; 

'0) Having attained the age of 17, enter himself at a 
university or at a medical school recognized by one of the 
licensing bodies ; 

(4) Obtain registration as a medical student ; 

(5) Study for a minimum of five years certain prescribed 
subjects ; 

(6) Meanwhile pass sundry intermediate examinations ; and 
at the end of the fifth year pass a “ qualifying c,xaminalion ” 
which will entitle him to receive from a licensing body a 
qualification enabling him to obtain registration in the Mer/fca/ 
Register, whereby he receives legal authority to practise. 

The Minimum Period . — It must be remembered that the 
period of five years is a minimum ; more is often required, 
even by the man of good abilities and reasonable industry, 
and some of the universities prescribe a longer period. 
Besides these qualities a student, to obtain a registrable 
qualification in the minimum period of five years, or fifty- 
seven months, must have a considerable amount of good 
luck ; in other words, he must keep in good health through 
every term, and never fail at a single examination. Thus, 
■for instance, before presenting himself for any examina- 
tion he must be “ signed up ” for the subjects covered by 
that examination ; this means that his teachers have to 
certify that he has diligently attended the required number 
of lectures or classes in the subjects in question. If, how- 
ever, the student happens to be ill during the term when 
such lectures or classes are taking place, he may miss 
enough of them to make it impossible for him to be signed 
up. Then again, should he fail to satisfy the examiners 
at some examination, he cannot present himself for re- 
examination for at least three months. This generally 
entails further consequences, because, apart from the 
student’s success at the next stage in his career being 
imperilled by the need for restudying the subjects in which 
he has failed, the Examining Boards usually insist upon a 
definite interval elapsing between one examination and 
the next. Further, many Boards have refused to recog- 
nize lectures and classes which have been attended before 
the student has passed the requisite examination in earlier 
subjects, and the Council now recommends that the pro- 
fessional examinations in anatomy and physiology be 
passed before the minimum period of three years’ subse- 
quent study be entered on ; in other words, no clinical 
study should count as such until these examinations have 
been, successfully completed. Failure at an examination 
may thus not only mean deferment of the date of exam- 
inations, but deferment of the beginning of the student’s 
study of certain subjects. It is thus exceedingly easy for 
a student to fail to qualify in five years, and, as a fact, the 
majority of students lake longer. 

In speaking of the minimum period, it is to be remem- 
bered also that that time is only sufficient to gain a 
registrable qualification, such as a Bachelorship of Medi- 
cine or Surgery or the Diplomas of the Royal Colleges. 
Those who wish to take a higher qualificafion— for in- 
stance, the F.R.C.S.Eng.— must prolong their work for 
another year or more. So, too, in some cases, must those 
who desire to convert their Bachelorship into a Doctorate. 
This may entail further formal examination, but at some 
universities the M.D. is obtainable on presentation of a 
thesis when the Bachelor has attained a certain age and 
has practised for a certain number of years. However, 
a student’s career proper may be considered, perhaps, to 
have ended when he obtains his first registrable qualifica- 
tion, for while preparing himself for any further tests he 


can, and usually docs, hold some junior appointment 
which more or less covers his expenses. 

Memorandum on Students’ Registration 

, 7*1^ following memorandum has been drawn up on 
behalf of the General Medical. .Council as to the pro- 
cedure for those who desire to be registered as medical or 
dental students. 

The requirements for the registration of medical and dental 
students are the same, and every intending student should in 
his own interest, register as soon as he begins his professional 
curriculum. 

A recognized examination in general education must first 
be passed. If the student intends to obtain a univcr.sity 
degree, he should apply to the university he selects for in- 
formation as to its matriculation requirements in arts or pure 
science, or as to any examinations which may be accepted in 
fulfilment thereof. If the student intends to obtain a qualifi- 
cation, from one of the licensing corporations (these are the 
Conjoint Boards in England, Scotland, and Ireland, the 
Society of Apothecaries of London, and the Apothecaries’ 
Hall of Dublin), any of the examinations indicated below will 
'be accepted. The subjects required are: (1) English, (2) 
Mathematics (elementary), (3) a language other than English, 
and (4) a fourth subject as required by the regulations of the 
particular examination, to be chosen from the following— 
namely. History, Geography, Botany, Physical Science, 
Natural Science, Latin, Greek, Hebrew, French, German, 
or other language accepted by a university for matriculation. 
School certificates (other than “Higher") must show 
“Credits” in each of the prescribed subjects. When school 
certificates with four credits arc presented, or certificates from 
the Educational Institute of Scotland and College of Pre- 
ceptors, the passes in the four subjects must be shown to 
have been obtained at not more than two sittings. 

The requirements of the preliminary examination in general 
education being satisfied, it is then necessary for the student 
to pass a further or pre-registration examination (theoretical 
and practical) in elementary chemistry and elementary physics, 
which is conducted or recognized by one of the licensing 
bodies — that is, a univcr-sily or licensing corporation. These 
subjects must be passed in addition to those included in the 
preliminary examination — for example, chemistry, taken as 
one of the four required subjects in the preliminary examina- 
tion cannot also count as one of the subjects of the pre-regis- 
tration examination. These' subjects may be studied at a 
university or medical .school, or at a secondary school or 
other institution recognized by the body whose pre-registration 
examination it is intended to take. The student should, in 
every ease, write beforehand to the body whose qualification 
he desires to obtain (a list will be found below) for informa- 
tion in regard to its requirements for -this examination, and, 
although it is not necessary to pass in biology before registra- 
tion as a student, application should be made at the same 
time to the body selected to ascertain their requirements in 
regard to this subject. 

These two examinations (in general education and in physics 
.and chemi.stry) having been • pas.scd, and the student having 
attained the age of 17 years, he .should apply to one of the 
universities or one of the medical schools for admission to 
its course of medical study. When medical study has been 
begun, he should apply to the Dean of the School, or to the 
Registrar of one of the branches of the General Medical 
Council, for a form of applic.ation for rcgi.slration as a student, 
and should have it completed and sent in to one of the 
■Branch Councils as soon ns possible. There is no fee for this 
registration. The medical curriculum will extend for at least 
five years, and the dental curriculum for at least four years, 
from the date of registration as a student. 

A dental student may begin his curriculum, if he so 
desires, as a pupil in dental mechanics of ,a registered dental 
practitioner ; but study at a dental school is to be preferred. 
Jf, however, he is apprenticed to a dental practitioner he will 
have to devote twice as much time to instruction in dental 
mechanics as he would if he had taken this subject in a .school. 
"This will have the effect of lengthening the curriculum. In any 
case a student can only obtain a concession of twelve momns 
out of the four years’ curriculum in respect of snch appren- 
ticeship.

Universities in England and Wales

some account of each of them follov/s. They all have 
now fully developed medical faculties. 


UNTVTllSm' OF OXFORD 

Though the Oxford Faculty is the oldest in the kingdom 
systematic university teaching for students of medicine 
only really began in 1883, when Burdon-Sanderson came 
to Oxford from University College, London, to be the 
first Waynflete Professor of Physiology-. From that date 
onwards there was a steady increase in the provisions 
for teaching and for the conduct of original investigation ; 
the rate of this increase has in the lit two years been 
accelerated ^first, by the opening of the Nuffield Institute 
for Medical Research, and, secondiv, by Lord Nuffield s 
munificent funher gift of £2,000.000 to the University 
for the benefit of the Medical School. The first appoint- 
ments under the scheme have alreadv been made and in 
the next few years the facilities for tiching and /esearch 
both m the predmical and in the clinical departments of 
the school, will be considerably strengthened. On the 
other hand it is perhaps necessary to emphasize two 
poinis. In the first place O.xford does not wish to in- 
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crease the number of its medical students, but to keep up 
their standard of quality. In the second place it is not 
the intention of those who are planning the future that 
the average student should complete his clinical work in 
Oxford ; possibly a few who are engaged in research may 
be given this opportunity when the Nuffield scheme is 
fully developed. 

The courses leading to the medical and surgical degrees 
of the University (B.M., B.Ch. ; D.M. ; M.Ch.), as also 
that for the diploma in ophthalmology (D.O.), arc open 
to both sexes. Whereas, however, a student must be a 
member of the University and have taken the degree of 
B.A. before he can take the medical and surgical degrees, 
these restrictions do not apply to candidates for the 
diploma in ophthalmology. 

Guidance for Medical Students 

At school, apart from acquiring knowledge, the prospective 
medical student should train himself to think clearly and to 
write clearly ; he is also well advised to learn those languages, 
in particular German, which will be of use to him in his future 
reading. 

Before he can become a member of the University, and 
thereby of the Medical School, a student has to be accepted 
by a college or by one of the non-collegialc bodies. This 
normally involves the taking of a college entrance examination, 
but exemption may be gained on the result of a college scholar- 
ship examination or in other ways. Correspondence on such 
matters should be addressed to the Head of the college con- 
cerned, and not to the Dean of the Medical School. 

When a student has been accepted by -a college he next has 
to pass, or obtain exemption from, the University entrance 
examination, Responsions ; Latin is a compulsory subject in this 
or the exempting examination. Entries for Responsions or 
claims for exemption should be made through the Head of 
the student’s college. 

After passing Responsions or the equivalent the medical 
’student normally takes the preliminary examinations in physics 
and chemistry and in biology. These he can attempt, if his 
school authorities are willing, before he comes into residence, 
and it is an advantage to him so to do, provided such a course 
does not interfere with his general education. These particular 
examinations satisfy simultaneously the preliminary require- 
ments both of the University in respect of the B.A. degree 
in animal physiology and also of the General Medical Council 
in respect of medical qualification. Questions about alterna- 
tive courses, and about entry for or exemption from these 
examinations, should be addressed by the student to the 
authorities of his college, and not to the Dean of the Medical 
School. 

The first step taken after this is u.sually the passing of the 
examination in organic chemistry for First B.M. Exemption 
can only be claimed by those who have passed certain exam- 
inations in chemistry of the University. A man who has 
passed the preliminary examinations before coming into resi- 
dence normally takes organic chemi.stry in his first term, and 
thereafter prepares for the examinations in human anatomy 
and physiology for First B.M., which he will probably take 
in his sixth term, though there arc alternative courses. He 
must pass simultaneously in both anatomy and physiology, 
unless he has previously been placed in the first or second 
class in the Final Honours School of Animal Physiology, in 
which case he is exempted from the physiology part of First 
B.M. Nothing else can exempt him from the examination in 
this subject, and there is no exemption at all from that in 
human anatomy. 

Practically every medical student attempts to obtain the B.A. 
degree by taking the Final Honours School of Animal Physio- 
logy, for this course diverts him least from purely professional 
work, and passing the preliminary examinations mentioned 
above allows him to enter for this final examination. The 
special course in preparation for it lasts one year, and the 
examination may not be taken earlier than the eighth term 
of residence unless the student has special status. If he enters 
for the examination later than his twelfth term of re.sidcncc 
he is over standing for honours. 

The student who has passed his preliminary examinations 
before coming into residence should thus have passed the exam- 
inations for First B.M. and for the degree of B.A. by the end 
of his third year at the University. 

He must thereafter prepare for the examinations for Second 
B.M. The subjects are materia mcdica and pharmacology. 


pathology, forensic medicine and public health, medicine 
surgery, and midwifery. The examinations in the first three 
of thc.se can be taken separately, as soon as the necessary 
conditions are fulfilled, or simultaneously with any of the 
other Second B.M. examinations ; on the other hand a student 
must pass simultaneously in the three la.st subjects. ’The exam- 
ination in these may not be taken, unless the candidate is 
already a registered medical practitioner, until the eighteenth 
term from matriculation and the lapse of at least thirty-three 
months from the date of passing the examinations for First B.M. 

The whole of the work for Second B.M. may be done in 
recognized institutions away from Oxford— for example, tlio 
London medical .schools. Alternatively, a student who has 
the necessary qualifications may spend the first six months 
in Oxford, and thereafter do a further twenty-seven months’ 
work elsewhere. ]n this second case the courses which he will 
lake at Oxford will last from September to the following 
March, and wiB include instruction in pharmacology, general 
pathology, and elementary medicine and surgery. 

Further details about the course for the qualifying degree 
of B.M., B.Ch., and also about the higher medical and surgical 
degrees, arc to be found in the .current edition of Uiiiymiiy 
of O.xford Examination Statutes and in a pamphlet entitled 
“ Information Concerning the School of Medicine, etc.,” both 
of which can be obtained from the Clarendon Press, Oxford. 
College authorities, and the Dean of the Medical School, 
University Museum, Oxford, will also give any assistance that 
is within their power. 

College entrance scholarships, open to would-be medical 
students, arc advertised each July in a .special number of the 
University Gazette, which can be bought for a few pence 
through ,any bookseller. In addition many valuable prizes, 
scholarships, and fellowships arc awarded to medical students 
and graduates ; they include the Radcliffe 'Travelling Fellow- 
ship, the oldest of such endowments for postgraduate travel 
and study, which is awarded annually, after examination, by 
the Master and Fellows of University College. Details about 
these prizes, etc., can be found in the current edition of the 
Oxford University Calendar. 

It is very difficult to give an estimate of the expense of that 
part of the course which is passed in Oxford, as the co.st varies 
very much with the different colleges. Eighty pounds a term 
i.s perhaps the amount p.aid by the average student, but many 
manage on less than this. Once the B.A. .degree has been 
taken university and college dues are less. 

UNIVERSITY OF CAMBRIDGE 

The professional degrees given by this university are those 
of Bachelor of Medicine (M.B.) and Bachelor of Surgery 
(B.Chir.) (these degrees cannot be taken separately), and 
the higher degrees of Doctor of Medicine and Master of 
Surgery. It also grants a diploma in medical radiology 
and clcctrology to medical practitioners, not necessarily 
graduates of the university. Information regarding this 
diploma will be found in a later section under the heading 
“ Radiology.” A candidate for the M.B., B.Chir. degrees 
must have passed the Previous Examination or some other 
examination accepted by the university as its equivalent 
under the new regulations. He must reach an honours 
standard in a Tripos. Naturally, most students will take 
the Natural Sciences Tripos, which qualifies him for- the 
degree of B.A. The attainment of a sufficient standard 
in certain subjects in this Tripos will secure exemplion 
from the corresponding tests in the M.B. course. Members 
of Girton College and Newnham College arc admitted to 
the examinations. 

Professional Examinations 

An explanation of the changes in the medical curriculum 
at Cambridge, which came into force in October, 1934, was 
given in the British Medical Journal of July 7, 1934 (p. 2o). 
To obtain the M.B., B.Chir. degrees candidates must have 
reached an honours standard in a Tripos and passed the bir.st 
and Final Medical Examination. 

First M.B . — This comprises (1) general and inorganic 
chemistry, (2) physics, (3) elementary biology, (4) organic 
chemistry. The ^ parts may be taken together or scpamtciy. 
In either case the candidate, before admi.ssion to c.pmination, 
mtist have passed or been exempted from the Previous bxarn- 
inalion. Certain exemptions from the First M.B. Examina- 
tion tire allowed ; the regulations may be obtained from me 
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Registran-. An examination in each part is held three times 
in the year. 

A candidate for the Final E.xamination must have (a) com- 
pleted the First E.xamination ; (h) dissected the whole body 
adequately and thoroughly ; (c) attended an approved course, 
and passed an examination in Pharmacology ; id) attained the 
honours standard in some Tripos ; (e) attended an approved 
course, and passed an e.xamination in anatomy and (/) in 
physiology. 

Final — ^This is divided into two parts, to neither of 

which the candidate is admitted until he has fulfilled the con- 
ditions previously mentioned. A candidate for the first part, 
which deals witfi the principles and practice of surgery (in- 
cluding special pathology) and midwifery and diseases peculiar 
to women, must have completed five years of medical study 
and be signed up in these subjects, and have completed two 
years and a half of hospital practice. Before admission to 
the second part the candidate must have completed five years 
of medical study, and be duly signed up in all subjects and 
have completed three years of hospital practice. The exam- 
ination is in the principles and practice of physic (including 
diseases of children, mental diseases, and medical jurispru- 
dence). pathology (including hygiene and preventive medicine), 
and pharmacology (including therapeutics and toxicology). 
The Final M.B. examinations are held twice a year — in June 
and December. 


The Higher Degrees 

The M.D. degree may be taken by a graduate of the 
University of eight years' standing who has passed the Final 
M.B. Examination, after writing a thesis approved by the 
M.D. Degree Committee, and keeping a further Act. He may 
also be allowed or required to take an examination, oral or 
written, or both, on the field of Medicine within which the 
subject of his thesis falls. 

A candidate for the hf.Chir, degree who is an M.A. may 
be admitted to the examination after he has become legally 
qualified to practise surgery. Other candidates mav be' ad- 
mitted when two years have elapsed after they have com- 
pleted the requirements for the B.Chir. degree, and may be 
admitted to the M.Chir. degree after three years have elapsed 
since they were admitted to the B.Chir. degree. The exam- 
ination comprises pathology, surgery, surgical anatomy, and 
surgical operations. The tests are partiv in writing, partiv 
oral, and partly practical; they include' the writing of an 
extempore essay. The examination is held in February in 
each year.

Professional Examinations 

B.S . — There are three examinations, the last two 
being subdivided. They are held Iwfce a y ear. 

The First Examination (held in July and Uecember) covers 
inorganic chemistry, general biology, and physics, there being 
two papers, a practical test, and a possible oral test in each 
subject. The names of successful candidates are placed in 
alphabetical order. 

The Second Examination is held in March and July. 
Part I covers organic chemistry, the candidate's knowledge 
beiSg tested as in the earlier e.xamination. Candidates for 
Part If must have passed the First Examination at least 
eighteen months previously, besides having completed Part 1 
of the Second Examination. The subjects are anatomy, 
physiology-, and pharmacology, the tests being written, oral, 
and practical. Candidates who fail in pharmacology may sit 
for re-examination in that subject alone if the examiners 'think 
fit. and candidates who pass in pharmacology only may 
similarly be credited with that subject. 

No candidate, unless he is already a registered medical 
practitioner, is admitted to (he Third <\f.B., B.S. E.xamination 
wiihin ihirty-three months of the date of his passing the 
Second Examination in Anatomy and Physiology. The subjects 
are medicine (including mental diseases'), pathologv, forensic 
medicine and hygiene, surgery, and obstetrics and gy'naecology. 
They ^ may be divided into two groups, one comprising 
medicine, pathology, forensic medicine, and hygiene, and 
the other surgery and obstetrics and gynaecology. Either 
^oup may- be taken first at the option of the candidate, ot 
the groups may he taken together. Only candidates who 
show a competent knowledge of all the subjects comprising a 
group are passed. There is no separate examination held fot 
honours^, but the names of successful candidates, who have 
passed both groups qt the examination at one time, are divided 
into an honours list and a pass list, and a university medal 
may lie awarded the candidate who has most distinguished 
nimselt m the whole examination. A supplementary list is 
issued of candidates who have passed in one group only.

UNIVERSITY OF BIRMINGHAM 

This university confers medical and surgical degrees — 
namely, M.B., Ch.B., M.D., Ch.M., and M.D. (State Medi- 
cine) — also degrees in dentistry (B.D.S. and M.D.S.),' and 
Diplomas in Dentistry (L.D.S.) and in Public Health 
(D.P.H.). A degree of Ph.D. is also conferred for research 
study in medicine under special regulations. Candidates 
must be graduates in medicine of a recognized university. 
The M.B., Ch.B. candidate may also take in the earlier 
part of his medical curriculum courses leading to the 
ordinary B.Sc. degree in anatomy and physiology, or B.Sc. 
with honours. The extra time required for either’ of 
these science degrees is one year. The full course of study 
for the degrees of M.B., Ch.B. extends over si.x years. 
The Senate has power to accept courses of study and 
examinations passed at other recognized universities as 
exempting from the examinations in physics, chemistry, 
biology, and organic chemistry. In the case of siich 
students at least three years must be spent in attendance 
upon classes at the university. 

Students entering the Medical Faculty for the M.B., 
Ch.B. degrees must have passed — 

(1) Either (a) the matriculation examination of the Joint 
Board of the Universities of Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds, 
Sheffield, and Birmingham ; or (b) some other, examination 
recognized as equivalent to the matriculation. Candidates 
for medical degrees arc required to have passed in English 
literature and mathematics, and are recommended to lake 
Latin and a science subject — chemistry or physics — at the 
matriculation examination. The matriculation examination of 
the Joint Board is held in July and September. The regula- 
tions and the list of examinations accepted in lieu thereof 
will be sent on application to the Secretary to the Board, 
Joint Matriculation Board, 315,- Oxford Road, Manchester. 
Note. — In and after October, 1938, revised entrance" require- 

'■inents will come into force. 

(2) A recognized pre-registration examination in the subjects 
of chemistry, physics, and biology — for example, the higher 
school certificate of the Joint Matriculation Board ; or a 
candidate may attend first-year courses in the university, 
October to June (chemistry, physics, and biology) — that is. 
First M.B., Ch.B. This examination may be passed in two 
sections ; not le.ss than two subjects must be passed on first 
entry. 

Professional Examinations 

Tlie candidate for the M.B., Ch.B. degrees has four exam- 
inations to pass subsequent to passing the First M.B.. Ch.B, 
Examination or exemption therefrom. In the Second (Part II) 
and Final examinations the candidate must pass in alt the 
prescribed subjects or undergo the whole exammalion again. 

The First M.B. deals with physics, chemistry, and biology 
(pre-registration). The Second M.B. (Part I) comprises the 
subject of organic chemistry. The Second M.B. (Part 11) 
comprises anatomy and physiology, and the student must pass 
in both simultaneously. The Third M.B. comprises pathology 
and bacteriology taken as one complete subject. The Fourth 
M.B. takes place at the end of the fifth year, the subjects 
being forensic medicine, toxicology, public health, and thera- 
peutics (inclusive of pharmacology and materia medica). 

Final M.B . — This comprises medicine, surgert’, midwifery 
and diseases of women, ophthalmology, and mental diseases. 
The candidate, in addition to more ordinary certificates, must 
be prepared with a certificate of having acted as a post- 
mortem clerk for three months, and received special instruc- 
tion in anaesthetics and clinical instruction in diseases peculiar 
to women, asylum ward work, ophthalmology, children’s dis- 
eases, venereal diseases, car and throat and skin diseases, etc. 
In respect to ophthalmology he must show that he has learnt 
refraction work. He also has to present to the examiners at 
the time of his examination a short written commentary on a 
gynaecological subject or case investigated during the period 
of gynaecological clerking. Revised rcgnialions for First-year 


and Second-year Courses and Examinations will come into 
operation in October, I93S. 

candidate for this degree must be an 
M.U.. Ch.B. of not less than one vear's standinc. He pre- 
sents an-originai thesis for approval, and then passes a general 
examination in the principles and practice of medicine. From 
the latter the Board of Examiners may exempt a candidate 
whose thesis is of exceptional merit. The regulations respect- 
ing the Ch.M. are of the same general character. Subject to 
certain requirements as to special research or other post- 
graduate study, graduates of other universities may obtain the 
M.D. and Ch.M. in the same way as holders of the Birmine- 
ham M.B.. Ch.B. 

The degree of M.D. (State Medicine) is open to M.B.. ChB 
graduates of the university who possess also a diploma in 
public health or degree in sanitary science or public health 
recognized b.v the university. The period of postgraduate 
study for this degree must occupy one year in the'^case of 
Birmingham M.B,, Ch.B. graduates, and two years in the case 
of graduates of other universities. 

_ The' degree of Ph.D. is open to qimlificd medical practi- 
tioners under special conditions applicable in the Faculty of 
Medicine. Under these regulations the necessary attendance 
and research during a period of two years may be carried out 
in the laboratories of the university or in associated hospitals. 

FEES 

The fee for Matriculation is £2 (p.ayablc to the Joint 
Matriculation Board); £2 10s. for First hi.B. Examination (if 
taken in university), and £2 10s. for each of the first four 
Professional Examinations ; M.B..

UNIVERSITY OF BRISTOL 

In the Faculty of Medicine the following degrees arc 
conferred : Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery 
(M.B. and Ch.B.). Doctor of Medicine (M.D.), Master of 
Surgery (Ch.M.), Bachelor of Dental Surgery (B.D.S.), and 
Master of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.). There arc also the 
following diplomas: diploma in public health (D.P.H.),’ 
diploma in denial surgery (L.D.S.), and diploma in 
veterinary State medicine. All candidates for -degrees in 
medicine, surgery, and dentistry are required to reach 
matriculation standard in the school certificate examina- 
tion, or to pass such examination as may be regarded 
as equivalent by the Senate. All courses, degrees, and 
diplomas are open to men and women alike. 

Conjoined Degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor 
of Surgery. — Candidates must be not less than 21 years of age 
and have pursued the courses prescribed by university regula- 
tions during not less than five years after passing the First 
Examination in chemistry and physics, and entry upon pro- 
fessional study at a medical school, of which three shall 
have been spent in the university, and two of these three 
subsequent to passing the Second Examination. All candi- 
dates for the degrees of M.B.. Ch.B. are required to satisfy 
the examiners in the several subjects of three examinations. 

The First E.\amination.~Thc subjects of examination arc: 
chemistry, physics, and biology. This part of the cumciiltim 
shall extend over one year. (Candidates who have piasscd an 
equivalent higher school certificate examination in these sub- 
jects will not be required to sit for the First Examination, and 
will be regarded as having completed one year of study.) 

The Second Examination. — The subjects of examination arc; 
anatomy, physiology, elementary pharmacology, and elemen- 
tary pathology. 

The Final Examination. —The subjects of examination arc; 
materia medica and pharmacx', pharmacology, pharmaco- 
therapeutics and toxicology, pathology and . bactcnology, 
(Section 1) ; forensic medicine, public health, obstetrics (in- 
cluding diseases of women), surgery (systematic, clinical, 
practical and operative, including ophthalmology and pto- 
rhino-laryngology), medicine (systematic, clinical, and practical, 
including mental diseases) (Section II). The subjects included 
in Section II may be taken in two groups— namely. Group i: 
surgerv and obstetrics ; Group II : medicine, public health, and 
forensic medicine. Candidates may pass Sections I and II 
together or separately, and the two groups of Section 11 may 

' At present in abeyance. 
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likewise be taken together or separately, but no student ran 
obtain honours who elects to take the two groups of Section U 
separately. _ 

Deqree of Doctor of Medicine . — Candidates must be 
Bachelors of the university of not less than two years 
standing as such, and may elect either (1) to pass an exam- 
ination in general medicine, or (2) to pass an examination in 
Slate medicine, or (3) to present a dissertation. The candidate 
who elects to pass the examination in State medicine must 
hold a diploma in public health of some university or college, 
and the candidate who elects to present a dissertation may be 
examined in the subject thereof. 

Degree of Master of Surgery.— The degree may be taken in 
general surgery or in special subjects. Candidates shall be 
Bachelors of the university who have practised for two years 
in an approved hospital (including the holding of an approved 
appointment for six months), and one of the two years shall 
have been spent in a hospital with a medical school attached. 
They shall present a dissertation and pass an examination. 
For general surgery, the examination shall include a written 
examination in surgery', a written examination in surgical 
anatomy and surgical pathology, a clinical examination, an 
oral examination, and an examination in operative surgery. 
For special subjects — that is, ophthalmology or olo-rhino- 
laryngology or gynaecology — the examination shall include a 
written examination in the anatomy, physiology, and pathology 
of the region of the body concerned (including in the case of 
ophthalmology, physiological optics), and a written examina- 
tion in general surgery, together with a written, oral, and 
clinical examination in the particular branch of surgery con- 
cerned, as well as an examination in operative surgery of the 
reeion concerned. 


UNIVERSITY OF DURHAM 

To its own undergraduates, who may be of either sex, this 
university grants the degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and 
Bachelor of Surgery (M.B., B.S.), and also grants the 
higher degrees of Doctor of Medicine (MJD.), Master of 
Surgery and Doctor of Surgery (M.S. and D.Ch.), 
Bachelor of Hygiene, Doctor of Hygiene (B.Hy. and 
D.Hy.), and Bachelor of Dental Surgery and Master of 
Dental Surgery (B.D.S. and M.D.S.) ; it also grants 
diplomas in public health, psychiatry, and dental surgery. 
The university accepts the Durham University school 
certificate examination (if a sufficient standard is obtained 
in Certain specified subjects) for matriculation purposes, 
but also accepts the tests of a considerable number of 
other educational bodies as a full or partial equivalent. 
A list may be obtained on application. In addition to 
satisfying the matriculation requirements of the university, 
every student must (1) pass a pre-registration examination 
in physics and inorganic chemistry conducted or recog- 
nized by the university, and (2) be registered on the books 
of the General Medical Council. The university requires 
that at least three years be spent in residence in the 
university ; in certain cases candidates may obtain exemp- 
tion from the First and Second Examinations, but the 
later professional examinations must be passed in the 
university. 

Professional Examinations 


M.S . — Candidates for this degree must have been cng.aged 
in practice for at least two years subsequent to qualifying 
M.B., B.S.Durham. The subjects of the examination arc 
surgery, systematic and clinical, surgical anatomy and patho- 
logy, and surgical operations, 

D.CIt . — ^The university grants also the degree of Doctor of 
Surgery. Candidates for this degree must be registered medical 
practitioners, not less than 25 years of age. They must devote 
three years, subsequent to obtaining a registrable qualification, 
to the study of surgery and ancillary subjects ; one at least 
of the three" years must be spent in the university. The candi- 
date must submit to the professor of surgery the course of 
study he proposes to follow, and this course must be approved 
by the Board of Faculty of Medicine. 

One year must be devoted mainly to work in the depart- 
ments of anatomy, phisiology, pathology, and bacteriology, 
and the candidate must submit es'idcnce of having so worked. 
Not less than six months of another year must be spent as 
a resident surgeon in a recognized teaching hospital, and the 
rest of the year in the study of surgery in a recognized 
medical centre. Not less than six months of one of the three 
years must be spent in surgical study abroad. 

' The Degree of BxCHEtop. of Hygiesx .snd -niE D.P.H. 

A period of not fess than two y ears must elapse between the 
attainment by a candidate of a registrable degree or qualifica- 
tion in medicine, surgery, and midwifery and his admission to 
the final examination for the degree of B.Hy or for the D.P.H. 
of the University as the case may be. The curriculum extends 
over a period of not less than twelve calendar months (or an 
academic year of whole-time study covering a period of not 
less than nine calendar months) subsequent to the attainment 
of a registrable degree or qualification. Candidates for the 
B.Hy. must take out the curriculum for Part I of the exam- 
ination at the University of Durham, but for the D.P.H. may 
do so either at the university or at any medical school or 
institution recognized by the university. The examination is 
divided into two parts. Pan I is practical. wTilten, and oral, 
and includes the subjects of bacteriology and parasitology 
(including immunology’, serology’, medical entomology, etc.) 
especially in their relation to diseases of man, and to those 
diseases’ of the lower animals which are transmissible to man ; 
chemistry, physics, radiology, and electrology in relation to 
public health ; physiology and biochemistry in their applica- 
tion to nutrition and hygiene ; and meteorology and climato- 
logy in relation to public health. The subjects in Part 11 in- 
clude the principles of public health and sanitation ; epidemio- 
logy and infectious diseases ; vital statistics ; sanitary law and 
administration (including public medical services); sanitary con- 
struction and planning ; and public health administration. 
This part of the examination is written and oral, and includes 
practical examinations in infectious diseases ; food inspection ; 
inspection of premises, dwelling-houses, factories, workshops, 
schools, etc. 

Candidates are not admitted to examination in either part 
until after they have completed the prescribed courses of 
instruction in the required subjects. 

Doctor of Hygien-e 

Candidates for the degree of Doctor of Hygiene must be 
Bachelors of Hygiene of the university of two years’ standing, 
and are required to satisfy the examiners that they have con- 
ducted original research in the subject of public hralth. 


There are four professional examinations for the M.B., B5. 
degrees. The First Examination is held in March, June, and 
December ; the Second and Third Examinations in March and 
June : and the Final Examination in June and December. 
The first deals with biology and chemistry in relation to medi- 
cine ; the second with anatomy and physiology; the third 
with pathology, bacteriology, materia medica. pharmacology

II. Either Mathematics or Latin. 

Three other subjects not already taken under I and II 
above, chosen from the following list; 

(1) English literature ; (2) History ; (3) Geography ; (4) 
Greek ; (5) Latin ; (6) French ; (7) German ; (8) Some one 
other language approved by the Board ; (9) Mathematics ; 
(10) Mechanics; (11) Physics; (12) Chemistry; (13) General 
experimental science; (14) Natural history; (15) Botany. 

Provided that (a) candidates who take Mathematics under II 
above must include one of the subjects 4-8 ; (i) candidates 
who take Latin under II above must include one of the subjects 
9-15. Except in cases specially approved by the Senate 
candidates are required to present evidence of possc.ssing a 
knowledge of mathematics at least equivalent to that of (he 
“ Pass ” standard at a School Certificate Examination. 

E.xemption from the examination may be granted to appli- 
cants holding certificates of having passed examinations of a 
standard deemed by the Matriculation Board to be at least 
equal to the Board’s' examination. 

Professional Examinations 

The examination for the M.B., Ch.B. number three. 

The First Exafnination. — This consists of four parts (1) 
physics and inorganic chemistry, (2) organic and physical 
chemistry, (3) botany, (4) zoology, each of which may be taken 
separately, but candidates are not permitted to start their 
second year’s work until Parts 1, 2, and 3 have been passed. 

The Second Examination. — This consists of Part I, materia 
medica and practical pharmacy. Part II. anatomy and physio- 
logy. Candidates will be allowed to pass each part separately. 

The Final Examination. — The Final Examination consists of 
Part I, pharmacology and pathology and bacteriology ; Part II, 
medicine, surgery, obstetrics and gynaecology ; Part HI, forensic 
medicine, public health, and therapeutics. Part 1 may be taken 
at the end of the second clinical year, and must be passed 
before Parts II and III are taken. Parts 11 and HI may be 
taken at the end of the third clinical year but not before the 
completion of the fifth year of medical study. If taken 
separately Part 111 may not be passed before Part H. 

M.D. — Candidates for this degree must be bachelors of 
medicine and bachelors of surgery of the university, and 
subsequently to having graduated must have completed two 
years of hospital practice or special study approved by the 
university ; or four years in the practice of their profession in 
one or other of its various branches ; six months’ hospital 
practice or special study to count as the equivalent of one 
year’s ordinary practice. Any subject of the medical curricu- 
lum e.xcept surgery may be cho.sen for the e.xamination. but 
a thesis, the title of which must previously receive the approval 
of the Board of the Faculty of Medicine, may be submitted, 
and if it is adjudged to be of exceptional merit the candidate 
may be exempted from further examination.

Professional Examinations

Second M.B. — This covers (1) anatomy, (2) physiology, in- 
cluding biochemistry and histology. 

Final M.B. — The subjects of the Final Examination arc: 
Part f — (a) pathology ; (h) pharmacology and general thera- 
peutics. Part II — (n) forensic medicine and toxicology ; (li) 
public health. Part 111 — (a) obstetrics and gynaecology : (ft) 
surgery, systematic, clinical, operative and practical, including 
ophllialrqology ; (c) medicine, systematic and clinical, including 
therapeutics, mental diseases, and diseases of children. Can- 
didates may take Parts I. II, and HI separately, provided that 
candidates may not present themselves for Part III until they 
have completed the sixth year of medical study and have 
passed the examinations in Parts 1 and 11. 

M.D. — May be conferred on graduates (M.B., Ch.B.Livcr- 
pool): (i) on candidates of two years’ standing. Such candi- 
dates shall be required to present a thesis certified to be the 
candidate’s own work, together with copies of published 
original papers upon Medical Science (if the candidate desires). 
The thesis shall embody the results of personal observations 
or original research either in some branch of medicine or in 
some science directly relative to medicine. If the thesis is 
accepted by Faculty after report from the assessors, the candi- 
date shall present himself for an oral examination on the 
subject of the thesis ; (ii) on candidates of five years’ standing 
by examination in (a) medicine and (b) a selected branch of 
medicine. 

Ch.M. — May be conferred on graduates (M.B., Ch.B.Liver- 
pool) after examination. 

M.Ch.Orth. — May be conferred on graduates in Medicine of 
Liverpool or other approved university and graduates of a 
Faculty other than Medicine of Liverpool or other approved 
univer.silv who arc Fellows of the Royal College of Smgeons 
of England, Edinburgh, or Ireland, or of the American College 
of Surgeons.

The Welsh National School of Medicine 

The university grants degrees in Medicine and Surgery — 
Bachelor in Medicine and Bachelor in Surgery (M.B., 
B.Ch.), Doctor in Medicine (M.D.), and Master in Surgery 
(M.Ch.) — and Diplomas in Public Health (D.P.H.), and 
Tuberculous Diseases (T.D.D.). 

M.B. and B.Ch. Degrees — Candidates are required to pursue 
a course of study of not less than six academic years subsequent 
to their matriculation in the university. They must hold an 
arts or science degree of the University of Wales, or of some 
other university approved for the purpose,, but certain of the 
courses pursued for a B.Sc. or a B.A. degree may be counted 
as required for the medical degrees. The courses for the M.B., 
B.Ch. are divided into two sections. The first includes Physics, 
Chemistry, Botany, and Zoology (Preliminary Subjects) ; 
Organic Chemistry (Subsidiary Subject) Human Anatomy and 
Physiology (Ancillary Subjects). Study of the preliminary 
subjects and of Organic Chemistry must extend over at least 
one academic year ; study of Physiology and Human Anatomy 
must extend over at least two academic years ; the first section 
of the course must occupy not less than three years. The 
second section includes courses in Materia Medica and Pharma- 
cology, Pathology and Bacteriology, Hygiene and Forensic 
Medicine, Medicine, Surgery,- and Obstetrics and Gynaecology, 
These courses cannot be commenced until the _ examinations 
of the first section have been completed. Examinations in all 
subjects of the second section arc held twice each year. 

M.D. Degree . — Every candidate for the degree of Doctor in 
Medicina shall satisfy the examiners in an examination in 
clinical medicine and shall submit a thesis to the judgement 
of the university, A candidate may present himself for the 
examination in clinical medicine during 'or subsequently to 
the second year after qualification for the degrees of Baccal- 
'aiircns in Medicina and Baccalaiirciis in Chiriirgia, and may 
submit his thesis during or subsequently to the third year after 
qualification for those degrees. The thesis shall embody the 
results of the candidate’s personal observation or original 
research in some branch of medical knowledge or of some 
science directly relative to medicine, excepting a subject that 
is e.\clusively surgical. The candidate shall indicate in what 
respects his thesis appears to him to advance medical know- 
ledge or practice. A candidate shall be required to submit 
himself to an oral or other examination on the subject-matter 
of the thesis ; provided always that in exceptional circumstances 
it shall be within the discretion of the university to exempt 
a candidate from such an examination. 

M.Ch. Degree . — Every candidate for the degree of Magistcr 
in Chmirgia shall satisfy the examiners in an examination in 


Surgery and shall submit a thesis to the judgement of the 
university. A candidate may present himself for the examina- 
tion in Surgery during or subsequently to the second year after 
qualification for the degrees of Baccaiaureiis in Medicina and 
Baccalaurcns in Chirurgia, and may submit his thesis during 
or subsequently to the third year after qualification for those 
degrees. The examination in Surgery shall consist of ' two 
parts: Part I — (i) Surgical Anatomy, (ii) Bacteriology and 
Surgical Pathology ; Part II— (i) Surgery, (ii) Clinical Surgery, 
(ill) Operative Surgery, No candidate shall be deemed to have 
passed in Part II unless he has satisfied the examineri in Part 1 
of the examination. The thesis shall embody the results of 
the candidate's personal observation or original research in 
some branch of surgical knowledge or of some science directly 
relative to surgery. The candidate shall indicate in what 
respects his thesis appears to him to advance surgical know- 
ledge or practice. A candidate shall be required to submit 
himself to an oral or other examination on the subject-matter 
of his thesis ; provided always that in exceptional circumstances 
it shall be within the discretion of the university to exempt 
a candidate from such examination. 

Clinical Institutions . — Clinical teaching is carried out in the 
Cardiff Royal Infirmary (489 beds) ; the Llandough Hospital 
(City of Cardiff) (345 beds) ; the City Lodge Hospital (City 
of Cardiff) (604 beds) ; the Cardiff City Mental Hospital (790 
beds) ; the Cardiff City Isolation Hospital (230 beds) ; the 
Prince of Wales’ Hospital (Orthopaedic) (132 beds); the Cefn 
Mably. Gian Ely, and Sully Hospitals (Tuberculosis) (608 beds); 
the Lord Pontypridd Hospital (acute Rheumatism of Children) 
(25 beds). These inslilutions are modern and well equipped, 
and provide facilities for both in-patient and out-patient clinical 
instruction. The Cardiff Royal Infirmary is the main teaching 
hospital. It serves a district having a population of more 
than half a million, and during the year 1936 6,268 patients 
were admitted to the wards, and 39,875 patients treated in the 
out-patient departments. 

Scholarships, Free Studentships, Prizes, and Medals . — 
Entrance Scholarships, County Free Studentships, and Scholar- 
ships arc available. Particulars of these are contained in a 
special prospectus, which can be obtained on application. An 
Isaac Roberts Scholarship in Science, of the value of £50 per 
annum, tenable for three years, is awarded triennially on the 
results of the Entrance Scholarship Examination of the Cardiff 
College. The Samuel Brothers’ Scholarship, value £12 to £15, 
is awarded annually on the results of the work of the first year 
medical course at Cardiff College. The Dr. Price Prize, value 
£50. is awarded annually on the results of the work of the first 
year of the medical course at the Cardiff College. The Dr. 
Howell Rees Scholarship, value £17 10s., is awarded triennially, 
and is held in The Welsh National School of Medicine ; it is 
awarded on the results of the examinations in anatomy and 
physiology. Numerous other prizes are awarded for pro- 
ficiency in different subjects. 

Research Scholarships . — A Catherine Buckton Scholarship of 
£60 for one year is offered periodically by the council of 
Aberdare Hall (one of the halls of residence for women 
students) to a woman who shall undertakfe to do postgraduate 
work. The Mrs. John Nixon. Research Scholarship of £150 
per annum is available for the promotion of research in Medh 
cine and Medical Pathology. The Lord Merthyr Research 
Scholarship, value £200 per annum, is available for the pro- 
motion of research in cancer. A Cecil _ Prosser Research 
Scholarship, value £250 per annum, is available for the pro- 
motion of research in tuberculosis. The Ewen Maclean Re- 
search Scholarship, value £150 per annum, is available for the 
promotion of research into the factors which constitute ana 
the conditions which vary resistance to disease, especially as 
regards midwifery. Inquiries should be addressed to the 
Secretary, Welsh National School of Medicine, 10, The Parade, 
Cardiff. 


English Medical Corporations 

There are in England three medical corporations which 
grant licences to practise — the Royal College of Physicians 
of London, the Royal College of Surgeons of England, 
and the Society of Apothecaries ' of London. The first 
two combine for certain purposes to form vyhat is known 
as the Conjoint Board in England. Details concerning 
this body, its component Colleges, and the third licensing 
body here follow. 
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THE CONJOINT BOARD 

This body— the Examining Board in England— deals with . 
the qualifications of all candidates for the Licence of the 
Royal College of Physicians of London and for the 
Membership of the Royal College of Surgeons of England. 
It prescribes for them certain periods of study, and recom- 
mends those who pass the required examinations 
Licence and for the diploma of Member respectively. The 
successful candidate is then entitled to register as 
L.R.C.P.Lond., M.R.C.S£ng. It performs the same task 
in connexion with diplomas in public health, tropical 
medicine and hygiene, ophthalmic medicine and surgeo'. 
psychological medicine, laryngology and otology, medical 
radiology, anaesthetics, and child health, jointly issued 
by the two Colleges. Under the present regulations every 
candidate for the L.R.C.P. and M.R.C.S. must (1) com- 
plete five years of professional study after passing a 
recognized preliminary examination and a recognized pre- 
medical examination in chemistry and physics ; (2) comply 
with the regulations, which may be had from the 
Secretary, Examination Hall, Queen Square, London, 
W.C.I ; and (3) pass the two professional examinations of 
which particulars appear below. 


Regulations for the Conjoint Diplomas 

The following is an outline of the present regulations 
for the L.R.C.P.Lond. and M.R.C.S.Eng. The full regu- 
lations and synopses and forms of certificate may be 
obtained from the Secretary. 


Pre-Medic.sl ECssiinatjon 

Students are required to pass a pre-medical examination in 
chemistry, physics, and elementary biologsy conducted by the 
Conjoint Examining Board, before commencing the five years’ 
curriculum of professional study, or some other examination 
recognized by the Board — namely, the examination in 
chemistry, physics, and biology for the degree in Medicine of 
any university recognized by the Board, the higher school 
certificates of Oxford and Cambridge Universities and the 
Oxford and-Cambridge Schools Examination Board, the higher 
certificates of London, Bristol, Durham Universities, the Joint 
Matriculation Board of the Northern Universities, or the 
Central Welsh Board higher certificate. 

A candidate must enter for chemistry and physics together, 
and he will not be allowed to pass in one without obtaining 
at the same time at least half the number of marks required 
to pass in the other subject. He will be admitted so the 
exarninalion on producing evidence of having passed the 
required preliminary examination in general education. 

The examination is partly written, partly oral, and partly 
practical. A candidate rejected in one or both subjects of the 
examination will not be admitted to re-e.xaminaiion until after 
the lapse of a period of not less than three months. Not 
more than two terms of professional study is recognized before 
the c.xamination in elementary biology is passed. 


PROFESSIOSXE EXAMIN.VnONS 

There arc two professional examinations, called the FirsI 
and Final Examinations. The courses of study for the FirsI 
Examination may be commenced before the pre-medical exam* 
inaiion in biology or .some equivalent examination has beer 
parsed provided three terms of siudy of anatomy and physio- 
logj are completed after passing such examination. 

r(rsr Profcssionnl Examination . — ^The subjects of this are; 
Section 1, (a) Anatomy, including histology and cmbryolo"}' 
(h) Physiology, including biochemistry. SeMion II. Pharmaco 
logy and materia medica. A candidate must have attendee 
at a recognized Xledical School coursett of instruction ft 
an.atomy. including embryology, during fixe terms, in thi 
course of which he must have dissected the whole bodv 
courses of instruction in physiology, including biochemistr 
.and hiophysics, during five terms; courses of inslnicrion it 
pharmacology and materia medica. A candidate max nresen 
himself tor the two sections together or separatcH, bur h 
niu-t lake parts (a) and (h) of Section I together until he ha 
passed in one or both parts, but a candidate will not b 

'.u Obtains at the sam. 

time at least half the number of marks required to pass in th 
other part. .Section II of the examination may passed a 
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any lime before the candidate enters for the Final Professional 
Examination, provided that the courses for admission to 
Section I have been completed. A candidate who produces 
satisfaciorv evidence of having passed an examination rn tr.- 
subjccts o'f Section I or either part of Section I and ot 
Action II in the examination for the degree in Medicine con- 
ducted at a university recognized by the Board will he 
exempted from further examination in such subject or 
subjects. 

Final Prnfesiional Examination . — The subjects of this are; 
Section 1, Pathology (including morbid anatomy, morbid 
histologv. and clinical pathology) and Bacteriology. Section II. 
Pari I Medicine, including medical anatomy, forensic meai- 
cinc, and public health ; Part 11, Surgery, including surgical 
anatomy and the use of surgical appliances ; Pan III, 
v.ifcr\' and gynaecology-. The e.xaminaiion is parily v.rilicn, 
partlv practical, partly clinical, and partly oral. A candidate 
may 'lake Sections I and II and the three parts of Section jl 
of the Final Examination separately, or may take the whole 
examination together. He will be required to produce the 
certificates prescribed by the regulations before being admitted 
to the respective parts of the examination. No exemption 
is granted from any subject in the Final Examination. 


FEES 

The fee for the Pre-Medical Examination is four guineas, for 
tt-examination in Chemistry two guineas, for re-examination 
in Physics one guinea, and for Biology one guinea. The fee 
for the FirsI Profestional Examination is ten guineas, for re- 
examination after rejection in Section I six guin^s. for re- 
examination after rejection in either part of Section 1 three 
guineas, for re-examination after rejection in Section 11 three 
guineas. The fee for admission to Section 1 of the Final 
Professional Examination is four guineas : for admission to 
Section 11, Part I. ten guineas; Part II, ten guineas; Part III. 
six guineas; and the re-examination fees are respectively three 
guineas, six guineas, six guineas, and five guineas. 


Royal College of Pbysirians of London 

This College has three grades— its Licentiates, its Mem- 
bers, and its Fellows. The Licence is now only tssded 
through the Conjoint Board. The Membership (examina- 
tions, for which are held in January, April, July, and 
October) is only granted to those who have obtained the 
Licence or to those who are graduates of a recognized 
university ; in any case they must be persons over 23 
years of age. Candidates are examined in pathology and 
the practice of physic, partly in writing and partly viva 
voce ; they are also examined in French and German. 
The languages are not compulsory, but credit is given 
to those who show a knowledge of them. The fee for 
the Membership is £J2, or in the case of a Licentiate 
£21. Tfiete is a fee ot £10 lOs., payable before entrance 
to the examination, which in the case of successful 
candidates is reckoned as part of the Membership fee. 
The body of Fellows is maintained by election from 
among the Members. 


Royal College of Surgeons of England 

This College conducts examinations for the Nfembership 
and for the Fellowship, The Members are admitted as 
stated in the section dealing with the Conjoint Board. 
The Fellowship is granted after examination to persons 
at least 25 years of age who have been engaged in pro- 
fessional studies for six years. There are two examina- 
tions for the Fellowship — the Primary in anatomy and 
physiology, held in the months of June and Decsimber, 
which may be passed after the third winter session ; 
the Final held in the months of .May and November, 
chiefly directed to surgery, which may be passed after 
six years of professional study. Candidates must pass 
the Final Examination of the Examining Board in 
England and be admitted Members of the Cojlsse before 
admission to the Second E.xamination for the Fellowship^ 
e.xcepc in the case of graduates in medicine and surgery 
of not less than four years stsnding of universities 
recognized by the College for the purpose. .All candidates 
are required to have held for six consecutive months a 
responsible post tn charge of general surgical patients 
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in Ihe wards of a general hospital recognized by the 
Council. 

FtTcs . — At First Examination, £8 8s. (for rc-examinalion, 
£5 5s.). At Second Examination, £15 15s; Admission fee 
£10 10s. for members, £31 10s. for non-members. 

Society of Apothecaries of London 

This Society confers a registrable diploma in medicine, 
surgery, and midwifery (Licentiate in Medicine and 
Surgery of the Society of Apothecaries, L.M.S.S.A.), on 
those successful at the following examinations : 

Pre-mcdical Examination . — Chemistry and physics, and 
elementary biology. 

Primary Examination . — ^This includes anatomy, physiology 
and histology, written, oral, and practical, and materia 
medica and pharmacy, written and oral. Candidates referred 
in anatomy or physiology will be required to produce evidence 
of further study before being admitted to re-examination. 
Candidates will be excused any or all the subjects of the 
Pre-Medical and Primary Examination on producing evidence 
that they have passed the equivalent examinations before an 
examining body recognized by the Society. 

Final Examination . — This is divided into three sections, 
which may be taken at separate examinations — namely, A, 
B + D, and C. A, Principles and practice of surgery, in- 
cluding surgical pathology, surgical anatomy, operative manipu- 
lation, instruments and appliances ; B, Principles and pr.acticc 
of medicine, including therapeutics, pharmacology, and pre- 
scriptions), general and medical pathology, bacteriology, and 
morbid histology ; C, Midwifery, gynaecology, diseases of 
newborn children, obstetric instruments and appliances ; D, 
Forensic medicine, hygiene, theory and practice of vaccina- 
tion, and mental diseases. A, B, and C arc written, oral, and 
clinical. D is written and oral. There is no exemption from 
any subject of the Final Examination. Candidates referred in 
A, B, or C will be required to produce evidence of further 
study before re-examination. 

The fee for the Pre-medical Examination is £5 5s. : for the 
Primary and Final, £21, payable in two instalments. The 
regulations and synopses relating to the several examinations, 
and other information, may be obtained from the Registrar, 
The Society of Apothecaries, Water Lane, Queen Victoria 
Street, E.C.4. (telephone Central 1189). 

MASTERY OF MIDWIFERY 

The Society in 1928 instituted a Mastery in Midwifery, and 
issues a diploma under this title denoting the possession of 
specialized knowledge of ante-natal care, midwifery, and infant 
welfare, and the public health aspects of these subjects. The 
examinations take place in May and November, and candi- 
dates are required to submit certificates, etc., twenty-one days 
before date of e,xamination. A severe test has been impo.sed 
so as to ensure a high standard of professional knowledge, 
but the diploma is not registrable under the Medical Acts. 
Admission is open to all who have been for not less than 
three years in possession of a registrable medical qualifica- 
tion, and who have had certain prescribed experience at 
recognized institutions concerned with obstetrics, ante-natal 
work, and infant welfare work. Medical officers employed 
by a public health authority, and having special duties con- 
nected with maternity and child welfare, arc admitted to the 
examination on production of evidence to that effect. The 
entrance fee for the examination is £10 10s., and a further fee 
of £10 10s. is payable by successful candidates before admis- 
sion to the Mastery. Copies of the regulations may be 
obtained from the Registrar at the address given m the 
preceding paragraph. 

British College of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists 

One of the principal objects of the College is' to encourage 
the study and practice of obstetrics and gynaecology, 
subjects vvhich should be inseparably interwoven. The 
College consists of Fellows and Members. 

Candidates for the Membership must have been entered 
on the British Medical Register for at least three years or 
be eligible for entry thereon. Before being accepted for 
the examination they must produce evidence, satisfactory 
to the examination committee, of having held resident 
hospital appointments in general medicine or surgery and 
in obstetrics and gynaecology for the period laid down 


m the regulations (at present six months each). The 
examination consists of the presentation of case records 
and commentaries, two' written papers, and an oral and 
clinical examination. The Fellowship is granted to tho.se 
Members who are judged to have advanced the science 
and art of obstetrics and gynaecology. 

The Fellowship and Membership include practically 
every teacher of obstetrics and . gynaecology in Great 
Britain and the British Dominions. Fellowship or Mem- 
bership is now a necessary qualification for election to 
the staff of many obstetric and gynaecological hospitals 
and it is anticipated that in time it will be essential for 
election to the staff of all such hospitals ; consequently 
all intending to specialize in obstetrics and gynaecology 
should endeavour to obtain the Membership as soon as 
possible. 

For those practitioners who have had special post- 
graduate experience in obstetrics, but whose experience 
and work do not allow of their admission to the Member- 
ship, the College grants a diploma (D.C.O.G.). Candi- 
dates, for it must be entered on the British Medical 
Register. They must produce evidence of resident post- 
graduate experience in obstetrics as well as in general 
medicine or surgery. Evidence of having regularly 
attended at ante-natal, post-natal, and infant welfare 
clinics and a satisfactory course in gynaecology is also 
required. 

The D.C.O.G. is intended to indicate that the holder 
is a competent obstetrician and one who may be regarded 
as sufficiently capable to act in the capacity of con- 
sultaiit to local authorities in midwifery practice. The 
examination does not, however, include gynaecology 
except in so far as it is directly associated with child- 
bearing, and this diploma is not meant for those who 
aspire to hospital appointments with charge of gynaeco- 
logical beds. 

The regulations governing the Membership and diploma 
may be obtained from the honorary secretary, British 
College of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists, 58, Queen 
Anne Street, London, W.l. 


SCOTLAND 

THE UNIVERSITIES 

There arc in Scotland four universities, each possessing 
a Faculty of Medicine, and having tlie right to confer 
degrees -which admit the holder to the Medical Register. 
In essential points the regulations in their medical /acui- 
ties for undergraduates are much alike, so that a general 
account can be given of all of them together. 

The universities are those of St. Andrews, Glasgow, 
Aberdeen, and Edinburgh. The provision each of the 
cities in which these universities are situated makes for 
the education of medical students will be found in the 
section on Medical Schools in Scotland ; here it need 
merely be said that degrees in medicine from Scotland 
as a whole have always enjoyed a high repute. 

The degrees granted in medicine and surgery to candi- 
dates of either sex are four in number — Bachelor of 
Medicine (M.B.), Bachelor of Surgery (Ch.B.), Doctor of 
Medicine (M.D.), Master of Surgery (Ch.M.). The two 
former are not obtainable one apart from the other. 
Besides these degrees a diploma in tropical medicine and 
hygiene is obtainable from the University of Edinburgh, as 
also diplomas iri psj'chiatry and medical radiology. As for 
public health, registrable degrees and diplomas in this 
subject are granted by the University of Glasgow, while 
diplomas in public health may be obtained from ihc 
Universities of Edinburgh, St. Andrews, and Aberdeen. 

The conditions for admission of graduating students of 
medicine are the same as those in the Faculties of Arts 
or Science. Prospective medical students arc also required 
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to pass a pre-registration examination in chemistry and 
physics. This is not enforced at Aberdeen or at St. 
Andrews. . 

ProfessionaHEducation 

The regulations comply in all respects with the require- 
ments and recommendations of the General Medical 
Council. In respect of the various courses certificates 
must be obtained showing that the student has not only 
attended regularly, but has duly performed the work of 
the class;- Out of the necessary five years of medical 
study not less than three (or in certain circumstances 
two) must be spent at the university whose degrees the 
student hopes to obtain, and the balance at any place 
officially recognized for such purpose. In each acadernic 
year there are two sessions — one lasting from the begin- 
ning of October to the middle of March, and the other 
from the middle of April to the beginning of July. 

Professional Examinations 

The distinctive feature of the Scottish curriculum is 
that though nominally there are only four examinations, 
each of these may be, and habitually is, split up by the 
student into sections. Hence, a student may complete 
some stage of his career during the course of nearly every 
session. Thus, by the end of the first winter session the 
student may pass in zoology* and chemistry.f At the end 
of the first summer session he can finish with botany* and 
physics, -f and with anatomy and physiology at the end of 
the second. Patholo^ and materia medica he may pass 
at the end of the third year, and so on, until the final 
examination in midwifery, surgery, and medicine, and the 
corresponding clinical subjects, at the end of the fifth year 
of study. At each examination the candidate may pass 
“ with much distinction ” or “ with distinction ” — with 
merit ” in St. Andrews — and a record is kept of the merit 
displayed, so that when the time comes for the candidate 
to graduate, one who has done well throughout can be 
declared as graduating with honours. (In Glasgow and 
in Edinburg a candidate may pass “ with distinction," 
but there is no higher grade of “ much distinction.”) 
A further point in the system is that the student’s own 
teachers commonly take some part in his e.xaminatron. 

Of .the four examinations, the first deals with physics, 
botany, zoology, and chemistry (inorganic and organic) ; 
the second with anatomy and physiology ; the third with 
materia medica, therapeutics, pathology, and bacterio- 
logy ; the fourth with forensic medicine, public health, 
medicine, surgery, midwifery, and gynaecology. At Edin- 
burgh the first two e.xaminalions are held three times 
a year, except in chemistry and zoology, in which subjects 
examinations are held only twice a year. At St. Andrews 
all four examinations are held twice a year, and at Glasgow 
the first two are held twice a year and the third three 
times. At Aberdeen, degree examinations in all subjects 
are held twice a year. 

Exemption from the first professional examination may 
be obtained by candidates who have passed an arts, 
science, or medical degree examination in its subjects at 
any recognized university.* 


The Higher Degrees 


It is open to those who are alreadv M.B., Ch.B. to 
proceed cither to the M.D. or the Ch.M.’ A candidate for 
the former must have been engaged for not less than one 
year in work in the medica! wards of a hospital, or in 
scientific research in a recognized laboratory, or in the 
Nav al or Military hMical Seryjee. or have been at least

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two years in general practice, and must be at least 24 
years of age. A thesis -on any subject not exclusively 
surgical must be submitted, and the candidate is also 
examined in clinical medicine and, if desired (or. in the 
case of Glasgow, St. Andrews, and Aberdeen), in some 
one or other of its special departments. The regulations 
for candidates for the Ch.itl. arc of a corresponding 
character, a period of surgical work in a hospital or else- 
where being substituted for medical work, and the' thesis 
being on a surgical rather than a medical subject. An 
e.xamination in surgical anatomy, clinical surgery', opera- 
tive surgery, and in some of the special departments of 
surgery, is included. 

FEES . 

It is estimated that the class, examination, and other fees 
for, the M.B.. Ch.B. come altogether to about £265, the 
separate examination fees included in this calculation being 
as follows:

price 6d. (by post 7id.), which is published by Mr. Thin. 
55, South Bridge, Edinburgh, or on application to the Dean 
of the Faculty of Medicine. Information about Glasgow- 
should be sought from the Registrar, the University, Glasgow. 
With regard to Aberdeen, application should be made to the 
Secretary of the University of Aberdeen. In respea of St. 
Andrews, information can be obtained either from the Secre- 
tary of the University, or, alternatively, the Secretary of the 
United College. St. Andrews, or the Secretary of University 
College. Dundee, these being the two constituent colleges of 
the University of St. Andrews. 

Finally, it should be mentioned that in connexion with all 
(he Scottish universities there are valuable bursaries and 
scholarships, some information as to which will be found in 
the article on Medical Schools. 

The Carnegie Trust 

The following is a summary of the regulations made by the 
Carnegie Trust for the Universities of Scotland for assistance 
in the payment of class fees in the universities and extra- 
mural colleges of Scotland. 

Applicants must be over 16 years of age ; they must be of 
Scottish birth of extraction, or have attended for two years, 
after the age of 14, at a school or institution under inspection 
of the Scottish Education Department. Applicants so qualifietf 
who have beeii pupils of schools under the Scottish Education 
Department will be eligible for assistance in the payment of 
class fees if they have obtained the leaving certificate of the 
Department with a minimum of three higher ^de passes, 
provided that it bears evidence of such preliminary educa- 
tion as is required by the universities for their graduating 
curricula, or that it has been supplemented by such 
passes either in the Scottish Univer.sities Preliminary or other 
examination as wdH satisfy the above requirement of the- 
universities before they begin their graduating curricula. 
XX’bere applicants have not been pupils of schoois under the 
Scottish Education Department, or where other good ground 
for not having obtained the leaving certificate can be showm, 
the Executive Committee has power to accept instead what 
it drems equivalent evidence of attainments provided that 
applicants will not be considered eligible who have not 
obtained three higher grade passes or who require to pass anv 
further preliminary examination before they begin their gradu- 
ating curricula. No applicant in medicine is eligible for 
assistance until pre-rcgismatio_n subjects have been ^ssed at 
any centre where pre-registration examinations are required. - 
Applicants in the Faculties of Arts and Science must have 
haa their course of study for each academic vear approved bv 
the University Adviser of Studies, and all’ applicants must 
nase passed the graduation examinations belonging to the 
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' previous stage of their curriculum before becoming eligible 
for assistance in the payment of fees of classes belonging to 
a further stage. Beneficiaries must submit to the Executive 
Committee at the end of each .session particulars as to their 
attendance and work, any distinctions gained, and any 
graduation examination passed. 

The annual allowance towards payment of class fees offered 
to beneficiaries by the Trust in the Faculty of Medicine is 
£20 for four years, in all £80. Any unexpended part of a 
granCwill be carried forward to the succeeding year. In com- 
binations of Faculties the allowances available for beneficiaries 
arc: Arts and Medicine — two Arts grants of £9 and four 
Medicine grants of £20. in all £98 ; Science and Medicine — 
two Science grants of £18 and four Medicine grants of £20, 
in all £116. 

Applicants, in writing for application forms (Carnegie Trust, 
Merchants’ Hall, 22, Hanover Street, Edinburgh), must name 
the university and faculty in which they intend to study, 
and stale whether they have previously obtained the benefits 
.of the Trust. Fully completed application forms must ,bc 
lodged by new beneficiaries not later than October 20 for 
the winter session, and by former beneficiaries not later than 
October 25. Applications for the summer session most be 
lodged not later than May 10. Payments are made by means 
of fee coupons, and fees already paid are not refunded. 


THE SCOTTISH CORPORATIONS 

There are three medical corporations in Scotland — the 
Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh, the Royal 
College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, and the Royal Faculty 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow. Their licences 
can be separa’tely obtained only by persons who are 
already in possession of a recognized qualification — in 
surgery in the case of the College of Physicians, and in 
medicine in the case of the College of Surgeons and the 
Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow. All others 
must submit to the examinations held by the Conjoint 
Board, which the three corporations have combined to 
form. Details concerning this Board and its component 
Colleges follow. The conditions on which their higher 
qualifications are granted will be found set forth separately 
in connexion with each corporation. 

The Conjoint Board in Scotland 

This body has charge of all questions connected Avith 
candidates for the Conjoint Licences of the Royal College 
of Physicians of Edinburgh, the Royal College of Surgeons 
of Edinburgh, and the Royal Faculty of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Glasgow. Those finally approved by it are 
entitled to registration and to the initials denoting 
the Licences of the three bodies concerned — namely, 
L.R.C.P.Ed., L.R.C.S.Ed., and L.R.F.P.S.GIas. The Board 
requires all. candidates to comply with the regulations of 
the General Medical Council. It has an arts examination 
of its own, but is prepared to accept in its place any of 
the other educational tests approved by the General 
Medical Council. All candidates must obtain registration 
with the General Medical Council. 

PROFESSIONAL CURRICULUM FOR CANDIDATES REGISTERED AS 
MEDICAL STUDENTS AFTER OCTOBER 1, 1930 

Subsequent to registration as a medical student the candi- 
date must pass not less than five years in medical study, each 
comprising a winter and a summer session. The Board does 
not insist that candidates shall pursue their study at any par- 
ticular place, and is prepared to accept certificates of having 
attended the necessary courses from any recognized medical 
school. 

Its examinations are four in number, each of them being 
held four times every year, and these will fall to be held twice 
in Edinburgh and twice in Glasgow during the next period j it 
is open to candidates to present themselves for examination 
at either place. The Finst Examination deals with general 
biology (systematic and practical), and physics and chemistry 
(systematic and practical) ; the second with anatomy, embryo- 
logy, physiology, biochemistry, and biophysics ; the third Avith 
pathology (including bacteriology and morbid anatomy) and 
pharmacology (theoretical and practical) ; and the final with 


(J) medicine, including therapeutics, applied anatomy and 
physiology, and clinical pathology, Avith practical medicine- 
(2) surgery, including applied anatomy and physiology clinical 
pathology, and practical surgery; (3) midwifery and ’diseases 
of women, clinical obstetrics and gynaecology, Avith pr.aciical 
midwifery; and (4) medical jurisprudence and public health 
AH candidates for the Final Examination must complete por- 
tions (1), (2), and (3), which ihust be taken together, Avilhin a 
period of nineteen months. 


- These examinations must be passed in due order, and before 
admission to any of them the candidate must supply certificates 
showing that he has completed the due periods of study of 
th^eir subjects. He can present himself in any single subject 
of the first three examinations. As regards the Final Exam- 
ination, a candidate can present himself in medical juris- 
prudence and hygiene at any time after completion of the 
Third Examination and of his study of these subjccls ; but in 
medicine, surgery, and midwifery he cannot present ’himself 
until the completion of five years’ study, and he must lake 
them all simultaneously. A candidate who takes up several 
subjects of an examination or the Avhole of the subjects at one 
time, but fails in some of them, is credited at the next exam- 
ination Avith those subjects in Avhich Jic has been approved. 

Part or entire exemption from the first three examinations 
may be granted to those who have already passed before 
other bodies examinations deemed by the Board equivalent 
to its own, but all candidates for the Conjoint Licence must 
sit for the Final Examination, and at no examination can a 
candidate present himself Avithin three months of his rejection 
by some other licensing body. 


FEES 

It is estimated that the total cost of lectures and fees for the 
Conjoint Licence is about £170. The separate examination 
fees arc as follows: First, Second, and Third Professional. £5 
each ; Final, £15. On re-entry for any of the first" three exam- 
inations £3, and on re-entry for the Final, £5. If the re-entry 
is only in one or tAVo subjects of the First, Second, or Third 
Examination the fees arc smaller.

Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh 

This College has three grades — Licentiateship, Member- 
ship, and FelloAvship — all of Avhich are open to men and 
Avomen. The regulations applying to candidates for the 
Licentiateship have already been generally indicated. If 
desirous of receiving it apart from those of the other two 
corporations, they must be duly registered medical practi- 
tioners. Candidates will be required to pass an exam- 
ination corresponding to the medical part of the final 
examination of the Conjoint Board, and conditioned in 
the same way, and also an examination in materia medica. 
The fee for examination is 15 guineas, a special examina- 
tion being obtainable on due cause being shown, and on 
payment of 5 guineas extra. Ordinary examinations take 
place monthly on the first "Wednesday and Thursday, 
except in September and October. 

Candidates for the Membership must be either Licen- 
tiates of a British or Irish College of Physicians, or alter- 
natively graduates of medicine of a university approved 
by the Council, and in either case not less than 24 years 
of age. Candidates are examined in medicine and thera- 
peutics, also on one or more departments of medicine 
specially professed, and approved by the Council, in Avhich 
a high standard of proficiency Avill be expected. Tlie fee 
to be paid by a candidate for the Membership, is £36 15s. 
The examination is held quarterly, on the second Tuesday 
and following days of the months of January, April, July, 
and October, and application for admission to it must be 
made a month previous to the date at which it is proposed 
to appear. ' 

For the Fellowship the candidate must have been a , 
Member of the College for at least three years, and it 
accepted, pay fees, including £25 stamp duty, amounting 
altogether to £64 18s. Further details can be obtained on 
application to the Secretary of the College. 
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Royal College of Surgeons of Edinliurgh 

This College has two grades — its Licence and its Fellow- 
ship. Licentiates may be of either sex, and for the 
Fellowship women are eligible also. 

Licence 

As an original qualification the Licence is only granted 
after fulfilment of the regulations of the Scottish Conjoint 
Board, but as an additional qualification it. can' be 
obtained by those already possessed of a registrable or 
equivalent qualification in medicine. In this case the 
candidate has to pass a written, oral, and clinical exam- 
ination in surgery' and surgical anatomy, and may be 
asked to operate on the dead body. 

The fee is fI5 !5s., of which £10 lOs. is returned to 
unsuccessful candidates. . 

Fellowship 

Candidates for the Fellowship must be not less than 
25 years of age, and have been in the practice or study of 
their profession subsequent to qualification for at least two 
years, and must hold either a surgical degree from a uni- 
versity recognized for that purpose by the College, or a 
registrable diploma obtained as the result of an examina- 
tion which includes surgery as well as medicine and mid- 
wifery. Candidates are examined in fal the principles and 
practice of surgery, including surgical anatomy, (i) clinical 
surgery and (c) one optional subject, which they may 
choose from among the following; surgical pathology and 
surgery, ophthalmology, laryngology, otology 
and rhinology, gynaecology, obstetric surgery, anatomy, 
and dental surgery' and pathology. The examination is 
written, oral, and clinical or practical. A candidate who 
desires to be examined must give one month’s notice 
After having passed the examination he must lodge with 
the Clerk to the College a petition asking that his name 
^ placed before the College for election as a Fellow. 
Thi^s petition must be signed by two Fellows, as proposer 
and seconder, who should be sufficientlv acquainted with 
the candidate to vouch that he is in every wav a suitable 
candidate for the Fellowship. Examinations are held 
four times a year— January, March, July, and September.

MEDICAL REGISTILITION IN THE IRISH 
FREE STATE 

The Medical Practitioners Act, 1927 (Irish Free State), 
provides for the establishment of a Medical Registration 
Council for the Irish Free State. The main functions of 
the Council are (!) to keep a register of medical prac- 
titioners who may desire to practise permanentlv or 
temporarily in the Irish Free State, and (2) to exercise 
disciplinary power with regard to all medical practitioners 
who are on the Register and engaged in practice in the 
Irish Free State. The first schedule of the Act contains 
the agreement between Great Britain, the Irish Free 
State, and Northern Ireland, This agreement provides 
for the nomination of a member of the General Medical 
Council, formerly made for Ireland by His Majesty on the 
advice of the Privy Council, to be made henceforth fay 
His Majesty in Council on the recommendation of the 
Governor of Northern Ireland. The nominations of 
xtt^tttbers of the General Tvledical Council by universities 
«ind ni€dic«il cotporalions in Ireland and ihs election of 
a member of the General Medical Council by registered 
medical practitioners in Ireland will be in ah respects the - 
same as heretofore. The constitution of the General 
Medical Council and of the several Branch Councils as 
formerly existing under the Medical Acts, and the powers 
of holding qualifying e.xaminations and granting diplomas 
for the purpose of registration in the general Register 
formerly vested in certain universities and medical cor- 
porations in Ireland, are not affected bv the establishment 
of the Irish Free State or of Northern Ireland, and for the 
purpose of the preparation and keeping of the general 
Register the General Medical Council and the Branch 
Council for Ireland have the same powers and jurisdictions 
under the Medical Acts as they exercised formerlv The 
agreement provides also that any person who is or shall 
be registered in the general Register shall be entitled 
on the payment of a prescribed fee to be registered in the 
Irish Free State Register, but this fee is not pavafale 
^/'y.P^son who, on the date of the establishment of. 
the Irish Free State Medical Register, is registered on the 
^neral Register. Then follow provisions with regard to 
the erasure from the Register of the name of a pereon on 
account of misconduct. 

Medical Register was established 
?? the date appointed by the 

Medical Registration Council. The Register on establish- 
ment contained the name of every medical praciiiion-’r 
in the genera! Medical Register imme- 
dialelv before hlay 26, 1928. and who either was th^n 
according to his address as

before May 26, 1928. to be registered. No fee for 
registration was charged in such cases.

THE miSH UNIVERSITIES 

There are three universities in Ireland, each with a medical 
. faculty. These are, in the Irish Free State, the University 
of Dublin (usually known as Trinity College, Dublin), and 
the National University of Ireland ; and, in Northern 
_ Ireland, the Queen’s University of Belfast. 

UNIVERSITY OF DUBLIN ; TRINITY COLLEGE 

' This university grants two degrees in medicine (M.B. and 
M.D.), two in surgery (B.Ch. and M.Ch.), two in mid- 
wifery (B.A.O. and M.A.O.), and a postgraduate diploma 
' in public health. It also grants postgraduate diplomas in 
'gynaecology and obstetrics, for which nine months’ study 
is required, and in psychological medicine, for which 
twelve months’ study is required. The degrees are granted 
to those who, having passed the professional examination, 
have also graduated in arts. 

Professional Examinations 

A candidate for the Final Examination for the M.B., 
B.Ch., and B.A.O. degrees must be a matriculated student 
of at least five years’ standing. The examinations which 
students must pass are the Preliminary Scientific, the Inter- 
mediate Medical, and the Final. Before admission to any of 
these examinations students must have completed the courses 
of study in the subjects involved. 

Prcliiiunary Scientific. — ^This covers (n) chemistry, (h) 
physics, (c) botany and zoology. The three divisions may 
be taken together or at different times. 

Intermediate Medical. — This is divided into two parts: 
(a) anatomy, physiology, and histology ; (b) applied anatomy 
and applied (clinical) physiology. The two parts may be 
taken separately or together. 

Final Examination. — Part I; Pathology and bacteriology, 
materia medica and therapeutics. Part 11: (a) Midwifery 
and gynaecology ; (,b) medicine, mental diseases, medical juris- 
prudence and hygiene ; (c) surgery in all branches, including 
clinical ophthalmology. The three sections of Part 11 may be 
'taken separately or together. In either case the full curri- 
culum must have been completed, and the Final Examination 
cannot be completed before the end of the fifth year. 

M.D. — ^The candidate mu.st have passed all the qualifying 
examinations in rnedicine. surgery, and midwifery, and have 
taken, or have been qualified to take, the degree of B.A. three 
years previously. He must send in a thesis for approval. 
Subsequently the Regius Professor of Physic and an assessor 
will discuss with him questions connected with the thesis, and 
•also examine him viva voce in general medicine. 

M.Ch. — The candidate must be a B.Ch. of not less than 
three years’ standing and must produce satisfactory evidence 
of having been engaged in practice for two years. 

M.A.O. — The candidate must be a B.A.O. of not less than 
two years' standing and must produce satisfactory evidence 
of having been engaged for two years in the study or practice 
of obstetric science. The examination is specially directed 
to obstetrics and practical gynaecology. 

Further information regarding courses of instruction, etc., 
may be obtained from the Registrar of the School of Physic, 
'Trinity College, Dublin. 

QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY, BELFAST 

The degrees granted by the Medical Faculty of this Univer- 
sity arc as follows: Bachelor of Medicine (M.B.), Bachelor 
of Surgery (B.Ch.), Bachelor of Obstetrics (B.A.O.), Doctor 
of Medicine (M.D.), Master of Surgery (M.Ch.), Master of 
Obstetrics (M.A.O.). The university also confers a diploma 
in public health and a diploma in psychological medicine. 
The first three degrees mentioned serve as a qualification 
for admission to the Medical Register, and are not granted 
separately. In addition to matriculating and passing his 


professional examinations, a candidate for these degrees 
must have passed three of the regulation five years as 
a student at the Belfast School of Medicine. Degrees in 
dental surgery (B.D.S, and M.D.S.) are conferred by the 
university, and also a diploma in dental surgery (L.D.S.). 

Professional Examinations 

The examinations for the M.B., B.Ch., B.A.O. are four in 
number. The first deals with: (1) inorganic, organic, and 
practical chemistry', (2) experimental and practical physics 
(3) botany and practical botany, (4) zoology and praclicni 
zoology. It is divided into two parts, of which botany and 
zoology form one. The Second Examination covers anatomy 
and physiology (both theoretical and practical), and may be 
taken at the end of the second year of the student’s career. 
The Third Examination includes: (1) pathology, bacteriology, 
and practical pathology and practical bacteriology, (2) materia’ 
medica, pharmacology and therapeutics, (3) medic.al juris- 
prudence, and (4) hygiene. Candidates who have-passed the 
Second Examination may present themselves for Part 1 of 
the Third (Nos. 1 and 2) at the close of the third year, and 
for Part 11 (Nos. 3 and 4) at the end of the winter session 
of the fourth year. 

The Final Examination includes: (1) medicine, (2) surgery, 
(3) midwifery, (4) ophthalmology and otology. The student 
must pass in all subjects at once at the end of his fifth year. 
No certificate in regard to the study of the subjects of this 
examination will be valid unless the work was done subsequent 
to passing in all the subjects of the Second Examination. 

The Higher Degrees 

Candidates for the degree of Doctor of Medicine must be 
graduates in medicine of at least three years' standing, unless 
they hold also a degree of the university in arts or science, 
in which case a standing of two academic years will suffice. 
Moreover, candidates must be able to show that the interval 
has been passed in the pursuit of such courses of study or 
practical work as may be prescribed. The degree may be 
conferred cither (a) after a formal examination, or Ih) in 
recognition of the merits of a thesis or of some piece of original 
study or research carried out by the candidate, followed by an 
oral or other examination in its subject. When an ordinary 
examination is imposed it will include (1) a written paper on 
the principles and practice of medicine, (2) a commentary on a 
.selected clinical case, (3) a clinical and viva voce exarnination, 
and (4) a written paper and clinical or practical and viva voce 
examination on a subject chosen from the following list: 
(a) human anatomy, including embryology ; (b) physiology, 
(c) pathology, (d) pharmacology and therapeutics, (c) pnilary 
science and public health, (/) forensic medicine and toxicology, 
(g) mental diseases, (/i) infant hygiene and diseases of children, 
(0 midwifery and infant hygiene. The regulations for the 
degrees of M.Ch. and M.A.O. are of the same general nature. 

NATIONAL UNIVERSITY OF IRELAND 

The National University of Ireland- carries on most ot 
its medical educational work through three constituent 
colleges — University College, Dublin ; University College, 
Cork; and University College, Galway. Each of these 
provides a full medical curriculum, and all candidates for 
the medical degrees of the university must pass three of 
their five years of study at one or other of them. These 
years do not count except after matriculation in the 
Medical Faculty. The candidates at each constituent 
college are examined by the university, and a common 
standard of education is secured by all courses of instruc- 
tion and the regulations concerning them having to be 
approved by the Senate, after considering report thereon 
from the General Board of Studies of the university, m 
addition to the ordinary degrees in Medicine and Surgery 
the university grants those of Bachelor and Master of 
Obstetrics, Bachelor and Doctor of Science in Public 
Health, and Bachelor and Master in Dental Surgery, as 
well as Diplomas in Public Health and in Psychologic.al 
Medicine.

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THE miSH CORPORATIONS 

There are, in the Irish Free State, three licensing bodies 
other than the Medical Faculties of the universities ; and 
in Dublin, just as in London, there is a Royal College of 
Physicians of Ireland, a Royal College of Surgeons in 
Ireland, and an Apothecaries' Hall. In Dublin, as in 
London and in Edinburgh, the two Colleges have formed 
an examining Conjoint Board, which is responsible for the 
recommendation of candidates to the two bodies for their 
respective licences. The Apothecaries’ Hall of Ireland, 
like the Apothecaries' Society of London, gives its licence 
separately. 

THE CONJOINT BO.\RD IN IREL.JtNT) 

This body requires of candidates either the passage of its 
own preliminary examination in the subject of general 
education or proof that the candidate has passed one 
of the tests accepted by the General Medical Council as 
well as passing in the pre-registration examinations in 
chemistry and physics and biology. 

Professional Esaminations 

There are three professional examinations, the first of 
which cannot be passed earlier than the end of the second 
winter session, nor the final before the conclusion of full five 
years of medical study. Before being admitted to any of 
them the candidate rhust show that he has studied the 
different subjects in practice and theory for the requisite 
periods, certificates to this effect being accepted from the 
authorities of most of the recogniz^ medical schools at home 
and abroad. The First Examination deals with Part I — (a) 
biology, (b) applied chemistiy and physics. Part If — anatomy, 
including embryology ; physiology, including physiological 
chemistry and histolo'gt'. The Second Examination deals with 
(a) pathologi’, including morbid anatomy, clinical pathology, 
and bacteriologt' ; (fi) materia medica, pharmacy, and thera- 
peutics ; (c) forensic medicine, hygiene, and public health ; 
(d) ophthalmology and aural surgery ; and may be taken 
separately. 

Final Examination. — This is divided into three divisions, 
which cannot be completed until at least five years have 
passed in medical studies other than those for the pre-regis- 
tration examinations, and five years at least since the beginning 
of the curriculum.

In either case 
an e.xamination has to be passed in the subjects indicated, 
questions on midwifery, hygiene, and jurisprudence being 
included in the examination for the Licence in Medicine. 
For the Licence in Midwifery practitioners of over five 
years’ standing are exempted from examination bv printed 
questions. The other grades of the College are blembers 
and Fellows. The former are admitted after an examina- 
tion which is open to graduates in medicine of recognized

Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland 

This body, besides granting a Licence in Surgery, admits 
those possessed of registrable surgical qualifications to its i 

Fellowship under certain conditions. Its Licence is usually , 

granted conjointly with that of the Royal College of j 

Physicians, but it is given separately to holders of a 
registrable qualificalion in medicine provided the College 
is satisfied that adequate courses of study have been i 

pursued, and provided its own provisional e.xamination 
is passed. This examination is held on its behalf by the 
Conjoint Board, and is identical with the ordinary' surgical 
portion of the examinations imposed by that body. 

The Fellowship. — Candidates for the Fellowship must - 1 
pass two examinations, of which the first is in anatomy' 
(including dissections), physiology, and histology ; and the 
second in surgery (including surgical anatomy) and patho- 
logy. Both examinations are partly written, partly prac- 
tical, and partly viva voce ; while the Final Examination 
includes the performance of operations. All subjects of 
either e.xamination must be passed at one time, and in 
neither can a candidate be admitted who has been rejected 
in any of its subjects by any other licensing body within 
three months. Candidates are not admitted to the Primary' 
Examination except on evidence that they have already 
passed an examination in anatomy, physiology, and histo- 
logy', held by some university or other body whose degrees 
or licences entitle the holder to admission to the Medical 
Register; if, however, the candidate’s name is on the 
Colonial or Foreign List in the Medical Register, at the 
discretion of the Council. Candidates for the Final Exam- 
ination must be over 25 years of age, produce a certificate ^ 
of general good conduct signed by two or more Fellows 
of die College, and, if successful, must make a declaration . 
before admission to the effect that they do not conduct 
dispensing practices, and will not do so as long as they . 
are Fellows. ' 

Candidates for the Fellowship pay 5 guineas for each 
examination, the total of 10 guineas being reckoned as part of 
the fee payable on admission to the Fellowship. That fee is 
25 guineas in the case of those who are already Licentiates, 
and 40 guineas in the case of others. 

Apothecaries’ Hall of Ireland 

A diploma is granted by this Hall which entitles the 
holder to be registered as a practitioner of medicine, 
surgery, and midwifery, and confers also the privileges of 
an apothecary. Women candidates are eUgible.

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Information as to the fees at each of the various metro- 
politan medical schools, and the scholarships, prizes, and 
junior appointments which they offer, will be found in the 
following pages. , The courses they provide are funda- 
mentally the same, and in all of them the arrangements 

■ made are such as to meet the requirements of students of 
every class — of those who are aiming at the diplomas of 
the English Conjoint Board or the Apothecaries’ Society, 
not less than of those who have London or other university 
degrees in view. At all, loo, special facilities are offered to 
students who have commenced their professional education 
at Oxford or Cambridge, and are seeking the medical 
degrees of those universities. 

Qiaring Cross Hospital 

Situated in the centre of London, Charing Cross Hospital 
Medical School is the most easily accessible of all the 
London schools. Instruction is given in all the subjects 
for the final examinations of the universities of London, 
Oxford, and Cambridge, the Conjoint Board, and other 
licensing bodies. A particular feature of the school is 
that, by limiting the number of admissions to 30 students 
a year, they are in constant and intimate contact with 
the staff throughout the clinical period. The “ firms ” 

■ have no more than five clerks or dressers, and each 
student has the care of not less than six beds. The policy 
of the School is to concentrate on undergraduate leach- 
ing. In addition to the clinical appointments held by 
every student, courses of systematic lectures, demonstra- 
tions, and tutorial classes are held in all subjects of the 
curriculum. In the School there are departments devoted 
to bacteriology, clinical pathology, biochemistry, materia 
medica, public health, operative surgery, as well as labora- 
tories for research. By reason of the abundance and. 
variety of the material available for investigation, the 
Institute of Pathology, with its whole-time staff of 
scientific workers and its completely equipped laboratories, 
■offers peculiar advantages to students in this branch of 
medicine. The Library has ample accommodation, and 
contains over 4,000 volumes, including modern tcxtb&oks 
and contemporary reviews. The Pathological Museum is 
organized in two sections : one devoted to specimens 
illustrating general conditions ; the other consisting of the 
Lockyer Collection, one of the finest collections of 
gynaecological and obstetrical specimens in the country. 

The hospital contains 300 beds. Of this number, 93 
are allocated to medical cases, 92 to surgical, and 41 
to obstetric and gynaecological. The remainder are dis- 
tributed between the special departments. There are 
special departments for diseases of ear, nose, and throat, 
the eye, the skin, for children, for mental disorders, and 
psychological medicine, for orthopaedic surgery and 
massage, for x-ray, electrical, and light treatment, for ' 
dental surgery, and for tuberculous and diabetic cases. 
In addition to the number of beds set apart for diseases 
peculiar to women and for midwifery cases, the hospital 
serves an extensive and thickly populated district in 
gynaecological and obstetric work. In-patients numbered 
5,156 last year and the out-patient department dealt 
with 32,614 new cases. Out-patient attendances totalled 
165,732.’ 

The Students’ Club provides for the athletic, recrea- 
tional, and social life of the students by means, of an 
8-acre sports ground, with facilities for football, cricket, 
hockey, tennis, and badminton, by common rooms, 
restaurant, etc., and by sections of the club designed for 
a particular purpose, such as the debating society and 
the dramatic society. Plans have been passed for the 
erection of a new permanent brick-built pavilion providing 
complete accommodation for the club at the sports ground 
at Colindale. 


Appointments. — ^Thc number of resident appointments as 
compared with the number of students in the School is 
e.xceptionally large, and students of reasonable ability and 
mdustry can usually be certain of obtaining one or more 
The resident appointments, to which election is made every 
SIX rnonths, number 13 (26 every year). During the-time an 
appointment is held the officer receives a salary, and he is 
provided with free board and accommodation in the Residency 
of the hospital. In addition to the foregoing, two non-rcsi- 
., dent officers and a number of clinical assistants are appointed 
annually. Higher appointments. — Annual election is made 
to the posts of resident medical officer (£400), resident 
casualty officer (£200), medical registrars (two, £150 each) 
surgical registrars (two, £150 each), obstetric registrar (£100)’ 
and registrar to the ear, nose, and throat departments tflOO)! 
The holders of these posts are eligible for election for a 
second year. Every student during the course of his clinical 
studies serves the offices of medical clerk, surgical dresser, 
, and clerk and dresser to all the special departments. 

Scholarships. — ^Thc following are offered annually: (a) For 
students beginning medical studies, two scholarships, each 
of the value of £50. (/;) For students beginning clinical 
studies, two University Scholarships, each of the value of 
£120, in pathology; one University Scholarship, value £120; 
and one Open Scholarship, value £75, in anatomy and physio- 
logy. An “Epsom College” Scholarship (£100) is awarded 
periodically on the nomination of the Head Master, and a 
“ Cranleigh ” Scholarship on similar conditions. In addition 
there are a number of exhibitions.

Guy’s Hospital ' 

The hospital contains 625 beds in constant occupation. 
Twenty-five beds are set apart for diseases of the eye, and 
there are special wards for the reception of cases of dis- 
eases of women and for cases of difficult labour. Beds are 
also allotted to the ear, nose, and throat department, Ihc 
departments of orthopaedics, neurology, and dermatology, 
the department for the treatment of diseases of the genito- 
urinary system, and the children’s department ; there are 
also some special beds for the treatment of syphilis. 

The residential college fronts the east gate of the hos- 
pital, providing accommodation for resident students. This 
contains a dining hall, smoking room, reading room, a 
library of general literature, and a gymnasium for the use 
of the residents and members of the Clubs Union. The 
athletic ground at Honor Oak Park is reached from the 
hospital in fifteen minutes. The Gordon Museum of Path- 
ology, .the Wills Library, the departments of chemistry, 
physics, biology, pathology, and pharmacology, and the 
school buildings in general, afford opportunities for a 
liberal education and for research, and provide the full 
curriculum for all medical degrees and diplomas. The 
departments of anatomy, physics, and biology have been 
reconstructed and equipped on the most modern lines, 
and provide ample accommodation for teaching and 
research. At the present time a large extension of the 
medical school is in process of being built, and it is hoped 
that it will be opened in the summer term of 1938. It 
will provide accommodation for pathology, including 
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bacteriology' and clinical chemistry. Ample accommoda- 
tion will be available both for teaching and for research. 
In addition the new building, which will communicate 
with the existing building, will house both physics^ and 
pharmacology, setting free accommodation in the existing 
building, which will be devoted to enlarging the Depart- 
ments of Anatomy, Physiology, and Biology. Special 
classes are held for the first and second examinations for 
medical degrees of the University of London, and for the 
first and final F.R.C.S.Eng. examinations. Special teaching 
is provided to meet the requirements of the Universities 
of London, Oxford, and Cambridge in general pathology 
and pharmacology. 

Appointments. — ^All appointments are made according to the 
merits of the candidates, as determined by a committee of the 
medical staff. Sixteen out-patient officers, eight house-physi- 
cians, eight house-surgeons, sixteen assistant house-surgeons, 
two ophthalmic house-surgeons, two house-surgeons in the 
genito-urinary and orthopaedic departments, two house-physi- 
cians (children’s department), tsvo house-physicians (dermato- 
logical and neurological), and nine resident obstetric assistants 
are appointed annually. The house-physicians and house- 
surgeons, obstetric residents, ophthalmic house-surgeons, and 
the orthopaedic and genito-urinary house-surgeons hold 
office for six months each, and receive free board and lodging 
in the college. Every student is provided with rooms and 
commons in the hospital during the period of his “ take in " 
as senior dresser. In addition to the clerkships and dresser- 
ships in the medical and surgical wards, students are appointed 
to the posts of clinical assistant, dresser, or clerk in the special 
departments of ophthalmology, eat, nose, and throat, gynae- 
cology. diseases of childreff, diseases of the nervous system, 
dermatology, actinotherapeutics, anaesthetics, orthopaedics, 
vaccine, tuberculosis, genito-urinary and venereal disease ; 
clinical assistantships in the various special departments are 
open to post-graduates. 


Scholarships, Prizes, etc. — ^The following scholarships in Arts 
and Science are awarded.

King’s College Hospital 

The New Medical School at Denmark Hill, opened in 
July, 1933, contains the museum, research laboratory, 
research rooms, common rooms, lecture rooms, refectory, 
and two squash rackets courts. Provision is made for 
all the subjects of the medical curriculum. The hospital 
was opened in 1913, and is easily reached from all pa^ 
of London. In the education at the hospital a special 
feature has always been the individual attention given to 
each student. The studies are co-ordinated under the 
direction of senior members of the honorary staff, assisted 
by medical, surgical, obstetric, and pathological tutors. 

The Hall of Residence for members of the medical 
school is situated on Champion Hill. Both the Hall 
and the athletic ground are within ten minutes’ walk 
of the school. 

The Clubs and Societies Union combines athletics, 
music, and other societies connected with the school, 
and provides also the common rooms. 

Appointments. — ^Thirty-one resident medical and surreal 
appointments are made during each year, as well as dressers 
and clerks in the wards, out-patient departments, post-mortem 
rooms, and special departments. Each of the special depart- 
ments has clinical assistants. There are eight registrars and 
four tutors, all of whom receive salaries. 

Scholarships, etc. — At entrance: Science Scholarship, £100. 
At commencement of Final Studies; Anatomy and Physiology 
Scholarship, £100 ; Pathology Scholarship, £K®ztwo Raymond 
Gooch Scholarships, each £105 ; two Burney Yeo Scholarships, 
each £105 (for Oxford and Cambridge students) ; Seamen 
Scholarships, £50 a year; Epsom College Scholarship, £100;

Fees. — The inclusive fee of £125 covers entrance and tuition 
fees, and subscriptions to the clubs and societies. 

Dental School. — This school was opened in October, 1923. 
and, in conjunction with King’s College, provides complete 
courses for dental degrees and diplomas.

The London Hospital 

The London Hospital serves the East End of London, 
and with 850 beds is the largest voluntary hospital in 
England. Students have the choice of five medical and 
five surgical firms. Each firm consists of two physicians 
or surgeons, a registrar, a house-physician or house- 
surgeon, about fifty beds, and seven clinical clerVa or 
dressep. The number of students admitted each year 
is limited, so as to ensure that every student shall have 
an average of seven or eight beds allotted to him when 
acting as a clerk or dresser. The out-patient department 
deals with a hundred thousand new patients per annum, 
and is extensively used for teaching. Three wards de- 
voted to maternity and ^naecological cases, the 
“ district ” served by the hospital, and the neighbouring 
County Council maternity centre for East London afford 
exceptional opportunities for gaining e.xperience in the 
practice of midwifery. The size of the hospital necessi- 
tates a large number of resident medical officers. Evert' 
year sp'enty resident house-physicians and hotise-surceons 
and eighty salaried non-resident clinical assistants are 
appointed. As the school is reiativeij- small the chances 
of a student gaming some of these appointments are con- 
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siderable. The honorary visiting staff numbers overfifly. 
All take their part in teaching. The work of the hospital 
never stops, and at the “ London ” a student can gain a 
wealth of clinical experience and obtain a variety of 
clinical leaching which cannot be surpassed. 

. The Medical College is attached to the hospital, and is 
-staffed by professors of anatomy, physiology, bacteriology, 
chemical pathology, morbid anatomy, and medicine of 
the University of London. Special courses in anatomy 
and physiology for the Primary F.R.C.S. and advanced 
courses in surgery for the Final F.R.C.S. examination, 
and in medicine for the M.D. and M.R.C.P. examinations, 
are held twice a year.

and graduates engaged in medical research. 

The Medical College contains a modern museum of patho- 
logy and a library provided with all the current medical 
periodicals in charge of a full-time librarian. There is also 
an Athenaeum Club and dining hall, a gymnasium, a fives 
court, and two squash courts in the students’ hostel. The 
athletic ground of 13 acres at Hale End is within easy distance 
of the hospital. Although situated in the East End the hos- 
pital is only twenty minutes from Charing Cross and Baker 
Street. There is accommodation for sixty students in the 
students’ hostel.

The Middlesex Hospital 

The school and hospital are in Mortimer Street, W.l, 
close to Oxford Circus, Goodge Street, and Great Port- 
land Street stations. There are a gymnasium, squash 
rackets court, common rooms, and restaurant within the 
hospital precincts, and an athletic ground within easy 
reach. The hospital contains 590 beds, including a wing 
containing beds for patients suffering from cancer. There 
are special wards for maternity and gynaecological cases, 
for neurological cases, for cases of venereal disease, for 
diseases of children and of the skin and eye, for ear, 
nose, apd throat cases, and fpr dental cases. The hospital 
has been entirely rebuilt, and includes a new house for 
resident officers. 

The medical school, which includes the Bland-Sutton 
Institute of Pathology, the S. A. Courtauld Institute of 
Biochemistry, the Barnato-Joel Laboratories, and the 
Ferens Institute of Otology, is completely equipped for 
leaching the entire medical curriculum, including the pre- 
medical subjects, chemistry, physics, and biology. The 
Bland-Sutton Institute, under the direction of the Professor 


of Pathology, contains large pathological laboratories 
and smaller rooms for original investigation, as well as 
a pathological and anatomical museum. Bacteriological 
and microscopical examinations of material from the 
wards, operating theatres, and out-patient departments 
are carried out in the laboratories, and senior students 
are eligible for clerkships in connexion with this work. 
Junior assistants in the pathological and bacteriologicai 
laboratories are elected annually from recently qualified 
students. Every facility is given for original research. 
The Biochemical Institute is under the charge of the Pro- 
fessor of Biochemistry, and contains teaching and research 
laboratories in addition to those devoted to fhe routine 
chemical pathological work of the hospital. The Barnato- 
Joel Laboratories offer unrivalled opportunities for the 
study of cancer in both its clinical and its pathological 
aspects. 

Appointments. — ^Thirty-five resident appointments arc open 
annually for competition among students of the hospital. The 
officers, and four resident officers to the special departments 
expense. Three casualty medical and two casu.ilty surgical 
officers, and four.Tcsident officers to the special departments 
are appointed annually. Eight house-surgeons are appointed 
every year at intervals, after examination ; eight house- 
physicians arc also appointed annually at .similar intervals. 
An obstetric and gynaecological house-surgeon is appointed 
every six months, and two orthopaedic house-surgeons and 
one senior and two junior resident assistant anac.sihclists 
arc appointed annually. A dental house-surgeon is appointed 
every eight months. Eleven registrars, each at a salary of 
£300 per annum, are appointed annually, and one half-time 
dental registrar at £150. In the out-patient departmenfs- am! 
wards the appointments are: clerk and dresser to the physi- 
cians and surgeons to oiit-palicnis ; clerk or drc.sser to Ihc 
department for diseases of the skin and nerves, for diseases 
of women, for diseases of the car, nose, and throat, for dis- 
eases of the eye, and to the departments for orthopaedics anil 
for odontology. Extern midwifery clerks and post-mortem 
clerks are also appointed ; every student secures six months’ 
experience in midwifery and gynaecology without leaving 
London. The appointments are so arranged that, every 
student may, during his course, hold all the out-patient and 
in-patient clerkships and dresserships. Non-resident qualified 
clinical assistants arc appointed to the medical and surgical 
departments and also to the following departments:' neuro- 
logy, ophthalmology, otology, odontology, children, and 
electrotherapeutics. 

Scholarships. — There are (wo open Entrance Scholarships, 
value £100 each. Two scholarships, of the value of £100 
each, for students of the Universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge who have completed the curriculum for, or passed the 
examinations in, anatomy and physiology. Students joining 
the school in the previous April arc eligible. In addition, 
there are two scholarships, value £100 each, open to slmicnts 
of the school when they have passed in anatomy and physio- 
logy. The Freer Lucas Scholarship is annually awarded 
on the nomination of the Head Master to a pupil of Epsom 
College who has passed the first examination for medical 
degrees (Preliminary Scientific Examination). There arc 
numerous other valuable scholarships, prizes, and exhibitions 
open to students of the hospital, including the Brodcrip 
Scholarships, value £60 and £40 ; Lyell Gold Medal ami 
Scholarship, value £55 5s. : Freeman Scholarship, value £30 ; 
John Murray Gold Medal and Scholarship, value £25 ; Hellcy 
Clinical Prize, value £25 ; James Kingston Fowler Prize, 
value £15 15s.; Leopold Hudson Prize, value II guineas; and 
the Colin Mackenzie Prize, value 10 guineas. 

The rebuilding of the hospital has been completed. 

Pees. — (a) Entrance fee, 25 guineas, payable on joining the 
medical school; Prc-mcdical students: For one year or less, 
£21. (/;) Students who have completed the Prclimm.yy 

Science course; Five annual fees of £45. The annual fee for 
further attendance at the medical school, if a rcgistrabfe 
qualification has not been obtained, is £23. (c) Oxford ami 
&mbridgc and other students who have completed the Inter- 
mediate course; entrance fee, 15 guineas; three annual fees 
of £45 ; further annual fees as above.. These fees arc mcUisivc 
and cover the cost of instruction in vaccination, fevers, etc., 
and also the subscription to the amalgamated clubs andJiospilai 
journal.

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St. Bartholomew’s Hospital 

This institution fills one side of Smithfield and Gillspur 
Street, covering the greater part of a large island of 
ground separated practically from all other buildings ; it ^ 
is on the edge of the City, and easily reached from alt 
parts of London. The hospital contains 762 beds. Exten- 
sive buildings, opened in July, 1907, occupy part of the 
ground acquired from the old Bluecoat School, and these 
materially enhance the attractions of the hospital as a 
place of medical study. The old medical school buildings 
have at their side a very large building, which includes 
quarters for the resident staff, and an out-patient de- 
partment and accommodation for special departments of 
such large size as to be unsurpassed by any hospital in 
the kingdom. During the year 1909 a second block of 
new buildings was completed. These form the patho- 
logical department, and include, in addition to an exten- 
sive post-mortem room, large and well-equipped labora- 
tories for. clinical pathology, pathological histology, bac- 
teriology, and chemical pathology, altogether forming the 
most complete pathological department in the country. 
A new block of surgical wards and five operation theatres 
(one attached to each surgical unit), with accommodation 
for 250 patients, was opened in June, 1930. A similar 
new block of medical wards, erected on the site of the old 
South Block, was opened by H.M. Queen Mary in July, 
1937. One of the old blocks previously used for surgical 
cases has been reconverted for the housing of an enlarged 
gynaecological and obstetrical unit, with separate opera- 
tion theatres attached. The Students’ Union Athletic 
Ground, seventeen acres in extent, is situated on the 
Foxbury Estate at Chislehurst, and is easily accessible 
from the hospital. . 

The Medical College has recently purchased the site and 
buildings in Charterhouse Square (five minutes’ walk from 
the hospital), formerly occupied by the Merchant Taylors’ 
School, and the whole of the pre-clinical departments 
have now been transferred there. Various athletic 
amenities, including squash racket courts, are available on 
this new site. 

Special classes are held for students preparing for the 
Preliminary Scientific and other examinations, for the 
M.B., M.D. of the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, 
and London, and for the higher surgical degrees at the 
same universities, including the M.Ch.Oxon., M.Chir. 
Cantab., M.S.Lond., and F.R.C.S.Eng. 


and arc provided with rooms and receive a salary of £80 a 
year. Three resident administrators of anaesthetics arc 
appointed — the senior for one year at a salary of £150, and 
two juniors for six months with a salary at the rate of 
per annum — and all are provided with board and rooms. An 
extern midwifery assistant is appointed every three months, 
and receives a salary of £80 a year. In the sclectiori of men 
for these posts preference is given to those who hold the 
medical degrees of Oxford, Cambridge, or London. 

Scholarships . — Seven Entrance Scholarships and Exhibitions 
are awarded annually. The subjects of examination and 
conditions of eligibility for these scholarships arc: (1) and 
(2) one scholarship, entitling the holder to free undergraduate 
medical education for a period of 'three years, and one 
exhibition, value £60, in any two of the following subjects; 
human anatomy and embryology, physiology, pathology (in- 
cluding bacteriology), biochemistry. Candidates must have 
completed their examinations in anatomy and physiology in 
a British school or university outside the London Metropolitan 
area. (3) One scholarship, value £100, in the three following 
subjects: chemistry, physics, biology; limited to students 
under 21 years of age who have not entered on the medical 
or surgical practice of any London medical schook (4) An 
entrance scholarship in arts, of the value of £100, in mathe- 
matics ; Latin or Greek or French or German ; a second 
language or chemistry or physics. (5) The Jeallreson Exhibi- 
tion in the same subjects as No. 4, of the value of £50. 
Candidates for Nos. 4 and 5 must be under 19 years of age. 
(6) Helen Cave Memorial Scholarship, awarded after open 
competition to sons of registered medical practitioners, value 
about £200, conditions obtainable from the Dean. (7) The 
Shuler Scholarship, value £50, in anatomy and physiology, 
is confined to Cambridge graduates. The total value of the 
scholarships and prizes is about £1,900 annually.

St. George’s Hospital 

This School is at Hyde Park Corner, and is carried on in 
connexion with St. George’s Hospital, an institution 
having a service of 436 beds, of which 100 are at the, 
convalescent hospital at Wimbledon. It provides for the’ 
instruction of its students in the preliminary and inter- 
mediate subjects of the curriculum at King’s College in 
the Strand. The school at Hyde Park Corner is devoted 
entirely to the teaching of clinical subjects, great attention 
being paid by the members of the staff to individual 
teaching. A number of special courses are given, in 
which the requirements of university and all other exam- 
inations receive careful attention. 


Clinical Units . — Special clinical units have been estab- 
lished in medicine and surgery, each under the charge of a 
professor and director, who devotes the whole of his time to 
the purpose of hospital practice, teaching, and research. In 
each unit there are an assistant director and four assistants, 
for whom special laboratory accommodation has been pro- 
vided by a gift from the Sir William Dunn Trustees. The 
appointments of clerks and dressers in these departments are 
open to all students, and, so far as possible, arrangements 
are made for all students to study in these units during a part 
of their clinical course. 


Appointments . — Clinical clerks to the physicians and to th< 
physician-accoucheur, and dressers to the surgeons and in tin 
casualty department, are chosen from the students ; clerk 
and dressers are also selected from the students to attend ii 
the out-patient rooms, in the special departments (ophthalmic 
orthopaedic, gynaecological, children's laryngological, aural 
dermatological, venereal, electrical, and dental), and in thi 
post-mortem room. Chief assistants and clinical assistant 
arc selected from qualified men appointed vearly to help ii 
the general medical, surgical, and in special department! 
Ten house-physicians and ten house-surgeons are appointei 
annually. During their first six months of office they ac 
as ■•junior" house-physicians and house-surgeons, and rcceiv 
a .salary of £80 a year. During their second six months the 
become ‘•senior" house-physicians and house-surgeons an 
arc provided with rooms by the hospital authorities.’ an 
receive a salary of £80 a year. A resident midwifery assistan 
an ophlhaltnic house-surgeon, a house-surgeon to the ski 
and venereal department, and a house-surgeon for disease 
ol ilie throat, nose, and ear .arc appointed every six month 


The St. George’s Hospital Club consists of an amalga- 
mation club, with smoking and luncheon rooms on' the 
hospital premises, and other students’ clubs, with an 
athletic ground at Wimbledon. Students have the advan- 
tage of a well-filled library of medical and scientific 
books. A register of accredited apartments and a list of 
medical men and others willing to receive St, George's 
men as boarders may be seen on application to the Dean. 

Appointments . — Eight casualty officers, ten house-surgeons, 
and eight house-physicians are appointed annually. They, 
are provided with board and lodging in the hospital, and 
receive honorariums of £40 per annum. In addition, the 
following appointments are open to all qualified students 
of the hospital; assistant resident physician at £250 per 
annum two surgical chief assistants at £200 per annum; 
medical officer to the Atkinson Morley Convalescent Hospital 
at £300 per annum ; two medical registrarships at £100 per 
annum ; medical officer to the biochemical department at 
£100 per annum ; assistant curatorship of the museum, £100 
per annum ; obstetric assistantship, resident, at £100 per- 
annum ; the post of resident anaesthetist at £100 per annum. 

Scholarships . — ^The following Entrance Scholarships and 
Extubilious itv anatomy and physiology and in general patho- 
logy are awarded in July to candidates who have passed the 
^I.BXondon or corresponding examination : Senior 
E>^^ibition of the value of £120; Junior 
William Brown Exhibition of the value of £80; Anne Selina 
Feraee Schola^hips (two) of the value of £80 each; Anne 
belina Fernee Exhibitions (two) of the value of £60 ; Devitt- 
lendScbury Scholarship of the value of £50; 'and Exhibitions, 
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each of the value of £40 and up to four in number. Other 
prizes to the value of £200 are awarded annually to the 
students of the hospital. " - 

Fees . — For the course of elinical study, in the fourth and 
subsequent years, entrance fee, £10 10s.; annual composi- 
tion fee, £42. No entrance fee is payable by St. George's 
students who have studied at King’s College.

St. Mary’s Hospital 

St. Mary’s is exceptional in its situation, for while it is 
adjacent to a large poor district in which it serves some 
500,000 persons, one-tenth of whom (on an average) pass 
through the hospital annually for treatment of one kind 
or another, it is, nevertheless, so near to Kensington 
Gardens and one of the best residential districts of 
London that it offers to the medical student the unusual 
possibility of living in close touch with his work, without 
a wearisome journey in an overcrowded train or tube. As 
a direct outcome of this, social life among students is 
closer than is possible where the members of a school live 
scattered in many parts of London and its suburbs. 

Approximately £250,000 has been spent in rebuilding 
the medical school and laboratories upon a site adjoining 
the hospital. The new buildings were formally opened 
by his late Majesty King George V, accompanied by 
Queen Mary. Apart from the laboratories, class-rooms, 
and theatres for all the subjects in the curriculurn, they 
include a library, restaurant, students’ club, billiard room, 
full-sized swimming bath, squash rackets court, gym- 
nasium, boxing ring, and an underground garage for 
fifty cars. 

The principle underlying the clinical teaching is to 
encourage the student, under supervision, to carry out 
for himself the various methods of clinical investigation 
and treatment. This is secured by the provision of a 
very large number of appointments, and by developing 
the system of clinical clerkships and assistants. Large 
classes are avoided whenever possible, and the intimate 
■association between staff and student has been reinforced 
by the institution of Clinical Units. St. Mary’s is one 
of the three medical schools in London to enjoy the great 
advantages in teaching and research which these units 
•confer. The clinical material is exceptional. A Jiew 
block has recently been added containing two operating 
theatres and 60 beds. Owing to affiliation with adjacent 
hospitals, more than 1,000 beds are now available for 
teaching. There arc lying-in beds at St. Mary’s, with 
upwards of 500 confinements yearly, and in addition to 
the instruction thus obtained each student is sent (with- 
out further fee) to Queen Charlotte’s Hospital for a 
fortnight as part of his training in midwifery. 

Students especially interested in , pathology and bac- 
teriology have singular advantages at St. Mary’s. The 
■institute comprises seven special departments, the whole 
being under the personal direction of Sir Almroth Wright. 
Two Research Studentships of £200 each are awarded 
annually. 

From three to five Entrance Scholarships arc awarded 
annually by nomination. Full particulars may be ob- 
tained from the School Secretary, St. Mary’s Hospital, 
Paddington, W.2. Numerous appointments are open to 
newly qualified members of the medical school, including 
seventeen salaried posts with salaries varying up to £750 
per annum. 

The Old Merchant Taylors’ ground (13 acres) has been 
acquired. On sand, it remains dry throughout the 
winter^ 

St. Thomas’s Hospital 

The Hospital and Medical School arc situated along the 
Albert Embankment between Westminster and Larnbeth 
Bridges. The buildings form one of the most striking 
architectural features of London, opposite the Houses

of Parliament, with Lambeth Palace and the beautiful 
grounds adjoining immediately to the East. 

The ho.spital consists of eight linked-up pavilions the 
Medical School buildings being separated from .the ’hos- 
pital by a quadrangle ; they comprise a magnificent De- 
partment of Anatomy with its own lecture theatre 
museums, research laboratory, and .r-ray departrnent the 
School of Physiology, named after Sir Charles Sherrington 
O.M., completely equipped for teaching and research a 
newly rebuilt Department of Chemistry with special facili- 
ties for research ; Physics and Biology Laboratories. The 
school buildings contain also the library and reading 
room, which overlook the river and contain approximately 
8,000 volumes, also an excellent supply of periodical 
literature adapted to the needs of medical students and 
research workers. The Museum, named after Professor 
S. G. Shattock, is also situated in the School ; it contains 
■nearly 5,000 preparations. In _the west wing are the 
Pathological Institute and the Photographic Department. 
The post-mortem room was entirely rebuilt in 1932 ; it 
is a model of its kind, with a large demonstration amphi- 
theatre, which is 'perfectly adapted for teaching purposes 
and for the intimate study of morbid pathology. 

The complete curriculum is provided for ; students can 
join the Medical School directly after passing the requisite 
examination in general education, and proceed at once 
to the study of the first M.B. pre-medical subjects, which 
arc taught by experienced professors and lecturers with 
the assistance of full-time demonstrators. Most students, 
particularly those entering for the first M.B. pre-medical 
examination, enter in October, but the clinical studies are 
arranged in three-monthly periods, and students can join 
at any time of the year for clinical studies. Classes for 
the Primary F.R.C.S. are held before each examination ; 
these classes are held in conjunction \vith St. Bartholo- 
mew’s and Guy’s, three to four weeks’ special teaching 
being arranged by each of the three Schools in turn. 
Instruction in the psychology of the normal is given dur- 
ing the later periods of pre-clinical studies. Classes in 
pharmacology and materia medica an^ pharmacy cover 
the requirements of all the examining bodies. 

_ Clinical Stiulic .'!. — ^Thc hospital contains 640 beds ; in addi- 
tion it has 30 beds (with teaching facilities over a further 
150) at the Pyrford Orthopaedic Hospital, and 22 beds at 
the St. Thomas’s Babies’ Hostel in Lambeth. During 1935 
the number of patients admitted into the hospital was 11.814; 
during the same period 99,341 out-patients were treated. In 
the Maternity Department 2,238 women attended ; 643 were 
admitted into the special maternity ward and 383 were 
delivered in the district. Casualties to the number of 147,213 
attendances were dealt with during the same period. In addi- 
tion to the 692 beds actually controlled by the hospital, 
students have the advantage of a close liaison with Lambeth 
Hospital, where demonstrations of rare and advanced cases, 
such as are seldom seen in the wards of a general hospital, 
are arranged at regular and frequent intervals by the superin- 
tendent. The obstetric training of students is supplemented 
by an arrangement with St. James’s Hospital, Balham, whereby 
throughout the year two students at a time spend a fortnight 
in residence at St. James's Hospital, where they follow, and 
take part in, the maternity work of the hospit.il. Clinical 
teaching of medicine and surgery is carried out daily through- 
out the year in the wards and out-patient departrnents. From 
the day that a student enters on his clinical studies he comes 
into direct responsible contact with patients. Every student 
acts as clerk in the post-mortem room and in the pathological 
laboratories. The Medical Unit, through which every student 
passes for a period of three months, provides a very thorough 
grounding in clinical medicine and clinical biochemistry, the 
in-patient clerking being afterwards completed under the aegis 
of a .different medical -firm. In addition to three months 
dressing in the casualty department at the out.sct of his clinical 
studies, every student bccome.s, for six months, a dresser to 
one of the surgeons of the hospital : during this period he 
receives instruction in anaesthetics. Great strc.ss is laid on 
the teaching of pathology, which proceeds pari passu with 
the clinical appointments held by the student throughout the 
curriculum.' The special maternity ward in the hospital go'cs 
the student scope for elementary obstetric training before n 
takes his turn of duty on the district, where again he worKS 
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under close supervision. All the special departments are 
available for the teaching of istudents ; special attention is 
given to ante-natal instruction and the teaching of the diseases 
of children, a department through which everj' student passes. 
The laboratories and reading room in the units building are 
open dav and night for those who wish • to avail themselves 
of these 'facilities. A special Tuberculosis Department in the 
hospital forms a part of the Lambeth scheme for the treat- 
ment of patients. The Venereal Disease Department is part 
of the L.C.C. scheme. The clinical material in the hospital 
is placed wholly at the disposal of undergraduate students 
with the exception of a small class held twice yearly for the 
Final F.R.C.S. Examination ; postgraduate clinical students 
are not accepted. Special tutorial classes in all subjects are 
held before all the final examinations of the Universities and 
Conjoint Board. 

Si. Thomas’s House— the. Amalgamated Students Clubs’ 
premises immediately opposite the hospital — was opened in 
1927 ; it has all club amenities, with two squash rackets 
courts, a miniature rifle range, and ample garage accommo- 
dation. The hostel in the same building has accommodation, 
with all modem comforts, for 50 resident students. There 
is a hard tennis court in the Nfedical School quadrangle, and 
the beautiful sports ground at Chiswick provides for all field 
games. 

Appoitumenis . — Following qualification the following ap- 
pointments are open to students; twenty-five clinical assistant- 
ships to the various special departments are appointed every 
three months. Eight resident casualty officers and anaes- 
thetists, seven house-physicians, and nine house-surgeons are 
appointed every' six months. Nine chief assistants (unpaid) 
to the special " departments and nine non-resident registrars 
(medical, surgical, obstetne. and ophthalmic) at a salary 
of £250 hold appointments renewable yearly, A resident 
anaesthetist (salary £200), a resident assistant physician, and 
a resident assistant surgeon (salary £225 per annum) are 
appointed annually. Assistants in the medical and surgical 
units (salary £450 to £600) hold appointments with a 
maximum tenure of four years. Three assistants in the De- 
partment of Pathology hold appointments at a salary of £450 
to £600 a year. 

Scholarships and Prizes. — At this School there are the 
following Entrance Scholarships; Two in Natural Science, 
of -the value of £150 and £60 respectively; the University 
Scholarship of £100 in any two of the following; anatomy, 
physiology, pathology, chemistry, also the " Hector Macken- 
2 ie ” University Exhibition of the value of £60. The value 
of all Entrance Scholarships is taken out in Tuition Fees. 
The money value and subjects of examination of the re- 
mainder arc as follows; (a) William Tite Scholarship for 
second-year students £25 ; (6) and (c) Musgrove Scholarship 
or (alternatively) Peacock Scholarship each for third-year 
students and tenable tor two years £35 each ; (d) Mea'd Medal, 
medicine, pathology, and hygiene ; (e) Wainwright Prize, medi- 
cine ; (/) Toller Prize, medicine ; (g) Cheselden Medal, surgery 
and anatomy ; (/i) Glutton hlemorial Medal in Clinical 
Surgery, biennial ; (0 Beaney Scholarship £50, biennially, 
surgery and surgical pathology ; (jl Solly Medal and Prize, 
biennial, reports of cases ; (k) Sutton Sams Prize, biennial, 
reports of cases ; (0 Bristowe Medal, pathology and morbid 
anatomy ; (in) Hadden Prize, pathology and morbid anatomy ; 
(n) Grainger Testimonial Prize £31 lOs.. anatomy and physio- 
logy : (o) Louis Jenner Research Scholarship tenable for two 
years, £60 annually, pathology; Anderson Scholarship and 
Perkins Fellowship, research ; Myers Exhibition and Planck 
Prize in Psychological Medicine ; and others, the result of 
special donations and bequests are available during the 
academic year. 


University College Hospital 

The school, which forms part of the corporation o: 
University College Hospital, is in immediate proximity tt 
the hospital in University Street, and opposite Universiti 
College. It comprises departments of medicine, surgery 
midwifery and gynaecology, pathology including morbit 
anatomy, chemical pathology, biochemistry' and bacterio 
logy, cardiography, forensic medicine, mental physiologi 
and mental diseases, dental surgery, practical pharmacy' 
and other departments for the study of special diseases 
such as those of the eye, skin, ear and throat, venerea 
diseases, and for instruction in anaesthetics, electrolhera 
peutics, and skiagraphy. The hospital and school haw 
acquired the National Dental Hospital and College as ihei 


dental departments, thus providing every facility for the 
study' of dental subjects. The Royal Ear Hospital has also 
been amalgamated as the Ear, Nose, and Throat Depart- 
ment, and a new.,hospitaI for in- and out-patients, close to 
University College Hospital. It contains 41 beds, in- 
cluding eight private wards for patients of limited means. 

The school thus provides the final course of study for 
the degrees of the Universities of O.xford, Cambridge, 
London, Durham, and other British universities, and for 
the diplomas of the Royal Colleges of Physicians and 
Surgeons in medicine and in dental surgery. Each depart- 
ment is also equipped for more advanced work, and pro- 
vides facilities for research. 

Clinical units in medicine, surgery', and obstetric medi- 
cine are in operation. The whole-time directors of the 
units are concerned yvith the organization of the teaching 
generally, but the honorary' staff is responsible for the 
largest share of the teaching in the wards and out-patient 
department of the hospital. The hospital has 617 beds, 
including eighty-five in the obstetric hospital and seventy- 
seven in the new private patients' wing. 

The new buildings of the obste^tric hospital of eighty- 
five beds (rendered possible by the Rockefeller benefac- 
tion), the new Residents' House (with accommodation for 
thirty-three residents and students), the extension of the 
Nurses’ Home, and the new research laboratories for the 
Medical School, are now finished and in full occupation. 
Among the most recent developments are the following r 
(i) The new Private Patients' Wing with seventy-seven beds, 
all of which are in single rooms with the exception of 
two four-bed wards. This wing has the very latest medical 
equipment, together with all possible de'kices for the com- 
fort of patients, (ii) An entirely new and up-to-date x-ray 
diagnostic department, (iii) New ante-natal, gynaeco- 
logical, and child welfare out-patient departments. The 
opportunity has been taken to transfer the present 
children’s out-patient department to the new extension, 
thus securing the obvious advantage of easier co-operation. 

A Students' Hostel adjoins the Medical School. Large, 
airy, and handsomely furnished bed-sitting rooms, each 
fitted with hot and cold running water, are available. 


Appoimmenis . — The qualified appointments, in addition to 
a number of posts as house-physicians and house-surgeons and 
obstetric assistants, include the appointments of resident 
medical officer, medical registrars, surgical registrars, obstetric 
registrar, Harker Smith radium registrar, ophthalmic registrar, 
casualty medical officers, casualty surgical officers, assistants 
in ear, nose and throat, skin and venereal diseases depart- 
ments, and house anaesihetbts.

The school, with its hospital situate in Broad Sanctuary, 
opposite Westminster Abbey, provides for the education 
of its students in the preliminary and intermediate subjects 
,_.of the University of London at King’s College, Strand, 
and University College. The rest of the work is done in 
the school buildings near the hospital. There is at present 
being erected a new Hospital and Medical School on 
adjoining sites in Horseferry Road (five minutes from the 
present site). The new school buildings will be ready for 
occupation in the early part of 1938 and the new Hospital 
a year later. The new buildings will incorporate ,the 
latest advances in medical science. The number of in- 
patients averages 5,000 and out-patients upwards of 30,000 
annually, and the hospital and school afford ample 
facilities for instruction in all branches of medicine and 
surgery. Every student must perform the duties of out- 
patient dresser for three months, and afterwards hold 
the office of in-patient dresser for three months. He is 
also required to serve two terms o'f three months each 
as medical clinical clerk to the in-patient physician, and 
one term as gynaecological clinical clerk. Pathological 
clerks are appointed every three months to assist in 
the post-mortem room. No student is eligible as an in- 
patient dresser or clinical clerk until he has completed his 
examination in anatomy and physiology. Clerks and 
dressers in the special departments of hospital practice 
are periodically appointed. 

An annexe devoted to radium therapy and research, 
containing twenty-two beds, has recently been opened. 

The athletic ground is situated at Tooting, and can be 
, reached in twenty minutes from the hospital. 

Appointments . — A medical registrar and an assistant medical 
registrar at a salary of £250 and £150 and three surgical 
registrars at a salary of £250 are appointed annually, and an 
obstetric registrar with a salary of £50 plus £50 for tutorial 
fees. A senior resident and casualty officer, salary £104 per 
annum and board, appointed for six months, may be extended 
for a further period of six months. A medical registrar tothe-

year. Three house-physicians, three house-surgeons, three

London (Royal Free Hospital) School of Medicine 
for Women 

The school is situated at 8, Hunter Street, Brunswick 
Square, W.C.l, close to the. Royal Free Hospital. It is, 
like all the other London schools whieh have so far been 
mentioned, one of the constituent schools of the University 
of London. The laboratories are extensive and well 
lighted, and are fully equipped for the examination 
courses of the University of London and the Royal 
Colleges of PJiysicians and Surgeons. Research labora- 
tories are attached to all departments. A large, well- 
equipped library, common room. Union Room, and 
refectory are provided for the use of students. Resident 
accommodation for 80 students is provided in students’ 
chambers attached to the school. 

The Royal Free Hospital, Gray’s Inn Road, W.C.l, has 
326 beds, of which 20 are- for private patients. The 
obstetrical and gynaecological unit controls 68 beds. A 
large maternity district is' served from the unit with a 
separate maternity hostel in the Essex Road, Islington. 
There are separate departments for diseases of the eye, car, 
and skin, children and .infant welfare, venereal diseases, 
orthopaedic surgery, massage, light, electrical and .x-ray 
work, dentistry, and casualty. Students attend the prac- 
tice of one of the fever hospitals of the. London County 
Council and receive special instruction in psychological 
medicine at Horton Hospital, Epsom ; they are also ad- 
mitted to the practice of a number of special hospitals, 
and hold clerkships and dresserships at the Elizabeth 
Garrett Anderson Hospital, the Cancer Hospital, Hos- 
pital for Sick Children, Great Ormond Street, the National 
Hospital for Nervous Diseases, the South London Hos- 
pital, the Central London Ophthalmic Hospital, and the 
Royal Ophthalmic Hospital. The work of the school 
includes preparation for the Primary Fellowship exam- 
ination. 

Appointments . — Qualified students of the school can obtain 
appointments as house-physicians and house-surgeons, ob- 
stetric' assistants, surgical, gynaecological, and medical regis- 
trars, assistant pathologists, assistant anaesthetists, -medical 
electrician, skiagrapher, and clinical assistants and demon- 
strators in various subjects.

King's College 


The Medical Faculli' at this College of the University of 
London gives instruction in the subjects of medical science 
for all the usual preliminary and intermediate examina- 
tions in medicine, surgery, and dentistry". For final 
studies students proceed to one of the associated hospitals 
—King's College, Charing Cross, St. George’s, Westminster 
— whose ample facilities, j^nciuding over 1,000 beds, are 
available for clinical work. 

The Medical Faculty of the College provides a general 
university education in touch with other faculties, classes 
of which medical students are permitted to attend. There 
are many college societies, clubs, and functions in which 
students of all faculties have opportunity of meeting each 
other. The College has a large athletic ground at Mitcham, 
and well equipped with a new pavilion. 

The first-year subjects are taught in the large depart- 
ments of the Faculty of Science. Within the last few' 
years there has been complete remodelling of the second 
and third year medical departments at a cost of C/0,000. 
This has comprised a new Department of Anatomy and 
reorganization, with considerable extension, of the Depart- 
ment of Physiology. 

Scholarships . — ^The scholarships include: (I) Two Wame- 
ford Entrance Scholarships, each £30 for four years ; sub- 
jects — selected from mathematics, classics, divinity, and 
science. (2) One Sambrook Entrance Scholarship of £30 for 
three years ; subjects of examination selected from mathe- 
matics, classics, and science.

University College 

This institution, one of the principal component parts of 
the University of London, possesses a Faculty of Medical 
Sciences whose work covers all the subjects included in 
the group commonly known as the preliminary medical 
sciences — namely, physics, chemistry, botany, and zoologv ; 
and also the intermediate medical sciences — namelv, 
anatomy (including embryology and histology), physiolocy, 
hioehemisiry. and pharmacology. The anatomy building! 
provided by the munificent gift of the Rockefeller Founda- 
Uon of New York, was opened on May 31, 1923 by 
His Mtijesly King George V. This building forms part of 


the block which includes physiology and pharmacology. 
A new building has recently been added for the 
department of zoology, for the endowment and equip- 
ment of which the Rockefeller Foundation has made 
another generous benefaction. Research work is under- 
taken in all the above-named departments.- The College 
undertakes the education of students in all the subjects 
mentioned, leaving them free to complete their education 
in the stricll}' professional subjects — medicine, surgery, 
and the like — at any one of the recognized schools of 
advanced medical studies. The work is .somewhat 
differently arranged, according to whether the student has 
in view the degrees of the University of London or the 
diplomas of the Royal Colleges. In either case the whole 
work to be done is divided into courses devised to meet 
the requirements of different examinations, and students 
can join the College for any of them. Women students 
are admitted to all courses on the same terms as men. 
The general arrangements for the benefit of students in- 
clude membership of the Union Society or the Women's 
Union Society, with use of the College gy'mnasium and the 
athletic grounds. There is also a collegiate residence for 
about si.xly-seven men students at Ealing and for one 
hundred and seventy-two women students in Malef Street. 

Scholarships . — The scholarships and exhibitions obtainable 
include the Bucknill Scholarship, value 160 guineas, in 
chemistry, physics, botany, and zoology (the successful student 
must complete his work at University College Hospital Medical 
School) — the examination includes an English essay ; two 
Entrance Exhibitions in the same subjects, each of the value 
of 55 guineas ; a Faculty of Medical Sciences Entrance Scholar- 
ship. value £30 a year, for three years ; the BayU'ss-Starling 
Memorial Scholarship (physiology and/or biochemistry), £120 ; 
and the Ferriere Scholarship. £25, tenable for three years at 
University College Hospital Medical School. 

Fees . — The fees for the courses covering the work of the 
First Examination for medical degrees of the University of 
London, and both parts of the Second Examination, and for 
the conesponding examinations held by the Conjoint Board in 
England, amount to 118 guineas. These fees do not cover 
tuition for more than a stated period.

THE PROMNCES 

There are in England and Wales, not counting London, 
ten medical schools, each supplying instruction in the full 
medical curriculum. Accounts of them here follow. In 
several cases information is appended about hospitals other 
than those directly connected with the school in question ; 
such hospitals, officially and unofficially, play a part in the 
education which the students of the school receive, and 
in any case serve as places of additional or postgraduate 
study. 

Oxford and Cambridge 


At both Oxford and Cambridge there are medical schools 
which furnish unsurpassed opportunities for obtaining a 
good knowledge of the preliminary sciences and ol 
anatomy, physiology, and pathology. The laboratories 
are excellently furnished, and the "teaching staffs mosi 
distinguished. Both schools provide a full medical 
curriculum, and there is no essential reason why' the 
student_ should not complete his career at either of them : 
but this is not commonly done, and is never, in the 
ordinary way, advised by the university medical autho- 
rities. The local hospitals — the Radcliffe Infirmarv ai 
Oxford and Addenbrooke's Hospital at Cambridge— 
though well equipped, are comparatively small. Students 
therefore encouraged, as socn as they have completed 
lu 2 Cirlifir cx.3.minstions tsken a ds^rcs in sris to 
join one of the London medical schools, and thus spend 
the lime of their preparation for the final e.xaminations in 
a city where the opportunities for gaining clinical know- 
ledge are greater and more varied. A considerable pro- 
por.ioa of Oxford and Cambridge medical students take

the London Conjoint diplomas before graduating in 
medicine and surgery at their own university. The ex- 
perience gained by holding resident hospital appointments 
is naturally of much advantage when sitting for the^Final 
M.B. examination. 

Birmingham 

The school in this city is carried on by the Medical 
Faculty of the University of Birmingham, its students 
having an adequate number of good laboratories, class- 
rooms, and other necessaries devoted to their use by the 
university. The clinical work is done at the Birmingham 
United Hospital (General and Queen’s Hospitals), which 
are amalgamated for the purpose. Together they have 
upwards of 800 beds for medical, surgical, and special 
cases, with an array of special departments of all kinds, 
including one for lying-in women (about 13,000 in-patients 
and 90,000 out-patients). Clinical instruction is given in 
the wards and out-patient and special departments daily, 
and formal clinical lectures are delivered weekly through- 
out the session. Special tutorial classes are also held 
alike for the degrees of Birmingham and other universities, 
and for the diplomas of corporations. 

T/ie Binningham United Hospital . — The practices of the 
General Hospital and the Queen’s Hospital are amalgam- 
ated for the purpose of clinical instruction, which is 
carried on under the direction of the Board of Clinical 
Studies. They present an almost unrivalled field for 
clinical work, possessing more than 800 beds, treating 
annually about 14,000 in-patients and 90,000 out-patients, 
and as students spend part of their curriculum in each 
hospital, they have every opportunity of acquiring a 
varied, full, and practical knowledge of their professional 
work. The curriculum is adapted in the first place to 
meet the needs of the students of the Birmingham Uni- 
versity proceeding to the M.B., Ch.B. degrees, but it is 
also well adapted to the requirements of students prepar- 
ing for the examinations of all other universities and 
licensing bodies. The advantages that the combined hos- 
.pitals offer to students do not cease with graduation, for 
there is probably no city in which students after qualifica- 
tion have a larger number of resident posts open to them. 

Resident posts are also available at the Children’s 
Hospital, the City General Hospitals, the City Public 
Assistance Institutions, the Birmingham Mental Hospitals 
and Mental Deficiency Act Institutions, the City Infectious 
Diseases Hospitals, the Birmingham General and Branch 
Dispensaries, the Birmingham and Midland Eye Hospital, 
the Royal Cripples Hospital, the Ear and Throat Hospital, 
the Maternity Hospital, the Women’s Hospital, at St. 
Chad’s Hospital, Edgbaston, and at the Birmingham and 
Midland Hospital for Nervous Diseases. Besides positions 
in institutions in the City of Birmingham, there are numer- 
ous resident salaried appointments in the hospitals in 
the immediate vicinity which are open to the students of 
the Birmingham Medical School. Appointments are also 
open to medical practitioners in the Naval, Military, Air 
Force, and Indian and Colonial Medical Services. 

Scholarships and Prizes . — ^There are numerous money and 
other awards for students of sufficient merit, among them 
being the following; Frank Fletcher and Catherine Fletcher 
Scholarships (not less than two per annum), tenable for five 
years, each of the annual value of £100, awarded on higher 
school certificate examination of the Joint Matriculation 
Board ; the Walter Myers Travelling Studentship of £300, 
offered each alternate year for research work and tenable 
abroad ; the Sands-Cox Scholarship of £42 (an entrance scholar- 
ship in the Faculty of Medicine, awarded on higher school 
certificate examination of the Joint Matriculation Board (July)); 
four Queen’s Scholarships £10 10s. each, awarded annually 
at the second (Part II), third, fourth, and final university extm- 
inations respectively ; one or more Sydenham Scholarships, 
allotted on entrance to students who are the sons of deceased 
medical men ; the Ingleby Scholarships (two) of £10 for pro- 
ficiency in rnidwifery and diseases of women ; the Arthur Fox- 
well Memorial Gold Medal (clinical medicine) ; the Sampson 
Gamgee Memorial Medal for surgery (Final MJB.) ; the Russell 


Memorial Prize (for examination in nervous diseases fiml 
year); the Priestly Smith Prize in ophthalmology, value about £6 
(awarded m the final examination) ; the Peter Thomson Prize ‘ 
•m anatomy (value about £6) for students in their third university 
year ; the Bertram Windle Prize (value about £10) for special 
work m anatomy ; and the John Barritt Melson Gold Medal in 
Physiology for students in their third" university year The 
Leith-Newman Prize in Pathology (Medical) (value £10) is 
awarded annually on students’ class Leith-Newman work and 
professional examination, and a prize (value £5) under similar 
conditions for dental students. There is also a scholarship of 
£46 17s. 6d. for students proceeding to a degree in dental 
surgerj'. Board of Clinical Studies Prizes are awarded annually 
as follows: Senior Medical' Prize, gold medal; Senior Surgical 
Prize, gold medal; Midwifery Prize, gold medal; Junior 
Medical Prize, silver medal ; Junior Surgical Prize, silver 
medal. 

Fees. — ^The composition fee for university classes is £106 5s 
This covers all the work required for the degrees of Birmingham 
and some other universities and for the ordinary qualifications 
of licensing corporations, but not the additional courses re- 
quired for the Fellowship of the Royal College of Surgeons 
of England, the diploma and degrees of the university in 
State medicine, and some other special work. The total cost 
for the six years’ curriculum, including hospital and examina- 
tion fees, is £246 Os. 6d. (if first-year science subjects are 
excluded, £208 15s. 6d.) 

Other information should be sought from the Registrar, or 
the Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, The University, Edmund 
Street, Birmingham. 

Bristol 

The school is carried on by the Faculty of Medicine of the 
University, and provides full instruction for all its degrees 
and for the diploma in dental surgery. 

Clinical Instruction . — ^The allied hospitals (Bristol Royal 
Infirmary and Bristol General Hospital) have between 
them more than 700 beds and extensive out-patient 
departments, special clinics for diseases of women and 
children, including ante-natal and post-natal work, also for 
eye, ear, nose, and throat, and skin diseases, in addition 
to large and well-equipped departments for dental work 
and large outdoor maternity departments. At each of 
these institutions there are well-arranged pathological 
museums, post-mortem rooms, and laboratories for morbid 
anatomy. There are also laboratories for work in clinical 
pathology, bacteriology, and biochemistry, in which special 
instruction is given in these subjects. Departments 
are provided and well equipped for radiology, radio- 
therapy, actinotherapy, electrotherapy, and massage, with 
all forms of physiotherapy. These hospitals include a 
National Radium Centre. The students of the school also 
attend the City and County Mental Hospital, the Ham 
Green Hospital for instruction in fevers and tuberculosis, 
the practice of the Royal Hospital for Sick Children and 
Women, containing 120 beds, and that of the Bristol Eye 
Hospital, with 82 beds. In addition, by the kind permis- 
sion of the Health Committee of the Bristol City Council, 
students may attend the clinical practice at Southmead 
Hospital, and may complete under certain conditions their 
practical work in obstetrics at that institution, which has 
510 beds. The Orthopaedic Hospital at Winford and 
Stoke Park Colony for Mental Defectives arc also 
available. 

Appointments. — (1) Undergraduate: Medical clerkships, 
surgical dresserships, also ophthalmic, obstetric, pathological, 
dermatological, ear, nose, and throat clerkships, are tenable at 
the Bristol Royal Infirmary and the Bristol General Hospital. 
In these institutions the dressers reside in rotation free oi 
charge. Clerkships are tenable at the Children’s Hospital. 
(2) Postgraduate: at the Bristol Royal Infirmary: four house- 
surgeons, one casualty house-surgeon, three house-physicians, 
one resident obstetric officer, one gynaecological ana 
dermatological house-surgeon, one car, nose, and throat 
house-surgeon, one assistant house-surgeon (who also acts in 
the ophthalmic department), one dental housc-surgpn, ana 
one unpaid assistant (usuallv a resident student) to the senior 
resident medical officer. All these appointments are lor six 
months. Salarj' in each case at the rate of £60 per annum, 
.with board, apartments, and laundry, except jhe ‘-asuaiij 
house-surgeon and the dental house-surgeon, who receive icu 
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per annum. In each case the salars- is increased bj' £40 per 
annum if the officer is re-elected for another six months 
From the resident medical officers a senior resident medical 
officer is appointed at a salary of £200 per annum. Clini^u 
assistantships in all departments are open to senior qualified 
practitioners. At the Bristol General Hospital: senior resident 
medical officer. £200 per annum; casualty house-surgeon, 
£100 per annum ; • two house-physicians. £80 per annum ; 
three house-surceons. £80 per annum ; resident obstetric officen 
£80 per annum ; house-surgeon to special departments. £80 
per annum. All the £80 apjiointments carry a salary of £100 
for residents who ha\e previcusly held another of them ; the 
dental house-surgeon (non-resident). £300 per annum. .\U 
these appointments are for six months, except that of senior 
resident medical officer, which is for two years. Clinical 
assistantships in the out-patient departments are also available. 

Scholarships. — The following are among the scholarships 
and other awards open to students of the school: The Miriam 
Badoclc of the value of £120, and the H. H. Wills Science 
Scholarships, open to boys proceeding front Clifton College ; 
the Harold Greenwood Memorial Scholarship of the value of 
£20. open to boys who have received instruction at State- 
provided schools in Clevedon (or elsewhere in Somerset) and 
subsequently at secondaiy schools in Somerset or Bristol ; the 
Dulverton Scholarship (£100 a year for three years) has been 
assigned to the Medical Faculty for the year 1938 ; the 
Ashworth Hallett Scholarship, value £40, open to women only ; 
two Martyn Memorial Pathological Scholarships of £10 each ; 
the Tibbits Memorial Prize, value 7 guineas, for proficiency 
in'practical surgeiy ; the Committees’ Gold and Silver Medals 
for fifth or sixth-year students for genera! proficiency ; the 
Augustin Prichard Prize, value about 6 guineas, for proficiency 
in anatomy ; the Henry Clark Prize, value 1 1 guineas, for 
proficiency in obstetrics and gynaecology ; the Crosby Leonard 
Prize, value 6 guineas, for proficiency in surgery ; the Supls 
Surgical Prize, a gold medal and 7 guineas ; the Suple Medical 
Prize, a gold medal and 7 guineas ; the Henry Marshall Prize, 
talue £12, for dressers ; the H. M. Clarke Scholarship, value 
£15, for proficiency in surgerv- ; the Royal Infirmary Faculty 
Prize, value £20, for general proficiency ; the Sanders Scholar- 
ship, value £22 10s., for general proficiency : the Barrett- 
Roue Scholarship for proficiency in diseases of the eye. ear, 
nose and throat, value ’£24, open to men only ; Lady 
Haberfield Scholarship, value about 25 guineas : Bristol and 
Bath City Scholarships and the Scholarships offered by the 
counties of Gloucestershire, Somerset, Wilts, Dorset, etc., are 
tenable in the university. 

One or more Fellowships of not less than £100 per annum 
are allocated by the Colston Research Society for medical 
research. A Beaverbrook Fellowship, tenable for three years, 
is open to all members of the* university holding a medical 
qualification. University graduate scholarships are open to 
graduates of not more than one year's standing. The Michael 
Hiatt Baker Scholarship of the value of £200 per annum, 
open to a graduate from New Zealand, may be held in the 
medical faculty. The Markham Skerritt hferaorial Prize is 
awarded eveiy three years to that member of the university, 
not a member of the medical board, who. in the opinion of 
that board, has published the best original work during the 
three years. The Paul Bush Gold Medal is awarded in alier- 
nate years to the best resident medical officer at the Bristol 
Royal Infirmary. 

Fees. — The fee for all the courses required for the medical 
curriculum, including hospital practice, is 205 guineas, paid 
by annual instalments.

The Medical School, King’s College, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne 

(F ormerly the University of Durham College of 
Medicine) 

Under the recent statutes for the reconstitution of the 
University, the former University of Durham College of 
Medicine becomes the Medical School. King’s College 
in the -neighbouring city of Newcastle-upon-Tvne. and 
constitutes the Medical School of the Faculty of Medi- 
cine of the University of Durham. Its classes and lectures 
are arranged to meet the requirements of the university 


in all the degrees .granted by the university in the Faculty 
of Medicine, and also those of the other examining bediK. 
Hospital practice is carried out at the Royal Victmia 
Infirmary, a general hospital containing more than 700 
beds, where there are facilities for .the study of the 
various special subjects. Students do their practical mid- 
wifery at the Princess Mary Maternity Hospital, which 
contains 90 beds, and has an annual indoor and outdoor 
attendance on 3,000 cases. In the Heath wing of the 
schooLitself there is a gymnasium and a set of rooms 
for the separate use of the students. The bacteriological 
department is housed at present in other buildings of 
King’s College. 

The Newcastle-upon-Tyne Dental Hospital and Suther- 
land Dental School is a component part of, and con- 
stitutes the dental department in, the Medical School. 
The dental hospital, erected within the grounds of the^ 
Royal Victoria Infirmary and equipped on the best modem' 
lines, was opened in 1931, and it is possible to undertake 
here the whole of the dental curriculum (that is, syste- 
matic. lectures, dental and general hospital practice, 
together with mechanical pupilage). The Dental Board 
of the United Kingdom recognizes the school for the 
purpose of granting’ its bunaries to students who are 
able to comply with the conditions laid down by the 
Board, 


Postgraduate Instruction . — A comprehensive series of post; 
graduate courses are arranged to enable practitioners to take 
advantage of the facilities for laboratory work and clinical 
study afforded by the College, the Royal Victoria Infinnaiy. 
and other associated hospitals ; and in order to meet the 
varied requirements of practitioners there are general and 
special courses in the winter and summer sessions, as well 
as an intensive course in the summer vacation. Courses of 
instruction are given for the B.Hy. and D.P.H, 

Students' Union. — Students’ Union has been erected and 
furnished at a cost of over £54.000, and is in daily use. 
Separate accommodation (non-residential) is provided for men 
and women students. 


Appointments . — Assistants in the pathological department, 
eye department, throat and ear department, and department 
for skin diseases, are elected periodically. Clinical clerks and 
dressers are appointed every three month.s. Resident appoint- 
ments at the Infirmaiy are made every six months, and each 
year medical and surgical registrars (who also act as tutors) 
are appointed from candidates who have previously held 
resident appointments at any recognized hospital. ’ These 
latter posts afford an excellent opportunity for postgraduate 
study, not only at the Infirmary, but also in the departments 
of anatomy, physiology, pathology, and bacleriologv of the 
College.

•Fees.-— The composition fee for lectures for medical students 
at the college is £132. Composition fee for hospital practice

the composition fees amount to £236 for the B.D.S. and to 
£221 for the L.D.S., covering all systematic lectures and 
laboratory work at the College, general and dental hospital 
practice, and mechanical pupilage. Other information should 
be sought from the Dean, the Medical School, King’s College, 
Northumberland Road, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 


Leeds 

The School of Medicine — which is open to both male and 
female students — in this city forms the teaching centre of 
the Medical Faculty of the University of Leeds, and is 
situated in immediate proximity to. the General Infirmary, 
where students sufficiently advanced receive their’ clinical 
instruction. The main buildings, opened in 1894, contain 
excellent dissecting rooms, well-arranged laboratories for 
physiology, lecture theatres, and classrooms. In addition, 
there is a well-equipped library and reading room and a 
museum of anatomy. The comfort of the students is 
secured by means of common rooms and a refectory. 
Extensions of the medical school buildings were opened 
in October, 1930, and the Algernon Firth Institute of 
Pathology in April, 1933. This last houses the Depart- 
ments of Pathology and Bacteriology, and Experimental 
Pathology and Cancer Research, including the Charles 
Brotherton Pathological Museum. The General Infirmary 
has 628 beds, and includes ophthalmic and children’s 
wards, a large out-patient department, and the Ida and 
Robert Arthington Semi-convalescent Hospitals, Cook- 
ridge. The West Riding Mental Hospital at Wakefield 
is available for the study of mental diseases. Students 
also attend the practice of the Hospital for Women^and 
the Leeds Maternity Hospital, and may attend also at the 
Leeds Public Dispensary. 

Appointments. — Physicians’ clerks and surgical dressers arc 
appointed every six months ; clerks in the children’s depart- 
ment, orthopaedic dressers, ophthalmic and aural dressers, 
gynaecological ward clerks, maternity clerks, assistant 
physicians’ clerk, dermatological clerks, assistant surgeons’ 
dressers, dressers in the casualty rooms, junior and senior post- 
mortem clerks, laboratory assistants and dressers in the 
venereal clinic every three months. After graduation a con- 
siderable number of resident and other appointments become 
available in the Leeds General Infirmary. Leeds Public Dis- 
pensary, Hospital for Women and Children, West Riding 
Mental Hospital, etc., occupying periods of from six to 
twelve months at rates varying from £20 to £150 per annum. 

Scholarships . — ^The university awards annually on the 
results of the first examination a scholarship in the form 
of free admission to the lectures and classes given in the 
School of Medicine. The university also awards a scholarship 
on the results of the second examination, of the value of 
£68, in the form of free admission to the clinical teaching of 
the Infirmary. 

Fees . — It is estimated by the authorities that the approxi- 
mate cost of medical education to a student in this university 
is £370, plus, of course, the expenses of living during the five 
and a half years covered by the curriculum. The composition 
fee for the course for the first, second, and third examinations, 
and for the clinical work at the Infirmary, is £242. The com- 
position and clinical fee for those who have passed the second 
examination is £153.

Liverpool 

The Medical Faculty is part of the university, and all- 
the laboratories and other rooms are well equipped for 
the instruction of students proceeding to medical degrees 
and diplomas, and arc situated close to' one another. 
Clinical instruction is provided at the following hos- 
pitals: the Liverpool Royal Infirmary, the bavid Lewis 


Northern Hospital, the Liverpool Royal Southern Hos- 
pital, ffie Liverpool Stanley Hospital, the Royal Liver- 
pool Childrens Hospital, the Women's Hospital the 
Liverpool Maternity Hospital, the Eye, Ear, and Throat 
Infirmary, St. Paul s Eye Hospital, and certain municipal 
hospitals. - 


Manchester 

The staff of the Medical School in this city constitutes the 
Medical Faculty of the Victoria University, all the arrange- 
ments for the instruction of students, both in their carher 
and their later studies, being of an elaborate nature. The 
clinical work of the undergraduates is done chiefly in con- 
nexion with the Royal Infirmary, an Institution which 
itself contains 586 beds, and has associated with it a large 
convalescent home (136 beds) and a Central Branch Hos- 
pital (5 beds). The courses in mental diseases arc 
taken in the County Mental Hospitals at Prcstwich and 
Macclesfield. Instruction in practical gynaecology and 
midwifery is given at the Royal Infirmary and the St. 
Mary’s Hospitals. 

Clinical Work.-— The Royal Eye Hospital, the Hospital 
for Diseases of the Skin, the Manchester Northern Hos- 
pital for Women and Children, the well-known Hospitals 
for Children at Pcndlebury and St. Mary’s Hospitals for 
Women and Children, the Manchester Hospital for Dis- 
eases of the Ear, Monsall Fever Hospital, the Christie 
Cancer Hospital and Holt Radium Institute, the Hospital 
for Consumption and Diseases of the Throat and Chest, 
the Ancoats Hospital, the Salford Royal Hospital and the 
Hospital for Babies, alt make arrangements for the in- 
struction of students. 

Appointments. — ^The following are among the appointments 
open to past and present students of this school in connexion 
with its arrangements for clinical tuition: two pathological 
registrars, at £100 and £50 per annum ; one medical registrar 
at £150; a cardiographic registrar, at £150; a director of the 
clinical laboratory at £400, and two assistants at £350 and 
£300 ; four chief assistants to medical units, each at £300 ; four 
chief assistants to surgical units, £250 ; chief assistant to neuro- 
surgical service, £350 ; chief assistant to orthopaedic depart- 
ment, £250 ; clinical tutor to orthopaedics, £35 ; medical 
registrar to out-patient department, £150 ; assistant surgical 
officers, aural department at £35 ; seven anaesthetists from 
£75 to £125 each ; three anaesthetists at central branch, £25 to 
£100; one resident medical officer, one year, £200; one resi- 
dent clinical pathologist, £100 : one resident surgical officer, 
one year, £200 ; senior house-surgeon for central branch, £150; 
one resident casualty officer, £150; one resident medical 
officer at the Convalescent Hospital at Cheadle, £250 ; two 
assistant medical officers to radiological department, £400 and 
£200; medical officers, physiotherapeutic department, £150; 
assistant medical officer, £100 ; chief assistant, gynaecological 
department, £70 ; assistant to the dermatological department, 
£35 ; two medical officers, out-patient department, each £105 ; 
sixteen assistant surgical officers to dental department, £35 ; four 
technical assistants for laboratory work, £200 ; clinical assist.int 
to aural out-patient department, £35; twelve house-surgeons and 
eight house-physicians, appointed during the year for periods 
of six months, at a salary of £50 per annum. Resident officers 
are appointed to the gynaecological, tlie eye, and the car and 
throat departments every three months. Clinical clerks and 
surgical dressers arc appointed to the various departments 
of the hospital every three months. Non-resident clinical 
assistantships for qualified medical men and women, tenable 
for six months, at an honorarium of £35. 

Entrance and other Scholarships. — ^Thc following arc among 
the scholarships obtainable by students of the school: Rogers 
and Seaton Scholarships in Arts (in alternate years), £40 per 
annum, tenable for two years. Three Hulme Scholarships, 
tenable for three years, of £35, one being awarded annually 
for proficiency in subjects of general cduc.ation. Two James 
Gaskill Scholarships of £35, tenable for two years, one being 
awarded annually for proficiency in the branches of mechanics 
and chemistry. A Dora Muir Scholarship, £30 per annum, 
tenable for three years, and open to the competition of women 
sUidenls only. This is awarded tricnnially. Sir J. P- 
Shuttleworth Scholarship, £30 per annum, tenable /o'" 
years, awarded tricnnially, open to the competition of .^noiars 
from Sedbergh School, Gigglc.swick School, and Burnley 
Grammar School; subjects — mathematics, chemistry, ano 
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mechanics. Dreschfeld Memorial Scholarship, value £20. 
tenable for two years and awarded triennially on the result 
of the Entrance Examination. John Russell Medical Entrance 
Scholarship, awarded annually, value £45. Two Dauntesey 
Junior Medical Scholarships, value £50 each, tenable for one 
rear, for candidates who have not commenced the second year 
of study leading to a medical qualification ; subjects 
chemistry’, physics, botany, and zoology. One Dauntesey 
Senior hledical Scholarship, £50 for one year, awaraed on 
results of Second M.B. Examination. Two Entrance Scholar- 
ships in medicine, value 160 guineas, awarded annually R>r 
proficiency in arts or science respectively.

The Mornson Watson Fellowship for research in anatomy is 
offered annually, value £150; also the Sheridan Delepine 
Fellowship in preventive medicine, value £300, is offered 
biennially. The Sam Gamble Scholarships — the trustees are 
prepared to award four scholarships of not more than £40 
per annum, to women students who have pas.sed the First M.B. 
Examination ; the conditions can be obtained from the 
Registrar. The Knight Fellowship of £150, offered triennially 
for the encourageinent of the study of factors concerned 
in the development* of the symptoms of mental disturbance 
— open to competition of graduates of this or any approved 
university. Pilkington Fellowship in Cancer research £300 for 
one year. 

Fees . — The composition fee for the university course in 
medicine is 114 guineas, pajable in four instalments of 281 
guineas, but this sum does not include the fee to cover the 
work required for the First M.B. Examination. This is £42. 
payable in one sum. Hospital fees are additional, and usually 
amount to about 90 guineas. 

A prospectus and further information about the school and 
scholarships may be obtained from the Registrar. 

Sheffield 

In this city the Medical School is one of the departments 
of the university, being conducted and controlled by its 
Medical Faculty, and occupying practically the entire 
north wing of the quadrangle of the university buildings 
overlooking Weston Park. The laboratories and lecture 
rooms connected with the subjects of the first and second 
examinations — namely, chemistry', physics, biology, an- 
atomy. and physiology — are, both as regards structural 
arrangement and scientific equipment, on the most modern 
and complete lines. 

For students of pathology and bacteriology there are 
laboratories replete with everything necessary for the most 
advanced work, and a large pathological museum, which is 
open daily. In addition, there is a large library and read- 
ing room. There are a number of recreation, athletic, and 
other societies, all under the management of an annually 
elected students' representative council, and large and com- 
wtablc common rooms for both men and women students. 
Thanks to the generosity of Alderman J. G. Graves there 
IS a new and well-equipped Union building in close 
proximity tp the university which affords ample facilities 
lor the various student social activities. 


TTicre is ample hostel, accommodation for both men and 
women students. In the university and in the Union 
buildings there arc refectories open to all students of the 
school. A university journal is published each term, and 
the Medical School also publishes a journal. The ordinary' 
clinical work of the school is d'ene at the Royal Infirmary 
and Royal Hospital, which have amalgamated for the 
purpose" of clinical instruction, and provide pver 800 
beds for medical, surgical, and special cases, including 
diseases of the eye. 

In addition, the Royal Infirmary has special depart- 
ments for the treatment of diseases of the skin and ear, 
with beds assigned to them ; whilst at the Royal Hospital 
there are special out-patient departments for diseases of 
the throat, ear, skin, orthopaedics, and mental diseases. 
■The medical and surgical staffs attend daily, and give 
clinical instruction in the wards and out-patient rooms. 
Clinical lectures in medicine and surgery are given weekly. 
Instruction in the practical administration of anaesthetics 
is given at either institution by the anaesthetists, and the 
post-mortem examinations at both institutions are in 
charge of the Professor of Pathology, and afford ample 
material for study of this subject. Students are able to 
attend the practice of the jessop Hospital for Diseases 
of Women and the Hospital for Sick Children, while 
special courses on fevers are given at the City Fever Hos- 
pital, and on mental diseases at the South Yorkshire 
Mental Hospital. 

Appointmenis . — The following appointments arc open to all 
students who have passed their examinations in anatomy and 
physiology; (I) casualty dresserships, (2) surgical dresserships, 
13) medical clerkships. (4) pathological clerkships, (5) oph- 
thalmic clerkships, (6) clerk to the skin department, etc. 
These appointments are made for three months, commencing 
on the first day of October, January, April, and July. 

Scholarships , — Entrance Medical Scholarship, covering cost 
of tuition tecs tor a degree course in the Faculty of Medicine, 
open to both sexes. Six Edgar Allen Scholarships of £100 a 
year for three years may be held by students taking the degree 
course in medicine. Two Town Trustees Scholarships, each of 
the value of £50 a year, tenable for three years, for boys or 
girls who have been educated in a Sheffield secondary school 
for a period not less than two years immediately preceding 
the e.vamination. Four Town Trustees Scholarships, value 
£50 a year, for boys or girls under 19 years of age educated 
in any school in Sheffield, secondary or otherwise. Town 
Trustees' Fellowship, value £75, tenable for one vear. 
Mechanics' Institute Scholarship, value £50 (with remission 
of fees), tenable for one year, and renewable for a second 
year. The Frederick Clifford Scholarship, value about £50, 
tenable for two years, Kaye Scholarship, value £60, for pro- 
ficiency in anatomy and physiology. Gold and bronze medals 
are also awarded for proficiency in various subjects. 

Fecj.-;-Studcnfs in the Faculty taking their complete medical 
course in the university pay an inclusive composition fee of 
£42 for each of the first five years and £28 for the sixth vear. 
The composition fees for the dental courses are as follows: for 
B.D.S., first and third years, £80 ; second, fourth, and fifth 
years. £30 ; for L.D.S.. first and second years, £80 ; third and 
fourth years, £30. The fees for special courses taken separ- 
ately can be ascertained by inquiry of the Dean. 

Welsh National School of Medicine 

The next session opens on October 5. All classes are 
open to both men and women students. Particulars 
relating to the admission of students can be obtained on 
application to the Provost, or to the Secretary, Il'elsh 
National School of Medicine, the Parade, Cardiff. (See 
further details under University of Wales (p. 456.)

As will be gathered from the following paragraphs th» 
facilities for acquiring a medical education in Scotland 
are very ample, whether the student be proceeding to a 
university degree or to a diploma. To the descriptions of 
the different Scottish medical centres is in some cases 
added an account of hospitals which either plav an official 
pan in the education given to students as yet unqualified 
or offer valuable opportunities for postgraduation work.* ^

MEDICAL SCHOOLS IN SCOTLAND

Aberdeen 

The school is conducted by the Faculty of Medicine. This 
comprises twelve chairs, from which instruction is given 
in all the main branches of medical, science — namely, 
biology, physics, chemistry, anatomy, physiology, materia 
medica, pathology, bacteriology, surgery, medicine, and 
midwifery. Courses of instruction in forensic medicine, 
public health and infectious diseases, tropical medicine, 
medical ethics, tuberculosis, and clinical methods are 
conducted by lecturers appointed by the University Court. 
Special opportunities for practical instruction are afforded 
in the laboratories and museums attached to the depart- 
ments. 

Clinical instryction is obtained in the Royal Infirmary, 
the Royal Mental Hospital, the Sick Children's Hospital, 
the City Fever Hospital, the General Dispensary, 
Maternity, and Vaccine Institution, and the Ophthalmic 
Institution. Courses of practical instruction are given 
in diseases of children at the Sick Children's Hospital ; in 
fevers at the City Fever Hospital ; in mental diseases at the 
Royal Mental Hospital ; in diseases of the ear, nose, and 
throat at the Infirmary and Dispensary ; in diseases of 
the eye at the Infirmary and Eye Institution*; ifi yenereal 
diseases and diseases of the skin at the Royal Infirmary. 

The degrees granted in medicine are: Doctor of Medi- 
cine (M.D.), Master of Surgery (Ch.M.), Bachelor of 
Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery (M.B., Ch.B.). A 
diploma in public health is conferred after examination 
on graduates in medicine of any university of the United 
Kingdom. The degree of Ph.D. is also granted in this 
faculty. 

Fees. — An inclusive fee of 126 guineas is payable for in- 
struction within the university, and the fee for the degrees 
of M.B., Ch.B., is 33 guineas. The total cost, including hos- 
pital fees, class and matriculation fees, and degree fees, is 
about £240. 

Bursaries, scholarships, and fellowships, to the number of 
fifty, and of the annual value of £1,200, may be held by 
students of medicine in this university. The bursaries range 
in value from £10 to £50 per annum, and are tenable for 
periods from one to five years. 

Edinburgh 

There are two Schools of Medicine; the School of the 
University, and the School of Medicine of the Royal 
Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons of Edinburgh. 

The University School. — This school, in addition to 
other resources of the university, has the following means 
of affording practical instruction; Royal Botanic Garden, 
Herbarium, and Museum ; zoological laboratory and 
museum of science and art ; physical laboratory ; chemical 
laboratories ; dissecting room, bone room, and anatomical 
museum ; physiological laboratory ; medical jurisprudence 
laboratories ; John Usher Institute of Public Health ; 
materia medica museum and laboratory ; post-mortem 
department of the Royal Infirmary 4nd University Patho- 
logical and Bacteriological Laboratory ; tutorial classes 
of practice of physic, of clinical medicine, and clinical 
surgery, surgery and midwifery ; and the practice of 
certain other hospitals. 

I fees. — The sessional fee for chemistry, anatomy lectures, 
physiology, pathology, materia rnedica, surgery, medicine, and 
midwifery is £6' 6s. each. Physics, botany, zoology, forensic 
medicine, and public health, £5 _5s. Practical zoology, 
practical anatomy (summer), morbid anatomy, practjcal 
materia medica, mental diseases, practical pathology, clinical 
midwifery, and medical entomology and parasitology, £4 4s. 
Experimental physiology, diseases of tropical climates, prac- 
tical botany, histology, child life and health, operative 
surgery, clinical surgery (per term), and clinical mcdicmc 
(per term), £3 3s. Practical anatomy (winter), £6 16s. _6d. 
Practical chemistry, £4 14s. 6d., chemical physiology, surgical 
pathology, and infectious diseases. £1 11s. 6d. Tuberculosis, 
diseases of the eye, diseases of the larynx, ear, and nose, 
diseases of the skin, and venereal diseases, £2 12s. 6d. 


Advanced bacteriology, £7 17s. 6d. Clinical gvnaccoloev 
regional anatomy, and applied anatomy, £2 2s. ' *’ 

Scholarships . — There are many funds for the assistance of 
students by means of bursaries, scholarships, exhibitions and 
money awards from the beginning to the end of their under- 
graduate career. In addition, there arc funds which help 
those who have taken a first degree in medicine and surcerv 
to continue at work as research students. The value of these 
awards, and the conditions attaching to them, are so varied 
that those interested should consult the prospectus of the 
school itself. 


The School of Medicine of the Royal Colleges.— 
This school is composed of Lecturers licensed by the 
Royal College of Physicians and the Royal College of 
Surgeons and in most cases also recognized by the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh through their licenlia doceiidi ; for 
the sake of convenience they lecture in separate build- 
ings near to the Royal Infirmary, but form a single body 
governed by a Board elected by the Royal Colleges of 
Physicians and Surgeons and by the Lecturers. This 
Board, with the assistance of the standing committees 
of the School, supervises the whole management and 
especially the maintenance of the efficiency and discipline 
of the school. The buildings' at present utilized for the 
purposes of lecturing are the following: (1) Surgeons’ 
Hall, Nicolson Street ; (2) New School, Bristo Street ; 
(3) Dental Hospital, Chambers Street. Clinieal classes 
are held in the Royal Infirmary, Royal Maternity Hos- 
pital, and other institutions. The teaching is similar to 
that of the Scottish universities, and the students receive 
similar certificates at the close of each session. The 
courses on the special subjects arc also conducted by 
teachers specially qualified in each branch. The fees 
payable for class and other instruction, and including the 
sums payable before admission to the examinations of 
the Conjoint Board for the Triple (Jualification, amount 
to about £180. The Calendar, giving full information 
regarding classes and fees, can be obtained (price Is. post 
free) on application to the Dean of the School, Surgeons' 
Hall, Edinburgh. 

Glasgow 

The whole course of study required for graduation (M.B., 
Ch.B.) at the University of Glasgow can be taken here. 
Besides ample provision for lectures there is practical 
and clinical work at the hospitals, and practical courses 
are conducted in the laboratories of the following depart- 
ments: pathology, public health, pharmacology, physio- 
logy, surgery, anatomy, chemistry, zoology, physics, and 
botany ; the Botanic Garden and the Hunterian Museum 
are also open to students. Well-equipped buildings have 
been provided for zoology, practical anatomy, and opera- 
tive surgery, as well as for pathology. The classrooms 
and laboratories for the departments of botany, .physics, 
physiology, pharmacology, materia -medica, medical juris- 
prudence, and public health are also -of recent erection, 
and are elaborately equipped. In addition to the regius 
chairs and the chair of pathology at the university, 
there arc the chairs of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, and 
pathology at the Royal Infirmary ; and a number of 
university lectureships in clinical medicine, clinical sur- 
gery, venereal diseases, laryngology, dermatology, otology, 
psychological medicine, tuberculosis, pathological bio- 
chemistry, and medical radiology have been founded 
there. Other chairs have been founded at the university 
in bacteriology, organic chemistry, physiological chemistry, 
applied physics, public health, paediatrics, and ophthalmo- 
logy. There are also lectureships on the surgical and medi- 
cal diseases of children and on medical radiology. 
The university, in short, has made great and sueccssful 
efforts to extend and improve the accommodation of the 
medical departments, to strengthen the teaching staff, and 
to encourage postgraduation and research work. A 
diploma in public health is now also granted. Three very 
extensive general hospitals in the city afford exceptional 
opportunities for clinical instruction — namely, the Western 
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Infirmao' (600 beds), near the university, to which the 
Regius Professors are attached ; the Royal Infirmary (824 
beds) ; and the Victoria Infirmaiy (380 beds) ; while the 
Royal Mental Hospital, Gartnavel (500 beds), the Royal 
Hospital for Sick Children (350 cots), the Royal Maternity 
and Women's Hospital (114 beds), the Glasgow Eye In- 
firmarj' (100 beds), the Ophthalmic Institution (35 beds), 
the fever hospitals at Belvidere (680 beds), Ruchill (540 
beds), and Meamskirk, and . other institutions afford 
facilities for the practical study of special branches. The 
large general hospitals of the town council are now also 
available' for clinical instruction in medicine and surgery, • 
Information regarding postgraduate study will be found 
at page 487. 

Bursaries . — Bursaries confined to the Medical Faculty 
amount in annual value to about £1,250, while bursaries in 
any faculty, amounting to about the same annual sum, may 
be held by students of medicine, a number of both sets being 
open to women. Postgraduate scholarships appro.ximate in 
\alue to £3,500 per annum. 

The following bursaries are open for competition to students 
entering on their first session of attendance in the Faculty 
of Medicine: Davidson Bursary, annual value £40. tenable for 
four years, for students who propose before entering the 
Faculty of Medicine to take the degree of B.Sc. in pure 
science, including in their curricula anatomy and physiology. 
Highland Society (Glasgow) Bursaries, annual value £25 each, 
tenable for five years, for students of Highland descent, open 
to women; two bursaries vacant each year. Logan Bursary, 
annual value £25, tenable for four years, open to women. 
Robina JEckford MacBrajne Scholarship, annual value £50. 
tenable for three years. Marshall Bursary, annual value £24. 
tenable for four years. Merchants' House Bursary, annual 
value £35, tenable for four years, open to women. John 
Oliphant Bursary, annual value £35, tenable for si.x years. 
James A. Paterson Bursaries, three each year of the annual 
value of £30, £25, land £15 respectively, each tenable for four 
years ; students entering their second session are also eligible ; 
open to women ; examination in mathematics and natural 
philosophy. 

Candidates for the bursaries mentioned above must take the 
university general bursary competition, which is held each 
year in the month of June. 

In addition, the following bursaries, scholarships, and prizes 
arc open to students prosecuting their studies in the Faculty of 
Medicine: Arbroath Bursary, annual value £35, tenable for 
three years, is awarded by the Senate, on the recommendation 
of the Faculty of Medicine, to the student who is of the 
highest merit among the candidates as shown by their class 
records and their performances in the First and Second Pro- 
fessional Examinations. Arthur Bursary, annual value £20. 
tenable for three years, awarded to the woman candidate, 
who takes the highest place at the First Professional Examina- 
tion. Bell Bursaries, annual value £50 each, tenable for the 
duration of the course, for students who have gone through the 
curriculum in arts ; tenable also in theology or law. Brisbane 
Bursary, annual value £50, tenable for four years ; candidates 
must be under 22 years of age, and must fiave taken the 
degree of M.A. John Buchanan Bursary, £80 for two years, 
awarded at beginning of third year on the results of the First 
Professional Examination, plus a modern language taken in 
the general bursary competition. William Gardiner Bursary, 
annual value £18, tenable for two years, awarded on results 
of (he First and Second Professional Examinations' in the sub- 
jects of physiology, chemistry, and physics. Dr. Thomas Gibson 
Bursary, annual value £50, tenable for four years ; open to 
medical students entering on tbeir second winter who are pre- 
paring for service as medical missionaries. Johnston Bursaries, 
annual value £25 each, tenable for three years, for eminence 
in the work and examinations of the first and second years 
of the curriculum. Lorimer Bursaries (six), value £20 each, 
tenable for one year, are awarded to the best students in 
each of the following classes; botany, zoology, physics, 
chemistry, anatomy, physiology. Macarthur Bursary, of the 
annual value of £20 and tenable for two years, for students 
enlering on their fourth session of medical study. Macfar- 
lanc Bursary, annual value £40. tenable for three years, for 
students who have attended the first session of their pro- 
lessional study in the university ; examination in elementary 
anatomy, elementary chemistry', and botany. Mackintosh 
uursary, value £31, tenable for one year, open to medicsl 
-sludcnts of cither sex who have attended one of the courses 
ot lectures on insanity in the unisersily ; examination in that 


subject. John Monleith Bursary, annual value £21, tenable 
for two years, is awarded annually to the student who gains 
the highest number of marks in the subjects of anatomy and 
physitTlogy at the professional examinations held during the 
previous year. Rainy Bursary, annua! value £50. tenable for 
two years, for students entering on their third session of 
medical study ; awarded to the candidate whose aggregate 
of marks in the subjects of anatomy and physiology of the 
Second Professional Examination, and in chemist^', botany, 
and zoology of the First Professional Examination, is the 
highest. A. and B. Stewart Postgraduate Bursaries, annual 
value £50 each, tenable for the duration of the course, for 
students who have gone through the arts curriculum. Walton 
Bursary, annual value £40, tenable for four years ; the Earl 
ot Sandwich has the right of appointing to the bursary one 
of two students nominated by the Senate. Wetr Bursary, 
value £25, tenable for one year, awarded on the results of the 
Second and Third Professional Examinations, Barbour Scholar- 
ship in anatomy or physiology, annual value £250, tenable for 
two years. Joseph Coats Memorial Scholarship, value £85. 
tenable for one year, for research in pathology, may be held 
concurrently with the Perman Memorial Scholarship (q.v,). 
Faulds Fellowship, annual value £250, tenable for three years, 
for medical research. Foulis Memorial Scholarship in patho- 
logy, value £50. Hall Tutorial Fellosvships approximately £250 
for one year. Four McCunn Medical Research Scholarships, 
value £200 each, tenable for one year. Perman Memorial 
Scholarship, value £85, tenable for one year, for research in 
pathology, may be held concurrently with the Joseph Coats 
Memorial Scholarship (q.v.). Henderson Research Scholar- 
ship, of about £250 per annum, for research in mental dis- 
eases. Hutchison Research Scholarship, of the annual value 
of £110, for research in certain subjects in the medical 
curriculum. Reid Stewart Postgraduate Bursary, £200 for 
one year, for special study and research ; renewable, Mary 
Margaret Isabel Ure Scholarship, of the annual value of 
about £300, for research in cancer or tuberculosis or other 
branch of study approved by the Faculty of Medicine. John 
Reid Prize, of £25, for the best original research conducted 
in one or more of the hospitals or scientific laboratories in 
Glasgow, bearing on any department of medical science. 
History of Medicine Prize, of about £50, for the best essay 
on some subject in the history of the science or practice of 
medicine, other than a subject of recent development in some 
limited branch thereof. Harry Stewart Hutchison Prize, value 
£50. for original research work relating to children. The 
Junior Amott Prize of about £15; the Senior Amott Prize 
of £25. Three BelJahouslon Cold ^fa}aIs. The Brunton 
Memorial Prize of about £20. The Macewen Medal in sur- 
gery. The Captain H. S. Ranken V.C. Memorial Prize of 
£5. The Straits Settlements Gold Medal. The West of Scot-' 
land R.A.M.C. Memorial Prize of about £15. Ashw -Asher 
Memorial Gold Medal, awarded annually in connexion with 
the class on diseases of the throat and nose. iMacfarlane 
Prizes of £10 each, in each of the classes of medicine. 
Macleod Medal, awarded annually to the most distinguished 
student, man or woman, in the class of systematic surgery- 
taught by the Regius Professor. Simthers Gold Medal, 
awarded in anatomy for the best original research or for the 
best special dissection or preparation or series of dissections or 
preparations. 

The Carnegie Trust for the Universities of Scotland is em- 
powered to pay the whole or part of the university ordinary- 
class fees of students of Scottish birth or extraction, under 
conditions given in the University Calendar. Scholarships 
and Fellowships are offered by the Carnegie Trust in science 
and medicine for postgraduation study. 

Fees . — ^The matriculation fee for each year is £2 1 2s. 6d. 
In most cases the fee for each university class is £6 6s„ but 
in some cases it is £4 4s. For hospilM attendance at the 
Western Infirmary students pay £12 12s. for a perpetual 
ticket, or £I I Is. 6d. for a single term ticket, with an 
additional fee of £5 5s, for each winter and £2 12s. 6d, per 
term for each clinical course. The fees are the same at the 
- Royal Infirmary-. The university fees for the four professional 
examinations total £34 1 35. For the whole curriculum the 
fees for matriculation, class attendance, hospital attendance, 
and professional e.xaminations amount to about £250.

St. Mungo's College.— This is the Medical School of 
Ute Royal Infir^ry, which is the largest general hospital 
m Glasgow-, "nie Infirmary is situated in -Cathedral 
Square, Castle Street, and has car communicatioa with 
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every part of the city, St. Mungo's College is in the 
Infirmary grounds, and afl'ords full courses in all the 
subjects of the medical curriculum, and in all the medical j 
subjects of the dental curriculum. 

The Infirmary has (including the ophthalmic depart- 
ment) 794 beds — 554 for surgical and 240 for medical 
' cases.^ There are special beds and wards for diseases of 
• women, of the throat, nose, and ear, burns, and septic 
cases. In the out-patient department, in 1936 119,914 
patients were treated. In addition to the large medical 
and surgical departments, there are departments for special 
diseases — namely, diseases of women, of the throat and , 
nose, of the ear, of the eye, of the skin, and of the 
teeth. There is also a fully equipped electrical pavilion, 
with the latest and most improved apparatus for diagnosis 
and treatment. 

Appointments . — Five house-physicians and eleven house- 
surgeons, who must be fully qualified, are appointed every 
six months, and board in the hospital free of charge. Clerks 
and dressers are appointed by the physicians and surgeons. 
As many cases of acute diseases and accidents of a varied 
character are received, these appointments are very valuable. 

Fees . — The average class fee is £3 3s. for summer classes 
. and £4 4s. for winter classes. The fees for all the lectures, 
practical classes, and hospital attendance necessary for candi- 
dates for the diplomas of the English or Scottish Colleges of 
Physicians and Surgeons amount to about £120. The classes 
are open to male and female students. 

A syllabus of classes can be obtained on application to the 
Secretary to the Medical Faculty, St. Mungo’s College, 86, 
Castle Street. 

The Anderson College of Medicine. — This school 
provides education in the subjects of the curriculum for 
both medical and dental students. The school buildings 
are situated in Dumbarton Road, immediately to the west 
of the University and Western Infirmary. The hospital 
practice and clinical lectures arc provided in the Western 
or Royal Infirmary ; pathology in the Western or Royal 
Infirmary ; vaccination and dispensary practice in the 
Western or Royal Infirmary Dispensary. These classes 
are recognized by all the licensing- corporations in the 
United Kingdom, also by the Universities of London, 
Glasgow, and Edinburgh (the latter two under certain 
conditions stated in the School Calendar). 

Fees . — ^The fees for the lectures and practical work required 
by ordinary students range between 2 and 6 guineas a class. 
The Carnegie Trust pays the fees of students at Anderson 
College on conditions regarding which particulars may be 
'obtained from the Secretary, Carnegie Trust Offices, Edin- 
burgh. 

A Calendar will be sent on receipt of a postcard by the 
Secretary to the Medical Faculty, the Anderson College of 
-Medicine, Glasgow, W.l, who will forward any further 
^ information whieh may be desired. 

The Royal Samaritan Hospital for Women, Glasgow, 
has 190 beds, of which 30 are for paying patients of 
limited, means, and offers excellent facilities for clinical 
instruction in the diseases peculiar to women. A new 
radiological department, with the most modern apparatus 
for treatment, was recently opened. Lectures and clinical 
demonstrations are given by members of the surgical stall. 
There is a complete course each university term for 
university students and one course in the summer term 
for college students. A ^jostgraduate course is held 
during the summer months and a series of demonstrations 
for general practitioners is carried out in the winter. The 
hospital is represented on the Board of the Glasgow 
Postgraduate Medical Association formed for co-ordinating 
postgraduate medical teaching. The Royal Samaritan 
lectureship in gynaecology is a university lectureship 
associated with the hospital.

St. Andrews and Dundee 

Tlie medical departments in these two teaching centres 
cater spcdally for students proceeding to the degrees of 
the University of St. Andrews, but admit other students 


as we I. In the former city the United College provides 
education in all subjects for. the first two ycarr In 
Dundee, University College provides for the needs of 
s iidcnts from the beginning to the end of the five yLrs’ 
curriculurn.

CLINICAL WORK 

Good opportunities for clinical work are afforded by the 
Dundee Royal Infirmary and Maryfield Hospital, the 
instruction given thereat being recognized for purposes 
of graduation by all the Scottish universities, the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge, the University of London, the National 
University of Ireland, and by the Royal Colleges of 
England and Scotland. 

IRELAND 


There is a choice of six schools for those pursuing their 
medical studies in Ireland. For clinical instruction the 
choice is equally wide and varied, though the hospitals 
themselves are comparatively small. Some account of the 
schools follows. 

Dublin 


SCHOOL OF PHYSIC 

This school is in Trinity College, Dublin,’ and is carried 
on under the joint auspices of the University of Dublin 
and of the Royal College of Physicians of Ireland,' the 
King’s professors of institutes of medicine (physiology), 
practice of medicine, materia medica, and midwifery 
being appointed by the latter. Clinical instruction is given 
at Sir Patrick Dun's Hospital, and some twelve other 
metropolitan hospitals and asylums are recognized by the 
Board of Trinity College. The courses of instruction arc 
open to all medical students, whether they belong to the 
university or not. 


the schools of surgery 

These are schools carried on in Dublin under the super- 
vision and control of the Council of the Royal College of 
Surgeons. They are formed of the college's own school, 
combined with two famous old medical schools — Car- 
michael and Ledwich,; they are attached to the college 
by charter. The buildings contain spacious dissecting 
rooms, special pathological, bacteriological, and chemical 
laboratories. Advantage can be taken of the lectures and 
instruction afforded by students otherwise unconnected 
with the college. 

. Prizes . — Among the prizes annually awarded arc: The 
Barker Anatomical Prize (£26 5s.) ; the Carmichael. Scholar- 
ship (£15); the Mayne Scholarship (£8); the Gold Medal in 
surgery ; the Stoney Memorial Gold Medal in anatomy ; the 
H. Macnaughlon Jones Gold Medal for midwifery and gynaeco- 
logy ; the Captain Massey Miles Memorial Prize ; class prize.s, 
accompanied by silver medals, will also be given in each 
subject.

UNIVERSITY COLLEGE, DUBLIN 

This is one of the constituent colleges of the National 
University of Ireland. The arrangements for the teaching 
of medical students from beginning to end of the cur- 
riculum are adequate. Applications for information may 
be addressed to the Secretary and Bursar, University 
College, Dublin. 
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Two Other important obstetric and gynaecological hos- 
pitals in Dublin are the Coombe- Lying-in Hospital and 
the National Maternity Hospital. During the year 1934 
the number of cases dealt with in the Coombe Lying-in 
Hospital were as follows: intern maternity department, 
total admissions 1,504, total deliveries in hospital 1454 ; 
extern maternity, 1,491 deliveries : gynaecological depart- 
ment, admissions 517. Attendance at pre-natal clinic, 
baby, and general dispensaries 12,000 cases yearly. The 
practice of these hospitals is attended by large numbers 
of students, postgraduates, and nurses, who come from 
all parts of the world. 

There are numerous well-arranged hospitals in and around 
the city, and almost all of these are recognized for teaching 
purposes by the Conjoint Board of Ireland, the University of 
Dublin, the National University of Ireland, and by like bodies 
elsewhere in the British Isles. Among them are the Mater 
Misericordiae Hospital, with 345 beds ; Dr. Sfeevens’ Hospital 
at Kingsbridge, with ISO; Meath Hospital and County Dublin 
Infirmary, with 160; Mercer's Hospital with 120; the Royal 
City of Dublin Hospital, with 124 ; the Adelaide Hospital, 
with 160 ; the Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital, with 100 ; 
Sir Patrick Dun's Hospital, which has a direct connexion with 
the School of Physic, with 129 beds ; and the combined institu- 
tions foimed by the Hardvvicke Fever Hospital, the Rich- 
mond Surgical Hospital, and the WTiitsvorth Medical Hospital, 
with an aggregate of 330 beds. Other hospitals are; the 
Cmldren's Hospital, Temple Street, with 125 beds; the 
National Children’s Hospital, with 53 beds ; St. Ullen's 
Infants’ Hospital, svith 52 beds ; St. Man's Orthopaedic Hos- 
pital at Cappagh, with 236 beds p and St. Anne's Skin and 
Cancer Hospital, wn'ih 60 beds. 


As for the famous Dublin medical institution known as the 
Rotunda Hospital, this practically consists of two distinct 
hospitals, and it is believed to be the largest combined 
TOteraity and gynaecological hospital in the British Isles, 
^ere are pre-natal and paediatric departments, as well as a 
thoroughly equipped pathological laboratory, biochemical 
laboratory, and x-ray apparatus. It possesses residential 
quarters for students, accommodating over fifty, and, taken 
as a whole, offers exceptional opportunities for study, both 
to ordinary students and to medical graduates of any 
nationality. During the year ending October 31, 1934, 
there were 3,173 maternity admissions. Including patients 
treated m their homes, the Rotunda dealt with 5,372 
cases durmg the year, of w-hich 4.68S were delivered. In the 
gynaecological department there were 687 admissions, of which 
yi were operated upon. The attendances at the out-patient 
department totalled 20.736. Extensive alterations and addi- 
tions to the hospital are being undertaken.

University' College, Cork 

This institution, formerly known as Queen's College, Cork, 
is one of the constituent colleges of the National University. 
It holds examinations for all the faculties of that university, 
in addition to continuing the work which it has hitherto 
performed — namely, that of providing education adapted 
to the needs of medical students at all stages of their 
career. Its first aim is to fit students for the degrees of 
the National University, but students proceeding for the 
examinations of the Conjoint Board of England, Scotland, 
or Ireland, the Society of Apothecaries of London or the 
Apothecaries Hali of Ireland, or London University-, can 
arrange the courses of lectures which they attend, and the 
order in which they attend them, to meet the requirements 
of those bodies. Certificates of attendance at the CDlle^e 
courses are also accepted by the University of Cambridge 
Clinical instruction is given at the North and South Infir- 
maries feach 100 beds} and at the Cork Union Hospital 
(1,200 beds). Students can also attend the Mercy Hospital 
(no beds), the County and City of Cork Lying-in Hospital 
me Hospital for Diseases of Women and Children the 
Fever Hospital, the Ophthalmic and Aural Hospital, and 
the Egiinton Lunatic Asylum. The session extends from 
October to 'June.

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science. For pathology and chemistry new laboratories 
.are now provided. It has good grounds surrounding it, 
and there are many arrangements, such as a library, a 
college union, and an athletic union, for the benefit of 
those belonging to the Medical Faculty, as well as for 
students in other departments of the college. The clinical 
teaching, which is recognized as qualifying not only for 
the degrees of the National, University but for those of 
the London University and the diplomas of the various 
colleges in the three kingdoms, is carried on at the Galway 
Central Hospital and the Galway Tuberculosis Hospital. 
The Galway Central Hospital is a general hospital, and 
at the two hospitals students have ample opportunities 
of studying zymotic and chronic diseases. The Central 
Hospital has a special ward for diseases of children. 
Each year the governing body offers about £2,500, and 
the County Councils of Connaught offer about £3,500 
in scholarships. These scholarships are tenable in any 
faculty. Additional information regarding these scholar- 
ships can be obtained on application to the Registrar, 
and to the Secretaries of the Connaught County Councils. 


CLINICAL HOSPITALS IN ENGLAND 

Many hospitals in Great Britain and Ireland, though not 
connected with any medical school, open their doors either 
to those who have yet to .be qualified, to those who arc 
doing postgradpation work, or to both. The facilities 
they offer for gaining practical clinical experience are 
very great, and should not be overlooked. Their honorary 
staffs commonly make a point of giving such instruction 
as opportunity offers, and at those situated in the larger 
towns there are often appointments as clinical assistants to 
be obtafned. In addition, they all have to offer, at shorter 
or longer intervals, appointments for resident medical 
officers, house-physicians, and house-surgeons. These are 
usually paid offices, which may be held for periods vary- 
ing from six months to a year, or even longer. Some of 
those situated in the great medical centres in the pro- 
vinces, and in Scotland and Ireland, have already been 
mentioned in speaking of the medical schools in these 
localities ; but it should be added that there are many 
other provincial hospitals where admirable work is done, 
and at which much valuable experience can be gained by 
both senior and junior students, and by those already 
qualified. Cases in point are the Royal Infirmary, Brad- 
ford ; the Royal Sussex County Hospital, Brighton ; the 
Royal United Hospital, Bath ; the Worcester General 
Infirmary ; the Kent and Canterbury Hospital ; the Derby- 
shire Royal Infirmary ; South Devon and East Cornwall 
Hospital, Plymouth ; the Royal Albert Hospital and Eye 
Hospital, Devonport ; the Royal Devon and Exeter Hos- 
pital ; the West of England Eye Infirmary, Exeter ; the 
Gloucestershire Royal Infirmary and Eye Institution ; the 
Royal Infirmary, Leicester ; the County Hospital, Lincoln ; 
the General Hospital, Northampton ; the Norfolk and 
Norwich Hospital ; the General Hospital, Nottingham ; 
the Royal Portsmouth Hospital ; the Royal Berks Hos- 
pital, Reading ; the Royal South Hants and Southampton 
Hospital ; the Staffordshire General Infirmary, Stafford ; 
the North Staffordshire Royal Infirmary at Stoke-on- 
Trent ; the Royal Hants County Hospital, Winchester ; 
the Wolverhampton and Staffordshire General Hospital ; 
the County Hospital, York ; and the Coventry and War- 
wickshire Hospital. 

London Clinical Hospitals 

As for the hospitals in the metropolis, so many of these 
take a share in the giving of clinical instruction that it is 
worth while to classify them. 

Children's Hospilats. — ^There arc at least seven of these, the 
leader among them being the Hospital for Sick Children, Great 
Ormond Street, which has 268 beds. There arc also the 
Princess Elizabeth of York Hospital for Children, Shadwell, 


with 136; the Queen’s Hospital for Children, Bethnal Green 
with 134; the Victoria Hospital for Children. Chelsea with 
130 ; the Belgrave Hospital for Children, which has a con- 
siderable out-patient department and in-patient accommoda- 
tion for 74 children ; the Paddington Green Children’s Hos- 
pital ; and the Evelina Hospital for Sick Children, Southwark 
Bridge Road, .with 76 beds. The largest and the oldest of 
the hospitals for both women and children is the Royal 
Waterloo Hospital for Children and Women, Waterloo Road, 


Hospitals for Women . — Queen Charlotte’s Maternity 
Hospital, Marylebone Road, with 100 beds and a residential 
college for medical students and practitioners, specializes in 
the teaching of midwifery. The first section of the new 
Queen Charlotte’s Hospital in Goldhawk Road, Hammers'mith. 
an isolation block of 30 beds for cases of puerperal fever and' 
puerperal pyrexia, was opened in July, 1930. The Bernhard 
Baron Research Laboratories, immediately adjoining the 
isolation block, were opened towards the end of 1930, and arc 
fully equipped and staffed. The City of London Maternity 
Hospital Midwifery Training School, City Road, E.C.l, 
admitted 1,724 mothers last year, and 2,701 were attended 
at its ante-natal clinics. Residential accommodation is 
provided for two male students, who are afforded excellent 
facilities for observing operative midwifery and obstetrical 
complications. Twenty deliveries are guaranteed to students 
entering for the four-weeks course to encourage them to take 
the longer period. Certificates acceptable by the examining 
bodies are issued. Postgraduates are admitted to the ante- 
natal clinics by arrangement, and week-end postgraduate 
courses are arranged from time -to time. The Samaritan Hos- 
pital for Women, Marylebone Road, admits qualified practi- 
tioners as clinical assistants to both the in-patient and the 
out-patient departments ; demonstrations arc given daily in 
both departments, the fees — payable in advance — being £3 3s. 
for three months ; full particulars may be obtained from the 
secretary. In addition may be mentioned the Hospital for 
Women, Soho Square, whose teaching is confined to po.st- 
graduales in limited numbers ; ■ the Chelsea Hospital for 
Wornen, Arthur Street, Chelsea ; and the Elizabeth Garrett 
Anderson Hospital for Women in Euston Road, the latter 
being in the nature of a general hospital so far as concerns 
the class of case treated. 


Eye Hospitals.— The largest of these is the Royal London 
Oplithalmic Hospital (Moorfields),'City Road, E.C.l, 200 beds; 
4,203 in-paticnis, 54,941 out-patients in 1936. At this hos- 
pital two complete courses of instruction are given during tiae 
year — October to February, and March to July — comprising 
the following subjects: (1) anatomy (including histology and 
embryology), (2) physiology, (3) optics (including physiological 
optics), (4) rcfraction'classes, (5) methods of examination and 
use of the ophthalmoscope, (6) pathology and bacteriology, 
(7) ophthalmic medicine and surgery, (8) ophthalmoscopic con- 
ditions. (9) operative surgery, (10) practical pathology, (11) 
practical bacteriology, (12) radiology, (13) physiotherapy (in- 
cluding ultra-violet light, diathermy, and ionization), (14) slit- 
lamp microscopy. Registered medical practitioners and 
medical students are eligible, under certain conditions, for 
the posts of chief clinical assistant, clinical assistant, and 
junior assistant. There arc also a number of salaried posts, 
an annual Clinical Research Scholarship of £50, and a biennial 
Gifford Edmunds Prize of £100. Clinical work begins each 
morning at 9 and operations at 10 o’clock. The course of 
instruction is specially adapted to meet the requirements of 
those reading for the D.O.M.S. and similar diplomas and 
degrees in ophthalmology. The Out-patient Department, 
Medical School, and Laboratories have been rebuilt and 
enlarged. Further particulars may be obtained from the Dean 
of the Medical School. 

Other eye hospitals are the Royal Westminster Ophlhalniic 
Hospital, now rebuilt on a new site in Broad Street, High 
Hoiborn, and containing 84 beds ; the Royal E^'c Jlospila , 
Southwark ; and the Central London Ophthalmic Hospital, 
Judd Street, W.C.l. each with about 40 beds ; and the \Ncstcrn 
Ophthalmic Hospital with 35 beds, including ten singlc-ncu 
wards. At the Royal Eye Hospital special classes arc, held in 
May and October to meet the requirements of students pre- 
paring for the D.O.M.S. and similar examinations. Clinic.ai 
classes in medical ophthalmology are held for candidates tor 
the M.R.C.P. examinations. A cour.se suitable for 
practitioners is held in April under the auspices of the Fellow- 
ship of Medicine. The pathological and bacteriological depari- 
ments arc available to ophthalmic surgeons and instilutions 
desiring reports on specimens, cases of interest being dealt 
with without charge. A research scholarship in ophlhalmolog) 
to the value of 100 guineas per annum is awarded yearly. 
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Fever HospUnls. — ^Thc London County Council has under its 
control a numher of institutions in and around London for the 
treatment of the more serious zymotic disorders: it makes 
special arrangements for the instruction of students in this 
subject, and 'grants certificates at the end of the courses. 
The fees for medical undergraduate and post-graduate instruc- 
tion at the L.C.C. hospitals for infectious diseases, including 
small-pox. are as follows: Course in diagnosis and treatment 
of fevers, three guineas for two months' course. Course in 
clinical practice and hospital administration (for candidates 
for the D.Pil.). three and a half guineas for 24 demonstra- 
tions and four guineas for thirty demonstrations. Course in 
diagnosis and treatment of small-pox (in cases in which a fee 
is payable), one guinea for three demonstrations. Detailed 
information should be sought from the Medical Officer of 
Health, Special Hospitals Division, London County Council, 
Counts- Hall, S.E.). 

Chest Hospitals. — ^The largest of these is the Brompton Hos- 
pital for Consumption, which has 333 beds and a large saiia- 
torium at Frimley with 150 beds. There is also the City 
of London Hospital for Diseases- of the Chest. Victoria Park, 
with 185 beds, and the Royal Hospital for Diseases of the 
Chest, Cits- Road, with 85 beds, now amalgamated with the 
Royal Northern Hospital, Holloway Road. 

Hose, Throat, and Ear Hospitals. — ^The institutions which 
confine their work to disorders of the throat, nose, and ear 
all make special arrangements for the benefit of senior and 
postgraduate students. They are the Metropolitan Ear, Nose, 
and Throat Hospital, Fitzroy Square ; the Royal Ear Hos- 
pital, Huntley Street. W.C.1 (now- the Ear. Nose, and Throat 
Department of University (College Hospital) ; the Central 
London Throat, Nose and Ear Hospital, Gray's Inn Road ; 
and the Golden Square Throat Nose and Ear Hospital, near 
Piccadilly Circus, W.l — the last which possesses 101 beds, 
being the largest of the four institutions. 

Stiscellaneous Special Hospitals. — .Simong these are the 
Bethlem Royal Hospital, recently transferred from Kenning- 
ton to Monks Orchard, Eden Park, Beckenham. Kent, 
which (like the Maudsley Hospital) confines its work to the 
treatment of mental diseases, and includes a department for 
nervous and early mental disorders ; the Royal National 
Orthopaedic Hospital. Great Portland Street : St. Peter’s 
Hospital for Stone and Ur/aart' Diseases, Henrietta Street, 
Covent Garden; 'St. Mark’s Hospital, City Road, which 
devotes itself to the treatment of diseases of the rectum, in- 
cluding cancer and fistula ; St. Paul’s Hospital, Endell Street, 
Holbom. W.C.2, where continuous postgraduate work in 
genito-urinaiy disease is carried on. and two regular post- 
graduate courses held each year : the National Hospital for 
Diseases of the Heart in Westmoreland Street. W.l ; St. John’s 
Hospital for Diseases of the Skin in Leicester Square : the 
Hospital for Diseases of the Skin, 71, Blackfriars Road, S.E.1 ; 
the National Hospital. Queen Square, W.C.I. an institution 
possessing 200 beds for neurological cases and a world-wide 
reputation : and the West End Hospital for Nersous Diseases, 
, /3. Welbeck Street, W.l. 

Detailed information as to the teaching arrangements of all 
these institutions may be obtained on application to their 
secretaries. 


Women in Medicine 

The regulations of the General Medical Council and of 
the various universities and colleges set out in previous 
sections apply to women as to men. 

Examinations 

Women are admitted to all the medical examinations 
of the following qualifying bodies: all the universities of 
Great Britain and Ireland : the Royal College of Ph}'- 
^cians of London ; the Royal College of Surgeons of 
England ; the Society of Apothecaries of London : and 
the Conjoint Boards of the Colleges in Scotland and in 
heland. In addition, women are eligible for election as 
bcilmvs of the Royal College of Physicians of London, 
n College of Physicians of Edinburgh, and the 

British College of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists. 

Medical Education 

In this country at the present time co-education is the 
general rule, hlost of the schools of the London hos- 


pitals have, however, so far shown themselves more con- 
servative in this respect than the rest of the country. 

In England the colleges connected with the universities 
of Birmingham. Bristol. Cardiff. Durham, Leeds, Liver- 
pool, Manchester, Newcastle, and Sheffield admit \vomcn 
students as well as men. whilst in Scotland the universi- 
ties of Aberdeen, St. Andrews. Edinburgh, and Glasgow 
also admit women. In Ireland all universities and colleges 
ate open to them. 

In London the only schools open to medical women 
students are the London School of Medicine for Wornen 
and, to a modified extent. University College Hospital 
and King’s College Hospital. It is felt that such a state 
of affairs can only be temporary-, and hopes are enter- 
tained that in the near future the principle of co-educa- 
lion will prevail in the capital. 

At the present time it will be seen that the only co- 
education hospitals in London are University College and 
King’s College. The number of women entrants is re- 
stricted, but they are given e.xcellent opportunities whilst 
students, and also, in fair proportion, are given oppor- 
tunities of postgraduate experience as residents, house- 
surgeons, house-physicians, and obstetrical assistants. 

Number of Women Students 

Returns made to the University Grants Committee 
show that the total number of full-time women medical 
and dental students attending university institutions in 
England, Scotland, and Wales during recent years were;

The London (Royal Free Hospital) School of 
Medicine for Women 

The London (Royal Free Hospital) School was started 
for the training of women in medicine in the days before 
there were any co-education facilities for them, and it 
still remains by far the largest school for women. In 
addition to the clinical work at the Royal Free Hospital, 
which at present has upwards of 330 beds, arrangements 
are made for students of the school to obtain clinical 
instruction at the National Hospital for Nervous Diseases, 
Queen Square ; the Royal London Ophthalmic Hospital, 
Moorfields ; the Great Ormond Street Hospital for 
Children ; the Elizabeth Garrett Anderson Hospital ; The 
South London Hospital for Women ; the Cancer Hos- 
pital ; the Central London Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 
certain hospitals administered by the L.C.C. Its im- 
portance tor women in medicine can hardly be over- 
estimated, not merely because it was the pioneer which 
made the way possible, but also because it is still the 
only general hospital in Britain which offers all its 
postgraduate appointments, higher and lower, to open 
competition by women as well as men. thus giving unique 
opportunity of gaining experience. Not only are all the 
resident appointments at the Royal Free Hospital, of 
which there are twenty-seven yearly, eligible for women, 
but, in addition, higher posts may be obtained in all the 
various branches of a general hospital, from those of 
registrar and anaesthetist to those of visiting physician or 
surgeon and those in charge of special departments. There 
is a special unit in g;-naeco!ogy under a woman professor 
and entirely staffed by medical women. This policv has 
so far not been fully adopted in its entirely by any 'other 
hospital. It may be of interest to note in this connexion 
that the Royal Free Hospital has many women on its 
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general commillee and weekly board of management, and 
dial die chairman of the latter is, at present, a woman. 

Openings for Medical Women 

There are at the present time the names of over .six 
thousand medical women on the Medical Register. There 
is an increasing demand by the public for the services of 
women doctors, and the profession of medicine with its 
many and varied branches offers ample opportunity for 
a useful career. Statistics show that the proportion of 
those who make good is as high as, if not somewhat 
liigher than, that of their men colleagues. 

Openings at Home 

Since the number of men and women qualifying has 
reached normal standards, medical women find no diffi- 
culty in obtaining house appointments in the recognized 
teaching hospitals and in non-teaching hospitals, hospitals 
for women and children, sanatoria, etc. The reorganiza- 
tion of hospitals under local authorities has resulted in 
the creation of a number of new resident appointments, 
senior and junior, intended to be held by medical women. 

General Practice . — There are good openings as assistants 
or, better still, as assistants with a view to admission as 
partners in general practice. Medical women also do very 
well when starting in new districts ; and there is con- 
siderable scope for them in midwifery work. 

Specialist and Consulting Practice . — ^The number of 
women doing specialist and consultative practice grows 
rapidly. There is no branch of medicine in which it is 
not possible for a patient to consult a medical woman. 
Women so specializing equip themselves by obtaining the 
highest essential qualifications, and it is hoped that the 
time is not far distant when many more women will hold 
positions on the honorary staffs of all hospitals. Already 
medical women are on the honorary staff of the Royal 
Free Hospital, London, and of general hospitals in a 
number of provincial cities. In London, Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, Manchester, Bristol, and Brighton there are 
hospitals staffed entirely by medical women, doing very 
fine work and meeting a real need, the latest to be opened 
.being the Marie Curie Hospital in London for the treat- 
ment of cancer by radium. Research work also provides 
interesting openings, as, for example, in dealing with the 
special problems concerning cancer, nutrition, puerperal 
morbidity and mortality, statistical work, etc., and for 
some of these lesearch scholarships and grants are avail- 
able. 

Teaching Posts . — Women hold professorships and 
lectureships at various universities. 

Industrial Medicine . — In this branch there is much 
interesting work available, and it is undergoing consider- 
able development at the present time. Several women 
already hold such posts. 

Administrative Work . — A certain number of these im- 
portant posts are admirably filled by medical women. 
At the Ministry of Health the department for maternity 
and child welfare is staffed by medical women. Medical 
women also hold administrative posts .under the Home 
Office, the Board of Education, the Boards of Control of 
both England and Scotland, the Post Office, etc. 

The Public Health Service.— This service provides 
numerous openings for medical women. It has many 
departments, and its rapid growth in recent years has 
provided much interesting work in preventive medicine. 
Senior departmental posts are frequently held by medical 
women, and several occupy posts as medical officers of 
health. For maternity and child welfare work women 
have been found to be peculiarly suited ; but, by a curious 
economic limitation, married women, who would appear to 
be the most suitable of all, have been, by many public 
authorities, excluded from service. A change of attitude, 
however, appears now to be taking place, as was 


evidenced by the decision of the London County Council 
to withdraw its ban against the employment of married 
medical women in its Public Health Service. 

Medical Inspection, e/c.~ Under the Board of Educa- 
tion there are women serving as medical advisers and 
school medical inspectors. The London County Council 
and other important councils in the country have medi- 
cal women on their permanent medical staffs, in both 
the senior and the junior grades. The London County 
Council has two of its senior medical women appointed 
to serve as district medical inspectors. In addition, they 
have a large number of women medical inspectors of 
school children, and also women arc serving as experts 
in the departments dealing with mental deficiency, 
tuberculosis, and venereal disease. Some medical women 
also serve as examiners of the candidates entering the 
public services, as. Tor example, the civil service.” The 
services of rnedical women are extensively enlisted by 
public authorities in dealing with employees of their own 
sex. In several instances women serve as assistant 
medical officers to prisons. The services of medical 
women are also enlisted as lecturers and examiners on 
first aid, home nursing, health, and infant care. 

Openings Abroad 

Colonial Office . — To those to whom oversea service 
ap.Dcals it offers the possibility of useful, interesting, and 
adequately paid work. At present thc.re are posts for 
women in Malaya, and East and West Africa. The work 
is almost entirely hospital and maternity and child 
welfare 'Work ; there have been one or two specialist 
appointments, such as bacteriologists, and more may 
follow. Women have, so far, only been appointed to 
the lower-grade posts, but their pay is the same as 
that of the men in similar grades. When placed on the 
permanent staff they are eligible for pension. 

Egypt.— Appointments in the Kitchener Memorial Hos- 
pital, Cairo, which forms part of the Clinical Faculty of 
the University of Cairo, are held by women. Appoint- 
ments in certain dispensaries are open to medical women. 
There are also posts held under the education authority, 
chiefly school medical inspection. 

India . — Sec note on the Women’s Medical Service for 
India on page 483. 

Mission Field . — Missionary societies offer employment 
to medical women, chiefly in India, China, and the Near 
East, where their services are urgently needed. There is 
a wide field of opportunity abroad for those with the 
missionary spirit and who are fitted for very hard work 
under conditions which may be di/ficult (see special article 
on Medical Missionaries at page 509). 

Public Activities 

Medical women are frequently appointed to serve on 
Royal Commissions and Government Committees dealing 
with medical subjects, and arc also requested by them to 
give evidence of an expert medical nature. 

Medical women have always shown considerable iritercst 
in medico-political affairs, and take an active part in the 
work of the British Medical Association, and with the 
various other societies dealing with medicine as it affects 
the community in general. With this end in view they 
also have a Medical Women’s Federation, which enables 
them to voice a collective expression of opinion. This 
* might otherwise be difficult to ascertain, as women arc 
so widely scattered, as regards both their geographical 
distribution and their varied activities. This collective 
opinion of medical women has been found of great assist- 
ance by the British Medical Association and other allied 
societies with which it works in cordial co-operation and 
by whom it is frequently approached, both for informa- 
tion and also as a Convenient means of ' approaching 
medical women as a whole. 
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It may be added, with regard to contributions to medical 
literature, that this is a branch of work in which women 
are more and more taking their share, and scientific and 
other works are frequently published by them. 

WOMEN’S MEDICAL SERVICE FOR INDIA 

Among careers open to medical women abroad the 
Women's Medical Service for India deserves honourable 
mention. This Service is open to fully qualified medical 
women- of British or Indian nationality, and with the 
present amount of Government subsidy the number of 
medical officers is limited to 44. 

Medical women proceeding to India to join the Women's 
Medical Service receive a sufficient sum for a first-class 
passage to India. On- landing they are posted to one of the 
larger women’s hospitals to gain Indian experience and to 
learn the language. For a further period they are appointed 
to act tempo'randy for medical women on furlough. They 
are then definitely appointed to the charge of hospitals. 
Private practice is allowed, provided it does not interfere with 
official duties. The only exception is in administrative or 
educational posts, when an allowance in lieu , of practice is 
gisen. The amount obtained from practice varies according 
to the station, but in most cases it forms a fair addition 
to the salary, varying from £150 to £1,000 a year. 

Excellent opportunities for surgery— especially gynaeco- 
logical — are found in the Women's htedical Service. In the 
future opportunities are likely to open in connexion with 
maternity and child welfare. Rates of pay are as follows:

Furnished quarters arc provided, reprcscniing an additional Rs. 150 per mensem. 

The cost of living in India is much higher than formerly, 
but it should be possible for a medical woman (with house 
provided) to meet actual household expenses for about Rs. 350 
per mensem, leaving the remainder of her salary* for dress and 
personal expenses. To this must be added the necessary 
saving to meet additional expenses for furlough and leave 
spent in the hills. 

Leave on average pay is earned at the rate of Iwo-elevenihs 
of the period spent on duly. 

Study leave is granted to the extent of twelve months in 
the total service, and will not be granted more than twice 
m-the course of an officer’s service. During study leave an 
officer draws half average pay, with a study allowance at the 
^te of 12s. a day during the course of study. Officers of 
European domicile are entitled to four free return first-class 
from a port in India to a port outside India in their 
"hole service. The first passage is not granted until after 
the expire' of four years' approved service, and thereafter 
passages may be granted at intervals of not less than four 
years. There is a Provident Fund to which members of the 
ocrsicc contribute 10 per cent, of their pay. The Service 
coninbulcs another 10 per cent., which accumulates at interest 
ana is repaid on retirement.

England, preference being given to those with Indian experi- 
vacancies are few.

Postgraduate Study 

Postgraduate students may be divided into general practi- 
tioners desirous of refresher courses, usually covering a 
wide field within a relatively short period of time, to 
bring their knowledge up to date ; those who wish for 
instruction in special subjects with a view to obtaining 
one of the special diplomas or of preparing for some 
higher examination, perhaps with a view to promotion 
in'^one or other of the medical services, or, if already 
general practitioners, of adding some form of spedalism 
to their work ; and visitors, whether from the oversea 
Empire or from foreign countries, who wish to pursue 
intensive studies in spedal subjects or to familiarize them- 
selves with the methods of practice in Great Britain. 
Further, mention may be made of medical members of,' 
the Defence Services who. for reasons similar to these, 
constitute an important section of postgraduate students ; 
and of Indian and other students who, having completed 
the ordinary medfcal curriculum, w-ish to pursue their 
studies further before returning to their own countn'es. 

It is clear that London, with the large and varied 
amount of material available, and with its wealth of 
professional skill and teaching power, offers ample oppor- 
tunity for the supply of all these needs. Till recently, 
however, no definite postgraduate school of the general 
character and scope required had begun to function, 
though important steps had been taken to remedy this 
lack. There are teaching centres which have done, and 
are doing, admirable work, but they are widely scattered, 
and their efforts are limited and largely unsystematized. 
Two hospitals — the West London Hospital at Ham- 
mersmith, and the Prince of Wales's General Hospital 
at Tottenham — have for many years had postgraduate 
colleges attached to them, 'Their efforts are valuable 
and praiseworthy, but they can cater only for a limited 
number of general practitioners, and these largely drawn 
from those whose practices are within a relatively short 
distance of the schools. The general practitioner may 
also perhaps find a refresher course at the hospital at 
which he was trained held during a vacation, and other 
courses are organized from time to time at some of 
the London hospitals, general or special. The Fellow- 
ship of Medicine, too, arranges definite courses of 
study at individual hospitals ; and at its office — ^ 
generously placed at its disposal by the Royal Society of 
Medicine at 1, Wimpolc Street, W.l — a list of hospitals, 
special and general, to which medical graduates may 
resort, with or without fee, is kept, and the names of the 
teachers at each hospital are available. 

All these agencies and schools at present continue their 
activities, and it seems probable that they may be required 
for some time to come ; but, the more unified, system- 
atized, and comprehensive provision needed is now estab- 
lished at the British Postgraduate Medical School in 
Ducane Road, Shepherd's Bush. It is more than fifteen, 
years since a committee, presided over by the Earl of 
Athlone, reported that there should be “ a school attached 
to a hospital centrally situated in London devoted solely 
to postgraduate medicine as a school of the university.” 
The school, under the auspices of the University of 
London and of the London County Council, was opened 
by King George V in 1935. The King expressed the 
earnest hope that the school “ with its happy union of 
ward and laboratorj’, university and local authority, draw- 
ing students and teachers alike from all parts of our 
Empire — and I trust from regions even rqore widclv spread 
— may prosper under God's blessing. May it 'play an 
imperial role in the winning and dissemination of medical 
knowledge and in the relief of suffering, and in enabling 
the doctors of aU lands to come together in a task where 
all must be allies and helpers,” 

At ihat^ time the chairman of the Govemins Bodv was 
the late Sir Austen Chamberlain. He has been succeeded 
in that office by Sir John Caulcutt. The School is as 
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present recognized as a constituent college of the Univer- 
sity of London, and the London County Council has re- 
organized its hospital to adapt it for its enlarged purposes. 
It has been extended and fitted with the most modern 
equipment. When its two new blocks are in use it will 
provide 534 beds. The Dean of the School is Colonel 
A. H. Proctor ; a distinguished body of professors and 
readers in several departments of medicine has been 
appointed ; and definite courses of instruction have been 
successfully conducted. The number of enrolled students 
is as yet relatively small ; and the School suffers from 
some disadvantages. It is somewhat remote from the 
university quarter, and access to it is not very convenient. 
Wood Lane and East Acton are its nearest railway 
approaches. The facilities it offers to students are not yet 
as well known as they should be. It may be that these 
things account for the somewhat disappointing progress 
that has yet been made towards the fulfilment of the 
hopes voiced by King George V ; but the Governing 
Body and the School Council have made suitable arrange- 
ments to meet the needs of various classes of students, 
and it can scarcely be doubted that the unique oppor- 
tunities which the School and Hospital afford will soon be 
fully realized. Through it London should become a world 
centre for postgraduate medical training. 

The Governors of the British Postgraduate Medical 
.School have entered upon negotiations with certain well- 
known special hospitals — the Hospital for Sick Children, 
Great Ormond Street, the Royal London Ophthalmic Hos- 
pital, and the National Hospital for Diseases of the 
Nervous System — with a view to intimate co-operation in 
postgraduate education. 

With regard to other special fields of work, there has 
been a steady increase in the demand for postgraduate 
instruction in the psychological aspects of medicine, and 
this will probably continue owing to the passage of the 
Mental Treatment Act and other causes. An important 
impetus in this direction has been given by the revision 
of the regulations for the University of London diploma 
in psychological medicine. In the scope of its diploma 
are now included mental retardation and delinquency, 
and also the psychoneuroses. Systematic attempts to 
provide instruction in these fields are being made by at 
least three bodies. There are courses held at the Maudsley 
Hospital. Courses in mental deficiency are held once 
or twice yearly, organized by the Central Association for 
Mental Welfare in conjunction with the University of 
London and with the London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine. The Tavistock Clinic (formerly the 
Institute of Medical Psychology), in addition to a five 
weeks’ introductory course beginning early in October, 
holds from time to time short courses of lectures for the 
general practitioner. The main course in .psychothera- 
peutic theory and method now covers two years’ work, 
and is open to a limited number of practitioners only. 
They are expected to give a minimum of twelve hours (on 
three days) in the week. The first year’s work is intended 
to cover the ground for those desirous of practising 
psychotherapy, while the full course is meant for those 
intending to specialize in the subject. , The clinic now has 
admirable premises at Malet Place, W.C., and such 
systematic teaching as that indicated has been more fully 
and effectively developed there and has now become very 
extensive and important. The course covers the require- 
ments for the appropriate parts of the university diploma. 

Instruction in all branches of preventive and of tropical 
medicine is now available at the London Schciol of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, at the corner of Keppel 
Street and Gower Street. This institution was opened 
in 1929. and has established itself as a most valuable 
school of the University of London in the faculties of 
medicine and science. Here are university chairs in public 
health, bacteriology, biochemistry, epidemiology, helmin- 
thology, medical protozoology, medical entomology, and 
medical industrial psychology. 


The. principal courses of study are for the university 
diplomas in public health, in bacteriology, in industrial 
psychology, and for the Diploma in Tropical Medicine 
-and Hygiene of the English Conjoint Board. Special 
courses of instruction are also arranged in other subjects 
The course of study for the diploma in public health com- 
prises full preparation for both parts of the diploma 
- examination and includes instruction in infectious disease 
and hospital management, and two important studies which 
have recently been established — namely, physiology as 
applied to hygiene and industry, and medical industrial 
psychology. It should be noted that new rules relating 
to this diploma. have been made by the General Medical 
Council and come into force on October 1, 1938. The 
course of study for the diploma in tropical medicine and 
hygiene is also taken in two parts. Clinical demonstra- 
tions are afforded at the Hospital for Tropical Diseases, 
close by, and at other centres. With the incorporation in 
this school of the Ross Institute the studies iii tropical 
hygiene have received a new impetus and direction, and 
the London School of Tropical Medicine may now be said 
to represent the confluence of three movements: that of 
the scheme for a central school of hygiene recommended 
by the Athlone Committee in 1921, that of Sir Patrick 
Manson and the Seamen's Hospital Society from 1899, 
and that of Sir Ronald Ross and his. Institute at Putney. 

In the provinces the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, 
Birmingham, Bristol, Liverpool, Manchester, Sheffield, 
and Durham (at the College of Medicine, Newcastlc-on- 
Tync) have organized courses of postgraduate work and 
instruction. Liverpool University has established a regular 
course for ship surgeons on similar lines to that already 
mentioned in London. Edinburgh receives graduates from 
many schools in the Dominions as well as in this country. 
In Glasgow and in Aberdeen courses are available, and, 
in relation with the University of St. Andrews, courses 
are given by the James Mackenzie Institute for Clinical 
Research. At many of these centres the teaching is pro- 
vided by whole-time intensive courses, by part-time 
counses, and by means, of clinical assistantships. The 
Joint Tuberculosis Council has provided nomadic courses 
in its own special subject, and a considerable number of 
the Divisions of the British Medical Association are now 
organizing postgraduate courses in their own locality. 

British Postgraduate Medical School 

The British Postgraduate Medical School was incorpor- 
ated by Royal Charter on July 10, 1931. It was opened 
by H.M. King George V, accompanied by H.M. the Queen, 
on May 13, 1935, in the presence of a distinguished 
gathering. It has been recognized as a school of the 
University of London, and is managed by a governing 
body, under the chairmanship of Sir John Caulcutt. 
The governing body is made up of representatives from 
the various departments of State interested in medical 
education — the Ministry of Health, various departments 
of State, the Royal Colleges, the Society of Apothecaries, 
the University of London, the London County Council, 
and certain co-opted members. 

The School is associated with Hammersmith Hospital, 
one of the London County Council general hospitals. 
This is a modern hospital, which has been enlarged to 
meet the requirements of the School. The original accom- 
modation was 388 beds, and it has been extended to 534 
beds by the erection of an entirely new ward block. 
Two additional operation theatres of the latest design 
have been constructed, and, in addition, the old operation 
theatre, used by Sir Robert Jones during the vvar, has 
been brought up to date, and is now in use as the gynae- 
cological operation theatre. A suite of new wards and 
accompanying labour rooms and nursery constitute the 
maternity department, and is in accordance with the latest 
requirements for the segregation of cases and the avoid- 
ance of infection. 
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Each ward "ihroushout the hospital has attached to it, 
in addition to the ordinary beds, single-bedded side wards 
and a clinical laboratory. There have been constructed 
in addition special laboratories for electrocardiographic 
and basal metabolism observations. The kitchens have 
been reconstructed and a dietitian appointed. A large 
new block has been constructed to house the out-patient 
department on its ground floor, and a modern and up-to- 
date radiology department on the first and second floors. 
This department provides for both diagnostic procedures 
and for deep therapy. It is in all respects of the very 
latest design and equipment. 

The School itself is housed in a block mainly devoted 
to administration and pathology. The medical and sur- 
gical and gynaecological departments are housed in a 
separate block providing clinical laboratories and rooms 
for senior members of the staff. The existing school 
block includes two lecture theatres for the use of the 
School. These lecture theatres are provided with an 
epidiascope capable of projecting large pathological speci- 
mens, a microprojector of a new and improved design, 
and a cinematograph. The lecture theatres seat up to 
100 students, and have attached to them a suite of rooms 
for the use of the lecturer and accommodation of cases. 
There is a reference library, which is noteworthy for the 
large number of periodicals available for reference. These 
include all the important English periodicals and a selec- 
tion of the more important journals published in Europe, 
America, and the Dominions. 


The pathology department has all its laboratories in the 
School building. On the ground floor are provided 
laboratories for morbid histology and for biochemistry. 
On this floor is also situated the post-mortem department. 
On the first floor is accommodation for the professors and 
readers, museum, library, and the laboratories devoted to 
clinical pathology. The top floor is entirely occupied by 
the bacteriological department and the accommodation for 
experimental pathology. The equipment throughout these 
laboratories is entirely new and of modern design. 

The stafl[ of the School is organized in three divisions. 
First is the permanent whole-time staff. The second is 
the consultant staff, having regular visiting days and 
available for emergency calls. This consulting staff is 
mainly occupied in the treatment of patients, and only 
lakes a secondary' part in tuition. It has been necessi- 
tated by the fact that the School has no special depart- 
rnents, it being the intention of the governing body that 
the special hospitals already existing in London should be 
utilized for postgraduate students who require such in- 
struction. -The third division of the staff is the visiting 
staff, who conduct sjwcial courses in different groups of 
disease and take part in the general teaching of the School, 
it IS hoj^d to include in this staff the leading teachers and 
authorities available in London and the provinces, and, as 
Opportunity offers, from other parts of the world. 

The permanent whole-time staff is divided into four 
uepartments — medicine, surgery, obstetrics and gynae- 
cology, and pathology. Each department is under the 
of. a director, who is a professor appointed by 
ine University of London. He is assisted by a reader 
or readers, also appointed by the University, and a varying 
number of assistants appointed by the governing body, 
in addition, each department has a resident staff. 

The School provides refresher courses for general practi- 
tioners of an intensive character. These courses last for 
mainly in the summer months. 
1 ot less than six such courses will probably be held durin"

different from the work usually associated up to date 
with postgraduate schools ; previous postgraduate instruc- 
tion has consisted almost entirely of courses and lectures 
covering a set syllabus. Although this will form pari of 
the instruction provided at the School, the real post- 
graduate instruction at Hammersmith consists in pro- 
viding the students with a large amount of clinical material 
and encouraging them to work at it, under the tuition of 
well-qualified instructors. All the assistants of the School 
have special experience in some department of their sub- 
ject, and if the student is particularly interested in that 
department he is attached to that particular assistant. He 
is allotted cases, and a definite amount of time is set 
apart which he can devote to the examination of these 
cases. He receives every assistance and such tuition as 
meets his personal requirements. The classes are broken 
up into small groups with this object, and the work from 
the outset is almost entirely clinical. 

From time to time definite clinical lectures, carefully 
prepared, are given, cither in the School theatres or in 
the cliriical theatres. The students attend regular 
pathological conferences and radiological conferences, and 
conferences and discussions between Ihe different depart- 
ments. The department of pathology takes part in the 
clinical work of Ihe School, and provides regular demon- 
strations to the students on laboratory procedures. In 
this way it is hoped that the students of the School will 
acquire a more scientific and expert approach to the 
problems of clinical medicine and surgeiy, and by attend- 
ance at the various conferences will be brought in touch 
with the latest advances and benefit by hearing the critical 
discussions on the diagnosis and treatment. 

The students also attend the out-patient depa.'-lmenls, 
which are purely consultative in character. The de- 
partment of obstetrics and gsnaecologv' has the advan- 
tage of being able to utilize the obstetric and gj-naeco- 
logical beds at St. .\faiy Abbots Hospital, and 'in this 
way students have a large amount of material at their 
disposal. In the out-patient department of obstetrics 
special attention is being devoted to ante-natal and post- 
natal work, and the prevention of maternal mortality. 

The department of pathology provides instruction for 
students in advanced pathology in any of the three de-- 
partmenls. It also provides accommodation for research 
work in pathologj- and for students desiring to work for 
the Ph.D. In addition to the weekly demonstrations on 
laboratory procedures, lectures on “The Place of the 
Laboratoiy in Clinical Medicine ” are provided at regular 
intervals. The organization of a course for the Diploma 
in Clinical Patho]og>' is under consideration. 

The radiology department provides clinical instruction 
for studen'.s taking a diploma in radiology, and post- 
graduates who desire further instruction in radiologj- can 
be accommodated in limited numbers. 

The fees for the ordinary' hospital practice, including 
tuition, are 6 guineas for one month and 3 guineas for 
each subsequent month. The fee for the fortnight re- 
fresher courses is 5 guineas. 

The British Postgraduate Medical School is situated in 
Ducanc Road, Shepherd's Bush, \V.I2, and can be reached 
by rail to Wood Lane station (Central London Railway) 
or by No. 7 bus to Acton Vale. Information as to fcK 
for other courses of study and further details can be 
obtained from the Dean. 


Fellowship of Medicine and Postgraduate Medical 
Association 

The Fellowship of Medicine arranges regular courses 
in general medicine and surgery, including special depart- 
ments, each lasting from one to four weeks Courses in 
disuses of children, diseases of the chest, heart, nenous 
system , dermatology ; gynaecology and obstetrics - plastic 
surgeo'; proctology; orthopaedics ; psychological medi 
cine; physical therapy; urology; and practical anacs- 
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thetic tuition are given from time to time at the special 
hospitals in association “vvith the Fellowship of Medicine. 
Evening clinical and pathological courses for the M.R.C.P. 
(four times a year) and F;R.C.S. (Primary and Final) 
(twice a year) are arranged also. Week-end and evening 
courses are arranged in many subjects. A panel of 
teachers is always available for clinical teaching, by. 
arrangement with the Fellowship. Lectures and demon- 
strations are arranged periodically. The .office of the 
Fellowship is, by kind permission of the Royal Society 
of Medicine, at No. 1, Wimpole Street, W.l (telephone 
Langham 4266). The secretary is in attendance daily from 
10, a.m. to 5.30 p.m. (Saturday 10 a.m. to 12.30 p.m.). 
The annual subscription for membership of the Fellowship

West London Postgraduate College 

The work of this institution is carried on at the West 
London Hospital, the first in London to devote its clinical 
material solely to the instruction of qualified medical 
men. The college started in 1895 it is provided with 
lecture, reading, and writing rooms, and accommodation 
of all sorts for the convenience of postgraduate students. 
The work of the college is eminently suitable for men in 
general practice and officers in the Services who wish to 
revive their general clinical knowledge. 

Clinical teaching is carried out in the wards and out- 
patient department, the latter being one of the largest in 
London, and affording ample opportunities for post- 
graduates to examine patients. Operations take place at 
2 p.m. daily, and there are the usual special departments. 
Postgraduates may be appointed to act as clinical assist- 
ants for six months, no charge being made. A special 
clinic for the treatment of venereal diseases (male and 
female) is held all day. Graduates are admitted to the 
work of the clinic, and certificates of satisfactory attend- 
ance and work are given. 

Pathological teaching and museum demonstrations are 
undertaken by the pathologists. 

The certificates of the school are recognized by the 
Admiralty, the War Office, the Colonial Office, the India 
Office, the University of London (for higher degrees), and 
the Conjoint Board. The general course is recognized as 
being suitable for practitioners taking a course of study 
under the Ministry of Health “grant-aided scheme for 
postgraduate study by insurance practitioners in rural 
areas.” 

Fees . — Hospital practice, including all ordinaiy^ demonstra- 
tions and lectures, £2 2s. for one week, £6 6s. for one month,- 
£9 9s. for two months. £12 12s. for three months. Instruc- 
tion in the administration of anaesthetics is given at the rate 
of £4 4s. a month.

North-East London Postgraduate College 

The headquarters of ihis postgraduate school are situ- 
ated at the Prince of V ales's General Hospital, Totten- 


ham N.15, in the midst of this densely populated North 
London district. It contains 238 beds, and is within ■ 
few minutes’ walk of South Tottenham Station on 'he 
.London Midland and Scottish Railway, and Seven Sisters 
and Tottenham Hale Stations on the London and North- 
Eastern Railway. It is readily accessible by electric 
ffam from Manor House and Hackney, and from Dalston 
Edmonton, and other parts of North London.- The North 
Hospital, Edmonton, N.18, with upwards of 
1,UU0 beds, has, under a recent arrangement, taken part 
ni the clinical teaching. . 


The college is in association with the Fellowship of 
Medicine and Postgraduate Medical Association, and is 
'recognized by the Admiralty and India Office for the 
purpose of study leave, and by the University of London 
as a place for advanced study for the M.D. and M S 
degrees ; the course of practical teaching of bacteriology 
is approved by the University of Cambridge for its D.P.H., 
and there are ample arrangements for, the convenience of 
men who are thus working, or who, being in active 
practice, are desirous of getting themselves into touch 
with modern methods. The hospital affords excellent 
facilities for medical practitioners who wish to take part 
for a time in general hospital work, or to obtain special 
instruction in the several branches of medicine and sur- 
gery. Throughout the sessions, into which the year’s 
work is divided, clinics, lectures, and demonstrations are 
given. Operations are performed every afternoon except 
Saturday. Special vacation or intensive courses are held 
at intervals. The winter session will open about the 
middle of September for clinical teaching. 


Fees . — For the hospital practice in general medicine or 
surgery the fee is 5 guineas for three months or 2 guineas for 
one month. Provided there is accommodation in the special 
departments, the fees are : eye department 3 guineas ; gynaeco- 
logical department 5 guineas ; ear, nose, and throat depart- 
ment 5 guineas for three months. All departments— the fee 
is 3 guineas for one month, 6 guineas for three months, 
10 guineas for a year, and 15 guineas for a -perpetual ticket. 
Courses in practical anaesthetics are not included in the 
above, and a fee of £4 4s. per month is charged for this work. 
For .special tuition in any subject the fees are arranged with 
4he member of the staff, concerned in consultation with the 
Dean.

West End Hospital for Nervous Diseases 

The annual out-patient attendance is between 38,000 
and 40,000 at the out-patient department, Welbeck Street, 
W.l. The in-patient department. Outer Circle, Glouces- 
ter Gate, Regent’s Park, provides 76 beds, including 25 
cots for children, and is fully equipped with pathological, 
jT-ray, and other special departments. 

The clinical and teaching facilities of the hospital fulfil ihe 
requirements of the examining bodies for the Diploma in 
Psychological Medicine, and for the London M.D., Part III. 
Attendance on the general practice of the hospital is open to 
postgraduates. "There are opportunities for personal exam- 
ination of cases. In addition, systematic courses of instruc- 
tion in neurology and in related subjects arc held throughout 
the year. Special courses are given for the D.P.M. and for 
the M.R.C.P. Tuition for senior, undergraduates is also 
arranged. 

The courses of instruction in neurology consist of out- 
patient demonstrations, ward rounds in the in-patient depart- 
ment, and lecture-demonstrations by the physicians and sur- 
geons ; clinical demonstrations of psychological cases arc 
given by members of the psychiatric departrnent ami ijm 
child guidance unit ; also pathological discussions. Of the 
related subjects, demonstrations on the new logical aspects ol 
their subjects arc given in radiology, ophthalmology, ortho- 
paedics. phy'sical medicine, and oto-rhino-laryngology. A de- 
partment of clinical research has been founded, and any 
qualified persons desirous of working in this department 
should apply to the director. The Savill Memorial I rizc 
(value £15 and medal) is offered biennially for competition 
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amoncst postgraduate students of the hospital. Honorary 
clinical assista^niships arc available in the out-patient depart- 
menu and application for these should be made to the House 
Gosemor, to whom application should also be made for par- 
ticulars of the courses of instruction. 

Manchester Postgraduate Facilities 

Courses in preparation for the diplomas in psycho- 
logical medicine, in public health, bacteriology, and 
veterinaiy State medicine are arranged. There are facilities 
also for obtaining a certificate in venereal diseases. A 
limited number of clinical assistantships at the discretion 
of the hospitals are offered in the medical, surgical, and 
special departments of the Manchester Roj’al Infirmary, 
the Ancoats Hospital, and certain special hospitals for one, 
two, or three months, or longer. A clinical assistantship 
at the Radium Institute for three months is offered. 
Clinical teaching for postgraduates is given each Thurs- 
day during university terms by the honorary staff at 
Ancoats Hospital ; no fee charged. 

Postgraduate Courses at Bristo 

The University of Bristol provides courses of post- 
graduate study for practitioners. Details of set courses at 
the Royal Infirmary and General Hospital are announced 
locally. In addition, practitioners may become clinical 
assistants in medicine, surgery, or special subjects for 
periods of a month or more. 

Daily Postgraduate Study . — For those who are able to 
devote several hours each day to hospital practice the 
university offers special facilities for postgraduate work. 
Qualified medical practitioners may be appointed as clinical 
assistants for a period of one or more months. They may 
act as assistants, if times permit, in more than one depart- 
ment and in any of the hospitals during their period of 
study. They will be entitled to the use of the clinical 
laboratories and medical library, and have the right to 
attend in all departments, including operations, post- 
graduate and ordinary clinical demonstrations, and post- 
mortem e.xaminatiohs.

Edinburgh Postgraduate Courses 

In connexion with the University and Royal Colleges 
postgraduate courses are arranged every year, from about 
the middle of July to about the middle of September, 
comprising: (a) a course in obstetrics and gynaecology, 
held fiom July 12 to July 31 ; (b) a general practitioner 
course ; (c) a general surgical course. Courses (b) and 
(c) e.Mcnd for four weeks from August 16 to September 
11. Similar courses are arranged each year. 

The course in obstetrics and gynaecology includes in- 
struction in clinical midwifery and clinical gynaecology, ob- 
stetrical and gynaecological anatomy, phy.siology, and patho- 
logy. ante-natal and post-natal clinics, and the care of the 
newborn infant, etc. 

The general practitioners' course includes lecture-demon- 
strations, and, where possible, practical instruction on medical 
anatomy, medical sideroom work, examination of the blood, 
x-ray and electrical therapy, morbid anatomy, and post- 
mortem examination ; clinical instruction in medicine, surgery, 
gynaecology, child life and health, diseases of the skin, and 
infectious diseases ; and special instruction in the diseases 
and methods of examination of the nervous, circulatory, 
respiratory, alimentary, and renal systems, and in diseases 
of the ductless glands. The genera! surgical course includes 
lecture-demonstrations on surgical anatomy, surgical patho- 
logy. and surgical x-ray diagnosis; clinical instruction in 
surgery at the Royal Infirmary and Royal Hospital for Sick 
Children ; clinical instruction in venerea! diseases ; surgical 
out-patients, surgical and ^naecological operations, and 
special instruction in abdominal, geDilo-urinary, and other 
branches of surgery. 

A course on internal medicine to be given from October IS 
to December 10 has also been arranged. There will be four 
hours co-ordinated teaching daily throughout the course. Dis- 
eases of the various systems will be dealt with during succes- 
sive weeks — for example, the first week will be devoted to 
cardiology. 10 a.m., methods of diagnosis; 11 a.m., clinics 
on cardiac cases ; 1 2 noon, ward work ; 2 p.ni-, correlated 
demonstrations on clinical pathology, radiology, etc. ; 4 p.in., 
physiology of the circulation ; 7 pjn., ward work. The 
graduates will be apportioned for ward work to the eight 
physicians on the staff of the Royal Infirmary. The attend- 
ance will be limited to thirty-two. 

A scries of clinical discussions, open to all graduates, is 
arranged on subjects of general interest. Among the special 
courses also arranged at various times of the year are: exam- 
ination of the blood, diseases of the ear, nose, and throat, 
ophthalmoscopy, venereal diseases, x-ray physics and electro- 
technics, tuberculosis, ultra-violet radiations and their uses, 
the interpretation and significance of modem diagnostic 
methods, surgical pathology, clinical surgery (including radio- 
logy), clinical medicine (including radiology and child life and 
health), urological surgery and treatment of fractures, neuro- 
logical surgery, orthopaedic surgery, endocrinology, diseases 
of the nervous system, urology-, modern methods of anaes- 
thesia.

Postgraduate Medical Teaching in Glasgow 

Organized postgraduate medical teaching is available in 
Glasgow under the auspices of the Postgraduate Medical 
Association. This association represents practically all the 
traching institutions in Glasgow and the various teachers 
giving postgraduate instruction, and its business ;s 
managed by a board elected periodicallv by them. Tne 
batman of the board is Professor Archibald Young. 
During the winter months special courses in variou 
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subjects are conducted. From November till May there 
is a series of weekly demonstrations and lectures, specially 
designed for local practitioners. Clinical courses are 
carried out during the summer months, and arrangements 
have also been made whereby a limited number of 
graduates may become attached to wards or out-patient 
departments nominally as clinical assistants for definite 
periods throughout tlje year. As such they work under 
the direct supervision of the physician or surgeon in 
charge, and carry out such detailed investigations as 
directed. 

A general medical and surgical course is held each year 
during the last two weeks of August and the first two weeks 
of September, which is arranged to include most of the 
subjects of interest to the general practitioner. This year 
the course is being conducted from August 16 to Septem- 
ber 10. The forenoons are occupied with general medicine 
and surgical diagnosis and minor surgery, in the Royal 
Infirmary and in the Victoria Infirmary, in the afternoons 
special subjects are dealt with in the special hospitals and in 
the special departments of the general hospitals, two subjects 
being considered each afternoon.

Dublin Postgraduate Course 

The usual three-weeks postgraduate course will be held 
in Trinity College, Dublin, from September 20 to 
October 8, and, as on former occasions, it will consist 
of clinical instriiction, formal lectures, and laboratory 
work. 


Tropical Medicine 

There are large and important Schools of Trojtical Medi- 
cine in London and Liverpool, and the Colonial Office 
expects all nominees for the Colonial Medical Service to 
pass through one or other of the two schools mentioned 
before their appointments are confirmed, and commercial 
firms engaged in tropical enterprise commonly demand 
from medical applicants for employment corresponding 
evidence of special knowledge. Information with regard 
to these schools and diplomas and degrees is given in the 
paragraphs printed below. The University of London 
alone gives a degree (M.D.) in Tropical Medicine, and 
this, being an “ internal degree,” can only be taken by 
students who are medical graduates of that university. 
Diplomas in Tropical Medicine or Hygiene are granted 
by the universities of Edinburgh and Liverpool, and by 
the Conjoint Board of the Royal College of Physicians of 
London and the Royal College of Surgeons of England. 

Diplomas and Degrees 

London University. — ^Tropical medicine is one of the six 
branches in which the M.D. degree may be obtained. Candi- 
dates must normally have taken the M.B., B.S. degree not less 
than two years previously and must subsequently have attended 
a course of one academic year in tropical medicine at an 
approved school, or must have practised for two years in 
a region where tropical diseases prevail. In exceptional cir- 
cumstances candidates may enter for the M.D. examination 
one year after taking the M.B., B.S. degree. 

The Conjoint Board in England.— This body grants a 
diploma in tropical medicine and hygiene to candidates after 
an examination held in the months of January, April, and 
July. New regulations are in force, and twenty-one day's’ 
notice in writing instead of fourteen days is now required 
of candidates for all examinations. The hospitals and labora- 
tories recognized for this diploma are the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, the Royal Army Medical 
College, the Liverpool School of Tropical Medicine, the School 
of Tropical Medicine, Calcutta, and the Usher Institute, Edin- 


burgh. Particulars and conditions of admission to these exam- 
inations, fees, etc., may be obtained from the Sccrctarv 
Examination Hall, Queen Square, London, W.C.l. 

_ University of Liverpool. — A diploma in tropical medicine 
IS given by this university to candidates possessing a recognized 
medical qualification who have attended the courses provided 
by the Liverpool School of Tropical Medicine and who have 
passed the examination held thrice yearly by the university 
examiners. The subjects of examination are: {a) parasitology • 
(h) entomology ; (c) tropical medicine, including aetiology! 
symptoms, pathology, diagnosis, and treatment of tropical 
diseases. Fee for the course, £21. A diploma in tropical 
hygiene (D.T.H.), open to the holders of the D.T.M., has also 
been established. The examination is held twice yearly by 
the university examinees. The subjects of examination arc 
tropical hygiene (including sanitary engineering, vital statistics 
and epidemiology, and applied parasitology and entomology); 
practical sanitation, bacteriology, chemistry (including meteo- 
rology and climatology). Fee for the course, £12 16s. Further 
information can be obtained from the Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine, University of Liverpool. 

University of Edindurgh. — Candidates for the diploma in 
tropical medicine and hygiene granted by the University of 
Edinburgh must be graduates in medicine and surgery of that 
university, or hold corresponding degrees or qualifications 
registrable with the General Medical Council of Great Britain, 
or of such other universities or medical schools as may be 
recognized for the purpose by the University Court. The 
course of instruction, which commences in October, extends 
over two terms. The examinations (Parf I and Part 11) are 
written, oral, and practical, and are held at the end of the 
courses. Candidates, on the first occasion of presenting them- 
selves for examination in cither part, are required to appear 
for all the subjects of that part. Those who fail to pass the 
entire examination in either part within a period of twelve 
months after the first appearance arc required to reappear for 
all the subjects. The university is included in the list of 
institutions whose courses of instruction in tropical medicine 
may be taken by officers on -appointment to the Colonial 
Medical Services or during study leave. Full particulars pan 
be obtained from the Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, 
Edinburgh. 

SCHOOLS 

London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine 
(University of London) 

- (incorporating the Jtoss institute) 

The courses of study in all branches of the work of the 
School will recommence in the autumn in the premises in 
Keppel Street (Gower Street), the gift of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, which has excellent laboratories and research 
rooms, a fine lecture theatre and classrooms, , library, 
and museum. 

The course of instruction for the diploma of the 
Conjoint Board in tropical medicine and hygiene is 
divided into two parts ; Part I (three months), and Part II 
(two months). The examinations by the Conjoint Board 
will follow closely upon the end of the corresponding 
course of study. This revised course is recognized by the 
University of London as a course for associate students. 

The dates of the courses for the session 1937-8 arc; 

Part I. — September 27 to December 17, 1937 ; January 
3 to March 25, 1938 ; April 4 to June 24, J938, 

Part II. — January 17 to March 18, 1938 ; April 19 to 
June 17, 1938. 

The course of instruction under Part I includes clinical 
demonstrations, applied pathology, and mcdical_ zoology- 
Part 11 comprises instruction in tropical hygiene, including, 
in relation to hygiene, bacteri '"'"'I 

and medical statistics ; and 
tions. 

Various short courses of instruction arc also provided, 
and special arrangements are made in the case of students 
who are unable to attend at the beginning of a course. 
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The instrvction in the division of clinical tropical medi- 
cine is given by the medical staff of the Hospital (or 
Tropical Diseases and by visiting lecturers. 

A whole-time course of study for the diploma in public 
health begins on September 2S, and will extend over a 
period of nine months. It is arranged in compliance 
with the requirements of the General Medical Council, and 
students taking the course will be able to proceed to the 
academic diploma in public health of London University. 
The curriculum has been planned on very practical lines, 
and includes, in addition to tv'ork with medical officers of 
health in two selected areas, a large number of visits to 
places of public health interest. A series of special 
lectures, given by eminent authorities, is open to members 
of the medical profession as well as to students of the 
school. The London County Council, the City of London, 
and various other bodies have placed their resources at 
the disposal of the school for teaching purposes. 

The course of study for the University of London 
diploma in bacteriology covers a period of one academic 
year beginning in October. Special three-monthly courses 
will be given in epidemiology and vital statistics. Courses 
are arranged in psychology and phvsiolooy applied to 
industry. ' ■

Psychological Medicine 


Medical men recently qualified, or whose e.xperience with 
mental cases has been slight, are not infrequently at a 
loss when confronted with mental illness. They feel most 
assured when such illness is clearly the outcome of some 
definite bodily derangement, either as its accompaniment 
or its sequel, for they realize that its successful treatment 
will depend upon the recognition of the underlying malady. 
In this connexion one calls to mind the great diversity 
of delirious states, short or prolonged, induced by cerebral 
contusion, fay bacterial invasion, by poisons frorn without 
or to.xins from within the system ; the neurological com- 
plications of syphilitic infections — for example, meningo- 
vascular syphilis and syphilitic encephalitis, gencrallv 
known as general paralysis of the insane ; the sequelae 
of encephalitis lethargica ; the psychological concomitants 
of Graves's disease, my-xoedema, pernicious anaemia ; 
the “ symptomatic ” epilepsies, cardiovascular disease, 
and many more. In such cases no therapy directed 
towards the superficial symptoms alone can 'ultimately 
prove of avail ; it must be radical, attacking the seat ‘of 
the disease. 

Mental illnesses of this nature do not bulk largely in 
the statistics of mental hospitals, vvhose numbers are of 
course swollen by the preponderance of those afflicted with 
chronic maladies, such as” dementia praecox, the para- 
phrenias, and recurrent manic-depressive episodes. These 
psychoses may well be of organic derivation, but their 
treatment by interference with organic processes (for 
example, hypoglycaemic shock) though occasionailv 
successful does not rest upon any sure scientific founda'- 
tion. Hence, in the main, treatment is along social lines, 
consisting as it does of measures to prevent deterioration' 
to re-establish “contact” with life by promoting suitable 
interests and correcting maladjustments. Eventually, it 
may be hoped, scientific therapy will replace social the'rapy 
in these disorders. 


Uiien enough mental illness js no inevitable accompani- 
ment or aftermath of bodily' disease, even though such 
exists, but may arise accidentally, as it were, as a by- 
product, produced by psychologiial repercussions, the 
stirring up of fears and anxieties, disappointments and 
animosities with which the ilfness has become inextricablv 
interwoven. Such cases abound in practice as hypo- 
chondrias, and hysterical and other psychoneurotic slates. 
Their understanding is only to be attained by the dis- 
covery of the obscure satisfaction their illnMs affords 
such patients ; and, as in the pure psychoneuroses know- 
ledge of the psychological structure of the reaction is a 
sine qua non of a scientific therapv. Constitutional 
tendencies doubtless provide the soil for the production 
of both psychoses and psychoneuroses, and may h- of 
such a kind as to be clearly recognizabte as con-enilal 
•mental defectiveness. A knowledge of psychoTo-ical 
medicine to be requisite must embrace an understand/n- 
of the mental maladaptations met with in these three •'reat 
groups. A practical acquaintance with ail of them' will 
prevent many diagnostic and therapeutic errors. - - 
All too often a patient meets with some calamity vvi'h 
aU tts attendant distasteful publicity, which aTnowiedee 
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of the practical aspects of mental disease might well 
have obviated. The treatment of psychotics is the 
province of the psychiatrist, but their .early recognition is 
of supreme importance ; and a working knowledge of such 
states will afford to the practitioner the means of their 
detection at a stage when curative measures are most 
likely to meet with success. Sufferers from one or other 
of the functional nervous disorders are innumerable, and 
too many of them pass from doctor to doctor unassuaged. 
The intervention of the specialist may be necessary in the 
treatment of the severer forms of hysteria and neurosis; 
but many .practitioners have now acquired a sufficient 
knowledge of such states to be able to carry out a 
thorough and effective system of treatment themselves. 

Mental deficiency cannot escape detection in its cx- 
tremer forms, but numerous higher-grade defectives, 
many- of whom are a menace to the community by reason 
of their criminal propensities, escape recognition ; and 
especially must the student who proposes to take up a 
career in the school medical service or in the prison 
service make sure that he is thoroughly grounded in 
this subject. 

It is generally assumed that the mental expert is 
equally well acquainted with each of these departments 
of psychological medicine — the psychoses, the psycho- 
neuroses, and mental deficiency. This, however, is 
seldom the case. In the past there has been too rigid 
.a specialization, largely the outcome of administrative 
requirements. Recently, owing to the establishment of 
mental out-patient clinics and the coming into force of 
the Mental Treatment Act, which gave sanction to the 
admission of voluntary patients into public mental hos- 
pitals, the psychiatrist's experience has been considerably 
enlarged ; and his province has been still further widened 
where the authorities have elected to place the selfsame 
physician in charge of both the psychiatric and the 
mental deficiency units. It is to be hoped that this 
process of co-ordination will continue, and that it will 
eventually embrace the systematic psychological exam- 
ination of prisoners or, better still, of accused persons 
awaiting trial. 

However that may be, the medical student intending 
to devote himself' to psychiatry will be well advised to 
neglect no opportunity of furthering his acquaintance with 
every branch of psychological medicine. 

Mental Hospital Appointments 

Those who take up psychiatry as a career work as 
medical officers of public or private mental hospitals or 
similar institutions. Except in the larger institutions, 
such as, those under the control of the London County 
Council, where a number of the medical officers are 
allowed to live out if married, the medical staff are resi- 
dent officers, having board, lodging, etc., either in the 
hospital itself or a residence in the grounds. Junior assist- 
ant medical officers receive about £350 to £450 per annum, 
and senior assistant medical officers about £500 to £700, 
in both cases with board, lodging, laundry, etc., in addi- 
tion ; if married, the board, etc., is commuted for cash. 
As the mental hospitals are under local control the salaries 
vary much in different mental hospitals. Medical superin- 
tendents, whose pay commonly ranges between £800 and 
£1,500 per annum, are provided with a house in the 
grounds of the hospital, and draw various allowances. 

Since the passing of the Asylums Officers Superannua- 
tion Act of 1909, doctors on the established staff of a 
public (county or borough) mental hospital, by paying as 
contributions 3 per cent, of the value of their appoint- 
ments, may retire at the age of 55 (provided that they 
have completed twenty years’ service), on a pension com- 
puted at the rate of one-fiftieth of their salary and emolu- 
ments for each completed year of service ; but inasmuch 
as the benefits of this Act are restricted to the public 
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mentat Hospitals and are forgone on transfer to private or 
chartered mental hospitals, and the provision for widows 
IS inadequate and uncertain, less inducement is offered 
than might be to joining the service. 

Appointments to the public mental hospitals are made 
by the visiting committees. Promotion tends to be slow 
and uncertain. The higher positions are not always 
advertised: but in recent years there has been a general 
improvement in the conditions of service 


Mental hospitals are fast developing an atmosphere 
approximating more closely to that of the general hos- 
pitals. Whilst routine, administrative and clerical, neces- 
sarily bulks largely in mental hospital duties, there is ampic 
material, time, and scope for purely medical work and 
research, and there is no branch of medicine in which 
research is more needed. ' / 


Instruction in Mental Disorder 

Though at the present time the instruction given to the 
student is scarcely adequate to supply the knowledge. of 
mental disorder requisite for the needs of the general 
practitioner, the facilities for the study of psychological 
medicine in the general hospitals are now much greater 
than in former years. Thus many of the teaching hos- 
pitals have out-patient departments for the treatment 
of mental cases, and in some of these hospitals special 
lectures are given in psychopathology. These facilities 
need not be utilized by the student, however, and the 
compulsory part of the unreformed curriculum is generally 
confined to formal lectures and a few attendances at some 
menial hospital. Here Ibe student is apt to see mainly 
the advanced states of mental disease, and is likely to gain 
the impression that mental disorder is necessarily related 
to segregation and custody. We would therefore impress 
upon him the importance of attending the out-patient 
department for mental disorders, where he will be able 

to observe the mild and early cases such as he will 

hereafter meet with in general practice. 

At Guy’s and at the Middlesex Hospital a small number 
of beds are allocated for the treatment of patients suffering 
from mental disorder ; and we learn that in St. George’s 
Hospital, when rebuilt, some fifty beds will be provided 
for cases which will include psychotic patients as well 
as those who suffer from psychoneurotic ailments. This 
is a bold and enlightened policy, and one which will 

certainly prove of inestimable benefit ; for quite apart 

from therapeutic advantages it will enable the student to 
gain true insight into the relation between mental disorder, 
and medicine as a whole, and he will realize that it is a 
form of illness to be studied with other diseases and to 
be treated along similar lines. 

In London postgraduate courses of instruction of a 
comprehensive kind are given at the Maudslcy Hospital, 
Denmark Hill ; and at the National Hospital, Queen 
Square, courses are arranged to meet the requirements 
for the diploma in psychological medicine in regard 
to nervous diseases. Besides its ordinary postgraduate 
teaching in neurology the West End Hospital for Diseases 
of the Nervous System holds courses on common disturb- 
ances of the nervous system, and provides instruction in 
neurology for the D.P.M. Courses in mental deficiency 
are arranged by the University of London. There arc 
also postgraduate courses at the various universities 
which grant diplomas of psychological medicine or of 
psychiatry. 

There are various facilities for instruction in psycho- 
therapy and for the study of the psychoneuroses. The 
Institute of Medical Psychology in London has systematic 
courses of instruction dealing especially with the minor 
forms of mental disorder which arc not usually met with 
in the mental hospitals. At the London Child Guidance 
Clinic fellowships are open to medical graduates who hold 
a diploma in psychological medicine. 
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Diplomns 

Those who are taking up psychiatry as a career will 
find it essential to obtain a diploma in psychological 
medicine. Such a diploma is not at present compulsory 
for a permanent position on the stalT of all mental hos- 
pitals, but it will probably become so in course of time, 
just as it is now essential to obtain the D.P.H. if a 
career in public health is contemplated. Psychiatry is 
one of the branches of medicine which candidates for the 
M.D. degree of the Universities of London and Edinburgh 
can take up, and, in addition, diplomas in psychological 
medicine (D.P.M.), to which reference has been made, 
can be obtained from the Universities of London, Edin- 
burgh, Durham, Leeds, Manchester, Dublin, and the 
National University of Ireland, and from the Conjoint 
Board in England. The requirements for a diploma 
differ to some e.xtent in the various universities and 
colleges. 

UMVERSITV OF LONDON (o.P.M.) 

The diploma awarded by the University of London certifies 
that the candidate has passed the e.xamination in psycho- 
logical medicine with special knowledge of one or other of 
the two branches, either psychiatry “or mental deficiency, 
special provision being made for this in Part B of the exam- 
ination. The examination consists of two parts, A and B; 
Part A must be passed before Part B is taken. It is held 
twice in each year — Part A in March and October, and Part B 
in April and November. Part A consists of anatomy, histo- 
logy, and physiology of the nervous system (one paper and a 
practical examination), and psychology (one paper and an 
oral e.xatnination). Part B consists of neurology (one paper 
and a clinical and an oral examination) and psychological 
medicine (two papers and a clinical and an oral examination). 
Paper 1 tests the candidate's general knowledge of both 
mental diseases (psychiatry) and mental deficiency, and 
paper II is a special one consisting of two separate altcr- 
naiive sections, the first section relating (o mental diseases 
(psychiatry), and the second section to mental deficiency. A 
^Py of the Regulations and of the Syllabus of Study will 
he sent on application to the University Extension Registrar, 
University of London, W.C.I. 


UNIVERSITY or LEEDS (O.P.M.) ' 

The examination is in three parts, and is written, oral, and 
rractical. Subjects of examination: — Part I: (1) the deselop- 
ir.enl, anatomy, and histology (human and comparative) of the 
nervous system ; (2) the physiology of the nervous system, 
and of the organs of special sense; (3) general psycho- 
logy.

L-NIVERSITY OF MXNCTtESTER (O.P.M.)

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Courses of Instruction 

MAUDSLEY HOSPITAL, LONDON 

A course of instruction for the Diploma in Psychological - 
Medicine is given annually at the Maudsley Hospital, Den- 
mark Hill, from January to May inclusive, the details of the 
last course being as follows. The course consisted of two 
parts. In the first part lectures on the anatomy of the 
nervous system were given by Professor Le Gros" Clark,- with 
practical instruction by Mr. C. Geary. A course of lectures 
on the physiology of the nervous system, with demonstrations 
in physiological psychology, was given by Professor F. Golla ; 
a series of lectures on biochemistry in relation to the nervous 
system by Dr. S. A. Mann ; on mental mechanisms by Pro- 
fessor E. Mapother ; on theoretical and practical psychology 
by Dr. I. M. Blackburn ; and on the practical application of 
intelligence tests by Dr. C. J. C. Earl. For the second part 
of the course lectures on the general principles of psychiatry, 
with a series of clinical demonstrations on the same subject, 
were given by Professor Mapother ; on psychopathology and 
the principles of psychotherapy by Dr. Bernard Hart; on 
general treatment by Dr. T. Tennent ; on laboratory methods 
by Dr. Mann ; and demonstrations on the pathology of the 
central nervous system by Mr. Geary. Dr. Tredgold lectured 
on mental deficiency. Dr. M.' Creak on mental abnormalities 
of children, Dr. East on crime and insanity, and Sir Hubert 
Bond on the legal relationships of insanity. Dr. S. Nevin gave 
instruction on clinical neurology at the Hospital for Nervous 
Diseases, Maida Vale, and Mr. Foster Moore on eye changes 
as applied to psj’chiatry. Dr. A. J. Lewis gave a series of 
demonstrations on the psychoneuroses and affective disorders. 
During the course a series of clinical demonstrations were 
arranged at the various London county mental hospitals and 
institutions for mental defectives. The fee for the whole 
course (Part I and Part 11) was 15 guineas, or for either part 
separately 10 guineas ; for one single series of lectures in 
Part I the fee was 4 guineas, and in Part II 2 guineas. Inquiries 
as to lectures, etc., should be addressed to Professor Golla, 
Honorary Director of the Medical School, Maudsley Hospital, 
Denmark Hill, S.E.5, and as to clinical facilities to Professor 
Mapother, the Medical Superintendent of the hospital. 

Bethlem Royal Hospital 

The Bethlem Hospital is situated at Monks Orchard, Eden 
Park, Beckenham, Kent, where every facility is available for 
the clinical study of nervous and mental disorder. The classifi- ' 
cation of patients is a prominent feature in the administration 
of the hospital, and treatment in all its modern and specialized 
aspects can be carried out at the Lord Wakefield of Hythe 
Treatment and Research Laboratories. Two courses of 
lectures and practical instruction for the Diploma in Psycho- 
logical Medicine are given each year, in spring and autumn. 
These are of an intensive character, one commencing in Septem- 
ber and completed in early December, and the other com- 
mencing in the middle of January and completed in the middle 
of April. Each course consists of two parts: Part A includes 
lectures and demonstrations on the anatomy, histology, and 
physiology of the nervous system, with lectures on psychology 
and demonstrations in experimental psychology. Part B 
comprises lectures and clinical demonstrations in psychology, 
including lectures and demonstrations in the morbid anatomy 
of the nervous system ; a series of lectures, with clinical demon- 
strations, on different branches of psychological medicine; 
and lectures, with clinical demonstrations, on mental deficiency. 
Entrants for the course who pay a composition fee of 15 
guineas may, if due notice is given, attend either Part A or 
Part B of one course and postpone the other part until the 
next session. An entrant who wishes to attend one part only 
pays a fee of 10 guineas. An entrant who takes the com- 
plete course can attend the general clinical practice of the 
hospital, on payment of 5 guineas for six months, or 10 guineas 
for one year, but an entrant who does not take either part of 
the course and desires to attend the clinical practice of the 
hospital must pay a fee of 5 guineas for each three months 
of attendance. To enable postgraduates to obtain special 
experience in this branch of medicine clinical assistants are 
appointed from time to time. Further particulars may be 
obtained from the Physician-Superintendent, Monks Orchard, 
Eden Park, Beckenham, Kent. 

National Hospital, Queen Square 

Special courses for the Diploma in Psychological Medicine 
are not held at the National Hospital, Queen Square, London, 


W.C.l, but lectures are. given which cover all the work neces- 
sary for the more organic side of the examination— namely 
anatorny, physiology, and pathology of the nervous system 
and clinical neurology. \ 

THE TAVISTOCK CLINIC 

The course of training arranged by the Tavistock Clinic 
Malet Place, London, W.C.l (formerly (he Institute of Medical 
Psychology), covers the whole field of the psychoneuroses 
For the purposes of the University of London postgraduate 
diploma in psychological medicine, it provides facilities for the 
practice in psychoneuroses and early psychoses and in ihcntal 
retardation and • delinquency required under Regulation 3 
Section 2 (d) and (e), for this diploma. 

Postgraduate courses of lectures in psychotherapeutic theory 
and method are given. These consist of a five weeks intro- 
ductory course of lectures with case discussions, and a system- 
atic course of lectures, given twice a week throughout the year, 
which may be attended by any qualified medical practitioner. 
The year's clinical course is arranged for those who wish to 
practise psychotherapy, and are prepared to give a minimum 
of twelve hours a week (attending on three days). The course 
is limited to a membership of twelve practitioners. The full 
course of the Clinic, designed for those who wish to specialize 
in psychotherapy, is a two-year course, application for the 
second year’s course being made by those who have completed 
the year's clinical course. 

A course of ten lectures for general practitioners on “The 
Neuroses in General Practice” will be given on Tljursday 
evenings beginning early in October, while Professor Jung will 
give five seminars in April, 1938. 


THE INSTITUTE OF PSYCHO-ANALYSIS 

The course of training arranged by the Institute of Psycho- 
Analysis (London Clinic of Psycho-Analysis), 96, Gloucester 
Place, W.l, offers medical students and practitioners the oppor- 
tunity of acquiring such knowledge of psycho-analysis as will 
qualify them to practise it. The curriculum extends over a 
minimum of four years. 


The Public Health Medical 
Services 

The Ministry of Health for England ’ and Wales is a 
central authority to secure the adoption and effective 
administration of measures conducive to the health of the 
people, and to promote research work and the proper 
training of persons for health services. 

For (he purpose of local public health administration 
the whole of England and Wales is divided into counties, 
county boroughs, boroughs, and urban and rural sanitary 
districts. The administrative County of London, exclusive 
of the City of London, is divided into twenty-eight metro- 
politan boroughs. 

The public health medical services for Great Britain 
embrace between three and four thousand medical men 
and women who give whole-time services,- and, in addition, 
a large number who give part-time services. Less than 
one-half of the medicaj officers of health of England and 
Wales are whole-time officials ; but it is certain that their 
number will be considerably increased in the future, for 
the Ministry of Health is favourable to whole-time 
services, and certain provisions of the Local (joverimcnt 
Act of 1929 will assist in this connexion. Medical officers 
for these services are appointed by the Ministry of He.altn 
for England, and the Boards of Health for Scotland and 
Wales ; and by the many local public health authorities. 

The Medical Services of the Central Authority 

The medical work of the Ministry of Health hiis been 
organized under the control of a (2hicf Medical Olticcr. 
It is subdivided into seven sections, with a senior 
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medical officer at the head of each. About a hundred 
and twenty medical officers arc employed, of whom 
rather more than one-half are regional and deputy 
regional medical officers employed for certain duties 
under the Health Insurance Acts. Briefly, the sections 
deal with environmental hygiene, epidemiology, and 
international health ; maternity and child welfare ; tuber- 
culosis and venereal diseases : the supervision of the 
food supplies ; sanitary administration in relation to in- 
fectious diseases ; national health insurance ; and the 
-school medical service. Vacancies in the staff are adver- 
tised from time to time in the medical journals, and 
appointments are made by the Minister on the recom- 
mendations of a Selection Committee. These are Civil 
Service appointments, subject to the usual conditions as 
to pension, holidays, etc. Medical officers are also em- 
ployed for similar services by the Welsh Board of Health 
(Cardiff) and the Department of Health for Scotland 
(Edinburgh). 

The Medical Senices of the Local Atrthorities 

These appointments include; medical officers of health, 
tuberculosis medical officers, maternity and child welfare 
medical officers, venereal diseases medical officers, and 
school medical officers — ^who work in the health interests 
of the school child. By the larger local public health 
authorities assistant medical officers are also appointed, 
and these posts often serve as stepping-stones to the 
higher offices as vacancies, which are required to be 
advertised, occur. 

Medical Officers of Health 

The duties of the medical officer of health are; to 
inform himself upon all influences affecting, or threatening 
to affect, injuriously the public health within his district ; 
to advise his sanitary authority upon all matters relating 
to health ; and to perform all the duties imposed upon 
him by statutes, by-laws, and regulations. He must 
prepare' and submit to his local authority special and 
annual reports ; give immediate information to the 
Ministry of Health of any serious outbreak of disease, 
and forward weekly returns of notified cases of infectious 
disease. Subject to the instruction of his sanitary 
authority, he must direct or superintend the work of 
sanitary inspection. 

Under regulations made in 1935 no person is qualified 
to be hereafter appointed or reappointed as a medical 
officer of health of any district or combination of districts 
unless, in addition to the qualifications prescribed by any 
statute, be is also either registered in the Medical Regisier 
as the holder of a Diploma in Public Health, Sanitary 
Science, or State Medicine, The appointment of a medical 
officct of health is made subject to the approval of the 
Minister of Health. 

The Public Health (Officers) Act, 1921, which was pro- 
moted by the British Medical Association, provides that a 
whole-time medical officer of health of a county borough 
or urban and rural district in England and Wales, a part 
of whose salary is contributed by the Exchequer, shall not 
be appointed for a limited period, and shall not be re- 
moved from his office except by or with the consent of 
the Minister of Health. 

Under the Sanitaiy Officers Order, 1926, a medical 
officer of health who docs not devote his whole time to 
Inc duties of his office, But a portion of whose salary is 
obtained from Exchequer grant, may be appointed without 
any limit of lime ; in which case he cannot be removed 
from office rvithout the consent of the Minister. If he is 
appointed for a specified term, say one year, he continues 
to hold office from year to year unless the Mimsier con- 
sents to his removal. Where the electing body pays the 


whole of the salary of such a medical officer of health he 
may be dismissed from office without reference to the 
Minister of Health. Therefore there is now security of 
tenure for the posts filled by the large majority of medical 
officers of health. 

A considerable number of authorities have mow adopted 
the Local Government and Other Officers Superannuation 
Act, 1922. Under this Act, if an officer is incapacitated 
by ill-health after ten years of service, or if he has 
reached 65 years of age, he is entitled to super- 
annuation. Such superannuation is to be on the 
following scale; after ten years' service, 10/60 of the 
average salary' which he received during the last five 
years of employment; after eleven years, 11/60; and 
so on up to a maximum of 40/60 after forty years of 
service.-^ This Act, however, remains permissive, and it 
fails to make due allowance, in computing service for 
•purposes of superannuation, for the more advanced age, 
as compared with other officials, at which the medical 
officer of health can enter the public service. In these 
two respects the position reached falls short of that for 
which the British Medical Association has been working 
for some years. Apparently the Government feels that 
the time has come when such a provision should be made 
general in its application ; and a Bill before Parliament in 
June, 1937, aimed at making superannuation compulsory 
upon all local sanitary authorities. 

In Scotland the position is different in some respects. 
Under the Public Health (Scotland) Act, 1897, no one 
can be appointed as medical officer of health for any area 
unless he possesses the Diploma in Public Health. 'No 
medical officer can be removed from office except with 
the sanction of the Board of Health. A “ proper - salary 
must be paid, and the local authority may not bring 
about the resignation of the officer hy indirect means, 
such as reducing the salary or attaching new conditions 
to the appointment. The Act says nothing about 
superannuation or the age of retirement. ■ 


School Medical Officers 

School medical officers are appointed by local education 
authorities. Primarily their duty is to detect among the 
children attending the public elementary schools any 
physical or mental defect which may retard education, and 
to inform the parents of its existence. Most approved 
schemes of medical inspection include arrangements which 
facilitate the task of parents in obtaining for their children 
the necessary treatment, check the results of this treat- 
ment, and keep each defective child under skilled observa- 
tion both at home and at school until it has passed 
altogether out of the education authorities' hands. Indeed, 
it is now the practice for the education authorities them- 
selves to provide for certain ameliorative work, notably 
the prescription of glasses where necessary, dental treat- 
ment, the removal of adenoids and tonsils, and treatment 
in connexion with certain communicable diseases of the 
skin and some physical and mental defects. The general 
effect of all schemes alike is to make the inspection 
imposed by law of benefit, not merely to the indMdual 
child, but to the community at large, hy preventing the 
development of conditions which lead to the existence 
of inefficient citizens among the adult population. The 
work is so related to that of medical officers of health 
that, generally, the senior school medical officer fills both 
appointments, his work, when necessary, being supple- 
tiiented hy that of whole- or part-time assistants. A 
diploma in public health is almost always required of 
those entering the school medical service of local educa- 
tion auihorilies. 

In Scotland, while the statutoiy authority for the work 
of the school medical service is different, 'the scheme of 
work is broadly the same. 
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Tuberculosis Medical Officers 

A tuberculosis medical officer is an officer with special 
training and experience in tuberculosis work, and of a 
suitable age and attainments to command general con- 
fidence. In England such officers are appointed by county 
councils and county borough councils, and their duties 
are to carry out the work of diagnosis of tuberculosis, 
to advise as to treatment, and to take charge of the work 
of tuberculosis dispensaries and sanatoria where these 
are in operation. The work under tuberculosis schemes 
is co-ordinated with the general public health work of 
local authorities, and so the medical officer of health is 
often appointed as the chief tuberculosis officer even when 
a special tuberculosis officer is on the stall of the local 
authority. The arrangements in Scotland are very similar. 
In Wales tuberculosis work is carried out under the aegis 
of the Welsh National Memorial Association, upon which 
the constituent local authorities are represented, and the 
powers of appointment of tuberculosis officers are vested 
in the Association.- 

Maternity and Child Welfare Medical Officers 

Any local public health authority, however small, may 
make arrangements for maternity and child welfare work 
within its area, although very generally the smaller local 
authorities are provided for in county council schemes ; 
but the Minister of Health may transfer the administration 
of the maternity and child welfare work of an area to the 
local education authority where this would conduce to 
more efficiency. For the schemes of the smaller local 
authorities the services of a part-time medical officer are 
obtained when the medical officer of health does -not 
himself undertake the duties ; but for the larger schenies 
special whole-time appointments are made. The maternity 
and child welfare medical officer is responsible for the work 
at the centres provided and for directing the home visita- 
tions ; and these activities are closely co-ordinated with 
the other branches of public health work directed by the 
medical officer of health. 

Much of this work was commenced in different parts of 
the country by voluntary organizations ; some of it still 
remains in their hands, but is now fairly closely linked up 
with the public health local authority ; and the tendency 
is for the whole of it to be undertaken by the local 
authorities. A large number of women medical officers 
have been appointed to these posts. 

Venereal Diseases Officers 

Schemes for the diagnosis and treatment of venereal 
diseases are provided and administered by county couneijs 
and county borough councils. In some cases the officer is 
on the whole-time public health staff, and in others he 
is a part-time official. Special knowledge and practical 
experience in the treatment of venereal diseases are 
required. The officer appointed for either whole-time or 
part-time service works at one or more clinics, and also 
gives instruction and assistance in the treatment of 
venereal diseases to general practitioners, who, if they 
d'isire to obtain experience, are allowed to attend the 
clinics. 

Remuneration in the Public Health Senice 

In order to ensure that public health authorities may 
obtain skilled and highly trained medical officers it is 
essential that such officers should receive salaries com- 
mensurate with their attainments, bearing a reasonable 
relationship to the time and money expended in fitting 
them for their important and responsible duties, and 
comparing well with the income which might be secured 
in other lines of medical work. With this end in view 


the British Medical Association and the Society of Medical 
Officers of Health prepared a scale of minimum com- 
mencing salaries for whole-time public health medical 
officers. 

The scale, which was put into operation in 1925, was 
attended with a large measure of success. There' wef'e 
however, certain aspects ' of it which were not entirely 
satisfactory. For instance, it was not retrospective, and 
did not, therefore, apply to medical officers who had’ been 
appointed prior to the date on which it came into force, 
and it contained no provision for specified increments in' 
salary. 

As the result of a series of conferences between repre- 
sentatives of the various Associations of Local Authorities, 
the British Medical Association, and Society of Medical 
Officers of Health, under the chairmanship of Lord 
Askwith, a “ Memorandum of Recomracndalions ” in 
regard to salaries of public health medical officers was 
drawn up and came into force in June. 1930. This 
Memorandum was published in our Supplement on July 
27, 1929. Copies of the Memorandum may be obtained 
from the Medical Secretary of the Association. It lias 
been adopted by the Representative Body, and has been 
.accepted by the representatives of the following bodies 
representing local authorities: 

The Association of Municipal Corporations. 

The Urban District Councils Association. 

The Rural District Councils Association. 

The London County Council. 

The Association of Education Committees. 

The Mental Hospitals Association; 

The Metropolitan Boroughs Standing Joint Committee. 

Practically all the local authorities of England and Wales 
arc now applying this Memorandum. The advertisements 
of local authorities who are not prepared to put into 
effect the whole of the Recommendations arc not accepted 
by the Brithh Medical Journal, which in this matter has 
the co-operation of the Lancet and the Medical Offtcer. 

The great advantage of the Memorandum is that it 
embodies a general agreement as to salaries and conditions 
of service, and is not merely a scale of salaries. It is 
retrospective, and will therefore benefit officers appointed 
before it came into force. It provides stated increments 
for practically all medical officials except whole-time chief, 
deputy, and chief assistant medical officers of health, who, 
as chief medical officials, may, it is presumed, depend that 
the commencing salaries mentioned in the agreement will 
be increased for meritorious work and years of service ; 
and it contains a very valuable provision by which ques- 
tions of difficulty can be referred to an advisory com- 
mittee. 

The British Medical Association represents the profes- 
sion on the advisory committee, putting the point of view 
of the public health officers in the discussion of the cases 
of those who are receiving remuneration less than that 
laid down in the scale. 

For the right class of practitioner with leanings in the 
direction of public health work the service offers an 
attractive career, but it must be recognized that there are 
comparatively few posts which carry high salaries. 

Curriculum for the Diploma in Public Health 

The existing Regulations and Rules of the General 
Medical Council for Diplomas or Degrees in Public 
Health came into force on October 1, 1931. 

The curriculum must extend ov'cr a. period of not less than 
twelve calendar months (or an academic year of wholc-limc 
study covering a period of not less than nine calendar montiis} 
subsequent to the attainment of a registrable qualification. 

Every candidate for Part I of the examination for the 
D.P.H." must produce evidence of having attended, during 
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pol less than 2SQ hours, at an institution approved by the 
licensing body granting the diploma, practical instruction in: ' 

(n) Bacteriology and parasitology (including immunology, 
serology, medical entomology, etc.), especially in their relation 
to diseases of man. and to those diseases of the loner animals 
nhich are transmissible to man ; 

(fi) Chemistry, physics, radiology, and electrology in rela- 
tion to public health ; 

(c) Physiology and biochemistry in their application Ic 
nutrition and hygiene ; 

(ri) Meteorology and climatology in relation to public health. 

Every candidate for Part II must produce evidence of 
having received, during not less than 120 hours, at an ap- 
pro\ed institution, instruction in the following subjects: 

(o) The principles of public health and sanitation ; 

(b) Epidemiology and vital statistics ; 

(c) Sanitary' law and administration (including public 
medical services) ; 

(tf) Sanitary construction and planning. 

Every such candidate must also have attended for three 
-months on the clinical practice of a recognized hospital for 
infectious diseases, and have received therein instruction in 
the methods of administration. At least twenty-four daily 
attendances of not less than two hours each arc required. 

Every candidate for Part 11 must also produce evidence that 
he has, during a period of not less than six months, been 
engaged in acquiring a practical knowledge of the duties of 
public health administration under the supervision of a 
medical officer of health, who must certify that the candidate 
has received, during not less than three hours on each of 
sixty working days, practical instruction in these duties, and 
also those relating to: 

(n) Maternity and child welfare service ; 

(b) Health service for children of school age ; 

(c) Venereal diseases service ; 

(rf) Tuberculosis service ; 

(e) Industrial hygiene; 

(f) Inspection and control of food, including meat and milk. 
(Instruction in (q) to (f) must include attendance at the 

_ centres, clinics, institutions, and premises concerned.) 

Certificates of having received this prescribed instruction 
in public health administration can be given only by a 
medical officer of health who devotes his whole time to 
public health work ; or by the medical officer of health of a 
sanitary area having a population of not less than 50,000 ; 

■ or in Ireland by' the medical superintendent officer of health 
of a county or countv borough having a population of not 
less than 50,000. 

The General Medical Council has judged it desirable to add 
the following note to their Resolutions and Rules ; 

The obseryance of these rules does not prevent any licensing 
body granting the degree or diploma, or an institution 
approved by such body from requiring a larger number of 
hours than those spedfied to be spent in the study of pre- 
scribed subjects, or requiring instruction to have been given 
in subjects additional to those prescribed. Indeed, the use in 
the rules of the word " include " implies that knowledge of 
other subjects may possibly be tested as part of the examina- 
tion. The duties of local government authorities and their 
medical officers are constantly being extended by the legisla- 
ture, and modem scientific research is making available in 
several new directions knovvledge of the greatest importance 
to medical officers of health and to other medical officers 
enpgcd in public health work. These factors emphasize the 
value to medical officers of a knovvledge of such subjects as 
j provision, equipment, and administration : of mental 
disorder and deficiency ; and of genetics — all in their relation- 
snip to public health ; and these subjects may well become 
part of the curriculum of public health instruction. 

In May of this year (1937) the General Medical Council 
adopted some alterations in the Rules, and these are to 
come into operation on October 1, 1938. After this date 
b D.P.H. will no longer he required to 

hold a rcgistrnhic qualification in medicine : nor need two 
lears elapse between the date of obtaining his medical 


qualification and his entry' lo Ifte final examination for 
the D.P.H. Thus a student will be able to proceed directly 
after his medical qualification to the course of training 
for the D.P.H., and at the conclusion of this he may 
sit for the e.xaminalion : but he will not be granted the 
diploma until two years from the date of his qualification. 
Therefore the D.P.H. will be regarded as a postgraduate 
diploma, the necessity for those of the public health service 
to hold a registrable qualification being secured by the 
Local Government Act, 1933. 

As to the training courses, it will be required that not 
less than three consecutive calendar months shall be de- 
voted to whole-time study. Practical instruction will be 
required only in bacteriology and parasitology (including 
immunology, serology, and medical entomology, in rela- 
tion to the public health). The e.xamination will not 
require practical laboratory work in any other subjects. 
So instruction in chemistry, physics, physiology", and 
biochemistry need not include laboratory exercises by 
students, although doubtless these will be provided at most 
schools. 

Examination for the Diploma in Public Health 

Tlie examination for the D.P.H. is divided into two 
parts, and no candidate is allowed to sit for the final part 
until after an interval of two years from the date of his 
obtaining a registrable medical qualification. The object 
of this two years’ interval is “ to provide opponunily for 
candidates, while passing from the state of pupilage to 
that of responsible practice, to give mature consideration 
to the obligations and duties involved in the work of the 
Public Health Service, and to acquire direct experience 
of medical work in a responsible capacity, in general 
medical practice, in hospital or laboratory appointments, 
or in any special branch of clinical work or study related 
to State Medicine.’’ 

Any candidate who possesses a qualification entitling 
him to registration on the British, Dominion, or Foreign 
List of the Medical Register can be admitted to examina- 
tion, provided he has complied with the regulations of 
a licensing body in the United Kingdom based on the 
rules of the General Medical Council, and that before 
being admitted to Part II of the examination his qualifica- 
tion has been registered in the United Kingdom. 

The examination for Part I embraces practical, written, 
and oral tests in the subjects set out in the Regulations 
of the curriculum relating to that part ; and the same is 
true of the examination for Part 11. A candidate must 
pass in all the subjects of Part I before being admitted 
to the examination for Part IL 

Only diplomas in public health granted by approved 
bodies in the United Kingdom are registrable in the 
Medical Register. 

Training and E-Xamining Centres for Public Health 
Qualifications 

Degrees, in Sanitary Science are conferred, in England, 
by the Universities of London. Durham. Liverpool” and 
Birmingham : in Scotland, by the Universities of Glasgow 
and Edinburgh ; and in the Irish Free Slate, by the 
National University of Ireland. In most cases these 
degrees are conferred only upon medical graduates of the 
universities granting them. 

UTiereas the requirements of the General Medical 
Council for the Diploma of Public Health are strictly 
conformed to. these requirements are extended, as a rule, 
as to both the period and the scope of special studies 
demanded, before Degrees in Sanitary Science are granted. 
_ Most universities in Great Britain and Ireland grant a 
D.P.H. and provide for the necessarv trainin'*” Th" 
English and Scottish Conjoint Boards and the Irish 
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Colleges also grant these diplomas. The School of Physic 
of Trinity College, Dublin, was the first body in the British 
Isles to arrange for courses of instruction and for a 
Diploma in Public Health. At Cambridge the teaching 
and training courses for the D.P.H. were terminated at 
the end of 1931. 

In London the postgraduate teaching and training in 
public health is provided mainly at one centre — the 
London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine 
(University of London) ; the only other training centre 
which oilers such facilities is the Royal Institute of Public 
Health, Queen Square. Bloomsbury, W.C.l. 

The course of study for the D.P.H., as provided by the 
London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine (Kcppel 
Street, Gower Street, London, W.C.l), which is a School of 
the University of London, covers a period of nine calendar 
months in the case of whole-time students,' and is so designed 
that students can proceed to the academic diploma of the 
University of London. The course of study provided in the 
School is intended, primarily for those, who can devote the 
whole of their time to the work. A uniform date of entry is 
essential in a course of this nature, and students must com- 
mence work at the beginning of the autumn term. The session 
opens on September 28 and closes at the end of the following 
June. Examinations in Parts I and II of the Academic Diploma 
in Public Health of the University of London are held twice 
yearly — Part I in January and June, and Part II in July and 
September. Students who possess a medical qualification which 
is not registrable with the General Medical Council may be 
permitted to enter for the examination for the Academic 
Diploma in Public Health, and a special School Certificate in 
Public Health will be awarded to all such students who satisfy 
the examiners. The School undertakes research work in pre- 
ventive medicine, and members of the public health services 
have a common room placed at their disposal, and arc invited 
to attend staff and special lectures. 

The University of Liverpool grants a Diploma in Public 
Health to medical practitioners eligible under the rules drawn 
up by the General Medical Council. The course of study for 
the diploma extends,, over a period of not less than twelve 
calendar months (or' an academic year of whole-time study 
covering a period of not less than nine calendar months) sub- 
sequent to the attainment of a registrable qualification. The 
examinations for Part I are held annually in March and June, 
and for Part II in June and October, On the recommendation 
of the examiners, the diploma may be awarded .with a mark 
of distinction in the case of candidates who reach a required 
standard. All particulars regarding courses of study, examina- 
tions, and fees can be obtained on application to the Dean of 
the Faculty of Medicine. 

The University of Manchester has a well-equipped depart- 
ment of bacteriology and preventive medicine, where candi- 
dates preparing for the examinations of the various university 
and examining boards for the Diploma in Public Health can 
obtain instruction. It also prepares candidates for the Diploma 
in Bacteriology granted by the university. Full particulars 
can be obtained from the Dean of the Medical School, the 
University, Manchester. 

The University of Wales grants a Diploma in Public Health 
under conditions which comply with the requirements of the 
General Medical Council. Examinations are held twice yearly 
for Part I in June and October, and for Part II in October 
(immediately after the examination for Part I in that month) 
and in Januarv. Candidates must hold a registrable qualifica- 
tion and have’ taken the courses of study for the diploma at 
the Welsh National School of Medicine, a constituent School 
of the University. The courses commence in October and 
continue throughout the succeeding twelve calendar months. 
They are so arranged as to permit of part-tirne study. The 
Institute of Preventive Medicine, situated in Cardiff, is 
equipped with laboratories for teaching and research in public 
health, and a library is provided for the use of students. The 
Public Health Departments of the City of Cardiff and (he 
County of Glamorgan, and the Joint Public Health Labora- 
tories provided by these authorities and accommodated at the 
institute, form the centres of practical instruction, their medical 
officers of health, bacteriologists, and chemists being lecturers 
in the department of preventive medicine of the School. In 
the public health departments of Cardiff and Glamorgan a 
limited number of salaried half-time posts, tenable for one 
year only, are open to medical men or women who intend 
to study for the diploma in the Welsh National School of 
Medicine. Applications for such appointments must be made 
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lars may be obtained from . the Secretary, Welsh National 
School of Medicine, 10, The Parade, Cardiff. 

Edinburgh grants a Diploma in Public 
Health. -The course, which extends over an academical year 
Of nine months full-time study, can be commenced in October 
only and provision 4S made by the university for instruction 
in all the subjects. Candidates for the diploma must be 
paduates m medicine and surgery of the University of Edin- 
burgh, or must hold corresponding degrees or registrable 
medical qualifications, which must be registered before a 
candidate IS admitted to the second examination. The course 
lor the piploma is divided into two parts, for each of which 
examinations are held twice annually. In each part the 
candidate must pass in all the specified subjects at one 
examination. 


• The University of Glasgow confers the B.Sc.(P.H.) and the 
p.P.H., and conducts complete qualifying courses for both at 
Its Institute of Hygiene and, for administrative work, in the 
Public Health Department of the city. The course for the 
diploma is divided into two parts, and admission to the 
examination is contingent upon the candidate having complied 
with the following conditions, which apply also to the Edin- 
burgh D.P.H. : 


Part 1. — (n) Completion, subsequent to obtaining a regis- 
trable medical qualification, of the course of instruction pre- 
scribed for Part I. 

Part 1L— (/>) Completion, subject to obtaining a regis- 
trable qualification of the course of instruction prescribed for 
Part II : (c) a lapse of two years after obtaining a regis- 
trable qualification ; (d) previous passing of examination in 
all subjects of Part I. 

The Royal Naval Medical College and the Royal Army 
Medical College provide courses of training to the medical 
officers of these two Services. 

Degrees and Diplomas in Public Health are registrable 
qualifications, but not so those in Tropical Medicine and 
Hygiene. 

Qualifications in Tropical Medicine and Hygiene 

The University of London grants a degree (M.D. in 
Tropical Medicine) to its medical graduates. A course of 
training is normally required, extending over at least one 
academic year. 

Diplomas in Tropical Medicine and Hygiene arc granted, 
in England, by the University of Liverpool and by the 
English Conjoint Board ; and, in Scotland, by the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh. Among the institutions which 
provide qualifying courses are the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, the Liverpool School of 
Tropical Medicine, and the Royal Army Medical (College. 
In the last-mentioned institution the training provided is 
restricted to Army medical officers. The training period 
for these diplomas is about six months. Gmduates of 
medicine and surgery of recognized universities who.se 
degrees are not registrable in this country may enter for 
the examination of the English Conjoint Board, and the 
conditions of study may be modified on the grounds of 
previous work in the Tropics or of original investigations 
undertaken. 

Facilities for research work are provided at each of 
the above-mentioned centres for training. 

The Colonial Office has decreed that the holder of a 
D.T.M. and H., or of a D.T.H., is eligible for appoint- 
ment as a medical officer of health in places and districts 
other than those with large populations. In the latter 
cases a D.P.H. is required. 


The Services 

ROYAL NA\'AL MEDICAL SERVICE 

The Royal Naval Medical Service offers, to well-qualified 
medical men a satisfactory career, with good opporlunilics 
for the practice of their profession and for specialization 
in many subjects, good pay, and the prospects of promo- 




tion to the higher ranks, with an adequate pension on The current scale of pensions is as follows: 


retirement. 

Entrance is on a short-service basis for an initial period 
of three vears. to be extended to five years at the discretion 
of the Admiralty. Officers leaving the Service at the end of 
three years are eligible for a -gratuity of £400. while those 
who leave at the end of five years receive £1,000. 

On appointment, new entrants undergo an initial course, 
during which thev reccfve instruction in the naval aspects of 
medicine and the organization and administration of the Naval 
Medical Service. This is followed by a period of service at 
one of the principal naval barracks or hospital, and is 
succeeded by various periods of service at home or abroad, 
afloat or ashore, as required. 

General medical and specialist courses of duration varying 
from three to six months are arranged, and this postgraduate 
instruction is supplemented by the promotion course referred 
to under Promotion below. 

Officers may be transferred to the Permanent List at the 
discretion of the Admiralty during the year in which they 
attain four years' seniority as surgeon lieutenant. A gratuity 
of £1,000 fless income tax) is paid, but the officer is required 
to render a minimum of twenty-five years' service in order to 
qualify for full pension, including seniority granted, if any, in 
respect of civil hospital time. With regard to the latter, ante- 
date of seniority of not more than one year may be allowed 
in respect of whole-time or resident appointments in civil 
hospitals held prior to entry to the Royal Naval Medical 
Service.' The ante-date counts for seniority and eligibility for 
inaease of pay, and if the officer is transferred to the 
Permanent List it counts also as service for the purposes of 
promotion and retired pay, or gratuity on retirement. 

Opportunities are afforded for officers to specialize during 
the course of their career, and the number of specialist posts 
carrying additional emoluments is over eighty-five. 

Candidates should preferablv be between the ages of 24 
and 28,

In the fourth year of service an officer is given the 
choice of retiring with a gratuity of £1,000 at the end 
of five years’ service or of applying for a permanent 
commission in either the Royal Army Medical Corps or 
the Indian Medical Service. In the reorganized service, 
introduced as a result of the recommendation of the 
Warren Fisher Committee, the prospect of promotion to 
the higher ranks necessarily depends upon a rigid control 
of entry into the permanent service. It is not possible 
on this account to say exactly what proportion of officers 
who now enter the Corps will be eligible for permanent 
commissions, but in all probability about 50 per cent, will 
have the opportunity of doing so. Those retiring with a 
gratuity after five years' service are liable to be called up 
for duty in the event of a national emergency arising 
during the twelve years following their retirement. 


PROMOTION 

Promotion to surgeon 'lieutenant commander is automatic, 
subject to the necessary minimum of sea-time being served 
and to atisfactory reports. Promotion to surgeon commander 
IS principally governed by success at a promotion examination, 
prior to which a course of five months' postgraduate instruc- 
tion is given. In the higher ranks promotion is strictly by 
selection. The total number of surgeon captains and officers 
above that rank is forty. Every permanent officer becomes 
eligible for selection for a higher post after eight years' service 
as surgeon commander, and promotion usually takes place 
after eleven to twelve years' service in that rank.

New entrants are commissioned in the rank of 
lieutenant, and the first three months of their service are 
on probation,- during which time they undergo a course 
at the Royal Army Medical College, London, in hygiene, 
tropical medicine, entomology, etc., in addition to their 
military training at the Royal Army Ivfedical Corps Depot 
at Aldershot. A grant of £50 is made for the purchase 
of uniform. 

An entrant who is holding, or who is about to hold, 
at the time of entrance an approved whole-time appoint- 
ment at a recognized civil hospital may be seconded while 
holding such appointment up to a maximum period of 
twelve months. A candidate who has held such an 
appointment within six months of entry may be granted 
an ante-date up to twelve months in respect of the period 
the appointment was held. The period of secondment 
or ante-date will not reckon in diminution of the period 
of five years which he is required to serve on a shon- 
service commission, but on completing one year of actual 
service in the R..A.M.C. the period of secondment or ante- 
date vvill count for seniority. If appointed to a permanent 
commission the period of secondment or ante-date counts 
as service for promotion to the rank of major, increases 
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of pay in the ranks of captain and major, and retirement 
on retired pay or with gratuity. 

Promotion 

Promotion to- captain is after one year’s commissioned 
service on full pay. If appointed to a permanent commission 
promotion to the rank of major is on completion of ten years’ 
commissioned service. Promotion to the ranks of lieutenant- 
colonel and colonel is fay selection to fill vacancies within the 
establishment, which is designed to allow promotion to those 
ranks on the average after seventeen and twenty-five years’ 
service respectively. 

Professional Opportunity 

The possibilities for good work are very great. There is 
scope for original research in tropical diseases, in preventive 
medicine, and in bacteriology, as well as in the large clinical 
field open to the specialist in medicine, surgery, gynaecology, 
diseases of the ear, nose, and throat, ophthalmology, and 
venereal diseases. Child welfare is also undertaken systematic- 
ally by officers of the R.A.M.C. 

Young officers having special qualifications or experience in 
particular branches of medicine or surgery can, if found 
sufficiently expert, be graded as “Physician,” “Otologist,” 
“ Gynaecologist,” etc. They would then be eligible to fill 
specialist appointments. 


Foreign Service 

The tour of foreign service in India, Burma, and Egypt is 
five years, in Gibraltar and Malta four years, and in other 
stations three years, but in the case of those officers retiring 
on a gratuity after five years’ service, arrangements would be 
made for them to return to England at public expense by the 
end of that period. 


Postgraduate Study 

A peimanent commissioned officer, between his si.xth and 
tenth year of service, undergoes a course of postgraduate 
study at the Royal Army Medical College and the London 
hospitals of five months’ duration, followed by a course of 
study of a special subject selected by himself, provided he 
has shown special aptitude in the postgraduate course or 
during his previous service. During this course of study he 
remains on full pay, and the fees for the cour.se are paid by 
the State. When qualified in his special subject the officer, 
up to and incltiding the rank of lieutenant-colonel, becomes 
'■ entitled to specialist pay at 4s, 6d. per day when holding a 
specialist appointment.

Gratuities 

A short-service officer not appointed to a permanent com- 
mission may retire with a gratuity' of £1,000 after five years' 
service as a medical officer. Such an officer is liable, during 
the twelve years following retirement, to be recalled to service 
at a time of national emergency. Officers holding permanent 
commissions, with less than twenty years’ service as medical 
officers, may be permitted to retire with gratuities in accordance 
w'ith the following scale:

Applications . — Entry takes place twice yearly, at the 
beginning of May and November. The regulations for 
admission, giving full details, can be obtained from the 
Under Secretary of State {.A.M.D. 1), War Office, Whitehall, 
London, S.W.l, and should be carefully .studied. A personal 
interview with a representative of the Director-General, Army 
Medical Services, is readily obtainable. 


MEDICAL BRANCH OF THE ROYAL 
AIR FORCE 

The Air Council attaches great importance to attracting 
into the service the best type of medical man, since on 
the capacity of the Medical Branch depends in a peculiar 
degree the safety and efficiency of the Air Force. The 
duties of a medical officer in the Air Force include not 
only the prevention and treatment of those ordinary 
diseases to which the personnel of any fighting service arc 
liable but the special study of the mental an'd physical 
stresses imposed on the airman in diverse circumstances 
and climates — a new branch of medicine which still pro- 
vides considerable scope for research. 

As promotion to the higher ranks of the Service is by 
selection, and as a certain proportion of the higher ranks 
are reserved for purely professional as opposed to adminis- 
trative appointments, it will be seen that there are 
lent prospects for the young medical officer who exhibits 
ability and energy in his professional work. The work to 
be done, therefore, has a high professional interest, com- 
bined with good rates of pay and allowances, so that a 
career is offered to those who are selected for permanent 
commissions which should prove both attractive and inter- 
esting. The life is one which is certain to appeal to 
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(he man of wide outlook who desires opportunities for 
travel, sport, and games, and can find interest and enjoy- 
ment in aviation. His duties will, as a matter of course, 
give him flying experience as a passenger, which is neces- 
sary for the proper study of the medical problems of 
aviation and for gaining first-hand knowledge of the con- 
ditions under which his comrades serve. He may also, if 
he wi'shes, learn to fly when this can be done without 
interference with his duties. 


' COMMISSIONS 

The establishment consists partly of permanent and partly 
of short-service officers, and an officer on entry is granted a 
short-service commission for a period of three years on the 
active list (which may be extended to fne years! and of four 
years in the Reserve of Air Force Officers. Selections for 
permanent commissions are made from officers holding short- 
service commissions who are considered to be suitable and 
who desire a life career in the Service. Those who are not 
selected are transferred to the Reserve at the expiration of 
their period of service on the active list. 

But the short-service commission with its gratuity after 
three or five years is in itself an attraction to many entrants 
who desire to enlarge their experience and outlook from the 
points of view of subsequently entering private practice, and 
who, on entry, have not made up their minds to the adoption 
of a permanent career in the Service. 

For certain purposes medical officers may be allowed to 
count as service their time spent in approved whole-time post- 
graduate appointments in civil hospitals under certain well- 
defined and generous conditions. 

At about five years’ service all permanent officers who are 
judged suitable vv'ill be given the opportunity to take a course 
of specialist study, towards the expense of which an allow- 
ance is made. The period allowed will vary with the subject 
of study, but usually about nine months vvill be available to 
each officer, during which full pay and allowances will be 
issued. Their subsequent career will normally be as follows. 
Approximately three-quarters of the employ ment of squadron 
leaders and senior flight lieutenants is in specialist posts, 
though these arc not generally of a full-time specialist 
charaejer. On reaching the rank of wing commander the 
policy is to allow a proportion of officers to become permanent 
specialists and to be employed continuously throughout the 
remainder of their career in full-time specialist posts. In 
addition there are a number of hygiene posts in the rank of 
wing commander open to specialists in that subject, thus 
further increasing the proportion of specialist posts open to 
officers. In the rank of group captain, apart from the posts 
already mentioned as available for the permanent specialist, 
employment is nearly equally divided between posts in charge 
of a large hospital and headquarter administrative posts. 
This statement indicates the position as regards specialist 
employment as at present foreseen. 

Nevv entrants into the Royal Air Force Medical Branch are 
commissioned as Flying Officers (Medical), and are eligible for 
promotion to the rank of Flight Lieutenant (Medical) after 
one year's service on full pay. Accelerated promotion to the 
rank of Squadron Leader may be granted at any time alter 
eight years’ service to officers qualified to hold specialist 
“pporntments ; those officers who are not so qualified vvill be 
eligible for promotion to this rank after fen years’ total 
service. Promolion within establishment to the ranks of

On appointment entrants undergo an initial course of three 
months, during which they arc given instruction in ihe special 
medical aspects of aviation, hygiene and tropical medicine, 
the organization and administration of the Royal Air Force, 
and the general and special duties to be performed by officers 
in the Medical Branch. 


UNIFORM .SNT) EQUIP.VIENT: LEAVE 
An allowance of £50 towards the cost of uniform is made 
on joining to candidates who have not had previous com- 
missioned service in H.Nf. Forces. Subject to the exigencies 
of the service, officers at home are allowed ordinary leave up 
to sixty-one days in a year; officers abroad may accumulale 
leave up to ninely-one days, which may be taken on return 
home. Full pay is granted for ordinary and accumulated 
leave. 


EMOLUMENTS 

The emoluments of medical officers of the Royal Air Force 
are given in outline below. The rates of pay are fi.xcd on an 
inclusive basis, and the fact that specialist pay and charge pay 
are not payable as separate emoluments was taken into account 
when the rates were fixed. 

In addition to pay ofiicers receive quarters (with fuel and 
light), rations, and attendance, or, if these are not availabie 
in kind, they are given cash allowances in lieu as shown in 
the table. The rates and general scheme of allowances are 
subject to review as circumstances may require. Married 
officers who have attained the age of 30 years receive cither 
married quarters or allowances at the married rates.

DISABILITY AWARDS. AVIDOWS’. PENSIONS, ETC. 

Permanent medical officers invalided from the Roval Air 
Force are eligible for retired pay or gratuity however short 
their service may have been. If the disability in consequence 
of which they are inyalided is attributable to the conditions of 
’their service and is assessed at 20 per cent, or more, they 
receive an addition, varying according to the degree of dis- 
ablement, to the retired pay or gratuity for which they may 
be eligible. Provision is also made in the legulations for 
pension to the widow and allowances to children or depen- 
dants of a deceased officer. 


GENERAL 

The pay of officers even in the lowest rank is ample to 
enable them to be independent, and the expenses of Air Force 
messes are strictly limited in order to check all tendency to 
extravagance and to prevent even the most junior officer from 
finding difficulty in living on his pay. The regulated limit of 
the daily rate of messing is 5s.- and the average rate at present 
charged at home stations is 3s, 6d. Subscriptions and the cost 
of mess entertainments are charged according to an officer’s 
.rale of pay, and an unmarried officer taking his full. share in 
the life of the mess should not incur a mess bill of more than 
.£10 a month (6s. 8d. a day). This sum would include a wine 
bill of £1 a month (an actual average figure), but would not 
include goods, such as tobacco, bought through the mess.

The Indian Medical Service offers a permanent career 
with wide opportunities of medical experience, including 
clinical, preventive, specialist, and research work. Admis- 
sion to the Service is by selection and nomination by the 
Secretary of State for India, and inquiries should be 
addressed to the Secretary, Military Department, India 
Office, Whitehall, S.W.l. 

Candidates should be under 32 years of age, and must 
• possess a qualification registered in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland under the Medical Acts in force, or an 
Indian medical qualification recognized under Section II (i) 
of the Indian Medical Council Act, 1933, and registered 
in British India under one of the Provincial Medical Acts. 
Officers are appointed in the rank of Lieutenant, and are 
normally promoted to Captain on completion of one year’s 
full pay service. 

COMMISSIONS AND APPOINTMENTS 

All European officers are appointed to per/nmie/it com- 
missions, but they may retire voluntarily with a gratuity of 
£1,000 after six years’ service or £2,500 after twelve years 
service. In such cases officers are provided with free passages 
to the United Kingdom. 

The Service is primarily a Military Service, but 142 posts 
under the civil administration are specifically res^’ed for 
officers of the Indian Medical Service (Civil). European 
officers are appointed to 115 of these and are eligible, together 
with Indians, for appointment to 24 of the remainder. The.se 
posts include civil surgeoncies, which provide for the medical 
needs of civil officers and for general medical administration ; 
specialist appointments as physicians, surgeons, and gynaeco- 
logists, etc., at civil hospitals ; research posts ; and professor- 


ANTE-DATES IN COMMISSION 

Candidates possessing certain higher medical qualifications 
may be granted an ante-date of one year in their com- 
missions, and candidates possessing a D.P.H. receive an ante- 
date of six months. An officer who has held an approved 
whole-time appointment in a civil hospital is also eligible for 
an ante-date equivalent to the period of his appointment but 
not exceeding one year. ' Persons holding or about to hold 
such appointments may be seconded in (hose posts for a period 
not' exceeding one year. The maximum period of ante-date 
secondment, or ante-date and secondment combined, is limited 
to 18 months. An officer granted an ante-date of twelve 
months is promoted Captain on arrival in India. 

OUTFIT allowance: PRIVATE PRACTICE 

Officers on appointment will receive an allowance of £75 
towards the cost of outfit. 

- With the exception of administrative officers, military or 
civil, and officers holding certain special appointments, qlTiccr.s 
are not debarred from taking private practice so long as it docs 
not interfere with their proper duties. 

LEAVE 

Leave can be taken at reasonable intervals, and adequate 
rates of leave pay arc provided. Extra leave (krtown as stiioy 
leave), which may not exceed twelve .months in all during an 
officer's service, may be granted to officers desirous of pur- 
suing special .courses of study of a postgraduate nature. During 
such leave study allowance, at present ft.xcd at the rate of izs.

maternity accommodation, modernized operating theatres 
and sanitary annexes, the provision and extension of’ 
nurses' homes and centra! kitchens ; and, at the special 
hospitals, isolation blocks, additional accommodation for 
patients and staff, and various reconstruction and improve- 
ment schemes. 

The differentiation between the voluntary and the 
municipal hospital every year becomes less definite, and 
thus the need becomes greater for their co-operation. By 
one of the sections of the Local Government Act, 1919, 
which brought about all this municipal development, the 
local authority is instructed to consult with the voluntary" 
hospitals and their professional staffs with regard to the 
extension of hospital accommodation. In some areas this 
has been done, and the range of subjects for consultation 
has been enlarged ; witness the splendid example of 
.Manchester, where the first Joint Hospitals Advisory Board 
has been set up. But in many parts of the country the 
section remains a dead letter. ’ Indeed, only rather more 
than half the county boroughs, and of course a much 
smaller proportion of the counties, have so far “ appro- 
priated " to general and special hospital purposes the 
institutions which they inherited from the guardians. 
Nevertheless the municipal hospital is assuming an impor- 
tant place in the hospital picture. The change in adminis- 
tration has coincided wjtff a change in public sentiment. 
The institutions which were disliked and dreaded by the 
poor while they remained Poor Law infirmaries, and were 
generally disregarded by the medical profession also, have 
now become popular, and their popularitv extends beyond 
the class of persons they were originally intended to 
benefit. 


The London County' Council Services 


The London County Council is the largest of the local 
authorities in respect of the hospital accommodation it 
controls and the medical staff which it employs. It has 
set an example by the advantage which it has taken of 
the Local Government Act. Under that Act it took over 
a total of seventy-six hospitals and institutions. These 
included twenty-eight general hospitals, the largest of 
which is Lambeth, with accommodation far 1,300 patients: 
eight of the others have accommodation for over 700. 
The total cost of maintenance of the x'arious hospital 
services is some four and a half millions a year, of which 
nearly three millions is spent on the general hospitals. The 
total bed accommodation in the hospitals and allocated 
institutions on transfer was 41,164, but this included 
nearly ten thousand beds in institutions, the majorilv of 
which could not be regarded as suitable for the proper 
treatment of sick persons. A great deal of structural 
work and readaptation was put in hand, with the result 
that a net increase of more than 1,400 beds has been 
provided. 


1 nere were admitted to these hospitals a large number 
of acute cases, both medical and surgical, but there is 
of course, this difference between them and the volun- 
taiy- hospitals, that the latter can select their patients 
and reject whom they please, whereas the rate-supported 
institutions must be prepared to admit any sick poor 
person who applies, provided that, in the opinion of the" 
medical suppntendent, such a patient is suitable for 
admission. Some 37,000 operations vvere performed in the 
general hospitals during the last year for which full records 
were available (1935), and the number of out-patient 
attendances was more than 554,000. The chronic sick 
poor a.re gradually being concentrated in twelve other 
institutions vvhich, unlike the rest, are for the present for 
admrnrstrative reasons, not under the Public Hralih Acts.

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gynaecological block. To the maternity wards of the 
Council’s hospitals in 1935 over 15,000 cases were 
admitted. The accessory medical services under the 
Council arc also important ; these include pathological 
laboratories, .v-ray units, and a large ambulance organiza- 
tion. In addition to smaller units, the Council has five 
pathological laboratories, each of which serves a group 
of institutions attached to the municipal service. These 
five are at Lambeth, Highgale, Lewisham, Mile End, and 
Kensington. Arrangements have been made whereby 
postgraduate students of the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine may obtain experience of (he 
technical and administrative methods adopted in these 
laboratories — experience of a kind very difficult to obtain 
in the ordinary way. 

Provincial Hospitals 

The same general provisions hold good in various de- 
grees of other progressive cities. The Hospitals Year Book, 
1937, gives particulars of fifty-five genera] and children’s 
hospitals in provincial cities administered by the local 
authorities. The average bed accommodation in these hos- 
pitals is over 600 ; the whole-time medical staff numbers 
300, and the part-time staff some 450. Birmingham has 
under its council four general hospitals, two infectious 
diseases hospitals, two maternity homes, two babies’ 
hospitals, four convalescent homes, and four sanatoria. 
The medical staff, whole and part-time, attached to its 
general hospitals numbers over forty. Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, with a hospital accommodating 700, has a staff of 
twenty-five. Other large provincial towns show compar- 
able figures. Hospitals which remain under the Poor Law 
also have their whole-time and part-time staff. Edmonton 
(Middlesex) Poor Law Hospital, for example, has a 
medical staff of twenty-eight, made up about half of 
whole-time and half of part-time officers. Smithdown 
Road, Liverpool, with 1,200 beds, has ten whole-time and 
eleven part-time officers. In addition to the large general 
hospitals, maternity and children’s hospitals arc provided 
by the larger authorities. In Birmingham, for example, 
there are thirty maternity and child welfare centres under 
the control of the Public Health Committee. 

In Manchester a great scheme of reorganization of the 
consultant medical and surgical services has been brought 
about at the three general hospitals controlled by the 
city council — ^namely, Crumpsall (1,438 beds), Withington 
(1,179), Booth Hall (760). The first two are general 
hospitals for adults, and the third a general hospital for 
children. All three were formerly Poor Law establish- 
ments. Under the new arrangements, which have been 
made in order to overcome the previous inadequacy of 
specialists in number and in the number of their visits, 
there are or are to be forty-one consultant appointments, 
with a total of ninety-five attendances per week. The new 
salary bill will be £12,500 per annum, representing about 
50s. per specialist’s attendance. Under the Joint hospital 
advisory board for Manchester, already mentioned, it Is 
hoped to co-ordinate the activities of all the hospitals, 
voluntary and inunicipal. 

Facilities for Instruction 

A great amount and variety of clinical material is con- 
tained in these hospitals, and many of them are used for 
undergraduate and postgraduate teaching. In London 
some useful discussion has taken place between the London 
County Council and the representatives of the voluntary 
hospitals. At several of the general hospitals under the 
old board of guardians arrangements for instruction were 
made, but these have been much extended since the 
hospitals came under Council control. Sixteen of the 
Council’s general hospitals have been affiliated to the 
London voluntary hospital medical schools. Teaching in 
obstetrics is afforded in seven of the Council’s hospitals. 
Facilities arc also afforded at the Council’s pathological 


laboratories to postgraduate students in order that they 
may obtain experience in technical and administrative 
methods. As an example of the amount of material which 
may be afforded by a Council hospital, St. James’s, Wands- 
worth, may be cited, where there is a clinic of fifty beds 
always occupied with serious fracture cases. It is pro- 
posed to set up at St. Mary’s Hospital, Carshalton, at a 
cost of £1]6,00D, a new antitoxin establishment designed 
and equipped on modern lines. 

The postgraduate school at Hammersmith Hospital, the 
result of a partnership between the Government, the 
University of London, and the London County Council, 
was opened in May, 1935, by King George V. So much 
has been written about this great development that 
it is hardly necessary to recapitulate here all that it 
embodies. The new institution has been “ recognized ” 
as a school of London University. There are four pro- 
fessorships, three in the main clinieal subjects — medicine, 
surgery, and midwifery and gynaeeology — and the fourth 
in pathology. The school buildings consist mainly of 
laboratories, lecture theatres, and other accommodation 
(non-residential), while the associated developments and 
adaptations of the Hammersmith Hospital adjoining in- 
clude two new blocks of buildings for the casualty, 
receiving, and out-patient departments, a new ward, a 
massage and light treatment seetion, and other facilities. 
The County Council has provided at Hammersmith a 
radiological department which serves as a consultative 
centre for the whole of the hospital service, where cases 
can be sent from other hospitals for expert opinion on 
diagnosis and treatment. Arrangements are being made 
at this school for postgraduate courses for- insurance 
practitioners under a scheme arranged by the Ministry 
of Health. 

It may be added that the clinical material in municipal 
hospitals is not only vast in amount, but includes a great 
deal with which it is very important that (he yotmg 
practitioner should be familiar, and which is not much 
represented in the teaching hospitals. In a recent report 
to (he L.C.C. it is mentioned that the type of case treated 
in the .general hospitals is altering, and there is a con- 
tinually increasing amount of acute and operative work to 
be carried out. 

Medical Staffing 

The policy pursued by the London County Council and 
other authorities is to provide a whole-time medical 
service and to have a permanent staff at pch gencml 
hospital. The grades of officers arc: medipl superin- 
tendents, deputy medical superintendents, senior assistant 
medical officers, assistant medical officers, and house- 
physicians and surgeons (resident), and part-time clinical 
assistants (non-resident). The niedical superintendent is 
required to be a man of high qualifications in at least 
one branch of medicine, as well as a good administrator 
and first-class technician. In addition to the medical 
superintendent, one or more whole-time medical officers, 
with special qualifications in medicine, surgery, or 
obstetrics, are appointed. Preference is given to officers 
holding the higher medical qualifications, M.R.C.P. or 
M.D. in the case of physicians, F.R.C.S. or M.S. in the 
case of surgeons. These arc graded as senior assistants, 
and at the larger hospitals one of them ranks as deputy 
medical superintendent. Deputy medical superintendents 
are employed as a rule only at hospitals with over 6uu 
beds, of which (here arc sixteen among the London 
County Council general hospitals. These officers at in- 
stitutions with over 750 beds are described as of Grade 1, 
while those at hospitals of from 600 to 750 beds arc ot 
Grade II. Senior assistant medical officers are also gr.wo 
according to the size of the hospital they serve. Tnc 
appointment to these posts is made to qualified medical 
practitioners of at least one year’s standing m (ncir 
profession who have held a residential post for ^t Icas^ 
six months in a general hospital. Those who seek assis-

men and women of high qualifications at salaries of from 
£450 to £800 per annum, and, in addition, large numbers 
of junior officers at salaries of from £2.00 upwards are 
employed. These posts offer to all grades remarkable 
facilities, which should appeal to those who desire to 
gain experience and at the same time wish to adopt for 
a period the institutional life. It is a service in which 
the original appointment and any subsequent promotion 
depend upon merit, and in which vacancies in the higher 
grades are filled so far as possible from the existing staff, 
with no barrier preventing transference from one grade 
to a higher. Vacancies are usually advertised in the 
medical journals. 

The opportunities of the Local Government Hospital 
Service to those whose career will be spent in general or 
consultant practice, as well as to those who expect to 
spend their lives in the public health service, scarcely 
need to be stressed. One point which the, final-year 
student or the newly qualified practitioner will do well 
to bear in mind is that some authorities in offering 
appointments insist upon candidates possessing previous 
resident hospital experience. Such a requirement may 
not arise for some years, but the medical man or woman 
who has gone direct to serve as locumtenent or assistant 
may find himself or herself cut off from certain avenues 
of work through having neglected to take resident experi- 
ence immediately after qualification. We are informed 
that it is almost the rule for the young medical woman 
to take a residential post, but the young medical man 
often forgoes this experience. It is certainly deplorable 
that a competent man should, through ignorance on 
qualification, deprive himself of the opportunity of 
following his bent in later years. 

It has to be borne in mind, however, that the attrac- 
tiveness and opportunity of a post under the new public 
assistance authorities, notwithstanding the effect of the 
Act of 1929 in assimilating the Poor Law to other public 
health services, are affected not a little by the policy 
adopted by the local authority concerned. In the more 
progressive areas there is a high degree of differentiation 
in treatment between the sick and mentally afflicted on 
the one hand, and the purely pauper class on the other — 
that is to say, between the hospital and the public assist- 
ance institution, formerly called the workhouse. The 
tendency in such areas has been to develop the hospital 
services on lines approximating to those obtaining in the 
voluntary hospitals. 

In addition to the hospital appointments of the 
character mentioned, the Local Government Service offers 
numerous other (part-time) posts, such as those of public 
assistance medical officer and public vaccinator, which 
are commonly held by private practitioners. Domiciliary 
work in the public assistance medical service has been 
found, as the result of a recent inquiry, to be in many 
areas very inadequately recompensed, and in localities 
where unemployment is rife and increasing numbers of 
people are resorting to public assistance the work is 
becoming more onerous. An assurance has been given by 
the Ministry of Health that where such increase of work 
is definitely proven, the local authority will be encouraged 
by the Ministry to listen to the plea for an increase of 
remuneration. 

Enough has been said to show what variety of service, 
whole-time and part-time, institutional and domiciliary, 
the Local Government Service offers, on the one hand, 
to the ambitious who desire experience, and, on the other 
hand, to those who seek a secure position, with superan- 
nuation at the end. 


PRISON MEDICAL SERVICE 

Appointments to the prison medical staff are made by 
the Secretary of State for Home Affairs on the recom- 
mendation of the Prison Commissioners. Application for 
such appointments should be made on a special form. 


which can be obtained from the Secretary, Prison Com- 
mission, Home Office, London, S.W.l. 

In the smaller prisons the post is usually a part-time 
one held by a local practitioner, but in the larger prisons 
the members of the medical staff are required to devote 
their whole time to the service. In the case of those 
required to give their whole tirhc to the service the 
appointments are in the first instance as medical offieers 
Class II, and from the seniors of this rank the medical 
officers Class I are selected as vacancies occur. 

Largely as a result of action taken by the British 
Medical Association the salaries and conditions of prison 
•^medical officers have been improved^ and now are: 
Medical officer Class II, £525, rising by annual increments- 
of £25 to £800 (with an allowance of £50 p.a. within the 
scale to holders of the diploma of psychological medi- 
cine) ; medical officer Class I, £800, rising by annual in- 
crements of £30 to £1,000. Unfurnished quarters are pro- 
vided, or an allowance in lieu is made. 

There are 18 medical officers Class II, 12 medical officers 
Class I, and 26 part-time medical officers. The service is 
a small one, and therefore vacancies are comparatively 
rare and the rate of promotion varies. The work offers 
exceptional opportunities for research in criminal 
psychology, forensic psychiatry, and mental deficiency. 


MEDICAL PRACTICE IN BRITISH DOMINIONS 
Ar^D FOREIGN COUNTRIES 

Medical Acts have now been passed in almost all places 
forming part of the British Empire beyond 'the seas, and 
registers of duly qualified practitioners arc consequently 
maintained. To these registers medical men educated in 
the United Kingdom are generally admissible merely on 
payment of a registration fee, providing they produce 
evidence that they are of good repute and arc cither 
registered or eligible for registration in the. United 
Kingdom, as the local requirement may be. The only 
exception to this statement that need be made relates to 
the Dominion of Canada. Each of its provinces acts in 
medical matters as an independent State.. The result has 
been that reciprocity of practice has in the past been 
established between this country and each of the provinces 
of Canada except British Columbia, where certain obstacles 
were never overcome. It has, however, to be recorded 
that reciprocity no longer exists with Saskatchewan, New 
Brunswick, Ontario, and Quebec. We would advise any 
medical man proposing to practise in Canada first to com- 
municate with the Provincial Registrar, stating what 
degrees or diplomas he holds, and asking for information 
as to the precise steps he must take in order to obtain 
admission to the Provincial Register. The Licence of the 
Dominion Council, which can only be obtained after exam- 
ination, entitles its holder to registration in any of the 
provinces of Canada, though in regard to Quebec there is a 
proviso that “ he must have been registered in the province 
five years prior to the application for the rccognitiori of 
the Dominion Licence.” In order to sit for the examina- 
tion for the Dominion Licence it is necessary to obtain 
cither a licence from one of the provinces (this can be 
obtained from one of those with whom reciprocity has 
been established), or .a certificate from a Provincial Council 
that the requirements of that Council in regard to pre- 
liminary education, matriculation, medical curriculum, 
and graduation have been complied with. 

Italy and Japan are the only two foreign Stales with 
which complete medical reciprocity has been established, 
though there are other countries which grant a limited 
recognition to British qualifications. Generally speaking, 
in Continental countries (with the exception, of the 
kingdom of Italy) a British medical man desiring to 
e.xercise his profession therein must pass practically tn

tame e.xaminations as those imposed on natives of the 
countT}’. In France naturalization is now required- also. 
The same observation applies to all foreign Slates in the 
South American continent. Each of the United Slates of 
North America has its own laws and regulations govern- 
ing medical practice ; and all of them require the holder 
of a British qualification to submit to an examination. 
A number of the States, including New York, Illinois, 
Michigan, and Indiana, require naturalization. 

The Chinese National Health Administration has issued 
a notice, for guidance of foreign medical practitioners, to 
the effect that they should obtain licences to practise from 
the Administration, and their bona fidcs must be guaran- 
teed by their consular authorities ; they should learn 
Chinese, and should apply to the Permanent Chinese 
Delegation of the League of Nations at Geneva before 
setting out for China. 


THE COLONIAL MEDICAL SERMCE 


The Colonial Medical Service consists of the Medical 
Services in Bahamas, Barbados, Bermuda, British Guiana, 
British Honduras, Ceylon, Cyprus, Falkland Islands, 
Fiji, Gambia, Gibraltar, Gold Coast, Hong Kong, Jamaica, 
Kenya, Leeward Islands, Malaya, Mauritius, Nigeria, 
Northern Rhodesia, Nyasaland, Palestine, St. Helena, 
Seychelles, Sierra Leone, Somaliland, Tanganyika, Trini- 
dad, Uganda, Western Pacific (Gilbert and Ellice Islands, 
and British Solomon Islands), Windward Islands, and 
Zanzibar. 

New entrants to the Service will be liable to transfer to 
any scheduled post therein whether or not such transfer 
leptesents promotion, provided that ; 


(a) No officer whose first appointment is to an office in 
a Dependency in which he was ordinarily resident at the 
time of appointment shall be liable to be transferred to 
an office outside that Dependency unless and until he 
shall have accepted an office in another Dependency. 

(b) No officer shall be transferred without his own con- 
sent to an office which in the opinion of the Secretary 
of State is of less value (due regard being had to climate 
and other circumstances) than that which he already 
holds. 


Officers who do not hold scheduled posts are eligible 
to apply for transfer to such posts. Appointment, con- 
nmation, promotion, retirement, and transfer of medical

<mt, and vary almost as widely as do conditions 


of climate. Moreover, the extent of the control exercised 
by the Colonial Office varies according to the constitu- 
tional status of the particular colony, and the detailed 
information available centrally is not always complete. 
The intending candidate, therefore, should make compre- 
hensive inquiries as to local conditions, and particularly 
as to facilities for private practice where this is not 
precluded by the terms of appointment. He will also do 
well to supplement official information by reference to 
the Medical Secretary at the Central Office of the British 
Medical Association (Tavistock Square, London, W.C.I), 
where reports obtained from time to lime from the local 
Branches are available. 

To those physically and mentally suited to the climatic 
and social conditions peculiar to the various colonies the 
Colonial Medical Service should, and in most cases does, 
offer a field of professional activity rich in interest and in 
opportunity for pioneer work, with increasing facilities for 
specialization and research. 

In a few colonies economical and financial stringency 
still compels the Administration to continue to modify the 
terms and conditions of salary and to impose temporary 
deductions from salaries and allowances, and candidates 
for appointments should make careful and sufficient 
inquiry’ concerning the position in the branches of the 
Service in which they are interested. In this article the 
unreduced emoluments, allowances, etc,, are quoted. Apart 
from these temporary disadvantages, however, the outlook 
for the Colonial Medical Service is in the main a hopeful 
one, and especially so in the larger and better organized 
branches. 

The medical services recruited in this country by the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies include those of West 
Africa, East Africa, Malaya, Hong Hong, the West Indies, 
Fiji and the Western Pacific territories, and Palestine, 
besides a number of smaller services offering individually 
one or two appointments. 

In Fiji, although the basic salary of district medical 
officers (£500, by £25 to £725) is below the £600 minimum 
recommended as adequate by the British Medical Asso- 
ciation, this fact is offset by the concession of allowances 
of from £175 to £235 in some of the districts where the 
post of Medical Officer is combined with that of District 
Commissioner, the value of private practice in the other 
districts being estimated at from £100 to £600 a year. 

The services in the West Indies and some of the smaller 
colonies have not yet conceded the £600 minimum com- 
mencing salaiy, and whilst facilities for remunerative 
private practice, general conditions of service, and a 
relatively low cost of living must in some instances be 
taken into consideration, these compensations are by no 
means universal. The service in the Leeward Islands 
is in a condition which requires special notice by way 
of warning. The position in Grenada has been improved, 
though such improvements have not extended to St. Liicia 
and St. Vincent. 

In general, candidates for the Colonial Medical Service 
must be under 35 years of age. Appointments are, sub- 
ject to a varying period of probation, for the most 
part classed as permanent and pensionable, but there are 
some appointments by agreement for a specified limited 
term of service. There is no entrance examination, but 
practitioners selected for appointment must obtain a 
certificate of physical fitness from one of the consulting 
physicians to the Colonial Office. Postgraduate experience 
in hospital appointments is desirable. Successful candi- 
dates are normally required to undergo an approved course 
of instruction in tropical medicine, the fees for their 
tnition being defrayed by the Govemraent and an allow- 
ance being paid during their instruction. 

Some sixty medical women are emploved in child 
welfare, maternity, and laboratory' work' mainlv in 
the larger serv ices for example, those in East and 
West Africa and Malaya. ‘Salaries are the same as 
for men. 
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The bulk of Ihc appointments made by the Secretary 
of State in this country are to East and West Africa and 
Malaya. 

West Africa 

The West African Branch of the Colonial Medical 
Service includes Nigeria, the Gold Coast, Sierra Leone, 
and the Gambia. Climatic conditions vary considerably 
over this area, but they are in general admittedly trying. 
This fact is at present recognized by the provision of more 
frequent leave periods than are usual elsewhere. 

The service includes medical, public health, and labora- 
tory divisions, and specialist posts are almost invariably 
filled by promotion from the staff. The rate of pay for 
a medical officer is £660 on appointment for three years ; 
then, on confirmation, £690 a year, rising by annual incre- 
ments of £30 to £840 ; then, subject to passing an 
efficiency bar, £880 a year, rising by annual increments 
of £90 to £1,000 a year. There are a considerable 
number of specialist and administrative posts carrying 
relatively high salaries, varying from £1,200 to £2,000. 
All appointments in the staff are pensionable. The age 
at which officers may be called upon to retire compulsorily 
is 50, and retention in the Service after the age of 55 will 
require the Secretary of State’s approval, which will only 
be given in exceptional circumstances. Pensions are 
calculated at the rate of 1/600 of the officer’s pension- 
able emoluments (salary and house allowance) in respect 
of each complete month of service. The pension will be 
converted into a reduced pension of three-quarters of the 
full pension, with a gratuity of ten times the amount of 
the reduction. Gratuities of £1,000 or £1,250 may be 
drawn on retirement after nine or twelve years’ service. 
Members of the Service in West Africa are not usually 
permitted to take their wives or young children with 
them until they have acquired experience of the condi- 
tions of life and have obtained the sanction of the 
Governor. In the case of young children this is only 
exceptionally given. 

African Medical Officers , 

A number of Government appointments for African medical 
officers e.xist in the West African Colonies. These appoint- 
ments carry salary on the scale £500-£25-£600, and there are 
higher scales of £600-£30-£720. 

East Africa 

This branch of the Service includes Kenya, Uganda, 
Tanganyika Territory, Northern Rhodesia, Nyasaland, 
Zanzibar, and British Somaliland. In East Africa there 
is a very wide scope for clinical work, both medical 
and surgical, as well as for research and for preventive 
medicine and sanitation. In most stations conditions 
allow a medical officer’s wife to accompany him, but this 
is not generally desirable on first appointment. In 
some Dependencies the consent of the Governor must be 
obtained. The service includes a medical and a sanitary 
division. The former is open to those holding ordinary 
medical and surgical qualifications, postgraduate e.xperi- 
ence in a hospital appointment being an advantage; posts 
in the sanitary division will as far as possible be filled 
by those holding a Diploma in Public Health. Climatic 
conditions vary considerably. In a considerable part of 
Kenya they approximate more to the temperate than to 
the tropical zone ; but there are some areas in the East 
African Dependencies where conditions more closely 
resemble those in West Africa. The rate of pay for a 
medical officer is from £600 on appointment, rising by 
annual increments of £30 to £840, and thereafter, subject 
to an efficiency bar at this point, by £40 to £920. 

The gratuities available on retirement after nine or 
twelve years’ service are-'similar to those in West Afrira, 
e.xcept in the case of officers serving in Northern Rhodesia. 


Officers may retire on pension on reaching the .age of 
55 years. Pensions are calculated at the rate of 1/600 
of emoluments (including value of free quarters) for each 
Completed month of service. The officer of twenty-five 
years’ service who has reached the maximum of the long 
scale receives a pension of approximately £520 per annum 
Pensions are convertible, under certain conditions, into 
a reduced pension and a gratuity. 

Malaya 

This branch of the Service covers the Straits Settle- 
ments, the Federated Malay States, and the Unfcderalcd 
Malay States. The salary of S500 a month, with an annual 
increment of $25, rising to SSOO at the top of the time- 
scale ($ is fixed at 2s. 4d.), is generally considered adequate 
in view' of the present cost of living, which is somewhat 
higher than that in England. The officer of twenty-five 
years’ service, even if he has not held a senior appoint- 
ment carrying a salary above the maximum of the time- 
scale, receives a pension of approximately £560 per annum. 
Pensions are convertible under certain conditions into a 
reduced pension and gratuity. 

The climate of Malaya is, for the Tropics, a healthy 
one. It varies little throughout - the year. The average 
rainfall is about 100 inches a year, and vegetation is 
always green. People who live regular active lives have 
no difficulty in keeping in good health. European children 
do well in Malaya up to the age of about 6. 

The professional duties of a medical officer may include 
medical, surgical, medico-legal, and public health work. 
His administrative work comprises hospital administration, 
diets, returns, and financial work, and includes the inspec- 
tion of smaller hospitals and dispensaries. Districts vary 
in size, and a certain amount of travelling is necessary. 
The white population in each district varies. The district 
hospitals hold from 50 to 300 beds. There is a staff of 
locally recruited men, mostly trained at the Singapore 
College of Medicine. Asiatic dressers and trained hospital 
assistants are employed in hospitals and dispensaries. In 
additiop to European sisters, there is a local nursing staff. 
All hospital equipment is supplied by Government, includ- 
ing instruments. At both the. Institute for Medical 
Research in Kuala Lumpur, Federated Malay States, and 
the King Edward VII College of Medicine, Singapore, 
there are opportunities for research as vvcll as for routine 
investigations. In addition to the full-time professional 
posts at the College of Medicine several of the medical 
staff in Singapore hold part-time lectureships. 

Sudan Medical Service 

This Service is responsible for carrying out civil medical 
work and public health duties in the Sudan, and for the 
health of the Sudan Defence Force. ^ 

The climate varies, but is not in general unfavourable, 
though hot. The northern desert zone is' hot and dry in 
the summer, but with cool nights. In She winter the 
climate is pleasant and is often cold. The central Sudan 
for eight months in the year has much the bmc clitnate as 
the northern zone, but there is a rainy season of four 
months (more or less), during which time thAc is a con- 
siderable rainfall, and large areas become mmarious, but 
in which it is possible to keep limited areas nialaria-frce. 
'The southern area becomes increasingly tropical in 
character as the southern boundary of the Sudan i? 
approached. In this area the mosquito-protected house 
and the mosquito net have to be relied on for 'the greater 
part of the year. , 1 

The staff consists of (a) a director; (6) three/ assistant 
directors (hygiene and public health ; hospitals ; laboratory 
services) ; (c) a senior physician and a senior surg con to the 
Khartum Civil Hospital ; (d) a Government {gynaeco- 
logist and obstetrician and a Government opblhalmo- 
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Jo"ist; W a medical officer of health. Kharturn Province; 
(/f a number of (at present thirty-two) British “ senior 
medical inspectors'" and “medical inspectors,’ whose pay 
commences at £720 and rises, subject to the recommenda- 
tion of the director,' by five biennial increases to £I,0S0, 
and after thirteen years' service to £1,200. The senior 
medical inspectors are eligible, by selection, for the senior 
posts. All medical inspectors are appointed, in the first 
place, on probation for two years, and if at the end of 
that time they are accepted for permanent service under 
the Sudan Government the first increase of pay is subject 
to their passing an examination in Arabic. 

In addition to the above there are (g) a number of 
Sudanese medical officers trained at the School of Medi- 
cine at Khartum. There are (It) several Sudanese 
assistant medical officers, who have been given a purely 
practical training in one of the larger hospitals in the 
Sudan. 

Among the attractions of the service are; the great 
variety of the work met with among many different races 
of the Sudan ; leave of ninety days, generally granted 
every year after the first eighteen months of service ; study 
feave, which may be given for some definite purpose. The 
terms of the Pension and Provident Fund are detailed in the 
•pamphlet on “ Information for Candidates ” of the Sudan 
Medical Service, and should be studied in the original. 
Private practice is allowed but is limited to a few of the 
larger towns, and may be carried on so long as it does 
not interfere in any way with official duties. These 
duties include acting as consultant to the principal hospitals 
and the supervision of medical and public health work, 
^the inspection of schools, the examination of candidates 
for Government service and pension, and the training of 
assistant medical officers and Sudanese sanitary officers 
and overseers. The Khartum medical school is staffed 
mainly by members of the medical service, who receive 
additional remuneration for their work as teachers. A 
registrar of the medical school is also selected from the 
service, who receives £250 a year extra pay.

SPEQAL DIPLOMAS 

Information about the regulations for the various 
Diplomas in Tropical Medicine, in Psychological Medicine, 
and in Public Health is given in the appropriate sections 
of this Educational Number at pages 488-92 and 494. 
Further details in regard to the I3.PJd. and the D.T.M. 
will be found in the late Sir Andrew Balfour's Guide to 
the Regulations, Courses, and Examinations for Qualifica- 
tions in Public Health and Tropical Medicine, published 
by the British Medical Association, Tavistock Square, 
W.C.l, at the price of 3s. 

It should perhaps be noted here that of the various 
diplomas in special subjects granted by licensing bodies 
only those in Public Health and Sanitary Science and 
State Medicine are at present admissible for entry in the 
official Medical Register, though other special diplomas 
may, oL course, be included among the particulars of 
qualifications set out in the Medical Directory. 

As stated at page 456 a Diploma in Tuberculous Dis- 
eases is granted by the University of W'ales to qualified 
medical practitioners ; new regulations for this diploma 
are now in force. 


Diplomas in Medical Radlologv' 

Diplomas in Medical Radiology are granted by the Uni- 
versities of Cambridge, Edinburgh, Liverpool, and London. 

The Cambridge Diploma . — A Diploma in Medical Radio- 
logy and Electrology is granted by the University of Cambridge. 
The primary object is to provide adequate training in a branch 
of medical work which is becoming increasingly important and 
difficult, and which is outside the ordinary medical curriculum. 
Before admission to any course for the diploma a candidate 
shall produce evidence that he holds a medical qualification 
approved by the committee and also satisfy the committee 
that he has had sufficient postgraduate clinical experience. 
The next course, which begins on October 4, 1937, occupies 
nine months. The first four months, which can be spent either 
in Cambridge or in Lo.ndon, are occupied with (a) lectures and 
prawical work in physics, in preparation for the examination 
for Part J in February, (6) an introductory course of clinical 
instruction in radiology and electrology, (c) a course of instruc- 
tion in pathology in relation to radiolo'gy and electrology . The 
next three months must be spent in London, and are occupied 
with (a) lectures and demonstrations in radiology and electro- 
logy (including radium therapy) at the British Institute of 
Radiology, tb) clinical instruaion in the radiological depart- 
ment of a hospital approved by the committee. During t'ne 
final two months of the course a candidate mast hold a clinical 
clerkship or similar appointment in the radiological department 
of a hospital approv^ by the committee. This part of the 
course may be done in London or elsewhere. The examination 
for Part 11 will be held in July. 

Further particulars as to courses and examinations may be 
obtained from G. Stead, M.A., Secretary for the Diploma, 
Cavendish Laboratory, Cambridge, or the General Secretary, 
British Institute of Radiology. 32, Welbecic Street, W,j. 
Completed application forms must be sent to the Secretary 
for the Diploma at Cambridge by September 15. Cambridge 
University has decided to discontinue the granting of the 
Diploma after J94I. The last course will becin in October. 
1940. 

The Edinburgh Diploma . — Candidates for the diploma must 
he graduates in medicine and surgery of the University of 
Edinburgh, or hold corresponding degrees or qualifications 
registrable with the Genera! Mediral Council of Great Britain, 
or of such other Universities or Medical Schools as mav be 
recognized for the purpose by the University Coun. Candi- 
dates are not admitted to the examination for the diploma until 
after the lapse- of not less than one year from obtaining a 
registrable qualification. The course of study becins in October 
and extends over a period of not less than' three terms. The 
examination, which is written, oral, and practical, is in two 
parts; (c) physics, and (b) radiology. The examination is held 
twice yearly. Full particulars may be obtained from the D» 3 n 
of the Faculty of .Medicine. In Ih'is connexion it mav be no'ed 
that radiology can now be taken as the special suhiect in the 
examination for Membership of the Rova! Collece of PhvstcTci^ 
of Edinburgh. Several candidates have already taken ra'diolo-w 
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as their special subject ; it means that an honours standard has 
to be attained. 

The University of Liverpool grants a Diploma in Medical 
Radiology and Electrology. Candidates before admission to 
the examination for the diploma must possess a registrable 
qualification approved by the university in medicine and 
surgery, and must have attended courses of instruction in (a) 
physics (two terms) ; (b) (i) radiology and (ii) electrology, 
during the nine months in the .v-ray and electrotherapeutic 
departments of a hospital or hospitals. An examination is 
held in March and June in physics, in June radiology and 
electrology. Examination 'in either part may be taken 
separately. Fees: tuition, £31 10s. ; examination and diploma, 
£6 5s. An enrolment deposit-fee of £5 Ss. is charged on appli- 
cation and credited to the fees, but is not returnable in the 
event of the candidate failing to enrol. These courses com- 
mence during the first week in October. Application should 
be made to the Dean, Faculty of Medicine, the University of 
Liverpool. 

Conjoint Diploma in Medical Radiology (D.M.R., R.C.P.S.). 
— ^The examination is divided into two part's, the first comprising 
physics as applied to radiology, the second medical radiology, 
with special reference to its clinical application, including 
radio-diagnosis, .v-ray therapy, and radium therapy. Both parts 
will be held in January and July of each year. Candidates 
may enter for them either together or separately, subject to 
the production of the required certificates. The course for the 
diploma extends over one academic year (nine months) of 
full-time study subsequent to the attainment of a recognized 
medical qualification. At the discretion of the committee of 
management the conditions of admission may be modified in 
special cases, but exemption will not be granted from any part 
of the examination. A syllabus has been drawn up for Part 1 
of the examination, but not for Part II. The fee for admission 
or readmission to each part is six guineas. Copies of the 
regulations may be obtained from the secretary ,at the Exam- 
ination Hall. 8-11, Queen Square, W.C.l. 

The London Diploma. — The University grants an Academic 
Postgraduate Diploma in Medical Radiology. The course is 
open to registered medical practitioners and graduates in medi- 
cine of this or another approved university. Students are 
required to attend a course of study approved by the University, 
and extending over not less than one academic year, at one or 
more of the Colleges or Schools of the University. The sub- 
jects of the course are as follows : Part I ; physics and electro- 
technology. Part II ; (a) radiography and radio-diagnosis ; 
(b) radiotherapy. The examination for the Diploma consists 
of two parts. Candidates may enter for Part I and Part 11 
at the same examination, or may enter for Part I only. The 
examination will consist of a paper, a practical examination, 
and an oral examination in each of the subjects under Part I 
and Part II. Full particulars may be obtained from \the 
Academic Registrar, University of London, W.C.l. 

Diploma in Laryngology and Ofology 

The Conjoint Examining Board in England (Examina- 
tion Hall, Queen Square, London, W.C.l) grants a 
Diploma in Laryngology and Otology (D.L.II).) after an 
examination held in June and December.- 

The examination comprises two parts: Part I, on the 
anatomy, embryology, and physiology of the ear, nose, pharynx, 
larvnx, trachea and bronchi, and oesophagus ; Part II, on the 
recognition and use of special instruments and appliances, and 
the medicine, surgery, and pathology of these regions. Candi- 
dates may enter for Part I at any time after a recognized 
qualification in medicine, surgery, and midwifery has been 
obtained. Candidates may enter for Part II on completion of 
one year of special study of diseases of the ear, nose, pharynx, 
and larynx, after a recognized qualification has been obtained, 
provided that Part I has been previously passed, and on pro- 
duction of certain certificates. The conditions of study may 
be modified at the discretion of the Committee of Management 
in special cases. The fee for admission or readmission to each 
part is six guineas. 

Diplomas in Ophthalmic Medicine 

A special Diploma in Ophthalmic Medicine and Surgery 
is granted by the University of Oxford and by the 
Conjoint Examining Board in England. 

University of O.xford. — ^The Diploma in Ophthalmology 
(D.O.) is granted to registered medical practitioners, and to 
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Hr universities approved by (he Board 

of the Faculty of Medicine, after they have passed an examina- 
tion, which IS held annually in June. This examination is open 
to candidates who have attended a special two-months coTsc 
^ instruction at Oxford, and who have in addition done a ten- 
months course of clinical ophthalmology at a recognized 
hospital or hospitals. Entries for the course should be made 
^rough the Dean of the Medical School. University Miiseimi 
Oxford, from whom any further information that is ncccssarv 
may be obtained, 

The Conjoint ^ard.— The Diploma in Ophthalmic Medicine 
m ^ nit Conjoint Examining Board of 

the Royal College of Phy.sicians of London and Royal Collccc 
of Surgeoiis of England is issued after completion of an exam- 
ination held in two parts— in February and July. The exam- 
mation is partly written, partly oral, partly clinical or practical. 
Part 1 compnses anatomy and embryology of the visual" 
apparatus, physiology of vision, elementary optics ; Part II 
comprises optical defects of the eye, ophthalmic medicine and 
surgery pathology with special reference to medical and surgical 
ophthalmology. Candidates may enter for Part 1 at any time 
after a recognized qualification in medicine, surgery, and mid- 
wifery has been obtained. Candidates may enter for Part II. 
on completion of one year of special study of ophthalmology 
after a recognized qualification has been obtained, provided that 
Part 1 has been previously passed, and on production of certain 
certificates. The conditions of study may be modified at the 
discretion of the Committee of Management in special cases. 
The fee for admission or readmission to each part is six 
guineas. 


Diplomas in Obstetrics 

The Society of Apothecaries of London, as slated on 
page 458, confers a Mastery of Midwifery, and issues a 
diploma under this title denoting the possession of special- 
ized knowledge of ante-natal care, midwifery, and infant 
welfare and the public health aspects of these subjects. 
This is a postgraduate diploma, and is not registrable • 
under the Medical Acts. The same applies also to 
the new diploma D.C.O.G., which the British, College 
of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists now issues to 
registered medical practitioners who have had special 
postgraduate training and experience in the subject and 
have satisfied the examiners. (See p. 458.) 

Diploma in Child Health 

The Conjoint E.xamining Board in England has issued 
regulations for its new Diploma in Child Health (D.C.H. 
R.C.P. and S.Eng.), and copies may be had from the 
Secretary, Examination Hall, Queen Square, W.C.l. 

The examination will be held twice a year, in March and 
October, and will be written, clinical, and oral ; fee six guineas. 
It will comprise the following subjects, special emphasis being 
laid on their preventive aspects: (a) The anatomy, physiology, 
and pathology in childhood, (b) The development of the child, 
physical and mental, including speech, with their disorders ; 
phj'sical education in childhood, (c) The hygiene and dietetics 
of infancy and childhood, (tl) AITeclions of the newborn. 

(e) Disease in infancy and childhood, medical and surgic.Tl. 

(f) The therapeutics of infancy and childhood, including 
remedial treatment, physical and mental, (g) Legislation -and 
public administration in regard to the care of children, including 
the methods of infant welfare centres and of the school medical 
service. Certificates of experience in children’s diseases at a 
recognized hospital are required. 

Diploma in Anaesthetics 

The Conjoint E.xamining Board in England has also 
issued regulations for a Diploma in Anaesthetics (D.A. 
R.C.P. and S.Eng.), and copies may be had from the 
Secretary', Examination Hall, Queen Square, W.C.l. 

The examination, to be held in May and November, will be 
written and oral, the latter part requiring the candidate to 
demonstrate his knowledge of the use of varioii.s types of 
anaesthetic apparatus. The fee for examination is six giiincas. 
and the subjects arc; (u) Human anatomy and physiology 
considered in relation to anaesthesia, (b) The history, 
and practice of anaesthesia, including inhalation anaesthesia ;

Dentists Act, 1921 

This unsatisfactory position was remedied by the passing 
into law of the Dentists Act, 1921 ; its provisions are 
based largely on the recommendations of a departmental 
committee appointed in 1917 by the Privy Council “ to 
investigate the extent and gravity of the evils connected 
with the practice of dentistry and dental surgery by 
persons not qualified under the Dentists Act.” Since 
November 30, 1922, no person has been permitted by 
law to practise or hold himself out, whether directly or by 
implication, as practising or as being prepared to practise 
dentistry unless he is on the Dentists Register kept 
under the Dentists Act, 1878. The practice of dentistry 
is defined as including “ the performance of any such 
operation and the giving of any such treatment, advice, or 
attendance, as is usually performed or given by dentists,” 
and the performing of any operation or the giving of any 
“ treatment, advice, or attendance on or to any person 
as preparatory to or for the purpose of or in connexion 
with the fitting, insertion, or fixing of artificial teeth.” 
The maximum penalty incurred by an unregistered practi- 
tioner is £100 for each offence. There are, however, certain 
important exceptions to the requirement of registration. 
A registered medical practitioner may practise dentistry 
without being on the Dentists Register, though, under the 
National Health Insurance (Dental Benefit), Regulations, 
he cannot give dental treatment to insured persons as an 
additional benefit unless he is registered in the Dentists 
Register. A registered pharmaceutical chemist or chemist 
and druggist may extract a tooth where the case is urgent 
and where no doctor or dentist is available, but the opera- 
tion must be performed without any kind of anaesthetic ; 
and minor dental work may be performed in a public 
dental service under the personal supervision of a 
registered dentist, provided it is in accordance with con- 
ditions approved by the Minister of Health after consulta- 
tion with the Dental Board. 

Dentistry may be carried on by a corporate body provided 
that the majority of the directors and all the operating staff arc 
registered dentists, and that no business other than dentistry 
or only some business ancillary to dentistry is carried on by 
"the company. Companies carrying on the business of dentistry 
at the present time are permitted to continue to do so with 
certain restrictions, provided that the name of the company 
as well as the names of the directors have been entered in 
a list kept under the Act for that purpose. Every director 
or manager of a company convicted of an offence under the 
Act will be held to be guilty of the offence unless he proves 
that the offence was committed without his knowledge, and 
the court may, in addition to a fine, order that the name of 
any director convicted shall be removed from the list of 
directors aforesaid. 


The Dental Board 

On the establishment of the Dental Board in 1921 
certain powers and duties of the General Medical Council 
were transferred to it, including the duty of erasing from 
the Dentists Register any entry which has been incorrectly 
or fraudulently made. An inquiry into the case of a 
person alleged to be liable to have his name erased from 
the Register is made by the Board, which reports its 
findings to the General Medical Council, the order direct- 
ing the erasure being made by the Council. A name 
erased from the Register can only be restored by the 
Council upon report made by the Board. An appeal to 
the High Court may be made by any person aggrieved 
cither by refusal of the Board to register his name or 
by the removal of his name from the Register. The 
administrative expenses of the Board arc defrayed from 
the registration fees and annual retention fees, but any 
surplus may be allocated to purposes connected with 
dental education and research or to any^ public purposes 
connected with the profession of dentistry. The offices 
of the Dental Board are at 44, Hallam Street, London, W.l. 


Dental Education and Examination 

The preliminary examination in arts is the same for 
rnedical and dental students, and the early stages of their 
education embrace much the same subjects' ; and as the 
dental student is required to obtain a knowledge of the 
broad principles of medicine and surgery, it is necessary 
for him to pursue some portion of his studies at a medical 
school as well as at a special denial school, the latter not 
undertaking the teaching of these subjects. Registration 
as a dental student is not in all cases compulsory, thoiich 
It is to be advised as convenient as affording proof of the 
date at which professional education began, and it is 
required by most of the licensing bodies, all of whom 
insist upon a curriculum covering four academic, years. 

Degrees and diplomas in dentistry are granted by the 
Universities of Belfast, Birmingham, Bristol, Dublin, Durham 
Leeds, Liverpool, London, Manchester, St. Andrews, Sheffield,’ 
and the National University of Ireland, as will be found 
stated in the articles on these universities. Licences in 
dentistry entitling the holder to be registered on the Dciitisis 
Register are granted by the Royal Colleges of Surgeons of 
England, of Edinburgh, and in Ireland, and by the Royal 
Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow. 

Recognized denial schools arc numerous. In London there 
are those connected with the Royal Dental Hospital, Leicester 
Square ; the National Dental Hospital (now the University 
College Hospital Dental School), Great Portland Street ; 
Guy’s Hospital ; King's College Hospital ; and the London 
Hospjtal. In the provinces there are the Birmingham Dental 
Hospital ; the Royal Infirmary and the General Hospital, 
BristoJ ; the Dental Hospital and the Public Dispensary, 
Leeds': the Dental Hospital, Liverpool ; the Dental Hospital, 
Manchester ; the Sutherland School, Newcastlc-on-Tync ; 
the Royal Hospital, Sheffield. In Scotland there arc 
the Dental Hospital. Dundee ; the Incorporated Dental Hos- 
pital and School, Edinburgh : and the Incorporated Dental 
Hospital, Glasgow ; arid in Ireland, the Belfast Dental School, 
the Incorporated Dental Hospital of Ireland. Dublin, and the 
Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, Dublin. 

All who think of becoming dentists may be advised to 
study a memorandum, drawn up for their guidance on 
behalf of the Board, setting out in convenient form and in 
simple language information for which the Board is often 
asked." It will be seen from this pamphlet that in order 
to assist suitable students the Board has instituted a 
system of bursaries in aid of the payment of fees. Bursaries 
are limited in amount to £30 a year (subject to exceptions 
in favour of candidates who are sons of dentists or have 
received so much previous training in dental mechanics as 
to be entitled to a reduction of a year in the length of 
their curriculum). 


General Medical Council’s Recommendations 

The Dentists Act still leaves to the General Medical 
Council the duty of controlling the course of study and 
examinations required for dental qualifications. 

Revised recommendations as to the course of study 
and examinations to be required of candidates for degrees 
or licences in dentistry or dental surgery were adopted 
by the Council in 1933, and came into force on October 2 
in that year.* We print them below in a somewhat 
abridged form. 


PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION AND REGISTRATION 

Every dental student should, at the beginning of his 
studentship, be registered in the manner and under the con- 
ditions prescribed for medical students. Before registration 
in the Dental Students’ Register every applicant should be 
required to have passed, in addition to the cxaminatio n_]n

Constitution and Administration 

The Association has Branches and Divisions throughout Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, and also in the Dominions, Colonics, 
and Dependencies. Thus there are 43 Branches and 189 Divisions 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and 68 Branehes and 64 
Divisions in the British Empire over-seas. The Branches in 
Australia and South Africa arc linked up in Federal Councils for 
these respective areas. The Irish Free State Medical Union (I.M.A. 
and B.M.A.) was formed at the beginning of last year, and is now 
a corporate group of Branches and Divisions within the Association. 
To the Association there is affiliated the Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion. Members of Divisions elect representatives on the Branch 
Councils and also a member or members of the Representative 
Body, which is the governing body of the Association and deter- 
mines its policy. 

The Council is the executive of the Association. It is elected partly 
by the Divisions and Branches and partly by the Representative Body, 
and includes representatives of the public health service, Navy,Army, 
Air Force, and Indian Medical Services. The Representative Body and 
Council elect standing committees to take charge of dilTcrcnt sub- 
jects. Among these may be mentioned the Science, Medico-Political, 
Ethical, Hospitals, Public Health, and Naval and Military Com- 
mittees. There arc Committees also for the Dominions, Scotland, 
and Wales ; and for the working machinery of the Association, 
such as the Organization. Finance, and Journal Committees. The 
Insurance Acts Committee, elected partly by the Association and 
partly by insur.ince medical practitioners, is the recognized executive 


greater the membership and the funds the more cllicicnt anil 
influential the organization. A generous concc.ss-ion is made as 
regards subscription for those recently qualified, for whom the Asso- 
ciation has done much in improving the conditions of appointments 
in the public services or in eivil life. The Association’s work for the 
Services is well known. It feels a special responsibility towards 
those members of the profession who by reason of their position 
are precluded from taking common action. 

Subscriptions and Applications for Membership 

The ordinary subscription to the British Mcdic.al Association is 
3 guineas a year for members resident in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, but this is subject to exceptions. Thus, newly qualified 
practitioners elected within two ycais of registration p.ay half this 
sum up to the end of the fourth year after registration; mcdic.-il 
officers on the active list of the R.N., R.A.F., R.A.M.C. (Regular), 
and I.M.S. pay 2 guineas ; concessions arc made also to members 
(in the British Isles) of forty years' standing, to members of ten 
years’ standing who have retired from practice, to medical married 
couples residing together, and to certain whole-time teachers .and 
lescarch workers. The ordinary .sub.scription for members living 
abroad is !{ guineas, but many oser-scas Branches have special 
local subscriptions. After fifty years of membership no further sub- 
scription is payable. A member elected after June 30 pays half the 
subscription for that year.

INFLUENZA.: FOUR YEARS’ PROGRESS* 

BY

Influenza is a disease with which we are all familiar, either 
as doctors or as patients. Yet it is a disease concerning 
which ejtact knowledge has been lacking, whether from the 
clinical, the epidemiological, or the pathological point of 
view. The reason is this; the tema “ influenza ” has been 
used to designate a scrap-heap of upper respirators- tract 
infections, and one can never be sure in reading any two 
descriptions in the literature that the writers are referring 
to the same disease. 

In the absence of any e.xact method of clinical or patho- 
logical diagnosis the only attempts to define the disease 
have been on an epidemiological basis ; and this is not 
very satisfactory' for ordinary mortals, whatever it may- 
be to epidemiologists. I propose to-day to try to convince 
you that it has recently become possible to separate off 
from the influenza scrap-heap a definite disease, one, 
moreover, which is probably responsible for the more im- 
portant outbreaks labelled “ influenza.” The basis of 
separation is in the first place aetiological ; one can 
recover from garglings in the early stages a virus which 
will infect ferrets and mice. My colleague Dr. Stuan- 
Harris will describe later in the discussion attempts made 
to recognize the disease from a clinical standpoint. The 
results 1 shall now describe are based chiefly on experi- 
mental work, some of it unpublished, carried out jointly 
by my colleagues Dr. Wilson Smith, Sir Patrick Laidlaw, 
and Dr. Stuart-Harris, and myself. 


The Disease in Ferrets 


To recover virus from a patient unfiUered garglings 
are dropped from a pipette on to a ferret's nose. When 
virus is present in the inoculated material the ferret shows 
fever and nasal symptoms after about forty-eight hours. 
It goes of! its food, lies about apathetically-, and develops 
nasal discharge, sneezing, and, later, pronounced nasal 
obstruction. The temperature chart often shows two 
spikes forty-eight hours apart. Influenza in the ferret is 
infectious by contact, and to guard against cross-infections 
we isolate each animal in a separate cubicle. 

When we appear to have infected a ferret with material 
from a patient we usually kill the animal at the height 
of its dise.ise on the third or fourth day. We then find 
that the mucous membrane over its turbinate bones is 
engorged and that the nasal cavities are full of muco-pus. 
We remove the turbinates and grind them up with sand; 
an emulsion is obtained which can be filtered and studied 
in other ways to prove that it really is influenza virus 
which has produced the symptoms. 

As a rule influenza virus wifi only infect ferrets when 
introduced directly into the respiratory tract. If passages

are made without the use of an anaesthetic no pneumonia 
will be produced, but by serial passages in anaesthetized 
ferrets one can obtain a modified virus W'hich will produce 
extensive, often fatal, lung lesions (Shops, 1934). These , 
lung lesions are commonly- bacteriologically sterile. The 
affected lungs are firm and purplish red, and much 
moisture can be squeezed from their cut surfaces. Histo- 
logically bronchitis and bronchiolitis are prominent fea- 
tures. There is patchy atelectasis and exudation of fluid 
in the alveoli with peribronchial infiltration of cells, 
chiefly mononuclears. But polymorphonuclear mfilttalion.' 
is not a feature, nor are the alveoli packed with cells. 
It is of much interest to know that a biologically modified 
strain of virus can be obtained having such a predilection 
for the lungs ; also that lung lesions of this type can be 
produced by the virus a/o/ie, without, so far as w-e can 
see, any assistance from secondarily invading bacteria. 

Adaptation of the Virus to Mice 

Virus adapted to ferret lungs will infect mice w-ithout 
any difficulty, but we have had vary-ing success in our 
attempts to adapt recently isolated human influenza strains 
to mice. All but one of a number of strains isolated in 
1935 jnfected mice readily after only tw-o or three passages 
in ferrets (Andrewes, Laidlaw-, and Smith, 1935). This 
y-ear we have found such adaptation more difficult : several 
strains of virus have refused to infect mice even after a 
number of ferret passages. Hoyle and Fairbrother (1937) 
appear to have had the same experience. Lately- we have 
discovered that the failure of some strains to infect mice 
is only apparent ; there is actually merely a failure to pro- 
duce macroscopic lesions. If inoculated mice are killed on 
the third day after infection, and more mice are infected 
with an emulsion of their lungs, and so on, one will 
ultimately succeed in obtaining visible lesions in the lungs 
of the mice perhaps after three, perhaps only after si.x, 
passages. Quite recently Francis and Magill (1937a), using 
such a passage-by-faith technique, have reported success in 
obtaining direct raan-to-mouse isolation of influenza virus 
without the use of ferrets at all. The importance of this 
to workers in laboratories where ferrets are unobtainable 
is obvious. 

The Disease in Alice 

In mice the' virus produces lesions of the lungs only; 
the nasal passages are not affected. Perhaps in relation'to 
this fact influenza in mice is entirely non-contagious; 
normal mice kept in the same cage as infected^ ones 
neither contract the disease nor become immune. This 
makes work with mice much easier, but. on the other hand^ 
w-e lose the opportunity of what would be a reallv exdtin» 
study in experimental epidemiology-. When first adapted 
to mice influenza is a relatively non-fatal disease ; but after 
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many passages it becomes more lethal, and infections can 
be produced with one ten-miilionth of a cubic centimetre 
of filtrate. Filtrates arc readily neutralized by immune 
sera, and a neutralization test that has yielded much inter- 
esting knowledge is thus made available. 

Evidence that the Virus is the Cause of Influenza in Man 

I will now summarize the evidence which convinces us 
that the virus we arc studying is the primary cause of 
epidemics of influenza in man. 

1. First, we have recovered the virus from garglings of 
fifty-three patients with the symptoms of influenza ob- 
tained at times of rather widespread prevalence of the 
disease. During the recent epidemic virus was isolated 
from thirty-one out of forty-one uncomplicated eases 
tested. Virus has only been obtained during the first few 
days of infection and not during convalescence. We have 
failed to recover the virus from normal people, and we 
have usually failed also with garglings from sporadic cases 
or patients in localized outbreaks diagnosed as influenza 
but occurring in the absence of a widespread epidemic, 

2. The virus has been recovered as described above from 
influenza garglings taken during outbreaks not only in 
London (Smith, Andrewes, and Laidlaw, 1933), but from 
all over the world — in the West Indies, United States, and 
.Alaska (Francis, 1934), in Australia (Burnet, 1935), in 
Russia (Smorodintseff, et al., 1936a), in Holland, and, 
during the recent outbreak, in Manchester, France, 
Germany, Hungary, and again in the United States. 

3. The scrum of patients taken during the acute stages 
of infection is found to have little or no power to neutral- 
ize the influenza virus. But as early as the eighth day 
of the disease it will have acquired very definite neutral- 
izing powers. No such neutralizing powers appear in the 
sera of patients sufTering from respiratory diseases other 
than influenza. We now have some evidence that sera 
from the population al large, including people who have 
not recently suffered from influenza, contain belter neutral- 
izing antibodies just after an epidemic than just before one. 

4. In 1933 we made two attempts to infect volunteers 
with virus which had been passed serially through ferrets ; 
these were unsuccessful, but at the timesve fajled to obtain 
any volunteers who had not good antibodies in their sera, 
and such antibodies may have protected the two victims 
of this experiment. Last year an accident completed our 
chain of evidence for us. A ferret infected with a virus 
which had been passed in series through 196 ferrets sneezed 
upon Dr. Stuart-Harris and produced in him a typical 
attack of the disease. There was no influenza prevalent 
at the time, and the virus recovered was distinguishable 
by its biological effects from ordinary strains of human 
origin. There is therefore almost no room for doubt that 
Stuart-Harris's infection actually came from the ferret 
(Smith and Stuart-Harris, 1936). Smorodint.seff and his 
co-workers (1936a) have recently recorded their success 
in infecting five human volunteers with the %'irus. 

5. The irregularity with which Pfeiffer's bacillus has been 
recovered from influenza epidemics is notorious and cannot 
be e.xplained away by blaming differences in technique. 
Smorodintseff et al. (1936) have lately carried out ex- 
tensive attempts to infect volunteers with cultures of 
Pfeiffer’s bacilli, but produced nothing comparable with 
influenza. Experimental " sw'ine 'flu " has been demon- 
strated by Shopc (1931) to be due to the combined action 
of a virus and a bacillus related to Pfeiffer's bacillus. 
On the other hand, experimental influenza in ferrets and 
mice IS a pure virus disease in which bacteria ordinarily 
play no cart. The evidence at present suggests that

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ordinary influenza in man resembles the disease in ferrets 
and mice in being purely a virus infection ; further, it 
seems likely by analogy that the virus alone may cause 
pulmonary complications ; but it is all too familiar to 
us that, streptococci, pneumococci, staphylococci, ami 
Pfeiffer's bacilli may on occasion play a very serious n.irt 
as secondary invaders of the lung. 

Immunological Aspects 

Naturally we arc all interested in possible practical 
applications of rScent work on influenza, particularly in 
the possibility of prophylactic vaccination. In order to 
make the matter clearer I must first relate something 
about immunity in ferrets and mice. 

IMMUNITY IN prmtUTS 

Ferrets which have recovered from an attack of influen/a 
develop potent neutralizing antibodies in their sera and 
arc completely resistant to reinfection for about three 
months. But after six months their immunity has 
definitely waned ; antibodies, though still recognizable in 
their sera, are less than before, and the animals will 
develop some fever and nasal symptoms when a heavy 
dose of virus is given intranasally. 

As already mentioned, influenza virus given subcutane- 
ously or by routes other than into the rc.spiralory tract 
docs not infect — or only very exceptionally. It will, how- 
ever, produce some immunity, especially when several 
doses arc given. The immunity produced by v.accination 
is shown by ; (i) the production of antibodies ; (ii) the 
milder nature of the fever and symptoms ; (iii) complete 
protection against the development of lung lesions; (iv) 
protection against the less severe test of exposure to con- 
tact with an infected ferret ; (v) restoration of waned im- 
munity to the complete state. By this is meant that ferrets 
whose immunity has fallen off six months after an infec- 
tion are rendered once more completely immune by one 
dose of subcutaneous vaccine (Smith, Andrewes, and 
Laidlaw, 1935). 

It would be more satisfactory if normal ferrets could 
be completely immunized by vaccination, but the results 
as they stand arc not discouraging. It must be re- 
membered; first, that human beings in an epidemic are 
exposed only to contact infection, against which v.-iccina- 
lion docs protect ferrets, not to massive intrannsai instilla- 
tions of virus ; secondly, that almost all adult human 
beings have been exposed to influenza in the past and thus 
have some basic immunity which merely requires re- 
inforcement. They arc thus comparable rather to the 
ferrets with waned immunity than to fresh untreated ones. 

IMSfUNITY IN Mien 

In mice influenza is a disease of the lungs ; and just as 
vaccination is very effective in protecting ferrets againq 
lung lesions, so it is in mice. Two subcutaneous or 
intrapcritoncal injections give a substanlial immunity; 
in many experiments all the mice of a vaccinated group 
have survived a dose of virus which has killed all, or 
almost all, controls. Further, when the vaccinated mice 
have been killed at the close of the experiment the lung' 
of most have appeared normal. Aficr two doses of 
vaccine the immunity of mice appears to last for ten 
but not for sixteen weeks ; this is as long as the immuniiy 
of mice which have actually recovered from an infeclion 
Protection experiments in mice have lent thcmselscs to inc 
quantitative study of a number of problems, pariiciibtl) 
those designed to find a suitable vaccine for use in man, 

A most important result of .such studies is the finding 
that virus inactivated by 1 in 5,000 formaldehyde is idnu '■ 
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if not quite as effective an -antigen as is living virus. It is 
still the fashion, particularly' in America, to make the 
statement that a ” killed ” virus cannot immunize. 
Influenza virus inactivated by formaldehy'de appears bv' 
all the tests we can apply to be as dead as a doornail, 
and I feel that it is rather up to anyone who maintains 
that it is still alive to produce some supporting evidence. 

It is satisfactory to be able to use a safely inactivated 
virus ; it would be better still if we could use one freed 
from unwanted proteins. Virus filtrates have accordingly 
been washed on a collodion membrane with pores of such 
a size that the virus is all held back while the mouse 
proteins are washed through the membrane. Thus is 
obtained a water-clear fluid as effective in immunizing 
mice as the untreated filtrate. Most unfortunately it is 
found that while formolized virus is almost as effective 
an antigen as living virus, and purified virus is as effective 
as unpurified, yet virus which has been both formolized 
and purified fails to act as a good vaccine — we do not 
know why (Andrewes and Smith, 1937). 

This is particularly unfortunate, since it appears that 
the presence of foreign protein interferes with the anti- 
genic response to a virus. Thus we found that vaccine 
made from infected mouse tissues was very effective for 
immunizing mice, while vaccine made from infected ferret 
tissues was not. Shope (1936) has observed the same 
thing. Lately we have discovered that if mouse vaccine 
is mixed with an extract of normal ferret tissues the 
immunizing effect of the vaccine for mice is badly inter- 
' fered with. 

Vacc'mation of Man 

Though we have not yet succeeded in eliminating the 
mouse protein from the vaccine available without spoiling 
it, we have made preliminary attempts at vaccinating 
human beings. Francis and Magill (1937) have made 
similar attempts, using living virus grown, as many viruses 
can be grown, on tissue cultures of chick embryo. They 
have succeeded with such a vaccine in inducing a rise 
in antibodies in the vaccinated subjects. Stokes et al. (1937) 
have also used a living vaccine made from mouse tissues, 
and claim that there was a lower incidence of influenza 
among the vaccinated members of the community they 
studied than in the control group ; there is, however, no 
certainty that the respiratory disease which afflicted that 
community really was epidemic influenza. We have 
chosen to err on the side of caution by using only 
formalin-inactivated virus, and we too have followed the 
neutralizing antibodies in the people ive have vaccinated. 
One dose of 2 c.cm. of vaccine subcutaneously has pro- 
duced only a trifling local tenderness and has engendered 
a very satisfactory rise in antibodies. Among thirty 
s'oluntcers, all soldiers at Woohvich. we obtained an 
average increase in antibodies of twenty-five-fold when 
we compared bleedings taken a fortnight after vaccination 
with those obtained beforehand. A few results of ours 
confirm those of Francis and Magill that not much rise 
occurs until after a week from the time of injection. A 
satisfactory feature was that one dose of vaccine produced 
as good an antibody rise as did two spaced a fortnight 
apart. 

Encouraged by these results we began last December to 
make enough \accinc to inoculate larger numbers of 
people and to test whether an actual resistance to natural 
infection would b; produced. It was arranged through 
the kind co-operation of the .Army authorities 'to vaccinate 
ti\e groups, each of about 100 men, in different units and 
to designate similar numbers as comparable controls. 
But scarcely had we begun when the epidemic burst upon 


us. We did not expect from the serological results that 
any active immunity would be produced until at least a 
week after -injection, and it happened that in most of the 
vaccinated and control groups influenza appeared within a 
day or two of the vaccination.’ In two groups no influenza . 
occurred amongst either the vaccinated or the unvaccinated 
controls. We thus have no certain evidence as to the 
efficacy of the vaccine. There is, however, suggestive 
evidence that the vaccine is not as good as we should like 
it to be. Four persons, vaccinated at least a fortnight , 
beforehand, nevertheless developed clinical inffuenza, and 
from them we obtained the virus ; so we at least know 
that the method is not 100 per cent, perfect. 

And now there has arisen a new complicating factor. 
We no longer fee! sure that all strains of human influenza 
virus are serologically identical. Magill and Francis (1936) 
reported lately that two strains of human influenza virus 
isolated by them in 1934 could be sharply distinguished 
from each other serologically by means of anti-sera made 
in rabbits by a particular method. We have been repeat- 
ing this work, and have reason to suspect that the two 
strains which they have, separated, both of them ca'rried 
for many generations in tissue culture, have become anti- 
genically changed in the course of this propagation. This 
might lead us to doubt the importance of the differences 
found. On the other hand, we have observed that some 
strains of virus isolated in England in 1937 are not 
identical with the W.S. strain with which we have ivorked 
since 1933 and which we used to prepare our vaccines. 
The difference is revealed by titrations of ferret sera as' 
well as of rabbit sera, and also in cross-immunits- experi- 
ments. There is a considerable antigenic overlap, and 
the strains are more closely related to each other than 
to the swine-influenza virus ; but there are distinct differ- 
ences. The importance of differences between strains to 
prophylaxis and to epidemiological studies one can at' 
present only guess at. The tangle is not going to be an 
easy one to unravel. 

Conclusion - 

I will conclude by re-emphasizing three main points: 

First, epidemic influenza in man is caused by a virus 
which is transmissible to ferrets and mice. 

Secondly, progress in our knowledge of influenza may 
largely depend on our recognition that this specific disease 
has hitherto been mixed up With other respiratory infec- 
tions. 

Thirdly, there are grounds for hope that an effective 
prophylactic against influenza may be found, though there 
are still many obstacles to overcome. 
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EPIDEMIC INFLUENZA 

A CLINICAL POINT OF VIEW*

Although the filterable virus of epidemic influenza was 
first isolated in 1933. no work has been carried out until 
recently which has combined a clinical and a pathological 
study of the virus disease. During 1936 we investigated 
clinically and attempted to isolate virus from four localized 
epidemics which had been diagnosed as influenza. Wc 
did not recover virus, and we obtained serological evidence 
that the virus was not concerned. Then in December, 
1936. the widespread influenza epidemic afforded us an 
opportunity of correlating the clinical events in man with 
the isolation of the virus from individual patients. Most 
of the clinical work in these combined investigations was 
for several reasons carried out upon patients in the 
Services. Chief among these were the facts that the men 
were all healthy before the illness, so that the picture 
of the disease was clean ; and, secondly, that the patients 
were admitted to hospital early in the course of the disease, 
which enabled the whole illness to be studied and facili- 
tated the recovery of the virus. 

The principal question throughout the work has been 
whether influenza virus infection- in man constitutes a 
clinical entity or not. Experience in a further epidemic 
and in the civil population will have to be gained before 
our tentative conclusion that it does constitute an entity 
can be proved. The evidence for believing that'wc were 
dealing with an entity during the recent epidemic was 
threefold. First, the disease presented a remarkably 
uniform clinical picture, case after case exhibiting similar 
features. It is true that the severity of the disease varied 
somewhat in the different areas, but the general picture 
%vas everywhere the same. Secondly, this characteristic 
clinical picture was correlated with the recovery of virus 
from the throat in a high proportion of cases. Wc were 
not able to test every patient owing to the" number of 
ferrets required, but representative individuals from groups 
of similar clinical type were chosen and virus was isolated 
from twelve out of fifteen patients with straightforward 
influenza who were tested and whom I saw myself. 
Thirdly, the clinical picture we attempted to delineate 
during the 1936-7 epidemic differed from that seen in 
previous epidemics which we had studied and from which 
virus was not obtained. 

\’arlations in Clinical Type and Experimental Analogies 

During the influenza epidemic certain analogies became 
evident between influenza virus infection in man and the 
experimental disease in ferrets and mice — particularly 
between man and the ferret. Influenza virus can produce 
in the ferret either a short fever with lassitude, nasal 
symptoms, and nasal lesions, or an illness accompanied 
by the development of lung lesions varying in extent from 
small patches of bronchiolitis and atelectasis to fatal 
pneumonic consolidation. Similarly, although the more 
usual illness in man that was of virus aetiology was a 
three-day or four-day fever with constitutional symptoms 
and signs of upper respiratory tract infection, other cases 
from \shich virus was obtained had signs of chest disca.se.

The commonest type of chest abnorm.ality was a b.asal 
condition with rales and suppressed breath sounds, which 
1 believe to be due to a bronchiolitis with patchy’ atelec- 
tasis or scattered areas of con.solidation. Virus was 
isolated from each of five patients tested tvho had signs 
of this condition. Frank pneumonic cases, however, did 
not usually yield virus from garglings and sputum by the 
time that lung signs were definite, but bacteria siidi .as 
pneumococci were then recovered ; however, one case of 
pneumonia yielded virus from gurglings and sputum on 
the fifth day . of the disease, when consolidation of lobar 
distribution was present, and virus was also recovered 
from the lungs in three rapidly fatal cases of pneumonia. 

An interesting example of the similarity of the infective 
process in man and the ferret was seen in connexion 
with the pyrexia. Several different types of fever were 
observed in man, including a single peak, a remittent fever, 
and a fever with two peaks. This latter type, which was 
seen in 25 per cent, of patients, was of special interest, 
because it resembled the diphasic fever seen so com- 
monly in ferrets infected with- influenzii virus. 

In addition to the typical cases of influenza a number 
of mild infections and afebrile patients with symptonis 
were seen in some of the epidemic areas. Two afebrile 
patients were tested for virus, but this was not rccovcied, 
and although it is possible that such cases represented 
abortive infections by the virus, such as have occurred 
very occasionally in the ferret cxperimcnially, wc have 
no proof that the human infections were .so caused. 
Suggestive serological evidence was obtained that sub- 
clinical infections by the virus can occur in man ; and 
if this is so, then afebrile patients with symptoms would 
logically form the next grade of severity to such silent 
infections. 

Finally, some patients presented the ordinary picture of 
the epidemic disease but suffered from repealed vomiting 
at the onset of illness. One such case was tested, and 
virus was recovered from the throat, but another patient 
who suffered from diarrhoea as well as vomiting and had 
no respiratory symptoms did not yield virus. No other 
cases with intestinal symptoms were seen throughout the 
cpiderfiic, and so, although a form of infection with 
gastric symptoms at the onset can be due to the virus, 
there is no proof of the existence of a separate and 
distinct gastro-intcstinal form of the virus infection. 

DifTcrenliation of Epidemic Influenza and 
“Febrile Catarrhs” 

With regard to the question of difl'erentiating the virus 
disease from other conditions rc.scmbling epidemic in- 
fluenza, the form of the epidemic may help. At Chatham 
where cases from the naval barracks were studied, an 
epidemic occurred in November, 1936, of tonsillitis and 
of a pharyngo-Jaryngo-lrachcitis disease. Influenza virus 
was not recovered at this time, but in January, 1937, a 
sharp epidemic occurred and virus was now found. lb: 
explosive onset of the influenza epidemic contrasted with 
the slow rise of the previous epidemic from the endemic 
respiratory infections. . Again, the influenza epidemic was 
soon over in each area and rarely lasted longer than a 
fortnight ; secondary waves were seen, particularly at 
Chatham, but in each case these were due to the spread 
of the epidemic among new entries to the barraefs, 
either those returning from leave or visitors to the pm l- 
Finally the influenza epidemic consisted of cases of .simil-ir 
clinical type though varying in severity, while the previous 
Chatham epidemic included two groups of cases, »on: 
with frank tonsillitis and the other with pharyngo-baryni:-*- 
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tracheitis. For these latter cases, which yielded no' evi- 
dence of influenza virus infection, we propose to use the 
term “ febrile catarrhs.” It must be emphasized that the 
name refers to a group of conditions forming the scrap- 
heap of epidemic respiratoiy infections resembling in- 
fluenza but of unknown aetiology, and not to a specific 
condition.- , 

On clinical grounds the first symptoms of illness 
which are complained of show a sharp contrast 
between epidemic influenza and febrile catarrh. Table I

Premonitoiy symptoms- such as cotyza, sore throat, or 
cough are uncommon in influenza, which starts abruptly 
in the midst of good health. In febrile catarrh, however, - 
the disease begins frequently with a cold, and fever 
follows in some days' time. Moreover, the first st'mp- 
toms in influenza are of the general or constitutional type 
and not of a respiratoo’ nature. Considering the svTnp- 
toms throughout the fever (Table If) the contrast is less 
striking. Again, however, general sj-mptoms dominate 
the illness in influenza, and local respiratory ones pre- 
dominate in febrile catarrh. Certain symptoms deserv'e 
special mention. Cough was short and 'dry in influenza, 
but paroxysmal, tearing, and barking in febrile catarrh. 
In association with the cough, substemal soreness of the 
chest was more striking in febrile catarrh, which is often 
a tracheitis. Sore throat is not a feature of influenza, but 
is'constant in febrile catarrh. Laryngitis is rarely severe 
in influenza, but a very hoarse voice is common in febrile 
catarrh. Certain other symptoms, however, such as 
muscular pains and epistaxis, show no difference in fre- 
quency in the two diseases. 

The difterences are summarized in Table UI, and there 
is no doubt that the two conditions show a contrast when 
the cases are considered in groups. The difficulty arises 
W'hen individual patients are seen. Then the general

appearance may help, for this is very characteristic in. 
typical influenza, being heavy with drooping eyelids half- 
covering suffused and watering eyes, a dusky malar flush, 
an obstructed but not running nose, and a furred tongue. 
The pharyngitis of influenza involves the posterior wall 
and is dry in contrast with the moist tonsillar and pharyn- 
geal inflammation of febrile catarrh, which often e.xhibils 
exudate. Nothing comparable with the bronchiolitis and 
influenzal pneumonia cases seen recently was encountered 
in the previous epidemics, although a basal bronchitis or 
a bronchopneumonia occurs as a complication of febrile 
catarrh. The blood count was not of help in diagnosis, 
no definite abnormality being found in the leucocy'tes in 
either disease, and the absence of leucopenia, post- 
influenzal debility, and depression from the patients in thf 
Serwices during the recent epidemic was surprising in 
view of the general belief in these phenomena as criteria 
of influenza. 

In conclusion, I cannot say that it is possible to. 
diagnose epidemic influenza with precision, but I hope 
I have convinced you of the existence of. a clim’cal entity 
in that epidemic disease which is associated with the 
influenza vims. 
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, Medical treatment by psychological methods is governed 
by certain guiding conceptions. In the older psycho- 
therapy the leading principle is that of suggestion ; in the 
more recent that of psycho-analysis. In neither is fhe 
study of the finer structure of the personality the aim. 
Suggestion can very well be practised as mass or group sug- 
gestion ; in fact, frequently those suggestions arc strongest 
and most cfTective which ignore the single individuality 
and bring it down to a common level. In the psycho- 
analytical schools it is the problem of c-xpcricnccs, their 
elaboration, transformation, and after-effects, which is in 
the foreground ; the other half, the inner structure of the 
personality which is influenced thereby, receives little atten- 
tion. It is not at this moment my purpose to state my 
attitude to all these various methods of psychotherapy, 
but rather to tackle the problem for once from the 
opposite side, to show it in the light of the personality 
and its inner biology. 

The Meaning of “ Structure of the Personality ” 

When we speak of the “ structure of The personality ” 
we have in mind, as the term implies, something more or 
less rigidly built up, a structure or a system of structures, 
a series of a certain number'‘of "qualities” which can be 
defined in words and which manifest themselves in such 
and such a manner. This structure would have gradually 
taken shape and developed through the bilateral operation 
of the constitutional make-up and the outside world, 
particularly in childhood and youth. In adults it could 
figure as a faitly definite constant calculable factor, espe- 
cially in those cases in which, in the course of psycho- 
therapy, one has to study its typical responses to the 
outside world. This line of thought links up with the 
concept which would equate an individual's inherited 
equipment with that which is constant or fixed in his 
personality, a point I will refer to later. 

The question. What is inherited in the personality? is 
indeed of fundamental importance not only for eugenics 
but also for psychotherapy, because, conversely, it is on 
this that the question depends; What has accrued to the 
personality from the outside, and can hence be modified 
by outside influence? But first of all an important ques- 
tion must be outlined more precisely. Generally one starts 
out from the tacit premise or equation, “ psychogenic — 
responsive to psychotherapy ” ; in other words, everything 
that has originated by way of the psyche can also be 
removed by way of the psyche, and, conversely, all 
endogenously derived pictures are outside the scope of 
psychotherapy. Although these propositions, as applying 
both to the healthy and to the diseased personality, 
approximate to the truth they call for critical inspection. 

The Ncgainc Tliesis in Psychotherapy 

Already the negative thesis, “endogenous -- non- 
Tcsponsivc to psychotherapy," has proved to be not 
altogether valid. There are, however, optimists who state 
that schirophrcnia can be cured by psychotherapy ; I have 
never y et seen evidence of this in severe progressive cases.

It would imply that the schizophrenic process is reversible 
down to its roots by psychotherapy. But let us bear well 
in mind the difference between " reversible ” and 
“formablc.” If we cannot bring about an involution of 
the endogenous elements of the schizophrenic process by 
psychic means we can nevertheless maintain that the form 
which it takes can be influenced by psychotherapy at 
every stage. This is especially the case vvhen the endo- 
genous process no longer shows acute progression. To- 
day it is no longer seriously contested that we have been 
regarding the schizophrenic symptoms far loo much as 
a finished product, as it were, of the endogenous process. 
The more active treatment of patients, as it is now legiti- 
mately practised in mental hospitals, has shown that even 
the severe final stages can be modified ; this means that 
complicated symptoms and powerful dynamic manifesta- 
tions of the psychosis can be made to drsappear partially 
through psychic influence, and that in their place responses 
can be produced whieh arc nearer to those of healthy 
subjects. The pictures arc therefore rcduceil to their 
innermost and truly ‘ endogenous nucleus, which is of 
course irreversible. This core or nucleus consists, in the 
first place, of certain operative patterns of the psychic 
mechanism, which may be regarded as constani not in the 
sense of being static but as representing a dynamic group 
of factors. How far these pathological tendencies of the 
psychic apparatus contribute towards the development of 
the related typical delusional ideas or psychomotor effects 
depends, within certain limits, on outside influences ami 
hence also on a planned psychotherapeutic technique. 

One might say such treatment is “ only " symptomatic. 
The “ only ’’ is not, however, always appropriate in milder 
cases, since in our efforts in the realm of genetic biology 
wc arc quite exclusively concerned with the endogenous 
factor. But for the therapeutic result in the individual 
patient it can very well be decisive, whether a pathological 
factor develops into an outward symptom or whether it 
remains within the framework of an endogenous reaction 
tendency. This “ only ” can determine his fate ; it 
can decide whether he will be socially incorporated or 
rejected. 

All this becomes far clearer and more important when 
wc leave the realm of the severe endogenous catastrophes 
and consider the milder borderline cases, the endogenously 
determined dislocations and variations of personality that 
arc unaccompanied by psychosis. Consider, for instance, 
a schizoid psychopathy, one of the nuclear symptoms of 
which — autism — is manifestly rooted in the constitulinnni 
components of the personality. The intelligent young 
schizoid soon becomes aware of his peculiar inner sensi- 
tiveness, the resultant difficulties of establishing contacts, 
and his tendency to peculiarity : it becomes his problem 
in relation to himself and to the outer world. This 
problem is no longer endogenous but signifies a rcaclively 
determined psychic attitude. The personality becomes 
aware of its being different, it seeks form and adjusiment. 
And at this stage psychotherapy can be of decisive help. Of 
it can depend whether the person finds his appropriate 
modus vivendi el luborandi, or whether he shrinks into him- 
self to become a freakish eccentric. .Similarly, incrcavci 
difficulties during puberty are characteristic of the schizoid 
constitution ; but whether or not he comes to grief m 
the collision with the parents is often decided by psycho- 
therapy. .Similarly there are certain appropriate kind' o< 
milieu in which hypomanic or phlegmatic persons an 
lead constructive and productive existences ; and, ci 
versely, certain ways in which such persons can 
to grief arc determined by their constitution. Not m'- 
consiituiion in itself but the finding or not-finding 
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the appropriate milieu determines their destiny ; and that 
is whtre psychotherapy comes in. It is a striking fact, 
discovered W Mauz in his work on epilepsy, that the 
clinically familiar explosive kind of epileptoid syndrome 
develops phenolypically chiefly among the lower social 
classes. The same endogenous disposition rarely mani- 
fests itself in that form among the ' educated cHsses ; 
which means that the decisive symptom, the brutal ex- 
plosiveness, fails to develop because it is inhibited by 
educational and environmental influences. 

The Opposite Thesis 

Now let us elucidate the opposite thesis; “Whatever 
has originated primarily as the result of external psychic 
stimuli must be regarded as curable by psychic means."’ 
But this thesis, too, is not so straightfonvard as is usually 
thought, especially in complicated, multidimensional forma- 
tions. In the border-zones of schizophrenia or in non- 
typical depressions we encounter again and again indi- 
vidual cases which are precipitated by a severe psycho- 
reactive shock and do not develop as a typical psycho- 
genic disorder ; instead, their course is governed in accord- 
ance with endogenous, constitutional dynamics ; and once 
this process has been activated the jjay back to the 
psychogenic (exogenous) levels is finally lost. Similar 
observations can be made in the field of paranoia — for 
example, in the case of querulents whose illness was 
clearly reactively determined or in severe cases of pseudo- 
dementia of long duration, or again in those rare cases 
of prison psychosis which become chronic. In all these 
fields abnormal developments of personality occur in which 
the equation, psychogenic = responsive to psychotherapy, 
does not properly apply. In such cases the admittedly 
reactive origin cannot fully account for the resultant 
psychic disorder ; or, at least, a dynamic disproportion 
becomes apparent between the swift and facile psycho- 
reactive onset and the difficulties of resolution by psycho- 
therapy. 

Apart from these cases there still remains a psvcho- 
therapeutically unresolvable or hardly resolvable residuum, 
which can only be explained in terms of non-reversible 
processes in the endogenous structure of the personality. 
Such a process may take place before or after the onset 
of the psychic reaction. In the first case the psycho- 
reactive formations grow in the soil of a personality which 
has already previously undergone an imperceptible pro- 
gressive change ; this may often be observ'ed in paranoiacs. 
If we study the past history of such a querulent prophet or 
inventor, we may come across a slight warping of the 
developing personality round about puberty for instance 

no destruction, no endogenous psychosis, but an imper- 
ceptible endogenous change. From now onwards the 
psychic machinery begins to run in a different gear. Affec- 
tive dynamics, sense of values, logical appreciation — all 
thc'iC arc somehow changed ; cUims bciwecn the ego and 
^e oulsidc world are somewhat differently evaluated. 
From now on 4hcre is a new endogenous foundation oii 
which a new secondary personality picture becins to take 
shape ; but this second picture is not a definite finished 
product of an endogenous revolution’. It is only that new 
dispositions, new modes of response, and new workines of 
inc ps\chic mechanism have been created, which in 'th‘‘ir 

'.f with the 
stimuli of the outside world. It is onlv from this 
reciprocal action that graduall.v, in the course of years 
personality, a new picture of 
' nicuro ^h=»f^-."hich we may term paranoiac 

•• pi tun. tliat reveals certain religious, sociological, legal- 


istic, or technically constructive activities which could not 
be observed previously. Once this endogenous basis has 
. been established extensive reactive effects of strong 
emotional experience and of stimuli of tHe outside world 
become possible, just as in any other person ; and they 
produce symptoms and mould the personality. Thus a 
new structure of the personality can originate which is 
emphatically understandable trait by trait m its develop- 
ment and the psychogenic origin of which is perfectly 
apparent. Sometimes it also responds to psychotherapy. 
But it is not so easily reversible as its obvious psychogenit 
dynamics might lead us to suppose, for the underground 
working of the endogenous moiety of the personality — as 
seen with the eye of the normal person — is slightly per- 
verted, which makes the psychotherapeutic approach more 
difficult and renders relapses more likely. 

Conversely, the endogenous dislocation at the constitu- 
tional level can begin only after the psychic reaction. 
.Pictures of this type are specially obscure in the construc- 
tion of their symptoms ; they are prognostically incalcu- 
lable and ambiguous as to their inner causal relations. 
I am thinking, for instance, of a few rare cases of severe 
pseudo-dementia of long duration which I have occasion- 
ally come across and which are referred to in the older 
literature on chronic prison psychosis. They begin, for 
instance, after an accident entailing damages, or under the 
threat of criminal proceedings : massive hysterical pictures, 
not far removed from malingering; the relation of the 
content to the precipilaUng psychic situation, the decidedly 
psychogenic type of the affective-dynamic situation, and 
the tendentious coloration of the whole picture are very- 
striking. Some rases of that kind do not remain fulli' 
psychoreactive: if one re-examines them years later the 
outward appearance is in the main almost unchanged, but 
it now produces a dull, petrified effect. The claim for 
compensation is maintained ; but there is an absurd dis- 
proportion between the gain that can ‘be anticipated and 
the severity and duration of the sacrifice of every form of 
vital interest. No longer can we detect a powerful inner 
reaction to a situation that has been tackled with hysterical 
vigour, nor the ingenuity of true malingering, nor yet 
the drive of genuine querulousness. Behind the hysterical 
facade we encounter a grave loss of vitality manifesting 
as hypochondria, a chronic loss of elementarv- drive and 
interest in work and recreation, such as no nomal person 
could possibly simulate. There are cases among these 
which the critical obseiwer can no longer -fit into the 
framework of the merely “ psychogenic ” without his beina 
able to detect the moment when .the originally purely 
reactive picture changed its character or to specify the 
individual symptoms which constitute the change. We 
cannot say that at this point or at that point the hysterical 
reaction has been reinforced or superseded by an endo- 
genous psychosis. Also we cannot say for certain what 
part causality plays as between the various factors. We 
ran only say that behind an originally purely reactive 
ffisorder something else which is somehow connected with 
the endogCTOus vitality of the person has imperceptibly 
crept in. Finally, the divergence from the behaviour of 
an ordinary person in the same situation has become so 
peat thp It can no longer be fully explained even in 
t^s of chronic hysterical habituation and facilitation 
^ere are rare terminal pictures of this kind which make 

of practical life than 

in the final stages of schizophrenia. 

In view of their rarity the importance of such cases is 
not essentmlly a practical one. Their rianiffranralii^ 
rathra in the sidelights they cast on the dynamic prindp ra 
of the human personalitv- (in health and disease! LnToh 
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llie intimate interplay of endogenous and psychoreactivc 
forces. They also illustrate especially well the fluidity of 
the endogenous background of the personality throughout 
life, which, in 'psychic treatment, we loo often forget in 
favour of an ostensibly rigid struetiire of the personality 
which is quite fictitious. 

One could adduce instructive examples from the psycho- 
logy of everyday life which reveal this interaction between 
psychic reactions to the outside world and vital losses of 
inner tension. If wc consider healthy persons who have 
lived for a long time in forced seclusion, servitude, or in 
prison, we find that some of them arc afterwards unable 
to find their proper place in a normal environment. It 
is said occasionally that they arc “ broken ” in spirit. 
That is a sentimental expression, but it signifies something 
which is quite correct. The process, in fact, has a 
reactive origin, as a purposeful adaptation to an im- 
poverished and oppressive situation, as a loss of “ starch ” 
in the personality, as a diminution of will and energy, as. 
a limitation of interests and needs. One would expect 
that the personality, when relieved of the outer pressure, 
would spring back to its former position ; but in some 
cases it fails to do so. Instead the patient finally exhibits 
a loss of vitality, a certain desolation and indolence which 
causes him to shrink in discontent from formerly valued 
activities. Similar pictures may be observed in persons 
who, without suffering from a serious physical illness, 
have been in receipt of a pension for many years which 
has spared them the struggle for life. When they lose this 
pension they are not only unwilling to work but some- 
times lose the very ability to work: they have lost vital 
potentialities of activity which are never re-established. 

A similar meaning attaches to popular phrases such as 
“ to become soured,” or “ philistine.” Dullness acquired 
in the long course of monotonous, unstimulating work, or 
by the atmosphere of a small town, occurs first as a 
reactive adaptation to the environment, which leads finally, 
through the co-operation of constitutional inner factors, to 
a definite loss of personal elan, which Mbbius termed 
“ physiological imbecility.” Mobius believed that these 
phenomena only occurred in women, and in these soon 
after the termination of puberty. But, of course, the con- 
dition can be observed just as frequently in men if they 
arc at all disposed towards it. Neither is the endocrine 
chemical process alone to blame, nor solely the “ stalcncss ” 
of professional life. Actually both arc closely connected 
causally, and both together ultimately produce a changed 
attitude of the lota! personality, which then becomes 
unable to respond properly even to a change of environ- 
ment, however stimulating. In other words, it has become 
unresponsive to psychotherapy. 

What is Personality? 

What wc call a man's ‘'personality” is merely a 
fictitious scheme which we can compare with what Schilder 
t dealing with the physical aspect) has termed “ body 
schema." It is a schematic picture of the position, con- 
tours, and functional potentialities of its bodily parts which 
the ego necessarily visualizes, and which need by no means 
tally with the material facts and the neurological findings. 
Pain is felt and localized in the amputated limb just as 
if it still existed. In the same sense wc can speak of 
the psychic side of a “ personality schema. ’ 

The personality is not a real, tangible structure of 
con.siant properties, but a schematic abstraction of certain 
typical responsive tendencies, of a group of typical 
attitudes, trends, and vita! aims which a person has 
hitherto generally exhibited and which one would c.xpcct 


him to exhibit in the. future. Both the environment ami 
the person himself contribute to this abstraction. ' 

The fiction of a structural fi.xcd personality has a 
certain real basis — namely, the hereditary disposition or 
psychophysical constitution and the manner in which it 
usually responds to fairly constant environmental con- 
ditions, The constancy of both factors, coastitution and 
environment, is responsible for the approximate corre- 
spondence between the schema of the personality and 
reality. But if, for example, environmental conditions 
change, they can produce reactive potentialities hitherto 
unrealized in the character picture, and thus give rise, to 
novel transient or permanent character trails. Wc have 
only to recall the enormous increase of hysterica! reactions 
in the hospitals during the war, hysterical traits which for 
the most part would never have declared themselves in an 
ordinary environment. Conversely, we arc reminded of 
the examples of great spiritual strength which is only 
evoked by danger or idealistic devotion in persons who 
are ordinarily shy and timid. One cannot say that the 
one quality is genuine, the other only fictitious. Both arc 
constitutional reactive potentialities in one and the same 
person. They only become character traits, however, 
when they are evoked and maintained by appropriate 
environmental sfimuli. 

But in order to maintain the fiction of a static picture 
of the personality the environmental factor and the 
constitutional factor must both remain constant. Docs not 
the conception of hereditary disposition and constitution 
already imply this constancy? What is constant is the 
germinal disposition, in so far as it includes potentially 
all behaviour patterns realized in the course of a human 
life. But they arc realized according to the special laws of 
organism, and not simultaneously and not ail permanently. 
Consider an alarm clock which is set to go off at a certain 
time ; this is a typical example of potential energy which 
is present from the outset but is only realized for a moment. 
The same applies to many factors of the germ plasm. 
The hereditary constitution of a person may, for instance, 
be so set that at IS years an attack of schizophrenia, or 
at 48 a bout of depression, is released. Hence germinal 
constancy is not the same as vital constancy. This is true 
not only of pathological hereditary factors but also of the 
ordinary so-called qualities of character. One cannot s-iy 
that this man is energetic ; we do not know whether he 
will be so to-morrow. This depend.s neither on illness nor 
on old age. In some people the fluid energy oozes away 
in the ordinary course of events, never to return, Tli: 
careful observer will frequently be able to detect parallel 
constitutional fluctuations; changes of weight, of hair- 
growth, of skin elasticity, of potency. 

The imperceptible developmental disorders and losses of 
vitality are, as soon as one begins lo pay attention to them, 
of fundamental significance in relation to the origin o! 
many neuroses and to the entire field of psychotherapy. 
So far, then, wc can say that the personality schema is con- 
sistent, whereas the constitution is more fluid. In other 
words, the notion which the afflicted person has of him- 
self. of his aims in life, and of his potential activities 
remains as it was in rc.spcci to the demands made on him 
by his environment. But the constitutional basis of th's 
fictitious ego has slid from under his feet, unknown m 
himself. He now goes on attempting to respond accord- 
ing to his personality as it was hitherto— that is, withm 
the schema of his formerly typical forms of adapi.'ilion m 
the outside world. At this .stage a discrepancy arhes 
between the real and the fictitious personality, togethe' 
svith a maladjustment to the outside world, which fnvo’. s 
the genesis of neuroses. Here arc a fesv clinical examp - ■ 
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Conflict between Real and Fictitious Personality 

A woman now 38 years of age wandered from one sana- 
torium to another, a severe case of hysteria with frequent fits, 
astasia, and a craving for operation. Formerly she had done 
social work, and had then gradually given up. Experiential 
comple.xes or outside difficulties cannot be considered as causal. 
On the other hand, the following was ascertained. Coincident 
with the onset of her hysteria she lost 23 Ib. in weight. 
Judging by earlier photos, her habitus had' changed from 
puffy and pasty to being markedly asthenic. Her hair became 
prematurely grey. The autonomic nervous system was found 
to be highly labile, her pulse feeble, and her muscles slack. 
Had the endogenous change in this woman taken the form of a 
massive bodily disease she would probably not have develop^ 
hysteria, just as the severely wounded soldiers seldom did in 
the war. The neurosis therefore has the purpose of revealing a 
genuine, and in this case grave, vital loss of tonus in body and 
psyche. But it is a loss of vitality which owing to its gradual, 
insidious nature is unable to fulfil the function which every 
acute disease immediately fulfils — namely, to act as a signal 
for the readaptation of the aims of personality in relation to 
oneself and one's environment. 

Our therapeutic task, in this case is essentially different 
from that which one is accustomed to consider as usual 
in hysteria. First, crude measures, such as simple dis- 
ciplinarj' measures and forcefulness, are contraindicated. 
Attempts of this nature, which do not take into considera- 
tion the variation of the constitutional basis, would only 
tend to deepen the gap between the patient's will and her 
ability instead of bridging it. Experiential psycho- 
analysis would also fail, because here the difficulties are 
not experiential but biological. The treatment should 
aim at a reconstruction of the personality schema, which 
is no longer adapted to the new biological situation, and 
at finding the capacity for performance which is still 
compatible with the changed constitutional level. 

Similar cases, incidentally, can occasionally be observed 
in women in professional life during and after the 
climacteric — for example, a partially genuine and serious 
loss of vital tonus of endocrine origin which takes the 
form of hysteria because it does not present a big enough 
front to the outside world. Here is another example ; 

A ao-year-old teacher was admitted for treatment with 
litigation mania and hysterical hypochondria. He had been 
waging a fierce struggle with the authorities and the villagers, 
who were alleged to be undermining his health and honour and 
conspiring against his life. Formerly he was p. valued teacher 
and an energetic Organizer who helped with youth movements 
and showed himself well able to battle with the world. The 
time when these normal conflicts became morbid and de- 
lusional coincided with a gradual change of his bodily constitu- 
tion — namely, a considerable increase in weight with endo- 
crine distribution of fat. His condition was greatly improved 
by endocrine and dietetic treatment combined with psycho- 
therapy. For more than a year now he has again exercised 
his profession without disturbance. 

Cases Of this nature serve to illustrate most dearly the 
intimate interrelations between endogenous and psyebo- 
rcactivc factors in the personality. The schema of the 
combative organizing personality, which was well adapted 
to the original constitution, remains unchanged, whilst the 
serious constitutional endocrine-determined loss of vilality 
progressively saps more and more of its foundations. 
The patient still believes himself to be his former robust 
self, which he has long ceased to be. Owing to this dis- 
crepancy the healthy fighting man develops into the over- 
excited qucrulcm. 

Biological Fluctuations 

Many of these biological fluctuations defy delcclion in 
the life of average persons because their mechanical 


routine work discloses little of their actual personality. On 
the other hand, one is surprised by the frequency and force 
of these inner changes of vitality in mentally productive 
individuals, since in their case every activity is borne by 
the full force of the personality and rises and falls with it. 
Thus the change from productive to unproductive periods 
produces a sort of “ life curve ” which can assume various 
forms, whether approximating to the undulant “ circular 
type,” as for instance with Goethe, or taking the schizo- 
phrenia-like form, as with Holderlin and Uhland, in which 
a tense mental productivity in puberty is followed by a 
breakdown, or at least by a certain dryness and dullness. 
All this can well remain within the framework of bio- 
logical variation, and need by no means assume the 
intensity of a psychosis. We can observe in many poets 
and research workers how some potentialities are only 
realized in certain, maybe very brief, phases of life re- 
maining purely potential at all other times — inhibited for 
decades and then bursting forth all of a sudden ; or early 
elation may be followed by utter exhaustion or, after a 
number of dry monotonous years, revived and pulsating 
periodically right up to old age. This can only be com- 
prehended in terms of the fluctuations in the deep bio- 
logical background of the constitution, which bears all 
outward developments of the personality in its wake and 
itself is changed. 

- Thus it can be shown how in the seemingly stabilized 
zenith of life in full swing, the personality can be affected 
in the absence of true disease or psychosis, fay imperceptible 
shifts of its endogenous foundations, sometimes by favour- 
able clarification, but sometimes by severe loss of sub- 
stance. Every shift within what we have described as 
the constitutional radical of the personality — as, for 
instance, coloration of mood, impulse, stimulation, inertia 
— forces even the healthy person to a fundamental revision 
of his personality schema. When this is not possible on 
internal and external grounds, then there is always a 
possibility of psychogenic complications and of abortive 
attempts at pseudo-adaptation. Here, where_ihe constitu- 
tion changes and the environment remains constant, the 
danger of neurosis is just as great as in the far more 
obt'ious cases in which much altered environment acts 
on a constitution that has remained constant, as, for 
instance, in wars and catastrophes. In both cases the 
effect is the same — namely, the disturbance of adaptation 
between a constitution and its surroundings. 

Critical Periods 

What we have just described occurs most markedly and 
clearly in those phases of life at which every individual 
has his critical constitutional turning points ; hence, above 
all, in puberty and during involution. Persons of 
thoroughly healthy constitution usually pass through these 
critical periods comparatively smoothly. In pubertv, for 
instance, the psychic changes at the inslmctivc level 
harmonize with the process of physical maturation: the 
detachment from the parents : the gradual fusion of the 
individual components of the sexual imjiulse, its control 
and inhibition. On the basis of this instinctual meta- 
morphosis the entire personality schema, with its per- 
formance, aims, ideals, and the demands of the environ-' 
ment, undergoes a parallel and harmonious reconstruction. 

Every constitutional disturbance in the course of bodily 
maturation reveals to the careful critical ’observer corre- 
^onding irregularities in the instinctual metamorphosis.' 
^e individual psychosomatic signs of puberty become 
‘ asx-nchronized,” no longer combine properly. This in 
turn results in discrepancies between the raditals and the 
personality schema, which manifest themselves as ambi- 
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vaicnl aliitudcs of ihc youth towards the most important 
aims of life and the demands of the environment; again, 
a lack of balance within the personality and the environ- 
ment. It is for that reason that disturbed and retarded 
pubescence gives rise to a number of neuroses in the 
post-pubertal period, especially between the ages of 20 
and 30. J have dwelt on this on a previous occasion. 

Conclusions 

What bearing has this clinical approach on psycho- 
therapy? The change is just as far-reaching ns was that 
from the suggestive to the analytical method of treatment. 
At that time it was discovered that the suggestive removal 
of the neurotic phenomenon was merely a cure on the 
surface, because hidden behind the neurotic .symptoms 
were emotionally toned experiences which had to be 
tackled therapeutically. The physician turned from the 
symptom to the experience. To-day we turn from experi- 
ence to the personality. Without underrating the part 
played by certain powerful individual experiences, and, 
above all, the therapeutic value of an undogmatic experi- 
ential analysis, I and my collaborators have come more 
and more to regard individual experiences, both infantile 
and current, as only providing characteristic evidence, as 
though they were milestones marking the personality's 
path of development. 

To-day we have come to recognize as essential the total 
structure of the personality and its relation to its sur- 
roundings in loto. Psychogenic tangles occur in the first 
place when the personality becomes disunited within itself 
or in relation to its environment — in other words, when 
the constitution and the personality schema, or the 
personality and the demands of the outside world, arc 
in confiict. Thus the complicated psychological pheno- 
mena of neurosis arc ultimately referred back to the clear 
clinical basis of our established fundamental concepts of 
natural science, to instinct and constitutional radical, to 
the problem of the struggle for life and adjustment to 
the environment. 

The function of the physician in dealing with a patient 
suffering from a psychogenic disorder is therefore to study 
carefully his present-day constitutional make-up and 
personality structure in relation to all the significant con- 
ditions of his milieu, and to bring them to the conscious- 
ness of the patient sympathetically and truthfully. From 
the existing material, however rich or poor it may be, 
an in itself intelligible and genuine picture of Ihc 
personality will have to be constructed and brought into 
a tolerable relation with Ihc environment, which itself 
may require to be ameliorated by active interference on 
the part of the physician. Thus the biological adjust- 
ment — in other words, a new and tenable attitude to the 
struggle of life— is brought into being. 

This biological approach can equally legitimately be 
made to apply to the psychic field. Only thus .docs the 
personality in itself acquire ethical value, and only through 
the elimination of sterile inner friction docs it attain its 
highest efficiency in the service of the community.

THE CHEMICAL DIAGNOSIS OF EAUIY 
PREGNANCY 

A METHOD BASED UPON THE DETEaiON OP 
OESTRIOL IN THE URINE

In a recent article in this Journal Crew (1936), when dis- 
cussing laboratory tests for the early diagnosis of preg- 
nancy, briefly indicated the need for a chemical test, and 
in mentioning some of the attempts that have been made 
to devise such a test commented upon their failure to 
provide trustworthy results. Two types of chemical reac- 
tion were specifically cited; (1) the histidine reaction, firs! 
introduced as a possible means of pregnancy diagnosis by 
Vogc (1929) ; and (2) the Visschcr and Bowman reaction 
(1933-4), the basis of which is somewhat obscure. The 
method of Schmulovilz and Wylie (193.‘>) falls into a 
slightly different category from the above tests, because 
it is alleged to be based upon the chemical detection 
of the oestrogenic hormones which arc known to be 
excreted in greatly increased amounts in pregnancy. It 
requires a great deal more urine than the other tests and 
a more complicated technique, but ns it appeared to be 
developed from a sounder basis it was given a short trial 
in this laboratory. The method was abandoned, however, 
when it was found that the colours produced were not 
specific for the ocstrin compounds, and, indeed, were far 
more intense than could possibly result from the hormone 
content 6f the extracts from which the colours were 
developed. 

The New Mclliod of Diagnosis 

The method about to be described makes use of a 
similar basis to that which was theoretically adopted by 
Schmulovilz and Wylie. It is concerned, however, only 
with the oestriol content of the urine, tltc ocstriol having 
been shown by Cohen and Marrian (1934) to be tlic pre- 
dominating oestrogenic hormone in pregnancy urine, and 
present to the extent of five to ten times the amount of 
the associated ocstronc. It utilizes, moreover, a more 
specific reaction for this hormone— namely, llic Kober 
phcnolsulphonic colour reaction, which has been so 
successfully developed by Marrian and his colleagues 
(1936) for the purpose of the rapid estimation of the 
ocstrin compounds in late pregnancy urine, and also as 
a guide to their isolation of ocstriol giyctironidc from 
the same urine. 

Having had considerable experience in the use of lliis 
reaction upon extracts from late pregnancy urines, 1 have 
attempted to adapt it to early pregnancy, where the amount 
of available oestriol was of course very much less and 
the proportion of interfering substances correspondingly 
greater. As Marrian has shown, the ocstriol of pregnancy 
urine is present in the form of a compound with glycis- 
ronic acid, and before the active hormone can be isolated 
the conjugated form has to be broken down by drastic 
acid hydrolysis. This preliminary hydrolysis has ilic 
effect of markedly increasing the pigmentation of the 
urine, and certain dark products cannot be wholly 
eliminated in the -course of working up the extracts for 
the oestriol reaction. In the fin:il stage they give a 
darkish-brown coloration to the Kober rciigient, sshitli 
in early pregnancy urines completely masks ilie character- 
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istic pale red due to the presence of minute quantities of 
oestriol. Failure to effect .sufficient purification of the 
extracts of these acid-hydrolysed urines by any simple 
means led to the examination of other methods of accom- 
plishing the breakdown of the glycuronide that would 
not at the same time introduce such complications as 
those referred to. Marriah in his work on the hydrolysis 
of the oestrin compounds showed that the release of the 
active hormone could also be accomplished by incubation 
of. the urine for fourteen days, thus producing a high 
degree of putrefaction. As only a relatively slight in- 
crease in pigmentation accompanied this putrefactive pro- 
cess it was decided to find out whether the breakdown 
could be brought about rapidly' by utilizing heavy inocula- 
tion of the urine with B. coli and limiting the incubation 
period to sixteen hours (or overnight). At first urines 
containing a great deal of oestrin were examined — 
namely, those from the later stages of pregnancy — and 
it was found that the amount of oestriol as ascertained 
by colorimetric means in extracts from such urine treated 
bacteriologically was fairly comparable with that in parallel 
extracts obtained after initial treatment by the Marrian 
technique of acid hydrolysis. 

Two samples were then compared in strictly quantitative 
manner with regard to the oestriol fraction only, adopting 
the method of Cohen and Marrian for "application to 
both acid-hydrolysed and bacteriologically treated por- 
tions. The results were as follows;

Though these results showed the bacterial hydrolysis 
to be rather less efficient than the acid hydrolysis, the 
final extracts from which the colour reaction was de- 
veloped were entirely colourless in the .case of the former 
procedure, whereas in the other they were a slight 
brownish yellow, such pigment interfering with the colour 
tone of the pure oestriol reaction. From the point of 
view of colorimetric estimation the extracts from the 
urine treated by bacteria were therefore much more satis- 
factory. It was obvious that the amount of splitting by 
the bacterial hydrolysis was sufficient to warrant its trial 
in the detection of oestriol in the urine in the earliest 
stages of pregnancy. 


From the beginning the results were distinctly en- 
couraging, even on such relatively small quantities as 
50 c.cm. of urine, and only occasionally was difficulty 
encountered in the preparation of satisfactory extracts. 
Originally the urine after incubation was acidified to 
Congo-red, then treated with 20 grammes of ammonium 
sulphate, preparatory to the ether extraction of the 
hormone. Later it was found that the final extracts were 
uniformly better if both acidification and ammonium 
sulphate were dispensed with and direct extraction was 
made with ether. Even then, however, there was occa- 
sion.alIy a trace of contaminating pigment capable of 
yielding a brownish yellow in the oestriol colour reaction 
and this was eventually eliminated fay a preliminary treat- 
ment of the urine with sodium bisulphite, which reduced 
the original pigment of the urine by about 50 per cent 
and led ultimately to the production of a final e.xiracf, 
which contained practically no interfering substance in the 
last .stage of the test. The detailed technique as finally 
.idoplcd IS described below. ^ 


Technique 

Urine Sample . — The requirement of the test is a sample 
of at least 50 c.cm. of early morning concentrated urine, 
collected into a vessel chemically clean in the sense of 
being entirely free from all substances svhich might be 
inhibitory to bacterial action. It is also advisable that 
the patient should not have had any -drugs for a few 
days before the collection, for these often increase the 
pigmentation of the urine, and may also adversely affect 
the preliminary bacterial hydrolysis. 

Preliminary Treatnient . — ^The urine is tested for high 
acidity by treating a few drops with methyl-red, and if 
acid to this indicator is adjusted with addition of alkali 
until it no longer shows a pink colour. A 50 c.cm, 
sample is then heavily inoculated with B. coli and in- 
cubated overnight. To the urine after incubation, whilst 
it is still warm, is added appro.ximately OA gramme of 
sodium bisulphite. The specimen is shaken until the solid 
has completely dissolved and then allowed to stand for 
fifteen minutes. 


Extraction . — ^The partially decolorized urine is trans- 
ferred to a separatory funnel of about 150 c.cm, capacity 
and extracted with two lots of 40 c.cm, of ether. Occa- 
sionally some emulsification occurs, but this may be 
rapidly' resolved by centrifugation. The combineH ether 
extracts are washed with a little water, and. then well 
shaken with a 30 c.cm. portion of 10 per cent, sodium 
carbonate. The alkali layer having been discarded, this 
washing process is repeated until the carbonate layer is 
completely colourless. The ethereal solution is then 
again washed with distilled water, and when the water 
layer has been drawn off the ether layer is further extracted 
with two lots of 40 c.cm. of N/10 sodium hydroxide. 
After separation and rejection of the upper ethereal solu- 
tion the combined alkali portions containing the oestriol 
are treated with 25 per cent, sulphuric acid drop by drop 
until acid to Congo-red paper. This acidified aqueous 
solution is then extracted with two portions of 40 c.cm, 
of pure “ analytical ” ether, after which the ether layers 
are combined and washed with a little water. The ether 
extract is given another washing with 10 per cent, sodium-- 
carbonate, and after the rejection of the alkali the remain- 
ing ether is freed from all trace of the alkaline carbonate 
by two more washings with distilled water. The final 
clear, colourless ether solution is next transferred in two 
portions to a 50 c.cm. transparent silica flask and the 
solvent completely evaporated by immersing the flask in 
a large beaker of water previously heated to 70' C. ; 
the last traces of moisture are then removed in \acuo by 
direct application of suction to the flask. The dry residue 
is now ready for the development of the colour reaction, 
using the phenolsulphonic reagent, ’ 


The Reagent.— -Vae reagent used is that recommended 
by Cohen and Marrian, and consists of 3.6 parts of pure 
phenol with 5.6 parts of pure concentrated sulphuric acid. 
Small quantities only are prepared at a time ; 9 c.cm. of 
phenol, hqmfied fay heating, to which are added 14 cem ' 
of sulphunc acid with sufficient external cooMw’ to the 
conlamer to prevent undue rise of temperature, makes a 
convenient amount, ft can then be stored in a 25 c cm 
all-glass burette, fitted with a ground-glass stopper so as' 
to e.xclude moisture from the reagent. Considerable care 
must be taken with the reagent, which is verv hygroscopic 
and becomes inactive when it takes up water'. In measur- 
ing out, therefore, it is important first to discard a vTum- 
cqual to that ponion m the tip of the burette below th* 
stopcock, so that only completely protected reagent is used' 
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for the reaction. Moreover, it is advisable only to use 
a reagent which is less than one week old. 

Colour Reaction . — To the flask containing the dry 
residue 1 c.cm. of reagent is added from the burette, and 
the flask then immersed in a large water-bath previously 
heated to about 70° C. By frequently rotating the flask 
the whole of the residue distributed round the sides is 
brought into the reagent, and the temperature of the bath 
is rapidly raised to boiling point, and kept there for a 
period of exactly ten minutes. During the boiling period it 
is again advisable from time to time to rotate the reagent 
round the sides of the flask. The reagent at this stage 
has assumed a yellowish colour, and it is now cooled 
by holding the flask under a stream of tap-water. While 
this cooling process is going on 1 c.cm. of 5 per cent, 
sulphuric acid is slowly added, the contents of the flask 
being kept moving in order to bring the s'omewhat syrupy 
reagent into a homogeneous solution with the dilute acid. 
The product, which is still yellowish, is then reheated in 
the boiling-water bath for a period of two and a half 
minutes. A positive reaction is obtained when the original 
colour gradually changes over to pink or red ; a negative 
when this change is entirely absent. 


Results 

Altogether sixty-five cases have been tested by this 
method, not including any of those which svere examined 
in the course of the preliminary work leading up to the 
adoption of the above technique. In all cases the urines 
were those submitted for pregnancy diagnosis, so that in 
no instance was pregnancy established beforehand by 
clinical examination. The first sixty-three cases have 
been divided into three groups, and the results arc 
recorded in relation to the time elapsing since the first 
missed period, where that information is available.

Since completing the above series two cn.scs became 
available which gave positive Friedman reactions at a 
stage when the period was only one week overdue. These 
were submitted to the chemical test, and one gave a weak 
but easily rccogni?ablc reaction, while the other gave a 
much stronger positive, comparable to that usually 
obtained in Group I (/?). 


In the whole series there is only one error arising from 
the application of the chemical test to early pregnancy 
diagnosis, so that its accuracy can be said to approach 
that of the Aschheim-Zondek and Friedman tests. Two 
cases of doubtful positivity, however, would have required 
repetition one week later, while, on the other hand, one 
Friedman test had to be repeated because it gave a' very 
doubtful reaction when the colour test showed a definite 
positive. The second biological test on a further sample 
obtained five days later confirmed the accuracy of the 
chemical diagnosis. 

Most of the other tests that have been suggested as a 
means of pregnancy diagnosis have had the merit of 
simplicity without that of reliability. With this tc.si the 
reverse holds, and it leaves something to be desired by 
way of simplification. However, investigation has shown 
that none of the steps can be sacrificed without impairing 
the general eflici'cncy of the proccs.s ; the only .saving 
that might- reasonably be resorted to would be to cut 
down to a single extraction, using about twice the volume 
of the extracting medium, those processes where two 
extractions have been adopted as the standard practice. 
If consideration, therefore, be made only of the lime and 
labour involved in a single lest, then it becomes doubtful 
whether such technique could find general application to 
pregnancy diagnosis. However, where larger numbers are 
concerned and measures arc taken to carry out five or 
six tests simultaneously, the method warrants more serious 
consideration as a practical alternative to the biological 
methods. To carry out such simultaneous extractions all 
that is necessary is the construction of a mechanical 
shaker to hold a number of separatory funnels. 

Advantages and Disadvantages of flic Method 

At this stage one may conveniently summarize the 
advantages and disadvantages of the chemical method as 
compared with the biological tests. In favour of the 
former it can be pointed out that it enables a result to 
be obtained in twenty-four hours, whereas the most rapid 
of the biological tests usually takes forty-eight hours. It 
dispenses with animals, the upkeep of which is expensive 
and which arc subject to marked individual variation in 
sensitivity to hormone injection. Moreover, it can make 
use of specimens that have undergone some degree of 
putrefaction and have become toxic to test animals. 

Its disadvantagc.s arc; first, the more laborious tech- 
nique, and, secondly, that the reactions arc rather weak 
at the stage when the period is only two weeks overdue. 
There is also the possibility that the chemical test may 
be, in general, a few days behind the Friedman test in 
providing positive results in the very earliest stages of 
pregnancy. TTiis point, however, has not as yet been 
suflicicntly investigated. 

Even though, owing to its more tedious procedure, the 
method might not be adopted as a routine in pregnane) 
diagnosis, the very fact that it provides a much readier 
route to the approximate determination of excess of the 
preponderating oestrogenic hormone than that by wa) 
of biological assay would seem to assure to it (or perhaps 
some slight modification adapted to larger quantities of 
urine) a role of some practical importance in the fte.( 
of endocrinology. 

Summary 

L A biochemical test for the diagnosis of early pregnane,, 
is described which is based upon bacterial splitting oS 
oe.strioI glycuronide and the subsequent development o- 
the oesiriol colour reaction with phenolsulphonic acid- 
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2. Urines from sixty-five cases in which pregnancy 
diagnosis was required have been examined by the test. 
In all except one case the result was in agreement with 
that of the Friedman reaction. , The advantages and dis- 
advantages of the test as compared with the biological 
tests are briefly discussed.

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ATHLETIC INJURIES OF THE KNEE-JOINT, 
EXCLUDING CARTILAGE INJURIES* 

fir 
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Often the injury is due to a combination of two or 
more of the above. 

Before considering in detail each variety of injury let 
me here stress the importance of giving the patient special 
instructions as to graduated remedial exercises and simple 
remedies which he can carry out himself. The patient is 
warned that at all costs he must avoid undue wasting of 
the quadriceps muscles and a stiff knee. A scale . of 
graduated exercises starting with those avoiding weight-, 
bearing includes: 

1. Twitching and contracting the quadriceps muscles for iwc 
minutes every hour while lying on a couch. 

2. With the legs dangling over the edge of a couch so that 
the knees are bent, aitcmaiely extending and flexing each knee. 
This exercise is carried out twice daib’, starting with^twenty 
complete mosements, increasing by five movements each time. , 

3. Raising the extended leg by flexing the hip while lying 
flat ; abducting the thigh-at the hip and then adducting it. This 
exercise is designed to bring into action every muscle of the 
thigh and buttock. 

4. Bicycling. 

With each exercise the patient should be made to relax 
completely before starting the movement again, as it is 
the active contraction of the muscle from its completely 
relaxed state which is so important. As the patient im- 
proves and synovitis disappears graduated weight-bearing 
e.xercises can be started — such as;

Of all athletic injuries those of the knee-joint are the 
most common. They often lead to prolonged unneces- 
sary incapacity’ and absence from sport, especially if no 
definite programme of treatment is mapped out from the 
start. The athlete is usually a sane and sensible person 
as regards carrying out the treatment of his injuries, pro- 
vided that the diagnosis, the difficulties of a quick recovery, 
and an active course of treatment in which his full co- 
operation is necessary' are fully explained to him. Athletic 
injuries to this joint, as in all other injuries, may be due 
to ; (a) direct violence, or (b) indirect violence. 

Direct violence, such as a fall on the knee, a knock, 
or a kick, may cause any of the following; 

1. A traumatic synovitis. 

2. Contusion of the quadriceps muscles or their expansions. 
In these cases a synovitis of the knee may follow in a few days, 
either from seeping of blood serum into the joint or irritation 
of the capsule and synovial membrane by the products of 
bruising. Ellorts are naturally made to prevent this synovitis, 
but the patient is warned of its possible occurrence. 

3. A prepatellar bursitis or bruising of the infrapatellar pad 
of fat. 

4. Fracture of the patella or head of the fibula. 


Therefore in cases in which there is tenderness in relation 
to a bone a radiograph should be taken immediately'. 

There are four main types of indirect violence: 

1 . Flexion, usually producing a synovitis. 

2. Rotation, which in a mild degree produces a sxnoviiis 

but it sc\ ere causes cartilage injuries. ' ’ 

3. Lateral wrenches, in which the lateral ligaments are 
insoUed. 


4. Extension, in which the anterior cruciate ligament infra- 
patcllar fat and alar folds, as well as the posterior capsular 
sirucuircs. including the popliteus tendon, may be damaged

5. Holding the back of a chair ; heel raising and knee 
bending and straightening, 

6. Skipping. 

Simple home remedies include; ^ 

1. Sponging the knee alternately with hot and cold water, 
thirty seconds of each for five minutes. 

2. Massaging the muscles above the joint with olive or 
castor oil, 

3. The application at night of Scott's dressing, antiphlogistine, 
or lead and opium. 

Let us now consider the various injuries in detail. 

Internal Lateral Ligament Strains 

The importance of having a clear- outlook on these 
injuries cannot be emphasized too strongly, as they are 
one of the commonest causes of chronic knee complaints. 
The injury is caused by an abduction wrench such as 
takes place in turning while ski-ing, and is so common 
in Switzerland that it is vulgarly known as the ‘"Swiss 
kiss.” Sometimes rotation occurs -in the injury, and an 
injury to the internal semilunar cartilage complicates the. 
condition. This complication one might expect in mining 
injuries, but it is my experience that in athletic injuries 
it is uncommon for internal lateral ligament strains to be. 
associated with cartilage injuries. In those cases though, 
in which the maximum tenderness is at the middle of the 
ligament, at or near the point of attachment of the 
internal cartilage, to the deep surface of the ligament, and 
in which there is limitation of full extension from the 
start, damage to the cartilage should be considered as' a 
likely complication of the strain. 

Usually, however, there is marked tenderness at either 
its upper or lower attachment— the upper is more common 
—and external rotation is limited and painful. Sometimes 
a small flake of bone is separated from the attachment 
of the ligament to the internal femoral condyle It is 
mportant, therefore, to radiograph all cases' at once. 
The essential point to be sure of is whether extension 
15 limited or not. In the early stages of an uncomplicated 
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internal lateral ligament strain we find that extension is 
not limited. In untreated cases, and in those in which 
no effort is made to prevent limitation of extension, it will 
be found that after a week the last five degrees of exten- 
sion becomes limited and painful. This is due to the 
fact that injured ligaments always tend to shorten— a 
pathological principle which at present is apparently not 
properly understood. Otherwise so many of these cases 
would not be treated by supporting the ligament in its 
relaxed position— that is to say, in the case of the internal 
lateral ligament, supporting the knee in a slightly flexed 
position. The strong flexor group of muscles, already 
tending to flex the knee, have thus an added mechanical 
advantage, and fix the joint by spasm. If this position 
Is maintained for long, secondary contracture of the liga- 
^ menl takes place, due to the formation of granulation 
tissue in and around it, especially between the ligament 
and the joint at the back. 

For the sake of treatment and prognosis I shall classify 
these strains in three degrees — mild, moderate, and severe. 
As a general working rule, even with intensive and 
properly directed treatment, mild degrees will take at least 
six days to recover completely, so that the patient is able 
to carry out full exercises. Moderate degrees take six 
weeks and severe degrees six months. 

Treatment of Mild Degrees 

Heat and massage over the ligament and surrounding 
muscles are started at once. A tendency will be found 
for the products of bruising to spread down the ligament 
and around the muscles at the back of the joint. The 
quadriceps are stimulated by graduated faradic contrac- 
tions for twenty minutes daily from the beginning, and 
the constant extension of the knee by these contractions 
helps to prevent the tendency towards slight flexion • of 
the joint. Gentle daily manipulative movements con- 
centrating on the involuntary joint movements, such as 
moving the patella from side to side, the tibia forwards on 
the femur, and rotatory movements within the limits of 
movement without pain, while tension and countertension 
are applied, are of great value in that they overcome the 
spasm of the muscles strapping the inner side of the knee. 
In addition anodal galvanism or diathermy can be given. 

Treatment of Moderate and Severe Cases 

Skiagrams may reveal a small flake of bone detached 
from the surface of the internal condyle, or rupture of 
the ligament may be suspected by undue lateral mobility 
of the joint. The knee should be placed in a plaster-of- 
Paris cast in full extension for a period varying from 
three days to three weeks according to the degree of 
injury. A pad of felt is first placed over the length of 
the internal femoral condyle and the ligament. The cast 
consists of a back plaster holding the knee in the fully 
extended position and maintained by two plaster ban- 
dages, one above and one below the knee. A third bandage 
is wound round the knee in a figure-of-eight so as to 
exert lateral pressure over the pad of felt and the internal 
lateral ligament. Care is taken to leave the patella free, 
so that this can be moved from side to side and up and 
down daily. There is ample space above the top of the 
plaster in which to stimulate the quadriceps by faradism 
daily. Unless there is a rupture of the ligament or separa- 
tion of the flake of bone weight-bearing is allowed and 
the patient encouraged to contract the quadriceps volun- 
tarily, In this way traumatic effusion is massaged away 
from the ligament by the firm pressure pad, the tone of 
the quadriceps is helped, and full extension is maintained.

Wfficn the plaster is removed, and for a varying period 
afterwards, flexion of the knee may be markedly limited 
and painful, but this will gradually return with remedi d 
exercises, faradic contractions, massacc, and gentle 
manipulative movements. No forced movements should 
ever be attempted, and a manipulation under an .anaes- 
thetic is only justifiable as: (o) a diagnostic procedure 
to rule out an associated misplaced cartilage ; and 
(h) in cases of several months' standing, in which all 
tenderness has disappeared from over' the ligament and 
it is felt that any limitation of joint movement is due 
to formation of adhesions. Early forcible manipulation 
in these cases will often only give rise to disappointment 
and aggravation of the condition. As soon as walking 
is allowed the tread and heel of the shoe should be 
raised a quarter of an inch on the inside to prevent strain 
on the ligament. 

Patients with a moderate degree of sprain treated for a 
short period in plaster have returned to football two 
weeks after the injury. Comparison with untreated eases 
and With those treated by other methods show their 
tccovcry period to be about one-quarter as long, Scserc 
strains complicated by separation of a flake of bone or 
rupture of the ligament do take a long time, bid recovery 
is helped by periodic courses of diathermy and faradism. 
Massage is not given in these cases over the ligament 
or condyle. 

Externa! Lateral Ligament Strains 

These arc often associated with sprains of the biceps 
tendon, ilio-tibial band, and external quadriceps expan- 
sions. and frequently are due to direct injury. Swelling 
appears on the outer side of the knee in connexion witli 
the biceps tendon and insertion of the ilio-libial band and 
external quadriceps expansion into the externa! lihiat 
condyle, and is often mistaken for a cystic condition of 
the external semilunar cartilage. 

' Treatment consists of heat, massage, graduated faradic 
contractions, and gentle manipulative movements, to 
which may be added anodal galvanism or diathermy, 
Radiographs should exclude a crack in the head of the 
fibula. 

Bruising of Infrapatellar P.nds of Fat and Alar Folds 

These may be caused by hyperextension or direct 
violence and give rise to swelling and tenderness below 
the patella and on each side of the ligamcnlum patellae. 
There is limitation of full extension and pain on coming 
downstairs. Owing to early wasting of the quadriceps 
often a vicious circle is started, ;is weakness of the criirctis 
and siibcrurcus allows further pinching of these slriicliircs 
by not pulling them from between the joint surfaces in 
full extension. Treatment should consist of deep massage 
over the pads combined with faradic contractions anil 
anodal galvanism or diathermy with the terminals arranged 
in an antero-postcrior direction. 

Often violent hyperextension is associated with strain or 
rupture of the anterior cruciate ligament and the posterior 
capsular struclures, including the poplitcus tendon. It •> 
strained or ruptured cruciate ligament is suspected, a; 
shown by undue forward mobility of the tibia on the 
femur, the knee should be put in plaster for three weeks— 
weight-bearing is not allowed, but during this lime ih-' 
quadriceps arc treated with faradism. if llic stnictiifcs 
at the back of the joint arc strained the treatment shniiM 
be divided between the front and back of the joint, and 
heat, massage, and faradic contractions should he given 
to the gasirocncmii, popliteiis, and hamstring nni'vd.v 
as well. 
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Synovitis 


1. Vastus Internus lasufficiencry. — Pain and a strained feeling 
arc felt on the inner side of the knee. 


I have left synovitis to the end intentionally, as it is 
often a complication of all the preceding conditions ; 
naturally, if present, it should be treated first. 

Aspiration of the joint, especially if the effusion be 
partly haemorrhagic, which it usually is, will give instan- 
taneous relief. Under strict aseptic technique the outer 
side of the suprapatellar pouch is anaesthetized with 
2 c.cm. of 2 per cent, novocain or novuto.x. Through this 
anaesthetized area a small scratch is made with a tenotome 
and a large-bore needle is pushed into the joint and the 
synovial effusion aspirated. There is no risk attached to 
this procedure provided it is carried out under conditions 
of strict asepsis, and it will- prevent granular lumps of 
inspissated blood collecting in the suprapatellar pouch. 
It is these which so often give rise to adhesions and 
chronic capsulitis with marked quadriceps wasting. As 
a result of aspiration and .the use of a local anaesthetic 
there may be slight pain in the joint after about four 
hours, but by the next day this has passed ofi and the 
condition has eased. A slight return of effusion may be 
expected, and as long as this persists weight-bearing should 
be avoided, since the synovial membrane is so sensitive 
and inflamed at this stage that any weight on the joint 
is apt to produce more effusion and swelling. 

- As soon as the joint has been aspirated pressure is 
applied by a firm bandage over lint or wool soaked in 
lead and opium. The ne.xt day treatment consisting of 
heat, massage, faradic contractions, and gentle manipula- 
tive movements is started. If the amount of effusion is 
small and aspiration is not considered necessary ancdal 
galvanism or diathermy may be added. 

The length of time in recovering will vary according to 
the severity of the synovitis— from a few days to a month 
—but even the severest degree of traumatic synovitis should 
have completely cleared up iu this time, provided there 
is no complication such as a lateral ligament strain or 
cartilage injury'. Slow recovery' should arouse suspicion 
of some underlying septic focus, and the patient must be 
carefully examined to exclude this. 


Chronic Knee Strain 


There is a type of strain which appears frequently in 
middle-aged and overweight patients, often following pro- 
longed exercise, such as thirty-six holes of golf or a long 
day's shoQung. Sometimes patients give a history'of an 
old injury to the joint, or the a: rays may show slight 
early osteo-arthritic changes. Synovitis is present, the 
quadriceps are atonic, and the extremes of joint move- 
ments may be limited. 

Treatment consists of heat, massage, graduated muscular 
contractions, and the limitation of active e.xercise until 
movements and muscle tone return to normal. These 
cases usually clear up completely at the time, but often 
tend to relapse and require further treatment some tears 
later. If they are neglected synovial changes occur, the 
muscles waste further, and definite osteo-arthritis of the 
joint sets in. 


Quadriceps Insufficiency 

Tlus condition has long been recognized as a commo 
c.iiisc of recurrent synovitis or of an unstable knee Ver 
often Ibis type of knee is labelled as due to 'a tor 
cartilage, but is no belter after the canilasc has b-- 

condition has not bee 
corrwaed. Quadriceps insufiiciencv should be divided ini 
three types, and each type gives rise' to different symptoms 


2. Crureus and Suberureus Insufficiency. — Symptoms arc 
referred to the infrapatellar pads and alar folds. 

3. Vastus Extemus Insufficiency. — This is often associated 
with a slack ilio-tibiaf band. Pain and instability of the outer 
side of the joint may; lead to the diagnosis of a damaged 
external cartilage. Careful examination will reveal in which 
paruof the quadriceps there is most wasting, and every en- 
deavour must be made to correct the wasting by graduated 
faradic contractions and special exercises. 

Frequently' quadriceps insufficiency is associated with 
limitation of movement. If this be so the joint must first 
be manipulated under full anaesthesia, followed by' daily 
routine treatment. A joint may apparently be free in 
"movement but painful on playing football or running full 
out. This type of joint is often completely cured by a 
forcible manipulation. 

Conclusion 

I will end by stressing the following points; 

1. Severe internal lateral ligament strain takes a long 
time to recover and treatment cannot be forced. 

2. Quadriceps insufficiency may be divided into three 
parts — inner, middle, and external. 

3. Remember that Sir Robert Jones emphasized the 
importance of trying the effect of forcible manipulation^ 
on a knee-joint before labelling it functional or before 
removing a doubtful cartilage injury. 

4. Always give the patient remedial exercises to carry' ' 
out. He then feels that he is taking an active part in his' 
own recovery.

Expulsion of a Placenta Praevia in Advance 
of the Foetus 

A careful search of the literature has elicited only four 
references to the expulsion of a placenta praevia in 
advance of the foetus. On the Continent Maanani (1931), 
Laviano (1932), and Cambon (1935) have each recorded 
a case, while in this country Retch (1924) gave details 
of a case he 'encountered some thirteen years ago. The 
last-mentioned, on arriving at his patient's bedside in 
response to an urgent summons, found the whole placenta 
lying in the bed and the foeti« evidently not yet bom. 
E-xamination showed that the foetus was occupying a 
transverse lie. Though the expulsion of the placenta had 
apparently been preceded by a heavy loss of blood, ^ the 
patient's condition was good enough to permit ofi internal 
version and the pulling down of a lea under anaesthesia. 
She made a satisfactory recovery. 

The placenta- in the case which came under my care, 
and the details of which follow, was noticed, though not 
recognized as such, by me in process of extrusion. and a 
minute or so later was seen and recognized without diffi- 
culty lying m the bed. I was engaged in washing up in 
the mtervenmg moments, and I therefore was not actually 
^ witness of us complete binh : but there was certainlv 
a minima! loss o. blood accompanying the process or 

for that matter, tollowing it. ^ t 
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Case History 

Mrs. S., aged 29, had had oni normal confinement at home 
in 1931, and a second, also normal, .at home in 1934. She 
had booked a midwife for her third confinement, which was 
expected to occur in March, 1937. and had not consulted her 
doctor at .all, as she had been in very good health. In the first 
week of January, 1937, when the pregnancy had reached twenty- 
eight weeks, a sudden profuse haemorrhage oceurred one night, 
waking the patient up and causing her con.sidcmblc alarm. By 
the morning the loss was so small that the patierit, though 
conscious of weakness, did not notify her doctor of 
what had happened. A fortnight later a second and still 
more severe haemorrhage occurred, again during the night. 
This time it was so persistent that the patient, feeling that she 
could not continue to lose so heavily, sent her husband to the 
doctor, asking him to arrange for her immediate transfer by, 
ambulance to hospital. 

When, therefore, the patient arrived at the hospital in the 
early morning in a more or less moribund condition she had 
not been examined by her doctor (by the time he w.as sent for 
vaginal examination was contraindicated by the patient’s con- 
dition and,liis only course was to act as he did) and was too 
near death to stand the careful examination necessary to diag- 
nose placenta praevia per vaginam, apart from the danger of 
aggravating haemorrhage by such a procedure. Abdominal 
examination revealed only a vertex presentation. Attention 
for the lime being was given entirely to the treatment of the 
patient’s grave general condition. The pulse on admission w.as 
almo.st imperceptible and uncountable, the patient semi-con- 
scious, the respirations sighing, and the skin covered with a 
cold sweat. The house-surgeon whilst awaiting my arrival 
gave an intravenous saline with marked improvement in the 
pulse. 

Guided by the lack of any evidence of toxaemia, no oedema, 
only a slight trace of albumin in a catheter specimen of urine, 
and by the nature of the haemorrhage — .sudden, profuse, and 
whilst at rest in bed, in an otherwise healthy woman — on my 
arrival I diagnosed this as a case of placenta pr.acvia. 

The pulse rate now was 160 and the patient obviously in a 
very critical condition from extreme exsanguination. Blood 
was still trickling slowly from the vagina. Occasional but 
definite labour pains were occurring, causing further distress. 
Morphine 1 /6 grain was given hypodermically. Arrangements 
for a blood transfusion were made by the kind co-operation 
of my colleague Dr. V.iughan Facey, and in the meanwhile a 
further intravenous saline was given. 

It was then that during a pain I looked to sec whether there 
was any further loss per vaginam. Actually 1 saw the vagina 
distended by what I took to be a large bag of waters covered 
with blood clot. I washed up ; and on my return to the bed- 
side found the whole placenta lying between the patient’s legs. 
The umbilical cord, as it passed back through the vagina was 
covered by the membranes, while the maternal surface of the 
placenta was exposed. The placenta was evidently the object 
which 1 had seen in process of expulsion, maternal surface 
foremost. Its expulsion was not preceded or followed by any 
increase of haemorrhage. 

The blood transfusion w.as then carried out, and the general 
condition of the patient, who was now able to take hot drinks, 
improved visibly. Two hours after the expulsion of the 
placenta the foetus was born by the vertex easily and without 
further loss of blood. 

The pucrperiuni was complicated by the development 
of a rather extensive thrombophlebitis of the left leg, but in 
due course the patient returned home in good, health.

CLINICAL PATHOLOGY 

CUniail Laboratory Diagnosis. By Samuel A. Levinson 
M.S., M.D., and Robert P. MacFatc. Ch.F., M.S (Pn’ 
877 ; 144 figures, 13,, plates. 45s. net.) London: ll' 
Kimplon. 1937. 


There is no dearth of "bench-books” designed as a 
guide to the examination of morbid material, and any new 
work of this kind, apart from the ephemeral advantage of 
being fully up to date in a constantly expanding subject, 
is likely to depend for success on some new feature or 
method of presentation, Levinson and MacFatc's C/miVnl 
Lahoraiory Diagnosis dilTcrs from many similar books 
in being widely comprehensive both in aim and in presen- 
tation ; it is a practical textbook on chemical pathology, 
haematology, bacteriology, and parasitology, and even 
toxicology, and thus provides information on every kind 
of procedure likely to be necessary in examining paliio- 
logical specimens. The main chapters deal each witli 
one of the body fluids and with jts examination from all 
these standpoints, and each concludes svith a description 
of the principal diseases in which abnormal findings may 
be expected. Technique is fully described, including the 
composition of all reagents used. Other chapters deal 
with skin tests, the special procedures required and the 
dilTcrcnccs in results to be expected in children, milk and 
water examinations, histological technique, the dclcclion 
of poisons, and a complete programme for conducting a 
class in clinical pathology. 

As a book of reference providing instruction in methods 
with which the worker may be unfamiliar this will be of 
great value. As a general guide in education or routine 
work it may be found to have certain disadvantages. On 
the all-imporlant question of interpretation, and in par- 
ticular on the difficult decision whether given cylological 
and bacteriological findings indicate the existence of in- 
fection, much more might have been said, and to the same 
end a chapter on the normal body flora would have 
been helpful. There is also what may be called a rule- 
of-thumb tendency which wc deprecate ; why, for instance, 
should it be laid down in the table of appropriate cullurc 
media on page 547 that material from certain parts of 
the body, including the throat, eye, and peritoneal cavity, 
should be cultivated in a medium containing brain? The 
choice of medium depends, not on the source of the 
specimen, but on the infection suspected. Tlic list of 
“ Common Infectious Diseases and the Cansatbc 
Organisms ” in the same chapter illustrates (he same 
attitude ; two bacteria in each case arc given ns ihc 
common causes of asthma, bronchitis, empyema, acnl- 
endocarditis, and pericarditis ; while to include headin.^ 
such as abscess, inflammation, and ulcer in this 
following them with the mention of one or two common 
bacteria, serves no useful purpose. This section incline' 
statements that “ duodenal and gastric ulcers arc oi.c 
to streptococci ” and that “ mycosis inlcslinalis ” is came 
by Bacillus aniliracis. Tlic besetting sin in clinical painc- 
logy is the too ready attribution of disease to bactei’i.'i 
doubtful significance, as in the former statement, and m- 
genera! adoption of a much more critical altitude is fug.; : 
to be desired. This criticism docs not detract fro.m m. 
value of the book as a technical guide, and v/c can com- 
mend it as a source of information oihcrwisc only m - 
obtained from works on several different branchc-, 
applied pathology. 
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DIET FOR DIABETICS 

Diets and Recipes and the Treatment of Diabetes and 
Obesity. By E. P. Poulton, M.A.. EhM., F.R.C.P. (Pp. 
121. 7s. 6d. net.) London: H. Milford, Oxford Univer- 
sity Press. 1937. 


Dr. Poulton has written a book full of practical facts and 
food tables which he has found useful in the treatment 
of diabetes. The book .is almost entirely concerned wilh_ 
diabetes, and ^diet in obesity is dealt with far too shortly ^ 
in only two pages. The author uses high carbohydrate 
diets with moderate protein and fat and advocates the 
total weighing of the diet. In diet arrangement "he has 
hreated a “ carbohydrate ration ” of 20 grammes carbo- 
hydrate, and uses varying ratios of carbohydrate to fat 
of from 1 to 2 to 6 to 1, His fat ration contains 10 


grammes of fat. But in both C. and F. food values he also 
gives lists of half rations. These two different “ rations 
seem unnecessary and are apt to confuse, because anyone 
who is capable and likely to weigh his diet is also able 
to multiply or divide by two. Thus one single “ ration ” 
of C. and F. would be less confusing. 

The recipes are extremely well arranged and indexed, 
and ought to be very welcome to patients. (They have 
been published separately under the title Diets and Recipes 
by Milford at Is. 6d.) Useful chapters on vitamins and 
mineral metabolism are also included. The footnote on 
page 76 us rather surprising and its meaning obscure. In 
Table 8 bovril and oxo have been included, quite rightly, 
among articles of “ negligible food value," but the foot- 
note apologizes for this and says that extras of small 
calorie value” is a better description. NSTiy. we wonder, 
apart from the manufacturers' susceptibilities? 


STOMACH LESIONS OF SYPHILITICS ' 

Les Gaslropathies des Syphilitiqnes. By Carlos Bonorino 
Udaondo. (Pp. 216 ; 19 figures. 32 fr.) Paris; Masson 
. et Cie. 1936.. 

In this interesting monograph Professor Udaondo has 
brought together the literature on the subject of gastric 
lesions in syphilitics. Medical teaching in the matter has 
varied greatly over the years. In 1891 Chiari of Prague 
-summarized the views of the time by asserting that 
lesions of the stomach may be provoked by syphilis, 
directly or indirectly. The direct lesions are rare, 
gummata and inflammatory infiltrations, usually in the 
submucosa ; by fusion of gummata and the action of the 
gastric juice syphilitic ulcers may be formed, followed by 
scarring after healing occurs. The indirect lesions are 
due to alteration of the circulation following hepatic 
disease or to haemorrhages. The next step was to find 
the treponema in sections of the stomach obtained by 
operation or at necropsy. Technical difficulties have pre- 
vented much progress on these lines, and the therapeutic 
test of improvement under specific treatment which has 
been adopted clinically in diagnosis is under criticism. 
It is recognized, however, that lesions which are probably 
syphilitic may occur in the stomach — gummatous ulcers, 
a form of linitis plastica and hypertrophic gastritis — 
though there appears to be no consensus of opinion about 
the criteria necessary to establish the diagnosis. These 
lesions may oceur in a patient with syphilis, and sections 
of the stomach wall must show gummata or syphilitic 
involvement of the submucous blood vessels'. 

Svphilitic lesions of the stomach have no characteristic 
which is an infallible guide in diagnosis. Gastric dis- 
turbances may also arise in patients with neurosvphilis. 
The therapeutic test is fallacious, though sometimes a 
most brilliant restoration clinically and radiolocicallv mav 
I olio w effective treatment. ' 


DIAGNOSIS ANT) TREATMENT OF ORAL 
DISEASE 

Oral Diagnosis and Treatment Planning. A Textbook for 
Students and Practitioners of Dentistry and Medicine. 
Edited by Samuel Charles Miller, D.D.S. (Pp. 620 ; 562 
figures, including 15 colour plates. 30s.) London: J. and 
A. Churchill. 1937. 

Under the editorship of Dr. S. C. Miller of the New York 
University College of Dentistry, twenty-two specialists have 
contributed the twenty-si.x chapters of which this book is 
composed. In a short preface the editor defends the 
multiplicity of contributors on the ground that the 
magnitude of the subject made it impossible for any one 
mind to encompass it fully and properly ” — a statement 
which might well make a student despair of ever mastering 
the intricacies of his profession ; and, indeed, we cannot 
help thinking the book is over-specialized. Howes'er this 
may be, it contains a great deal of interesting'matter. We 
note, as illustrative, a case of congenital diabetes showing 
extensive (pyorrhoeic) destruction of the alveolar bone in a 
child of 14 (p. 2) ; the daily progress of tongue cleaning in 
scarlet fever (p. 52) ; examples of cavernous sinus throm- 
bosis following dental operations, one a case of “ pulp- 
capping ” (p. 200) ; a figure showing the solvent effects of 
fruit juice on the teeth (p. 263) ; and the description of 
" odontoclasia " as a special form of caries (p. 65). 

With regard to the various subdivisions of the book, we 
note their comprehensive nature — for example, the chapter 
on diseases of the oral mucous membranes — and perhaps 
over-comprehensiveness, as in the list of habits that cause 
periodontal disease. The chapter on diagnosis for bridge 
work and bridge design is a thoughtful presentation of the 
possibilities of clean and aesthetic bridge work ; that on the 
diagnosis of abnormalities of the temporo-mandibular 
articulation shows that the radiologist is obtaining con- 
siderable success in his attack on the difficult problem of 
making radiographs of that joint (we cannot see the 
“ sloughing projection ” in Fig. 10 (8)). The chapter on 
methods of laboratory diagnosis available to the dentist 
indicates how far dentistry has travelled since the days 
when it was a purely mechanical art ; as Allen F. Newman 
says in his preface : “The dentist’s responsibih'ty, at present, 
is one of health service.” We find the chapter on head 
pain hard to digest, and would like to see it presented in 
clearer form ; and we wonder whether “ cementoma ” is 
the right word to apply to bone rarefaction on page 447, 
Fig. 7 (23). 


IN PRAISE OF TEA 

Opuscula Selecta Keerlandicorttm de Arte Medico. 

Vol. XIV. Edited bt’ M. A. Van Andel. (Pp. 465 ; 

illustrated.) Amstelodami Sumptibus Societatis. 1937. 

The Nederlandsch Tifdsclirift voor Geneeskunde was 
established to keep green the memory of little-known 
Dutch physicians who have deserved well of their country. 
This, the fourteenth volume of the Opuscula Selecta, like its 
fellows, is a monument of erudition and is well illustrated. 
Dr. Willem Piso is the first to be considered. He lived 
from 1611 to 1678, and went to Brazil as physician in the 
train of General Maurits of Nassau, who was appointed 
Governor of Brazil in 1636. Piso learnt the value of 
ipecacuanha in the treatment of diarrhoea and dysentery. 
No portrait of him has been traced hitherto, but Professor 
Van Andel, who writes an introduction to his work, repro- 
duces a miniature which he says, cautiously, he will not 
guarantee. The second article tells of Dr. Ten Rhyne 
(b. 1649). He published a valuable treatise on Asiatic 
leprosy, having gained an extensive Imowledee of the 
disease whilst serving in Batavia. Dr. Schoute says in his 
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iniroduclory notice that the remarks on the diagnosis of 
the disease and on the symptoms of its earliest stages arc 
especially valuable. 

The last three hundred pages of the volume consist of 
a reprint of the Treatise about the most excellent herb 
Tea by Dr. Cornells Bontekoe (1647-85), which was 
printed at T^c Hague in the year 1678. The whole treatise 
is excellent reading. Dr. Bontekoe approaches his subject 
with a diatribe on contemporary doctors and an essay on 
good living, via Predestination to Life. Having thus 
proved himself to be a master of vituperation and a sound 
Calvinist, he proceeds to consider the effects of “ tea 
water on the different organs of the body and its value 
on the social customs of the Dutch in general. It is 
amusing though it is written in all soberness, and would 
have gladdened the heart of Dr. Johnson, for he says; 
" I have no scruple in advising [people] to drink fifty or 
a hundred or two hundred cups at a lime. I have often 
drunk as many in a fore- or afternoon, and many people 
with me, of whom not a single one has died yet. But I do 
not think that anyone need imitate this. I only allcdge it 
to show there is no harm in tea, so there is no reason to 
be afraid of drinking ten or twenty cups ; it is not like 
wine or beer, which go to the head as the saying is. ’ 
Dr. de Feyfer, who writes an introduction, points out that 
Bontekoe was hated very heartily by his contemporaries, 
who attributed his enthusiasm for tea to money supplied 
by the East India Company in return for propaganda 
which filled their coffers. 

The volume as usual is printed in Dutch with an English 
translation on each ’ opposite page. The English is 
idiomatic, and except in a few minor instances is accurate. 


PHYSICAL PHILOSOPHY AND BIOLOGICAL 
PROBLEMS 


Siology and the New Physics. A 
Philosophv of Life. By C. J. Bond, C.M.G., F.R.C.S., 
F.L.S. (Cloth 2s. 6d. net; paper covet Is. 6d. net.) 
London; H. K. Lewis and Co., Ltd. 1936. 


There is no dearth of books explaining the modern con- 
ceptions of physics, but most of them are written by 
physicists and astronomers, and though the authors occa- 
sionally deal with biological problems, these excursions 
into unfamiliar territory arc seldom happy, since they 
usually result in special prominence being given to highly 
doubtful experimental results. Biologists, on the other 
hand, have shown themselves averse to considering the 
implications of the recent advances in physics. This 
aversion has a sirhple historical explanation, because the 
whole advance of the biological sciences during the past 
century depended on the abandonment of the old vague 
viialisfic" ideas and the interpretation of the obscure 
phenomena presented by living matter by means of the 
known laws of chemistry and physics. This method has 
yielded wonderful results, and biologists naturally cherish 
the belief that the same method if pressed far enough 
will solve the ultimate problems of the nature of life 
and evolution. They naturally find it disconcerting to be 
informed by physicists that the fundamental laws on which 
the whole structure of biological science has been based 
merely express statistical probabilities, and give little in- 
formation regarding individual behaviour. Those subjects 
which have the smallest quantity of accurate data cherish 
their scanty possessions the most jealously, and it would 
seem possible that in the future the biological sciences 
may form the last home of pure determinism. For these 
reasons it is interesting to read an estimate of the clfcct 
of the changes in physical philosophy on the fundamental 
problems of barlogy written by one whose life experience 


has been concerned with biological material. Such a 
survey has been provided in the short volume entitled 
Biology and the New Phy.sics, which contains an account 
of the presidential' lecture delivered by Mr. C. J. Rond 
at the centenary meeting of the Leicester Literary and 
Philosophical Society. The range covered by the author 

most simply indicated by his chapter headings; Tlie 
atomic world, the inconceivably small ; the astronomic 
sphere, the inconceivably vast ; life' and mind ; the method 
» of evolution ; the existence of evil. 

The author gives in less than 70 pages a bird's-eye survey 
of the salient features of a vast territory, and finally con- 
siders what help such a survey provides for the framing 
of a consistent philosophy of life. The consideration of 
this range of knowledge in this space may seem to some 
an unwarrantable audacity, but it must be remembered 
that most of the fundamental problems of life can be 
presented in a sentence and answered in a word, and the 
fact that mankind has quarrelled for thousands of years 
as to when the word should be yes and when no docs 
not affect the simplicity of the problem that must finally 
be faced in each case. The general line of thought 
followed by the author is indicated by the following 
sentence : 

“ This capacity for organization or arrangement of units 
which is associated with an entity or organism when function- 
ing as a whole seems to depend on a basis of indcicrminiicy 
and, as we have already seen, from cmbryologieal, ontological, 
and other evidence, the organizing process itself seems to 
employ the experimental method." 


Notes on Books 


For its second edition the textbook on The Diseases a/ 
Infants and Childhood, by Professor J. P. Cro/.ih 
GR irFiTB and Professor A. Guaeme MfTciiElu has not 
only been cnt'ircly revised and reset, but jt is how issiicii 
in one volume instead of two. Tlris has 'called for a 
certain amount of rearrangement. MatcriaT which may 
not be needed by the .student in his daily work has been 
put into small type. References arc ppw included at the 
end of each chapter, and these bibliographical svtmmanes 
arc a valuable part of the book. As with the first edition, 
this new version can be thoroughly rccomnreridcd as a 
first-rate textbook on the subject of paediatrics. It is 
published by W. B. Saunders Co. at 42s. 


The Lung, by William Snw Miller (Bai)lierc, Timkll 
and Cox, 34s.), would deserve high praise for the illus- 
trations alone, of which many arc original, and no fewer 
than twenty arc coloured. But in addition the aiitnor 
writes with the experience behind him of forty-seven 
years’ study of lung structure. This no 
accounts for a conciseness of style that has enabled an 
enormous amount of information to be included in com- 
paratively little text without danger of straining in!: 
reader’s attention. But let it be said at once, the booj.

Part I, on business affairs, deals in turn with 
money and banking, law of master and servant, insurance, 
rates and taxes, law of landlord and tenant, and office 
management. Part II gives practical instruction in book- 
keeping, with special reference to household management.

NEW SYRINGE FOR INTRAVENOUS INJECTION 

Dr. Massev Dawkins (London, N.W.3) writes: 

1 have found the syringe shown in the accompanying figure 
invaluable for giving intravenous anaesthetics, or indeed for any 
intravenous injection. It is a modification of the ordinary

REITRSIBLE PELVTC CURV’E FORCEPS 


Dr. D.avid Price (Somerset) writes: . Delay in the second 
stage of labour, with consequent maternal exhaustion, can be 
terminated safely by the use of reversible pelvic curve forceps, 
which enable one to rotate the foetal head without damage 
to maternal tissues and extract it without removal of the’ 



blades (a process necessary' in the existing rigid types of mid- 
wifery forceps, and involving much manipulation and oficn 
return of the foetal head' to its occipito-posterior position). 
\\ hen there is delay in the second stage and a large -caput it 
is not easy to diagnose the position of the occiput. I apply the 
forceps and make traction; if that **no advance" feeling 
ensues. I press upw’ards and try rotation in the easiest direc- 
tion. If no rotation is easily obtained a manual examination 
is made, but it is surprising how often easy rotation is accom- 
plished. The handles then swing on their hinges well forward, 
and extraction is accomplished by one steady pull. The 
degree of tension of the hinges can be controlled by a turn- 
screw. I find that if one can reverse the curve by" a sharp 
jerk the tension is about the best for application. Experience 
of the use of this instrument has proved other advantages: 
0) application of Ihe second blade in any maternal position 
IS easy ; (2) the blades find the easiest route into position for 
locking without force.; (3) there is a minimum of pressure 
M^s upon the scalp and face even after a difficult extraction. 
The instrument is made for me bv Messrs. Allen and 
Hanburys Ltd. of London, E.2.

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SOME PROBLEMS OF THORACOPLASTY 

The principles underlying the treatment of pul- 
monary tuberculosis by thoracoplasty have within 
recent months been the subject of comment in 
these columns.' In his admirable survey before 
the Tuberculosis Association Mr. George Mason 
stressed- a difficulty which arises with this opera- 
tion — namely, that of keeping the “ filleted ” chest 
wall adequately immobilized. In view pf this and 
the enormous rise in operative mortality among 
patients who do not fulfil the high standards of 
the ideal indication, the following conclusion of 
Mr. Mason's should be treated with caution: 
“ The limitation of our activities to favourable 
cases, although good for our statistics, would be a 
cowardly desertion of those numerous cases for 
whom the operation offers the only prospect of 
recovery.” At all events, the advice contained in 
it should be followed only by surgeons with much 
experience of thoracoplasty, and only after careful 
consultation with a tuberculosis physician who has 
had the patient under observation for a long-time. 

The patient to whom thoracoplasty is sug- 
gested has the right to ask three questions which 
the medical attendant must be prepared to answer. 
(1) How long am I likely to live if 1 do not submit 
to the operation? (2) What is the risk of my dying 
from the operation? (3) If I get over the opera- 
tion what arc my chances of being completely 
cured? Reliable statistics have been published 
from abroad giving the average length of life of 
the patient with chronic pulmonary tuberculosis 
with cavitation for which thoracoplasty is recom- 
mended. It is. however, only an “ average,” and 
many factors determine the length of life, such as 
the patient's general and psychological condition 
and his economic and social environment. Tlie 
patient himself is apt to accept the more optimistic 
of the two extremes on which the average is based, 
and the answers to the last two questions must there- 
fore compare favourably with this optimistic 
assumption. It is not enough to give an operative

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mortality of “only” 15 per cent, and a cure of 
10 to 20 per cent, on the ground that the outlook 
is “ otherwise hopeless.” The figure of operative 
mortality varies greatly in dhTcrent statistics. 
Among the most favourable is that of ArdtibaKl 
in 1927~about 4 per cent, in “favourable" and 
“ doubtful ” cases. In the recently published 
analysis of all the thoracoplasties done at the 
Brompton Hospital since 1922-' the operative deaths 
amount to 14.6 per cent. - This figure is on the high 
side, but it would be unfair to make comparisons 
with the figures of other workers, owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining a standard for the term 
“ operative mortality,” apparently used by some 
surgeons with much elasticity. Another result of 
importance is the percentage of “ practical cures.’’ 
“ returned to work,” or “ living and well ” in the 
survivors. Sellers in 1933 collected 3,500 cases 
from various sources: '45 per cent, of these had 
returned to work. In 1927 Archibald had “ practi- 
cal cures ” in 66 per cent, of “ favourable ’’ cases 
and 38 per cent, in “ doubtful ” cases. Gravesen 
in 1930 claimed 42 per cent. curc.s. Saucrbriich 
in 1935 stated' that until recent years the number 
of permanent cures in his clinics amounted to 70 
to 80 per cent. : “ the average case operated on 
being of a poorer type, this percentage is not now 
so high ; it is still, -however, 40.6 per cent.” Of 
the 437 patients operated on at the Brompton Hos- 
pital between 1922 and 1935 only 14.9 per cent, 
arc in the category “ living and well.” The term 
implies that “ he or she is living and has lived for 
at least one year the ordinary life of his or her 
particular class, and if this involves working, as in 
the vast majority of cases it docs, that he or she 
is working full time ; and, secondly, that there are 
no symptoms whatever attributable to pulmonary 
tuberculosis.” Is this great difference to be attri- 
buted merely to dissimilarity in definition? No 
doubt the staff at Brompton will soon elucidate this 
problem, and a fuller report will be of great interest. 

In the meantime it is permissible to speculate 
on the factors that determine the number of mc<. 
As none but highly skilled surgeons would attempt 
the operation, technical operative skill can be a 
factor of only minor importance. Four otb' 
factors must, however, be considered, each of winch 
might influence cither or both the operative mo.- 
tality and the percentage of cures. In the .sclcctio ■ 
of patients the general condition will undoubtedi) 
affect the former, but an ultimate cure is mo.-e 
likely to be determined by the type of Ic.don a- 
the lung. Con.sidcrations of the fitness of the pati-- ■ 
for an operation have perhaps tended to ’

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the importance of detailed investigation of the- 
cavity to be collapsed, and existing methods — 
tomography, -kymography, and bronchography — 
have not been made full use of. It is possible to 
overlook the fact that some cavities will not close 
completely whatever the type of thoracoplasty per- 
formed. Perhaps this' would be -better realized if 
there were more opportunity of examining the lungs 
of people dying of pulmonary tuberculosis. There 
can be no question that the type of operation is 
intimately related to the end-results, as recent dis- 
cussions have shown. But these discussions have 
unfortunately also . produced no consensus of 
opinion. 

Whereas some surgeons would favour the partial 
operation whenever possible, others maintain that 
the complete operation is more likely to prevent 
relapse. Though some now insist that complete 
collapse of the upper lobe can often be obtained 
only if the rib resection is associated with an extra- 
fascial apicolysis, others argue that the paraverte- 
bral operation properly carried out does all that is 
needed. But apart from this it should be stressed 
that the aim of a thoracoplasty should be to render 
the sputum negative, as determined by culture and, 
if necessary, by examination of the gastric contents. 
If that -result is not obtained further operative pro- 
cedures must be considered, even at the risk of in- 
creasing the total operative mortality. It is probable 
that these supplementary operations are often done 
in Sauerbruch’s clinics and may account for his 
high proportion of cures. Finally, the social and 
economic status of the patients in any series must 
be taken into consideration in comparing results, 
since “ after-care ” plays an important part. This 
factor alone would favour greatly Gravesen’s figures 
as compared with those at the Brompton Hospital. 
Thoracoplasty is a confession of therapeutic failure. 
Indeed this is true of much of the surgery of chronic 
conditions. But in view of the present state of 
tuberculosis control the usefulness of the operation 
has not yet reached its peak. 


^^'ORLD-WIDE PREVALENCE OF ACUTE 
POLIOMYELITIS 

Simultaneous reports of a ' high incidence of 
poliomyelitis in several countries far apart may 
well cause health authorities in this countrj' to 
wonder when our customary sporadic cases in 
autumn each year are to become a major epidemic. 
In recent weeks in Melbourne alone 185 cases 
have been reported, with thirteen deaths, of which 
four were in adults. The Australian outbreak 
appeared first in Victoria, and steps were taken to 
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prevent the entry' of children without a medical 
certificate of twenty-one days’ isolation into New- 
South Wales by means of a police patrol along the 
border, but despite every measure the disease has 
secured a firm hold in Melbourne and show-s no 
sign of abating. The epidemic now' raging in 
Chicago appears to have originated in the return 
to the city of school children from summer camps, 
where the disease had been prevalent for some 
time.' The chief administrative action taken by 
the Board of Health has been to postpone the re- 
opening of the public schools and parish schools, 
until the outbreak has terminated, or, at least, , 
until the number of fresh cases has appreciably 
diminished. In August a total of 109 cases were 
reported, which is ten higher than that of the 
record month in the 1916-17 epidemic. Almost 
simultaneously Ontario has been experiencing the 
worst epidemic of poliomyelitis in its history ; so 
far the number of cases reported has, reached 700, 
of which the majority are in Toronto. Here, too, 
the chief single measure adopted by the health 
authorities has been to defer the reopening of the 
schools after the summer holidays. The only 
European country to suffer from a severe visita- 
tion of poliomyelitis in recent years has been 
Denmark, particularly in 1934. At present there 
is a considerable prevalence of the disease both 
in Copenhagen and in country- districts, but, on 
immunological grounds, it is unlikely that a large 
epidemic will follow-. 

Some lessons in poliomyelitis control may be 
learned from the experience of Manitoba, which 
has been fully described in a report* on the 
epidemic in 1936 in that Province. While it proved 
to be the largest epidemic in its history with a case 
rate of 75.7 per 100,000 of the population, it was 
relatively mild in comparison with the Danish 
epidemic of 1934, with a rate of 124.9 per 
100,000. It is noteworthy that the incidence in 
Manitoba was twice as high in the rural areas as in 
certain urban districts (notably Winnipeg, w-hich is 
the largest urban centre) ; the explanation is pro- 
bably to be found in the fact that Winnipeg 
experienced an outbreak of considerable size in 
1928, at a time when the rural areas mostly- 
escaped. 'While the highest incidence fell on 
the 5-10 years age group, the case fatality was 
greatest at ages 15 to 19 years. In all, there 
were 539 cases with a case fatality- of 6.1 per 
cent. In 57 homes (12 per cent.) more than one 
case occurred in the family-, accounting for nearly 
25 per cent, of the total. In agreement w-ith 
general experience, an increasing proportion of 
cases were diagnosed in the pre-paralvtic staae as 
the epidemic progressed, d ue to the fact Ihatlsoth

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the general public and the medical profession 
became “ poliomyelitis-conscious,” while the case 
fatality fell steeply. It is only natural to ascribe 
this lowering of fatality to immune scrum when- 
ever it is administered, but it is common know- 
ledge that a like fall frequently occurs whether 
scrum is given or withheld. The conclusion that 
the favourable results described are due to intra- 
muscular inoculation of 20 c.cm. of immune 
poliomyelitis serum must be accepted witlr con- 
siderable reserve, particularly in view of the fact 
that a positive diagnosis of poliomyelitis was fre- 
quently made on the finding of headache, fever, 
gastric upset, irritability, and stiffness of the neck 
or back, without investigation of the cerebro- 
spinal fluid. Indeed, the findings in the cerebro- 
spinal fluid were often observed to be equivocal ; 
of 170 fluids examined, 22 per cent, had less than 
ten cells per c.cm. Immune serum does not appear 
to have been employed in passive immunization of 
contacts, probably because of lack of supplies; 
nasal sprays of picric acid solution, such as have 
been previously described in these columns,' 
appear to have been widely employed, but the 
authors of the Manitoba report give no details of 
cases and make no comment on its efficacy. On 
the whole, the authorities concerned were satisfied 
that the prophylactic and curative measures they 
employed were elTective in checking the disease or, 
at least, in averting its worst consequences. 


BOECK’S SARCOID 

Because of some histological resemblance to sarcoma, 
Bocck in 1899 designated as multiple benign sarcoid of 
the skin the condition which Besnier had described as 
lupus pernio. In addition to the skin lesion these earlier 
workers noted that lymph nodes, mucous membranc.s, 
bones, and internal organs might be involved, and on 
the basis of this recognition, as also on the supposition 
that the lesion was tuberculous in origin, Bocck 
suggested later the name “ benign miliar-lupoid.” 
While the dermatologists were concentrating on their 
special aspects of this problem, radiologists were re- 
porting unusual changes in the bones of the hands and 
feet, which Kreibcch in 1904 definitely associated with 
lupus pernio. It was, however, not till 1920, when 
J tingling gave a detailed description of-nhese bone 
changes", that their nature was clearly appreciated ; and 
eight years later this observer recognized that the con- 
dhion he had described as ostitis tuberculosa multiplc.x 
cystica had indeed a close association with the cutaneous 
and glandular affection known as Bocck’s sarcoid and 
lupus pernio. In the meantime Schaumann had made 
extensive studies of the glandular part of these asso- 
ciated lesions. He concluded that the affection was a 
generalized lesion of the reticulo-cndothclial system, 
and because of its superficial resemblance to Hodgkin’s 
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disease he named it benign lymphogranulomatosis 
believing that the affection ran a mild course and. 
further, holding that it was tuberculous in origin. Prom' 
the voluminous' literature on the subject (Kissmeycr in 
1932 reviewed 200 cases) it appears that the alTa-tion 
is one that starts in early adult life. The progress is 
insidious ; finally the disease produces obvious dtanges. 
most often in the skin, in the lymph nodes, in the bones 
of the hands and feet, or in the lungs. In a few in- 
stances the earliest pronounced symptoms were referable 
to the lungs. The mucous mcmbrairc of the nose, the 
nasopharynx, the larynx, and the conjunctiva may lie 
involved, and the tonsils are not infrequently alTccted, 
Ocular complications in the form of bilateral irido- 
cyclitis arc being reported with increasing frequency. 
The unity of these diffuse manifestations lies in the 
characteristic histological appearance of large, palely 
staining epithelioid cells arranged in the form of miliary 
tubercles, sometimes lying as isolated structures in a 
comparatively normal tissue and sometimes occurring 
in groups or strands. These collections of cells may 
become so large as to replace most of the normal tissue. 
They arc not outlined by an inflammatory zone o! 
lymphoid cells ; in fact, the absence of inflamnialory 
reaction in the surrounding tissue is a characteristic 
feature. Although mild necrosis of some central cells 
may be present, caseation is always ab.scnt and healing 
may occur through fibrosis. Longseope and Pierson,' 
in an excellent survey of the subject, report eight cases 
of their own, and suggest that uveo-parolid fever, with 
its involvement of lymph nodes and uveitis, should he 
regarded as yet another manifestation of Docck’.s 
sarcoid. In one of their cases with involvement of the 
lung there were bilateral iridocyclitis and .swelling of the 
parotid gland ; histological sections of a lymph lunie 
and of the parotid showed lesions of the type of 
Bocck’s sarcoid. They quote two other cases recently 
recorded by W. J. B. Slot which have a similar asso- 
ciation. In a study on the clinical and histological 
similarity of Bocck’s sarcoid and uveo-parotid fever 
T. K. With' urges the same unifying conception. Addi- 
tional evidence on the same lines comes from ti newly 
reported case of uveo-parotid fever by W, C, 
Thompson.’ In all these discussions the question of 
tuberculosis looms large. Schaumann,' who has studied 
deeply the general aspect of the alTcction, believes, as 
already noted, that it is a mild tuberculosis. On the 
other hand, dermatologists have been impressed by the 
similarity of the bone changes to those seen in Icpro>y. 
and Jordon and Osborne’ uphold the dual aetiology, 
both tuberculosis and leprosy, in a full account of (he 
affection given from the dermatological aspect. I.ong- 
scopc and Pierson cautiously conclude that the actiolog) 
is undclcrmincd ; they arc not impressed by the 
evidence brought forward in favour of tuberculosis 
Bocck’s sarcoid is, of cour.se, not the only dermato- 
logical condition that of late years has been shown m 
have general implications. The conception of lubero- 
sclerosis with its widespread cerebral involvemen^ 
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arose out oE Pringle’s adenoma sebaceum, and what 
appears to be another association is reported by 
Albright, Butler, Hampton, and Smith' in a recent issue 
of the New England Journal of Medicine. They describe 
five cases of their own and draw on ill-defined^ cases 
from the ■ literature to illustrate what they consider a 
new svndrome characterized by: (1) areas of pigmenta- 
tion on the skin ; (2) multiple bone cysts, frequently 
localized to one bone, having the features oT osteitis 
fibrosa : (3) precocious puberty in females, but appar- 
ently not in males. This association of skin and bone 
lesions has some superficial resemblance to the associa- 
tions of BoeCk’s sarcoid, but their histologj' ^and course 
appear to be wholly different. 


ALCOHOL AND MOTOR ACCIDENTS 


Estimations of blood alcohol have been used for several 
vears in Sweden as a legal test of alcoholism in motorists- 
involved in accidents. The method has been -adopted 
in Germany, and Dr. K. Hoffmann has published a 
review of the results obtained during the past four 
years.^ His report deals with several thousand tests of 
blood taken from motor-car drivers. The results of 
clinical and chemical examinations of -about 2,500 cases 
are set out in a table. The clinical examination divided 
the cases into three groups ; (i) sober — that is, unaffected 
by alcohol (36 per cent.) ; (ii) slightly affected (45 per 
cent.) : and (iii) definitely intoxicated (hochgradig 
Alkoholbeeinflussung) (18 per cent.). Results of blood 
tests can be divided into three groups of comparable 
sizes; (i) less than 1 mg. alcohol per c.cm. blood (34 
per cent) ; (ii) I to 2 mg. per c.cm. (56 per cent.) ; and 
(iii) more than 2 mg. per c.cm. (10 per cent.). It is usually 
stated that a concentration of alcohol in the blood of 
I mg. per c.cm. produces symptoms of intoxication in 
about half the population. This concentration is equiva- 
lent to a total body content of alcohol of about 50 
grammes in a person weighing 70 kilogrammes, and 
this amount of alcohol is contained in about three 
“ large whiskies ” or 3 to 4 pints of beer. The figures 
under discussion show that half the persons with a blood 
alcohol content of 0.6 to 0.8 mg. per c.cm. were slightly 
under the influence of alcohol, while half those with a 
blood alcohol content of 2.2 mg. per c.cm. were defi- 
nitely intoxicated. These results suggest that the class 
“ slightly under the influence of alcohol ” must include 
a wide range of conditions. The clinical and chemical 
tests are in fair agreement. For example, out of 750 
persons with less than 1 mg. of alcohol per c.cm. of 
blood only ten were found to be definitely intoxicated, 
whereas out of 250 persons with more than 2 mg. per 
c.cm. 130 were classed as definitely intoxicated and only 
nineteen as sober. Individuals, however, showed strik- 
ing variations— for example, three persons with less than 
0.4 mg. alcohol per c.cm. blood were found to be 
definitely intoxicated, while five individuals with more 
than 2.4 mg. per c.cm. showed no signs of alcoholism. 
Individual variation as regards susceptibility to alcohol 
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is notorious, and the blood analyses confirm this familiar 
fact, since they indicate that some individuals are more 
affected by an amount of alcohol corresponding to one, 
“large whisky” than others are by si.x times this 
quantity. In the past it has been suggested that 
tolerance to alcohol is, due chiefly to delayed absorp- 
tion, but these results imply a definite tolerance of the 
brain to alcohol in the blood. The results therefore 
show that the alcohol content of the blood does not 
with any certainty indicate the degree of intoxication. 
On the other hand, it does provide a fairly accurate 
estimate of the amount of alcohol that the subject has 
drunk recently. The medical profession is only too well 
aware of the unsatisfactory results of the estimation of 
alcoholism by clinical examination. The contradictory 
medical evidence so often given in law courts proves 
this. The estimations of blood alcohol at least provide 
objective data which indicate strong probabilities. If 
a man has a blood alcohol content lower than 1 mg. 
per c.cm. he is very unlikely to be intoxicated, and 
if he has more than 2 mg. per c.cm. it is very unlikely . 
that he is in a fit state to drive a car. The compulsory 
taking of blood samples is apparently contrary to 
English common law, but it would be a considerable 
advance if blood samples given voluntarily could be 
tested officially. The amount of blood needed for the, 
test is only a few drops, and since the rate of metabolism 
of alcohol in the body is fairly constant, the alcohol 
concentration in the blood at the time of an accident 
can be estimated with fair accuracy from a sample taken 
some hours later. Objective evidence of this type would 
certainly assist in those difficult and unfortunate cases 
where Dr. A. states that the accused was intoxicated 
and Dr. B.. who examined the accused an hour later 
than Dr. A., states that he was perfectly sober. 


ENTlDrONTA TO-D.AY 


Dr. Campbell Howard is justified in devoting a mono- 
graph to the diagnosis and treatment of pneumonia,’ 
not only because, as Osier said, it has replaced con- 
sumption as the “ Captain of the Men of Death,” but 
because its study involves the principles of all medical 
diagnosis and treatment. In this respect it has replaced 
tv-phoid fever, now a comparatively rare disease, in 
lectures on systematic medicine. The modem history 
of pneumonia dates from the discovery of the pneumo- 
coccus in 1884, which was followed by the theory of 
a primary septicaemia, and then by the recognition of 
types in 1910. It is perhaps unfortunate that the 
number of types has now reached twenty-nine, according 
to some observers, for this to a large extent deprives 
tjping of the clinical value it possessed so long as the 
classification into four main types.held the fieldr .As to 
the primary septicaemic nature of pneumonia. Dr. 
Howard appears to be doubtful regarding the demon- 
strable presence of the cocci in the blood stream as an 
indication of the severitv- of the disease (which it un- 
doubtedly is) and as a secondary event (which is more 
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controversial). He quotes the evidence of bronchoscopy, 
which in fifteen cases revealed the presence of an 
atelectasis, apparently secondary to a bronchitis, and 
of .X rays, which may show a displacement of the 
mediastinum and diaphragm towards the affected side 
in the early stages of the disease. This view would 
seem to upset the classical distinction between lobar- 
pneumonia and bronchopneumonia, which the Ger- 
man school was once so unwilling to accept. That 
atelectasis occurs in the early stages of influenzal pneu- 
monia of the epidemic type is undoubtedly true — but 
this is generally regarded as a confluent bronchopneu- 
monia. Dr. Christian, in his introduction to the mono- 
graph, attributes the therapeutic nihilism of the recent 
past to the predominating influence of morbid anatomy, 
the post-mortem examination revealing a condition 
apparently impossible to treat successfully. That was 
the consequence of studying end-results, but even to-day 
there is too much loose and contemptuous talk about 
“ the bottle of medicine,” which ignores the fact that 
as the body is continuously regulating itself by chemical 
means there is nothing intrinsically absurd in an attempt 
to modify its reactions by drugs. Dr. Howard therefore 
docs not disdain to devote a' section to special methods 
in the treatment of pneumonia. Among the non-specific 
methods he speaks cautiously concerning optochin, but 
docs not mention transpulmin, another quinine deriva- 
tive which seems specially useful in old or debilitated 
subjects. There is a full review of specific measures, 
which comes to a rather more optimistic conclusion as 
to the benefits of Felton’s scrum than is generally held 
in this country. The author is very doubtful as to 
any therapeutic value of vaccines in pneumonia, apart 
possibly for prophylaxis. 


THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS AND NARCOTIC 
DRUGS 

The serious situation in the Far East by reason of the 
increasing production of, and illicit traffic in, narcotic 
' drugs has recently been reviewed by the Opium Advisory 
Committee of the League of Nations. China claims to 
be pursuing a six-years’ plan for restriction of poppy 
/ cultivation, which was launched in 1934, and in two 
provinces, eight districts, and three municipalities the use 
and sale of opium are absolutely prohibited. There arc, 
however, still 3,700,000 registered smokers in China and 
300,000 addicts were under treatment in 1935. In 
the provinces now subject to Japanese influence the 
systematic increase of poppy cultivation and of the sale 
of opium is stated for the past year to have “ attained 
alarming proportions.” Illicit traffic in opium, mor- 
phine, and heroin is rapidly increasing in Manchuria and 
Jchol and is encouraged as a fruitful source of revenue. 
It was estimated that 500 kilograms of heroin were ex- 
ported each week from Tientsin and that 90 per cent, 
thereof went to the United States. Canada also is 
suffering from this flow of narcotics from the Far East 
to the Pacific coast, and there has been no improvement 
during the last twelve months. The Advisory' Committee 
recorded its alarm at the .situation in the Chinese pro- 
vinces under Japanese jurisdiction as constituting a real 
danger to the whole world. As regards the legitimate 
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manufacture of morphine, heroin, and cocaine it would 
appear, from the statistical returns made by the Govern, 
ments parties to the conventions of 1925 and 1931. thm ■ 
the annual production of these alkaloids now a'pproxi- 
mates closely to the level of legitimate world require- 
ments as accepted by the League. It is somewhat tils- 
quieting to learn that poppy straw from the dried plant 
is being increasingly utilized as raw material for the 
manufacture of morphine. The Advisory Committee 
has been moved by a resolution of the International 
Labour Conference to tighten up the control of opium 
used for smoking in territories where the sale of “ pre- 
pared ” opium is still authorized, with a view to suppress 
smoking of opium among workers. There appears to 
be indisposition to proceed with the convening of an 
international conference on limitation of production of 
raw opium, as contemplated by the Council and llic 
Assembly of the League of Nations. While the Govern- 
ments concerned have stated that they arc “ prepared lo 
agree lo far-reaching measures for the final supprc.ssion 
of opium-smoking ” the Advisory Committee is anxious 
for further consideration and revision of the information 
already at its disposal before embarking on a conference

MAGNESIUM SULPHATE TREATMENT OF 
ECLAMPSIA 

The administration of magnesium sulphate by sub- 
cutaneous injection has of recent years been fairly widely 
used to control the fits in eclampsia. Profcs.sor W. 
Stroganoff and Dr. O. Davidovitch' have collected from 
the American and European literature reports on 449 
eases so treated with a mortality of 9.1 per cent. Recent 
Russian medical literature mentions 245 such cases in 
which there was a mortality of 3.3 per cent. These 
results produced a favourable impression on Stroganoff, 
who now reports 200 eases treated on the lines which he 
has previously described — using morphine and chloro- 
form, with venesection and artificial rupture of the mem- 
branes — with the substitution of magnesium .sulphate 
for chloral hydrate. The magnesium sulphate was in- 
jected subcutaneously thirty minutes after the first 
injection of morphine. The average dose was 6 
grammes, preferably in the form of 40 grammes of a 
15 per cent, solution, followed by a further .similar in- 
jection in five hours if there had been another fit. The 
dosage was diminished or the injections di.scontinned if 
the fits ceased. If the fits went on, the patient received 
further do.scs, the maximum advis.ablc being a total of 
24 grammes in twenty-four hours. It was found that 
.smaller doses often failed to control the convulsions. 
One patient who died following rupture of the lower 
segment of the utenis, after having had sixteen fits, had 
been given only 2.6 grammes. In the 200 c.iscs which 
Stroganoff records there were .six deaths, a mortality of 
3 per cent. The average duration of st.ny in hospii.i! 
was 13.7 days. Sixty-nine of these patients had normal 
deliveries, artificial rupture of the membranes was ncsXN- 
sary in seventy-three eases, fo rceps delivery in fifty-foa- 
‘ y. Ohitel. G)mirc. llrif, f'.ixp., 1937, 44, 7fi9. 
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cases, and there were fifty-six venesections. Stroganoff 
finds rnagnesium sulphate a powerful means of com- 
bating eclampsia and hopes that he will succeed''even- 
tually in reducing the mortality from eclampsia to below 
0.5 per cent, for early cases in which severe complica- 
tions are absent, and to a figure belrveen 2.5' and 4 per 
cent, for all cases. He does not commit himself as to 
whether magnesium sulphate or chloral hydrate is the 
more efficient in treating eclampsia. He does state, 
however, that the former has the more certain effect in 
stopping fits, although he admits that while the mag- 
nesium sulphate was given thirty minutes after 
the first injection of morphine, chloral hydrate was 
not administered until an hour after the morphine. 
In certain _j:are cases the injection of magnesium 
sulphate was found to cause alarming symptoms, 
such as acute cyanosis, dyspnoea, and a feeble 
pulse. Should this happen it is advised that 10 
grammes of a 5 per cent, solution of calcium chloride be 
given intravenously. Other complications included the 
formation of abscesses at the site of injection ; for this 
reason the injections were subcutaneous rather than 
intramuscular. One further striking finding was that 
whereas the total mortality among the 200 cases was 
only 3 per cent., in the ten cases of multiple pregnancy 
the mortality w'as 40 per cent. Stroganoff appeals for 
further investigations into the treatment of eclampsia by 
magnesium sulphate, both with chloroform and mor- 
phine, and with ether hut no morphine. 


GIGANTISM 

Gigantism is a rare condition of interest not only to 
the visitor to circuses but also to the medical man. A 
recent addition to the literature on this subject is supplied 
by Dr. H. Gray,’ who has reported a case under the 
title of “ The Minneapolis Giant.” The patient’s 
paternal grandfather, the Norwegian giant, was reputed 
to be 8 ft, 4 in. in height, while his father’s height was 
variously stated by the patient to be 7 ft. 6 in. and 
6 ft. 4 in. and his mother’s 6 ft. 2 in. The patient himself 
was aged 46, was obviously acromegalic, measured 7 ft. 
in height, and weighed 19 stone ; at the age of eight he 
was 6 ft. in height. A year later he started travelling in 
shows all over the world, and appeared in carnivals, 
circuses, and “ so many movies that he cannot remember 
the names of any, except Harold Lloyd’s Why Worry? 
in 1923, when he was advertised as being the second 
tallest man in the world,” a claim which the author 
points out would seem to indicate insufficient informa- 
tion about other living giants. His habits were irregular, 
and although he seldom drank alcohol, on one occasion 
he was arrested by eight policemen because he acted a 
little peculiarly, having consumed by his account “ may- 
be five or six cases of whisky.” In jail his breakfast 
consisted of two gallons of coffee, of which beverace 
he was inordinately fond. His muscular strength was 
never remarkable, his memory was poor, he had had 
bitemporal hemianopia for the last fifteen rears, and 
for five years epileptic convulsions and uncinate fits. 
He only noticed the enlargement of his hands and feet 


at the age of 31, five years after his acromegaly was 
recognized at the Mayo Clinic— this extraordinary' delay 
in a patient’s appredation of the enlargement of his 
e.xtremities w'as also observed by Dr. Leonard Mark in 
his book on his own case. The hair of the Minneapolis 
giant was of feminine distribution, and he seldom needed 
to shave; his penis was infantile, and his testes small 
and soft. The pituitary' fossa was large, but there was 
no evidence of erosion of the bone. The basal meta- 
bolic rate was minus 17 per cent. His condition was 
considered to be due to a tumour of the eosinophil cells 
of the anterior lobe of the pituitao’- Early in life this 
had been manifested by simple gigantism with destru'c- 
tion or inhibition of the gonad-stimulating cells and 
consequent failure of sexual development and lack of 
hair. After a period of more or less arrest the tumour 
evidently began to grow again, causing acromegaly and 
pressure on the chiasma with optic atrophy and bitem- 
poral hemianopia. Among taller giants than the one 
referred to here may be mentioned the Gallatin giant 
(8 ft 6 in.) reported by Lackey in 1899, the Irish giant 
(8 ft 6 in.) reported by Cunningham in 1891, the Alton 
giant Wadlow' {8 ft 5 in.) reported by Barr in 1936. 
Ranke’s giantess Wehde (8 ft. 4J in.) and the Austrian 
giant (8 ft. 4i in.) reported by Topinard in 1885. 
Gigantism has been described as acromegaly during the 
period of growth, and can only occur before the 
epiphyses have united. Because of the presence of a 
large and extremely vascular thymus in cases of acro- 
megaly. some of the earlier observers regarded this con- 
dition as primarily due to excessive activity of the 
thymus, the enlargement of the pituitary being con- 
sidered a secondary' change. It is generally accepted 
now, however, that the anterior lobe of the pituitary is 
the growth regulator of the whole body, and that both 
gigantism and acromegaly are due to hypersecretion of 
the eosinophil cells of the anterior lobe, which may 
either contain an eosinophil adenoma or show hyperr 
plasia of the eosinophil cells without any pituitary en- 
largement. Experimental evidence of the growth- 
promoting power of the anterior pituitary was obtained 
by Evans and Long, who first prepared extracts of the 
gland capable of producing gigantism in young rats.

ANALGESIA IN MIDWIFERY

The time has passed when the obstetric practitioner can 
satisfy the requirements of women in labour simply by 
committing their mental and physical sufferings to the 
care and moral support of, a good nurse. The public 
is becoming increasingly aware that much can be done 
for the relief of pain, and an article on recent methods 
employed for the purpose ' is therefore justified. Two 
main types of administration are available; (1) drugs 
given by the oral route or hypodermically, and (2) in- 
halational analgesia. 


Drugs 

“Twilight sleep” is the term applied to a morphine- 
scopolamine narcosis in which an amnesic state is pro- 
duced. It must be clearly understood that the labour is 
not painless, but when the narcosis is successful the 
patient should have no recollection of labour. The objec- 
tion to its use in general practice is that constant super- 
vision is necessary. There may be increased danger to 
mother and child unless the dosage has been very care- 
fully gauged. This is controlled by strict observation of 
the patient, the technique being as follows. 

When the pains arc recurring at regular intervals the 
initial dose of morphine and hyoscine is administered by 
hypodermic injection, an average being morphine 1/4 
grain and hyoscine 1/150 grain. The indication for the 
amount of morphine required below this is estimated at 
about 1/30 grain per stone of body weight. No more 
morphine is given, but at definite intervals the patient is 
roused and shown some .common object — for c.xample, 
a cup and saucer — and it is then noted what her re- 
sponse is when asked what she has seen. This is called 
the memory test. No further injection of scopolamine 
is administered during amnesia, but when this passes off 
1 /450 grain is given. The full effect of the drug is 
obtained when there is complete loss of memory. The 
patient is then usually flushed and the pupils dilated. 
Sleep occurs between the pains, but there is restlessness 
and groaning while they are present. After three injec- 
tions of hyoscine, which arc generally at hourly intcrx'als, 
a longer period should elapse before another is necessary. 
Fluids will be frequently taken, as the drug causes 
extreme thirst, and attention must be paid to the bladder. 

^\■mbu^al (capsules 1-V grains each). This is adminis- 
tered orally, the technique being similar to that employed 
in twilight sleep. The initial dose in the average case is 
two capsules, with subsequently one capsule at three- 
hourly inters als, as required. 

Siuiitim amylal (capsules 3 grains each). This drug is 
not as readily excreted as nembutal, and therefore gites 
a longer hypnosis. The initial dose ranges from three to 
six grains, and is repeated as indicated. 

Sihiitir)! t‘vipa?t (ampoules I gramme to be dissolved in 
10 c.cm. of distilled water). Intravenous injection is the 
method employed, great care being exercised in adminis- 
tration to ensure an etlicient airway. Small dcses of 2 c.cm. 


produce a condition of twilight sleep, and with larger 
doses there is complete anaesthesia for delivery. 

With all these drugs there is risk of respiratory depres- 
sion, and therefore respiratory stimulants, such as carbon 
dioxide and coraminc, should be at hand. It should be 
more generally recognized that the only drug we have 
that is truly analgesic is opium. Scopolamine and the 
barbiturates are merely amnesic in their action. Conse- 
quently, although relief is obtained from the pains of 
labour, it is in proportion to the loss of memory and 
the degree of hypnosis- that these drugs arc found suc- 
cessful. They should never be prescribed vvlicrc liver or 
kidney damage is suspected. 

Inhalhlional Analgesia 

Chloroform ciipsulcs (or briseltcs, 20 minims of chloro- 
form in each). One of these is crushed and inhaled by 
the patient at the onset of a pain. Some experience is 
necessary in timing the administration, to obtain good 
results, and it is ;i , convenient way of controlling a single 
dose of chloroform after the fashion of the time-honoured 
method of dropping .the anaesthetic on the mask, As 
chloroform has a toxic action on the liver and heart 
muscle it is not recommended that it should be con- 
tinued for any lengthy period. 


Gas and Air Analgesia 


Nitrous oxide gas is botli analgesic and amnesic at the 
same time, and docs not have any toxic cITcct on the 
patient. In my opinion the best method of giving relief 
is by the administration of gas and air in the right pro- 
portions. It is essential to have a reliable apparatus, 
which is described below. 

Nitrous oxide is supplied in steel cylinders of diflcrcnt 
capacities: 50 and 100 gallon sizes arc the most suitable. 
They arc of two types: (n) straight valve, where the l.cy 
for turning on the gas fits on the spindle at the top of 
the cylinder, the outlet being at the side, and (h) angle 
valve, where the spindle is at the side and the gas flows 
from the top. As nitrous oxide in the cylinder is a liquid 
under pressure of between 700 and 800 lb. per square inch, 
an efficient reducing valve is essential to make the gas 
available, 

APISSRXTUS 


This consists of the reducing valve, which allows gas to 
be delivered to a small rubber bag enclosed in either a 
metal drum or wooden box. An automatic valve causes 
the flow to cease when the bag is full. As soon as the 
bag deflates through inhalation more gas is allowed to 
enter. The outlet of the machine is divided into (wo 
channels— one for the passage of gas and the other for 
the admission of air through small holes. A check vrdve 
intermits the flosv, and is only lifted when a fresh siippb 
of gas and air is inhaled, thereby preventing an c'c.ip-' 
while the patient exhales. The whole action is con- 
trolled by inspiration. The holder fitted to the face rna r. 
ha-S in it a finger hole, which is occluded by the palieo 
herself, but when the finger is raised air only is inlirdcc. 
Tliis is connected to the machine by concertina tiibir,.:- 
The amount of gas intermittently consumed is on t, - 
average 35 gallons per hour. In a series of pri'.c - 
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practice cases the cost of gas av'eraged about ten shillings 
for a period of five hours. The analysis of the mixture 
is approximately 45 per cent, nitrous oxide in air, 

Ttvo models are illustrated; Fig. 1, size 12 in, by 8 in, 
by 18 in., weight about 15 lb. without cylinders; Fig. 2, 
size I6i in. by 7} in. by 4i in., weight svithout cylinder 
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9i lb. In Fig. 1 two straight valve cylinders are securely 
attached by lightly screwing up the nuts and using 
efficient washers, as it is essential that there should be 
no leaks. Only one cylinder must be turned on at a 



time, the gauge showing when it is empty. The valve of 
the one must be closed before the other is opened. 

In Fig. 2 one cylinder (100 gallons) stands upright in 
a leather pocket made for the purpose, and a reducing 
valve is connected to it in a similar way, a small rubber 
pilot b.ag acting in lieu of the gauge. 


TECHNIQUE OF ADMINTSTK.VTIOS 

The patient should be thoroughly conversant with the 
use of the mask before labour begins, so that when the 
time arrives for using it she is both confident in and 
familiar with what she has to do. If she is at all nervous 
she should be reassured ; and she should fully realize that 
the analgesia is self-administered, that she does not lose 
consciousness, and that it gives definite relief from pain. 
The mask must be applied in perfect apposition to the face 
to prevent air-leaks, and the finger comfortably placed over 
the air-hole in the correct position. Unless care is taken 
with these details relief will not be obtained. The question 
is often asked as to when the analgesia should be started. 
The answer is, as soon as the pains of labour cause dis- 
comfort to the patient, at which time premedication with 
morphine 1/6 grain is of value, if desired. 

In order that the full effect be appreciated it is important 
that the mask be applied to the face on the slightest 
indication of a pain — that is, before it has become estab- 
lished. The patient should be instructed to inhale and 
exhale normally, and to increase the depth and frequency 
of the breathing in proportion to what she can feeL When 
the pain is over the face-piece should be removed. This 
procedure can go on with each pain for hours and until 
the second stage of labour. The patient can drink freely 
of liquids when desired, as vomiting seldom occurs. ^ 
During the second stage of labour, when the expulsive - 
voluntary muscles are brought into play, six to eight 
breaths should be taken in quick succession, the patient 
being told to hold her breath and force down as directed. 
At the time of delivery, unless full anaesthesia is indicated, 
the patient should be continuously inhaling from the face- 
mask as rapidly as possible, and must be instructed not to 
bear down, V^en it is considered that gas and air is not 
sufficient for the deliver)’ -of the child there is no objection 
to following it up with any anaesthetic, such as chloro- 
form, ether, or gas and o.xygen. 

POIN'TS TO OBSERVE 

1. The mother’s pulse and the foetal heart rate should 
be estimated hourly. 

2. Normal labour is accelerated by the use of gas and 
air. In those cases in which advance, however slow, does 
not lake place, and relief is not obtained, these signs 
should be looked upon as diagnostic and a cause sought. 

The following case is an illustration. 

Gas and air analgesia was administered to a patienF when 
the second-stage labour pains had become established. For 
the first two hoors analgesia was satisfactory, but gradually 
became ineffective and the pains severe. No advance was 
taking place in the presenting part, although full dilatation was 
present. Both the mothers pulse and the foetal heart rate were 
rising. Diagnosis: a case of obstructed labonr. Treatment: 
under a general anaesthetic a living child was delivered by 
podalic version. 

3. It is imponant to remember that cyanosis (other 
than that caused by holding the breath) does not occur. If 
any is noticed steps must be taken to find out the reason. 

The following case is instructive; 

A woman started the administration of gas and air analeesia 
towards the end of the first stage of labour. After continuing 
this intermittently for a few hours it was found that cyanosis 
was produced, and the blueness did not completely disappear 
between the pains. Diagnosis; an examination of the chest 
revealed rales and rhonchi over both lungs and oedema was 
suspected. This was due to a previous influenzal cold, which 
had settled on the chest. Gas and air was discontinued as 
being an unsuitable analgesic. 
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There are, therefore, contraindications to the use of gas . 
and air analgesia in labour, but only in the abnormal 
cases. These are; (1) Patients having any heart lesion 
in which compensation is incomplete. Apart from the 
physical signs this would be shown by rapid pulse and 
varying degrees of cyanosis. (2) Patients with pulmonary 
conditions — that is, phthisis, bronchitis, and other con- 
gestive conditions of the lungs. (3) Patients with albumin- 
uria and high blood pressure, who might possibly develop 
an eclamptic fit. 

The apparatus was never intended for- the purpose of 
anaesthesia, so that it is precluded in the ordinary way 
for any obstetric operation, such as version, the application 
of forceps, or e,xtensivc repair of the perineum. 

■ 

TRAINING OF MATERNTTY NURSES 

A course of instruction in the administration of nitrous 
o.xide and air by midwives has been inaugurated in many 
teaching hospitals, and when a sufficiently high standard 
of efficiency has been attained a certificate is issued. 
Consequently, maternity nurses who have obtained this 
- certificate will be qualified to undertake the supervision of 
the administration of gas and air both in domiciliary 
^practice and in nursing homes. This will enable the 
practitioner confidently to receive great assistance from 
the nurse during the earlier stages of the labour. 

DETAILS OF RESEARCH 

It may be of interest to record the scientific work that 
was carried out with the assistance of Dr. Hilda Garry 
in the Liverpool Maternity Hospital in March, 1934, to 
show that there was no danger to mother or child by the 
use of gas and air analgesia. Electrocardiograms were 
taken of a series of patients immediately before and at the 
end of the administration, and again a day or two later. 
Dr. Leslie Cunningham, medical officer in charge of the 
electrocardiograph department of the David Lewis 
Northern Hospital, Liverpool, kindly reported on these, 
and slated that they did not appear to be influenced to any 
e.xfent as the result of the patients’ experience. 

The alteration in the mother's pulse and in the foetal 
heart rates, estimated at approximately equal intervals 
during analgesia, was within normal limits. 

A biochemical study was made of blood obtained from 
a maternal vein and the umbilical cord in a number of 
patients immediately after dcliverj', with and without 
analgesia. The conclusions were that, although, the 
administration of gas and air reduced the oxygen content 
of the mother’s blood, the blood of the umbilical cord did 
not show any marked alteration. 

In January, 1936, the British College of Obstetricians 
and Gynaecologists published a report on the investigation 
into the use of analgesics suitable for administration by 
midwives; in which it was stated that gas and air adminis- 
tered by a similar apparatus to that described was a safe 
and satisfactory method of producing analgesia. There 
were certain criticisms concerning weight and bulk, and 
it is highly gratifying to note that these difficulties have 
now been removed. 

During the last three years the just demands of par- 
turient women for the provision of the best relief available 
have received greater recognition. As the public grows 
more “gas-minded'’ drugs will give way to inhalational 
analgesia. With the further increase of interest, acquire- 
ment of knowledge, and improved organization, the means 
for obtaining this relief will become still more simple 
and expedient. 


A NEW RADIOLOGY DEPARTMENT IN 
EGYPT

The Pyramids at Cairo are known throughout the world 
and to many they symbolize Egypt.- Not so well known 
is the progress made in many modern spheres under the 
dynasty of Mohamed Aly the Great. The Ministry of 
Education, which recently celebrated its centenary, pro- 
vides a striking example of the advance made with the 
help of extensive European guidance, and the development 
of the Egyptian University over the last twelve years has 
been extremely rapid. The Faculty of Medicine, which 
includes the old Kasr-el-Ainy school and hospital, is 
building on an island in the Nile what probably will be 
when completed the largest teaching hospital in the world. 
In 1922 an international competition resulted in Messrs. 
Nicolas and Dixon Spain of London being chosen as 
architects. 

The foundations of the whole hospital were completed 
in 1930, and about 400 beds are now in use. The radio- 
logy department as planned in 1922 was found to be 
smaller than was required by the increase in the work. 
At my suggestion it was replanned in 1930, the electro- 
therapy accommodation removed elsewhere, and a new 
story' added to the building. In 1932 the plan was further 
modified to include two wards pending the completion of 
the whole hospital. In 1936 a start was made by the 
reception of patients. In this hospital, as in Sweden, 
radiologists have clinical charge of beds, and forty-three 
beds arc now (May, 1937) occupied by patients receiving 
treatment by radium or x rays, or both these agents. 
There are five radiologists on the staff of the department, 
three of whom hold the Cambridge diploma, while an 
assistant surgeon is delegated from the department of 
surgery to act as surgical specialist. In addition, radium 
is available to Such of the surgical or gynaecologist staff 
as wish to employ it, but its use in this way has been 
mainly by the ear, nose, and throat staff. 

Lay-out and Equipment 

/ 

The department occupies part'of the first and the whole 
of the second floor above the out-patient accommodation. 
On the first floor are situated- lecture theatre, museum, 
photographic dark room, film stores, patients’ waiting 
rooms, workshop, and typist and filing clerk and tech- 
nicians’ rooms. The second floor has the shape of a 
capital T, the top of which is principally for diagnostic 
radiology. The stem of the T is for therapeutic radio- 
logy'. The diagnostic section has barium insulation and 
rubber flooring, and includes an electrically refrigerated 
dark room. All rooms used for patients (except the wards) 
have electric heating. There are screening rooms and two 
radiographic rooms. Of the four rooms three are equipped 
with two tables, making seven tubes in all. One of these is 
of rotating anode type. By means of electrically interlocked 
and operated switchgear, designed by me and made in 
Cairo by kind permission of the Director-General of the 
physical Department, each of the four control tables in 
the four .T-ray rooms on the low-tension side and the 
corresponding .v-ray tube on the high-tension side can 
be connected to either a si.x-valve or a four-valve generamr. 
Both generators can be employed simultaneously. This 
system, which is believed to be original and which saves 
almost the whole cost of two generators, facilitates me 
repair of ^faults, as each generator acts as a stand-by lor 
the other. All the apparatus is shock-proof, the generators 
being situated in a machine room upsfairs, and cables are 
led through the ceilings to the .t-ray tubes. A dental 
apparatus of the new self-contained type is also in use lor 
the work of the dental school. 
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with severe enteritis. His CNamination of the stools had pro- 
gressed as far as demonstrating the presence of a non-lactose 
fermenting organism. This pointed to the possibility of infec- 
tion with B. typhosus or other organisms of the Salmonella 
group which could account for the enteritis. Mr. Wilkie had 
been given a history of eels in his patient’s diet. I decided 
to investigate this. 

The situation at that time was as follows: "We had no 
evidence of any cases being connected with the shop beyond 
our original four notifications. There were three distinct 
investigations proceeding in conne.xion with enteric fever — 
missed, suspected, and actual — in the borough. There was a 
small, well-confined outbreak of ten cases of food poisoning 
in an institution. 

On investigation at Mr. Horsman's lodgings it was found 
that he had eaten ham from the shop on August 20 or August 
21. He lived alone in a furnished room. He was ill on 
August 22. and his doctor sent him into St. Pancras Hospital 
late that day. We obtained the ham which remained and had 
it examined bacteriologically at University College. Hospital. 
The final report on that was: no typhoid, paratyphoid, or 
dysentery bacilli : no organisms of the food-poisoning group 
were isolated, such as D. paertner, B. aertrycke, or B. ncwporl ; 
no other abnormal coliform organisms isolated. On culture 
there was a very marked growth of staphylococci, 10 per cent, 
of which were S. aureus and 90 per cent. S. albus. A growth 
of non-haemolytic Streptococci iiiiiis was also obtained. At 
the same time as this investigation led us so directly to the 
suspected ham and suspected shop, Mrs, S. admitted the 
connexion there and the other cases were brought to light. 

The fact that a food poisoning outbreak had actually 
started was now evident. Doctors working in the alTcclcd 
area were immediately informed of this. Some doctors had 
already met the epidemic and were able to make a diagnosis 
of cases which had puzzled them. We followed up these 
cases at once from lists supplied by the doctors, and were 
able in that way to trace the food eaten, in all except one 
case, to some connecting link with the Finsbury shop. It 
will be seen that cases came under notice in various ways: 
statutory notification, notice- by patients' letters, and in the 
course of investigating other cases. The epidemic is not yet 
fully explained. There has been no time. These brief facts 
and questions may produce interest and may be answers to 
some of the problems which the outbreak has produced. 

The Question of “Toxin” 

Gaertner bacilli have been isolated in a number of the stools. 
One man was ill within five hours of eating the ham. Other 
patients were ill within eight and nine hours. Most of them 
took twelve hours and more. - The question arises. Can a 
Gaertner infection be followed by enteritis in the short space 
of five hours? Was there a massive dose of preformed toxin 
in the meat? The following case is interesting. Mrs. C. 
bought some breakfast sausage from the shop and gave it 
to her two sons. She is quite certain she had none of the food 
herself from that place. The three were" taken ill at the 
same time and she was removed to hospital. Her stools were 
very carefully examined, but no Gaertner organisms were 
found. Were these cases affected by toxin? If so, it must 
have been very potent to act in the way it did. In several 
cases where groups of people, say a family, were affected it 
has been interesting to relate the amount ■ of the suspected 
food eaten with the severity of the illness. The rule seems to 
have been that the more eaten the greater the degree of attack. 
This was shown in two groups by, the number of ” poisoned ” 
sandwiches eaten. These and the many other interesting 
points which have arisen in connexion with this epidemic will 
receive further consideration, and will no doubt form the 
subject of a complete report at a later date. 


The Duke of Kent will open the new radiological 
department of the North Staffordshire Royal Infirmary, 
Stoke-on-Trent, on October 13.

POSTGRADUATE MEDICINE 

THIRD INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS AT BERLIN 

We are indebted for the following account to Colonel 
A. H. Proctor, D.S.O., M.D., Dean of the British Post- 
graduate Medical School, Haininersinith. 

The Third International Congress on Postgraduate 
Medical Education began on August 21 in Berlin. There 
have been two previous congresses on postgraduate medical 
education, the first in 1909 in Budapest, and the second 
in London in 1913. Since the war no further congresses 
have been held. This year's congress was organized by 
Professor Adam, a member of the original committee, 
and Secretary General. The German Government gave 
generous help and assistance, and the meeting was pre- 
sided over by Dr. Kurt Blome, the director of post- 
graduate medical study appointed by the Reich medical 
leader. The congress met in the large hall of the Langen- 
beck Virchow House, and the interest aroused is shown 
by the fact that although the hall will seat 700 people 
extra chairs had to be brought in. Forty countries were 
represented, France by no fewer than eleven delegates 
and Japan by nine. 

Dr. Pfundtner, Secretary of State for the Interior, who 
formally opened the congress on behalf' of the Reich 
Minister of the Interior, Dr. Frick, who was unable to be 
present, referred to the influence of such meetings in 
promoting international good will and friendship. 

The Doctor in Modern Germany ^ 

The Reich medical leader. Dr. Wagner, then read a 
paper on “The Position of the Doctor in the New 
Germany.” He opened by stating that the doctor's chief 
duty was to combat those, conditions “ which history 
shows have caused nations to perish” — namely: (1) the 
decline of births ; (2) the swamping of the best and most 
capable parts of a nation by those elements which had no 
right to existence ; (3) the mingling with the blood of a 
different race. The chief task of the German doctor lay 
in promoting all measures which would strengthen the 
health and vigour of German individuals. He outlined 
the seheme by which a medical survey of the whole work- 
ing population was to be carried out and early departures 
from normal health recognized and treated. In future 
each German was to get a medical certificate which would 
record all medical facts of importance from birth to 
death. (Free choice of doctor was insisted on.) The 
new “ Reichsiirzteordniing ” of April 1, 1936, fixed the 
rights and duties of the German medical man. It was a 
legal duty for him to support the steps taken by the Stale 
and party in the sphere of- population and health policy. 
The profession of a doctor was no longer a trade in 
Germany, but a public task settled by law. The 
“Chamber of Doctors ” (Reichsarztekammer) controlled 
the medical profession. It could distribute doctors syste- 
matically over the country and prevent, if necessary, the 
selling up of practice in places whose requirements were 
already provided for. Postgraduate education was iio 
longer left to his discretion. It was his duty, and only 
teachers were exempt from such courses. The Cham -r 
also had full disciplinary powers. Permission to join the

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Postgraduate Education in Germany 

In a paper on research and postgraduate study Professor 
Borst of Munich put forward a strong plea for free and 
independent research — that is, research which had no par- 
ticular aim other than to determine true relationships. 
Only in times of stress and in emergencies could the 
research worker be assigned special problems. He stressed 
the necessity of training the rising generation. Research, 
instruction, and medical postgraduate study were insepar- 
ably related. Postgraduate courses must include the pro- 
gress made in the natural sciences and in biology. 
Research was essential for the good physician, and must 
fihd a place in all sound proposals for postgraduate 
education. 

The organization of postgraduate study in Germany 
was described by Dr. Blonie. Intensive refresher courses 
for all doctors were now compulsory once in five years. ^ 
In 1936 4,941 doctors attended such courses. The number 
of doctors attending each course was limited to twenty, 
and postgraduate centres had been established in si.xty- 
eight centres. Country practitioners attended for three 
weeks, but medical men residing near centres could take 
evening courses' over a longer period. These were not 
regarded as so satisfactory. At each centre a director had 
been appointed whose duty it was to organize courses in 
co-operation with the instructors and in accordance with 
the general principles laid down. Fees were charged for 
the courses and had to be paid by the doctors themselves ; 
assistance was provided for those who needed it. Ad- 
vanced study was basically international in character and 
was guided by the Academy for Medical Postgraduate 
Study. This was given in a university or an academy. 
For example, Munich academy was devoted more especi- 
ally to the physiology of work, and in Dresden studies were 
conducted in nature courses, spa treatment, fasting, and 
other forms of treatment which had been largely in the 
hands of non-medical healers. These courses were now 
sponsored by the medical profession and not, as formerly, 
by the administrative authorities of bathing resorts and 
spas. Special courses were held at Alt-Rehse, where there 
Was a school for leaders of the medical profession. (By 
“ leaders ” are meant leaders for the organization of health 
policy in accordance with present political ideals in 
Germany.) 

Dr. Blome was followed by Professor Oberling of the 
Medical Faculty, Paris, who gave a survey of medical 
postgraduate study in France, and a further paper on the 
importance of pathological anatomy for postgraduate in- 
struction. Speakers from Austria, Japan, Italy, Switzer- 
land, Greece, and Poland each in turn described post- 
graduate facilities available in their respective countries. 

The “New” German Medicine 

On Monday, August 23, the congress opened with a 
paper by Professor Grote, Superintending Physician of the 
Medical Clinic of the Rudolf Hess Hospital at Dresden, on 
the “ New German Medicine in Postgraduate Study.” 
Professor Grote's paper was a little difficult to follow. It 
indicated that the new German medicine had acquired a 
new outlook in two directions. First, it was concerned 
"iih the dlse.ased conditions in racial and national life, 
and therefore devoted its attention to problems of heredity 
and the conclusions to be drawn from them. From this 
u marriage laws and prevention of 

eremtary disease. Secondly, in the past German medi- 
cine had been m.ainly concerned with the cause and mode 
c origin of symptoms in an attempt to attain ideal 


therapy by treating the cause. German medicine to-day 
was engaged in the interpretative analysis of symptoms 
and their significance, and in the region of therapy was 
investigating dietetic and physical procedures which had 
met with success in the treatment of disease. 

Colonel A. H. Proctor, Dean of the British Post- 
graduate Medical School, London, read a paper on the 
British Postgraduate Medical School and the necessity for' 
separating postgraduate from undergraduate teaching. He 
referred to the part played in postgraduate education by 
hospitals devoted to special diseases. 

Postgraduate Training in Obstetrics 

Professor W.sgner of Berlin and Professor Van Rooy 
of Amsterdam read short papers on the particular diffi- 
culties of postgraduate study in obstetrics. Each reviewed 
briefly the conditions for the training of students, and sug- 
gested that this should extend over several years. Post- 
graduate training in obstetrics was even more difficult as 
it had to be crowded into a short space of time. Professor 
Wagner considered the problem hard to solve in countries 
where delivery in the home with the aid of a midwife 
and eventually a general practitioner or a specialist was 
advocated. He recommended the utilization of large 
public lying-in hospitals which did not serve any other 
educational purpose. All physicians engaged in the 
practice of obstetrics should be compelled to attend post- 
graduate courses periodically. 

Surgery, Tropical Mediems, Radiology 

Professor Sauerbruch, Director of the University 
Surgical Clinic, Berlin, in a paper on postgraduate study 
in surgery, stressed the difficulty of training in operative 
surgery and the necessity of illustrating the principles of 
surgery in simple cases. 

Professor MOhlens, Director of the Tropical Institute, 
Hamburg, said that the courses held there included a 
special nine weeks' course, at the end of which an exam- 
ination was held and a diploma granted. Other courses 
provided were; one in Spanish, a special course for ship 
surgeons, courses for candidates for the degree of doctor 
of medicine, and for assistantships in various laboratories 
and in the tropical hospital. As many as 300 or more 
students attended during the year from all parts of the 
world. 

Professor Holthusen of Hamburg, in a paper on diag- 
nosis and therapy by radiation, drew attention to the fact 
that various specialists used x rays in their clinical work, 
and many general practitioners were also more or less 
active in this field. Efforts were now being made to 
induce more practitioners to take up radiology as a 
special subject. Measures for training the rising genera- 
tion of doctors had not kept pace with requirements. 

Postgraduate -Study in Psychiatry 

Professor Kx-aesi, Director of the University Psychiatric 
Clinic in Berne, in an interesting paper on postgraduate 
study in psychiatry-, referred to the loss of the old family 
physician, who was helper and counsel not only in disease 
but also in the emotional and moral problems of his 
patients. One-sided thinking in the natural sciences had 
led to the functions of the old family physicians beins 
taken over by “occupational" and “matrimonial" ad~ 
visers, “psychotechnicians," and quacks. The student- 
should be stimulated to take an interest in psychiatr- 

and in the wider study of human conduct. He- " 

that facilities for postgraduate study in psych"'- 
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be provided by properly edited periodicals, evening 
clinical demonstrations for general practitioners, and 
vacation courses. ■ ' 

Dr. Engel of Berlin, discussing the importance of post- 
graduate study for the State and those who administered 
insurance, pointed out that there were 20,000,000 insured 
■ persons in Germany, and their healthy working power 
was a most precious possession. The influence of medical 
progress affected not only the present but future genera- 
tions. He stressed the great importance of postgraduate 
study in industrial organization in raising earning power, 
in providing occupational welfare work, and in the pre- 
vention of disease and the treatment of accidents. 

The Cancer Campaign 

The morning of Tuesday, August 24, was devoted to 
the campaign against cancer and its importance as a 
subject of international postgraduate study. The discus- 
sion was introduced by Dr. Schraenen, Secretary of the 
Belgian Society for the Combating of Cancer, and by 
Professor Auler, Secretary General of the German Com- 
mission. Other papers were contributed by Professor 
Fischer, Rostock ; Professor Konig, Wurzburg ; Professor 
Schroder, Leipzig ; Professor Haubold, Berlin ; and 
Professor Reding, Brus§els. 

Dr. Schraenen said that the object of the campaign 
against cancer was to give the best possible treatnient 
to the greatest possible number of patients at the earliest 
possible slage of the disease. In order to achieve this 
ideal the following demands must be met. The 
public should have a basic knowledge of the nature of 
cancer, know what methods existed for fighting it, and 
above all must be persuaded of the importance of their 
own co-operation in this struggle. The diagnosis of 
cancer must be so organized that the disease might be 
definitely recognized as early as possible. Opportunities 
for suitable early treatment should be assured. For sub- 
sequent treatment there must be a service of supervision, 
and also a “ social cancer welfare ” organization devoting 
itself to the economic and psychological consequences of 
cancer for the patient and for his family. The measures 
required for this were the special scientific training of 
medical students in relation to cancer ; a constant re- 
awakening of the interest of practising physicians (for 
example, by making available to them treatises on the 
progress of cancer research, by courses, by postgraduate 
lectures) ; close co-operation of physicians in dealing with 
individual cases through the welfare service of the cancer 
league ; co-operation between the medical profession and 
the anti-cancer centres (institutions which unite all the 
measures for dealing with cancer — diagnosis, therapy, re- 
search, and instruction). The practical side of- the ques- 
tion, which had been recognized by all as being of the 
utmost urgency, had not been tackled. 

Professor Lambadaridis of Greece said that in Greece 
the mortality from cancer was probably higher than in 
any other civilized country. The total population .was 
about 7,000,000. He estimated that about 350,000 were 
suffering from cancer. Statistics, however, were for 
various reasons lacking. This year an institute for cancer 
research had been established from public and private 
funds, but there was a serious lack of doctors with special 
training. Examination stations should be established 
which the entire population should be compelled by-law 
to visit at regular intervals. The family doctor had an 
important part to play in the fight against cancer, espe- 
cially in early diagnosis. Professor Lambadaridis’s pro- 
posal that the familj' doctor should remove biopsy speci- 


mens for diagnosis, although it may not be approved in 
this country, may, with the conditions of practice in 
Greece, be necessary there. In Greece it may be im- 
possible to obtain the opinion of an expert in these cases 
or to send them to a hospital until their diagnosis is con- 
firmed. 

Professor Schroder of Leipzig described the part the 
general practitioner could play in the campaign against 
uterine cancer. He advocated written and pictorial propa- 
ganda, exhibitions, and instruction by social workers, com- 
munity nurses, and midwives. 

, Films in Education 

On Tuesday Dr. Kittler read- a paper on the use of 
films in postgraduate study. Some excellent films illus- 
trated the indications for the administration of insulin in 
diabetes. So far as major surgery was concerned, it was 
thought that films could only serve to broaden the thera- 
peutic range of vision of- the general practitioner; they 
were not of much use in teaching operative surgery. 
Interesting films of the mechanism of labour, made up 
in the same way as the well-known Walt Disney films, 
were also showq. 

An International Academy for Postgraduate Work 

On Tuesday afternoon a special meeting of the Inter- 
national Congress of Postgraduate Medical Education 
Committee was held, and a proposal was brought forward 
to establish an international academy of postgraduate 
work and research. The draft constitution and statutes 
were submitted and a prolonged discussion took place on 
the various proposals contained therein. The object of 
the academy is to foster medical postgraduate work and 
research on an international basis ; to make accessible to 
all -the other members of the academy the achievements 
of the various countries and their investigators, both in 
general medicine and in its special branches. Its duty 
would be to organize postgraduate courses, study-meet- 
ings, and congresses ; control the ‘exchange of teachers 
and students of every affiliated country ; to offer oppor- 
tunities for advanced and postgraduate study in each 
country ; to arrange study-tours in foreign countries ; to 
improve methods of teaching, especially with regard to 
the use of films ; to translate and distribute publications 
of special importance from distant places ; to help to 
finance important research ; to impart -information about 
the particular problems of various countries and their 
branches of research ; to distribute and advise doctors of 
affiliated countries, groups, and special groups. 

It is proposed that a permanent bureau should be set 
up in Berlin, and the general organization was outlined. 
The approval to establish such an academy was carried 
by a large majority and the draft constitution and 
statutes were referred to a smaller committee. Such an 
academy would serve a very useful object not only in 
promoting medical progress but in furthering .international 
fellowship and friendship. 

Facilities for the Foreign Doetor in Germany 

Wednesday, the concluding day of the congress, was 
opened by a paper by -Professor Adam of Berlin, on t u 
opportunities for advanced study for foreigners m 
Germany, such as: (I) posts as voluntary assistants > 
clinics and institutes, the smaller universities being , 
suited for this ; (2) the international postgraduate courses 
in March and October for specialists in their gived ueia , 
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(3) courses in Spanish specially designed for Latin- 
American students. Professor Adam also described the 
various organizations which gave special aid to foreign 
physicians. These included: (n) the Information Office 
of the Kaiserin Friedrichhaus, Berlin; {b) the Foreign 
Section of the University of Berlin Staff Association ; 
(c) the Institute for Foreigners in the University of Berlin, 
devoted chiefly to teaching the German language to 
foreigners ; (d) the America Institute ; (e) the Japan 
Institute ; (/) the German Academic Exchange Service, an 
organization 'which arranges exchange positions for 
German and foreign physicians: with its Humboldt 
Foundation it is in a position to grant fellowships to 
foreign physicians during their stay in Germany. 

Dr. Kennedy of Cornell University, New York, then 
began a general discussion on the international e.xchange 
of instructors and students, in which a number- of 
delegates took part. 

Industrial Medicine 

A discussion on instruction and postgraduate study in 
industrial medicine was introduced by Dr. B.sader, 
Director of the University Institute for Industrial Medi- 
cine. Stressing the necessity for special study in this par- 
ticular branch of medicine, he pointed out that in Germany 
this was a post-war development and that rapid mechan- 
ization and technical processes had resulted in the manual 
labourer being worn out at the age of 45 to 50. In 
Berlin there was a university institute for occupational 
diseases. At Munich there was an institute for the physio- 
logy of work and a pathological institute for industrial 
and accident hygiene. In the .Ruhr district several hos- 
pital departments were engaged in the study of pneumono- 
coniosis, etc. Besides these, special clinical departments 
in industrial hygiene are provided at the Reichsgesund- 
heitsamt, the Workers' Protection Museum in Berlin, the 
Museum of the German Society of Workers’ Protection 
in Frankfort-on-Maine, and the Bochum Museum of 
Mining. 

Dr. E. L. Middleton, one of the English delegates, 
described the education in industrial diseases that is pro- 
vided in England, and a number of other physicians from 
Paris, Italy, Brussels, and Buenos Aires took part in the 
■ discussion. 


W. Haupt (Med. Klinik. July 16, 1937, p. 957) cites 
comparative statistics of mortality from cancer in different 
countries. For each 10,000 inhabitants 13,4 died of cancer 
in Germany and 15.3 in England. The general mortality 
for each 10,000 inhabitants was 107.8 for Germany and 
124 for England. However, there is no connexion between 
general mortality and mortality from cancer. In Chile, 
for example, the general mortality is 267, while the mor- 
tality from cancer is only 12. The mortality from cancer 
m Germany is higher for women than for men, the pro- 
portion being 121 to 100. The proportion is much higher 
in the United States — namely, 220 to 100. Cancer of the 
genital organs accounts for one-fifth to one-quarter of 
all cases of cancer in women, and 60 per cent, of all cases 
occur in women under the age of 50. Unfortunately a 
large proportion, varying from 42 to 82 per cent., neglect 
to seek medical advice'until it is too late. The author 
recommends a number of measures for the campaign 
against genital cancer, the most important preventive 
measures being voluntary regular yearly examination of 
all Women over 35 years of age and supervision of all 
cases already treated. Finally, he cites statistics relating 
■? j-S- ’^“tilts of treatment of carcinoma of the uterus in 
Its different stages. 


BRITISH ASSOCIATION FOR THE 
ADVANCEMENT OF SCIENCE 

THE NOTTINGHASI MEETING 

The British Association met at Nottingham this year from 
September 1 to. 8, under the presidency of Sir Edward 
POULTON, F.R.S., and full accounts of its activities have 
appeared in the daily press. We give here a brief sum- 
mary of one or two of the subjects discussed at the 
meeting. 

The Presidential .Address 

The wide general interest in scientific progress to-day 
is in marked contrast to the antagonistic attitude dis- 
played by other branches of learning as recently as a 
century ago. WTien, at the Oxford meeting of the 
British Association in 1832, honorary degrees were con- 
ferred on David Breuster, Robert Brown, John Dalton, 
and Michael Faraday, current opinion was reflected in a 
letter from John Keble to a friend: “The 0,xford 
doctors have truckled sadly to the spirit of the times 
in receiving the hodge-podge of philosophers as they 
did."’ The doctrine of evolution probably stirred more 
widespread opposition than any other scientific advance. 
In surveying the history of evolutionary thought in the 
presidential address to the- British Association at Notting- 
ham, Sir Edward Poulton traced its progress as 
it may be followed in the series of meetings of the 
Association, dating as far back as 1881, with which 
he has himself been personally concerned. 

At the Jubilee meeting of that year the outstanding 
event was Huxley's evening lecture on “ The Rise and 
Progress of Palaeontology," the foundation upon which 
geographical, geological, and biological evolutionary 
histoiy had been built. It was surprising to reflect that 
many of the older naturalists, even so late in the Vic- 
torian era, had found almost insuperable difficulty in 
believing that the land had been for the most part 
deposited under the sea, or in accounting for the presence 
of fossils, ■■ formed stones ” as they were called in 
those days. Huxley cited the work of Nicholas Steno of 
Florence, published in 1669, concerning certain fossils 
of the Tuscan rocks, known as glossopetrae, and 
commonly believed to be fossil fig leaves. By dissection 
of a shark's head Steno showed the complete corre- 
spondence between the "glossopetrae” and the shark's 
teeth — “that in- fact they were shark's teeth." Sur- 
veying Steno's further studies of Tuscan fossils, proving 
their relationship to terrestrial, fresh water, and marine 
organisms, studies later extended over a wider area by 
Button, Huxley envisaged the framework of palaeonto- 
logy' as thereby completed save for one component. 
This was supplied towards the end of the eighteenth 
century by William Smith, who showed that rocks of 
the same age w;ere identifiable in all paijs of the world, 
while the biologist could follow the changes in living 
organisms, constituting a record of constant extinction 
and continual regeneration of new species. 

Following the establishment of the conclusion that 
life has existed in this world over a vast period of 
millions of years, discussions regarding the actual age 
of the eanh continued intermittently at British Associa- 
tion meetings from 1892 until 1921." It was a matter of 
difficulty to reconcile the conclusions reached by ex- 
ponents of different sciences. Thus the physicist, 'Lord 
Kelvin, estimated a hundred million years as the period 
during which the earth had been sufficientiv cool to 
support life, an estimate later reduced by Professor Tait 
to ten million. The geologists and biologists, however 
maintained that an immensely longer period was re- 
quired for the history of fossiliferous rocks and the 
evolution of animals and plants. In 1896 the 
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physicists were disagreeing among themselves, Helmholtz 
^ allowing the sun eighteen million years for giving out 
^ radiant heat at its present rate, while Kelvin allowed 500 
million. Sir George Darwin, who concurred with 
Kelvin, nevertheless dreW' the reasonable conclusion that 
“ the physical argument is not susceptible of a greater . 
degree of certainty than that of the geologists, and the 
scale of geological time remains in great measure un- 
known.” Again, in the words of Sir William Turner at 
the Bradford meeting in 1900, the birth of this world 
“ must have been in the far-distant past, at a period so 
remote from the present that the mind fails to grasp 
the duration of the interval.” 

Discussing organic evolution, the President threw some 
light upon the reception of Darwin’s Orisin of Species 
by the laity, showing that the clergy especially were less 
antagonistic than was generally supposed. He was him-, 
self present at the Church Congress at Reading in 1883, 
and recalled the unanimous enthusiasm with which the 
audience received a paper by Aubrey Moore om“ Recent 
Advances in Natural Science in their relation to the 
Christian Faith.” Nevertheless, the new conceptions 
were not easily assimilated. Contemporary comment 
some twenty years earlier, in 1861, was illustrated by 
the verse: 

“ A deer with a neck that was longer by half 
Than the rest of its family’s (try not to laugh) 

By stretching and stretching became a Giraffe, 

Which nobody can deny.” 

With regard to acquired characters, maintained by. 
Weismann to be incapable of hereditary transmission^a 
statement accepted by nearly all biologists, the President 
suggested that this vital conclusion was insulTicicntly 
appreciated by • the general public. He adduced in 
support the opinion of the late A. A. Macdonell, Pro- 
fessor of Sanskrit at O.xford. The professor, who spoke 
- both English and German as they are spoken by 
“natives,” held that it was impossible for any mature 
person to learn a foreign language to this extent. 
Familiarity with a language in early childhood was the 
essential basis. Yet any human being transported in 
infancy from his own country to anotlier, and brought 
up there among the natives, could learn to speak the 
language as spoken by the inhabitants. Nor would the 
fact that his forbears, perhaps for many generations, 
had spoken the language of his birthplace retard or modify, 
his acquisition of another tongue under these condi- 
tions, “ Educability ” could be transmitted ; it was a 
congenital character. But the results of education 
could not be transmitted. With further reference to the 
inheritance of acquired characters the President described 
the elaborate adaptations by which sedentary insects were 
hidden from their enemies, adaptations evolved not by 
experience but by avoidance of these enemies. For 
instance, a twig-hke caterpillar, resting on a branch in 
close proximity to a wren’s nest, was unnoticed by the 
bird, which, however, immediately saw and devoured it 
when it was placed on a white surface. .Sir Edward 
recalled. Lord Lister’s presidential address in 1896, a 
simple and modest record of the great benefactor’s life 
work, and an enduring inspiration to those privileged to 
be present. 

The Sex Ratio 

In a paper on the sex ratio Professor F. A. E. Crew, 
President of the Section of Zoology, maintained that the 
Statistical Review of the Registrar-General was a zoo- 
logical contribution of surpassing interest. It was,_ in 
fact, a progress report of a vast and exciting zoological 
experiment which we are conducting, scientifically or 
otherwise, with ourselves as the experimental material. 
For the correct interpretation of many of its data know- 
ledge derived from the study of lower forms of life 
was essential. Tliis was particularly apparent in the 


human sex ratio. - In the case of man the male was 
shown to be less viable than the female. Especially was 
there a general proneness on the part of male infants 
to die in greater numbers,- irrespective of the cause of 
death. It was necessary, therefore, to decide what funda- 
mental dilTerences between the sexes might be respon- 
sible for this variation in viability. Males differed 
from females in genetic constitution. The . male was 
heterogamctic, the female homogametic, and the higher 
mortality of the heterogamctic sex had been amply 
demonstrated among wild populations. Males were 
predominantly catabolic, females anabolic. Males 
showed a higher metabolism rate, a ‘higher erythrocyte 
count, a higher haemoglobin value. Experiments in male 
pigeons showed that their basal metabolism was more 
easily and more deeply , affected by conditions of high 
temperature or low oxygen supply than that of females. 
Males of the sword-tailed minnow were more susceptible 
to alcohol, potassium cyanide, and extremes of tempera- 
ture. The higher metabolic rate of the male appeared 
to render him less resistant to unfavourable conditions 
and more prone to death. 

Figures relating to farm animals showed without cx- 
. ception that the males among them shared the relative 
frailty of the human male, and records of laboratory 
rats and mice told the same story. 

Generally among birds the female was found to be 
more fragile. Pre-natal death fell more heavily on 
female fowls. The males of the Japanese turtle dove 
appeared 'tq be -the longer-lived. But in birds the 
hcterogannetic sek is the female. 

Evidence derived from fish was of less value, for the 
sex chromosome constitution had not yet been fully 
determined. A wide range of observations upon insects 
showed that the male, whether homo- or hetero-gamctic 
was the shorter-lived. 

There was nothing unique about the human sex 
ratio and the factors which operated to distort it were 
exactly those which produced the same results in other 
■forms of life. The problem must be studied not only 
in the office' of the statistician but also in the laboratory 
of the experimental biologist and in the open country, 
with the collaboration of the physiologist and the 
geneticist. 

Heat Production, Nutrition, and Growth 

Dr. E. P. PouLTON, President of the Section of 
Physiology,, prefaced his, address - on heat production, 
nutrition, and growth in man with some practical 
comments on the question of medical research. In 
recent years facilities for whole-time research had enor- 
mously increased, and such benefactors as Lord Nuffield 
had largely contributed to this happy state of affairs. 
It was important, however, to make provision for the 
research expenses of those wijling and able to devote 
their spare time to such work in the course of teaching 
and practice. Dr. Poulton stressed the lamentable time 
lag between the publication of new methods and their 
general adoption. If a new form of therapy were 

available in pill form, its widespread application was 
rapid and assured. If it involved the purchase o 
apparatus or other difficulties, it might remain ncglecte 
for years in many parts of the country. This was attri- 
butable to the straitened financial circumstances m so 
many voluntary hospitals. Money was indeed 
required for popularizing the results of research. ' ® 
tary hospitals, which naturally hesitated to buy 
apparatus, would not be slow to use it if provided u 
of cost. By applying this principle, in the first instan , 
to the voluntary teaching- hospitals, thus nccustomi S 
medical students to new methods and new apparatus, 
dissemination of the knowledge of fresh advances woi 
spread rapidly throughout the country. Following 
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and development authorized by the Council and in process 
of being carried out include several for the provision of 
additional accommodation for patients, new nurses’ homes 
and extensions of existing homes, and various other plans 
for improving present conditions. A sum is included for 
preliminary expenses in connexion with the new general 
hospital of about 500 beds to be erected on part of the 
site of St. Benedict’s Hospital, Tooting, to meet the 
demand for additional accommodation in the south of 
London. The estimated cost of the maintenance of L.C.C. 
hospitals for 1937-8 is £5,395,820, some £200,000 more 
than the estimated expenditure for 1936-7. The after- 
histories of tuberculous patients five years after they have 
been discharged from L.C.C. institutions are published 
from time to time. The latest survey deals with patients 
who were discharged in 1931. The number of adult 
patients discharged from residential institutions in that 
year was 4,368. In 554 cases the diagnosis of tuberculosis 
was not confirmed, 344 cases- could not be traced, and 
so the number of cases investigated was 3,470. Of the 
early cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 77.3 per cent, were 
alive after five years ; of the moderately advanced cases, 
44.1 per cent. ; of the advanced cases, 7.8 per cent. ; 
and of the cases of surgical tuberculosis, 74.1 per cent. 
During the same year 884 children were discharged; and 
a report is available as to 595 of these (170 pulmonary and 
425 non-pulmonary cases). Of the early pulmonary cases 
10.3 per cent, had died ; of the moderately advanced 66.7 
per cent., and of the advanced all had died ; of the non- 
pulmonary cases 8.5 per cent, had died. The number of- 
patients under reception orders in the L.C.C. mental hos- 
pitals at the end of the last six-months period (March, 
1937) was 21,013. During the six months 443 were dis- 
charged recovered, 334 relieved, and 81 not improved, 
while 669 had died. The number of voluntary patients 
in' residence was 877, and the number of temporary 
patients 37. 

Food Investigation 

The Report of the Food Investigation Board for 1936 
states that the year has been one of great activity, marked 
especially by the meeting of the British Commonwealth 
Scientific Conference and by the Seventh International 
Congress on Refrigeration. An investigation of the 
identity and properties of the proteins of muscles has 
resulted in the isolation of a new fraction, myoalbumen, 
which is interesting on account of its low iso-electric point 
(3.0 to 3.5). Myoalbumen constitutes 1 per cent, of the 
soluble proteins of rabbit’s muscle. The report for 1935 
referred to the high electrical resistance of the carcasses 
of pigs which had been overheated before slaughter 
{Journal, October 31, 1936, p. 877). It has since been 
found, in the course of experiments carried out for the 
Pigs Marketing Board of Northern Ireland, that the hams 
made from such carcasses show an unusually high inci- 
dence of taint. Conversely, low electrical resistance of 
the muscular tissue before curing is generally associated 
with a low incidence of taint. Thus it appears probable 
that measurements of the electrical resistance of the un- 
cured carcass may be of use in forecasting the incidence 
of taint in hams. It has been established that herrings 
cured with much less salt than is now employed in the 
trade keep well for six months at the usual storage tem- 
perature of —3° C. Experiments in progress point to the 
possibility of small amounts of formaldehyde being present 
in bound form in the flesh of fresh marine fish, and, to a 
greater extent, in salt-cured and dried fish. The origin of 
the formaldehyde is being investigated. The rancidity 
which develops in herrings’ fat during cold storage is due 
to certain enzymes, which are activated by common salt. 
In the case of fresh herrings, brine-frozen and subse- 
quently well washed, only slight oxidation of the fat was 
observed after six months’ storage in boxes at —28° C. ; 
with smoke-cured fish lowering the accepted -storage tem- 
perature (-8° to -14° C.) to -20° to -28° C. has been 
followed by an improvement in the quality of. the fish," due 
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to a retardation of deterioration. The report also records 
a special method, introduced in Belgium, applicable to the 
commercial cold storage of hot-house grapes, whereby 
water is supplied to the bunches during storage. Labora- 
tory trials .of this technique have shown promising results 
m the case of English muscats. A comprehensive series of 
expenrnents has proved that Victoria plums may be 
stored for three to four weeks at a temperature of 32° to 
34° F. If the fruit is sufficiently mature when picked it 
npens well after cold storage at any temperature from 
50 F. If picked too green a really good quality cannot 
be attained, .but an improvement in . both colour and 
quality may be produced by ripening at 70° F. The report 
also mentions the possibility of increasing the home. pro- 
duction of pears, which respond even more favourably 
than apples to gas storage. The value of pears eaten 
an^nually in the United Kingdom is roughly £2,000,000. 
The proportion of home-grown pears was 29 per cent, in 
,1934 and 13 per cent, in 1935, good and poor years respec- 
tively from the growers’ point of view. It is thus apparent 
that there is scope for a large increase in home production. 

N.S.P.C.C. Annual Report 

The annual report (1936-7) of the National Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children records' a slight 
increase in the number of cases reported to the society 
during the year. This increase was largely due to cases 
in which the parents of the children concerned came volun- 
tarily to ask the advice of the society with regard to their 
domestic problems. The report comments on the tendency 
of the general public to express dissatisfaction with the 
adequacy of the sentences imposed in cases prosecuted by 
the society. It is pointed out, however, that such penalties 
as heavy fines or terms of imprisonment, unless accom- 
panied by the transfer of the legal custody of the children, 
bear as heavily upon the children as upon the parents. 
Also it must be remembered that the really severe part of 
the sentence is contained in a decision to deprive parents 
of the custody of their children. The report states that the 
society is deeply sensible of the care and thought given 
to these cases by the justices, and of the wisdom and help- 
fulness of their decisions. An unsatisfactory feature -of 
the year's work is the decrease in the number of cases 
reported by the general public. Many of the worst cases 
could have been brought to the society’s notice by neigh- 
bours at an earlier date, a course of action which would 
have shortened the unnecessary sufferings of a large number 
of children. During the year the medical department dealt 
with 2,573 cases, of which 463 required orthopaedic treat- 
ment for various deformities. 


SCOTLAND 

Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh 

The annual report (1936) of .the Laboratory of the 
Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh records the 
publication of nine papers during the year under review. 
Work on the toxic effects on animals of substances in 
common industrial use has been carried out in collabora- 
tion with Dr. T. Ferguson and Dr. B. Wylam of the 
Department of Health for Scotland. The results of a 
study of the effect of trichlorethylene on rats appear to 
show that this substance' exerts a deleterious effect at least 
upon the liver and the bone marrow. Whether this effect 
upon rats is of significance for man depends entirely upon 
the concentration of the substance in the air breathed by 
those exposed to it. It is hoped, following improvements 
envisaged in the special apparatus employed, to discover 
an answer to the question whether trichlorethylene ana 
other substances may effect the health of workers. 
Mention is also made of epidemiological statistical re- 
searches, a review of the results of anti-rabic treatment. 
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a study of the pathology of the breast, and an investiga- 
tion of calcium deposits. The report records with regret 
the death of Mr. T. D. Hamilton, who was associated with 
the laboratory for many years. Mr. Hamilton's work was 
chiefly concerned with section technique, the morpho- 
logical aspects of cancer, and the establishment of 
standards in blood examination. 

New Glasgow Professor 

Professor George Barger, who at present occupies the 
chair of chemistry in relation to medicine at Edinburgh 
University, has been appointed regius professor of 
chemistry at the University of Glasgow in place of Pro- 
fessor George Gerald Henderson, who has resigned as 
from September 30. Professor Barger, who was born in 
1S78, was a Fellow of King's College, Cambridge, from 
1904 to 1910, and head of the chemical department, 
.Goldsmith's College, from 1909 to 1913. In the latter 
year he became professor or chemistry at the Royal 
Holloway College, University of London, and a year later 
chemist on the staff of the Medical Research Committee. 
In 1919 he was appointed to the newly instituted chair of 
chemistry in relation to medicine at the University of 
Edinburgh. Professor Barger has carried out much re- 
search in organic chemistry, and is the author of several 
books dealing with this subject, including one on Organic 
Chemistry for Medical Students, published in 1932, and 
a work on Ergot and Ergotism. In 1928 he delivered 
the course of Baker Lectures at Cornell University, and 
of Dohme Lecture^ at the Johns Hopkins Unis’ersity in 
the United States. He was awarded the Hanbury medal 
of the Pharmaceutical Society in 1934 and the Longstaff 
medal of the Chemical Society in 1936. 


IRELAND 

Health of Belfast 

Four principal subjects are dealt with in the report on 
the health of the county borough of Belfast for 1936 by 
Dr. C. S. Thomson, medical superintendent officer of 
health. An account is first given of the work of mosquito 
control in the three prolific breeding grounds in the area. 
Dr. Thomson says ttat mosquitos are not only a serious 
annoyance but- a danger to health in view of the possi- 
bility of sepsis following upon bites. The salt marsh 
mosquito [Aedes detritus) is chiefly responsible. A staff 
of five men is kept continually at work oiling the breed- 
ing places with waste motor oil collected from city garages. 
Another new health enterprise is immunization against 
diphtheria, a work which started in October last, but has 
been so vigorously undertaken that within little more 
than six months 4,215 children completed the immuniza- 
tion course. The annual notifications of diphtheria in 
Belfast in the last seven years have varied from some 400 
to 1,200, and the deaths from thirteen to fifty-five. Dr. 
Thomson looks forward to an immunization rate during 
the next five years of about 27,000 a year. On the subject 
of housing he points out that Belfast is comparatively a 
modem city, whhout the large areas of wretched housing 
to be seen elsewhere : nevertheless there are some 2.000 
houses which should be demolished, and it is hoped to 
accomplish this clearance by degrees. An encouraging 
report is given on maternity and child welfare. In the 
hospitals and municipal clinics 5,165 first ante-natal 
examinations were made, and there were I7.SS5 sub- 
sequent visits, plus an unascertained amount of private 
ante-natal supervision by medical men. The birth rate 
•^1-2 per 1,000, and the death rate 14.2. the one 
^ 'Shtly below and the other slightly above the average 
years. The infant mortalitv rate was 
101 per 1,000 births. 


INDIA 

Research at the Calcutta School of Tropical Medicine 

In 1936 the research investigations at the Calcutta School 
of Tropical Medicine were on malaria transmission, in- 
digenous drugs, drug addiction, medical mycology, helmin- 
thology, anaemia of women, kala-azar, cholera, and special 
studies of epidemic dropsy, leprosy, and filaria. A caste of 
agranulocyiosis was discovered in Calcutta, one of the first 
to be reported in India. The patient had been in the habit 
of taking an amydopyrine derivative, and succumbed before 
nucleotide therapy could be tried. In the annual report 
of this institution for 1936 it is mentioned that the 
bacteriophage-therapy investigation as regards cholera has 
now been completed, 1,748 patients having been watched. 
Analysis of the results indicated that this procedure' in 
cholera has a definite therapeutic value. Attempts are 
in progress to determine the mode of action of quinine 
and atebrin on Plasmodium knowlesi. It has been shown 
that a I in 50,000 atebrin solution can destroy the parasites 
even when the infection is very heavy. The smears of 
blood kept in contact with atebrin for twenty-four hours 
showed degenerative changes in them, and a susceptible 
host (Silenus rhesus) inoculated with this mixture was 
not infected. Bnt a much stronger solution of quinine 
(1 in 10,000) failed to kill the parasites. In the pharma- 
cological department work was continued on the pharma- 
cology of snake venoms and camphor compounds, chemo- 
thdrapentic studies were performed with regard to the 
action of atebrin in monkey malaria and the atebrin- 
plasmoquine combination in human malaria, and new and 
efficient methods were elaborated for the estimation of 
atebrin and lecithin in the blood. A number of inorganic 
compounds used in Hindu medicine were investigated, 
as well as many medicinal plants. The data on hemp 
drug addictions are now being analysed. Important re- 
search work has been conducted on the distribution of 
blood groups in the Indian Army, and a techniqua has 
been evolved for the determination of blood groups from 
stains. A clinical trial of a special vaccine prepared 
from virulent cultures of two types of pneumococcus 
isolated in Assam gave encouraging results clinically ; in 
a series of twenty-three cases there was only one death. 
It has been shown also that there is a type of severe 
macrocytic anaemia prevalent on the east side of India, 
which, unlike the microcytic anaemia, can be cured by 
the giving of a rich well-balanced diet. The previous work 
of Professor L. E. Napier had shown that the microcytic 
anaemia common among coolies was uninfluenced by the 
introduction of a good diet, and was cured only when 
iron was given. In collaboration with Dr. Wilson an 
investigation is being continued to ascertain which par- 
ticular dietetic factor is responsible for improvement in 
the macrocytic cases. Leprolin and diathermy have been 
tried for the relief of neuritis in leprosy, as well as 
the injection of colloidal copper, cobra venoms, and 
hydnocarpus preparations around the nerves and into the 
affected areas. A careful study of the tuberculoid type 
of leprosy has been made, and its recognition and differ- 
entiation from ordinary leprous infiltration in the skin 
has been found to be very important from the point of 
view of prognosis. No evidence has yet been obtained 
of the growth of lepra bacilli in tissue cultures. It has 
been shown that there are patients suffering from cholera 
and passing typical rice-water stools in whom, despite very 
extensive research, only non-agglutinable vibrios can be 
found. In diabetic subjects it has been found that the 
degree of hypercholesteraemia is a much more satisfactory 
Index of the severity of the disease than is any one of 
the other single factors, including hyperglycaemia. It was 
only cas« with marked hypercholesteraemia that had 
complications such as arteriosclerosis and retinitis 
Sexual immaturity seemed to be very closely associated 
witn diabetes. 
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The Radiblog}- of Megacolon 

Sir— Dr. John R. Wylie in his leUer to the Journal 
of August 21 states that the normal j,ariations in 
tone of the alimentary tract have been frequently 
misuntlerstood by the radiologist. This is doubtless a 
result of insufficient study of Sherrington's fundamental 
work on the postural tone and postural length of in- 
voluntary muscle, without which it is impossible to 
interpret the significance of the considerable changes which 
occur in the size, shape, and position of the stomach 
and colon in every individual in the course of a single 
day. There is, however, no excuse for ignorance on the 
subject since the publication of Dr. A. E. Barclay's Digestive 
Tract. In his criticism of my views on the interpretation 
of the information given by an-opaque enema in cases 
of megacolon Dr. Wylie himself shows a want of 
familiarity with Sherrington’s work. 

'The tone of the stomach can be judged from the level 
of the upper limit of its contents when viewed at .r-ray 
e.xamination after an opaque meal. The size of the latter 
is immaterial, as the tone varies with the hulk in such 
a- way that the intragastric pressure remains constant. 
It is, however, customary to give a comparatively small 
meal, as most people would find it difficult to take a large 
quantity of the opaque mixture. If the tone of the 
stomach were judged in a manner corresponding with that 
advised by Dr. Wylie for the colon, the patient would 
have his stomach filled through a tube with a thm sus- 
pension of barium under a fconstant (and presumably low) 
pressure until he felt full enough to vomit. This would, 
however, show nothing more than the distensibility and 
maximum capacity of the stomach, which have nothing 
whatever to do with its tone. 

The postural tone of tBe colon, like that of all other 
hollow viscera, adapts itself to the volume of its contents, 
with the result that the pressure within it remains approxi- 
mately constant. 'The diameter of different parts of the 
colon and its total length show great variations during 
the day. Thus, in the early morning the pelvic colon is 
full and its postural tone is low, so that its length and 
diameter and consequently its capacity may be sufficienlly 
great to hold all its contents. But immediately after 
defaecation the pelvic colon is empty ; its postural tone 
IS then maximal and its lumen entirely obliterated. The 
appearance of the pelvic colon after a barium enema 
given as recommended by Dr. Wylie shows its size with 
minimal postural tone if time is allowed for complete 
relaxation to occur. But to say that it gises a good 
estimate of bowel tone is quite meaningless, as the tone 
depends on the volume of its contents, varying between 
a inaximum when it is empty, an average minimum when 
>t is full just before defaecation, and an extreme mini- 
mum, corresponding with the greatest distension it has 
e\cr experienced, when it is fully relaxed after an opaque 
enema. ConsequenUy, in both children and adults with 
megacolon, an opaque enema always shows a greatly 
ilalcd pelvic colon, even years after complete recoveiyy 
tthcihcr the result of medical treatraern or sympathectomy. 
An opaque enema is therefore valueless as an estimate 
'^1 treatment. The appearance of the 

abdomen is the best guide in children, but an opaque 
wc.ri ,ind the sigmoidoscope can also give valuable in- 
lormation. The latter show that the postural tone of 


the individual muscle fibres of the circular and longitudinal 
muscle coats, and with them the diameter and length - 
respectively of the pelvic colon, may. have relumed to 
normal, even when an opaque enema shows that the colon 
is still capable of being greatly distended if fluid is 
slowly run into it from below, a condition which bears 
no relation to anything occurring under normal conditions 
of life. 

The radiological examination of the renal pelvis gives 
a good illustration of the difference between tone and 
distensibility. Intravenous pyelography shows the size 
of the pelvis under natural conditions, the tone of its 
musculature and therefore its size being adapted to the 
amount of urine secreted at the moment. On' the other- 
hand, retrograde pyelography shows its size when dis- 
tended to a degree sufficient to cause slight discomfort. 
In early cases of intermiuem hydronephrosis intravenous 
pyelography reveals a pelvis of normal size, but the retro- 
grade pyelogram reveals an enlargement corresponding- 
with the size of the pelvis during an attack — that is, it 
affords a measure of its distensibility, which depends 
upon the maximal size it has hitherto attained and not 
its average size under normal conditions between attacks. 
"1110 intravenous pyelogram corresponds with the appear- 
ance of the colon after an opaque meal, the retrograde 
pyelogram with that after an opaque enema. — ^I am, etc.,

Cataract E.xtraction 

Sir, — M r. Basil Graves gives in his interesting paper in 
the Journal of August 14 (p. 319) a description of hi's 
technique of cataract extraction during narcosis. In 
preference to his rather complicated method I adopt the 
simplest possible (Arch. Ophthol., Chicago, 1934, 3, 102). 
Briefly, this consists of the instillation of five drops of 
cocaine thirty minutes before operation ; suture fixation ; 
retrobulbar injection of novocain-suprarenin ; lobular in- 
cision with a conjunctival flap ; iridectomy ; and finally 
intracapsular extraction by the direct . method without 
tumbling the lens, using Amiga forceps. Loss of the 
vitreous has followed in only 2 per cent, of cases, and an 
unfavourable result in only OA per cent. “* Expulsive 
haemorrhages" in the last ten years have occurred in 
only four instances out of 5,000 cataract extractions. — 
1 am, etc.,

biR.— I have read with much interest Mr. Basil Graves s. 
account of his method of narcosis for eye operations — in 
particular cataract e.xtraction. A certain amount of 
experience in eye work, from the point of view of a civil 
surgeon in India, enables me to appreciate the great 
advantage of something approaching general anaesthesia 
in operating for cataract if the co-operation of the patient 
can be dispensed with, as in Mr. Graves's method. Un- 
consciousness of the patient is a gain not only to him, 
but also to the surgeon. I know from experience that 
the tendency to tremor in fine work of this description is 
much increased by the knowledge that the patient is 
nervous, and perhaps even suffering some pain. 

My interest in the subject is heightened bv the fact 
that Mr. Graves operated on me for cataract’ last year, 
and again, on the other eye, nearly three months ago On 
the former occasion, nembutal being used, I was conscious 
but went to sleep immediately after the operation, and 
slept soundly throughout the night. During the second 
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operation, following the administration of omnopon and 
rectal paraldehyde, I was .completely unconscious, and I 
slept as before without any intermission until the following 
morning. In both cases the operation was at about 5 p.m. 
The ultimate result in both eyes leaves nothing to be 
desired. It may be said, admittedly, that I am not an 
unprejudiced observer. I atn a very grateful patient. But 
my experience of what seems to me a most useful revolu- 
tion in the operative treatment of cataract may be of 
interest.

The Place of Pharmacology in the Medical 
Curriculum 

StR, — Now that most of the medical institutions, both 
in England and India, will soon adopt the revised medical 
curriculum, and criticisms from different sources have 
been recorded, may I be permitted to make a few 
observations. 

In none of the criticisms which appeared was the 
subject of pharmacology discussed. No one can deny 
that to be a successful practitioner, or even a specialist, 
one must know the subject of pharmacology and its 
practical application in disease. About a quarter of a 
century ago pharmacology was taught with therapeutics, 
and the names of men like Sir Lauder Brunton, Mitchell 
Bruce, Sir Thomas Fraser, and Professor Ralph Stockman 
naturally come to mind. Fortunately, Professor Stockman 
is still with us. These professors had clinical beds, and 
were thus able to impress on the students the practical 
application of the knowledge of pharmacology in disease. 
As time went on the science of pharmacology developed, 
and it was thought that the subject should be taught with 
experiments so that the student would be able to visualize 
the action of drugs on animals. This no doubt made the 
teaching of pharmacology more interesting, and it was 
separated from therapeutics, which was taught as a 
detached subject. The result was that tyhile a student, 
or for the matter of that a junior practitioner, was con- 
versant with the pharmacological action of a drug, he 
was hopelessly ignorant of the practical application of 
that knowledge in therapeutics. While more attention was 
paid to the teaching of pharmacology as a scientific sub- 
ject pure and simple, the teaching of therapeutics was 
neglected, and no proper attention was given to the teach- 
ing of materia medica proper — that is, prescription 
writing, incompatibility, etc. No one will question the 
value of experimental work, but pharmacology is not all 
experiments, and it has to be conceded that the primary 
object of teaching the subject is to enable the student to 
appreciate the rational basis of therapeutics, and the best 
way to estimate the practical value of this form of 
teaching is to see how far we have been able to attain 
the objective we have in mind. To teach the different 
subjects in separate watertight compartments is a great 
mistake, and the modern teaching entails that each of the 
basic subjects should be taught as an applied subject. 

Having taught pharmacology for over twenty years, 
and also having had the opportunity of coming into 
contact with students in different parts of India, I ant con- 
vinced that to teach the subject as we have been doing will 
lead us nowhere, and that it is time we faced facts and 
rearranged the method of teaching on the basis of our 
past experience. It will be interesting to hear the 'experi- 
ence of other teachers on the subject and to have their 
constructive suggestions. To my mind the subject of 
pharmacology should be taught in the clinical period, and 
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therapeutics should be closely co-ordinated with it. More- 
over, pharmacology and therapeutics should be taught by 
the. same teacher, who should be in charge of clinical 
beds. — I am, etc., - ■

The Teaching of Medicine 

StR, — Much of Sir David Wilkie’s - article in your 
Educational Number (September 4, p. 439) is as pertinent 
to other branches of teaching as to his. own, and his views 
invite more than our tacit ^acceptance. To teacher and 
student alike the implication of these words is a call: 
“Our object is to educate rather than to instruct. ..... 
The greater the co-ordination and harmony ... the more 
complete and generous will be the education.” Co- 
ordination and harmony are conspicuously-lacking in the 
world to-day, and each of us must ■ make his choice 
between a course of discord and one along^ which harmony 
can be restored to our lives and those of our fellows. 
The latter can be attained at the cost of a complete 
revolution in oneself. 

It has come home to me lately that my own teaching 
has often been dishonest, and the sequel to such dis'- 
honcsty is interesting. A few evenings ago at my own 
fireside I invited from a recent graduate of my own school 
his views on the clinical side of medical teaching. What 
1 learned is not difficult to guess ; when I had taken con- 
siderable trouble over the preparation of a clinic the 
student denh'ed considerable benefit from it, but when 
conflicting interests or self-assurance had prompted me 
to teach on a patient whom I had not made the subject 
of careful study, however simple the condition— perhaps 
a straightforward ^’alvular heart disease—the student's 
time and my own were largely wasted. I discussed' with 
my friend some of the difficulties that students of medi- 
cine have, and there can be litlle doubt that one upsetting 
feature of teaching is the disharmony of view, it may be 
on nomenclature, on classification, or on the significance 
of a particular sign, on anything in fact' 'that the student 
encounters in different teachers. When I say to myself 
“I do not agree with So-and-so’s opinions or methods” 
I am putting a stumbling-block in the student’s way, and 
there may be no obstacle to my acceptance of So-and-sb 
but my own self. ' ' , ' 

My friend and I also shared a conviction that there 
is too wide a gulf between the' teacher and the student. 
If, by aloofness which I hope will call forth respect, or 
by witticism at a student’s expense, or by sarcasm, which 
I think is gentle but which he knows to be cruel, I help 
to establish and maintain that gulf, I caniiot hope to 
send that man into the world at the end of his course 
equipped to build bridges across the hundred and one 
gulfs he will encounter between himself and his fellows. 
If I am teaching students and .there is disharmony in 
my own life, their education, so far as I am responsible 
for it, will assuredly be neither complete nor generous. 
I cannot establish harmony between myself and my fellow, 
whether student or teacher, by condescension or patronage, 
but if he and I will allow our working day to ba 
permeated by a spirit of fellow-discipleship of the 
Highest Teacher of all under His guidance we can plal 
our part in helping our profession to take its appointe 
place in the rehabilitation of this tottering world.—

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Medical Records 

Sir, — It would surely be of the utmost value to every- 
body concerned if a central record office could be estab- 
lished in London to pool information relating to investi- 
gations carried out upon patients in hospitals, operations 
performed, etc. At the present time a patient will often 
pass through an elaborate series of investigations in one 
hospital, and then in the course of months, or it may be 
two or three years later, will go to another hospital, where 
a similar series of investigations are carried out. Similarly, 
a patient may have a laparotomy performed for diagnostic 
purposes, and at a future date, as a result of a recurrence 
of the symptoms, may seek advice at another hospital 
where, lacking precise information as to the results of the 
former' investigation, another laparotomy is performed. 
This is particularly true of the patient who has what may 
be termed a neurotic constitution with a tendency to auton- 
omic and endocrine imbalance, which results in various 
forms of physical dysfunction with symptoms the exact 
significance of which it is extremely difficult to assess. 
Such patients have a tendency to wander from doctor to 
doctor and from hospital to hospital. It is obviously 
inadvisable to give the. patient a written account of the 
results of investigations, operative procedures, and the 
like, as. this -in itself might constitute a basis for the 
development of a hypochondriacal outlook in a predisposed 
person, and would often cause unnecessary suffering. 

All records, therefore, are at present buried deep in the 
files of the individual hospital. It is true that in theory at 
least it is possible to obtain some information by com- 
municating with the registrar, but this is seldom complete, 
and when it has to be collected from various sources 
involves a delay which often renders it of little value. 
The existence of a central record office where a brief report 
of the investigations, surgical procedures, diagnosis, and 
prognosis could be filed and obtained by any general 
practitioner or any other hospital would be a labour-saving 
device of the first order. It would, moreover, form an 
invaluable body of information available for research 
purposes. The expense of setting up and maintaining 
such a central co-ordinating bureau would admittedly be 
considerable, but the saving to the hospitals using it would 
> also be on a vast scale both in time and money, and the 
advantage to the public and to medical science generally 
would be incalculable. It could be financed partly by 
means of contributions from the hospitals using it, by 
payments made for information given in respect of indi- 
vidual patients, by trust and charitable funds, and possibly 
by Government and local authority grants. — I am, etc.,

Sulphanilamide in the Treatment of Gonococcal 
Infections 

Sir. — W hen this remarkable drug, sulphanilamide, was 
discovered to have a specific action against infections due 
to the haemolytic streptococcus, the meningococcus, and 
some other bacteria, it was hoped that it might be effective 
against the gonococcus. As soon as it was available many 
authorities in England, Ireland, and on the Continent, in- 
cluding the original makers of the drug, tried its action 
on gonococcal infections and reluctantly concluded that it 
was unsatisfactory. 

At the instigation of the Therapeutic Trials Committee 
of the Medical Research Council I tested two series of 
patients suffering from acute gonococcal urethritis; four 
oases with proniosil album, the original German prepara- 


tion. and fifteen with a drug of British manufacture. The 
results were distinctly disappointing, and' other venereoT • 
legists in this country had similar experiences. More 
recently Dees and Colston (7. /Imer. ined. Ass.. May 29, " 
1937) refer to the use of sulphanilamide in gonococcal 
infections. They concluded that the drug will prove of 
great value in this disease. The prompt response to treat- 
ment in the majority of their cases (nineteen in all), the 
smooth clinical course, the fact that no complications 
occurred and that the infection had not progressed, 
together with the reduction in hospital expenses; im- 
pressed them profoundly. The possibilities of sulphanil- 
amide in treating gonococcal infections also formed the 
subject of discussion at the recent meetings of the 
American Medical Association at Atlantic City, the 
American Neisserian Society, also at Atlantic City, and “ 
at the American Academy of Pediatrics in New York City. 

At these conferences many physicians expressed their , 
opinion that the drug could be regarded almost as specific 
in gonorrhoea as it is in the treatment of haemolytic 
streptococcal infections. 

As a smaller initial dose was given during my previous 
trials than that used by Dees and Colston, tests were 
repeated on a third series of twenty acute cases. The 
treatment outlined by these workers was followed exactly 
— that is, four divided doses a day, 4.8 grammes of sul- 
phanilamide daily for two days, 3.6 grammes daily for ^ 
three days, and then 2.4 grammes daily for from four 
to eight days. No other treatment, either local or general, . 
was used, and, as before, the results were unsatisfactory. 

To summarize, my experience with sulphanilamide ad- 
ministered orally in the treatment of acute cases of . 
gonorrhoea is that it is ineffective. The drug does not 
appear to act satisfactorily in combating the gonococcus, 
however good it may be in some other infections. —

Treatment of Giant-cell Tnmonr of Bone 

Sir, — I am grateful for Mr. R. C. Elmslie’s letter 
(Journal, August 28, p. 43!) on giant-cell tumours of bone, 
with much of which I am in agreement. There arc, how- 
ever, some points on which more precise information is 
required, and several inaccuracies must be corrected., 

1. That a tumour of bone can only be diagnosed with cer- 
tainty by a biopsy is self-evident. The practical point, how- 
ever, is that when a first-class radiologist sajs that a tumour ' 
of bone is a giant-cell tumour the probability that he is 
correct is such that treatment based on his opinion is com- 
pletely justified. At the Presbyterian Hospital a mistaken diag- - 
nosis is made in about 5 per cent, of cases. Will Mr. Elmslie, 
or the radiologists, tell us what percentage error they expect? 
Many do not regard the occasional error as a serious mistake, 
for the surgical results in such cases arc so dismal. 

2. It is pleasing to leam that there was agreement that a 
biopsy should be free and the sections made at leisure. As 
a pathologist I am acutely conscious that there is not general 
agreement on this point anywhere, though I believe it to be 
correct. Among the New York surgeons mentioned Dr. 
Auchincloss definitely disagrees. It is easy to name other 
leading surgeons here and abroad who also disagree. The 
greatest danger of a frozen section is that a diagnosis may be 
made which is not justified by the preparation, but that does 
not alter the fact that in many cases the diagnosis from the 
quick section is quite reliable. 

3. I do not think anybody disputes that a gianl-cej! tumour 
can be cured by curetting, and it is pleasing that there is no 
dispute that they can equally be cured by radiotherapy. How- 
ever. I-wiil indeed be most surprised if there are inanv who 
will agree with .Mr. Elmslie that surgery is safe and simple 
while radiotherapy is dangerous. Surely the reverse is true. 
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and is the reason why most patients will be disappointed that 
“ most surgeons will prefer to keep to the knife.” I will refuse 
to believe that there are competent jadiologists who forget that 
there are such things as skin, muscle, etc., but it is delightful 
to learn that they can forget that women have genital organs, 

Mr. Elmslie completely missed the point of the case I 
quoted. An accurate diagnosis was made from the 
original .v-ray photographs and was acted on correctly. 
Quite a number, including James Ewing, said that an ideal 
result would have followed. The lesson learned was not 
that radiotherapy is dangerous, but that the radiographic 
appearance of giant-cell tumours undergoing treatment 
needs to be more generally understood. Radiotherapy is 
in its infancy compared with surgery, and these lessons 
have to be learned. Nevertheless, the elaborate follow-up 
system used by the Americans (which we so rightly 
admire) does seem to show that except for special cases 
radiotherapy is the treatment of election. Curetting is 
not condemned, but it has been observed that it is 
dangerous to use both local surgery and radiotherapy. 
Because it is diflicult to explain this observation we must 
not doubt its truth ; I have seen it convert a benign into 
a malignant giant-cell tumour myself. Dr. Haagensen is 
emphatic about the danger, and the observations were on 
cases which had a biopsy at the start — and a necropsy at 
the end. This danger is not an argument against radio- 
therapy at all. It is an argument for competent radio- 
logists, and if one is not available or is not reasonably 
sure that the lesion is a giant-cell tumour then the surgeon 
should rely on himself atone for treatment. It should be 
needless to add that I did not say that merely cutting 
into an innocent tumour can render it malignant. 

It is evident that there will be two schools of thought 
on this subject for some time. I have no doubt, however, 
how I would prefer to be treated myself. — I am, etc.,

Sjr, — H ad the summary of my remarks at the discussion 
which I submitted (on the forms provided) on July 26 
been published or consulted in making up the report of 
the proceedings for the Journal of August 7 it would 
not have been necessary for me to reply to Mr. Elmslie's 
letter, in which he states that there was general agreement 
upon three points, for two of these are in direct opposition 
to the experiences which I there related — namely, (1) that 
a tumour of bone could only be diagnosed with certainty 
by means of a biopsy ; (2) that an osteoclastoma is capable 
of cure by the simple and safe surgical procedure of 
curetting. To show how little agreement existed between 
us over these points I should like to criticize the report 
which was printed in the Journal of August 7, and for 
this purpose shall indicate the report in italics and follow 
each statement with my comments. 

1 . “ The clinician was becoming increasingly anxious to pass 
the responsibility of diagnosis on to the radiologist. ’ What 
] said was that, while in .some cases the diagnosis on radio- 
graphic evidence was definite and could be acted upon by 
adopting prompt radical surgical procedures, unfortunately 
there were cases in w'hich the clinical, histological, and radio- 
graphic evidence was insufficiently convincing to the surgeon 
to warrant mutilating surgery, and owing to the poor results 
of the latter in bone sarcomata the clinician was more and 
more seeking the refuge of radiotherapy — at any rate until 
the nature of the lesion had revealed itself. It is well known 
that for some months following radiotherapy the radiographic 
appearances of an osteoclastoma suggest that the tumour is 
extending, but subsequent radiographs show increased con- 
solidation. In spite of this apparent healing I stated that in 
my experience local resection of a simple tumour was pre- 
ferable to either .v-radiation or curetting ; the former may 
leave the patient with destructive effects and pains more serious 


than the .bone tumour, while even, after thorough curetting 
malignant metaplasia of remaining tumour cells may occur I 
have published an account (see Proc. roy. Soc. Med 1937 30 9 
and Bril. J. Rad.. 3937, 10, N.S. No. Ill) of:such sequelae 
fifteen years after curetting ; • it has followed curetting of so- 
called localized fibrocystic disease; we have no proof that 
similar metaplasia will not occur if the only treatment is radia- 
tion. A'-radiation is probably justifiable only in the case of 
inoperable tumours, and even with these the results are not 
very hopeful. The best American rcs'ults in bone sarcomata 
were obtained by amputation or resection followed by the 
administration of Coley's fluid. 

Regarding biopsy, 1 stated that it was in some cases danger- 
ous and misleading, for following trauma, cither accidental 
or surgical, malignant bone tumours appeared to show more 
rapid growth and metastases were to be detected soon after. 
In support of the more’ serious charge of “misleading” 1 
exhibited the radiographs of a number of cases in which the 
radiographs indicated innocence, but the histology malignancy, 
and others in which the radiographs indicated malignancy 
whereas the histology favoured innocence and the subsequent 
histories had proved the radiographic evidence to be the 
correct. 

2. “ The radiodiagnosiic test was not dangerous unless the 
surgeon refused to intervene when radiation treatment failed." 
In this case the reporter's interpretation is absolutely wrong. 
When the radiodiagnostic test is applied to an endothelioma 
of bone (Ewing’s tumour) the tumour in some cases responds 
and the bone may even take on the radiographic characters 
of normality. Such a response is regarded as evidence that 
the lesion is a sarcoma and calls for drastic surgical measures- 
in spite of the apparently good response, which, alas, is only 
temporary and not curative. It can therefore hardly be said 
that the radiation has failed, or even succeeded, but if the 
apparent success (not failure) checks or delays surgical inter- • 
vention the test introduces the clement of danger. Surgery 
is not undertaken for bone sarcomata which have been under- 
going frank radiation therapy (not a .short test) and failed to 
respond, except for the temporary relief of pain and removal 
pf a fungating mass: therefore failure to adopt surgical 
measures when radiation has failed cannot be regarded as 
dangerous. 

Because I was able to show that in some cases either the 
clinical or the histological or the radiographic examination 
alone supplied the essential evidence, and that evidence from 
one or the other of these sources might be inconclusive or 
misleading, I pleaded for a more intimate co-operation of 
surgeon, pathologist, and radiologist in all cases.

But as he has not given any figures perhaps those 
of bilateral pneumothorax undertaken at the Cheshire 
Joint Sanatorium might be of interest. The classification 
of bilateral artificial pneumothorax I adopted is as follows.

.. Ambulatory Artificial Pneumothorax 

Sir, — We read with great interest the excellent article 
by Dr. James Crocket on artificial pneumothorax treat- 
ment in the Journal of August 7 (p. 261). We propose 
to comply with the implied invitation in the section on 
ambulatory artificial pneumothorax, and regret we have 
not been able to do so earlier. 

During the past five years we have found it necessarv' to 
induce ambulatory artificial pneumothorax in lhirty-s;.x 
cases. In the majority of these the induction was carried 
out at the dispensary and a few in the patients' homes. 
The patients were conveyed by car or ambulance and 
screened before and after induction. They rested on a 
couch for two or three hours, as it was felt that any com- 
plication due to the induction would have manifested 
itself during this period. Nineteen of these patients were 
subsequently admitted to hospital after an average waiting 
period of three months. It is our opinion that the time 
-of institutional treatment was definitely shortened by tbs 
artificial pneumothorax, and in the majority of these cases 
there is every probability that, had the treatment not been 
started at the dispensary, the disease would have pro- 
gressed so that unilateral artificial pneumothorax might 
have been impossible. The remaining patients were treated 
entirely at the dispensary, and among these have been 
some of our most successful cases. One, a male aged 24, 
has gained over three stones in weight during his year's 
treatment, and radiologically there is marked clearing of 
the disease. 

It will be a matter of interest to Dr. Crocket to know 
that we have also induced five cases of simultaneous 
bilateral artificial pneumothorax. One, we hope, is pro- 
ceeding to ultimate cure. Having lost a stone the patient 
regained it after the second induction, and x-ray examina- 
tion now shows little evidence of active disease. 'Two 
other patients, females aged 19 and 20, are doing very 
satisfactorily both clinically and radiologically, and :n 
spite of their age group we are very optimistic regarding 
the prognosis ; one of these cases was complicated by 
bilateral effusion. For differing reasons none of these 
three cases has received hospital treatment since the second 
induction. The other two patients died. One was a girf 
of 15, who, however, gained one stone after the second 
induction. The other, a young woman, suffered an ex- 
tension of the disease to the opposite side fo!low-ing the 
birth of a child ; she also made some initial progress 
following the second induction and gained 3 lb. 

Full notes, films, and diagrams of screenings of all the 
cases are available, and we hope after the lapse of the 
necessary lime to publish our results. — We are, etc.,

Chronic Disseminated Tuberculosis 

Sir. — The book by Clifford Hoyle and Michael Vasey 
reviewed in the Journal of August 28 (p. 421), the paper 
by R. H. Fish in the Archives of Diseases in Childhood 
(1937, 12, 1 ), and the invitation to Professor L. Save to read 
a paper on the subject before the Tuberculosis Association 
in April. 1936, are clear indications that chronic miliary 
tuberculosis is to be recognized in this countrv as an im- 
portant clinical and pathological entity. It' should be 
added, howeser, that chronic miliaiy tuberculosis is a' 
somewhat protean condition, which justifies the substitu^ 
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tion of the name “ chronic disseminated tuberculosis ” for 
“chronic miliary tuberculosis." It may appear as, or 
develop into, less recognized but not less important forms, 
which I demonstrated on the occasion of the visit of the 
Tuberculosis Association to the Papworth Village Settle- 
ment in March, 1934. 

Chronic miliary tuberculosis may be “discrete" — that 
is, confined to the cortico-pleural, apical, or interlobar 
parts of the lung ; it may produce , miliary emphysema 
due to fibrosis of the nodules with subsequent distortion 
of the alveoli and small bronchi ; or it may be associated 
with caseous pleurisy. The miliary nodules may be 
entirely fibrotic and form radiating scars, or they may be 
caseous, become confluent, and form infiltrations. These, 
after liquefaction, show the characteristic picture of 
“ punched-out ” cavities, sharply contrasting, because of 
their thin wall, with the cavities found in phthisis generally. 

Chronic disseminated tuberculosis in its various forms is 
a chronic pulmonary lesion, haemic in origin, and asso- 
ciated with extrapulmonary manifestations, not seldom 
clinically latent ; it is distinctly different from broncho- 
genic tuberculosis confined to the lungs. In the blood, 
serum substances retarding the growth of tubercle bacilli 
ill vitro are often found in patients showing the haemic 
lesion, but are absent in those suffering from chronic 
isolated pulmonary phthisis. It should be remembered, 
however, that I was able at Papworth to produce in im- 
munized animals the early forms leading to the isolated 
bronchogenic lesion by a haemic infection, which pro- 
duced in a normal animal acute miliary generalization. 

One point may be finally mentioned in connexion with 
the diagnosis of chronic miliary tuberculosis. In patients 
showing a chronic miliary spread it is often impossible 
to find evidence of tuberculosis, even on the post-mortem 
table. In such cases — without occupational history— 1 
have several times found anthraco-silicotic changes near 
the hilum, and I regarded the miliary spread as silicotic 
rather than tuberculous in origin since, by experimental 
injection of silica, miliary nodules can be obtained 
identical with those mentioned. These doubts in the diag- 
nosis of chronic miliary tuberculosis hold good in some 
cases recently described in the literature. — I am, etc..

Physical Disorder in Mental Hospitals 

Sir,— The very interesting and suggestive paper entitled 
“Physical Disorder in 164 Consecutive Admissions to a 
Mental Hospital ” by. Dr. Robert Phillips in your issue 
of August 21 (p. 363) merits more than passing notice. 
It stirs an interesting memory of the time, many years 
ago, when I was in charge of the “ mental " wards in the 
Edinburgh Royal Infirmary for nine years, during which 
period some fifty patients were annually certified and sent 
to Morningside Asylum. The fullest possible advantage 
was taken of the regulations of the hospital by which 
patients could be retained in the ward for two months 
observation and treatment. Inspired by the valuable 
pioneer work on the blood by Dr. Lewis Bruce on the 
relation of physical disorder to mental disease, I directed 
my attention mainly to the presence of nutritional disturb- 
ances so far as these might be revealed by the examination 
of the urine, stools, arid radiological examination of the 
priinae viae. This investigation involved, inter alio, the 
careful examination of the urine for bacteria, presence of 
cells, etc., and of the state of the stools, notably the 
degree and persistence of foul odour, and general character 


of the flora on microscopical examination of stained 
films. The general conclusion drawn from lengthy obser- 
vation and treatment based on its results was that a definite 
.physical disorder was very much more common than was 
recognized, and that treatment of the physical' condition 
was frequently remarkably successful in correcting the 
mental derangement. A record of the results was, at the 
instance of my friend the late Professor G. M. Robertson, 
the president of the Royal Medical Psychological Asso- 
ciation, submitted at one of the annual meetings of the 
association in Edinburgh. At that lime it was unreason- 
able, from the unusual nature of the lines of inquiry recom- 
mended, to e.xpect a great deal of informed criticism. 
Many years’ subsequent experience has not led to any 
material change in my opinion. 

If my experience does not lead me to accept wholly Dr. 
Phillips's conclusions, the divergence of opinion may, I 
think, be explained by two points — one a question of 
“ nomenclature," the other a varying interpretation of the 
word “ necessity.” In regard to the first, Dr. Phillips 
tells us that his scries of cases included only five patients 
suffering from “ alimentary diseases ” — cancer, viscero- 
ptosis, and anorexia nervosa— and two patients suffering 
from “ urinary disease ” — renal calculus and cancer of the 
bladder. (The italics are mine.) I venture to assert that 
in any large series of mental cases the proportion of 
patients affected with notable disorder in these two systems 
is enormously greater than is recorded in his interesting 
series, and, further, that no sound conclusion as to causal 
connexion can be drawn until the physical disorder is 
corrected and the mental condition remains unchanged. 

Regarding the second point, the limits of Dr. Phillips’s 
paper did not allow for his presentation of data on points 
which are, in my view, essential in determining the correct- 
ness of the conclusion I drew from my own observations. 
And his statement that “the diagnoses of the cases 
reviewed have, when necessary, been confirmed by the 
consulting staff of the hospital, by laboratory methods, 
by .r-ray examination, by operation, arid in a few by 
necropsy " leaves the position unsatisfactory. Much 
obviously depends on the different views prevailing as to 
necessity. 

A specially interesting point in Dr. Phillips’s record is 
his description of fourteen cases classified as an acetonuric 
group. “A careful survey showed that all were in a 
debilitated state, with varying degrees of cachexia, exhaus- 
tion, cyanosis, furred and dried tongues, and foul stools." 
In relation to this, is it not a little doubtful whether Dr. 
Phillips is sound in his conclusion, which I assume he 
draws, when he states that while the general symptoms 
resulting in the ketosis were similar, the psychosis pro- 
ducing the symptoms varied, as illustrated by the names 
of ten different psychoses! (The italics are mine.) 

Dr. Phillips's contribution is a noteworthy one. All 
will agree with his conclusions that “in a case presenting 
any abnormality the first essential is a thorough physical 
examination,” and “ the value of a well-equipped labora- 
^ tory dealing with the problems of bacteriology, pathology, 
and biochemistry is emphasized.” While not unmindful 
of newer teaching and practice, it is of value to emphasize 
equally the need for a wider outlook on the problem o 
nutrition of the mind and body alike, to cultivate uk 
greater use of the unaided senses in diagnosis, and to 
remember the teaching of the ancients as revealed by t ic 
term “melancholia” for the large group of mental disorders 
in which a depressed state of mind is the leading feature.

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Insects and Disease 

Sir,— In \oni issue of August 28 (p. 434) Dr. C. H. 
Foley contradicts my statement that the fever which 
afflicted Cromwell’s army in Ireland was typhus, and 
asserts that the epidemic in question was plague. He 
mentions the outbreak of plague in Galway some weeks 
before Cromwell’s arrival in Ireland, and the later in- 
volvement of Dublin. With these events I am- familiar, 
like everyone else who has made any study of the history 
of epidemic diseases in Ireland. Had Dr. Foley been 
present at the lecture he would have realized that I eon- 
cerned rnyself only with the main force commanded by 
Cromwell in person, which never approached Galway. 

In the past no army subjected to the privations of a 
protracted campaign in Europe could hope to escape those 
twin plagues of war — dysentery and typhus — least of all 
in Ireland, where both diseases were normally endemic. 
The Lord Protector’s army was no exception to this 
general rule. Boate, who was Cromwell’s “ Doctor of 
Physick to the State in Ireland,” and who died there four 
mopths before Cromwell’s return to England, says that 
two epidemic diseases were ” very common ”. . . “ in the 
English armies which since this bloody rebellion went 
over into Ireland ” — namely, “ the looseness ” (dysentery) 
and ’■ the malignant feaver "—-under which usual name for 
typhus Boate gives a recognizable description of the in- 
fection. These two maladies he designates ’’ reigning dis- 
eases’’ of Ireland. He tells us further, as we know from 
other sources, that because of its generality in Ireland the 
looseness is called by the English inhabitants ” the country 
disease,” and that the malignant fevers are ” vulgarly in 
Ireland called Irish agues, because that at all times they 
are so common in Ireland, as well among the inhabitants 
and the natives, as among those who are newly come 
thither from other countries.” Boate says nothing of 
plague in the Parliamentary forces. Indeed, he makes the 
general observation — based presumably on the fact that 
epidemic plague in Europe was in general a hot-weather 
disease — “ The plague which so often and so cruelly in- 
fecteth England ... is wonderfully rare in Ireland, and 
hardly seen once in an age.” Nor does Cromwell himself 
refer to plague in his dispatches, and when commenting 
on his losses from disease he mentions only “ the country 
disease ” and ” fever.” Cromwell’s lieutenant-general, 
Michael Jones, a fine soldier and a great man, died at this 
time of " contagious spotted fever.” In justice to the dis- 
tinguished historian whose error in confusing the Irish ague 
with malaria suggested my reference to Cromwell’s army, 1 
should point out that later in his account of the epidemic 
in question he names it correctly under one of its 
synonyms, and writes ; “ The weather was vile. The 
sickness among his troops was no longer malaria and 
dysentery but spotted fever, that plague which turned 
men’s bones to water.” 

General and undefined mention of " plague ’’ cannot be 
accepted as necessarily indicating bubonic plague, for the 
term was commonly used with even a wider application 
than our modem " epidemic. ” None the less, there seems 
to be no doubt that true plague was rife in several Irish 
towns after the Cromwellian occupation. But it is in- 
credible that the generalized famine-pestilence which 
evastated the whole country could have been that disease. 
All the circumstances known to me of its incidence and 
islribution point to typhus. Unfortunately the contem- 
porary accovmts are scanty, but if the detailed descrip- 
lons of the later universal epidemics of famine-typhus in 
rc and were condensed to the same compass they would 


give an identical picture. The medical history of Crom- 
well's army was repeated in the Williamite wars, thirty- 
years later; but here, due chiefly to the industrious 
chaplain of Gower’s regiment, we poaess ample clinical 
details of the terrible ravages of dysentery and typhus — 
the latter in its most malignant form with gangrene of the 
extremities as a frequent complication — which reduced 
Schomberg’s army to one-half of its initial strength. 

Dr. Foley mentions the associated death of animals as 
excluding typhus. It is too late in the day, I suppose, to 
advise him to question survivors of the Irish famine- 
typhus of 1848 on the point. If this were possible, judging 
from my own experience in the past, he should have little 
difficulty in obtaining such accounts, the mortality in 
animals not being due to typhus but to the general dr- 
cumstances of famine and pestilence. Nor does exalted 
rank confer any immunity from typhus, as witness the 
sad fate of the dignitaries of the High Court of Justice 
as late as the middle of the eighteenth century in England. 
Moreover, were not lice-infested senior officers one of the. 
minor horrors of the Great War? 

I suggest that Dr. Foley’s “ true facts,” so far as 
Cromwell’s. own army is concerned, would amaze no one 
more than the Lord Protector. — I am, etc.,

The "Vocal Cords in Singers and Speakers 

Sir, — Mr. Victor Lambert, in his contribution to the 
discussion on the natural singing voice in your issue of 
August 28 (p. 432), seems to me to be on sound biological 
ground when he suggests that the difference between 
singers and non-singers lies in the brain and not in the 
larynx. 

Having spent twenty-five years in contact with the 
natives of certain of the countries mentioned by Sir 
Milsom Rees, may I submit one or two observations that 
seem to me relevant. Writing of his experience of primi- 
tive African singing. Sir Milsom comments on its crudity 
and ugliness. But whatever its defects, it is admirably 
adapted to local requirements. To begin with, native 
custom and psychology offer little encouragement to sing- 
ing for singing's sake, although the native can be genuinely 
appreciative of technical skill with either harp, drum, or 
flute. WTiat is really important is power, and a European 
can but marvel at the canying power of the voice in 
such tribes as the hillmen of Western Uganda. Group- 
singing among primitive natives means usually one of 
two things: either an arduous communa.l job of work 
or a “binge” with its attendant distractions, generally 
by the light of the glamorous African moon. 

Before the native can grasp what singing means to 
us Europeans his outlook will have to change quite a lot. 
Missionaries have for years been teaching the African to 
sing. Wherever there is a school or a church— and they 
are everywhere nowadays — you may hear any and every 
day boys and girls of all ages and men and women 
making recognizable attempts at European tunes — that is. 
striving valiantly to imitate, solely by ear, sounds entirely 
foreign ter their normal experience. Tne tribes along the 
shores of Lake Victoria do a great deal of singine in the 
course of their daily rouUne. Some of their songs are 
pleasing even to an car untuned to the restricted ranee of 
primitive native music. Canoes frequently have to make 
long joume>-s across wide stretches of open lake. Singine 
helps the paddlers to swing together and to keep goin^ 
Without a song the men soon slack off and start talkine. 
Cenain individuals are recognized as experts. There m^' 
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be several in one crew to share the singing. The soloist 
shouts a line at the top of his voice and register, and tlien 
the crew grunt or yell a monosyllabic chorus, and so on 
for an hour or more at a stretch. 

As to the role of the tom-tom in native singing, drums, 
besides adding to the noise, supply rhythm to regulate both 
the singer and his audience, be the responses vocal, hand- 
clapping. dancing, or all three. The travelling professional 
singer in Uganda — a true minstrel — always accompanies 
his song on either a small harp or a single-stringed violin. 
The main appeal of his performance appears to lie in the 
words, which are often appallingly obscene. 

Singing for music's sake, the appreciation of a “good 
note ” — or the production of one for that matter— -do not, 
as far as I know, exist among primitive Africans. Never- 
theless, the power to sing, as we Europeans sing, is there, 
latent in the native larynx. A visit to Namirtmbe 
Cathedral in Uganda or to the Trappist establishment at 
Pine Woods, near Durban, will satisfy the most exacting 
sceptic. Both these places possess native choirs capable 
of a finished rendering of the higher forms of choral 
music. Both will well repay a visit. 

Mr. Lambert remarks, “ 'The essence of the problem is 
whether there is a faculty lying dormant which can readily 
develop under the influence of a suitable environment.” 
The East African evidence goes, I think, to show that 
there is. It is the organist, and not the organ, that is at 
fault. — am, etc.,-

Unusual Cases of Cerebral Haemorrhage 

Sir, — ^T he following two cases of fatal cerebral haemor- 
rhage, which occurred in my practice within twenty-four 
hours, may be of interest to readers of the Journal as the 
circumstances attending both cases were unusual. 


The left pupil was pin-point and the right almost so. The 
head, neck, arms, and upper half of the trunk were sweating 
profusely, while the lower half of the trunk and the lees 
and feet were cold. The pupils did not react to light ■ the 
knee-jerks were present and the plantar renexes were flexor 
There was incontinence of urine. ‘l helped to, remove her 
on a stretcher to a nursing home almost opposite her osvn 
house at midnight, where she died at 2.30 a.m. 

The post-mortem examination revealed a heart weighing 
14 V ounces (the normal female heart weighs from 10 to 12 
ounces). There was advanced arteriosclerosis and marked 
atheroma, of the coronary arteries. The vault of the skull was 
abnormally thick and heavy, and there was a linear fracture 
of the sphenoid bone extending from its left outer edge right 
across the base to the sella turcica. The whole of the sur- 
faces of the left cerebrum and cerebellum were completely 
covered by blood clot. 

No evidence was adduced at the inquest of the deceased 
having been seen to strike her head, and this point was gone 
into very thoroughly by the coroner ; the patient herself did 
not complain of a blow on the head, but only of one on the 
shoulder. In view of the presumed absence of a direct blow 
on the head I put forward the suggestion, for what it is worth, 
that a normally thin sphenoid bone might possibly be frac- 
tured by a sudden violent jerk of the body when the base of 
the skull has to carry an abnormal weight of vault bone in 
a frail woman of 69. 1 made this suggestion to the coroner, 
and added that 1 thought it improbable. The jury brought in 
a verdict of .accidental death and exonerated bolli drivers from 
blame. 


The extraordinary features of Ihis case to my mind arc 
that the patient could have received such an c.xtensive 
fracture of the base with such profuse haemorrhage into 
the vault with no history of a blow on the head ; that she 
could have been driven forty-six and a half miles in a par 
and walked about for an hour with no complaint of head 
symptoms, except a headache, which does not seem to 
have inconvenienced her unduly ; and that six hours 
elapsed before unconsciousness supervened. 


Case I 

On August 22, 1937, a widow aged 69 was being driven 
by her grandson, aged 18, in the front passenger scat of his 
car from Bournemouth to Winchester, a distance of forty-one 
and a half miles. About five miles on the south side of the 
latter town the driver found himself in a long queue of cars 
all travelling at about fifteen miles an hour. A car towards 
the head of the queue braked violently, and those following 
did so in succession. That in which my patient was travelling 
succeeded in pulling up two feet behind the car in front, but 
an Austin Seven behind failed to stop in time and hit the 
back of the car in front of it with considerable force. The 
widow was thrown forward in her seat and then backwards, 
and her hat was jerked off on to the floor. She complained 
of nothing at the time except a pain in her right shoulder; 
this was inspected by a friend. All the occup.anls of both ears 
alighted, inspected the damage to the cars, exchanged names 
and addresses, and proceeded to Winchester. 

Here my patient did a tour of the cathedral, where she 
complained of a headache. In the meantime the driver re- 
ported the accident to the police, who stated that as no one 
was apparently injured the report to the police had been 
unnecessary. The party remained about an hour in Win- 
chester and then returned to Bournemouth, stopping on the 
wayside for a picnic tea, at which the widow took an aspirin 
tablet and a cup of tea and a sandwich. She arrived home 
about three hours after the accident, still complaining of 
nothing but the right shoulder. 

Four and a half hours after the accident the patient vomited 
violently ; an hour after this she vomited again, and half an 
hour later she became unconscious. She remained unconscious 
for an hour and a half before her relations realized the 
seriousness of her condition. When 1 arrived at 10.30 p.m. 
the patient was breathing stertorously. with extreme cyanosis. 


Case II ■ 

A garage fitter, aged 35, after helping to lift a’ heavy 
motor-coach engine, complained to the manager of “some- 
thing having given way in his neck.” As he seemed ill 
the manager sent him to the hospital, u'hich is about seven 
minutes from the garage, in a car. Here he was examined, and 
nothing unusual was found. He complained to the house- 
surgeon that all he felt was a slightly stiff neck. He remained 
at the hospital for a short lime and then returned to the 
garage, where he began work again. Ten minutes aflef liis 
return he collapsed, and was again put in a car and brought 
to my house. I was called out to the gate to sec him as 
lie was loo ill to move. I found him huddled up on the floor 
of the car with his head on the back seat, very cj'anosed, 
with bounding and rapid pulse, and his breath coming m 
spasmodic gasps. I advised quick removal to hospital, but he 
died in the car on the way there. At the post-mortem exam- 
ination the pathologist found one of several small aneurysms 
of the circle of Willis which was ruptured. 

I also saw a third case of cerebral haemorrhage in tlw 
same week in which there were four or five -fissured 
fractures in the central part of the frontal bone just above 
the frontal sinus. There was considerable haemorrhage 
into both eye sockets. This patient recovered. 

These cases go to prove, I think, that one docs no 
always find the classical signs of a fractured base— nanieiy, 
haemorrhage from the ears, eyes, nose, or nioulh— 'Vhic i 
one was taught as a student to look for; while m 
third case one of these classical signs appeared in the ease 
of a fractured vault. — I am, etc.,

Tennis Elborr 

Sir, — G lad though 1 am to find Mr, G. K. McKee 
{Journal, August 28, p. 434) and myself in such complete 
agreement on the pathology of tennis elbow, I think the 
time is not ripe for changing its name to “traumatic 
periostitis at the origin of the extensor carpi radialis 
brevis.” At the discussion of this subject in the Section 
■of Orthopaedics at Belfast only two of the nine members 
who are reported as having spoken were in favour of this 
conception. Even Mr. G. P. Mills, whose manipulation 
consists in putting a sudden great strain on the extensor 
origin at the epicondyle, is so unimpressed by the theory 
of his very successful method of treatment that he attri- 
butes tennis elbow to an affection of the coronary ligament. 
Until, therefore, the majority of the profession have been 
converted to the idea of a traumatic periostitis by the, 
to my mind, conclusive arguments put forward by . Mr. 
McKee in his letter and by myself in the article he refers 
to, it is premature to label tennis elbow with a name that 
precludes a difference of opinion on the pathology. For 
the present it would seem that the non-committal historical 
term will have to be retained. 

In 1873 Runge described, but did not name, a case 
of inability to write associated with tenderness on the 
lateral humeral condyle. Morris, in 1882, noted a con- 
dition analogous to rider's sprain, which he called “ lawn 
tennis arm.” An annotation in the Lancet in 1885 drew 
attention to the number of sufferers from “ tennis elbow," 
whose plaintive letters had recently appeared in the lay 
press. Remak (1894) and Bernhardt (1896) agreed with 
Runge that it was a periosteal tear due to occupational 
over-use of the extensor muscles of the forearm. 
Couderc (1896) called it a ruptured epicondylar tendon. 
Fere (1897) epicondylalgie, and Franke (1910) epicondylitis. 
Osgood (1922) suggested radio-humeral bursitis, thereby in- 
criminating the bursa discovered by Monro in 1788. 
Schmidt (1921), on the other hand, believed the fault to lie 
in the subcutaneous epicondylar bursa, first described by 
Schreger in 1825. On the whole the more recent English 
writers have called it tennis elbow, while Continental 
writers have preferred epicondylitis, but all are agreed that 
tennis is by no means the only cause of the condition, 
and that the bony epicondyle is seldom, if ever, inflamed. 
However, until agreement becomes genera! ,the name 
tennis elbow” will have to remain, since it does not 
imply the acceptance of any particular theory on the 
pathology. But I hope that this agreement will not be 
long delayed, so that Mr. McKee's excellent suggestion 
may become universally acceptable. — I am, etc.,

A Case of Ether Considsions 

Sir, Recent interest in this condition has prompted us 
to submit an account of a typical case which occurred 
while under our care. 

is a well-built boy, aged 16. who was admitted 
m hospital twenu-four hours after the onset of an attack of 
•-cute appendicitis. He was obviously toxic, with a tempera- 
urc of lOI and a pulse rate of 90. Since operation his 
amily histoiy has been carefully insestigated, and there is no 
^^ditaiy disturbance or epileptic tendency,

unimcr afternoon. Induction was started at 4 p.m.. three- 
Vwrtcrs of an hour after the hspodermic injection of

uction was smooth and lasted ten minutes. It is Interesting 


to note, first, that no atropine was given, and, secondly, that 
the ether had been in the drop-bottle since an emergency 
operation the previous night and so had presumably been 
e.xposed to more actinic light than usual, espedally as the 
bottle was not amber-coloured. The operation had lasted haif 
an hour when the anaesthesia was deepened preparatory to 
sewing the peritoneum. Throughout this time the patient had 
been breathing well and was a good colour, nothing abnormal 
being noted except that he was sweating profusely, which was 
in some measure due to the temperature of the day. 

The first sign was a stiffening of the jaw, followed by 
twitching of the eyelids, which spread to the limbs and gave 
way to clonic movements of the whole body. The breathing, 
colour, and pulse were still good. The patient was then 
deeply anaesthetized with chloroform, and evipan was pre- 
pared but not used; it would have been quite impossible to 
give an intravenous injection in the presence of such violent 
convulsions. The convulsions became much less violent as 
soon as the chloroform was given, but were as frequent. The 
operation was hastily completed, and as the skin was being 
stitched the patient went into tonic spa,sm. including spasm 
of the larynx, becoming very cyanosed, with a marked chance 
in the pulse, which became thin, thready, and rapid. Oxygen 
was administered and the spasm slowly pas.^ed off. the pulse 
improved, and the convulsions ceased. Convalescence was 
uneventful, although the temperature was raised for the first 
few day s. 

We have been able to trace thirty-tw^o references to this 
condition in the literature, all published since 1927. Most 
writers are agreed that the condition carries a mortality 
of at least 50 per cent., and tends to occur in hot weather 
in young people who are suffering from an acute illness — 
often appendicitis. Many suggestions have been put for- 
ward to account for the condition, none of. which are 
entirely satisfactory. Wilson, who originally described the 
condition, decided after exhaustive inquiries that it was 
due to impurities in the ether-acetaldehyde and “per- 
oxides,” which develop if the ether is exposed for any 
length of time to the action of light, especially actinic. 
Our case would appear to support this. Other suggestions 
have been that there is some personal or familial idio- 
syncrasy, or that the condition is due to the administration 
of atropine, the dose having been repeated in some cases 
following an unforeseen delay in staning the operation. 
In the case we have described no atropine was given 
at all. 

Finally, it is interesting to note that the condition of the 
patient improved as soon as chloroform was administered. 
This is contrary to the general consensus of opinion, which 
advises the intravenous injection of evipan. Such an in- 
jection would have been technically impossible in the 
circumstances. There was no tendency to relapse or to 
cardiac failure after the cessation of the convulsions, as 
has been recorded after the use of evipan, following which 
death has been reported several hours after an apparent 
recovery.

Sir,— The reference in the Journal of July 10 (p. 58) 
an article by Drenkhahn in Med. Welt of March 10, 19'. 
(p. j 941. states that the author arrives at his concl’usio; 
“on purely theoretical grounds." In his orieinal pap 
Drenkhahn draws cenain theoretical deduaionv whic 
hovvuver. he bas« upon the pharmacological e.xjirimen 
of C V. Schin^cr and on the clinical observations t 
L. Ale.\ander. The fact that atropine causes a relaxatic 
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of Ibe sphincter of the porlio vaginalis of the uterus, 
while it has no or only a slight stinnilafing effect on the 
muscles of the body of the uterus, was already well known 
to a number of authors, who have proved this statement 
in several hundred clinical cases and have contributed a 
certain amount of work on the subject of the pharmaco- 
logical action of the drug in obstetrics. 


May I record the experiences 1 liave had in more than forty 
obstetrical cases, using syntropan (Roche) instead of atropine. 
Syntropan is a synthetic ester of tropic acid, whereas atropine 
is a tropic ester of tropinc. Syntropan has only a very slight 
action on the heart, circulation, secretory glands, pupil, and 
accommodation. It Has therefore found to be harmless and 
well tolerated, no undesirable after- or by-cflects (palpitation, 
rashes, sight trouble, dryness of the mouth) being observed. 

The procedure in every case was to administer syntropan 
rectally when the pains came on regularly, and at intervals 
of not more than ten to twelve minutes. After one to one 
and a half hours another suppository of syntropan was intro- 
duced. The effect became apparent after about fifteen minutes, 
when the pain was alleviated, while the force of the uterus 
contractions in no way decreased. The patients soon felt 
much more comfortable. The dilatation of the cervix was 
hastened and no narcotics were used except, of course, a 
little ether at the end of the second stage. The first stage 
was shortened by two to four hours, as has also been recorded 
by several other authors, and the time of the confinement very 
much reduced. The patients in most cases were normal 
anatomically, but they included a preponderance of elderly 
primiparae, and in quite a number the foetal head was slightly 
oi’crlapping. In no case wa.s there a secondary uterine 
inertia, and, thanks to the relaxation of the painful spasms, 
the women developed sufficient reserve power and .steadiness, 
so that the ultimate result was satisfactory for both mother 
and child without the necessity of operative intervention. 


I made the same observations as Alexander, Kreis, 
Gammstadter, and several French authors, and I wish to 
confirm the conclusions of Drenkhahn—namely, that the 
employment of spasrnolylics in obstetrics is useful, and 
that atropine has certainly a good influence in labour, 
even in normal cases. (Syntropan, having a similar action 
on the uterus, but being devoid of by-effects, is better 
tolerated and more to be recommended.) Syntropan 
brings about a marked relaxation of the sphincter of the 
cervix uteri and helps to increase the polarity of the womb. 
Atropine and syntropan are both parasympathetic depres- 
sants. “ The uterus receives both motor and inhibitory' 
fibres from the sympathetic. There is no supply by the 
sacra! autonomic (Wright),” 

The question as to how the polarity of the womb and 
(he action of atropine and syntropan on the cervix and 
Uterus body is brought about still remains 'open.—

N. J. Rousset (/. Meet. Lyon. May 23, 1937, p. 2S3) 
draws attention to the dangers of manicure. The main 
risk is an infection of (he perionychial tissues caused by 
repeated slight injuries to the cuticle while it is being 
pushed back. These result in a staphylococcal infection 
of the nail matrix and of the surrounding tissues. The 
author distinguishes three forms of infection; (1) a purely 
inflammatory form, (2) a suppurating form, and (3) a 
mixed form. The nail itself is usually not affected, but 
in some cases transverse grooves may appear, and may 
be so deep as to cause complete separation between the 
different parts of the nail. The grooves then fill with 
a fleshy granulation not unlike botryomycoma. The 
differential diagnosis is usually easy, but certain forms 
of syphilitic, eczematous, inflammatory, and chemical- 
dactylitis may closely simulate the affection described. 


Obituary 


Aw*-' I, M.d 

Director of the Clinical Laboratory, Royal Infirmary, M.anchcstcr- 
Reader in Clinical Pathology, Manchester University ’ 


We announce with regret the death of Dr. G. E. Loveday, 
which took place in tragic circumstances at Sheringham! 
He had apparently been in poor health for some months^ 
although he had said nothing about it to his colleagues. 

■ George Edward Loveday was born in 1876, and was 
educated at Giggleswick and.Caius College, Cambridge, 
where he took his B,A. in 1898 and spent an extra year 
studying pathology in its general and clinical aspects. He 
completed his medical course at St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital, and qualified M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P. in 1902; in 
1903 he proceeded to the M.B, and M.A. of Cambridge 
University. Hospital appointments followed at Addcn- 
brooke’s and (he Salop Infirmary, and in 1905 he joined 
the staff of Sir Almroth Wright’s laboratory at St. Mary's 
Hospital, London. Here he studied opsonihs and thera- 
peutic inoculation, and in 1906 was appointed to give 
instruction in Wright's methods for three months at the 
Manchester Royal Infirmary. Some lime previously 
Loveday's sister had married Sir Arthur Schuster, the 
professor of physics at Manchester University, and it was 
probably this connexion which attracted him to the city 
in which he was destined to spend the rest of his life. 
Loveday's work so greatly impressed all with whom he 
came into contact that he was appointed director of the 
clinical laboratory within a year of his arrival, a position 
he still held with great distinction at the time of his death. 
It was an ideal post, for it gave him plenty of time and 
facilities for outside consultant work, and his services 
were freely used. At the time of his appointment the 
laboratory staff consisted of himself and a boy, but under 
his directorship it gradually grew to its present personnel 
of sixteen, and he became responsible for the adminis- 
trative charge of a vast amount of work covering the 
whole scope of clinical and pathological practice of a large 
teaching hospital. In addition he held the readership in 
clinical pathology at the University, and taught clinical 
pathological methods to generations of students. His 
laboratories, too, had to be extended, and the designs and 
plans were largely his. 

Tliroughouf his life Loveday remained a devoted dis- 
ciple of Wright and Wright's methods. His main interests 
were in the serological and bacteriological side of clinical 
pathology, but he was not greatly interested in bio- 
chemistry. He was expert in vaccine therapy, and.devpted 
a large amount of his time to this particular study. He ex- 
celled in the application of serological and vaccine llierapy 
as applied to each parlicutar case, and as his clinical 
judgement and balance were good his opinion in cases of 
infection was extremely valuable. Loveday was a great 
believer in small doses, and his experience convinced him 
that the population of. Manchester as a whole could not 
stand the doses usually recommended and employed m 
London. Careful records of the dates, dosage, and effects 
produced were kept, and these lay in neat piles around him 
on his desk. Woe betide anyone who disarranged them. 
The cares of a very busy practice unfortunately prevenRa 
the publication of much valuable statistical material. 
work was characterized by its ' accuracy, neatness, an 
thoroughness. It was personal and painstaking to “ 
degree, and he never delegated important work to o r- 
His technical skill was extraordinary, and nowhere was 
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more evident than in the neatness of his blood transfpsion 
wort. He was something of a martinet, and would brook 
no interference in his laboratory from anybody. Freely 
consulted by everyone on the hospital staff, he lifted 
nothing better than to discuss a slide or the treatment of a 
case with one of his colleagues, but should the latter 
betray the least ignorance on a pathological matter the 
scorn in Loveday’s voice was unmistakable. It would 
quickly pass, however, and the visitor would leave the 
laboratori' with much valuable information. 

-Loveday was a- man of rare character and was respected 
by all, especially by the numerous people who learned 
their clinical pathology by working in his department and 
were able to recognize the charm of a character that was 
not always apparent on casual acquaintance. On the 
outbreak of the war he was appointed pathologist to the 
57th General Hdspital, at first in Manchester, but later, in 
1917, in France. It was on the journey over that he first 
met the lady who became his wife. He had three 
children, who were unfortunately all delicate. In May 
this year his eldest son went as a King's Scout to the 
Coronation. Almost at once on his return to school he 
developed meningitis and died. It was a terrible blow 
- to Loveday, and must have been the beginning of the end. 


Professor Albert Ramsbottom writes: Dr. Loveday's 
tragic death has left a gap in our medical school which it 
will be difficult to fill, and has deprived many of us of 
a very . staunch friend. The position he held at the 
Manchester Royal Infirmary was, I think, unique, so 
varied were his duties, and upon every branch he brought 
a master mind. It is difficult to imagine a more 
efficient director of a clinical laboratory, for he combined 
a mastership of technique with an astonishing capacity 
for work, which he was ever ready to place at your dis- 
posal ; his aid was eagerly sought by all who realized the 
same of his help in solving clinical problems. He had 
a shy and retiring temperament, which was apt to be 
mistaken for unfriendliness, but closer contact soon 
revealed his true kindly nature. In his early years in 
Manchester I am sure that his health was maintained by 
occasional fishing and skating holidays, to both of which 
pastimes he was devoted. The ever-increasing demands. 
However, of medicine upon the ancillary services made a 
greater call on his time, and, despite repeated warnings 
irom his friends, led him gradually to restrict his leisure ; 
as time passed it Was noticeable to his colleagues that the 
cver-mcreasing strain of work was taking its toll of a 
constitution at no time robust. Coupled with this came 
he tragedy m May of the death of his elder son— a blow 
him into a grief from which he never' 
tered and ultimately led to his breakdown in health

DAVID CONNOR KIRKHOPE, M.D., DJ?JJ., 
Formerly Medical Officer of Health for Tottenham 
TTie death occurred at a London nursing home on August 
25 of Dr. D. C. Kirkhope, who, at the age of 65, had 
only recently retired from the post of medical officer of 
heallh for the borough of Tottenham. 

Dr. Kirkhope received his early medical training at 
Queen's College, Belfast, and Glasgow University, and 
qualified M.B., Ch.M.Glas. in 1895, proceeding to the 
M.D. degree in 1906. After obtaining the D.PJJ.Cam- 
bridge he rvas called to the Bar of Gray's fnn and the 
Middle Temple. In 1909 he was appointed assistant 
medical officer of heallh for the borough of Levton, and in 
1913 succeeded the late Dr. Butler-Hogan 'as medical 
officer of health for Tottenham, which position he held 
with marked distinction for twenty-four years until his 
retirement in May of this year. 


During more than a quarter of a century of public 
health serv'ice Dr. Kirkhope took an active part in the 
growth of preventive medicine not only in Tottenham 
itself but in the service as a whole. As a member of the 
British Medical Association for more than twenty-five' 
years Dr. Kirkhope was chairman of the North Middlesex 
Division in 1927-8, honorary secretary to the Section of 
Preventive Medicine at the Annual Meeting of the Asso- 
ciation at Cardiff in 1928, and acted as representative in 
the Representative Body on seven occasions between 1925 
and 1932. Dr. Kirkhope was a man of high principle-and 
^I, and at his retirement his long record of work in 
Tottenham brought forward from members of the town 
council and representative bodies and from colleagues 
many e.xpressions of appreciation indicating his undoubted 
popularity and the esteem and respect in which he was 
held.

MELVILLE MORTIMER ADAMS, M.B., B.S., 

Pretoria 

The death on August 6 of Dr. M. M. Adams came as 
a great shock to his many friends. Dr. Adams was a 
Transvaaler by birth, being born in Lydenburg on Novem- 
ber 26, 1884. He was at school in Pretoria, subsequently 
joining the King Edward Grammar School, Chelmsford, 
where he remained until he matriculated at London 
University. His medical studies were at Guy’s Hospital, 
where he remained until he qualified with the English 
Conjoint diplomas M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P. In 1912, having 
taken the degrees of M.B., B.S.Lond., he returned to 
Pretoria and became house-surgeon to the Pretoria Hos- 
pital.

On the com- 
pletion of that campaign in 1915 he returned to Pretoria 
for a short time, but in the same year he went to England 
and joined the R.A.M.C. as a lieutenant. He was sent 
to Gallipoli, and later was attached to Lovat’s Scouts in 
Egypt. At the end of 1916 he was attached to the 
2nd South African Infantry with the rank of captain. He 
was in France in June, 1918, and was present at the 
actions at Beaurevoir and Le Cateau. He was de- 
mobilized in Capetown in October, 1919, and returning to 
Pretoria went into general practice, which he continued 
to his death. 

Dr. Adams was for many years on the honorary visit- 
ing staff of the Pretoria General Hospital and was 
honorary lecturer to the nurses there until his death. He 
was at one time president, and previously secretary, of the 
Pretoria Division of the S.A.M.A. (B.M.A.). He was a 
prominent Freemason and a Past Master of the Trans- 
vaal Lodge E.C. He was an enthusiastic golfer, and 
belonged to nearly all the golf clubs in Pretoria. His 
funeral was attended by a large contingent of the hospital 
nurses in uniform, by his colleagues of the visiting staff, 
and by representatives of all sections of the community.

188 PjTcxia in Myeloid Leukaemia 

According to J. Olkter and J. Boudouresques (Annrde 
Med.. April, 1937, p. 265), although uncommon, cases 
have been recorded which bridge the gap between myeloid 
leukaemia and acute lymphatic leukaemia. They prove 
that these conditions, although different in their course 
and -symptoms, are expressions of the same pathological 
process. A clear example of a transitional condition is 
acute myeloblastic leukaemia, in which an acute malady, 
usually with' splenomegaly but without buccopharyngeal 
symptoms or general haemorrhages, coexists with a 
leukaemia in which the blood contains great abundance 
of young cells. These, however, are further differen- 
tiated than the undifferentiated cells of acute leukaemia. 
Seven such cases are summarized. The writers draw? 
special attention to pyrexia in myeloid leukaemia. It is 
often stated that it does not occur, but ft may be noted 
early in the disease, and there may be repeated acute 
febrile exacerbations, chronic pyTexia, or terminal pyrexia. 
-Acute transitory pyrexia is less common than the pre- 
terminal ; both are accompanied sometimes by the ap- 
pearance in the blood of myeloblasts and even more 
immature cell-forms, and by a tendency to haemorrhage. 
In the former considerable improvement usually occurs 
after radiotherapy. Eight cases are summarized which 
show, however, that febrile attacks occur in some cases 
of myeloid leukaemia without any important myeloblastic 
reaction in the blood, spleen, or marrow. In one of 
the writers’ cases pyrexia, thought to be due to tuber- 
culosis, preceded the discovery of splenomegaly by eight 
months. The cause of the fever is obscure, since blood 
cultures have nearly always been negative ; the tubercu- 
lous infection which coexists, according to some authors 
in; two-thirds of, cases, is probably secondary, and massive 
blood-cell destruction is not always present. In general, 
febrile cases of myeloid leukaemia, while preserving a 
fairly typical blood picture, approximate clinically to 
Cases of acute leukaemia. 

189 • Fatal Asthma 

R. W. Lamson and E. M. Butt (J. Anier. med. /tit.. May 
29, 1937, p. 1843) present a clinical and pathological 
survey of 187 cases of “ fatal asthma.” Their findings arc 
noticeably similar to those of an investigation carried out 
in 1932 on asthma and allied conditions for the Association 
of Life Insurance Medical Directors. An analysis of the 
case reports, on 98 of which there was a post-mortem 
examination, emphasizes an undue predominance of heart 
and lung disease. Approximately 40 per cent, did not 
survive four years after showing clinical symptoms, the 
l^rcentage being even less favourable in females, and the 
highest mortality occurring at 45 to 55 ; this result disagrees 
vvilh the clinical experience of true bronchial asthma. 
A closer analysis of the unpublished cases on which post- 
mortem examinations were performed shows that only 
-0 ^r cent, could be classified as cases of true bronchiM 
asthma, and that heart and lung disease did not terminate 
Inis syndrome. It is difficult fo distinguish clinically true 
bronchial asthma from the other classified tyT5«, buLin 
•i^'hma pathological and microscopical examination of 
Inc lungs will show hyperplasia of the bronchiole epithelial 
lining wi^ mucinous exudates, leucocyiic infiltration, and 
bosinophilia. The writers stress the 'need for greater 
rauiion in employing the term asthma as including such 
“Vbs as rardiac dyspnoea, tracheal obstruction, and 
reflects unfavourably and inaccu- 
a ciy cn the morialiiv statistics of true clinically recog- 
nizable asthma. 


J90 Tumour of the Ri^t Auricle 

A. Clerc et a}. {Arch. Mai. Cccur, June, 1937, p. 361) 
describe the case of a woman aged 34 who was two months 
pregnant, and on whom a therapeutic abortion was per- 
formed on account of extreme cyanosis and a state of 
impending asphyxia. The cardiac rhythm was regular 
and there was no murmur, although there was a vague 
history' of “ heart trouble ” of considerable duration, and 
the fingers were clubbed. Following the abortion she had 
several convulsive attacks, and developed a left hemi- 
plegia, from which she died two weeks later. Necropsy 
disclosed general congestion of all organs and multiple 
cerebral haemorrhages. In the right auricle there was a 
myxomatous “ tumour," ovoid in shape and measuring 
4 cm. by 3 cm. It projected through the tricuspid valve 
towards the right ventricle. The authors state that such 
“ tumours ” are difficult to diagnose before necropsy, as 
there are no pathognomonic signs or symptoms. 'ITiey 
also discuss the question whether such ” tumours ” are 
real neoplasms which have become secondarily vascular- 
ized, or whether they are thrombi which have undergone 
myxomatous degeneration. 

191 Benign Bronchial Bleeding 

F. Fleisch.'-'er (H'/eti. kiln. Wschr., June 18, 1937, p. 927) 
points out that haemoptysis occurs most commonly in 
pulmonary tuberculosis and bronchial carcinoma and less 
often in other pulmonary and bronchial conditions, or 
from laryngeal, pharyngeal, and oral lesions. The author 
has met wnh numerous cases of benign haemoptysss of 
bronchial origin in the past few years. Bleeding occurred 
while the patient was in good health or after a slight 
catarrh, and usually while at rest. The blood was bright 
red, fluid, and not mixed with sputum, and the haemor- 
rhage recurred from time to time. No fex'er was. present 
either before, during, or after the haemoptysis, and no 
tubercle bacilli were found in the sputum. 'Physical 
e.xamination of the lung was negative, and no lesion 
could be demonstrated by .x rays. In nearly all cases 
some abnormality of the bronchi was present, and calci- 
fied glands were found in the neighbourhood, Broncho- 
scopically the mucous membrane was seen to be granu- 
lated, varicose, or eroded. Recognition of this condition 
will prevent unnecessary or ineffective therapy, though 
it may also occur in early tuberculosis or bronchiectasis.

Prolapse of .Artificial .Anns 


F. Howet (Scalpel, Liege, June 5, 1937, p. 720) draw- 
attention to the danger of strangulation which is presen 
when prolapse of an artificial anus occurs. The conditior 
is similar to intestinal intussusception, but of less gravity 
Prolapse of the colon is liable to occur when the artificia 
opening is in the transverse or descending colon, but it i; 
most often seen in the distal segment of a sigruoidal anus 
Invagination of the intestine may be slow and proeressive 
or it may take place within a" few hours. In The firs 
instance the eversion of the mucous membrane precede 
the prolapse of the wall of the bowel, which it pulls aftei 
it, 'The physiological cause is generallv' an increase o! 
mtra-abdominal pressure due to strain, which 'may bt 
produc^ by coughing. anti-perip,a!tic movements, or a'tonv 
of the intestinal wall. The length of the mesenterv is also 
a factor to be considered. In order to avoid prolapse it 
'he mesenteri- should not be too long a! 
^i brought to the abdominal 

wall, and ^o that the incision should asoid injurv w th- 
muscles. The wall of the bo-,vel should be fixS to te 
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the children recovered completely without any after-effects. 
Meningo-encephafitic complications were fairly common, 
and there were four cases, of extradural hacmatoma 
treated by operation. It was thought that this condition 
was present in other cases which recovered without opera- 
tion after a period of coma lasting from ten to twenty- 
five days. There were nine instances of diffuse subdural 
haemorrhage. The pulse rate was a valuable sign as 
regards prognosis and treatment. If it rose to between 
1-10 and ISO and then fell slowly, returning to normal in 
about a week, spontaneous recovery was probable-; but 
if it remained fast, with signs of weakness or irregularity, 
intervention was usually necessary. Neurological signs, 
including convulsions, paralysis of the limbs or cranial 
nerves, hemianopsia, and aphasia, were indications for 
immediate operative treatment. This was also necessary 
in open fractures or when grave cerebral lesions were sus- 
pected ; it was done within forty-eight hours if the pulse 
rate remained high, and it was carried out in all cases 
in which a short period of improvement was followed by 
the reappearance of symptoms. Of the 109 patients under 
review twenty-four died, nearly all within the first forty- 
eight hours. There were fifty-three patients who recovered 
spontaneously, and the remaining thirty-two did so after 
operation. 


times during the course of the disease, as well as from 
six months to one year after the discharge of the patients 
from the hospital. In only a few .cases were variations 
in sensitivity demonstrated during the disease, but by re- 
testing later it was generally found to be considerably 
decreased. The proportion of redness and infiltration in 
this series bore no constant relation to the duration of the 
infection. A predominance of redness was seen only in 
a small number of the recent primary infections. 

201 G. Herutz (Ada paediatr., Stockh., 1937, 19, 
Supplement 2) records' his observations on 1,457 children 
of the Swedish working classes, aged from 0 to 15 years. 
About half reacted to the Pirquet tesL The children were 
examined from five to twenty-three years later, the average 
time being 13.4 years, and the following conclusions were 
made. A child with a positive tuberculin reaction but 
free from any clinical symptoms of tuberculosis runs a 
greater risk of developing manifest tuberculosis and of 
dying from it within the next ten to fifteen years than 
does a child of the same age who responds negatively. In 
the case of the child with occult tuberculosis this risk 
outlasts childhood and persists into adolescence. Another 
conclusion was that it is more dangerous to be infected 
with tuberculosis during the first two or three decades 
of life than later on. 


199 Osteomyelitis of the Maxilla 

According to F. Martielotti (Pediairia, Naples, July, 
1937, p. 616) acute osteomyelitis of the upper jaw, 
although rare, is often present during the first weeks of 
life. It has then given rise to many diagnostic difficulties 
and has been called antral empyema, orbital phlegmon, 
necrotic (dental) folliculitis, and false sinusitis, etc. The 
settling of a haematogenous infection in a primaiy dental 
follicle may be ■ analogous svith the common infection 
of the juxta-epiphyseal line — another region bearing a 
strain of growth. Martillotti’s patient, at the age of 
21 days, had had for a week a tender swelling over the 
left maxilla ; Slaphylococciis pyogenes aureus was found 
in pure culture in the pus exuding from the left nostril, 
the left alveolar sulcus, and later the main swelling. There 
was much tumefaction of the palatal arch on the left, and 
after twenty-seven days a bony sequestrum was dis- 
charged ; both these points being against the alternative 
diagnosis of acute sinusitis, which had to be considered, 
for although the existence of the sinus at birth has been 
denied, Della Vedova has found it to be present in the 
seventh foetal month and to be 10 mm. long at birth. 
The literature describes numerous fatalities and occasion- 
ally sequestral exclusion of dental follicles and severe con- 
sequent deformities of dentition, Tf-ray examination is 
of little diagnostic help in restless and “ toxic ” infants, 
and according to Kohler the maxillary sinus is first radio- 
logically distinguishable at the age of from 30 to 36 
months. Radical measures have been advised, but 
Martillotti is satisfied with the excellent result of his 
conservative treatment, svhich consisted in local and 
parenteral exhibition ' of an autovaccine to the patient 
and of autovaccination of the nursing mother. 

Tuberculosis in Children 

T. K. With (Ada paediatr., Stockh., 1937, 19, 4, 482) 
states that the test used in his series of cases was the 
Mantoux. as he considers that it provides the best reaction

202 Pertussis 

H. Gold (/. Pediat., May, 1937, p. 641) records thirty 
cases of whooping-cough in children aged from 19 months 
to 7 years who were treated by intramuscular injection of 
a specific soluble pertussis antigen which was chemically 
and biologically standardized. Out of twenty-eight cases 
Heated seventeen responded with excellent results and 
seven with good results. The antigen specifically con- 
trolled the paroxysmal stage of pertussis after a few injec- 
tions, but the treatment had to be continued in order 
to maintain the relief and to prevent recurrence. The 
earlier the treatment was given the better were the results.

Uterus Bicomis Unlcollis and Abortion 


According to P. Cafher (ZbL GynSk., July 3, 1937, 
p. 1575) the uterus bicomis unicollis is often able to carry 
to term and expel normally a live foetus ; it has indeed 
been confused with pelvic tumour arising in the puer- 
perium, and its true nature has in many cases first been ' 
recognized at operation. Either one or both horns may 
carry successive pregnancies. On the other hand, it is 
sometimes a cause of habitual abortion, and the symp- 
toms and signs of ectopic pregnancy may be so closely 
mimicked that laparotomy has on numerous occasions 
been done for supposed tubal gestation. The case is 
related of a woman, aged 26, who a year after a third- 
month abortion again had bleeding and pain after four 
months' amenorrhoea. From the external os a complete 
decidual cast, without foetal parts, was removed ; a soft 
right adnexal tumour was regarded as a tubal pregnancy. 
The patient collapsed, and in preparatory anaesthesia for 
operation for supposed tubal rupture it was noted that 
the external bleeding was unusually copious for such a 
case and that the fundus, now more clearlv palpable, 
was unusually high for ectopic pregnancy. Vaginal exam- 
ination now showed the foetus projecting fron] the risht 
gravid cornu into the cervix, and subsequenllv the left 
half from which the cast had been taken was identified 
A confirmatory' hysterosalpingography was carried out.' 
In the prevention of habitual abortion due to uterus^ 
bicomis unicollis Caffier advises intensive folliculin 
therapy wnh a view- to improving the nutrition and func- 
tional capacity of the uterus ; plastic operation mav also 
evcmuall, be considered.

DOSAGE— PROPHYLACTIC (Vaccine No. 3) 

As different patients vary in their reaction to vaccine 
treatment, it is only possible to suggest the average 
procedure.

A STUDY OF DIET IN RELATION TO HEALTH 

DARK ADAPTATION AS AN INTDEX OF ADEQUATE VITAMIN A INTAKE 

TECHNIQUE AND PRELIMINARY RESULTS

The power that the eye has of accommodating itself to 
alterations in illumination is called adaptation. WTien an 
individual comes out of bright sunlight into a dimly 
illuminated room surrounding objects at first are invisible ; 
as adaptation takes place first the general outline and 
then details of surrounding objects can be clearly seen. 
The time -necessari’ for adaptation was first measured by . 
Aubert in 1865, and since then has been studied by many 
observers. The sensitivity of the retina to light increases 
rapidly during the first ten minutes, a much slower but 
gradual increase taking place up to forty minutes. At the 
end of that time the retinal sensitivity to light has in- 
creased several thousand times. ^Vhc^ a person leaves 
a darkened room and enters bright sunshine a feeling of 
dazzle is experienced. Rapid adaptation, however, takes 
place, sensitivity being enormously reduced in twenty 
seconds (Adams, 1929 ; Lythgoe, 1926). Failure of 
adaptation in reduced light is known as night-blindness, 
hemeralopia, or nyctalopia. 

Association with Vitamin A 
> 

The association of night-blindness with diet is not the 
result of recent advances in knowledge of vitamins, but 
was accepted and qipte extensively studied before vitamins 
were known or any theory could be advanced as to the 
nature of the relationship. Defective dark adaptation has 
always been common among poor people living chiefly 
on plant foods. Liver has been used as a cure since 
1500 B.C.. and was recommended for this purpose by 
Hippocrates (Aykroyd. 1930; Tansley, 1931). The fre- 
quent .discussion of the defect during the last century 
shows that it must have been common throughout Europe. 
The peak of incidence seems to have been during the 
Lenten fasts m the Danubian and Eastern Mediterranean 
countries and in Russia. After the description by Bitot 
m 1S(>3 of xerosis conjunctivae combined with hemeral- 
opia. Nettcr pointed out that night-blindness can occur 
without xerosis, and it became evident later that the two 
are stages in the same disease process, night-blindness 
coming first (Fridericia and Holm. 1925). 

Towards the end of the century Lohmann (1913) wrote; 
“ .Malnutrition is the cause of the frequent hemeralopia 
which occurs in poorhouscs and orphan asylums. . . ." 
•• Hemeralopia is rare in England hut common in Ireland. 
... It is clear that it must have been common in 


Rowett Research Institute. Aberdeen) 

England also, earlier in the cehtury at least, since in the 
report of the medical officer of the PrivY Council for 
1862, where the health of the unemployed Lancashire 
cotton operatives is discussed, the passage occurs; 

'• Ulceration of the cornea was inquired for but was only 
heard of with special prevalenct . . .” in certain areas. 
It must therefore have been common at all times, and it 
would certainly have been preceded and accompanied by 
night-blindness. (See also Berry, 1886 ; Forbes, 1811; 
Snell, 1876 ; Spicer, 1892.) After the discovery of visual 
purple it was suggested that this pigment was responsible 
for vision in low illuminations, a theory which was sup- 
ported by the demonstration of* the bleaching of visual 
purple in light and the restoration of its colour in dark- 
ness. Finally, after the discovery of vitamin A and of 
its relation to xerophthalmia, experimental study of the 
eyes of rats showed that in vitamin A deficiency, before 
xerosis of the conjunctiva is obvious, the restoration of 
visual purple after bleaching is delayed (Fridericia and 
Holm, 1925 ; Holm, 1925). At this stage clinical hemeral- 
opia in the rats was demonstrated by simple tests in a 
dimly lit room in which the rats had to jump from the 
comer of a table to reach a shelf of cages. 

Practical .Aspects 

With the rapid improvement in diet in this country 
since the beginning of the century obvious deficiency 
diseases, including xerophthalmia, have become more and 
more uncommon, and interest centres at present on the 
question of the extent to" which further improvements 
are required. Since the important dietary sources of 
vitamin A — milk, butter, eggs, liver, carrots, and green 
vegetables — are, on the whole, relatively expensive food- 
stuffs. it may be predicted that deficiency, if it. is found 
at all, will be more common among the poorer people. 
The general conditions of life in this country are not such 
as to reveal deficient dark adaptation. In towns no one 
is called upon to do work or get about in light less than 
adequate even for inefficient dark vision, and even in the 
country such inefficiency of vision might be completely 
unnoticed. On the other hand, in certain occupations, 
particularly motor driving and aviation, efficient visual 
adaptation to low illuminations and to sudden changes 
in light intensity is of the greatest importance. A hfgh 
proportion of flying accidents occur at night, and of 
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moforing accidents at twilight. Delayed dark adaptation 
is probably of importance also with reference to dazzling 
by strong head-lamps (Jeghers, 1937). The problem is 
therefore not of merely academic interest. 

Glare has long been regarded as an important factor in 
the production of night-blindness. The classical instances 
arc the Brazilian labourers who could see when setting 
out to work before sunrise but not when returning in the 
evening in better light (de Gouvea, 1883); the soldiers 
who became night-blind after a parade in bright sunshine 
or the painter after painting a white fayade (Lohmann, 
1913) ; and the sailors in tropical regions (Forbes, 1811) 
or the fishermen in Newfoundland or Labrador who go 
night-blind in the summer unless they drink cod-liver oil 
(Aykroyd, 1930). These cases afford a clinical parallel 
to the experimental production of hemeralopia in the rats, 
to which reference has been made. Since the effect of 
exposure to bright light in cases of vitamin A deficiency 
is evidently cumulative and may become severe, it does 
not appear advisable to use in testing capacity for adapta- 
tion any experimental procedure which involves frequent 
or prolonged bleaching of the visual purple. 

j Present Investigation 

The results to be presented now are preliminary to a 
study of diet in relation to health which has been begun 
in Aberdeen and will be carried out at other centres in 
Scotland and England. Methods similar to those adopted 
here and other more elaborate methods are in use at 
many research centres in Denmark, Belgium, the United 
States, and elsewhere (Edmund and Clemmesen, 1936; 
Jeans et al., 1937 ; Jeans and Zentmire, 1934, 1936) 
for the purpose of discovering the extent to which defi- 
ciency of vitamin A exists and the daily requirements of 
vitamin A to ensure perfect health. It is not suggested 
that the amount which nfay be shown to be necessary to 
ensure the maximum possible efficiency of visual adapta- 
tion will necessarily be optimal for all functions, but it 
can be stated that the requirement for perfect health 
cannot be less than the amount needed to ensure perfect 
dark vision. 

Assuming that a method has been found which will 
accurately measure the power of adaptation, the following 
main questions arise: (1) to what extent do differences in 
the power of adaptation occur ; (2) can adaptation be 
improved by giving vitamin A ; (3) is defective adaptation 
associated with habitual low intake of vitamin A ; (4) is 
it possible to state with any degree of certainty what 
regular intake is required to maintain maximal power of 
adaptation. Only the first two questions will be dis- 
cussed in this paper. As the investigation proceeds, data 
will be presented relating to the other two. 

Description of Apparatus 

Since the test was intended for use chiefly with children 
and a large series of observ'ations was contemplated, it 
was necessary to have a method that would be simple and 
yet accurate, and, as it was proposed to examine children 
at different centres, the apparatus had to be self-contained 
and of such a size that it could be easily transported. 

The test consists essentially in measuring the power of 
distinction under different illuminations. White cards 
devised by Edmund (1936) were used. They have printed 
on them the letter E in different shades, varying from a 
letter printed in black to one on which faint grey can just 
be distinguished against the white background. In the 
series of nine cards the “ contrast " of the letter against 
the unprinted background decreases in geometrical pro- 


gression. The “ contrast ” is measured by the difference 
between the diffuse reflecting powers of the unprinted anil 
printed parts of the test card, divided by the reflecting 
power of the unprinted part, and for tlic successive cards 
of the series has the following values:

To designate the individual cards the logarithms of the 
reciprocals of these fractions arc used, .so that the black 
letter on the white background corresponds to 0.00 and 
the faintest letter on the white background is designated 
2.00; on this card the grey, is so faint that its reflecting 
power is 99 per cent, of that of the white background. 
The letter is 63 mm. high ; the breadth of the limbs 
12 mm. This is slightly larger than the 6/36 letter on a 
Snellen chart. As the card is placed at a distance of 
about 40 cm. from the eye, the visual angle is large, so 
that even in very low illuminations where there is a 
physiological central scotoma, the letter can still be dis- 
tinguished. To vary the apparent brightness, Tseherning's 
photometric glasses are used. These glasses are of a 
neutral grey tint and are so constructed that they absorb 
light after a logarithmic scale. No. 1 glasses transmitting 
1/10 of the incident light. No. 2 glasses 1/iO^ No. 8 
glasses 1/10'. The two 60- watt lamps used give an 
illumination on the card of 1,670 metrc-candles. When 
the cards are viewed through the series of Tseherning 
glasses the apparent illumination is reduced, as in the 
following table ; '

Since this investigation had to begin on a certain date 
to fit in with otbeT- clinical studies, there was not siiflicicnt 
time to measure the illumination used before starling 
the clinical work. After the apparatus had been in use 
for some time it was suspected that the illumination was 
higher than that used by Edmund (1936), since several 
subjects were found who could sec. card 0.50 through llic 
No. 8 glass. Later, physical measurement showed that 
the illumination was 1,670 metre-candles (8.22 Tseher- 
ning) instead of 1,000 metre-candles (8.00 Tseherning) 
as used by Edmund. Our curves may therefore be ex- 
pected to be displaced to the right by 0,22 Tseherning 
relative to those given by Edmund. 

U-EUMINATION OF TEST CARDS 

The illumination of the test cards was determined as 1,670 
metre-candlcs by comparison with a surface illuminated by 
a standard 10 candle-power Vernon Harcourt pentane lamp, 
using a photo-electric cell as a transfer instrument, h copper/ 
copper-oxide photo-electric cell was fitted with a neutral grey 
glass filter of transmission coefficient 2.07 per cent. (1/48-). 
Exposure of the combination of cell and filter in the pwac 
occupied by the test type gave a deflection of 26.7 cm. on 
a moderately sensitive galvanometer connected to the ecu. 
The cell, without the filter, was then cxpo.scd at 54 cm, 
distance from the pentane lamp (with appropriate diapnragnv! 
to eliminate scattered light), and a galvanometer deflection 
of 26.4 cm. was observed.

effect of fluctuation of supply voltage dltung tests 
Fears that fluctuation of the voltage of the electric supply 
might vitiate the results by causing serious variation in the 
illumination of the test cards were found to be without 
foundation. Observations extending over several days with 
a self-recording galvanometer connected to the photo-electric 
cell showed that the maximum variation of illumination 
amounted to ± 15 per cent, (voltage variation S per cent.): 
during the forenoon hours, when most of the tests were done, 
the variation was only ± 7 per cent., or ± 0.03 Tscheming. 
Apparatus for control of input voltage was therefore utfneces- 
saiy for the purpose of the tests. The details of construction 
of the lest-cabinet are shown diagrammatically (Figs. I, 2, 3, 
and 4).

in what direction the E is pointing. Only children 
capable of doing this have been tested so far. Before 
beginning the test the subject is kept in the dark room 
for at least fifteen minutes. If the position of the E is 
correctly given for the 0,(X) card the slide is pushed across 
so that the 0.25 card is now opposite the opening. ILben 
the subject fails to distinguish the direction, the Tscher- 
ning glasses holder is pushed along, and glass 7 comes 
opposite the eyepiece. The subject is then looking at the 
wrd that he just failed to see throuuh the darker -glass 
This procedure is continued until a card value has been 
found for each of the Tscheming glasses. The values so 
found can then be shown in graph form.

Twenty normal individuals were kept in darkness for 
times varying from fifteen to sixty minutes. No appreci- 
able difference could be found in the adaptation curves 
of these individuals. It can therefore be slated that if 
an individual be dark-adapted for fifteen minutes the 
adaptation will be approximately at its upper limit for 
that individual. 

Time Taken to Complete tjie Test , — ^The time taken by 
100 individuals to complete the test varied from seven to 
fifteen minutes. By prolonging the test in repeat exam- 
inations no higher values could be obtained. About ten 
minutes for the complete lest is, in most cases, adequate. 

Factors which may Influence the Test 

Pathological eye conditions, such as retinitis pigmentosa 
and chronic glaucoma, which are known to cause night- 
blindness were excluded from this investigation. All patients 
received a complete ophthalmological examination, and 
only those that had normal visual acuity were e.xamined 
for dark adaptation. Several of the children wore glasses. 
This did not appear to have any influence upon the 
adaptation curve. 

Practice was another factor which might have influenced 
the test. The essentials of the test were clearly demon- 
strated before actual testing was begun. The method is so 
simple and easily understood that children of 6 years of 
age with normal intelligence had no difficulty in under- 
standing what was required. A slight improvement only 
was found in the adaptation curve of university students 
upon repeating the examination a week later under similar 
conditions (Table I ; Fig. 5). When a similar e.xperiment

was performed upon seven East End school children a 
negligible improvement was noted through glass 7 only. 
This improvement could quite easily be accounted for by 
the fact that these children were examined on the two occa- 
sions on the same forenoon and kept in the dark from the 
beginning of the first until the end of the second test. The 
first test was started on the first subject ten minutes after 
entering the dark room, and an even greater improvement 
in the adaptation curve might have been expected from 
increase in dark adaptation. It can therefore be stated 
that in our experience practice has little or no influence 
on the accuracy of the test.

lowed the taking of vitamin A in the case of the university 
students (Fig. 6), but a definite improvement occurred in 
all other cases (Figs. 7 and 8).

A point that may bs of practical importance is that 
administration of vitamin A ver 3 ' definitely aflecis nm only 
the vision at minimum illumination (glasses 8 and 7) but 
also the power of distinction at an illumination equivalent 
approximately to twilight (glassed), and even at the highest 
illumination and in daylight.

the improvement was definite (Fig. 9). On testing these 
children again, a fortnight after stopping the vitamin A, a 
slight decrease in adaptation was found, hut not to the 
level of the first test.

It may therefore be tentatively suggested that the per- 
formance of the university studerrts— and of other adults 
of similar class, tested but not here recorded, who gave 
similar restills— -is such as to be unaficcied by increase in 
vitamin A intake, and is therefore optimal. A large pro- 
portion of the other subjects did not attain this standard, 
and these, without exception, improved after administra- 
tion of vitamin A. On the basis of these results it appears

It is very flattering but slightly uncomfortable for one who 
is not an orthopaedic surgeon to be invited to open a 
discussion at an orthopaedic meeting. However, in the 
present interesting but undeveloped state of surgery it is 
probably useful for someone to work at right angles to 
the accepted lines of specialization, limiting his cases by 
their age rather than by the system of the body that is 
affected. So, taking advantage of my position as an 
amateur orthopaedist, I will start with (he platitude that 
before beginning to treat a condition it is of advantage to 
decide what that condition actually is. In (he case of 
talipes I believe that this can be done. 

The Cause of Talipes 

The (caching at present is that the cause of talipes is 
unknown. I believe, on the contrary, that it is possible 
to establish beyond doubt the existence of a definite 
category of congenital deformities due to mechanical 
causes, and that the classical “talipes cquino-varus ” is 
the middle range of a certain series of these deformities. 
It has been an interesting task working out the limits and 
possibilities of this category, and I have given elsewhere a 
summary of the evidence I have collected on the subject 
(1936). The result has been to convince me (hat these 
congenital deformities of the feet are only understood in 
all their degrees of severity and all their complications and 
variations when looked at in this light; and (hat this 
understanding is a not entirely negligible help to their 
treatment.

It is interesting to examine (he causes that prevent the 
general recognition of what I believe to be an important 
and definite pathological category. First among the diffi- 
culties comes the complication of the argument. Even to 
state it properly would be a long day’s work, and no one 
could possibly imagine a busy surgeon devoting a day to 
listening to it. No journal would publish such a state- 
ment except in a form compressed to the vcfgc of unintcl- 
ligibility ; a book on the subject might have a sale of a 
dozen copies ; and meetings of this sort arc in their hurry 
a poor substitute for the leisurely courts of argument 
of the mediaeval schoolmen. 


Then the mental process employed is one that is almost 
entirely neglected in medicine. We have become used to 
depending on (he fruitful and valuable c.xpcrimcntal 
method, in which we produce artificially certain happen- 
ings, observe them, and draw conclusions. But there is 
another method used in science. No one can play experi- 
ments on the planets, but yet we know a good deal about 
them. We have learnt it by reasoning out what would 
happen were a certain hypothesis true, and comparing 
these results of abstract thought with what actually does 
happen. 

It is on this second plan that I have tried to investigate 
the group of congenital deformities to which 1 consider 
talipes to belong ; and it is because of its unfamiliarity in 
medicine that very few of my colleagues seem to sec the 
line of argument or admit its strength. The reason for 
using it is that it is notoriously difficult to interfere in the 
processes of gestation without wrecking it. I can think 
of certain experiments that would confirm my results, but 
to me they appear simply unnecessary cruelty. And, after 
all, the Chinese have done some fairly relevant experi- 
ments on the female human foot. Shortly, the argument is 
that if one works out in (he abstract what would be the 
consequences of certain things going wrong in the delicate 
correlation between the growing foetus and its c,xpanding 
surroundings, one can deduce a scries of deformities 
exactly duplicated over a period of years in the out- 
patient department of any children's hospital. 

Certain stock objections to this theory arc made, usually 
with a kind of hint that the objector could easily think of 
more, and stronger ones, if it were worth his while. They 
all seem to me to show a failure to grasp what the hypo- 
thesis attacked actually is. For instance, Middleton (1934) 
says that the negative is proved once for all by the 
occurrence of talipes in foetuses 3 months old. I believe 
that compression can begin its work rvhen .the foetus is 
two millimetres long. Burns and Ellis (1937), remarking 
that there are many cogent arguments against it, give as a 
sample of them that in the early days of pregnancy the 
foetus can move freely within the uterus. I have been unable 
to find any work illuminating this point, but granted the 
freedom of movement to be as great as it is usually thought 
to be, this freedom seems a curious argument against the 

possibility of displacement. And, anyhow, it is no part of the 

hypothesis that the displaced feet have ever been in normal 
position ; the probability is all the other way. If any one 
really wants to attack my hypothesis, here arc some of tne 
main lines of argument which have to be explained ava>. 

1. The position of the normal foetus before birth.— 1 bebese 
the drawings of the foetus in textbooks of obstetrics to be 
accurate in certain very important points. 

2. The position and range of movement of the feet in th. 
newborn infant. 

3. The occurrence of “ pressure dimples “ : a 

line of argumenU-Their variations ,ectn 

pressure, and normal or abnormal positions of the Jim , 
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to me to be a conclusive proof of the argument. And 
there is their absence in arthrogrjposis, a condition I believe 
to be due to increased hydraulic pressure.- 
4/ Mutual deformities, where two deformed parts that have 
been pressed together fit into each other like the die and the 
coin stamped by it. 

5. The correspondence of shape of the feet with the position 
of the joints of the legs, in the different types of talipes.—. A 
variation on this argument .is' the difference between the feet 
in double talipes, which I beiie\-e to be due to compression (not 
necessarily abnormally high compression) in a cross-legged 
position. ' The invariable difference between the degree of de- 
formity in the feet is just what would correspond to the greater 
pressure on the outer leg. 

6. The variation of the states of the joints and muscles with 
the degree of pressure as shown by the severity of the deformity 
and the extent of the dimpling.— The compression theory does 
not call for any new pathological process of spontaneous 
muscular degeneration to explain this ; it merely assumes that 
the tissues affected behave as they are known to behave after 
birth in similar circumstances of pressure and immobility. 

7. The much greater frequency and severity of moulding of 
the feet as compared with moulding of the hands, — ^This would 
be expected, as the feet are so much less sheltered. 

8. The very complicated but to me satisfactory explanation 
of arthrogryposis in terms of hydraulic pressure, with its strong 
confirmation from a disease of sheep. 

9. A new confirmation from brain surgery that 1 have just 
thought of. — In that syndrome of lumbar spina bifida and 
talipes which 1 believe to arise from pressure before the spinal 
cord has formed, it is well known that hydrocephalus very often 
occurs. All the cases which develop it have a peculiar de- 
formity of the medulla and upper part of the spinal cord, 
exactly as if the brain had been squeezed out of the foramen 
magnum like tooth-paste out of a tube (Russell and Donald 
1935). This interferes with the circulation of the cerebro-spinal 
fluid, and so causes hsdrocephalus. It is hardh necessary to 
point out that, ghen mechanical pressure on the foetal skull, 
one would expect this seiy effect. 

Treatment 

MA.VIPU CATION 

It is curious how much of the present surgical practice 
can be upset by a simple statement of the aims of treat- 
ment. If one states the platitude that one is trying to 
obtain the normal range of movement of an infant’s foot 
it means that the talipes foot is not corrected until it will 
go up with the-slightest pressure into full calcaneo-valgus 
— that is to say, till the back of the little toe touches the 
outer side of the leg. Anything less means imperfect 
reduction of the deformity, though I have before pointed 
out that all the classic methods of treatmerit stop when a 
range of movement rather less than that of the adult fool 
has been obtained. 

The second crucial point about manipulation is that 
this full correction (note that it is not an “ over-correction ") 
must be obtained at the first manipulation, and that it is 
gained by a final compression of the whole tarsus as the 
Joot is squeezed against the leg. This primary violent 
compression of the tarsus has an effect totally different 
from that of the gradual *’ coaxing " pulling round of the 
foot that is at present taught. When the foot is slowly 
pulled round it gives at its weakest point, the junction of 
the tarsus and the metatarsus, leaving almost unaffected 
the centre of the deformity, where the strong bony block 
below the tibia is left bent and lilted to the curve of the 
inner concavity of the uterus that has originallv moulded it. 

I know from experience that of these two principles of 
manipulation the ambition of gamine full calcaneo-valgus 
will be accepted by very few people, and the gaining of it 
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at the first manipulation by fewer still. But I am con- 
vinced that in them is the essence of the matter. 

Finally, it is this same forcing up of the foot into 
calcaneo-valgus that is the one and only manipulation 
necessary in the after-treatment. The more intelligent 
mothers can be taught to do it, but it is extremely diffi- 
cult to get trained masseuses to carry it out. Without 
exception they' explain that it w'ill “spoil the arch of the 
foot,” and persist in a curious variety of manteuvres 
which they' have been taught, and which seem to me 
completely useless. After eighteen months or so it usually 
becomes impossible to push the foot up completely, but 
a range of movement up to 45 degrees above the horizontal 
should be kept permanently. 

SPLINTING 

Once more I beg leave to indulge in a platitude: it is 
that function is more important in any disability than 
structure. By correcting the position of the foot and 
keeping k at rest structure alone .is treated. To correct 
function, the two most important divisions of which are 
the muscle balance of the foot and the mental impression 
of how it should be used, it is necessary to allow (and even 
to stimulate) movement in the corrected position. The 
classic methods of splinting talipes ignore function. But 
even in dealing with structure they appear to be inefficient ; 
none of them hold the foot corrected in relation to the 
body as a whole, though it is on that relation that its 
proper use depends. 

My present model of splint, about the twelfth of its line, 
is fairly well known. It depends on the mechanical prin- 
ciple that it is possible to control the position of one foot' 
by means of the other. I could easily design one that 
would be more efficient mechanically, but it would be 
much more expensive, and would be even less efficiently 
used. To get the full valgus position that is essential 
I pack up under the anterior and outer part of the foot 
with layers of thick adhesive felt. The elastic pressure 
gained by this is very efficient in moulding the foot ; but 
I have never seen it applied in my’ way by anyone else. 
Points in applying it are : 

1. Bandage each foot separately. I have been rather de- 
pressed by seeing an illustration in a recent book showing a 
foot being bandaged in with the cross-bar in position (Bums 
and Ellis, 1937). 

2. Fasten the sole-plate first, with the foot packed up in 
such a manner that the leg-piece projects outward away from 
the leg. Then when this in its turn is bandaged, it pulls the 
foot into valgus. I believe it is impossible to oserdo this 
salgus position. 

3. If there is a normal foot arrange it in the normal position, 
pointing outwards from the sagittal plane about 20 degrees. 
The talipes feet should be arranged to point more outwards, 
into the " Chaplin position ” (here, for the first time, is a true 
over-correction). 

4. Do not be alarmed by a fair amount of reactionary 
swelling after the first violent manipulation.- I have never 
seen any trouble from this. 

5. Never cease the splinting because of pressure sores or 
skin irritation. Boih are rare, neither is important ; but if 
a half-corrected foot is set free it will become far more 
obstinate than if it had never been touched. (Compare the 
results of putting on plaster-of-Paris at irregular intervals) 
If a baby with simple talipes is put in splints 'in the first few ' 
weeks, full correction and subsidence of reactionarv swelling 
should be attained by the age of 4 or 5 months 'Then the 
stickinplastcr can be left off. and the child supplied with 
night boots of the same pattern. If the mother carries out 
instrucUons and pushes the feet up three times a day to full 
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times a week; it hurts and frightens the child; it upsets 
the relations, who regard it as rather brutal, as m tact 
it is ; it frequendy has to be interrupted because the skin 
of the foot becomes sore ; and, last and most important, 
the use of strapping to maintain position after manipula- 
tion is useless once the child becomes of any size, as the 
patient is able by the contraction of the muscles to pull 
the foot round in spite of the strapping. 

For some time I have used the splint invented by Mr. 
Denis Browne, and I find it avoids nearly all these 
troubles. Perhaps, to begin with, several manipulations 
are necessary to enable the splint to be applied, but 
thereafter it can be reapplied without these forcible 
manipulations, which must and do inflict severe trauma 
to the tissues of the foot, causing swelling and a synovhis 
of the joints with ultimate stiffness of the foot as a 
whole. With this splint the child very soon realizes that 
it is not being hurt,' as also does the mother, and instead 
of a screaming child one has an infant which gives no 
trouble. It is a splint by which it is easy to apply the 
correction gradually, and I think it illustrates one of the 
great principles of orthopaedic surgery which in the 
present day of operation and impatience to get results 
we are apt to lose sight of. I know it is unwise to 
generalize, but I have -myself learnt that, speaking 
generally, haste in the correction of deformities does not 
pay, either from the view of the patient or from that 
of the surgeon. This I believe to be the veiy' great 
merit of Mr. Browne's method of treatment in the infant. 
The older orthopaedic surgeons before the war were slow 
in their methods of treating congenital club-foot, but the 
testimony of some of the sisters who worked with them 
was that they, as a whole, got better results than do the 
present generation. 

Mr. Browne on former occasions has deprecated the 
method of repeated forcible manipulations under an 
anaesthetic and of fixation in plaster of feet which have 
not responded to early treatment. With this I am in 
entire agreement. I have spent many hours manipulating 
such feet, with veiy indifferent results. His views are that 
the foot becomes stiffer each time it is manipulated, and 
that the muscles of the leg, as the results of long periods 
of fixation, become more and more wasted. This is 
certainly true, and once the muscles have become really 
wasted and hardened they never, in my experience, become 
supple again or properly developed. If, instead, the foot 
is manipulated once under an anaesthetic to get it planti- 
grade and this splint is then applied it is extraordinary 
how, at the end of a week or ten days, it appears to have 
softened out ; also the splint can be reapplied without any 
trouble, a little more correction being obtained by 
gradually rotating the foot outwards. 


Not only do the adduction and the inversion, which 
arc really one deformity, improve, but in addition that 
most troublesome feature of congenital club-foot, a small 
drawn-up heel, appears in many instances to descend 
without any trouble. The child probably, by pushing 
against the splint, gradually stretches the tendo Achillis. 

1 have not, I must confess, employed this method long 
enough to be able to express an opinion as to whether 
feet thus treated have less tendency to relapse, but it 
most certainly is the simplest method to employ in the 
infant and does not have the disadvantages of the others 
I would certainly commend it to anv who have not so 
far employed it. 


Many surgeons stiil hold that when the adduction an 
inversion portion of the deformity in the infant has bee 
corrected the cquinus, if it persists, must be dealt wit 


by a division or elongation of the tendo Achillis. My 
own viev7 in this respect is that division or elongation 
of this tendon, however done, does result in consider- 
able muscular wasting, and my' experience is that the 
position of the foot very often cannot be cortected 
afterwards and that its condition is worse than it was , 
previously. 

VVe have all held that the criterion of cure in a con- 
genital club-foot is ‘"a foot with no adduction or inver- 
sion ; the presence of a hollow upon the outer side of 
the foot in the position previously occupied by a bony - 
mass, the head of the astragalus ; the ability of the child 
voluntarily to evert and also dorsiflex the fool well above 
the right angle.” As I have said on a previous occasion, 
even if this criterion is fully obeyed it cannot be claimed 
that the deformity will not relapse. I still find this to 
be true. WTien a deformity does relapse I believe that 
the correction which had been obtained before must have 
been a spurious one, and that the deformity had in fact 
been hidden by a false correction of the fore part of 
the foot. 

We then come to consider the treatment of those de- 
formities which have not been cured by conservative 
means and require some form of open or bone operation. 

Open Operation 

The basis of the open operation which I devised de- - 
pended upon my hypothesis that the socket for the head - 
of the astragalus was too small to allow the head to 
enter and articulate with it properly ; that in order to 
enlarge the socket, which was contracted up, it was neces- - 
sary first to elongate the muscles controlling the altera- 
tion in size and then to divide the calcaneo-scaphoid 
capsule, which was also contracted, thus permitting the 
bony portions of the socket to take up their normal 
relation to the head of the astragalus and the other bones 
of the fool. In theory this seemed a rational operation 
and one which it would appear to be quite easy' to 
carry out. 

Actually in practice it is sometimes impossible to achieve 
what one has set out to do. I have realized more and 
more that by the time I have come to consider open 
operation the shape of the tarsal bones, especially the 
head of the astragalus, has altered more than I originally 
appreciated. Sometimes even if the position of the 
scaphoid and os calcis with relation to the head of the 
astragalus can be altered satisfactorily it will not remain 
thus, because it is impossible for bones which do not 
fit each other to articulate in anylhing like a normal 
manner. 

I am not in a position to give you the late results 
regarding the patients upon whom I operated originally • 
and upon whom I probably lavished more care and 
attention, but 1 can give you the results of the operations 
I have done since 1929 in the ordinary routine of hospital 
w-ork. Some of these patients have quite good feet from 
a functional point of view, but, as is only reasonable, 
not so good as the ones treated by conservative methods 
only. There is a very real danger of the foot becoming - 
Valgus and boat-shaped if the open correction is easv 
Once such a foot has been produced I know of no 
method short of an arthrodesis that will remedy it. 

It is impossible when a valgus fool has been broueht 
about by an open operation to correct the conditfon 
subsequently by any forcible manipulation. Some such 
leet I have had to assist afterwards by means of valgus 
supports. In two cases I have been compelled to fix the 
loot in a better position by means of an arthrodesis of 
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the midlarsal and subastragaloid joints because the foot 
was in such a bad position. 

A great many patients upon whom this open operation 
has been carried out have returned to me months or 
even three or four years afterwards with a relapsed and 
rigid foot. In some few instances one or more manipula- 
tions, followed by suitable boots and exercises, seem to 
have restored the position, but in many resort to a bone 
operation has been necessary to deal with the deformity. 

Another thing noticed in the late results of this opera- 
tion is that the foot very often is much thicker in the 
midtafsus, and also there is a tendency for a persistent 
equinus to remain. This does not seem to cause any 
disability, but it gives the foot a rather ugly appearance. 
On the whole I think some feet can be improved by this 
method, but it appears to be very difficult to be in any 
way certain which cases will be permanently successful. 

What has been found at operation upon those feet that 
have relapsed subsequent to an open correction? The 
midtarsal and subastragaloid joints were full of fibrous 
tissue binding the opposing surfaces of the bones together. 
This fibrous tissue was so firm that it had to be dissected 
away before the articular surfaces could be identified. It 
was quite obvious that subsequent to an open correction 
there must have been little if any movement in the joints. 
And clinical examination of feet upon which this opera- 
tion has been performed has demonstrated that there is 
scarcely any movement. They are always rather stiff feet. 

Repeatedly I have found that the scaphoid and os 
caJeis, which at the time of the open operation had been 
restored to a satisfactory position so far as one could 
see, had returned to their original relation with the 
astragalus — the scaphoid on the inner side of the head 
and the os calcis tilted beneath it. 

Bone Operations 

1 still believe that when all other methods of treatment 
have’ failed an arthrodesis of the subastragaloid and mid- 
tarsal joints, removing at the same time sufficient bone at 
these joints to produce a correction, is the best and most 
lasting method of treatment. It is an operation which 
gives a very satisfactory foot in a talipes equino-varus 
the result of an infantile paralysis, and it is the rational 
operation to perform in the deformity we arc considering. 
I would even go so far as to say that if there is any 
doubt about doing an open correction an arthrodesis is 
probably the better line of treatment. Astragalcctomy 
and other piecemeal bone operations should still be 
condemned. 

To conclude, with regard to the ve,\cd question as to 
whether there is or is not any inward rotation of the tibia 
1 still hold that the real fault is a failure to correct the 
deformity of the foot, and that osteotomy is simply the 
production of one deformity to hide the existence of 
another.

INSTINCT AND HYSTERIA*

The study of mental diseases is not only interesting in 
itself, as a means of helping the patient medically, but 
is also of scientific importance in that it opens up the most 
important avenue to a knowledge of the biology of the 
healthy man and to an understanding of the nexus 
between psychological and physical phenomena. Typical 
psychic mechanisms appear in' psychopathology in exag- 
gerated relief and can help in the solution of general 
biological problems. In the same way the thorough study 
of general biological laws assists in the more profound 
understanding of psychic symptoms. Thus, formerly we 
studied how far hypnoid conditions in hysteria might be 
compared to the phenomena of the so-called “animal 
hypnosis.” In particular we have compared the motor 
patterns of hysterical tremors, attacks, stupors, and 
paralyses to the mechanisms of instinct, the flight and 
defence reactions which in the animal we call violent 
motor reactions and the sham-death reflex. 

Relation of Hysteria to Animal Instincts 

The view that certain hysterical reaction types are in 
close relationship to animal instincts in general is espe- 
cially confirmed by the large mass of those types of 
reaction which centre round the impulsive life. Hysteria 
originates especially from two main sources; (a) the 
instinct of self-preservation — in the form of fear and 
anxiety in relation to dangerous situations— and [b) from 
ail the emotions and conflicts associated with the sexual 
life. Wishes, struggles, and disappointments of an erotic 
nature form the main group of experiences which produce 
hysteria in ordinary civil life, especially in women. The 
shock neuroses provide another very large group of 
hysterical reactions — not, however, in the sense that acute 
fright syndromes, for example, are merely identical with 
(he hysterical neuroses which develop from the frightening 
experience or from chronic anxiety, but in the sense that 
both have a close relation to, and dissolve into, each 
other. 

No agreement as yet has been fully reached on the 
question of the relation between hysteria and the fright 
neuroses. Even though the acute fright reactions have 
often been simply labelled as hysteria in consequence of 
their unmistakable resemblance thereto, nevertheless a 
sharp boundary line was drawn between them so long 
as the fright neuroses were only considered as acute, 
automatic, evanescent, and spontaneously resolved affec- 
tive reactions ; whereas hysteria, on the contrary, was only 
spoken of when such acute reactions became secondarily 
fixed through the purposeful inters’ention of a “ will to 
sickness,” a “ gain from sickness.” That these difficulties 
arc not due to deficient observation on cither one side or 
the other, but arise from the nature of the problem ilscif, 
will soon be apparent. 

Reactions to Fright and Danger 

What reactions -do we observe as a direct result of 
situations which produce fright and danger? The sin- 
jeets arc shaken, tremulous, irritable, and confused. liQ

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mosUy complain of physical s^-niptoms— headache, in- 
somnia, miserj', palpitation, fatigability, dyspnoea on 
walking, and excessive reactions to damp and heat. They 
often exhibit great temperature oscillations and abnormal 
eruptions, and have e.xciting and verj' vivid dreams. An 
absolutely reliable*and ordinary' type of man is entirely 
altered— he is now tremulous, irascible, excited, incapable 
■of concentration, exhibits dyspnoea on walking, palpita-- 
tion, insomnia and headache, and pyre.xia after such e.xer- 
tion as mountain climbing. The patients admit often feel- 
ing well, then again they will complain of headache, which 
is possibly present seeing that at such times they have 
bloodshot somewhat bulging eyes and a secretion of tears. 
During such phases they have pjTe.xia and a pulse rate of 
100 or 120. 

Similarly Bonhoffer describes the vasomotor symptom- 
complex as the most characteristic effect of fright. As 
belonging to the acute psychogenic effects of fright Gaupp 
mentions severe tremors, tachycardia, hyperaesthesia, fear- 
some dreams, polyuria, vasomotor secretory symptoms, 
and delirious clouding of consciousness. Among the sur- 
vivors of the Messina earthquake in 1908 Stierlin chiefly 
found insomnia, increased reflexes, and rapid and fluctu- 
ating pulse. 

We might say, therefore, that disturbance of the vegeta- 
tive nervous system, with ,vasomotor manifestations 
prominent, is the most common feature of fright syndrome. 
And the resultant general instability of physical and 
psychic functions offers a favourable soil for the develop- 
ment of various types of hysteria, although only a minority 
of subjects will become hysterical ; in the majority spon- 
taneous recovery will occur after a certain time. In these - 
syndromes a psychic aim is not as yet demonstrable ; they 
are to be considered as purely reflex. 

When in those special fright syndromes psychomotor or 
purely psychic functions are involved, the matter of inter- 
pretation is more difficult ; above all, in those pictures 
which resemble the “ sham-death reflex ” and the “ violent 
motor reaction” — ^the fright stupor, the twilight states, 
senseless running away, tremors, and convulsive attacks. 
According to their external symptomatology these pictures 
do not differ fundamentally from the usual hysterical re- 
actions which occur in the absence of acute shock as a 
result of emotional disturbance. Nevertheless we may say 
that the acute fright syndromes are distinguished to a 
certain extent from the ordinary' hysterical reactions by 
a strong predominance of vegetative vasomotor signs, by 
their tendency to more primitive physical effects, convul- 
sions and twilight states, and also to a certain degree by 
the pure forms of fright stupor. 

Is it, possible always to differentiate between the fright 
reactions and hysteria according to their inner psycho- 
logical structure? Observ'ations on shock psychoses of 
recent occurrence and of short duration in vigorous men 
have resulted in the following description ; “ It was pos- 
sible on seven occasions to observe directly the awakening- 
from the exceptional condition. The contrast between the 
twilight state in which the person exhibited theatrical 
behaviour, which in individual cases w'eni so far as 
puerilism and nonsense talk, and the awakened slate was 
quite astounding. As a rule it was difficult to realize that 
this now smart, self-contained, inconspicuous man was 
the buffoon of the twilight state. The aw'akening occurred 
suddenly." 

From such observations it follows that even the acute 
psychic fright syndromes do not produce manifestations 
so automatic and physiologically limited as to “knock 
out" the psyche, but that they frequently contain 


elements which point to an active psychic participation 
which — therein lies the important point — exhibits a directly 
purposeful quality. Not only do the precipitating fright 
experiences often undergo repression or transformation 
(“.The man has fallen over,” says a patient in a fright- 
tw'ilight-state, instead of “ He has been killed but the 
fright-twilight-slate, also, even in vigorous and brave 
persons, may in a remarkable manner assume forms w'e 
are otherw'ise accustomed to see in criminals and to regard 
as signs of crude hysterical deceptive tendencies, bordering 
on simulation — the Ganser syndrome with its falsely 
directed theatrical behaviour. 


Examples of Fright Reactions - 


Stierlin also reports numerous examples of similar fright 
reactions from the earthquake catastrophes of Messina and 
Valparaiso. A certain incomprehensible composure or 
even a contrasting cheerfulness with repression of the 
terrifying experience w'as the most frequent psychological 
sequel of the catastrophe. In many cases, however, this 
tendency to repression proceeded to take the form of 
puerilism or of a ludicrous pseudo-dementia. “Thus, on 
the morning of the earthquake at 7 o'clock, a man of 
prominent position, who together with his family had 
escaped death, was seen in a nightgown sprinkling the 
flow'ers in his garden with a watering-can. Another, a 
merchant who had lost his house and family on the dary 
of the calamity, was seen on the quay in his nightgown 
and slippers with a large herring in his hand, laughing to 
himself.” “Another person who had lost his family in 
the earthquake, and had escaped with nothing more serious 
than shock, did not appear as though the disaster had 
made the slightest impression upon him. It seemed to 
mean nothing to him, although he saw' his house in ruins 
and heard the catastrophe being discussed. He appeared 
to be delighted, and rode round in his motor car. When 
anyone spoke to him he was much confused, and kept on, 
laughing. Yet in ordinary' circumstances he was a good, 
sound family man.” “After being thrown out of the 
window by the atmospheric pressure, a 1 7-year-old y'outh, 
as though by a miracle, landed uninjured on a meadow. 
Without showing the slightest concern for his family, he 
wanted to assist with rescue work, during which he play ed 
the clown. His severe confusional state lasted for more 
than a week. During the whole of that period he showed 
no kind of concern for what had happened, and never 
inquired about his family nor about anyone’s safety. He 
seemed to know nothing about the W'hoie event. One 
could see him aimlessly wandering about the streets in his 
shirt-sleeves.’’ “Night after night a 65-y'ear-oId bank 
official ceaselessly called out ‘ Papa, mamma ; Papa, 
mamma,’ He imagined that his physician was a marshal, 
and addressed his own son as father.” 

It is scarcely possible to avoid the conclusion that the 
acute fright reactions often include from the start a ten- 
dency to flight from unbearable circumstances into a 
peculiar state, involving both repression and theatrical 
behaviour in other words, the very psychic reactions which 
are now'adays usually- regarded as forming the specific 
nucleus of hysteria. We shall more readily recognize the 
close relationship between fright neuroses and hysteria 
when W'e remember that both have a common hiological 
ongrn— namely, the general animal instincts of defence. 


Yet we must differentiate between hysteria and 
fright reactions. Certainly acute terror (equally chri 
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anxiety arising oOt of acute fear) is one of the most 
favourable starting-points for hysterical formations. But 
the fright neurosis remains essentially an acute syndrome, 
whose features are stamped by the severe affect of the 
moment, and which lasts only throughout the period of 
affective strain. The purposive factor has not as yet achieved 
independent expression, but is vaguely inherent in the 
anxiety-affect in much the same way as the tendency of 
a drowning person to clutch at a straw may be regarded 
as belonging to his anxiety-affect. In the case of the true 
fright neuroses both repression and theatrical behaviour 
disappear automatically pari passu with the after-effects 
of the acute shock. The patient comes to himself as the 
clear, energetic person he was previously ; and again takes 
up life at the point where he left it. Most acute fright 
reactions end in that way. A new factor enters into those 
fright and anxiety reactions which develop into chronic 
hysteria. With the gradual return of reflection and com- 
posure the patient enters on a transitional phase in which 
the residua of the acute mechanisms become influenceable 
by the will, inasmuch as he is able to suppress them 
entirely or to allow them to develop still further. This 
is confirmed by my own clinical experience as well as 
experimentally. If during the return to .normal the ego- 
tistical wish for a permanent removal from the danger- 
zone or for material gain secures the upper hand, it may 
interfere with the subsidence of the affective automatisms 
and give rise to a fixation. He is still in a position to fall 
back on a relapse into an acute anxiety, or twilight, state ; 
the slight original tremor of predominantly autonomic 
origin can be reinforced so as to produce coarse tremors 
and shaking attacks. 

Therefore, if we wish correctly to understand the rela- 
tionship between hysteria and fright neurosis we must 
distinguish between two aims: (a) the primary aim, the 
primitive flight or defence tendency inherent in every 
strong painful affect and which forms the basis of the 
repressions and theatrical behaviour met with in the acute 
fright reactions ; and (6) a secondary aim, which 
only makes itself felt during the subsidence of the acute 
affective shock and the return to normal, and which now 
produces a chronic hysteria out of the acute fright 
syndrome. It is at this stage that we can speak of hysteria 
proper. The acute affect, which includes the aim, 
dominates in the fright neurosis. In hysteria, originating 
from acute affect or from a chronic fear for one's life, 
the more lasting aim, which influences and utilizes the 
residua of affective mechanisms, governs the picture more 
and more. The former, the fright reaction, is essentially 
instinctive, created by a momentary, overwhelming situa- 
tion. The latter, secondary hysteria, is more on the 
boundary between the instinctive and the rational, and, 
more than the former, is the product of the entire per- 
sonality. That is why we are unable to separate the fright 
neuroses from hysteria, but also cannot identify them with 
each other. 

Physiological Reflex Mechanisms in Fright 

Is the acute fright reaction a purely physiological reflex 
in which the psyche as such does not participate, or docs 
it depend, hysteria-like, on auto-suggestion? According 
to previous observations, we will answer this question as 
follows: In the acute pictures of fright physiological reflex 
mechanisms arc just as surely demonstrable as hysteria- 
like elaborations of experience. The autonomic-vasomotor 
symptom complex may serve as a characteristic c.xample 
of the first tj-pe. and, psychically speaking, directly in- 
cludes the disturbance of sleep as well as the affective 


instability anxiety and depression. Also certain twilinln 
states with predominantly organic features, observed by 
Bonhoffer, and many epileptic-like convulsive attacks fall 
into this group. On the other hand, the twilight state of 
the Ganscr type, with its fright-manifestafions, best 
exemplifies the direct psychic elaboration of fright reaction 
with hysicria-like mechanisms. The direct acute fright 
syndromes represent varying combinations of these two- 
main factors ; frequently they appear inextricably mixed 
in the same symptom-picture. 

It is of significance in considering the relationship 
between the instincts and the hysterical reactions to note 
that the “major hysterias” with their richly developed 
massive symptomatology— for example, reflex mechanisms, 
violent motor reactions, stupors, paralyses, and twilight 
slates— are commonly associated with situations which 
conflict strongly with the impulsive life— that is,- with the 
erotic instincts and with the instinct of self-preservation. 
In the war one saw these massive hysterias develop not 
only as the result of acute, dramatic fright situations, but 
still more frequently they developed out of gradually pro- 
gressive anxiety for one's safety — for example, behind the 
lines or in a military hospital where there was a dread of 
further exposure to danger. The reverse is true of such 
purposive neuroses whose secondary gain is not so directly 
anchored in the impulsive life — for example, the compen- 
sation neuroses of civil life. These are characterized by 
their diffuse symptomatology, their vaguenc.ss, and by the 
frequent absence of reflex, hypobulic, and hyponoic 
mechanisms. Only where the impulsive life is closely 
impinged upon do we come across the primitive in- 
stinctive reactions— for example, violent motor reactions 
and sham-death reflexes. 

Hysteria and the Sexual Impulse 

Let us now consider the relationship between hysteria 
and the sexual impulse. One aspect of these relations 
was emphasized in general medicine, and still more in 
Freud's psycho-analysis ; they were even regarded as the 
governing principle in the theory of hysteria. As a 
reaction against his over-emphasis they have at times 
been understated. In short, it must be admitted that 
there is an important nexus between hysteria and that 
instinct, but this relation is not invariable. The sexual 
impulse only comprises one-half of these relations ; the 
other half, which is just as important, is formed by the 
hysterical fright and anxiety reactions. 

In the development of an individual case of hysteria 
combinations and anastomoses frequently occur between 
the sexual impulse and the fright-anxiety group. In 
neurosis a repressed sexual impulse often manifests itself 
as anxiety. On the other hand, especially in children, 
genuine anxiety can accompany sexual excitement. Thus 
we find hysterical reactions which have long been 
dormant in the form of an erotic psychic conflict are 
suddenly released by a fright-producing experience. A 
woman, who is getting old, enters into a severe state of 
inner tension and jealousy over the engagement of her 
younger sister ; one day she is terrified in the street by a 
team of frightened horses, and suddenly exhibits hysterica! 
abasia ; she had never before reacted hysterically to 
fright. And, therefore, one impulse-stimulus can blcn 
with another, so that combined they can produce an 
hysterical reaction. 

Women and girls exhibit sexual hysteria more frcqucnih 
than men. It would lead us too far astray if we were m 
give in detail all the erotic conflicts which might give rn- 
to hysteria. Amongst the most frequent vve nug’ 
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mention: an unsuccessful love affair, j^lousy arising out 
of the marriage of a sister, an. undesired marriage, fear of 
pregnancy, difficulties in sexual intercourse, an unhappy 
marriage. At one moment the physical, at another the 
psychic side of the sexual impulse is the more hystero- 
genic. 

Constitutional Foundations of Hysteria 

For our present thesis the constitutional foundations are 
more important than individual experiences. Apart from 
war and compensation hysterias, our observations (which 
concur with Krapelin's) show that the majority' of 
hy'sterias occur round about the age of puberty, and much 
more frequently in the female sex. As is well known, 
the age of puberty is the most susceptible period for the 
release of constitutionally determined anomalies. As a 
matter of fact, we find an astounding number of consti- 
tutional anomalies among our hysterical material; infant- 
ilism, which generally manifests with special strength in 
the field of sex. Our clinical material of the last few 
years is especially rich in physical asthenia, genital mal- 
formations, dysmenorrhoea ; and in the psychic field, 
general childishness, weakness of the sexual impulse, 
aversion to men, an over-strong psychic fixation on the 


■the normal sexual goal. The opposite sex is prudishly 
rejected. The impulse works itself put, on the one hand, 
in fantasy and dreams, and, on the other, in masturbation. 
Her bigotry, too, is nothing more than a tortuous channel 
by which the impulse finds concrete expression. The 
constant confessions involve an urgent and continuous 
preoccupation with sexual matters. After the faulty 
canalization of the non-adult impulse, it assumes more 
extravagant religious and semi-erotic forms, and finally, 
when the affective tension reaches a certain height, cul- 
minates in an hysterical motor discharge. 

The same thing may happen to the sexually immature, 
woman on marriage. Here also we find, as in early 
puberty, confused and vaguely compulsive feelings — a 
combination of disgust and negation with ungratified 
idealistic yearnings — ^which oscillate and do not permit of 
a normal love life, and finally discharge indirectly through 
the old hysterical instinctive channels. If vital anxiety is 
added to fright hysteria, then the symptom picture of the 
more sexually derived hysterias exhibits anger and dis- 
appointment together with erotic ecstasy, especially in the 
form of hysterical attacks and twilight states. There may 
also be irradiation into the sensory field, involving genital, 
nuasi-eenital. or svmbolicallv disolaced dvsaesthesias. 


mother, a generally disturbed pubertal development with 
retardation, or uneven establishment of the separate mani- 
festations of puberty. In contradistinction to the com- 
pulsion neurosis, the signs of sexual infantilism are very 
frequently found in the hysterias ; but the cruder perver- 
sions are relatively seldom present. Homosexuality most 
frequently manifests as an exaggerated and erotically 
coloured enthusiasm for girl friends, which may again be^ 
interpreted as an increased or a prolonged phase of an 
essentially normal early pubertal phenomenon ; it can 
therefore be considered as only a partial manifestation of 
the infantilistic disturbances of puberty. 

As an example of such a disturbance of pubertal 
development in hysteria vve may mention the following 
case. A 22-year-old girl, who exhibited bad temper, 
hysterical- twitchings, and an impulse towards self- 
mutilation, menstruated for the first time in her seven- 
teenth year. Even to this day she has a physical aversion 
to men, but experiences strong sexual excitement, which, 
in the manner of young pubescenls, she satisfies by 
fantasy and masturbation. -Even now her letters show 
a mixture of childish naivetd and pathos, a combination 
of the droll and tragic, characteristic of the “flapper." 
She said ; “ If I do not get well father must order my 
coffin at once, then it will make no difference even if I 
am damned. Someone may yet come for me. I am 
forgotten by God and the world. When someone does 
come, bring mademoiselle's apples to me." She had 
retained a* childish kind of bigotry-, and pestered the 
sensible old local parson with her incessant confessions 
of all her sins of thought and acts of masturbation. 
Tlie clergyman well realized that she at one and the same 
time strove against and gratified her particular impulses 
in the confessional. Because the clergyman, during con- 
fession, was not strict enough with her. she had recourse 
to a Catholic priest, an alleged exorcist. She soon began 
to exhibit the usual mixture of adoration and erotism, 
and, influenced by his suggestions, she rapidlv developed 
into a full-blown hysteric. 


NNithout much difficulty wc can perceive how this entir 
hysterical development of personality, up to the fina 
appearance of twitchings, originated as a result of puherta 
arrest, and remains indefinitely fixed in an early puherta 
phase. The sexual impulse has retained its earlier slruc 
tii.c, and, although lively and urgent, has failed to seel 


Such immature women, with the sexual development of 
a 15-year-old girl, are suddenly faced with the realities 
of adulthood. That is why the approach of a concrete 
suitor, who was at first enthusiastically longed for in an 
idealistic way, or the prospect of marriage, is followed 
by instinctive defence-reactions, such as convulsions and 
sham death. Among prostitutes both syndromes — sexual 
infantilism and a tendency to hysterical reactions — ^are 
met with with striking frequency. 

Physical infantilism, more often a deficient capacity 
for love, and exaggerated prudishness and shyness in 
themselves frequently hinder the attainment of concrete,' 
happy love. Such girls are apt to develop into warped 
“old maids.” On account of their lack of amiability 
they readily become Cinderellas, and act the part semi- 
genuinely with their poor affective equipment, martyr-like,- 
“I am a neglected child, no one brings me presents, 
I never receive justice.” She quietly puts up with every- 
thing, does not aspire to earthly goods, just requires a 
modest living, peace, and repose. She finally develops 
into a pseudo-ascetic bigot, or even exhibits a bitter, 
rebellious altitude of resentment, involving a permanent 
warping of the character. Her life is typified by constant 
friction with brothers, sisters, and parents, expresses itself 
in little malicious remarks and acts of revenge of an 
offensive, hysterical nature, lying in bed for weeks, or 
alarming attacks. Or she may exhibit a sudden dramatic 
collapse with symptoms of major hysteria, which may 
occur at a moment such as the engagement of a younger 
sister. Then once more the perverted impulse shows itself 
violently as sexual envy, and is discharged in instinctive 
reactions. 


Just as the impulsive life of the hysteric is often incom- 
pletely developed in a progressive sense, so also it often 
undergoes regression. Impulsive attitudes proper to child- 
hood continue into adult life, as may often be shown in ' 
the relation to the parents. In hysterical individuals, as 
with many schizophrenics and schizoids, it sometimes 
happens that a proper resolution of the emotional attach- 
ment to the parents and the easy neutral independence of 
the adult are not attained. With excessive tenderness he 
remains clinging to his mother, -the authority of the 
father retains us almost god-like quality, so that he 
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rebels against it violently and yet cannot break away.. 
A 19-year'Old youth develops a feeling of paralysis in his 
arm out of fear of his strict father, who is always urging 
him to work. In young women one observes hysterias 
•which are wholly directed against the father and the home 
environment, and attacks which represent stormy impul- 
sive discharges of anxiety and anger against them. 

These forms of hysteria constitute a link with the real 
hysterias of childhood, which partly arise in connexion 
with the relation to parents or parent-substitutes. In 
children the relation to the parents is comparable in 
strength to sexual relations between adults, and is also 
instinctively derived. Also the close relation of hysterical 
reactions to fright and anxiety holds good with children as 
with adults. But there is ah important diflerencc — 
namely, that in children the hysterical forms of expression 
arc generally more closely related to the normal ways of 
ailective discharge than in the case of adults, and, there- 
fore, strong childish reactions to severe painful stimuli 
merge gradually into what is essentially hysterical. Con- 
sequently, in children we more often find hysterias of 
an episodic, meaningless character which are not rooted 
in strong impulsive tendencies but arise from transitory 
momentary affects, imitation, and so on. 

Many symptoms of what is called the “hysterical 
character ’’ are nothing more than the fixed residua of an. 
early pubertal psyche or unfavourable characterological 
modifications of the same under the altered demands of 
later life — namely, the characteristic antithesis between 
coldness and excess of erotic feelings — that is, an over- 
lively and over-idealistic psychosexuality with prudish 
rejection of the physical aspects of sex, enthusiasm for 
impressive persons, a preference for what is loud and 
lively, a theatrical pathos, a taste for brilliant roles, heroic 
fantasies, the playing with the idea of suicide, enthusiastic 
self-sacrifice, combined with a naive, sulky, childish 
egotism. An immature psyche of this sort has a greater 
inclination towards impulsive discharges of affect, and 
especially towards hypobulic mechanisms. The hypobulic 
phenomena appear partly as circumscribed hysterical out- 
breaks (especially in the hysterical attack) and partly as 
permanent stigmata of the so-called “ hysterical character ” 
which, on account of its strongly hypobulic nature, we call 
capricious, in view of the distinctive contrast between 
stubbornness and exaggerated suggestibility shown therein. 

The Effervescent Type 

The effervescent type of psyche associated with early 
pubescence is very impressive and has been much de- 
scribed ; but in , our experience it is by no means the 
form most frequently given to hysterical reactions. 
Hysteria is more common in banal and stunted types, 
often exhibiting infantile stigmata, both physical and 
psychic, intellectually weak, annoyingly apathetic, emotion- 
ally defective, anxiously shy, fearful and excitable. They 
comprise the whole army of markedly psychically defective 
persons, the mental defectives, criminals, and prostitutes, 
who. not because of a specific mental structure, but 
simply on account of their deficiency of higher psychic 
mechanisms, are inclined towards primitive impulsive 
psychic discharges, which frequently include hysterical 
reactions. Further, hysterics seldom belong to what is 
known as the "cold-blooded type,’" but when they do 
belong to that group the hysterical reactions which they 
show arc very rich and fully developed. This type is 
cruel, capricious, dishonest, thievish, completely amoral, 
unfeelingly egotistical, malicious, and intriguing. Many 


of these traits have been included in the description of 
the so-called “ hysterical character.” It is in point of fact 
a less common definitely degenerative type bordering on 
moral imbecility .and the schizophrenic group. Further- 
more, it is well known that the type of “congenital 
swindler ” is very much inclined to hysterical reactions. 

The Age Factor 

In general one may say that puberty provides the main 
occasion for the exhibition of hysterical reactions and 
developmental retardation. The presence or persistence 
of early pubertal psychic stigmata most easily gives rise (in 
addition to the severer forms of psychic defect) to the 
“ hysterical character “—that is, to a consistent tendency 
for the release of hysterical reactions. Hysteria is above 
all a reaction-form “ of naive, undeveloped psychic life ” 
Krapelin); it has its roots in the impulsive life. The 
nearer a person approaches an archaic psychic level or the 
more he regresses, the more does his hysteria take on the 
character of a severe pathological abnormality based on 
degeneration ; and even then only when an extremely 
severe experience can be excluded. In youth hysterical 
reactions may betray a markedly degenerate constitution, 
but not necessarily so. 

Why do hysterical eases become increasingly rarer with 
advancing age? Undoubtedly because in the course of 
time the slighter anomalies of pubertal development do, 
on the whole, become adjusted, and because, in general, 
many varieties of hysteria have no serious abnormal 
constitutional background, but appear episodically in 
children and the young as adventitious instinctive re- 
actions to adverse experiences and environment. Krapelin 
established this fact when he said that a large proportion 
of his female hysterics were country girls who, as young 
servants, had become transplanted into a large city and 
were not quite equal to the change of environment. Here 
again one is reminded of infusoria in a pond, which, on 
approaching a zone unfavourable to life, immediately 
exhibit “ violent motor reactions.” 

With very severe experiences, such as war or earth- 
quakes, not only the young, but even occasionally norma! 
adults may show panic, hysterical reactions, or shock- 
neurosis. Thus we may conclude with Hochc that “ every- 
one is potentially an hysteric ” ; for we arc all carriers of 
archaic patterns which arc usually more or less efficiently 
covered by more recently acquired cultural and charac- 
terological strata. 

Thus hysterical reactions are to be regarded on, the one 
hand as being congenitally determined, and as stereotyped 
expressions of life, which appear under common and 
everyday conditions, but especially at vital crises. Hystcria- 
fike reactions are, on the other hand, also stereo- 
typed responses of human and animal organisms to in- 
tolerable e.xpcrienccs, and are thus closely related to 
healthy psychic life.

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The diagnosis of ectopic gestation in all its varieties is 
notoriously difficult, and foT the attainment of some _ 
certainty in this it is necessary to evaluate carefully the 
history', symptoms, and signs. Proper treatment depends 
on a correct diagnosis, and doubtless there are cases m 
which the condition is unsuspected and entirely missed. 
By an error in diagnosis one may unnecessarily be ex- 
posing a patient's life to grave risks. It is thus incumbent 
on one to marshal all facts that may assist in the elucida- 
tion of the disease from which the patient may be suffering. 

Acute tubal rupture with severe internal haemorrhage 
and its dramatic sequence of events is known to all. 
This is the picture of ectopic gestation which the recently 
qualified doctor has in mind. In actual fact it is sur- 
prising how rarely one sees the acute compared with the 
subacute or chronic (haematocele) type. A proper orien- 
tation and perspective of this disease and its common 
manifestations is required. Shaw (1936) states that “the 
diagnosis of ectopic gestation, in which localized haema- 
tomata are formed, often presents an extremely difficult 
clinical problem, and a careful interrogation of the patient 
as to the severity of the pain is always necessary.” Cope 
(1935) refers to Grandin’s observation that “the man who 
suspects every woman of having the condition is the man 
who is least liable to err in diagnosis.” It may be con- 
sidered that this is an overstatement, but with increasing 
gynaecological experience one appreciates that it is not so. 
A mass in the pelvis may be due to many causes, but 
in considering ectopic gestation the usual mistake made 
is between this and tubo-ovarian inflammation, an ovarian 
tumour or an early uterine pregnancy with a small tubo- 
ovarian swelling (inflammatory or neoplastic). With acute 
tubal rupture the condition has to be diagnosed from 
other abdominal catastrophes such as perforation of a 
hollow viscus. Most gynaecological surgeons will admit 
that at some time during their careers they have mistaken 
an ectopic gestation for a threatened abortion. . 

Pelvic Haematocele 

As aids in the diagnosis of pelvic haematocele I wish 
to stress the importance of certain points in the history 
and the presence of pnhalion in one or other vaginal 
fornix. Cases will be cited as illustrarfOns. 

With regard to the history, in something like 30 per 
cent. (Whitehousc, 1935) of cases there is no definite 
interruption of the periods, as irregular bleeding makes 
its appearance at or before the time when the first period 
following conception becomes due. I have noted that 
bleeding of an intermittent character may start before 
the period is expected or it may be coincidental with 
menstruation. On the other hand this may be delayed 
for a few days, and then blood loss be continuous for 
some weeks. One can almost invariably elicit a history 
of pain in the lower abdomen, present perhaps for one 
day only but in most cases recurring at intervals and 
being of a colicky nature. Eventually it may settle doivn 
to become a continuous dull or dragging ache. The 
combination of repeated attacks of pain'and bleeding is 
most significant. Where the haematocele is large the 
main complaint may be bladder distress. 


Pulsation in a Fornix 

Writers in the last century' were fully aware of this sigii. 
Allbutt (1896) slates; “Some authors have enumerated 
among the svmptoms, during the progress of haematocele, 
an undue pulsation of the arteries in the vagina and cervix 
uteri.” WTiitehouse (1935) says that “ pulsating vessels are 
often to be felt.” In distinguishing tubal pregnancy from 
a tubo-ovarian swelling associated with an early uterine 
pregnancy he says that “the presence of definitely pul- 
sating vessels on the affected side only favours a diagnosis 
of tubal pregnancy.” Contrarilj", Mnnro Kerr (1933) 
does not attach great importance to this, for he has 
observed that in inflammatory conditions of the appen- 
dages it is also well marked. 

I have found pulsation in one or other fomi.x to be of 
considerable help in arriving at a correct diagnosis, and 
I cannot easily reconcile Kerr's statement with what I 
have experienced. In this part of China (Hong Kong) 
pelvic infection, due either to gonorrhoea or to septic 
abortion, is rife, and pelvic abscess is co.mmonly seen. 
As yet a haematocele has been the finding at operation* 
in every case in which there was pulsation. In some of 
them the husband has been known to be infected with 
gonorrhoea. 

It is, easy to miss the presence of pulsation in a fornix. 
The tip of the index finger should rest gently in the 
region of the attachment of the vagina to the cervix. 
It is there that pulsation is best felt. Only light pressure 
should be applied, for if it is too firm then the pulsation 
will be obliterated. For the elicitation of this sign in 
the right fornix it is preferable to use the left index finger. 

ItLUSTR.vnVE C.XSES 

Case I . — This was a six-para aged 31, who had been married 
twelve years. The husband had a history of gonorrhoea. 
Previous deliveries were normal, and the last was nine month; 
earlier. There had been one abortion five years previously. 
The patient complained of abdominal pain followed by bleed- 
ing a fortnight before admission. She was still lactat'uig, and 
had had no periods since her last confinement. On vaginal 
examination an irregular mass was felt in the left fomi.x, but 
the uterus could not be distinguished from it. There was 
marked pulsation in the left fomix. At laparotomy a pelWc 
haematocele was found, and it was impossible to identify the 
left tube and ovary. 

Cose 2.—\ four-para aged 24, married six years, whose last 
delivery was six months ago. Menstruation commenced two 
months later, but the subsequent period was a fortnight over- 
due. Fourteen days after this a severe attack of pain occurred 
in the left side, followed by continuous bleeding for six weeks. 
There were three recurrent attacks of acute pain. Abdominal 
examination disclosed a mass rising out of the pelvis and 
extending into the left iliac fossa equivalent in size to a 
sixteen-weeks' pregnancy. Per vaginam, pulsation was felt in 
the left fomix and an irregular-shaped swelling filled the left 
half of the pelvis. .At operation a large haematocele was 
found with many intestinal adhesions. The left tube and 
ovary were not seen. . 

Case 3 . — A four-para aged 33, married twelve vears. The 
husband admitted having had gonorrhoea. Deliveries had 
been normal except for one abortion. The last confinement 
was one and a half years ago. Three weeks before admission 
the patient fainted as the result of a severe attack of abdominal 
pain. This was followed by continuous bleeding. Whilst 
lying in the ward prior to examination she was seized with 
acute abdominal pain. There was no historv of menstrual 
irregularity. On vaginal examination the ule'rus was found 
to deviate to the right owing to a mass in the left half of the 
pelvis. Pulsation was present in the left fornix. At operation 
a large haematocele was found. 
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by periodic or continuous uterine bleeding is s'eri' signifi- 
cant. Pulsation in one or other fornix confirms the 
diagnosis. 

2. In acute tubal rupture if there is doubt as to the 
presence of free blood in the pelvic cavity, puncture of the 
posterior fornix is a useful accessory' means of diagnosis. 

3. Operation should be resorted to in all cases, no matter 
how small the haematocele. If possible, drainage should 
be avoided. In the acute case where there is free intra- 
peritoneal bleeding and no infection autotransfusion should 
be performed during the operation.

Prostigmin in Paraljtic Pens 


The points of interest in regard to the case reported 
appear to be: (1) Cracked ice should not be given post- 
operativeiy unless there is adequate supervision to ensure 
that the melted ice is not swallowed. (2) Atropine brakes 
the action of prostigrnin, and is thus better avoided. (3) 
There was no alteration in the pulse and respiration as 
the result of the administration of 2.5 mg. of the drug in 
one injection. 


The patient was a man aged 62 weighing 17 stone, who 
was operated on for intermittent left renal colic. A lower 
polar aberrant vessel was divided and the pelvi-ureteral 
junction straightened over an inlying catheter splint. The 
anaesthetic was 15 c.cm. of a solution of 1 in 1,500 percaine 
intrathecally, supplemented by gas and o.vygen. 


No purgatives or enemas were used in the pre-operative 
preparation, and the bowels had acted normallv on the 
morning of the operation. During the first twenty-four hours 
following bis return to bed nothing was given bv the mouth, 
but four pints of 5 per cent, glucose in normai saline were 
injected intravenously. Cracked ice was sucked bv the patient 
and It appeared afterwards that he had swallowed large quan- 
tities of the melted ice. This was the probable cause of his 
subsequent trouble. Flatus was passed within a few hours of 
his return to bed, but on the second day distension had set 
in. No relief was obtained from enemas of all varieties 
including ox-bile and molasses. Pituitrin had no effect! 
Acetylcholine was given in 0.1 gramme doses cverv two hours 
Without result. By the third day regurgitant vomiting had 
begun, and upper abdominal distension was marked At

(-.. mg.) were injected subcutaneously together with 1/100 
gram of atropine sulphate. Colic and sweating occurred 
Within thirty minutes, and a fair amount of faeces' and flatus

hours, by which time the abdomen was flat. The bowels 
required some adjustment for the next few days, but con- 
valescence was on the whole uneventful. 

Similar fortunate experiences resulting from the use of 
large single doses of prostigmin -have been recorded by 
some Continental writers, and by W. E. David {Lancel, 
May' If, 1935) in England.'

The case recently reported (Walker, 1937) prompts me 
to record one other. 

In January, 1916, a mao aged 27 sustained a gunshot 
wound in the right forearm while serving in Mesopotamia. 
He shows the scar of entry about an inch proximal to the 
wrist-joint, and a two-inch scar about six inches above it, 
where the bullet was partly removed. A piece of shot is still 
palpable. 

He was sent to India, where he did nothing for twelve 
months, and was then posted as band storeman and as unfit 
for active service because be could not use his arm. The 
ring finger of his right hand had twitched since the injury — 
the tremors were worse when not inhibited by his actwe con- 
sciousness of them : he had some pain and stiffness (hyper- 
tonus) and loss of power in his right hand. In February, 
1919, he was demobilized, and this disability was still present. 

In July, 1919, he was appointed policeman at Dover 
hfarine Station, which post he held for twelve years. In 1924 
the twitching spread to his right hand ; he could still write, 
but only slowly. In 1928 he complained of stfffness and loss 
of power in his right knee (hypenonus). In 1929 the sensa- 
tion of '• pins and needles ” occurred in his hand and arm ; 
about this time his wife noticed that he held himself very 
stiffly and that his arms were kept in a flexed position. She 
also stated that they changed houses in that year, and that he 
used to run on the path uphill to the house.’as he found this 
easier than walking : he tended to drag his foot (hypenonus). 
The tremors got steadily worse, and because of this he lost 
his position, as he could neither write nor walk properly. 
From 1931 to 1934 he was keeper at a level crossing, his wife 
performing most of bis duties. In the latter year he was dis- 
missed owing to incapacity for work. 

In 1954 my notes stated that he presented the full 
clinical picture of the Parkinsonian syndrome; tremors no 
longer unilateral, blank expression, forward gait and posture, 
and dr>' fiat monotone. In addition there were signs that 
yieuritis was sfiecting his radial, ulnar, and median nerves. 
He is going slowly downhill, and one of his most prominent 
symptoms is his frequent desire to be moved in bed— a 
symptom quoted by some authorities.

Here are two books dealing with much the same field, the 
one perhaps unduly small, the other unnecessarily large. 
The field that they cover is American medical education 
and the conditions and methods of American medical 
practice ; but it may not be really fair to compare them, 
in the matter of size at all events, since they differ radically 
in presentation and object. The smaller book, admirable 
in format in every respect except in the absence of an 
index, is by Esther Lucile Brown of the Department of 
Statistics of the Russell Sage Foundation, and is issued by 
that Foundation as one of a series of monographs dealing 
with the present status of certain established or emerging 
professions in the United States, under the title Physicians 
and Medical Care. The larger work, entitled American 
Medicine, is published in two volumes, not very easy 
or convenient to handle though well printed, by the 
American Foundation, with the qualified co-operation of a 
formidable medical advisory committee, again as one of 
a series of studies in government. This place of each 
of these books in its series is of some importance to 
remember as it has determined to a material degree the 
method of assembling and presenting the content, as well 
as the volume of that content itself. Each book deals 
entirely with American medicine and conditions, without 
any reference to professional education and conditions of 
practice elsewhere ; nevertheless most of the problems 
discussed are the same as, or very similar to, those of this 
country and have a direct and important relationship 
thereto. Each book, in its particular way, is a valuable 
contribution to knowledge of fact and formation of 
opinion which no one interested in the subjects dealt 
with can well afford to neglect. 

In some two hundred easily read pages Physicians and 
Medical Care presents a summary, compact, comprehen- 
sive, and fairly complete, of the conditions of medical 
education and practice in the United States and of the 
organization of the medical profession in that country. 
Each section leads up to a description of the present-day 
situation by the historical method. This approach through 
history is not at all laboured, but is essential to the 
understanding of the position to-day, and is illuminating 
in many ways. It shows how recent and how rapid have 
been the improvements and reforms which have brought 
American medicine to a relatively favourable phase, and 
e.xplains alike some of the crudities which, compared with 
this country, still seem to remain in its organization and 
practice, the character of the needs of those who entered 
the profession at an earlier date, and the relative timidity 
of outlook in the presence of urgent, peculiar, and difficult 
problems. With regard to this last it is said that “ medi- 
cine is one aspect of the general civilization of a country. 
Its quantity and quality form an inde.x of the level of that 
civilization. Recent changes in the nature and distribution 
of health service reflect diverse alterations in the political, 
economic, and philosophical concepts of our national 
life.” This important truth is often forgotten. The 
several sections of the book deal with medical education. 


with professional associations, with the number, distribu- 
tion, and income of practitioners, with the new forms of 
medical service now in the experimental siage—whether 
under the auspices of industry, of hospitals, or of volun- 
tary medical groups~and with the question of providing 
adequate medical care for all the people cither by a 
health insurance system or by State Medicine. All these 
matters are presented in an admirable and very effective 
way. 


The method adopted in American Medicine offers .a 
complete contrast to this, but, of its kind, the work 
IS almost equally well, if too abundantly, done. The 
favourite American practice of a questionary sent to a 
selected and supposedly representative clientele was chosen. 
The main questions related to the adequacy and avail- 
ability of medical care, to the general principles which 
should determine its organization, to the nature of the 
education which would produce the best supply, to liic 
limits of specialization and the conditions which should 
control it, to group practice, to the proper place of hos- 
pitals, to public health organization, to socialized Slate 
Medicine, and to voluntary or qompulsory health insurance 
or to what is called “ limited State Medicine ” as alter- 
natives thereto. This last envisages “ the evolutionary 
extension of the present functioning of government in the 
field of health and medical care,” and “an integration 
of the public health services with private practice, an 
intimate understanding and co-operative development of 
State Medicine and private medicine, neither of which 
can apparently reach its ultimate development alone." 
Some of this is a little vague, and the method by question 
is itself of doubtful value, but in this inquiry it seems to 
have been relatively well used. As might be expected 
the answers were voluminous and of varied value. In 
the several sections of the book a vast number of extracts 
from these answers have been set out. This has been 
done with skill, with impartiality, and in a manner to 
make them as effectively useful to the inquirer as possible. 
As is said on behalf of the Governing (Committee of the 
Foundation in an introduction : “ Some have worked out 
their thoughts with labour, have tested them by their ex- 
perience, subjected them to every challenge they know, 
and even then offer them tentatively. Others with no 
great amount of thought have stated emotional preferences 
with great vehemence.” But, as is also said, “ the interest 
and purpose of this report is to illuminate and not to 
prove. . . . We have been aiming at an analysis of the 
situation that would take all, and not merely some, of the 
pertinent factors into account. We have not, at this 
point, been concerned to find solutions for the problem or 
for any particular part of it. On the other hand, wc hate 
wanted to etch in the present picture fully, and, by demon- 
strating its complexity, avoid over-simplification in I ic 
application of remedies.” The result is two volumes o^ 
very great interest, offering abundant opportunity 
tion ; -not to be read through, but highly v,iIuaWc o^ 
reference both as containing many tvi.se views and con 
elusions and as presenting a suggestive picture o 
American medical practice. 


PAIN IN THE KIDNEY 

Kidney Pain. Its Causation and Treatment,

he mechanism of kidney pain has been investigated hi 
r. Leon Iona, who became interested in the su jec : 
jserving the renal pelvis when distended h) 
atcrial on the x-ray screen in cases he had under 
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ment at the Women’s Hospital in Melbourne. Dr. Iona 
was led to his problem by considering that the pelvis 
of the kidney was a hollow viscus with a nerve supplj 
comparable with that of other organs in the abdomen. 
He has made numerous obsen'ations by pyeloscopy, and 
bv attaching a recording manometer to the ureteric 
catheter he has been able to measure and record the 
fluctuations of pressure in the renal pelvis under physio- 
logical conditions and under the influence of drugs. He 
has extended his work to dogs and has compiled a useful 
introduction to a newly explored field of palhologi'. 

The kidney pelvis and ureter form a system of two sets 
of hollow chambers, the calyces and infundibulum, and 
a series of muscular contractile tubes, the collecting 
tubules, the communicating channels between calyces and 
-infundibulum, and the ureter. The pressure record of 
the normal renal pelvis shows a series of large waves 
representing the contractions of the infundibulum, on 
which are superimposed small waves from contractions 
of the calyces. The" general pressure can be affected by 
posture and by altering the intra-abdominal pressure ; 
adrenaline and pituitrin cause contraction of the renal 
pelvis and atropine relaxes it ; caffeine contracts, ergot 
relaxes it. The author has noted various forms of dys- 
function of the renal pelvis apart from stone, and sug- 
gests methods of treatment. The main classifications 
are interference with the neuromuscular mechanism, 
pathological conditions in the urine or urinary tract, reflex 
effects from organs with related nerve supply, and general 
diseased states of the body. Spasm of the pelvis and 
ureter is generally relieved by quinine given in doses 
of 5 grains three times a day for a few days ; atropine 
may be used in addition. Atony is generally relieved 
by eserine, strychnine, or morphine. The author has 
drawn largely from general physiology in putting together 
this interesting little book. 


MEDICAL STATISTICS 

Principles oj Medical Statistics. By A. Bradford Hill, 
D.Sc„ Ph.D. (Pp. 171 ; 6s. net.) London; The Lancet, 
Ltd. 1937. 


It is not without significance that both in the foreword, 
contributed by the Editor of the Lancet, in whose columns 
the subject-matter first appeared, and in the author’s 
preface to this book, the importance of statistical method 
in clinical work is stressed. 


That knowledge of and even training in statistica 
methods are necessao’ for members of the public healll 
service has long been admitted, but appreciation of tht 
^alue of arithmetic guided by logic— ai fairly accurau 
definition of statistical method— in clinical work has beer 
slow. There are two reasons for this. The first is tha 
the assembling of clinical or pathological data implic; 
knowledge and experience of a special kind which havi 
involved years of training, and it is natural that thi 
investigator should believe that this, the first step, is Ihi 
most important, as of course it is. The other reason i 
that to become an expert statistician, in the technical sense 
requires as much training as to become an e.xpert cliniciai 
or pathologist. That the particular qualities charactcriz 
mg the expert physician and the expert statistician migh 
be cornbined in the same individual is possible ; but it j: 
a possibility not likely to be realized very often If thi 
clinical investigator must choose between clinical an< 
statistical learning, plainly it is bis statistical educatioi 
which must be economized. That, however, does no 
mean that he can dispense with all statistical knowledge 
A Jack of all uadcs and master of none is no doubt a sorr 
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sight ; an even sorrier is he who knows more and more of , 
less and less. The youth who studies French with the , 
ambition of being mistaken for a Frenchman is foolishly 
optimistic ; he who declines to study French at all, on the 
ground that he will never speak French like a Frenchman, 
is not a wise man. A knowledge of French considerably 
short of Voltaire’s has its value. 

This reflection is relevant to the present subject. 
Actually, as editors know' to their cost, statistical errors 
are often quite elementary violations of fundamental 
logical principles, overlooked because of the complexity of 
the details. In theory nobody needs to go to school witlr 
a statistician to learn that in a controlled experiment the 
“ treated ” and “ untreated ” groups should be in pari 
materia. Hobody needs a statistician to tell him that 
before one draws some inference from a difference 
between the recorded fates of mortality of a disease, or 
between the frequency of some necropsy finding in differ- 
ent places or at different times, we must be satisfied that 
the times and places are fairly comparable. But, in prac- 
tice, unless one does acquire a certain' amount of experi- 
ence in detecting such errors and some knowledge of the - 
ways in which they may be avoided, these elementary 
mistakes will continue to be made. 

The special merit of Dr. Bradford Hill's book is that he 
gives much of his space to the illustrations of the kind 
of mistake which is commonly made. The professional 
statistician “ has no burning desire to be called in as an , 
expert witness at the conclusion of the case for the plaintiff 
(on a subject-matter he /nay not fully understand) to say ■ 
that this is ‘ significant ’ and that is, statistically speaking, 
nonsense. It even requires some equanimity to be unmoved 
when he is transferred to the dock on a charge of being 
merely an armchair critic or a confirmed sceptic. In o.ther 
words, neither party to the transaction is particularly 
happy.” As the author says, there is only one way of 
escape. The worker in medical problems, in the field of 
clinical as well as preventive medicine, must himself know 
something of statistical technique, both in experimental 
arrangements and in the interpretation of figures.” 

Dr. Bradford Hill has provided the medical reader with 
the means of self-instruction. The book is short, lucid, 
and practical. Anybody who has read it carefully, vrith 
a pencil and a piece of paper beside him which he has used, 
will not be in a position to criticize the methods of Karl 
Pearson or to enter the lists with Professor R. A. Fisher ; 
but he will certainly have learned how to avoid many 
errors and how to present the conclusions of his researches 
in a logical way. 

GROUNDWORK OF CLINICAL NEUROLOGY 

The Basis of Clinical Neurology. The Anatomy and 

Physiology of the Nervous System in Their Application 

to Clinical Neurology. By Samuel Brock, M.D. 

fPp. 354; 72 figures. 21 s.) London; Bailliere, Tin^U 

and Cox. - 1937. 

“A successful approach to the understanding of disease 
of the nervous system requires a thorough knowledge of ' 
neuro-anatomy and neurophysiologj-.” With this axiom 
Dr. Samuel Brock introduces his Basis of Clinical 
Neurology, in which he succeeds in compressing the essen- 
tials of this knowledge in a very' readable form. The 
chief difficulty in a book of this kind is that the phvsio- 
logy of the nervous system, even more than that of other 
sj^tems, is constantly developing, and with this growth' 
of knowledge old theories and even some old observations 
have been put on the scrapheap. Dr. Brock meets this 
Oilticully by giving short summaries of the most recent 
work on various questions, leaving the student to formu- 
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late his own views from the divergent and sometimes 
discordant theories and observations of different workers. 
This indeed seems to be the most satisfactory method of 
presenting the subject, and the author has shown wisdom 
and restraint in leaving questions open when a dogmatic 
statement or prejudice in favour of one theory might well 
prove erroneous. This applies especially to such ques- 
tions as sensation, aphasia and apraxia, and the' various 
problems arising in vascular disease of the brain. In deal- 
ing with some subjects which lie on the borderland between 
physiology and pathology, such as the healing of nerves 
after division, the causation of trophic ulcers and Charcot 
joints, and the mechanism of hydrocephalus, to mention 
only a few, the author’s touch is Jess sure, and statements 
and suggestions are made which cannot easily be brought 
into line with the known facts. These subjects, by their 
nature, do not admit of a simple physiological explana- 
tion, and for that reason might well have been omitted 
from a book of this kind. But when he keeps more 
strictly to anatomy and physiology little fault can be 
found with Dr. Brock’s book, which shows wide knowledge, 
care in choice of material, and skill in its presentation. 

ELEUfEJVTS OF HYGIENE 

Handbook of Hygiene for Students and Teachers. By 
Cyril G. Eastwood, B.Sc., M.B., Ch.B., M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., 
D.P.H. {Pp. 358; 151 figures. 6s.) London: E. Arnold 
and Co. 1936. 

Dr. Cyril Eastwood’s handbook of hygiene is based upon 
his course of lectures in elementary physiology and 
hygiene in the University of Leeds and at the City of 
Leeds Training College, and may therefore justly claim 
to have in some measure already stood the test of experi- 
ence. The aim of the author is to maintain the physio- 
logical approach from which the advance is made to 
hygiene and its applications. The six parts of the book 
are entitled : Biological and Physiological Foundations ; 
Nutrition and Dietetics ; Hygiene of Children ; Diseases 
of Children ; Hygiene of the School ; and Hygiene and 
Education. The information supplied appears in general 
well suited to those for whom it is intended, though the 
ventilating system of the House of Commons is, we think, 
not one which should be revealed to the simple-minded. 
In any case it is some years now since the fire in the 
Clock Tower was replaced by a fan. 


Notes on Books 

In their small book, Entanothcrapy (Bailliere, Tindall 
and Cox, 7s. 6d.) Dr. F. Howard Humphris and Dr. 
Leo.nard Williams set out to convey clear information 
on a useful therapeutic agent, and to indicate those dis- 
eases in which emanotherapy has been found of service. 
The preface expresses a hope that this book may fill a 
niche in the literature of little-known remedies, and the 
authors make acknowledgement to friends on the Con- 
tinent and in England for help in the attainment of the 
knowledge which they here summarize. 

The late Dr. T. D. Savill’s System 'of Clinical Medicine 
first appeared in 1905 afid now reaches its tenth edition 
under the editorship of Dr. Agnes Savill and Df. E. C. 
Warner (Edward Arnold, 2Ss.). This work differs from 
current medical textbooks in that it approaches medicine 
from the point of view of symptomatology, a method 
which the author believed would be of great help to 
the senior student and the practitioner. Dr. Savill's 
original introductory chapter, which gives a clear explana- 
tion of his aim, has been retained in this as in every 
previous edition.

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DIETETIC aiALNUTRITIOiV 

Graham Lusk, in his standard work on The 
Science of Nutrition, defines “ nutrition ” as “ the 
sum of the processes concerned in the growth, 
maintenance and repair of the living body as a 
whole or of its constituent parts.” In these days, 
when the words “ nutrition ” and “ malnutrition ” 
are so loosely used, it is necessary to have this, 
or some equally good, definition clearly in mind, 
for then only can it be understood why it is that 
perfect nutrition is an indispensable condition for 
the maintenance of health, and why it is that im- 
perfect nutrition (malnutrition) is a dominant factor 
in the production of ill-health. The recently 
published and final report of the Mixed Committee 
of the League of Nations on The Relation of 
Nutrition to Health, Agriculture and Economic 
Policy'- does not deal with nutrition as so defined. 
It is hot concerned with the processes involved in 
nutrition nor with their disturbance in causing 
imperfect nutrition. It is not concerned with 
imbalance or excesses of food constituents, with 
over-eating or with disuse of the adaptive functions. 
Such causes of imperfect nutrition are outside its 
scope. Nevertheless, throughout its pages the word 
“ nutrition ” is frequently used when “ food ” is 
meant and would have serv'ed the purpose better. 

The report deals, in fact, with the relation of 
food to nutrition, health, agriculture and economic 
policy. It is a treatise on “ dietetic malnutrition ” ; 
a state of ill-health widespread in its distribution, 
having a great variety of symptoms,- due usually 
to poverty but often to ignorance, and preventable 
only by reorganization of our ways of life — social, 
agricultural, and economic — so as, to ensure for 
eveiyone a diet that will satisfy physiological 
needs. The report is an authoritative and com- 
prehensive contribution to this the most 
important aspect of the nutrition problem— -a 
problem of world-wide urgency. It deals first with 
the principles of correct feeding: principles, it may 
be assumed, well known to readers of this Journal. 
The sjTuptoms of dietetic malnutrition are men- 
tioned here and there throughout its pages, chiefly 
in those of Part II. They '^indicate the extent to 
which the body as a whole and its constituent parts 
may be disturbed in structure or in function by the

habitual use of improperly constituted food ; the 
part of the body affected and the severity of its 
disturbance depending on the kind and degree of 
the food fault or faults, the age and sex of the 
subject; the climatic conditions under which he 
lives, and the work he has to do. There are 
symptoms referable to the skin, the bones and 
teeth, the eyes, ears and hose, the gums, mouth, 
tongue and pharynx, the gastro-intestinal tract and 
its associated organs, the endocrine glands, the 
heart, blood vessels and blood, the nervous and 
reproductive systems, the lungs, kidneys, and 
bladder — and, to the mind. Some of these 
symptoms make up the clinical pictures of disease- 
entities, known to medicine by special names and 
catalogued in the Nomenclature of Diseases under 
this or that system of the body. But some, such 
as subnormal growth in height or weight, poor 
physique, lack of vitality and activity, chronic 
fatigue, headache, insomnia or disturbed sleep, 
irritability, nervousness, apprehension, vague aches 
and pains, may be the evidence of undefined 
general ill-health to which no diagnostic label, 
other than that of malnutrition, can be attached. 
Further, faulty nutrition, consequent on the 
habitual use of faulty food, lowers the resistance 
of the body to infection ; these two combining 
to produce a great variety of maladies. 

This much and more may be gleaned from the 
report, for in following the course of dietetic mal- 
nutrition throughout life it provides information 
of profound interest and importance. Because of 
the substitution of artificial feeding for mother’s 
milk, infants become subject to gastro-intestinal 
and pulmonary disease to which they frequently 
succumb. The mortality rate among infants 
attending a welfare centre in Oiicago w’as found 
to be 8.4 per cent, when they were artificially fed, 
against 0.15 per cent, when they were wholly breast- 
fed, or fifty-six times greater. Anaemia, imperfect 
calcification of the developing teeth, imperfect 
growth of the jaws, rickets, osteoporosis, and poor 
growth and condition of the body as a whole are 
other symptoms of malnutrition in infants. In 
early childhood malformations of the bones, dental 
defects, and abnormalities of the pharj-n.x are 
alarmingly common: 

“In a recent inquirj' (1931) in London schools it was 
revealed that among children of 5 years of age there 
Were 67 to 88 per cent, of cases of abnormalities of the 
hones, 67 to 82 per cent, (according to the gravity of 
the ^mptoms) of cases of adenoids, enlarged and septic 
tonsils, and other disorders of the pharynx, 88 to 93 p^r 
cent, hawng badly formed or decayed teeth. Al'lhouch 
there is no proof that all these defects could have been 
avoided by improved feeding there is good evidence that 
many would not have developed under such conditions.” 
There is, however, the best of evidence— that given 
by Miss Margaret McMillan in her hook,^ The 
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was prolonged. These facts are taken from a 
monograph on the clinical and genetic aspects of 
haemophilia by Dr. Carroll Birch, based on a 
personal study of ninety-eight cases and seventy- 
five families in the neighbourhood of Chicago. It 
is a fascinating study, from which the most expert 
will learn something fresh about haemophilia. The 
series of photographs, portraying haemophiliacs 
and their lesions at various ages, describes more 
forcibly than words the relentless tragedy of the 
disease, and the genealogical charts show how the 
tragedy continues to be played out and to wing 
the hearts of successive generations. 

The three outstanding findings in haemophilia 
are said to be a historj' of habitual and immoderate 
haemorrhage in males, beginning early in life ; pro- 
longation of the coagulation time of the blood ; 
and heredity. The coagulation time of the blood 
undergoes considerable spontaneous variations, 
ignorance of which, coupled with premature pub- 
lication, is responsible for the large numbers of 
ephemeral cures for haemophilia. The coagula- 
tion time tends to be at the highest in the spring. 
In the worst phases the bleeding time may be 
prolonged and a few petechiae may appear in the 
skin, but these phenomena are unusual and the 
blood platelets and retraction of the clot are 
normal. Haemorrhage from trauma and haemar- 
throsis are the characteristic lesions, but spon- 
taneous and visceral haemorrhages, such as 
epistaxis, haematuria, gastro-intestinal bleeding, 
and haemonhage into the central nervous system, 
occur more often than is generally realized. The 
prevalent impression that haemophiliacs improve 
greatly at or after adolescence is erroneous. None 
but the very mildest cases survive, for 57 per cent, 
die during the first five years of life and 95 per 
cent, by the age of 40. In adult life the hazards 
of the teething process are over, exposure to 
physical trauma is less after the game-playing 
period is past, and the patient is usually limited 
willy-nilly in his activities by crippling deformities. 

In this large series of cases and family trees 
there was no single instance of haemophilia in the 
female. On the other hand, the statement some- 
times made that haemophilia is never transmitted 
through the male is quite unfounded, and such 
transmission is showm in eleven of the seventy-five 
genealogical charts. It is uncommon because few 
haemophiliacs five long enough to have children. 
Chfi^n of haemophiliacs do not show the defect. 
^Thoir 'scins arc normal and the descendants of 
iiicsc sons ere normal ; their dauchters, however 
all cany the Jrait, and theoretically 50 per cent, of 
the daughter ■. sons should have haemophilia.

THE LEAGUE AND HOUSING 

The League of Nations, through a commission of its 
Health Organization, is turning its attention to housing, 
the importance of which from the League’s point of 
view became evident during the European Conference 
on Rural Hygiene in 1931. The programme of the 
commission covers what is rather clumsily described 
as the “ hygiene of the environmental conditions 
in dwellings,” meaning the temperature, freshness^ 
humidity, and movement of the- air, also noise, sun , 
exposure, natural and artificial lighting, and population 
density. Campaigns against air pollution will also be 
considered, together with methods of water supply and 
sewage and waste disposal and the administrative and 
legislative aspects of housing hygiene. National com- 
mittees have been formed in seven countries, including 
the United Kingdom, to study the provisions for ' 
hygienic housing and to establish co-operation in the 
international sphere. Two of the committees into 
which the commission has divided have so far made 
reports. One of these, under the chairmanship of Dr. 
C. W. C. Kaye, superintendent of the Physics Depart- 
ment of the National Physical Laboratorj', has been 
investigating the subject of noise from the point of view 
of housing. A number of details are given of measures 
which might be recommended for dealing with the noise 
problem, some of them involving only minor expendi- 
ture, such as good internal planning of the dwelling, 
the choice of the quietest rooms as bedrooms, the 
cultivation of public opinion regarding the use of 
powerful wireless sets and other sources of disturbing 
sounds, and the use of suitable ear stops. Other 
measures call for expenditure by individuals or public 
authorities, as, for instance, town planning, with a view 
to locating dwellings in quiet areas ; co-operation 
between local authorities and industrialists in the lay- 
out of noisy plant ; reduction of noise at the source, as 
by the use of silencers on motor vehicles ; and insula- 
tion of dwellings against external noise by double 
window's, partition walls, resilient floor coverings, and 
sound-absorbent materials for ventilating ducts and the 
like. One matter to which the report draws attention 
is the installation of quiet sanitary appliances. In some 
modern flats the only sound which comes from the 
adjoining fiat is that of the cisterns, but it can be most 
penetrating, aggressive, and disturbing. The com- 
mittee states that experience in many countries has 
already shown that the measures it advocates mav be 
successfully employed to lessen the nuisance of noise 
in many situations. Another committee which has 
reported has been concerned with questions of tem- 
perature and air puritj- in dwellings. This committee 
which sat under Dr. C. E. A. Winslow, professor of 
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public health, Yale School of Medicine, found itself 
less able to reach conclusive results, largely owing to 
the fact that on the standards of temperature and 
humidity very different views are held in different 
countries, deriving from differences in climate and 
national custom. Thus British authorities are in favour 
of a lower range of temperature for the home than 
their American colleagues, although their views on 
minimum air movement are the same. Again, while 
British and American hygienists prefer very slight air 
movement, in France, due perhaps again to long- 
standing custom, the aim is to prevent any air movement 
at all, however slow, in the immediate vicinity of the 
individual, as British travellers in French trains know 
to their cost. Again, the standards applied in different 
countries for the floor space or cubic content of family 
dwellings vary on account of differences in national 
customs and standards of living. At present this part 
of the work does not seem to have got beyond the 
stage of vague generalities, but the commission is only 
at the threshold of its task. 


RECENT WORK IN BIOCHEMISTRY 

Launched five years ago as a comprehensive work under 
the direction of a distinguished editorial committee and 
with eminent contributors, the Annual Review of Bio- 
chemistry was everywhere accorded an enthusiastic 
welcome by biochemists. It fulfilled a most urgent need 
in supplying an authoritative account, by experts in their 
respective fields, of the major contributions made to the 
progress of the science in the preceding year. With 
further appearances it has become recognized as the 
most valuable single volume on biochemistry published 
in the course of the year. The sixth volume' upholds 
the standard of excellence set by its predecessors. The 
general editorial policy remains practically unaltered, but 
if there is any slight tendency to change it is that the 
several contributors, particularly those dealing with the 
most rapidly expanding branches, do not attempt quite 
so much in the way of an all-embracing survey, but 
rather restrict themselves to those aspects of the newer 
work with which they have become best acquainted. 
This has the advantage of making the reviews more 
authoritative, though it appears at first as if it might 
lead to some important omissions. This risk is obviated, 
however, by the policy of changing the personnel of thc 
team from time to lime, so that each section can be 
treated a little differently each year and new topics 
included. Those sections which progress at a relatively 
slower rate do not find a place in every volume, but only 
when they are deemed ripe for survey. Indeed thc chief 
difficulty besetting the editor and his committee lies in 
respect of thc choice of the right time for a particular 
section of this kind to be introduced. It is a testimony 
to their judgement and discrimination that no subject 
of fundamental importance is left for long without find- 
ing its rightful place in thc Review. We are glad to sec 
represented among the timely surveys on this occasion

the application of microchemistry to biochemical 
analysis. Every branch depends to some extent upon 
advances in analytical methods, and none more so than 
the field of clinical biochemistry. This new chapter 
is an invaluable guide to those who constantly seek to 
improve upon their existing technique. As might be 
expected, the vitamins and hormones continue to claim 
a great deal of attention. In the hormone section thc 
adrenal takes a foremost place, and the reviewers 
observe that “. . . this gland may occupy a position in 
the whole endocrine system second only in importance 
to that of the pituitary itself.” Professor Marrian and 
his colleague have done a great service in pointing thc 
way in which hitherto puzzling and apparently con- 
flicting facts and theories of the different investigatons' 
regarding the essential activity of the cortical hormone 
can be brought into harmonious relation with each other. 
In thc vitamin field much attention has been paid to thc 
unravelling of thc vitamin B„ complex, and the nature 
of its various components is now much clearer. More- 
over it has become possible to study vitamin Bj de- 
ficiency on similar lines to those adopted for vitamin C 
-—-namely, by determination of thc level of its urinary 
excretion. Enough has already been said to make it 
clear that no specialist in biochemistry can afford to 
neglect the opportunity provided by this volume to keep 
himself abreast of recent developments, no matter in 
what direction his particular interest lies. Only one 
final comment remains to be made. The omission of 
a subject index has now been rectified, but thc lievkw 
still lacks a uniform system of referenees. 


ORAL VACCINATION AGAINST COLDS 

The medical profession is judged, as a whole and indi- 
vidually, largely by what it can do for minor maladies. 
For this reason it is all the more unfortunate that, while 
immense strides have been made in the treatment of 
many severe infections, our resources in dealing with 
more common and apparently trivial infective conditions 
have been almost stationary for many years. Failure 
has perhaps been most signal, because it has been not- 
withstanding considerable effort, in thc case of thc com- 
mon cold. It is now known that in at least some colds 
a filter-passing virus is concerned, but this observation 
has not led to any useful advance in prevention or 
treatment. It seems likely that more than one cold virus 
exists, with the consequence that an attack by onc--or 
any method of artificial immunization in which it might 
be employed — would not necessarily protect against 
others. Opinion has been divided for years, and still is. 
on thc importance of bacteria in this connexion : if they 
arc admitted to consideration this brings into thc ques- 
tion at least six species, some of which arc known to 
include many antigenically distinct types. It is mani- 
festly impossible to secure specific immunity^ against 
such a multitude of potential invaders, and it is there- 
fore not surprising that attempted prophylaxis with 
bacterial vaccines has had on the whole unconvincing 
results, although it remains a method which is widcl) 
used. There are signs that thc injection of bacteria 
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vaccines may yield place in popularity to their adminis- 
tration by the mouth. For this almost too simple pro- 
ceeding there is the precedent of Bezredka s antityphoid 
oral vaccine, and there is a certain amount of e-xperi- 
mental evidence that the swallowing of bacteria ordi- 
narily associated with the respiratory tract, such as the 
pneumococcus, does produce some degree of immunity. 
This method is strongly advocated by Rockwell et al.,^ 
whose treated cases, with untreated controls, now 
amount to over 2,000 ; their present paper reports a 
careful study of the last 200 of these. The result of 
the treatment has throughout been a marked diminution 
in the frequency of colds and, indeed, in the number of 
days of illness from all causes. This study appears to 
have been in progress for nearly five years, and although 
the composition of the vaccine has been varied a good 
deal the results appear to have been uniformly on the 
favourable side. The authors’ argument from the 
theoretical standpoint is not altogether convincing, more 
particularly when they invoke heterophile antigen' as the 
clue to their success; there is really very little known 
about the production of resistance to one bacterial 
species by immunization with another, and although it 
is to be hoped that this very complex problem may 
prove capable of solution on some such lines non-specific 
immunization is still in its earliest infancy so far as 
any genuine knowledge of its modus operandi is con- 
cerned. Nevertheless this method seems worthy of more 
extended study ; it has the advantages of safety and 
simplicity, and can be repeated frequently with little 
trouble to the patient and none to anyone else, which 
should at least secure it a full and fair trial. 


PHYSICAL ASPECTS OF RADIUM AND 
RADON THERAPY 


An excellent little pamphlet on this subject has been 
issued by the Health Department of the Australian 
Commonwealth.' It is written by Dr. C. E. Eddy and 
Mr. T. H. Oddie of the Government .v-ray and radium 
laboratories at the University of Melbourne, and in very' 
brief compass epitomizes the main physical principles 
which are the basis of radium therapy. A section on 
the physics of radio-activity is followed by a description 
of the various forms of radium applicator, and this in 
turn by an account of the properties and method of 
extraction of radon, and its mounting for therapeutic 
use. Tables are given showing the rates of growth and 
decay of radium emanation, and the rise of gamma 
ray activity after the containers have been filled. 
Examples of the calculations involved in estimating the 
content of radon containers arc followed by an Illus- 
trated description of the methods of filling them. The 
advantages and disadvantages of radium'as compared 
with radon arc bricfiy and clearly set forth, and the 
pamphlet ends with an account of the all-important 
question of gamma-ray dosimetry. A short but com- 
prehensive and representative bibliography of the 
various questions considered indicates ^the fines upon 
which more extensive reading may most profitably be 
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conducted. The foreword, which is contributed by the 
Director-General of Health, emphasizes the need for 
physical and clinical co-operation, and the opening 
paragraph may be quoted with advantage ; 

“ The efficient practice of radiology is a science in which 
the skill, judgement, and experience of the clinician require 
to be supplemented by exact measurements of a physical 
nature involving the use of delicate physical instruments 
and the services of a specialized physical laboratory. Only 
when the application of radiation in the treatment of 
human disease is placed on a basis of exact scientific 
measurement can this remedy be safely and effectively 
administered. Because of this, the radiotherapist must 
possess a knowledge of the physical aspects, not only in 
order to understand clearly the technical literature, but 
to enable him to assess' the relative significance of the 
various therapeutic techniques.” 

Practising radiotherapists as well as laboratory 
workers will find this booklet a useful and convenient 
source of reference ; to those who are beginning the 
study of radiotherapeutics it will form an excellent in- 
troduction to some of the fundamental principles upon 
which a very complicated and difficult study is based. ■ 


SULPHANILAMIDE IN URINARY INTECTIONS 

In the therapeutic advances of the past few years the 
urinary tract has had its full share of advantage and 
more. The ketogenic diet w'as the first innovation which 
proved capable of really sterilizing the urinary tract 
within a few days ; it was succeeded shortly by man- 
delic acid, which proved even more effective and much 
easier to administer, although the control of urinary pH 
and the nausea sometimes occasioned by medicaments 
required for reducing this are still practical difficulties 
of some consequence. If therapeutic progress had 
stopped here it would still be reckoned as one of the 
most striking achievements of modem medicine. The 
contrast is complete between the regular and rapid effect 
of this treatment and the futility of most of the efforts 
with urinary antiseptics which preceded it. Now, how- 
ever, another specific and highly effective remedy has 
appeared in sulphanilamide. It is known that this drug 
acts on certain other bacteria besides the haemolytic 
streptococcus, and the original prontosil has in fact been 
successfully used more or less empirically for urinary 
infections for some time past. The first adequate and 
controlled study of which we are aware of the action 
of sulphanilamide in urinary infections is now reported 
by Dr. Meave Kenny* and his associates at the British 
Post-graduate Medical School, and their principal find- 
ing is that Bad. coU infections can regularly be cured 
within a few days ; this series is composed of forty-six 
cases, including sixteen of pyelitis or pregnancy, and 
among them there was not a single failure. On the 
other hand, infections by other coiiform bacilli and by 
cocci were found in a smaller number of cases to be 
more resistant. An interesting feature of this work is 
the comparison of clinical effect with the in vitro be- 
haviour of bacteria, causing the infections in urine con- 
taining the drug. Although sterilization was invariably 
secured in vivo, it did not always result in vitro, which 
is very much the reverse of usual experience with anti-

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septic action. As the authors point out, the ‘drug pre- 
sumably acts in the tissues as well as in the urine itself, 
and the in vitro test is therefore not a complete replica 
of its action in the body. Nevertheless, there appears 
to be another possible explanation of this discrepancy. 
The authors state that the action of sulphanilamide in 
urine is effective “ over a fairly wide range of pH values, 
5.2 to 6.8,” although evidence or authority for this 
statement is not given, and they adjusted urine for in 
vitro tests to pH 6, which is the average for normal 
urine. On the other hand, Helmholz and Osterberg- 
state categorically that sulphanilamide is much more 
bactericidal in alkaline urine. Full details are not given 
and their work on the subject is evidently still in pro- 
gress, but they secured “ a great increase in bactericidal 
power ” in a urine containing sulphanilamide by alter- 
ing the pH from 6 to 7.5 ; a urine containing much 
excreted sulphanilamide and of pH 6 was also found 
to have less bactericidal power than a urine of pH over 
7 but containing considerably less of the drug. In the 
light of these facts it seems likely that the failure of 
bactericidal action in some of Kenny’s in vitro tests was 
due to the urine having been made too acid for optimum 
bactericidal action. It would be interesting to know 
whether the urine during sulphanilamide treatment 
actually becomes more alkaline, as Helmholz and Oster- 
berg suggest ; if not, it could easily be rendered so, and 
the advantage, which they point out, of being able 
effectively to treat proteus infections, in which the urine 
often remains persistently alkaline, is very great. These 
authors also claim to have shown that the conjugated 
sulphanilamide in the urine rather than the free is the 
active bactericidal agent. The whole of this subject 
calls for further detailed study, but it is already clear 
that here is another valuable weapon for the treatment 
of infections which used sometimes to be resistant to 
all efforts to eradicate them. According to Kenny its 
advantages are not only the rapidity and certainty of 
its effect but ease of toleration and comparative 
cheapness. 

PROFESSOR ADOLF MEYER 
Many of Professor Meyer’s pupils met last April at 
the Henry Phipps Psychiatric Clinic, Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, Baltimore, to honour him on his seventieth 
birthday. This , coincided with the beginning of his 
twenty-fifth year as director of the clinic. The first 
session was celebrated by the presentation of papers 
by eight of his many one-time students who are now 
working in most of the English-speaking countries and 
also in France, Switzerland, Norway, China, and Japan. 
Several of these papers were printed in a special number 
of the Arc/lives of Neurology and Fsycltiatry (April, 
1937) dedicated to Professor Meyer. The breadth of 
Meyer’s interest in the personal, the social, the physical, 
and' the constitutional facts presented by his patients— 
or. to use his words, his interest in “the psycho- 
biologically integrated individual’—is adequately re- 
flected in the varied topics discussed. These range from 
a ncurolopathological discussion of syphilitic arach- 
noiditis of the optic cliiasm ; a neurosurgical report of 
the removal of a colloid cyst from the third ventricle ; 
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physiological studies of the -cerebral circulation and 
conditioned refiexes ; psychopathological reports on 
amnesia, metaphor, aversion, negativism, and the 
pathogenesis of hallucinations and delusions; clinical 
psychiatric studies of children presenting decreasing 
intelligence quotients ; to articles dealing with special 
aspects of psychotherapy and prognosis. Meyer’s career 
has shown the gradual unfolding of his unique abilities 
in formulation, teaching, and stimulation which have 
had a profound effect on the development of modern 
psycliiatry. Meyer left Switzerland for the United 
States forty-five years ago, and worked in Illinois, at 
the Worcester State Hospital, Massachusetts, in New 
York— developing as part of the State Service what 
has become' the New York Psychiatric Institute— and 
since 1910 he has been associated with Johns Hopkins 
Hospital. It is hoped that his collected writings will soon 
be published, so that they may reach a wider medical 
public. 


MEDICINE IN THE MODERN WORLD 

The medical profession has many public critics, and 
some of its most widely read detractors are in fact of 
its own household. No better antidote to calumny can 
be imagined than the recent collection of addresses by 
Lord Horder.^ He covers a very wide range: lie shows 
the firmness of his historical foundation in “The 
Hunterian Tradition ” ; his sense of the current needs 
of the time in “ National Physique,” “ Old Diseases and 
New,” and “ Towards National Health ” ;■ and mani- 
fests his comprehension of the part which his profession 
ought to play in the modern world in his studies of the 
doctor as a humanist, as a contributor to the public 
happiness, and as a member of society. There is here 
no panegyric of the excellence of medicine and the 
medical man. This is a book by a physician at the head 
of his profession, and the man or woman who reads 
these essays, which persuade of their essential truthful- 
ness by their quiet sanity, must feel that if they represent 
the mind of a leader and his opinions about medical 
men the profession must indeed be sound at heart. 
Lord Herder’s work shows also his gifts as a writer and 
thinker. He has a way of expressing truths in clear 
images which strike home to the ordinary feelings of 
plain people. Lord Horder indeed may say, “Nihil 
huinantiin a me alienum piito.” He has spoken and 
written about medical subjects, but there is nothing here 
that the layman cannot understand, that is not a part 
of real human life. He sets his brother doctors an 
example which, if all followed, would greatly enlarge 
and strengthen its corporate spirit : that of general cul- 
ture side by side with professional erudition.

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ANAESTHESIA IN GENERAL PRACTICE

GENERAL ANAESTHESIA IN DENTISTRY

The dental surgeon who calls in the services of an anaes- 
thetist requires an anaesthetic which, though brief, must 
be tranquil, and must ensure that the patient feels nothing 
of the extraction and is able to walk home afterwards. 
He needs also the co-operation of the anaesthetist in 
supporting the head, using a gag, and maintaining an 
efficient throat pack. I propose to deal with the adminis- 
tration of anaesthetics to children and adults, both in the 
surgery and in the nursing home or private house, dis- 
cussing the various factors which modify the choice of 
the method used and the manner in which the anaesthetist 
may assist the dental surgeon. The views expressed in 
this article are my own, and I have confined myself to 
a description of those methods which I constantly employ. 

In recent years there has been a tendency to employ 
complicated nitrous-oxide-and-oxygen machines when 
simpler equipment would serve equally well. Unless the 
anaesthetist can give a satisfactory nitrous-oxide-and-air 
anaesthetic, using only a nose-piece, lubes, bag, and 
cylinders, it is unlikely that he will obtain the best results 
from a complicated machine, and, what is more, he may 
blame the apparatus for his failure. In private practice 
I use the simplest type of apparatus; cylinders of nitrous 
oxide and oxygen controlled by foot-keys, a rubber double 
bag, a small mixing chamber connected to the nose-piece, 
and a mouth inhaler. 


Anaesthesia for Children 

Eor the small child of 3 or 4 years of age ethyl chloride 
given on an open mask is satisfactory, because with nitrous 
oxide only a narrow margin divides too light an anaes- 
thesia with associated cries and voluntary movements 
from partial asphyxia with cyanosis and jactitation. If 
the child -is nervous it may be impossible to use nasal 
nitrous oxide, for the nose-piece will not be tolerated 
sufficiently close to the face, or the child may breathe 
exclusively through the mouth. A full face mask will 
overcome the difficulty, but will certainly scare the child 
and will produce but a brief period of anaesthesia. In 
such a case ethyl chloride may be given on the comer 
of the upturned bib, and should the child move the 
head there is no difficulty in following such movements 
with the napkin. It is important not to allow the in- 
tensely cold towel or bib to press on the child’s face ; 
two tubes of ethyl chloride should be available, as one 
may be knocked from the hand and broken. 

Whatever method is chosen much tact and gcn'lle hand- 
ling will be necessary. My rule is to try persuasion for 
ten minutes: if this fails the parent is asked to decide 
whether force shall be used or less drastic measures, such 
as the production of sleep by drugs in bed at home 
When told beforehand that he is to have a tooth extracted 
and that he will be given something to breathe to take 
any p.iin away. c\cn a nervous child will follow simple 
instructions. Much depends on the impression given to 
the child by the first anaesthetic in the dental surgery' ; 


there should be no question of creeping up and taking 
him by surprise. Every step of the procedure should be 
explained before the administration .in fairness to the 
child and to the dental surgeon, for if any deception is 
practised he may' lose the confidence of his small patient. 
In hospital practice it is not uncommon to remove eight 
temporary teeth in a small child at one sitting. Much 
depends on the skill of the anaesthetist as to whether the 
patient can be kept sufficiently quiet and still for such 
an extraction, using nitrous oxide and air or oxygen. If 
there is any doubt ethyl chloride should be employed. 

Necessary' Preliminaries 

The child should be made comfortable in the chair, 
with the occiput well supported by the head-rest, helped 
by cushions if necessary in the case of very small 
children. If the legs are dangling uncomfortably over the 
edge of the chair and the child appears likely to slide 
off he should be made to sit tailor-wise with the legs 
crossed on the seat. The position of the teeth to he 
extracted should be noted, and also whether a Mason's 
gag will be required to change to the other side of the 
mouth. An attempt should be made to insert a dental 
prop before the induction of anaesthesia. Explain to 
the child that all good children go to sleep with their 
mouths closed, but that on this one occasion it is neces- 
sary to have it open ; should persuasion fail the anaes- 
thetic is started, but it is important not to allow the child 
to become completely anaesthetized before a Mason’s gag 
is inserted. 

In children deeply anaesthetized with the mouth closed 
the tongue may cause some respiratory obstructign, and 
spasm of the muscles of the jaw will result. Attempts to 
force the mouth open are more than likely to damage or 
displace a deciduous tooth, but by resting a gag in the 
mouth in the early stages of the induction it is possible 
to open the mouth gently as the - anaesthetic proceeds. 
If the anaesthetic has been carried too far for the child 
to open its mouth voluntarily the dental surgeon should 
place a hand firmly on the child’s forehead while the 
anaesthetist depresses the chin with one hand, inserting 
the gag into the already opened mouth and not using it 
to force the jaw open. 


•Respiration 

The one safe guide to the progress of anaesthesia with 
ethyl chloride is the respiration. It is important to hear 
or see every breath from the moment of induction, and 
if from any cause the respiratory movements cease the 
drug should be withheld. In the early' stages of in- 
duction the child may hold its breath ; at such times the 
spray of ethyl chloride is stopped, the mask, however, 
remaining in position. W'hen respiration begins once 
more further quantities of ethyl chloride are given until 
the breathing becomes automatic. If ethyl chloride is 
administered only in the presence of regular respiration 
possible causes of aaxiety may be avoided. It should 
be apparent if respirafion ceases that the cause is breath- 
holding during the induction, obstruction due to the 
tongue, spasm of the glottis at 3 later stage, or, finallv 
gross overdosage. , > .-> 
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Spontaneous movements of the child's limbs are dis- 
regarded, and no reliance is placed on the presence or 
absence of stertor, the size of the pupils, or the direction 
of the squint. How much deeper the anaesthesia is 
carried after automatic breathing is established depends 
upon the amount of work to be done, but in no case 
should it be pushed until there is a snatch in the respira- 
tion, or until the breathing becomes shallow. No obstruc- 
tion of the airway can be tolerated during ethyl-chloride 
anaesthesia, and in most cases the jaw must be held forward 
by a very definite effort on the part of the anaesthetist, 
particularly when lower molar teeth are being e.xtracted 
and the fingers of the dental surgeon lend to depress 
the tongue. 

During induction with a gentle stream of nitrous oxide 
blown from a distance of an inch or so from the nose 
the attention of the child may be distracted by a suitable 
story. This should be continued during the moments of 
awakening, and few children detect any loss of continuity. 
Most children can be persuaded to breathe through the 
nose: if not, then a mouth-piece through which nitrous 
oxide is blown should be employed in preference to 
covering the mouth with a hand, for it is not difficult 
to asphyxiate a child by such obstruction to the respiration. 

A moistened marine sponge to which a length of tape 
has been securely fastened is always inserted as a throat 
pack before any extraction, as deciduous teeth readily slip 
out of the forceps. It is placed so as not to carry the 
tongue back but to form a diaphragm at the entrance to 
the fauces. If pushed too far back it may cause the 
patient to retch and displace the dental prop. If with 
nitrous oxide and air the procedure threatens to be pro- 
longed added oxygen makes for a smoother and more 
tranquil anaesthesia, but with the disadvantage of possible 
nausea afterwards. No attempt is made to work with 
a definite percentage of nitrous oxide and oxygen, the 
mixture being varied to meet the requirements of the 
patient. 

Anaesthesia for Adults 

The patient should sit upright in the chair, with the 
head-rest supporting the neck and occiput. Saliva collect- 
ing in the mouth during the induction is then less likely 
to trickle to the back of the throat and cause coughing 
or retching, and the tongue, even if depressed by the 
fingers of the dental surgeon, is less likely to obstruct 
respiration. The legs should rest naturally and not be 
wedged against the foot-rest. The anaesthetist should 
be shown the teeth to be extracted, and should note the 
presence or absence of such fragile appliances as gold 
bridges or porcelain crowns, so that he may avoid resting 
a Mason's gag on them. A mouth prop is inserted by 
the dental surgeon. Induction is slow, and the metal nose- 
piece is held at a distance while nitrous oxide is allowed 
to stream towards the nose. The valve on the nose-piece 
should not be closed during the induction, as the expira- 
tory difficulty so produced may cause the patient to 
breathe through the mouth. In cases of partial nasal 
obstruction or persistent mouth breathing a mouth-piece 
becomes essential, but the insertion of the throat pack 
may restore nasal breathing. The guide to anaesthesia 
is the change to automatic respiration. The dental sur- 
geon is invited to begin the extractions, not by the spoken 
word, but by a sign or gesture. Many patients describe 
how they have heard an anaesthetist say Right you are ” 
or “ She's ready now.” 

Assisting the dental surgeon during the extractions 
consists very largely in keeping out of his way. When 


a right lower molar tooth .is being removed the left arm 
of the dentist, who will be standing behind the patient 
should be allowed to encircle the patient's head ; during 
the extraction of upper central and lateral teeth the nose- 
piece should be temporarily raised, and while upper 
molars are being removed the head - should be held as 
still as possible and a finger employed to retract the 
lower lip and protect it from the pressure of the forceps. 
A Mason's gag should be inserted by sight, the blades 
resting on molar teeth and two fingers of the opposite 
hand clearing the lips as the closed gag is placed between 
them. The instrument is locked in the open position and 
held against the cheek by the pressure of an open hand, 
so that it will follow all the movements of the patient's 
head. If gripped rigidly by the handles it will rock on 
the teeth if the head is moved, with possible damage to 
fillings and inlays. At the end of the extractions the 
prop and mouth-pack are allowed to remain in position 
until recovery of • consciousness is complete. 

, Difficult Cases 

Two classes of male adults present some difficulty— 
namely, the alcoholic who fights and struggles when 
partially anaesthetized with nitrous oxide and the man 
who struggles before anaesthesia is complete and tears 
the nose-piece off while he is still conscious, If the 
extractions are few in number and unlikely to present any 
difficulty it may be possible to maintain anaesthesia in the 
first group with nitrous oxide and added air or oxygen, 
A mouth-piece may be essential, as such patients when 
struggling breathe very deeply and may change over to 
mouth breathing without warning. For the second type 
the only hope is a quick induction, but at the best this 
will be uncomfortable. 

For such cases I have found satisfactory a small dose 
of evipan given in the upright position in the dental chair 
and followed by nasal gas. This method should not be 
used unless the patient has a friend who can take him 
home after resting under supervision in the surgery for 
a period of up to one hour afterwards. Evipan is not 
employed as a substitute for nitrous oxide or just because 
the patient “hates gas.” It is suitable for the difficult 
patient with easy teeth, or the easy patient with difficult 
teeth, but not for the difficult patient with difficult teeth, 
as the dosage must of necessity be small. 

Inquiry is made into the patient’s past medical history, 
the pulse is counted for one minute to exclude irregu- 
larities, and the arms are inspected to find a suitable vein, 
A strap is placed round the pelvis of the patient and 
well down under the back of the dental chair, since there 
may be a tendency to slide down. A cushion on the arm- 
rest enables the forearm to remain comfortably in ex- 
tension. A rubber tourniquet is applied, the skin cleaned 
with spirit, and the injection begun. The dental surgeon 
supports the head and jaw to ensure an airway and inserts 
a prop before consciousness is lost, maintaining it m 
position until anaesthesia is complete, since there is a 
likelihood of its falling out should the patient yawn. At 
the conclusion of the injection a pad should be placed 
over the site and the forearm flexed to avoid possib.e 
leakage of blood. If no dental prop is used to keep the 
mouth open during the induction much larger doses o 
evipan may be required, as some difficulty may be ex- 
perienced in opening the patient's mouth. 

Tire first sign of the onset of sleep may be seen when 
2 c.cm. have been given ; half a minute should be allows 
to elapse before further quantities of the drug arc injccit- . 
The object is to give the minimum amount of evipan o

produce a short period of anaesthesia. If too little is 
given the patient, when stimulated, may become quite 
uncontrollable ; if more than sufficient is given the return 
to consciousness may be much delayed, and it may be 
some hours before the patient is fit to leave the surgery. 
With those addicted to alcohol, or in a highly nervous 
or apprehensive state, doses up to 5 or 6 c.cm. may' be 
necessary. 

The maintenance of an airway in a patient under evipan 
in the dental chair is particularly important. Obstruction 
such as is sometimes seen under nitrous oxide, when of 
necessity the dentist's fingers depress the tongue, cannot 
be tolerated. The amount of evipan given should never 
be enough to depress the respiration in any marked 
degree. Stimulation of the return of consciousness can 
be obtained by the inhalation of smelling salts or of carbon 
dioxide-oxygen mixtures. 

Dental Operations in Nursing Homes 

The induction of anaesthesia for dental operations in a 
nursing home, whether the patient is a child or adult, 
is similar to that for any major operation, and basal 
narcotics such as nembutal, avertin, and paraldehyde 
(which are described in another article in this series) may 
be used. To maintain anaesthesia ether vapour and oxygen 
or nitrous oxide and oxygen may be blown through 
a tube inserted through the nostril, leaving the mouth 
free for the dental surgeon. For the operation of removal 
of difficult wisdom teeth, in which the jaw is constantly 
depressed by the dentist, it is an advantage to employ 
an endotracheal tube, but for multiple extractions a short 
tube passed through one nostril into the oral pharynx 
will serve. A useful length for such a tube is the distance 
measured from the tip of the nose to the lobe of the 
patient’s ear ; the tube will not reach the vocal cords, and 
when employed it is necessary for the anaesthetist to 
support the mandible throughout the operation. If the 
patient's head is to be covered with towels care should 
be taken to see that the eyes are closed, as they may 
be injured by contact with such coverings in the move- 
ments of the head involved in a difficult extraction. 

The progress of anaesthesia throughout the operation 
is estimated entirely by the respiration. The patient is 
maintained at a level of anaesthesia at which he does 
not cough when, from the manipulations of the dental 
surgeon’s fingers on the throat pack, the posterior pharyn- 
geal wall is irritated. At the conclusion of the operation 
the anaesthetic is discontinued and the throat pack 
removed. If the patient does not cough within a minute 
or so carbon dioxide and oxygen are blown through the 
nasal tube. On the return of the cough reflex the nasal 
or endotracheal tube is removed, but the mouth-prop is 
allowed to remain. If the prop is taken away too soon 
some patients tend to clench the teeth and allow the 
tongue to cause obstruction or grind the teeth, with the 
possible dislodgement of an inlay or filling. Once in 
bed the patient is turned well over to one or other side 
to ensure that any coring from the sockets dribbles out 
of the mouth. 
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“THE SURGEON’S LOG” 

AN ANALYSIS OF THE HEALTH OF THE CREWS 
OF A LARGE FLEET OF MERCH ANT SHIPS _

There is no standardized “surgeon's log,’’ each shipping 
company having its own form ; nevertheless, though details 
may vary, the principal items recorded are the same. Our 
log is rather comprehensive, giving the name of the port 
where the ship is lying or to which if is bound, the 
numbers of the crew and passengers, the daily tempera- 
ture, and a list of the sick, their treatment and progress. 
At the end of each voyage the log, with abstracts of 
cases and a list of accidents, however trivial, is either 
brought by the surgeon or forwarded to the medical 
superintendent at the head office of the company. There 
it is carefully examined by the medical superintendent 
and a summary of cases recorded. The log, when 
labelled and nurnbered, is placed in order with hundreds 
of others for future reference when necessary. 


A Year’s Statistics 


These final statements, which I have made annually-, 
are, I think, both enlightening and instructive, and it 
occurred to me that the publication of one year’s statistics 
of the crews of a large merchant fleet would be of interest 
and possibly useful to those who are responsible for the 
health of seafaring men. To know what the principal 
diseases are from which seafaring men suffer and which 
cause them to be put off duty may help to guide those ■ 
responsible for their health in an intelligent direction in 
the matter of prevention. 

Health at sea, as on land, is largely ruled by conditions 
of living, food, and available treatment. The different 
standards for these set by owners will, I believe, be largely 
reflected in the entries in the surgeon’s log. Climate 
must be taken into account. A North Atlantic company 
will probably have different results from one whose ships 
are trading for half their voyages within ten degrees of 
the equator. The fleet of the company concerned in the 
present analysis consists of eighty-five ships, varying in 
tonnage from 3,066 to 14,646 tons gross. The policy of 
the owners is to have a surgeon in each ship, although 
legally required to carry one in only fourteen of their 
ships. 

The ships from which the statistics are taken sailed 
between the United Kingdom, and the Straits Settlements, 
China, Japan, the Dutch East Indies, and Australia. 1 
have omitted for rpsons of accuracy our Western 
Australia ships, which sail between Singapore and 
Fremantle, the transpacific service between Hong Kong 
and Vancouv-er, ships plying between New York and the 
Far East, and those flying the Dutch flag. The crews are 
composed of Europeans and Chinese ; two ships were 
staffed entirely with Europeans. The Chinese are drawn 
principally from Hong Kong and Shanghai. All crews 
are carefully medically examined before signing on, the 
Chinese by the ship surgeon at the port of engagement. 
All are vaccinated at least once every three vears, while 
the eyesight of each officer is tested once a year and a 
full medical exammation made before each promotion 
The food supplied is of good quality, well prepared and 
not rationed. 


the average time for the voyages was 119 days, and the 
average crew per ship was eighty-one, composed of fony- 
six Europeans and thirty-five Asiatics. In 1935 the total 
number of “men-days” at sea was 1,268,000, and the 
Ume lost through sickness and accident was only 4 786 
dajs, giving the remarkably low percentage of 04 The

and 0.69 day for Asiaucs. This does not neces^rfly 
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include the days spent in hospital by the twenty-three 
Europeans and seventeen Asiatics who were landed 
abroad. • 

Chief Causes of Illness 

The chief causes of iliness were inflammatory and 
febrile conditions, especially influenza. There were only 
a few cases of malaria. The number of days on which 
Europeans were off duty from all febrile causes was 633, 
being 18.9 per cent, of the total days lost by Europeans 
from all causes— that is, 3,356. For Asiatics the figure 
was ninety-nine days, a percentage of the total of 1,430 
days lost at sea of 6.9. Asiatics were less susceptible to 
influenza, only, forty-six days being lost by them from 
this cause, or 3.2 per cent., whereas the corresponding 
figures for Europeans were 433, or 12.6 per cent. The 
same observation could be made with regard to “colds 
and coughs.” It might be presumed that the Asiatics 
working in the hot engine room and stokehold and 
experiencing the great contrasts in temperature when they 
came on deck would suffer more than those whose work 
was on deck alone. But it appears that mere change of 
temperature, apart from other factors, is not prejudicial. 

Injuries are classified under the headings of “ fractures,” 
“ contusions,” “ wounds,” and “ burns and scalds,” and 
the number of days off duty on board ship from all four 
injuries was 660 for Europeans, or 19.7 per cent., and 319, 
or 22.3 per cent., for Asiatics, Rheumatism and inflam- 
mation of joints seem to affect the Asiatics more than 
the Europeans. Neuralgia deserves mention with rheu- 
matism, as both occur chiefly on encountering warm to 
hot weather. This is also the opinion of other observers. 

Tropical diseases on board ship are very rare. Only 
six cases of malaria occurred among the 2,690 Europeans 
and three among the 2,065 Asiatics. There were seven- 
teen cases of diarrhoea among Europeans and two among 
Asiatics ; one European and one Asiatic had typhoid, and 
two Europeans had dysentery and enteritis (cholera). 
These were the only diseases of a tropical nature which 
were recorded, though it is possible that a few cases of 
coastal fever may have been classified with influenza as 
being clinically indistinguishable therefrom. The per- 
centage loss of time from tropical diseases was 3,2 for 
Europeans and 2.5 for Asiatics. 

The commonest types of skin diseases are those caused 
by various microsporons. Prickly heat rashes are con- 
fined almost entirely to the Tropics, and generally yield 
quickly to treatment with the use of fresh and the avoid- 
ance of salt water. Boils and pustular rashes are occa- 
sionally met with. Pediculosis is rare, there being adequate 
facilities on board the ships in the way of baths and 
washhouses for clothes to ensure personal cleanliness. 
Other types of skin troubles arc so infrequent as to be 
represented by isolated cases. It may be noted (hat cuts, 
abrasions, ulcers, burns, and scalds, also most of the other 
skin affections, heal more slowly in the Tropics than in 
temperate climates. This may be attributable to the 
almost constant moist state of the skin rendering it im- 
possible to keep lesions dry, and affording a more suitable 
medium for the growth of germs. 

Effects of the Sun 

There were eighteen cases of sun and heat strokes 
among Europeans and three among Asiatics. One must 
discriminate between the cases attributed to the direct 
rays of the sun and those due to heat. I think the vast 
majority of cases were, and are, due to heat. Real sun- 
stroke IS reputed to occur at two periods of the day — 
namely, the rising and setting of the sun, whether the 
atmosphere be clear or dull, and the “ stroke ” is caused 
through cither the eyes or the back of the neck. I have not 
come across a case at sea, but the two authentic cases 
I saw in China happened during the setting of the sun 
on dull days at an altitude of 3,500 feet. Heat stroke can 
occur at any period of the day, but seldom in the early 


morning or evening. 1 may add that our offiecrs have 
derived great benefit, including freedom from fatigue and 
headache froni wearing neutral-tinted glasses on the 
bridge and while working on deck during both bright and 
dull days. Racial susceptibility to disease is not well 
marked on board ship in our experience of the voyages 
considered. Pulmonary tuberculosis was rare but a few 
cases were reported among the Chinese. Cases of beri- 
beri, which IS common in South China, were extremely 
rare. The latter are difficult to diagnose if the disc.asc 
IS in its early stages when the patient is examined, but 
any sufferer is soon restored to hcaltli with the good food 
supplies of meat, fish, eggs, and vegetables. 

As to the morale of the crews, both the Asiatics .and 
Europeans are a steady class of men. The amount of 
time lost through vicious propensities is negligible. Those 
members of the medical profession or general public who 
regard the seafarer as a hard-drinking morally lax person 
are entirely in error. At sea deck games arc encouraged, 
and when in port football and cricket matches arc fre- 
quently arranged ; also other recreational facilities are pro- 
vided in the company's clubs at various ports. 


Conclusions 

The different diseases, etc., recorded here arc those 
causing loss of time only. There were many others men- 
tioned in the logs, but their effect in this respect was 
insignificant. Considering the statistics as a whole and 
that the average time lost per man during the year was 
one day only, the conclusion must be that the seafaring 
life is a comparatively safe and healthy one on the routes 
and under the conditions considered where medical aid is 
constantly present. Is this a fair sample of the vast 
majority of trading routes and (he experience of other 
shipping companies?

VITAL STATISTICS OF MALTA 

The vital statistics of the Maltese islands (Malta and Gozo) 
showed a remarkable improvement in several respects in 193fi, 
though the Chief Government Medical Officer (Dr. A, V. 
Bernard) in his annual report emphasizes the fact that in yil.ff 
statistics based on small populations considerable (lucUiaiions 
may occur in short periods due to ephemeral and fortuitous 
causes. The islands have a population of 262,165, which i' 
about ten times as great as it was 1,000 years ago. The birlh 
rate is steady at 33.8 per 1,000, and has not differed markedly 
during the last ten years ; it stands where tiic birth rate for 
England and Wales stood fifty years ago, and where the birth 
rate for British India stands at present. The death rate for 
1936 (17.61) shows a considerable drop, and compares wiih an 
average of 22.3 for the last nine years. The infant mortality, 
though still at the very high figure of 190 per 1,000 births, 
also registers a big fail from the average of the previous nine 
years of 280. The mortality of children under 5 has declined 
to 66 per 1,000 from rales which during the last ten years 
have approximated to 100. The high infant mortality accom- 
panies a very high birlh rate, and the population of Malta 
is steadily increasing at a more rapid rate than in countries 
where a low infant mortality is coupled with a diminuhmg 
birth rate. Of the notifiable diseases the commonest u 
undulant fever, of which there were 873 cases in 1936 (the 
lowest figure since 1927) and fifty-two deaths. The decrei'e 
in the incidence of this disease must be ascribed eiiher to a 
diminution in the diffusibility and virulence of the iniccims 
agent or to an increased resistance to the disease arnons a 
larger proportion of the population due to immunity dense 
from high prevalence. An undulant fever rcsMrcli station 
has been at svork since the beginning of last year, and prs’ff 
is also being made in the scheme for setting up a mi *■ 
pasteurization plant. 
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JOHN SNOAV (1813-58) 

A Painstaking Statistician 

Although Charles Creighton was a great historian his 
judgements of the significance of scientific achievements 
have seldom been confirmed by posterity. His heroes, 
Pariset and Robert Watt, live only in his pages ; the fame 
of even Pettenkofer, whom he admired, is dim, Edward 
Jenner, on the other hand, to whom he attributed so many 
evil and so few good qualities, and Robert Koch, at 
whom he jeered, are not likely to be forgotten. Two 
epidemiologists Creighton despised were William Budd 
and John Snow. To Budd he devoted only a depre- 
ciatory footnote, hut Budd’s “ fallacies or paradoxes ” 
have been reprinted and his life written. John Snow had 
even shorter shrift. After describing the epidemiological 
drama of Golden Square, Creighton wrote; 

“ 1 he whole incident was seized upon and worked up by 
Dr. Snow, who had written a speculative essay in 1849 upon 
the probability of cholera being conveyed by water, according 
to the similar theory of Parkin in' 1832. The Board of 
Health, having very full data before them of the Soho out- 
break in all its aspects (including a whole biological treatise 
upon the organisms found in water), did not adopt Snow’s 
conclusion, although he had enthusiastic followers at the 
time, and has probably more now." (Hisl. of Epidem. in 
Britain. 2, 854.) 

At least Creighton's concluding words are true. The 
Commonwealth Fund has just reprinted Snow’s chief 
epidemiological papers with Richardson’s memoir of him 
and an enthusiastic introduction by Professor Wade Frost 
of the Johns Hopkins School of Hygiene.* 


Snow on Cholera 

^Vhether, having before him the fully documented 
second edition of Snow’s pamphlet (published in 1855), 
Creighton’s sneer at the essay of 1849 were worthy of 
a historian of his rank may be doubted. But we must 
not run into the opposite error of sneering at Creighton 
merely because Snow’s “speculations” regarding cholera 
have proved in the long run much more illuminating 
than Creighton's own conclusions. It is true that some 
of Snow’s opinions were only speculations. He thought 
that epidemiologically plague, malaria, and yellow fever 
were in pari materia with. cholera, and his address "On 
Continuous Molecular Changes” (also reprinted) might 
well have seemed to so erudite a man as Creighton super- 
ficial. Snow’s biopathology was not much in advance of 
rracastor s, and not at all in advance of Henle’s 
essay published thirteen years before Snow's. Snow’s 
depreciation of ancient epidemiology does not attest anv 
serious knowledge of the subject. These are, we think 
palliations of Creighton’s conduct ; but only palliations’ 
tor his account of Snow’s work is misleading, and it is’ 
well that justice has been done to the memory of an 
epidemiologist whose strong points and weak points were 
characteristically English.

Snow’s epidemiology was a labour of love Pm 
fcssor_Hoa speaks ._of him_as_j:J[d_oled w'ih the' 
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ability to think in straight lines, and the courage to 
follow his thought.” That is, we think, a well-deserved 
eulogy. If the devil's advocate retorted that Snow was 
a man of onejdea who did not give much attention to 
other ideas, that would also be true. But, and this is 
Snow’s supreme merit, he was almost Darwinian in the 
trouble he took to assemble not some but all of the 
relevant statistical facts. His hypothesis was that cholera 
had its biological origin in a vital something which passed 
into the dejecta of patients. He did not suppose that 
all cases arose from the drinking of contaminated water, 
but he did suppose that water was the chief vehicle of 
infection. Therefore he set himself to study the local 
distribution of cholera in a city having various sources 
of water supply. 

“I felt that the circumstances of the cholera-poison

The Southwark and 'VaDxball Wafer Supplies 


Snow’s statistical and field investigation was thorough.

Epsom College Pensions 

Later on in the year the Council of Epsotn College will 
award two “ France ” pensions of £30 per annum each 
to duly qualified medical men in reduced circumstances. 
Candidates must be not less than 55 years of age, and, if 
single, must not be in receipt of an income, independently 
of any allowance from the College or the Royal Medical 
Benevolent Fund, of more than £100 per annum. If 
married, the combined incomes of the candidate and his 
wife must not exceed £150 per annum.

Child 'SVelfare in Wales 

Speaking at the opening of a new maternity and child 
welfare centre at Glyn Neath during his official visit to 
South Wales last week. Sir Kingsley Wood said a child 
populafion, healthy and sound, was more than ever 
important to-day, not only for the sake of the children 
but because the fall in the birth rate had reduced the 
proportion of young lives in our population while the fall 
death rate had increased the proportion of 
the older people. Infant mortality in England and Wales 
remained at a low level, and during the last ten years the 
rate of mortality had been less than half what it was at 
the begimimg of the century. This had been largely due 
to the efforts of the State and the local authorities and 
voluntary agencies by the improvement in the environ- 
ment of the child. Social, domestic, and sanitarv and 
better housing conditions had played a great part. 'While 
the arrangements for supervising the health of children 
under the age of 18 months or 2 years were cener- 
ally satisfactory, he desired to see a more svstematic 
and periodical health visiting of all children 'under 5 
who did not attend school. The further establishment in 
certain areas of special “ toddlers clinics ” and of day 
nurseries was also weU worth while. Local authorities 
nad in the mam spared no trouble in making provision 
tor destitute children in suitable homes, but perhaps the 
most important thing to-day was to find the right people 
to look after the children. Buildings were important but 
far less so than the staff. Children should not be re- 
tained m institutions but in homes under the guidance of 
people who studied their needs and made them useful 
Citizens, lo Wales there had been a continued and con- 
siderable expansion of services. In 1926 there were 
thirteen antc-naial clinics at which about 10 per cent, 
of expectant mothers attended ; to-day there were 104 
Such clinics, and about 40 per cent, of the mothers 
attended them. In 1926 there were 250 infant welfare 
centres and there were over 300 to-day, and nearlv 70 
per cent, (if the children under 5 attended them ' He 
Was glad to see that the Commissioner had been able to 
give, or had undertaken to give, grants towards the 
eStres" ‘"enty.four maternity and child welfare

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by Parliament early next year. In co-operation with 
the industry he hoped to make proposals for securing a 
reduction in the price of liquid milk to local authorities 
for the purpose of their maternity and child welfare 
arrangements. Local authorities would be in a position 
to e.xtend their present schemes, under which milk was 
made available either free or at a reduced price, as cir- 
cumstances might require. The expenditure of local 
authorities in South Wales on milk and food bad more 
than trebled in the last ten years, and he hoped this 
policy of extension would be continued. There had been 
two important achievements in Wales during the past 
year: both the infant mortality rate and the tuberculosis 
death rate were the lowest so far recorded in Wales. But 
while this was gratifying, there were many conditions in 
the country that called for further treatment and 
alieniion. 

Light for the Blind 

In 1903 Miss Winifred Holt (now Mrs. Mather) and her 
sister became interested in the welfare of the blind, and 
founded an association, which three years later became tha 
New York Association for the Blind, to prevent unneces- 
sary blindness and to enable the blind to help themselves. 
The association flourished exceedingly, and on August 13 
Mr, and Mrs. Rufus Mather told an interesting story of the 
work done by what has now become an international 
organization. The meeting was held by the kind permis- 
sion of the Master and Wardens in the Qolhworkers Hal), 
Mincing Lane. An account was first given in simple 
untechnica! language of the association’s projects, and two 
films were shown to demonstrate how an illilerate public 
could be taught to avoid prevenlable blindness. Short 
legends were appended to explain each scene, and these 
legends could be translated into the language of the 
country where they were being shown. Preventable 
blindness, it was explained, might be grouped under 
the headings of bad living conditions, dirt, insufficient 
nourishment, industrial accidents, improper liahtins, 
trachoma, and ophthalmia neonatorum. Much had already 
been done m the United States, South America, and the 
West Indies. Mr. and Mrs. IMaiher had personally visiied 
Nowa;^ Denmark, Poland, Hungary, Egv'pt, Turkey, 
India, Ghina, and Japan. In each country they had 
received help and encouragement from the heads of the 
administrative departments, and as the journeys had been 
made at their own cost the association had not been put 
to any expense. ^

Pneumonia in Rand Ivliners 

rvnt n health department of the 

Centra! iMining Rand Mines Group includes a survey of 
the incidence of pneumonia among the miners and' the 
steps taken to combat this disease. In 1936 lobar and 
bronchopneumonia accounted for 4.46 per cent of the total 
morbidity, and for 36SI per cent, of the total mortalttv 

and 36.41 per cent, respectively, it appears that process 
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the results in conjunction with daily urethTal inigahon 
with pot. permang. are most encouraging, and were con- 
siderably better than when saline or no urethral irrigation 
was used. Of twenty-nine cases of acute gonococcal 
urethritis subjected to this dosage excellent results -have 
speedily followed in twenty-one. Frequently the discharge 
has ceased and all symptoms have been relieved within 
three days. None of the twenty-one cases developed any 
complications. In other cases excellent results have been 
obtained in acute epididymitis and acute prostatitis. 
Favourable results have also been experienced in some 
cases of acute salpingitis and in vulvo-vaginitis. 

Surely it will be a great calamity if the experience of 
Dr. Anwyl-Davies and his report to the Therapeutic 
Trials Committee of the Medical Research Council is 
allowed to stultify further research with a remedy which 
is of greater promise than any treatment that has been

Verj' few adults will feel com- 
fortable ivith more than 1/8 in. inside wedges to the 
heels, while more than 3/16 in. is rarely tolerated ; 
among athletes few need crooking of the sole, and some 
even need an outside wedge to the sole to prevent them 
slipping over in the shoe and getting a com on the 
little toe, 

4. Congenital Subluxation of the Patella . — ^In the dis- 
cussion of quadriceps insufficiency no mention is made of 
congenital laxity of the ligamentum patellae, moderate 
degrees of which are quite common and may cause a 
sudden giving way of the knee that may simulate injury 
to the semilunar cartilage, but is not a true “ locking,” 
though it is usually started by some slip or strain. In a 
discussion last year in the Orthopaedic Section of the 
Royal Society of Medicine several of the speakers ex- 
pressed the view that many knees, which have been opened 
for supposed cartilage injury and with negative findings, 
were really instances of this condition. 

Trusting that you will allow me some of your valuable 
space for drawing attention to these points, which are apt 
to be overlooked in practice, though simple when recog- 
nized.

Athletic Injuries of the Knee-joint M. Forrester-Brow'n, M.S., M.D.Lond. 


Sir, — After reading Mr. W. E. Tucker’s excellent and 
very practical paper in your issue of September 1 1 (p. 525) 
one felt it a pity that he had not included in his' otherwise 
very comprehensive article one or two further points which 
are of constant value to the general practitioner and yet 
not as widely recognized as they should be. 

1. Adhesive Strapping . — ^While one is delighted to find 
Mr. Tucker stressing the importance of adequate fi,xation 
for a torn ligament or other joint structure, he omits to 
mention firm adhesive strapping, applied in successive 
layers in various directions so as to give support to the 
torn ligament while allowing activity in other directions. 
This is much more acceptable to the patient than plaster- 
of-Paris, which excludes him From his bath and has more 
weight and precludes most forms of sport. I have found 
adhesive strapping most valuable for all but complete 
tears, and even severe injuries yield to it, I had occasion 
to treat a man who tore most of the internal lateral 
ligament of his knee on the first day of a ski-ing holiday. 
After the knee was controlled by adhesive strapping in 
many layers he was able to continue his ski-ing for the 
rest of his three-weeks' holiday, provided he avoided 
Telemark turns on the injured leg, and he went all over 
rough snow and up and down mountains. After removal 
of the strapping some light adhesions were cleared up by 
cycling. 

2. Manipulation Without Anaesthesia . — While agreeing 
heartily with Mr. Tucker that manipulation by force is 
resorted to far too often in these cases, 1 feel that he has 
not drawn sufficient attention to the frequency with which 
quite small local adhesions may keep up swelling and pain 
in a joint and not clear up with ordinary physiotherapy, 
yet yield dramatically to a forced movement judiciously 
applied while the patient is conscious but of! his gnard. 
In this method there is no danger of tearing any other 
structures or stretching muscles beyond their normal 
length. If the time and direction arc judged correctly, 
which arc matters of experience, the relicf'is immediate 
and the patient regains complete range of the joint or, in 
scxcrc cases, steadily progressive increases of range. 

3. Graded Wedging of Shoes.— The importance of 
taking strain off the knee-joint after injun' bv balancin'* 
the foot correctly cannot he exaggerated, 'but 'my experb 
cncc IS that it is not wise to use 1/4 in. wedges for all

- Aetiologj’ of Erj’fhema Nodosum 

Sir, — ^T hc latest theories concerning the aetiology of 
erythema nodosum relegate this very definite clinical entity 
to the realm of allergy, and the allergens responsible are 
said to range from tuberculin to the toxin of haemolytic 
streptococci. The observations throughout the following 
case and before the appearance of the eruption would 
seem to be of value in this regard. 

A girl aged 4 years was seen with swollen glands on the 
right side of the neck. While the swelling was loxxer than 
the usual tonsil gland the throat was considered to be the 
source of infection. Some days later the local lesions of 
erythema nodosum appeared on both legs in the usual 
position anteriorly. They continued to appear in crops on 
the buttocks, the forearms, and on the face, particularly on 
the forehead, one typical lump being just above the bridge 
of the nose. The lesions went through the usual stages, 
showing finally mild ecchymosis. The patient's temperature 
ranged from 99- in the morning to 103° and 104° in the 
afternoon. The gland was not very tender, and no sore 
throat was complained of. There were mild joint pains, but 
these were not a marked feature. 

The temperature subsided after about sixteen days but the 
sw'ctUng remained, A seaside holiday improved the patient's 
general health, but the gland did not diminish, and since it 
was causing some torticollis by virtue of its bulk it was 
reraoxed. when it was found to contain pus. The latter on 
e.xamination revealed tubercle bacilli and no other organisms ; 
section of the wall of the gland showed giant-cell systems of 
the nature of tuberculous infection. One could safeK' assume, 
therefore, that the condition was tuberculous and not a 
mixed infection. 

Nature is usually' true to type in her skin manifesta- 
tions, and erythema nodosum is such a definite clinical 
entity that one would hesitate to ascribe its causation to 
such widely' ditlering types of infection as .tubercle bacilli 
and haemolytic streptococci. 

This case is so clear cut in its manifestations and 
pathological findings that one ventures to argue that, shoa- 
of equally positive findings, erythema nodosum should be 
considered as of, tuberculous origin unless proved other- 
wise.

The death of Sir George Herbert Pollard on August 27 
removes a member of our profession who took an active 
part in public affairs. Bom on October 20, 1864, he 
studied medicine at the University of Edinburgh, gradu- 
ating M.B., C.M. 'in 1886 and taking the M.D., with 
honours, in 1890. After three more years at Edinburgh, 
where he acted as assistant to the professor of midwifery, 
he was called to the Bar by the Inner Temple, and on 
returning to his native town of Southport was elected to 
the local bench of magistrates. In 1896, the Diamond 
Jubilee year, he was mayor of Southport, and after two 
unsuccessful contests was elected in 1906 M.P. in the 
Liberal interest for the Eccles Division of Lancashire, 
sitting in the House of Commons for that constituency 
until 1918. During the war he was a medical adviser 
to the Ministry of Munitions on poison gas and chemical 
warfare, and a member of the Ministry's medical board. 
He received the honour of knighthood in 1909. 

Sir George Pollard had been a member of the council 
of the London Dermatological Society and a vice-president 
of the Industrial Diseases Section of the Royal Institute of 
Public Health. He was also for some years a member 
of the Lancashire County Council. He married Charlotte 
Elizabeth, daughter of the late Thomas Buttenvorth of 
Burnley, who survives him.

209 Bilateral Lingual Atrophy in Tabes 

According to M. Feuci (Riv. Sper. Freniat., June 30, 
1937, p. 315) lingual hemiatrophy is uncommon and 
bilateral lingual atrophy extremely rare iit tabes. He 
records three cases diagnosed as tabes in which both sides 
of the tongue were atrophic and showed fibrillary trernor ; 
one had already had antisyphilitic treatment and, admitted 
infection, but all had negative Wassermann reactions in 
the blood and cerebrospinal fluid. Two patients had 
muscular atrophy of the Aran-Duchenne type in the upper 
limbs. All had laryngeal crises, two had palatal paresis, 
one had laryngeal palsy, and one weakness of the 
raasseters ; such an ‘‘ inferior bulbar syndrome “ is always 
present when there is bilateral lingual atrophy. This con- 
dition, although possibly due to diffuse vascular meningo- 
myeliiis, may be attributed among other things to primary 
degeneration of the hypoglossal nuclei.

pain. The duration of the premonitory syndrome varied 
from two minutes to two hours, the average being one 
fiour. The interval between the attacks varied between 
one and twenty-one days, but was usually' a week.^ Electro- 
cardiograms offered no assistance in the diagnosis of im- 
pending thrombosis. Records taken after the occlusive 
attack naturally showed characteristic pathological 
changes. A mortality of 35 per cent, was found in 
patients who had experienced the premonitory syndrome. 
The authors decide that it is still doubtful whether r«t 
in bed increase the chances of survival in patients in 
whom the premonitory sy-mptoms have been diagnosed. 
These mav occur characteristically in patients who fail to 
develop typical signs of a coronary artery' occlusion 
within a period of some weeks afterwards. Six patients 
who had a severe attack of pain were placed at complete 
rest and within one to three weeks their attacks had com- 
pletely subsided. It is possible that occlusion was fore- 
stalled and that a collateral arterial supply developed in 
these cases. 

Surgery 


A. Boulet (These Paris, 1937, No. 379) records his obser- 
vations on in cases treated at the Val-de-Grace Military 
Hospital, Paris, from 1926 to 1936. Of these, forty-four 
were cases of typhoid, nine of paratyphoid A, and fifty- 
seven of paratyphoid B, and in one the type was not stated. 
The majority had been inoculated several months before 
their attack, a few only a month or less before, and ten 
several years previously. In most of the cases the disease 
was mild. In ninety-four patients the febrile period did 
not exceed twenty days, and in nine it ranged from two 
to five days. Only eight cases had complications, myo- 
carditis in three and intestinal perforation in one proving 
fatal. In the surviving group there was phlebitis in one 
and slight intestinal haemorrhage in three. Of the* four 
deaths, two were due to typhoid, one to paratyphoid A, 
and one to paratyphoid B, giving a mortality of 4.5, 11.1, 
and 1.7 per cent, respectively for the three groups, and 
a total mortality for the 111 cases of 3.6 per cent. 

211 Epidemic Myalgia 

R. R. Macdonvld, B. Hewell, and M. L. Cooper (Ainer. 
J. Dis. Child., June, 1937, p. 1425) report their observations 
on seventy cases of epidemic myalgia investigated at the 
Children's Hospital, Cincinnati, from July to October, 
1935. During this period 282 cases were reported to the 
local department of health. The outstanding symptoms 
were pain (most commonly abdominal) and fever, both 
of which were sudden in onset. Twenty-five blood cultures 
taken from twenty-three patients were persistently negative, 
and spinal fluid cultures taken from three patients also 
remained negative. Throat cultures showed a, variety of 
bacteria, but the only constant micro-organism was a 
slightly haemolytic streptococcus, which was also found 
in cultures taken from nasal swabs. 

212 Early Sjmploms of .Acute Coronary Occlusion 

Sampson: and Euaser (Amer. Mean J.. June, 1937, p. 675) 
have found that a single spontaneous attack of prolonged 
anginal pain strongly suggests the approach of a typical 
coronary thrombosis. The pain may be due to the sudden 
blockage of an artery which has been gradually narrowed 
to an extreme degree. In twemv-ninc cases observed 
oxer a period of two and a half vears the authors found 
mat long-standmg angina pectoris was present in about 
.u per cent. The character of the prcmonilorv attack of 
precordial pain in those patients who had had angina 
peeloris previously rarely differed from their Ic.-mer 


213 Chronic Portal Obstruction 

V. Lozzi {Rinasc. ined., June 15, 1937, p. 371), after an 
allusion to the non-success of the usual surgical treatment 
of ascites in hepatic cirrhosis, considers the various venous 
anastomoses which have been effected. He remarks that 
Rosenstein’s union of the inferior vena cava and the portal 
vein demands virtuosity even in a surgeon e.xperienced in 
vascular operations, and regrets that anastomosis between 
the superior mesenteric and portal veins, as done by 
Bogoraz in 1912 and Krestiowsky in 1926, has not more 
often been tried. He has found that such a union 
remained pervious in seven out of ten dogs. The same 
oj^ration has been done on an alcoholic subject, aged 49, 
with hepatic cirrhosis, and in a woman, aged 26, with 
portal thrombosis. Both made good recoveries, and the 
rate of accumulation of ascitic fluid was afterwards con- 
siderably less. Lozzi prefers a lateral anastomosis to the 
termino-iateral union made by the others, and regards a 
stoma of at least 15 mm. in diameter as essential. A less 
drastic proceeding proposed by the author is anastomosis 
of a radicle of the inferior mesenteric vein or of the ileo- 
colic vein with an iliac vein ; this method was tried by 
Ghiron without success.

Indications for X-Ray Therapy 


H. Hoefelder (BTcn. kliii. TVsehr., July 16, 1937, p. 1051) 
gives the results of his extensive experience in the treat- 
ment of malignant growths with x rays, and compares 
them with those obtained by operation. " In small carcino- 
mata of the skin surgery and irradiation give equally good 
results, whereas extensive inoperable skin carcinomata can 
be treated only by irradiation. The proportion of recur- 
rences in these cases was only 20 per cent. Of cases of 
inoperable carcinoma of the breast treated with x ravs 
40 per cent, were alive after three years, and 36 per cent! 
after five years. Prophylactic' post-operative irradiation 
considerably improved the operative results ; 68 per cent, 
of cases treated in this way were alive after three vears 
and 54 per cent, after five years. Untreated bronchial 
carcinoma practically always proves fatal, but three cases 
treated with .r rays were alive after seven, si.x, and four 
^ years respectively. Similar results were 
obtained in cases of carcinoma of the oesophagus, in the 
o-^onhn"^ which the author prefers .r ravs to intra- 
of radium.

Nine of the 
sixteen cultures of -T. gypseid?} differed from the type 
culture in texture or colour of the mycelium, in pigmenta- 
tion of the -nutrient medium, or in microscopical charac- 
teristics such as the absence of macroconidia. No correla- 
tion existed between the clinical type of ringworm caused 
by the fungus and the variation which it exhibited on 
Sabouraud's medium, 

220 Lccal Treatment of Lc’ Ulcers 

A. Tz.tNCK and M.-L. Neret [Bull. Soc. franp. Derm. 
Syph., June, 1937, p. 993) describe four cases of varicose 
leg ulcers cured by the application of an ointment con- 
taining flounder oil [I'hmle de flelan). The dressings were 
first renewed daily and later every three or four days: 
During the treatment the patients were confined to bed. 
The authors claim that the vitamin A content of this oil 
is greater than that of cod-liver oil. An ulcer measuring 
6 cm. by 3 cm. healed in three weeks, and another 
measuring 3 cm. by 1 cm. healed in eighteen days. In all 
four cases reported other means of treatment had pre- 
viously been tried with no result. The authors have been 
using the same treatment in a variety of other skin con- 
ditions, including eczema, lupus, etc., with encouraging 
results. 

221 Exudative Erjthemata 

K. BtNGOl-D [Med. Kliiiik, July 2, 1937, p. 889) describes 
erythema exudativum multiforme as a general disease in 
which the skin condition predominates. Eiythema in- 
fectiosum and nodosum are two clinical subdivisions of 
this disease. Aeliologically, syphilis, influenza, lympho- 
granulomatosis, and septic conditions must be borne 
in mind. In gonococcal endocarditis a polymorphous 
exanthem may be present. In mild as well as in severe 
cases of sepsis due to staphylococci eruptions may be 
found over the whole body, and in the earliest stage there 
is oedema of the papillary bodies and the cutis. Miliary 
abscesses appearing as papules occur in the stratum reticu- 
late. In sepsis due to pyogenic haemolytic streptococci 
the skin is covered with papules which sometimes become 
pustular. Haemorrhages, roseoles, pustules, and wide- 
spread crythemata may occur together. In endocarditis 
due to pneumococci metastatic skin conditions are un- 
common. In meningococcal infections of the skin the 
arteries and capillaries arc affected ; the clinical picture of 
erythema exudativum and nodosum may be seen, and 
roseoles and petechial or haemorrhagic exanthemata may 
be found. In endocarditis Icnta bacterial emboli are found 
in the end-arteries of the skin, producing painful Osier’s 
nodes. B. pyocyaneiis produces an inflammation of the 
arterial wall resulting in a red wheal, which may become 
ulcerated. In all cases of erythema accompanied by a 
high temperature a blood culture should be done. 


222 Gonccoccal Epididymitis Treated by Leeches 

M. Schubert (Derm, ii'sc/ir., July 17, 1937, p. 917) has 
been using leeches in the treatment of gonococcal epididy- 
mitis since 1936 with good results. Three leeches were 
applied as soon as this complication occurred, and within 
lirilf an hour they fell off, engorged with blood. ' There 
was bleeding from the site of suction for about three 
hours afternards. During the treatment rest in bed with 
the scrotum raised and applications of boric fomentations 
were ordered ; urethral injections were stopped. Thinv- 
six patients treated in this way were compared with ihinv- 
inc.trcalcd in 1935 by other methods. The author found 
that; (!) treatment with leeches relieved pain more quickiv 
th.m did cuher methods; (2) the inllammatorv swcllin-did 
not repress as rapidly as the pain ; (3) ureihra! injccTioos 
cc uid I e resumed a lew days earlier than in other treat- 


ment?: f4) the averace course' of treatment could be 
shortened by a week. ' In S3 per cent, of cases the con- 
dition on discharge was excellent, and in 17 per cent, it 
was unsatisfactory. Schubert used leeches in five cases 
of gonococcal arthritis and in eight cases of non-specific 
epididymitis, and had surprisingly good results. He believes 
that the value of leeches lies in their restoring normal 
circulatory conditions : pain is thus relieved and spasm 
of the blood vessels inhibited. 

223 Lflfra-violct Irradiation In Skin Diseases 

A. A. B.abkov.x (Arch. Sci. bioL, 1937, 45, 1, p. 207) has 
investigated the sensory and motor chronaxia before and 
after the action of ultra-violet light in various types of 
skin diseases, including eczema, dermatitis, lupus erythe- 
matosus, lupus vulgaris, and dermatomycosis. She noted 
regular changes in the sensory chronaxia beyond the limits , 
of one segment. The nature of these changes was deter- 
mined by the functional state of the nervous system before 
irradiation ; the healthy skin showed a lengthening of the 
chronaxia, while in the affected skin the previously 
lengthened chronaxia’ was shortened. The functional 
changes were identical in the different skin affections irre- 
spective of the aetiology and clinical symptoms. 

224 Poradenitis Venerea 

T. H.xshimoto et al. (Jap. J. Derm. Urol., May 20, 1937,. 
p. 165) have studied 185 cases of poradenitis venerea' 
(lymphogranuloma inguinale) since 1928, 171 in men and 
14 in women ; 82 per cent, of the patients were in the 
third decade. In all but three the disease was of venereal 
origin. In 114 the primary lesion was found on the e.x- 
ternal genitalia. It occurred as a circular erosion with no 
infiltration, or as an irregular sore the size of a pea, or 
as rounded, hard, infiltrated nodules, with central depres- 
sions, slightly raised above the skin surface. • The incuba- 
tion period of the primary lesion was a week in seventy- 
five cases, and it lasted from one to forty days. Unilateral 
buboes were slightly more common than bilateral, the right 
and left sides being equally affected. The incubation 
period of the buboes was most commonly from two to 
four weeks. Frei’s intradermal reaction was specific in 
96 per cent, of cases. The duration of the disease de- 
pended on the degree of glandular inflammation ; the 
shortest duration recorded was eighteen days and the 
longest 390, the average being from two to three months.

Obstetrics and Gjuaecology 

B’llateral Hydrosalpinx 


C. BecLere (Btdl. Soc. Obstet. Gynec. Paris, May, 1937, 
p. 381) again emphasizes the clinical importance of 
bilateral hydrosalpin.x, which is usually only detected 
radiologically. The condition is more common than is 
usually supposed, and Beclere found it in 100 out of 
8TO cases which he investigated for tubal impermea- 
bdity by lipiodol injections, and these were all gynaeco- 
logical patients in whom diagnosis was difficult. ’ In his 
personal experience of cases of sterilitv about one-quarter 
have bilateral hydrosalpinx, this representing one-half of 
those with bilateral tubal occlusion ; the con-espondin” 
proportions in chronic genital infection are one-seventh 
and one-thud respectively. The condition is less common 
in cases of metrostaxis without obvious cause and cases of 
micrmenstrual pain, in both of which bilateral hvdro- 
pfpinx may be an incidental expression of a chronic

Mrs. B., a patient t\ith a left Srine’s ampmaiion, came to see us in 1934 "■'idt an appliance that 
she had been wearing for two years which was ugly, heavy and ill-fitting, and causing her great 
discomfort. As a result of incorrect alignment the steel supports had caused pressure sores to 
develop at the inner side of the knee and outer end of the stump. 

The end bearing, which should be the great asset of Symie’s amputation, was taking practically 
no weight, by far the greater part of the weight being taken on a thigh corset with a bearing on 
the ischial tuberosity. Yet, in spite of this, the end pad of the smmp was already showing signs 
of loosening due to the outward lateral movement which took 
place at every step (see Figure i). If such end results are obtained, 
it is small wonder that many surgeons may regard Syme’s 
amputation as unsatisfactory. In point of fact a Syme’s can be as 
satisfactory an ampu'tation as any other, when correctly fitted, as 
the case in question shows. 

A plaster cast of the stump was takenj the positive copy of 
which was suitably modified to make use of the weight bearing 
points under the knee, and to ensure that the end bearing pad 
could expand without friction whilst taking a full share of 
weight.

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THE WIDER ISSUES OF HEALTH LEGISLATION 
IN INDUSTRY*

The new Factories Bill/ Act, t in spite of omissions and 
shortcomings, represents a verj’ considerable advance in 
social legislation. Under certain provisions health and 
safety are automatically improved. There are other pro- 
visions, however, which depend for their effect almost 
entirely on the manner in which they are implemented. 
There is nothing automatic for instance about Clause 11, 
which provides for medical supervision, nor about those 
wide new powers of the Secretary of State, nor about 
Clause 46, which deals with the removal of dust or fumes. 
The effectiveness of these provisions and of many more 
will depend to a verj' great extent not only on the 
available degree of care and skill, but on a high level of 
co-operation and of common consent to make the results 
as good as is humanly possible. It is here that we touch 
the wider issues of legislation, which can be regarded as 
of two kinds. It can produce some results by fiat, but, 
on the other hand, a great deal of modern social legisla- 
tion defies accurate check and depends for its success on 
the existence of a widespread desire that in a particular 
field progress shall be made. Any enactment aiming, for 
instance, at a higher standard of first-aid work in industry 
would fall into this latter category. Such a law could 
be utterly defeated by a variety of factors. 

It is not true that the legislature can always be the 
prime mover in social progress. More probably it is very 
rarely so. As Benedetto Croce recently said, “ Discipline 
which contains Society instead of being contained in it 
leads to a suppression of the intelligence.” Good laws 
must follow in the wake of experiment, and it is perhaps 
true to say that in the social field they act as pegs securing 
advances pending a new forward movement. They make 
obligatory on the many what the few have already found 
to be good practice. To some such an idea is heresy, but 
it seems the only practical one in relation to a developing 
system such as modern industry. It is useless to legislate 
that things shall be done if there are not enough people 
with the necessary experience to do them. Hence there 
must always be a vanguard of voluntary effort and experi- 
ment before a position is consolidated by law. 


Experimental Work 


A great deal of experimental work in industrial health 
has been done by individual employers, and much of 
what is known as industrial welfare has proved so valuable 
to the general well-being of the worker that the hew

Bill/Act is to give to it the force of law (vide clauses 
2, 3, 5, 11, 41, 42, 43). It has ceased to be voluntary, 
and is to become an obligation. Much of the work that 
is still being done voluntarily and against which the 
charge of paternalism has at times been levelled is in fact 
the developing embryo of future law. If it fails to be 
socially valuable it should be dropped. If it is successful 
sooner or later it will become a statutory obligation. 
Holidays .with pay, medical and educational services, a 
shorter working week, the study of incentive schemes, 
pension arrangements, and feeding facilities are but a 
few of the fields of experiment at the present lime. With- 
out the voluntary activity of certain progressive em- 
ployers, aided by the co-operation of many of the trade 
unions, we should not now have acquired the necessary: 
data to form the basis of much of our new industrial law. 
To obstruct this voluntary work would be very short- 
sighted. because experimental laws lead to confusion, and 
the real social growth cells develop strength only in a 
free environment. Dr. Lane will later explain to you 
the details of one determined voluntary e.xperiment which 
has produced results of profound social significance. 
The policy of the Industrial Welfare Society has been 
criticized at times, but looking back nearly twenty years 
no one can deny that it is the voluntary effort called 
forth by the Society which has been a most powerful 
stimulus to progress and which has enabled ideas to 
become acceptable that ten years ago would have bee.n 
rejected as unworkable. Without the practical experi- 
ence of such voluntary' schemes the health provisions of 
the present Bill /Act would have encountered an opposi- 
tion in Parliament undoubtedly sufficient to wreck many 
of them. Robert Hyde and his co-workers deserve recog- 
nition by our profession. 

Under the new Factories Bill /Act undertakings which 
have discharged their duties faithfully in the light of 
modern knowledge will find few if any new legal burdens 
placed on them. Certain things that were formerly done 
voluntarily will now be done under statute — that is ail. 
The burden falls on those who have hitherto worked to 
minimal standards. These will have to adopt a new- 
standard, and their competitive advantage over more con- 
scientious firms will be reduced. In the long run such 
competitive advantage is probably illusory because good 
conditions and healthy workers lead to sound industrial 
operations, but on the short view it often happens that 
a firm working to a low hygienic standard can undersell 
the more expensively operated concern which increases 
overhead costs by giving safer and more healthy con- 
ditions of work. Regarded in this way the new Bill/.Act 
-will enable progressive minds to work out new advances.

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.Some day these will be enshrined in statute and a new 
forward step made possible. 

Legislative Proposals 

The present Bill/ Act has made provision for interim 
advances by granting to the Secretary of State very wide 
powers (wider than in any previous Factory Act) to make 
rules and orders having the force of law. It is obvious, 
however, that the detailed needs of a developing system," 
such as modern industry, could not be met by constant 
recourse to the full legislative routine. Parliament has 
insufficient time and technical knowledge for these urgent 
but frequently recurring matters. Our public health system 
would long ago have broken down if the Minister had 
not extensive executive power, but some form of statutory 
Advisory Board may be desirable, for it is important that 
a wide range of knowledge should be available to the 
Minister, not only when he chooses to call for it, but 
when the parties most directly concerned desire that it 
shall be called. This proposal is no reflection on an 
efficient department served by a body of zealous public 
servants, but it is the demand that new conditions be 
met by new methods. Many of the wider issues of 
industrial health, such as the psychoncuroses and emo- 
tional disturbances, together with their physical sequelae, 
arise not out of unhealthy conditions such as H.M. 
inspectors are concerned with, but out of methods of work, 
methods of selection of staff, systems of supervision, pay- 
ment, and incentive which it might be improper or diffi- 
cult for civil servants to concern themselves with. The 
Advisory Board would, however, be free to raise and 
discuss these matters before they arc entangled in prejudice 
by becoming political questions. 

For the time being we must take the Bill/Act as it is 
and realize that it pegs industrial health and welfare at 
a higher level than ever before, and that provision will 
have been made for detailed improvements in that standard 
pending some future date when a new law becomes 
necessary. Our interest therefore ceases to be with enact- 
ments and becomes fixed upon four bodies of individuals: 

1. Those svho carry out the provisions of law in industry. 

2. Those c.xperts called in to advise or supervise. , 

3. Those who by research and experiment will pave the 
way to new' advances. 

4. Those who teach and in whose power it is to stimulate 
an intelligent and informed determination to make progress. 

The wider issues of health legislation can be sum- 
marized in one word — education. This is the task that 
lies before the present generation. The long fight to 
obtain recognition of society's duty to its members is 
all but won. The next task will be more laborious, and 
it will lack the spectacular victories of the earlier political 
struggles. It involves raising the enthusiasms of indiffer- 
ent but not hostile people, pa.ssing new ideas into the 
currency of daily thought and action and bringing about 
co-ordination between diverse and at times conflicting 
interests, and, above all. stimulating individual rc.sponsi- 
biiity. The success or failure of the attempt means more 
than the health of groups of industrial workers. It means 
the health and ultimate fate of democratic society. 

Protection of the Worker 

Men and women are still injured, poisoned, and in- 
adecpiately treated in respect of occurrences in industry 
that ought not to happen. In some eases there is criminal 
neglect and in othe.rs there is that e'emeni of chance which 
exonerate^ eversonc. Neither of ihe<e classes need con- 
cern us here. The !;w can look after the former and 


improved technique the latter. On the other hand the 
great mass of industrial mishaps, maltrcalnicnt. or neglect 
arises because of shortcomings in what one might term 
“ the industrial conscience." Partly this is due to a lack 
of awareness, partly to lack of knowledge, but very largely 
to a failure to appreciate the proble'm in its entirety. 
The safety and health of- the worker must be the para- 
mount interest on any plant or process. The temptation 
to slop short in the scarcli for proper protection and to 
hope for the best is strong and must be resisted. Even 
the worker will sometimes resist protective measures, but 
then we must go a stage further back and try to find 
out why. It may be that earnings arc reduced if pro- 
tective gear is used. It may be that prolonged unemploy- 
ment has reduced skill to such an extent that any further 
handicap is crucial. The responsibility for solution is then 
shifted from the technical staff to the general administra- 
tion or even to the Slate itself. 

Proncncss to Accident 

Accident proncncss may be inherent in the individual, 
but it may be the result of the impact of a particular 
system of working on certain temperaments. It may even 
be that a system comes into general use in a trade and 
that its cfTccl on individuals is entirely lost sight of. The 
result may be an increase in accidents or in ordinary sick- 
ness, and no medical supervision as envisaged in Clause 1 1 
of the Bill /Act will be able to detect causes unless there 
is a full appreciation of the possible clTccts of methods of 
work on the general health of the worker. A dilTcrcntial 
diagnosis in such cases often calls for the co-opcrnlion of 
several difTcrent people, and for a medical opinion, but 
whatever the particular trouble any investigation must be 
a wide one: social i.ssuc.s, personal issuc.s, and often 
chemical or mechanical issues arc involved, A change 
of foreman may affect an accident rate, beneficially 
because he runs his shop well, adversely because he 
harasses and distracts the men. A certain well-controlled 
and prolonged experiment on the effect of noi.se resulted 
in the unexpected conclusion that in this particular case 
the personality of the supervisors entirely overbalanced 
the effects of the physically produced noi.se. It was under 
the better supervisor that the greatest well-being was 
experienced, irrespective of the type of machine used. 

Personality in Industry 

These effects of personality tend to be lost sight of in 
highly organized plants. The tendency is often to place 
too much reliance on the physical and too little on the 
temperamental. Neither must be ignored, but balanced 
judgement and a good deal of knowledge arc essential. 
Health is a state of poise and interna! harmony. It may 
be upset in a host of different ways, and the results may 
be seen in increased accidents, increased sick absence, 
lower production, or even in remote symptoms such as 
local social unrest. The village in proximity to a pit 
felt to be a risky one is not in social harmony, fbew 
things are not by any means digressions. So much is 
moving within the industrial organism to-day. .So n:'iny 
changes sweep across whole trades and occupations irre- 
spective of single factories that it becomes necessary m 
link up general health conditions with indiisiria! meihuos 
and tendencies in order to get a complete picture of cvcrits, 
.and to this must be added the continually lengthening iC' 
of chemical hazards. Once, however, safe and jus! con- 
ditions of work have been produced it is deeply luirrrit:- 
to the self-respect, general health, and proper roc/.d 
velopment of the individual if responsibility is fcrnovo- 
from him or her. Unless as individuals we c.an ret., n 
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enough of our personality to achieve persona! successes 
or failures and have some scope for personal adventure 
in life, we all tend sooner or later to find other outlets 
for our self-expression ; the escape into illness is one 
of them, and it is by no means generally recognized. 

Responsibilities of the Employer 

If we are going to look further afield than the actual 
work in our search for causes of ill-health, hazard, or 
accident, how far has the individual entployer a duty in 
respect of these conditions? Some are obviously his re- 
sponsibility, such as the bad selection or inadequate educa- 
tion of supervisors or foremen, and methods of pay that 
put a premium on taking risks. He also has a duty 
in certain cases to attend to the transport and feeding 
of his employees, but in other instances matters are 
obviously beyond his scope— for example, loss of skill due 
to prolonged unempIojTnent, rush orders to fulfil con- 
tracts for which there is no real urgency, demands from 
the public for articles which are hazardous to produce 
and necessary only for the dictates of passing fashion. 
In many ways the pace at which work is demanded and 
the sudden changes that occur in the nature of the demand 
piace a very great strain on even the most conscientious 
employer. After all, if he loses orders his employees lose 
work, and the whole question of precipitate ordering 
becomes a social question of some magnitude. 

Perhaps enough has been said to indicate the wide 
range of influences additional to those covered by law that 
bear upon working conditions and indirectly on the 
worker. The worker stands at the focal point of a very 
complicated system of influences, and as things develop 
the system does not tend to become simpler. It may be 
that society will be constrained to pause and consider 
before long whether anyone gains much by the amount 
of hurried work and whether, conversely, a number of 
people, particularly the productive worker and those who 
immediately administer his svork, do not suffer a great 
deal in ways that are as yet beyond the scope of legisla- 
tion but not beyond the range of that research and inquiry 
which must, in the nature of things, precede any legislative 
action. It is certainly true that in many works young 
employees get a quite inadequate amount of time spent 
on their training, both technically and in respect of safety. 

Medicine and Industry 

Medicine in one way and another is coming more and 
more into intimate contact with industry. The new 
Factories Bill/Acl brings the possibility of medical super- 
vision on a wide scale into practical affairs. The selection 
of staff, the training of supervisors, and the investigation 
of production problems have medical implications. It is 
necessary to know something physiological and psycho- 
logical regarding workers for particular jobs such as motor 
driving, flying, and deep-sea diving. Skin conditions, 
ophthalmic problems, and cardiac efficiency are but three 
on the physiological list, while the type of worker who 
is temperamentally unfitted for particular tasks is now 
receiving much attention. It is no use ssorking these 
things out if we have no social mechanism for effecting 
transfers or for absorbing misfits where they wiU be assets. 
Misfits are not just psychological oddities. Tnere are 
also countless physic.a! misfits such as asthmatics, diabetics, 
orthopaedic cases, and cx-luberculous patients. We cani 
not just relegate such people to an industrial scrap-heap. 
They base a right to be fitted in, prosided that for their 
p.art they arc willing to co-operate in reasonable measures 
for their welfare. The difficulties at present of dealing 
with these cases arc great, but as ihev arc overcome or 


perhaps in order that they may be overcome, we need 
large numbers.of medical men and women who are able 
to relate medical data to industrial conditions and who 
understand something at first hand of actual industrial 
problems. Industry is an intricate affair. It is full of 
all sorts of anomalies, but not every;one realizes that they 
are anomalies. It is in this connexion that it becomes 
so obvious that in general education a biological inter- 
pretation should be given so that the future administrators 
of industry and of the social services could be enabled to 
appreciate’ more fully the nature of the problems that face 
them. Such a question as the shortening of the working 
week and the increase of leisure has marked biological 
factors. Working conditions are an integral pan of the 
process of living, and work is a part of life. A proper 
increase in leisure is essential, but the four-hour or- five- 
hour working day is a myth — not theoretically or 
economically, but biologically. Somewhere there is an 
optimum balance between work and leisure which politi- 
cians and statesmen cannot determine without a know- 
ledge of the biological and psychological needs of an 
emergent society. Planning must fit man and not man 
the planning. The present lack of a biological back- 
ground to social action is nowhere more evident than in 
our views on workmen’s compensation. An injured man 
needs temporary financial aid pending cure, or compensa- 
tion for any permanent loss of earning power and vitality, 
but he also needs the serrices of a proper rehabilitation 
scheme. To stimulate the will to rapid cure and to find 
suitable work in which the man can complete his cure 
are twin problems. The longer a man is idle the harder 
is the process of return to work. 

Industrial Training for Doctors 

An industrial training for doctors as a postgraduate 
course with practical experience is essential. The financial 
difficulties are great, because merely visiting industries is 
quite inadequate and the proper training takes tinje. In 
addition to a study of processes some insight into 
managerial functions and technique is necessary to enable 
the doctor to understand the problems of administration. 
We are but at the beginning of a new phase, and how we 
deal with it is a matter of very great importance. During 
the great svar the Army learnt that it was essential to 
bring in the medical staff when discussing major opera- 
tions. Industry is now in the same phase. It is beginning 
to take medicine into its counsels and to give it more 
than a purely research and supervisory function. Pro- 
gress is slow, but a step in the right direction was taken 
when the British Medical Association decided to prepare 
an ethical code for doctors working directly or indirectly 
in industry. They legislated for a new idea, and the 
proposals are before the Representative Body at this 
meeting. They went funher when, in order to deal with 
the wider issues of social medicine, they formed a joint 
committee with the Trades Union Congress. 

Until a few years ago a mere handful of medical men 
and women surveyed the major medical problems of 
industry. Mostly civil servants, starting with Thomas 
Legge in I89S, they laboured without any publicity and 
with very little recognition, doing a piece of work of 
which this country has cause to be extremelv proud 
The certifying factory' surgeons did their share of super- 
vision, and now medicine is asked to undertake a far 
greater responsibility for industrial health. The new 
Bill '.Act lays very considerable burdens an us- as a pro- 
fession. and we must evolve the necessary machinery to 
tram and educate (they are no: synonymous terms) doctors 
for industrial work. >fediciae is becoming a function of 
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management. Employers take medical men and women 
into their concerns, and in some an administrative and 
advisory function is combined. The Trade Unions has'c 
their own medical advisers, and the great hope is that all 
these dilTerent officers will continue to pull together in 
mutual confidence and consideration as they now so 
happily do. The universities are awakening to the need 
of supplying trained graduates (vide Birmingham and 
London), and the stage is set for a large-scale advance. 
This is likely to be rapid once we have overcome the 
difficulties of co-ordinating the sociological (labour 
management and health) functions of the small firms. 
These employ about two-thirds of the insured population, 
and the new Factories Bill/ Act will be a great stimulus 
to co-operation on labour questions. 

Social Implications 

To an extent which those outside industry often fail 
to grasp, the industrial system of to-day/ is rapidly becom- 
ing the social centre of gravity. Many of its problems 
are primarily in the field of social medicine, not only in 
regard to the health and welfare of the workers, but 
indirectly in its effect on the whole social structure and 
the issues that arise therefrom in the lives and destinies 
of the bulk of our population. As a profession we can- 
not ignore the wider issues of industrial health ; but %ve 
cannot understand them or play our part adequately 
unless we are prepared to study the industrial structure, 
from the worker at his bench and in his home to the 
administrative and technical functions which control his 
work, and to realize that in the widest sense his health 
is dependent on many factors, and that any attempt to 
deal with parts of the problem in isolation must prove 
a failure. Every preventive and therapeutic measure must 
be related to some central idea, because the worker himself 
is not isolated but is a functional part of an intricate 
system, and his health, happiness, and social efficiency 
depend on a high degree of technical and cultural co- 
ordination. Doctors, employers, trade ainionists, econo- 
mists, and teachers must understand each' other and work 
together if we arc to evolve progressive ideas which, 
after due trial, can be turned into the currency of practice, 
and without which no legislation can be of the slightest 
avail. 


A specification for hacmacytometer counting chambers 
and haemacytometer dilution pipettes has recently been 
prepared, with the co-operation of the medical profession, 
by the British Standards Institution. In framing the speci- 
fication particular attention has been paid to the various 
tolerances specified. The accuracy of a blood count 
depends on the skill of the operator in obtaining a repre- 
sentative sample, in carrying out the dilution, and in the 
use of the counting chamber ; it is also limited by the 
errors of the apparatus employed. The accuracy of the 
final count depends, inter alia, on the accuracy of a 
number of elements of the counting chamber — for 
c.vample, accuracy of ruling, accuracy of depth, departure 
of under surface’ of cover glass from a plane, etc. In 
view of the number of possible sources of error the 
tolerances on individual elements had to be kept small in 
order to avoid the po.ssibility of a comparatively large 
error in the final count due to an accumulation of small 
errors. On the basis of measurements carried out at the 
National Physical Laboratory on samples submitted by 
manufacturers as representative of current production, the 
tolerances were also related to the degree of accuracy 
attainable in manufacture without unduly increasing the 
cost of production.

My contribution to the discussion is an account of what 
has taken place in the electric accumulator industry during 
the last twenty years. It will furnish, 1 hope, a eoiieretc 
example of what can be done, and what is now being 
done, to safeguard health in a dangerous industry, and will 
give some idea of the importance of individual clYort as 
a complement to legislation. 

In the first place I must point out that the particular 
risk in the battery industry is lead poisoning. In the years 
immediately following the war the industry began to 
expand. Batteries were needed for numerous purposes, 
and new fields opened up for their use. This demand had 
to be satisfied, and manufacture was undertaken by people 
with no previous experience of the industry and with little 
knowledge of the dangers it involved. They found that 
they were subject to certain Home Office rules and regula- 
tions, which they observed, or tried to observe — at any 
rate in the letter. 

Soon it became evident that all was not well. A few 
workers were taken seriously ill, many looked and felt 
unwell, and the general standard of health in the industry 
deteriorated. Men became apprehensive when they heard 
of their friends suffering from lead poisoning ; they became 
more worried when they saw that, some of them were ptirn, 
lysed, could not dress or feed themselves for months on end, 
and did not return to work for a year or eighteen months. 
Some sought other jobs, but most carried on. They did 
what men usually do in these circumstances — they made 
feeble jokes about the danger, and a certain department 
became known as " The Dead House.'’ The evil reputa- 
tion spread to the districts round about, and it became, for 
instance, a stock joke for the wag visiting the works to 
misinterpret the notice “ Drive Dead .Slow.” 1 mention 
these facts merely to give you some idea of the slate of 
mind that existed among employees — a state of mind that 
can have produced nothing but harm, and probably caused 
as much suffering and inefficiency as the actual lead itself. 

■ The larger firms did mtich to improve conditions, and 
during 1924 the Home Office authorities, viewing with 
alarm the rise in the number of cases of lead poisoning, 
decided that further and concerted efforts must be made. 
Employers and others were consulted, and the rcgtilations 
governing the industry were completely revised, ^lc^c 
rule.s, which came into force in 1925, made the best prac- 
tice. of the more progressive firms compulsory on all 
manuf.acturcrs, and regulations were drawn up by the 
Medical Department of the Home Oflice based on the vast 
experience of lead poisoning which they had accumulated 
in past years from other industries. 

These regulations may be said to have brought the 
practice of the backward up to the level of the progressive 
firms, or, in Dr. Lockhart's words, “Tticy pegged the 
advance." There was at any rate to be no .slipping b.ick 
from this level. This was a reasonable standard, and it 
was to be a minimum standard. Excellent results followed 
the introduction of this code of regulations ; the number oi 
cases began to fall, and has continued to fall ever sinsc. 
This decTinc, however, has been assisted by another factor, 
which I will now describe. ... .

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Despite the introduction of the 1925 regulations the inci- 
dence of cases in the largest and most progressive of the 
firms continued to rise. This apparent anomaly is east of 
explanation. I have already pointed out that- the 1925 
revision of regulations was largely based on the current 
practice of the progressive firms, where these regulations 
had been voluntarily applied for a considerable time. In 
making the code compulsory, therefore, little change was 
necessarv in the methods of this factory. Their business, 
however, was growing fast, with a corresponding increase 
in the number of employees, and since the proportion of 
cases to employees remained fairly steady it is obvious that 
the number of cases would continue to rise. 

Imestigation in the Factory 

Here was a difficult problem. The Home Office could 
not immediately introduce more stringent regulations ; it 
was already working hard to administer the previous code. 
The employers also were extremely worried at the turn of 
events. They had spent a great deal of money in their 
attempt to put things right, and still they were unsuccessful. 

It was here that the Medical Department of the Home 
Office went outside the rules and regulations and func- 
tioned in its other most important capacity — that of 
adviser. The, Chief Medical Inspector pointed out that 
the problem needed further investigation “ on the spot," 
and it was suggested that the firm should appoint a 
medical man who would study the problem in the factory. 
Fortunately, this company had a board of directors which 
needed no persuasion that money so spent might reason- 
ably be expected to result in a solution of the problem. 
At any rate they were prepared to make the experiment, 
and a medical officer was appointed for three years. He 
svas to study the industry and its particular dangers, and 
was to make recommendations as to how improvements 
could be effected. 

For his work it was necessary’ to have facilities for 
determining the effects of various doses of poison, how 
this entered the body, and the limits of contamination 
of the atmosphere which might safely be allowed. This 
knowledge was us^d when collaborating with chemists and 
engineers to produce safe working conditions. In addition 
it was necessary to elaborate methods for the routine 
medical supervision of the workers. But more than this 
was needed ; it was essential that hours of work, and in 
some cases rates of pay, should be adjusted. These matters 
not only required the co-operation of a management which 
was fully alive to its responsibilities to the workers, but 
one which had the will and determination to see that every 
necessary step was taken. The figures show that the 
results of the experiment were satisfactory : in fact, they 
were so satisfactory that t^cse methods were in 1929 
extended to other factories in this industry, and with the 
same happy results. Here, then, we have an e.xample of 
the wider activities of the Home Office in dealing with 
problenrs of this type. Rules and regulations embodying 
the best-known practice are laid down to ensure a reason- 
able minimum. Firms are then encouraged to undertake 
further pioneer work in which advice and e.xpert assistance 
arc forthcoming. This seems an eminentlv practical 
method of procedure, and one likely to give good results 
To my mind the advisory function of this Government 
department is a most important one. 

It might be argued that the method adopted in the case 
1 ha\c described is not the best method of procedure - 
that all investigations should be made bv a Government 
body, and that rigid rules and regulations governin-- manu- 
fficturo should immediately be based on these findings 
the charge of paternalism might even be lexelted at this

industry, and at the methods it has adopted. Such a 
charge, however, can be easily met. It should surely be 
required of any employer that he should provide safe 
conditions of employment for his workers. If the public 
demands an article the manufacture of which involves 
expensive plant' and an expensive organization, it must 
expect to pay a correspondingly high price. Attempts to 
cut prices at the expense of the worker s health w’cre the 
habit of industry in the past, and it would seem that one 
of the biggest advantages of any large combine is the 
power it possesses of keeping prices at a level which will 
enable the worker to be adequately provided for in the 
mailer of healthy \vorking conditions. In this connexion 
it is interesting to note that in a recent trade agreement 
of which I have knowledge general collaboration upon 
measures for health protection was specifically agreed 
upon. 

Need for Concerted Effort 

Dr. Lockhart contends that the long fight to obtain 
recognition of society's duty to its members is all but won. 
This is true. WTiat is now needed is a concerted effon to 
implement that recognition. There are still far too many 
individuals who evade the responsibilities the community 
rightly expects them to carry. There is no doubt that some 
of the smaller firms provide the best possible working con- 
ditions — conditions and relations which are only possible 
in a small undertaking, but unfortunately the converse 
is also true ; many of the very Worst conditions so far as 
dangerous trades are concerned are found in small firms. 
In some cases this results from the necessity to ciit prices, 
and where this is so an attempt is often made to reduce 
overhead expenses by curtailing necessary health services. 
In other cases personal selfishness inffuences policy. No 
education of the individual employer will entirely over- 
come this attitude where it exists. He must be strictly 
controlled by legislation, which must not lag far behind 
the most progressive practice. He will then be obliged to 
provide reasonable conditions for his employees, but the 
standard can never reach the level that is actually attain- 
able unless the attitude and outlook of this type of 
employer is overcome. Public opinion can do much 
towards providing the necessary stimulus, and the trade 
unions must undoubtedly co-operate. Hitherto the unions 
have been largely concerned with obtaining an improved 
standard of money wages. As time goes on, however, 
they must also co-operate closely in an effon to procure 
the best working conditions for their members, which 
means the development of scientific advisory functions. 

It is well-nigh impossible to introduce legislation which 
will provide for all contingencies. For instance, it will 
be remembered that recently in the House of Commons an 
amendment to the Factories Bill was introduced suggesting 
that '• safety' first" committees be made compulsory, and 
it was evident that the general feeling in all parties was 
that probably this was undesirable and that regulations 
making them compulsory would be likely to do more 
harm than good. Exactly the same argument applies to 
much that is done in the dangerous industries. Legisla- 
tion is able to go a great deal of the way, but final 
success depends largely upon the employer and upon his 
outlook, and — what is often forgotten — upon the co-opera- 
tion and support of the employees. 

The Trained Medical Officer 

An employer willing and anxious to provide the best 
xvorking conditions for his employees will in many cases 
need expert medical ads ice. If he is prepared to accept 
this advice he will find he avoids many pitfalls. An 
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interesting example recently came to my noticed A small 
factory which had been carrying on quietly and safely 
for many years decided to introduce so-called efficiency 
engineers to improve its methods. This resulted in turning 
out rather more material per man-hour, but at one stage 
a very large proportion of the workers were down with 
lead poisoning. In this particular instance, had a trained 
medical officer with adequate industrial experience been 
asked to co-operate with the engineers it is certain the 
“ speed-up ” could have been carried through without such 
disastrous results to health. 

How is the employer to obtain this advice? Much may 
be procured directly from the Home Office authorities. 
Where, however, experimental work is necessary this may 
now be carried out at cither London or Birmingham 
University, where a department of industrial hygiene has 
been opened. In other instances the problem might be 
investigated by the Industrial Health Research Board, 
which, as you know, is administered under the* Privy 
Council. The problems investigated by the Board arc 
usually of fairly wide application, and the findings can be 
of value over a large range of occupations or industries. 
In many eases it is important to have a completely im- 
partial body, and one of high scientific attainments. It 
is a good thing, for instance, that the investigation of the 
incidence of gastric sickness among busmen was started 
by the Industrial Health Research Board some four years 
ago and was completed before the question became contro- 
versial. Whether or not the pioneer work is best done 
by University bodies, by the Industrial Health Research 
Board, or by the industry particularly concerned may be 
a matter of opinion, but that it must be done by someone 
is obvious. Most people will be ready to agree with this 
contention in the ease of the dangerous trades. The 
figures available arc convincing evidence that a danger 
existed, and that certain steps were successful in over- 
coming the danger, while the most obstinate director is 
likely to be convinced of the value of this type of work 
when he finds that it is actually saving him money and 
that his medical department is costing rather less than he 
had previously spent on corhpensation. It is perhaps not 
so easy in ordinary industry to convince the sceptic that 
these methods arc necessary, but those of us who arc in 
close contact with the medical side of industry know that 
it is just as important for these industries as for the 
dangerous trades. 

Commentary 

I hope I have made it clear that in order to obtain real 
and final success the attitude of the employer must be the 
correct one, and the worker must be co-operative. The 
education of both employers and svorkers in these matters 
is of vital importance, and it is only by improvement in 
both and by the general education of public opinion that 
we can establish the best conditions in industry*. This 
education is going on and conditions arc improving 
steadily, but it behoves all who are interested in the public 
health to see that this education grows and flourishes. It 
appears to me that this means that the medical profession 
must take a much greater interest in these health problems, 
and must make an efiort to acquire a real and accurate 
knowledge of industry’s needs in this sphere.

l! is a gratification to the great trade union movement 
that the industrial health problem is receiving much 
closer consideration than at any period in its 'history. 
The problem has given our movement much anxiety anti 
has involved considerable expenditure of money and 
effort in bringing about investigations to secure the 
scheduling of industrial diseases. 

Opporfimify for a Co-ordinated Service 

With the passing of the Factories Act, although in 
many respects it falls short of our desires, and the 
placing of the industrial health problem on a more 
organized basis, an opportunity is presented for a really 
co-ordinated service which, for the first lime, can be 
made universal in its application. We agree that a large 
contribution has been made by voluntary efiort. It is 
true that it may have been introduced from a variety 
of motives, possibly paternal, or from the point of view 
of economic efficiency ; or schemes may even have been 
conceived with an idea of handicapping our own move- 
ment. But motives do not always govern achicvemciiis 
or determine the clicct of a course of action which may 
be taken. The net result has been to produce siillicienl 
evidence to enable the Stale, employers, and trade unions 
to approach this problem and place it on a more organ- 
ized basis, co-ordinating all the contributing factors and 
linking it with a complete medical service which, if 
handled correctly, will become a great national asset. 

Tlic Health Problem and Capital Values 

If the health problem could be viewed from titc point 
of its capital value it would be possible to arrive at 
a better estimate of the result to the nation of its neglect, 
for it must be remembered that the only capital a worker 
has is his skill and ability to work. Therefore if the 
capital loss could be calculated in tcrnis of depreciation, 
as is done in the case of machinery, the facts would he 
such that, applying the same result to the mechanism ot 
a works, the industrial management would call in the best 
.scientific and engineering ability at its command to 
remedy the loss. 1 suggest lhat the loss of value result- 
ing from the lack of proper standards for the health ot 
the worker, if it could be translated into capital, would 
represent a greater total than would appear under any 
other head. No attempt, however, has been made to 
calculate the actual capital value of an cllicient worker, 
as represented in output and gain to the comnuinity. 
In addition, the loss is extremely far-reaching, for whilst 
a machine may depreciate, its cfTcci is limited ; hut 
physical deterioration of the worker has a very grave 
repercussion upon his home, on the well-being of his 
family, and on hi.s general environment. 

We welcome the consideration of the industrial hcahh 
problem from yet another angle. For a long time d 
was assumed that the main thing to be decided in ih'- 
ease of a worker who was ill was whether or not he 
a malingerer. Practically the whole of the Workmens 
Compensation Laws and restrictions associated v-to 
certain health services have been based upon the nssnnip' 
tion that protectio n had to be secured against 
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tion on the part of the worker, and to that erttent the 
service has been handicapped in its outlook. 1 am not 
•too sure that the attitude of the medical profession itself 
in the past has not been coloured by this concepuon. 
Happily, however, with the growth of 'the study of 
psychology and a deeper understanding of the industrial 
health problem, this approach has to a large extent been 
changed. Housing and the habits of the people themselves 
have also been a great stumbling-block. 

The Works Doctor 

Another difficulty which has handicapped us in dealing 
with the medical examination of work-people has been 
the attitude of the people themselves towards the works 
doctor, and the works doctor's attitude towards the work- 
people. It must be remembered that in many public 
services and large works the works doctor is looked upon 
as the person employed by the management to protect its 
interests. For instance, in one great undertaking if a 
man is away ill for a period of three weeks he must be 
specially examined before returning to work — not for the 
purpose of finding out the cause of illness, but to ascer- 
tain whether he is fit for the particular occupation upon 
which he is engaged. The result of this has been to 
create fear in the minds of the workers, and they try 
to get back to work within the specified period even 
though they may not have fully recovered. Had 1 time 
I could mention many other examples. In order to 
protect men undergoing medical examination my own 
erganitation has found it necessary to establish agree- 
ments making provision for the union to submit the 
worker to a second doctor if it is not satisfied with the 
decision of the works doctor ; then, if agreement cannot 
be reached., to a medical referee. While this is necessary 
to protect the individual, the psychological reaction on 
the man is not conducive to his recovery. 

Welfare Work 


tng that prevention is belter than cure. V'ery often a. 
worker, for economic reasons, will suJTer a long lime 
before acknowledging he is ill and going to a doctor. 
Even then the ordinary medical praetilioncr has little time 
to study the complaint seriously, and may have only a 
slicht idea of the effect of industrial conditions upon the 
health of his patient. Similarly the union, until it receives 
complaints from a sufficient number of its members, has 
little or no knowledge of the insidious development of 
factors undermining the health of the people. We must 
therefore try to ascertain the best way to take advantage 
of the new conception of health measures, to profit by our 
past experience and difficulties, and to tackle the health 
problem at its source. 

Suggestions for a Co-ordinated Service 

We should be reluctant to see a new segregated medical 
service established. It must be remembered that while 
we have exened considerable pressure to bring factory 
legislation up to dale, the workpeople and industry 
generally are paying a substantial sum per annum for a 
medical service which, in the general view, is not yielding 
the results we are entitled to expect. I am hopeful that 
ere long the new Joint Committee of the British Medical 
Association and the Trades Union Congress, together wi-h 
the Departments of State concemed, will examine the 
whole problem with the view to ascertaining the best 
possible form of organization to establish: (I) a co- 
ordinated medical service ; (2) a comprehensive research 
organization ; (3) a reorganized panel service ; (4) a more 
rapid and practical application of scientific discovery to 
the needs of the medical service. 

The bulk of medical practice in this country is con- 
cerned with industrial workers. How can this be linked 
with the industrial medical service we contemplate? 
Taking the great hospitals as a ce.ntre, I should like to 
see the following experiment made : 


The same difficulty is experienced in connexion with 
welfare work. Hiis has been vety useful in some cases 
where there has been a common understanding. On the 
other hand, where it has been introduced without the 
union and in antagonism to them it has produced quite 
a bad reaction. For these and many other reasons I 
welcome the opportunity now presented for a complete 
overhaul of the whole medical service and the establish-' 
ment of a branch which might be designated an industrial 
medical service. 

Another great difficulty with regard to the health factor 
is that before steps are taken to remedy an existing evil 
one must establish a prima facie case by comparison with 
other controlled groups. This seems to be a fetish of the 
medical profession. The matter was brought out very 
clearly in the recent London bus situation, fn I92S I saw 
the difficulty which was arising: here was a body of men 
with a high physical standard of health who were beginninc 
to show certain intensified nerve reactions different from 
those that had hitherto existed, and I pressed for an exam- 
ination of the matter. It took me from I92S to 1934 to 
get it into a position for a proper study to be made by 
the Industrial Health Board of the Medical Research 
Council, and the report of the investigation has only just 
been issiicd—in July. 1937, a period of nine years. 

The Study of Health Problems 

We want a service which will study healih problems 
immediately they arise in industry- and take measures to 
safeguard the healih and welfare of the worker, remember- 


(o) Twentv or thirty medical practitioners pooling the whole 
of their panel patients. 

(/)) The Stale or public authorities providing the necessary 
building accommodation and equipment for the setting up 
of a spedal clinic. 

fcl Each medical practitioner, whilst continuing as a general 
practitioner, having an opportunity to specialize on some 
phase of industrial medical work. 

(d) Works doctors participating in the work of the clinic 
and acting as part of the General Praaitioners’ Service. 

(e) Close contact between clinics, hospitals, and research 
institutes, and every possible facility given to the carrying out 
of such work. 

(/) Arrangements made for the diagnosis of the various 
vases to be sent to the appropriate yesearch instituuon for 
investigation and record, and the prompt application of the 
most up-to-date treatment. 

A belter knowledge of the causes of illness in particular 
groups and classes of workers would soon be available. 
For instance, in looking over some of the last returns 
of the Registrar-Genera! I find we have one of the highest 
tuberculosis mortality figures among dock labourers. The 
reason for this is a question not easily answered, but 
the high mortality figure is a definite fact. Is it due to 
the nature of the employment, to malnutrition of the 
workers, to irregular hours of work, to climatic conditions 
or exposure; or what is the reason for it? Similarly 
other industries have their specific diseases. 

A detailed analysis and record of illnesses and diseases 
e.xperienced in various sections of industry would he of 
tremendous value to the research institutes and to the

medical service. Details could also be supplied to the 
various Joint Industrial Councils throughout the country 
with regard to the trade or industry covered, and both 
sides would be compelled to discuss the difficulties exist- 
ing ; we should then get co-operation between the lay 
and medical mind in the promulgation of remedies. 

Conclusion 

The trade unions of this country, whilst asking' for the 
most efficient medical service, are more concerned with 
prevention than with cure. It has been a great struggle 
for us to secure facts and data, and I do suggest to the 
great medical fraternity that individualism has been one 
of your greatest handicaps. Can you hot concentrate 
your clTorls and co-operate with us? If this is possible 
1 am sure that industries will not limit their consideration 
to wages and hours alone. When discussing conditions of 
employment they will have before them a new basis upon 
which to work, resulting in general provisions for dealing 
with health problems being incorporated in the industrial 
structure. 

As I said at the outset, our chief concern is to maintain 
what is, in fact, the capital value of our members, with 
ability to enjoy good health, preserve a high standard at 
home, rear strong and healthy families, and avoid the 
waste and loss of illness. 

I appeal to the great medical service and to my own 
people to set aside all prejudices of personal outlook and 
make one great combined effort to establish a really 
correlated service that will remove' one of the blots from 
our civilization. 


THE USE OF ADULT SERUM IN MEASLES 

AN ACCOUNT OF AN EPIDEMIC IN A 
PUBLIC SCHOOL

The following report of an epidemic of measles in a 
public school of three hundred boys with an age group 
of 13 to IS years in which treatment by adult scrum was 
used will be of special interest to all medical officers 
of schools as well as to doctors in gentrai practice. 

The school having escaped an epidemic of measles 
for several years the risk had been steadily increasing, 
and on January 15 we started the term with ninety-nine 
boys at risk of measles. On the 17th a boy was admitted 
to the sanatorium with a high temperature, and the nc.xt 
day he showed the typical rash of measles. The case 
was not severe: on the fourth day the patient’s tempera- 
ture was normal, and on the twelfth he was able to go 
home for a few days’ convalescence. 

Meanwhile the school had been infected, and the ques- 
tion of using adult scrum in the hope of attenuating the 
disease in consequent cases was considered. The hc.ad 
master gave enthusiastic support to the suggestion, and 
steps were at once taken to obtain a supply of scrum. 
Through the good offices of Dr. E. H. T. Nash of 
Hounslow we were put in touch with Drs. O'Brien and 
Parrish of the Wellcome Research Laboratory, by whom 
we were supplied with 100 doses of 10 c.cm. each. To 
repl.ice the stock we undertook to return the equivalent 
in blood from selected adults. Members of the teaching 
staff readily volunteered for this purpose. The next step 
w.!s to circulari/e parents and obtain permission to use 
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serum. Consent was in the main readily given, but fff'iceii 
refusals were received. This number made a useful group 
of controls. 

Ijhe most difficult point of all now arose — namely, to 
whom to give the scrum and how soon? Supposing' we 
Were lucky enough to have escaped widespread infection 
and had meanwhile given serum to all at risk, we should 
very much have compromised our position in dealing 
with a future epidemic on the same lines. In the first 
instance, therefore, we decided to give serum only to those 
boys who showed a rise of temperature, or were + -t- -t- 
risks — a plus standing for dormitory, house, or form 
contact. The temperature of c.ach boy who had not had 
measles was recorded daily. It was recognized, of course, 
that serum used in any but the earliest stage of incubation 
was probably of little use ; but as it could do no harm and 
experience had not yet crystallized on this point, it was 
decided to proceed on lhe.se lines. 

The course of events very soon clarified the position, 
and a fortnight later eases began to come in so freely 
that on February 14 serum was given to all who were 
susceptible. In the end seventy of the eighty-five eases 
were so treated. The object of this report is to be as 
helpful as possible to the head masters and medical oflieers 
of boarding schools, and in weighing the conclusions here 
arrived at it is important to bear in mind the following 
points: 

1. That this is the first oecasion on which the treatment has 
been used in a piibiic school, and we were without experience 
to guide us. 

2. That though the number of eases was large for a school, 
it is small for statistical purposes. 

3. That the writer has had experience of at least three 
equally large epidemics at the same school under similar 
conditions. 

4. That it is not nhvay.s easy to give proof of clinical im- 
pressions cvcn^whcrc those impressions arc well marked. ' 

The most important conclusion is that the scrum proved 
all the help that we anticipated, and more. The attenua- 
tion of the disease was remarkable, and we shall certainly 
use the method in future. The load of anxiety a .school 
medical officer has to carry during an epidemic of this 
nature must be c.xpcricnced to be understood. With this 
adjunct to his armour of defence the doctor is materially 
relieved of that load. 

ResuKs 

The examination of the records of the eases for 
statistical purposes supports the general ,cone!tiMon 
arrived at very definitely, but the impression from clinic.il 
observation was even stronger. 

The eases fall into three groups: 

1. Sert/M Not Given (15 Ca<;es).— This group include-, the 
original ease and one bo^v who was reported to have Iiad 
measles as a child. The average period of pyrexia for ihc>: 
eases fc.xcliiding complication eases) was 8.2 days. The com- 
plications that occurred were one cxlrcnicly severe ca'c o. 
bronchopneumonia {in oxygen lent fourteen days), and is'-o 
cases of middle-ear inflammation necessitating paraccntc'i'- 

2. Scrum Given During Inciil’Olioii (20 Cases), — The ascr.:.rc 
pyrexial period was fi.5 days. The complications were 
eases of middle-ear inflammation necessitating paracemco'.. 
Of these one was inoetdated lliirly-six hours only before !■ - 
rash appeared, and should really rank with Group I as a cu.. ^ 
plication. The remainder were injccicd ten, twelve, .o', 
thirteen days before the rash appeared. 

3. Sfrii’i} Given Ucjorc Injection (50 Cases), fb.e aver. - 
period of pyrexia w.-ts 5.2 days, 'fhcrc were no comrh- '.''' 
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The freedom from complications in the whole series 
is remarkable, although the epidemic did not appear to 
have been one of a milder type than usual, as indicated 
by the cases which were not inoculated. 

Obserrations of Attenuation 

The following conditions were observed to be attendant 
on the use of the serum: 

1. Lower temperature, fewer constitutional disturbances, 
quicker recovery. 

2. The rash is noticeably different. It is much more dis- 
crete, rather more ham- or copper-coloured. It persists a 
long time on the face and is not so profuse or well marked 
on the trunk and limbs. 

3. There was at first a suspicion that the incubation period 
is delayed ; the rash appeared slow to come out, even for 
measles. This suspicion was not borne out by subsequent 
observations. We had, in fact, been prepared to aexept the 
view that the serum conferred some degree of immunitj' when 

-used before infection. The steady curve of the incidence graph 
does not support this. The inoculation of fifty boys on the 
same date might be expected to produce a definite flattening 
of the incidence curve if temporaiy immunity was a result 
of inoculation. 

The real problem in aiming at attenuation in this type 
of school is to select the right moment to give the serum. 
The ideal from the treatment point of view would be the 
certain infection of the largest number from the first case. 
In a preparatory boarding school it would probably be 
wise to use serum without delay. 

There is no reaction to the injection. It is well to 
give it before bedtime. There is some stiffness locally 
some four hours after injection, and a few boys were 
allowed to stay in bed for breakfast. Two patients had 
chicken-pox concurrently with measles. 

In all cases with ear symptoms of deafness, discomfort, 
or pyre.xia the drum is incised as soon as any bulging 
is observed. If the fluid evacuated has passed the serous 
stage we are disappointed at not having been earlier in 
intervention. The importance of the early treatment of 
middle-ear inflammation is not sufficiently insisted upon 
in the standard works on medicine used by medical 
students. It is worth recording in this connexion that 
in fifteen years' experience of measles epidemics in this 
school we have never had a case of mastoid infection 
requiring operation. 

Conclusions 

The use of adult serum has a marked effect in 
attenuating the disease and in decreasing the incidence of 
complications. 

In the epidemic here recorded there was no evidence 
of temporary immunity resulting from the use of the 
serum. Early treatment of middle-ear infection by in- 
cision of the drum will greatly reduce the risk of mastoid 
infection.

THE VALUE OF CONTINUOUS NEGATIVE* 
PRESSURE IN SURGERY

The use of suction to remove blood, pus, and other exudates 
in throat, abdominal, and neurological surgery is now well 
established. Through a bronchoscope or oesophagoscope 
no other method would be possible ; in brain surgery it is 
essential to keep a bloodless operative field with the 
minimum of trauma to the tissues. For such purposes 
suction pumps’ are required which vvill remove a large 
quantity of fluid quickly, while the amount of noise such 
a pump produces is of minor importance because it is' 
only used in an operating theatre for relatively short 
periods. There are many excellent pumps for these pur- 
poses which work by pedal, electric, and water power. 

Suprapubic Drainage 

Although the Harris operation is accepted as an advance 
in suprapubic prostatectomy, an attempt at the immediate 
closure of the bladder is advocated by only a small pro- 
portion of surgeons owing to the risk of reactionary 
haemorrhage and the difficult and constant after-treatment 
necessary. The large-calibre indwelling catheter required 
is very liable to give rise to a severe urethritis, which later 
may lead to stricture formation. Suprapubic drainage is 
regarded as much safer, especially in the hands of the 
majority of surgeons. Can, therefore, the disadvantages 
of suprapubic drainage be removed? There are roughly 
two ways of treating a suprapubic cystotomy. The urine 
can overflow through and around a tube, to be collected 
by a suprapubic box. The main advantage of this method 
is that the apparatus is so simple, but the disadvantages 
are many. Macalpine (1932) pointed out that overflow 
drainage of the bladder predisposes to perivesical extrava- 
sation, which contributes to toxaemia in a patient whose 
e.xcretory function is usually already damaged. He has 
shown that post-operative uraemia and sloughing of the 
wound are often the result of overflow drainage of the 
bladder: “the fundamental fault is the saturation of the 
perivesical structures before any of it arrives on the surface' 
of the abdomen." He supported his assertions by experi- 
mental and clinical evidence, and also by the marked 
improvement in his results since he used suction drainage. 
Although suprapubic wounds frequently heal well without 
the use of suction, especially in private patients in good 
condition, I have also been convinced of the improvement 
in the morbidity and mortality resulting from the use of 
suction suprapubic drainage. I have based my opinion 
on a number of cases at the Liverpool Royal 'lnfirmary 
and other cases treated elsewhere during the last three 
years. Furthermore, if a suprapubic box is used early it 
has to be applied with firm pressure in order to prevent 
leakage; such pressure causes much pain in a recent 
wound, which becomes oedematous and gaping, thus also 
predisposing to infection and violating Hilton's principle 
of rest to a healing wound. The other alternative ‘of 
allowing the urine to soak into repeated large dressings 
and the bed is an “ incomparable disgrace to modern 
surgery." 

Problem of Suprapubic Suction Drainage 
Even in 1914 Chetwood described an electric suction 
pump operated by a 1/12 horse-power motor; this apparatus- 
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also included a pressure gauge with a regulating device. 
Although this elaborate maehine worked well I think it was 
too cumbersome and expensive to be tried by others. In 
1916 Churchman described a rotary electric suction pump, 
but very few details are given about its use. A most 
ingenious apparatus was also devised by Davis (1916) ; 
this Was introduced info the Liverpool Royal Infirmary 
by Professor R. E. Kelly, but it was soon given up because 
it leaked. The apparatus consisted of a large glass bottle 
which was exhausted by a vacuum pump: the vacuum was 
gradually reduced by a very fine capillary tube, thus pro- 
ducing negative pressure for a long time. Various hydro- 
static pumps (Jordan, 1936) have been used even longer, 
but most of them are cumbersome, and they have usually 
been discarded because they have failed to carry over clots. 
1 was amazed to find that a pressure of at least 10 cm. of 
mercury is necessary to be certain of bringing urine and 
blood clot through a tube with a 3/8-inch internal bore; 
this fact explains why the Cathcart type of pump is quickly 
abandoned. The Bunsen aspiration pump which is fixed 
to a cold-water tap is powerful enough, but it can only be 
used in a hospital bed specially fitted up, because the noise 
of running water would disturb patients. With this type 
of pump the rate of suction is far in excess of what is 
required if enough pressure is obtained, for the rate of 
suction increases with the amount of negative pressure 
according to the rate of water flow from the tap. An 
excessive rate of aspiration tends to cause unnecessary 
gurgling in the wound, cooling of the bladder, and 
accumulation of urinary deposits in the tube unless irriga- 
tion is arranged. However, the great advantage of this 
type of pump is reliability, unle.ss^ the water supply fails 
or (lucluatcs. 

The problem is therefore the removal of only about 
50 oz. of urine in twenty-four hours, but it is mixed with 
blood clot and possibly diluted with a variable quantity of 
irrigating fluid. Suction should start immediate])' after 
the operation and be continued for at least three days ; by 
that time one hopes that the perivesical tissues have become 
walled off and the wound has had a chance of healing 
under a dry dressing. Macalpinc advised aspirating every 
quarter of an hour, removing about 1/2 oz. of urine each 
time. Although theoretically this should keep the patient 
dry, allowance has to be made for coughing, change of 
posture, and the unavailability of the nurse every quarter 
of an hour, so continuous aspiration is better. 1 also have 
the impression that there is less bleeding from a bladder 
which is kept empty. 

For the last few years I have been trying to construct a 
satisfactory negative pressure apparatus, because I believe 
the lack of one is the reason why suprapubic suction 
drainage of the bladder has not been widely adopted. A 
serviceable apparatus should be capable of producing 
any degree of negative pressure up' to 25 cm. of mercury, 
with an adjustable suction rate ; the rate of suction 
required is very much less than that of the usual electric 
pump. The diiliculty has been to construct a pump which 
possesses qualities of being reliable, almost silent, easily 
portable, compact, and preferably capable of working on 
both the direci and alternating main electric current so 
that It can be used anywhere suitable for nursing patients. 

Methods of .Applying Suction to the Bladder 

It is important to keep the bladder almost dry and yet 
as Old any possibility of the mucosa being drann against 
the end of the tube— that is, atmospheric pressure must 
prevail in the bladder by arranging lor a down draught 
of This is usually secured b\ having a right-angled 
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glass' suction tube fitting loosely in the rubber bladder- 
drainage lube ; the glass tube must be slightly shorter than 
the rubber tube. Another excellent method (Macalpine, 
1932) is to pierce the rubber tube with a silver cannula or 
a long exploring needle, which also must not reach the 
end of the rubber tube. Whichever method is used lateral 
eyes are necessary in the distal end of the rubber tube: 
the second method is betteF when a very small rubber 
drainage tube can be used. Irrigation of the bladder is 
easily arranged by allowing a mild antiseptic solution to 
enter through the air inlet tube or a tube incorporated in 
the rubber drainage tube — for example, Marion's tube. 
One may prefer to pa.ss the irrigating fluid per urcthrain. 
Irrigation- at the rate of about one drop per second 
certainly hinders clot formation and the deposition of 
phosphates in the tube, but it makes the urinary oiilpiii 
estimation more difficult. This estimation is, however, 
more of prognostic than of therapeutic value. It is difii- 
cult to say at present whclhcr the irrigated cases did 
slightly better than the non-irrigated ones, but 1 think 
they do. 

Empyema la 

In 1890 Biilau advised siphon drainage of the chest 
because he considered that steady removal of pus and a 
steady intrapleural pressure caused less shock and assisted 
c.xpansion of the lung. Immediate open drainage appears 
to have been the accepted method of draining cmpyemala 
until the work of Grtiham and Bell for the Empyema 
Commission emphasized the dangers of the open pneumo- 
thorax in synpnciimonic empyemata (Morriston Davies, 
1930). 

Closed drainage docs not necessarily mean intercostal 
drainage, but it implies that negative pressure is present in 
the drainage tube. An absolutely gas-tight junction 
between the tube and the chest wall is essential for 
successful production of closed drainage if a water seal 
or some other hydrostatic (McEachern, 1933) mclhotl of 
producing negative pressure is used. Intercostal drainage 
certainly makes it easier to obtain a gas-tight junction, but 
the small tube it entails prevents the proper drainage of 
thick pus and fibrin. Roberts (1935) staled that repealed 
aspiration through a needle is inferior to closed drainage 
because the cavity cannot be emptied of fibrin, also the 
filling tip of the cavity between aspirations fails to reduce 
toxaemia and to allow the lung to expand. Moreover, 
repeated aspirations every forty-eight hours distress a 
patient, and especially so if infection of the chest wall 
occurs. 

Closed drainage has many advantages over open dr.'dn- 
agc. The danger of the open pneumothorax, before the 
fixation of the mediastinum, is obviated. This applies 
especially in children, in bilateral cases, and in the s>n- 
pncumonic streptococcal cmpyemala with thin pus. The 
negative pressure in the pleural cavity assists lung c.xpari- 
sion. and therefore shortens the period of drainage 
required. 

Closed drainage suffers from the disadvantage that the 
patient may pull out the tube, but this can be prcvenicc 
by suturing the external flange of a Tudor Edwards flV.tl) 
tube to the skin and then using strapping to prevent the 
tube slipping through the external flange. In narrow in^i-f- 
costal spaces the pressure of large drainage tubes rn.i} 
cause necrosis of the adjacent ribs. It is better to rc''-'-' •' 
rib in all cases to ensure adequate drainage by a l-ur- 
lubc, because rib resection need not prevent siicce -.r 
closed drainage. If a faulty siphon appar.ilus o. - 
water seat is used fluid may be sucked into the chtvi, 
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surely this is a fault of the apparatus and not of the 
principle of closed drainage. 

The usual method of closed drainage operation is to. 
pierce the chest wall with a trocar and cannula, followed 
by the introduction of a Pezzar catheter. Although 
Bettman's thoracotome (1933) enables a larger catheter to 
be introduced, I have mentioned the advisability of rib 
resection in most if not all cases. The “ flapper ’ tube 
(Bohrer, 1934) is far too dependent on the gas-tight junction 
between it and the chest wall to be effective ; also it can 
only cause negative intrapleural pressure during inspiration. 

The Tudor Edwards drainage tube is probably the best 
because it -is large enough to drain thick pus and it 
possesses an interna! flange which greatly helps to maintain 
a gas-tight junction. If the chest wall is lightly closed 
round the tube and perhaps reinforced by a collodion-and- 
wool dressing there will be very little leakage. If, how- 
ever, the tribe is connected with a water seal the slightest 
leak will cancel all the negative pressure, which as a rule 
is a few inches of water only during inspiration and 
coughing. I have therefore tried the effect of a more 
constant negative pressure with my suction apparatus. 
A constant pressure can be maintained by placing a large 
bottle, the volume of which is considerable compared with 
that of the pleural cavity, between the suction -apparatus 
and the large drainage tube. A constant intrapleural 
negative pressure of 30 mm, mercuir should keep the dis- 
eased Jung practically at rest in the e.xpanded condition. 
So far 1 have not treated enough cases to gi\e statistics, 
but it appears very satisfactory. I believe that in the past 
we have been afraid to apply sufficient negative pressure 
to the pleural cavity. I have also had the opportunity to 
apply 30 mm. mercury pressure to the pleural cavity after 
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3. I have tried to point out that suction needs analysing 
into its components of pressure and the volume evacuated 
with respect to time, in order to suit the particular purpose 
required, 

I have to thank all the surgical staff of the Liverpool Royal 
Infirmarv for allowing me to tty out the above methods 
on their cases. I am also much indebted to Mr. J. U 
Nfayhoofc, B.Sc., A.f.C.. for his untiring efforts in designing and 
constructing the pumps that have been used. The present on^ 
which has prosed most satisfactory, is a gear pump worked 
bv a universal 1 T6 horse-power motor ssith a pressure gauge 
graduated up to 30 cm. mercury. The pressure can be adjusted 
to the required amount by a blow-off desice incorporated in 
the pressure gauge, while the rate of suction is controlled by 
a rheostat. 
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A portable continuous negative pressure apparatus. 


a lobectomy had been performed by Mr. Hugh Reid for 
the first week after operation. During this time there was 
no effusion and practically no bleeding, while the general 
condition of the patient was excellent. I believe that this 
pressure helped to prevent collapse of the remainder of the 
lung with the necessary sequel of pleural effusion or 
empyema. This complication of lobectomy was discussed 
at a recent meeting of the Association of Surgeons, but 
no effective preventive measure was suggested. 

Summary 

1. The value of suction suprapubic and closed empyema 
drainage has been confirmed. 

2. An attempt has been made to construct a suitable 
negative pressure apparatus for the after-treatment of 
suprapubic cystotomy, empyema, and lobectomy. 


Benzedrine is the name given to a synthetic drug 
(ff-pheuylisopropylamine) chemically allied to adrenaline 
and ephedrine and comparable to them in its pharmaco- 
logical effects. Prinzmetal and Bloomberg (1935) intro- 
duced it into the treatment of narcolepsy, as they had 
found it to be much more effective than ephedrine in this 
condition. Guttmann and Sargant (1937) recently 
reported further observations on benzedrine of an experi- 
mental and therapeutic nature which had been collected 
since the preliminary communication on this subject from 
the Maudsiey Hospital by Peoples and Guttmann 11936). 
Their investigation was mostly confined to the action of 
benzedrine on the cardiovascular system and the psycho- 
logical changes observed. Benzedrine produces a general 
psychological stimulation, and subjectively this is shown 
by increased confidence and initiative, and ease in making 
decisions, but is sometimes combined with a feeling of 
restlessness. They describe the psychological effects in 
detail, and funher state that medical colleagues and others 
who have themselves taken benzedrine have found it of 
definite value in such tasks as lecturing or taking an 
examination. Their e.xperience is that mild depression 
accompanied by retardation is the most favourable of all 
psychological disorders for benzedrine therapy. - In con- 
clusion, rhey warn against the possibility of addiction and 
are already aware that the drug is obtained without 
medical supervision. At present benzedrine mav be pur- 
chased without prescription. As thev sav, this seems in- 
advisable With a drug the properties of which have still 
to be fully investigated. They emphasize the fact that 
the therapeutic indications for the use of benzedrine 
apart from the treatment of narcolepsi', have not vet 
been formulated exactly. 


rtnuerson and Scott (1936) have repoued the cardio- 
vascular effects of benzedrine. The patients selected foi 
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the study were mild neurotics and psychotics, but were 
physically fit. The drug was given in amounts ranging 
from 10 to 30 mg. A certain number of normal subjects 
were also investigated. Pallor, flushing, palpitation, and 
both increases and decreases in the pulse rate and- blood 
pressure were noticed in some of those receiving benze- 
drine, and in si.x recorded eases the cfTects included 
collapse, multiple cxtrasystolcs, heart-block, and pain in 
the chest radiating into the left arm. In a ease of 
involutional depression with paranoid ideas, severe 
cardiovascular effects of the administration of benzedrine 
were observed. After some mild preliminary symptoms 
over a few hours, this patient suddenly collapsed. The 
pulse rate was slow (56), and examination showed a 
1 /4 heart-block with an occasional extrasystole. Gradual 
recovery ensued during the following twenty-four hours. 
The patient's cardiovascular system on admission showed 
nothing abnormal, nor was there anything to indicate the 
likelihood of the severe reaction induced by the drug. 
Those authors quote Myerson and Ritvo (1936), who 
reported a severe reaction with collapse in one of their 
patients. Myerson, Loman, and Dameshek (1936), re- 
cording the results of administering 9 to 50 mg. of benze- 
drine subcutaneously to eighteen mental patients, slate 
that “slight cardiac arrhythmia appeared in four eases. 
This was cither of the sinus type or due to cxtrasystolcs.” 
Their intensive investigations demonstrated marked effects 
on the cardiovascular system and included a variable rise 
in the red and white blood counts without change in cell 
volume or haemoglobin content. Anderson and Scott 
conclude that until more precise knowledge of the cardio- 
logical effects -of benzedrine are obtained caution should 
be exercised in the administration of doses of 10 to 20 mg. 
or more, particularly in elderly subjects and because 
detailed cardiological investigation of the effects of the 
drug appears desirable. 

In an annotation on Anderson and Scott’s report the 
Lancet , in the same number, comments; “If benzedrine 
does all that is claimed for it already, it is pretty certain, 
if used repeatedly, to produce some undesirable effects as 
wef'.” That journal also referred to Myerson, Loman, 
and Dameshek (1936a), who mention a mysterious and 
astonishing polycythaemia — ten million red cells per 
c.mm. — produced on one or two patients by a daily dose 
of 40 mg. for ten days. 

J. H. Fisher (1937), referred to the article of Anderson 
and Scott. The effect of benzedrine on normal persons 
was investigated at the Southend-on-Sea General Hospital 
on eight members of the resident staff. All of them 
showed a moderate rise of blood pressure, which returned 
to normal after four hours. Tire pulse rate in the 
majority of cases showed a slight incrca.se after half an 
hour, but later was slowed in all individuals, and was 
slowest one and a half to two hours afterwards, when the 
blood pressure was highest. The slow rate while sitting 
was very unstable, for the least exertion caused a great 
-increase. The only unpleasant feelings noted were by 
two individuals who on standing up had a transient 
feeling of faintness. The pulse rate in both had suddenly 
incrca'sed to about 130. The euphoria was well marked 
in all. and after one and a half hours' conversation was 
at a maximum. The drug was taken in a 30 or 40 mg. 
dose by the mouth at S p.m.. and its effects on sleep were 
well demons tni ted. The amount of sleep varied from 
two to three hours to none at all. 

D. M. O'Connor (1937) reported a case where a striking 
fall of blood pressure and apparent sphincter spasm 
followed the administration of this drug in ordinary doses 
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S. Levy Simpson (1937) in a conunent 
on an annotation in this Journal (1936. 2, 1204). where 
it was stated that the drug also caused a rise in tlic red 
and white blood counts, referred to some experiments 
made by him and B. H, E. Cadness on guinea-pigs (1936) 
from which they concluded that “ ephedrine probably 
causes extrusions into the circulation of erythrocytes, 
leucocytes, and platelets from the storage and haemo- 
poictic centres, including the bone marrow." In addition 
Simpson mentioned that the sphincter disturbance de- 
scribed by O'Connor was also a part of the toxicology of 
ephedrine. 

Sargant and Blackburn (1936) investigated the effect of 
benzedrine on the intelligence lest scores of a large group 
of patients at the Maudsicy Hospital with successful 
results. No ill effects of their experiments arc recorded, 
except in the ease of a young man suffering from a de- 
pressive state with anxiety features. He complained of 
very unpleasant subjective symptoms, an increase of palpi- 
tation, and sweating, yet actually he showed a large rise 
on retesting. 

In a recent annotation (1937) the Lancet refers to the 
investigation of Davidoff and Reifenstein (1936), who 
reported the effects of a ten to fourteen days' course of 
benzedrine on normal subjects, and on several groups of 
psychotic palicnis. The manifestations observed both 
subjectively and objectively were extraordinarily numerous 
and varied. Five of the ten normal subjects developctl 
a state of irritable restlessness which they did not relish, 
and from the ease reports it was evident that the increase 
of activity and efficiency sometimes involved a dangerous 
degree of disrcspectfulness to superior officers on tele- 
phones. Solomon, Mitchell, and Prinzmetal (1937) have 
produced a fair ease for its beneficial effect in post- 
encephalitic Parkinsonism, They found, by contrast, that 
the drug was of no use in arteriosclerotic Parkinsonism 
or in psychotic palicnis with continuous asiheni.a, and out 
of their large experience they join other authors in 
giving warnings against its indiscriminate use. The Lancet 
infers that caution is clearly advisable, especially in the 
administration of the drug to normal or relatively 
normal people, as distinct from those with chronic or 
incurable disorders. 

Case Report 

The patient was a robust young man of 26 who hail 
previously enjoyed good iie.alth and had siilTcrcd from no 
important illness. He was a pharmaceutical student, and 
was preparing for the final examination. He had seen 
articles in the lay press on the action of benzedrine, and 
le.nrnt that the drug was recommended in the medical press 
for its stimulant effect on the nervous system, and in par- 
ticular that it had been found ■ valuable in preparation for 
examinations. A bottle containing fifty tablets of hcn/cdriiic, 
each containing 10 mg. of the drug, was obtained from a loc.al 
chemist. From June 15 to 20 last he took two tablets c.wb 
day, and at first felt no ill effects. On the contrary, he h.id 
a marked feeling of well-being and nas mcnl.illy more 
efficient, and was more talkative for the first three d.i)<- 
Afterwards he experienced some dryness of the mouth, thirst, 
and occasional headaches. He worked hard on tlic'c cUjs 
and remained up until 2 a.m. ; sleep afterwards was I'fhl.^ani 
he awoke easily at 7 a.m., his usual hour. On June D ‘e 
was noticed to be pale, nhich was aftrihuted to hard sUiu) • 
his colour was usually very pood. 

The vvritlen portion of his examination vas held in C.*rdm 
on June 22, 23, and 24, and on e.ich of ihc'c da}' he fo-' 
only one tablet after breakfast, as he had to travel in u-i * 
from a distant country town. Throughout the first part (d 
the c.xamination he had " throbbing headaches to star, 
extent that his papers *' suffered hacllv," At this tirr.e m 
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suspicion o£ anv. harmful effect from the benzedrine occurred 
to him. No tablets v-ere taken from June 23 to 28, and sleep 
even on these days was very restless. On each of the 
following four daVs one tablet was taken, and he travelled to 
London on June 30 for the practical part of the examination, 
which lasted three days. Severe headaches were again felt 
daily, and sleep was poor and restless. He returned home 
by a night train in the early morning of July 3 and, despite 
a feeling of utter weariness, was unable to sleep dunng the 
journey of six hours. At home he was observed to be 
verv pale, and he complained of severe ' headache and giddi- 
ness, thirst, and a dry mouth. Although feeling thoroughly- 
exhausted he was fully awake and unable to sleep. 

In the early afternoon of the same day palpitation and a 
feeling of faintness supervened. He was given a small 
amount of brandy, when he improved and dozed for a few 
hours. He became restless again and began to vomit, and 
suddenly collapsed. The patient was seen at once by Dr.- 
Milne. who found him unconscious and in a severe state of 
collapse. The pulse was extremely weak, rapid, and 
irregular, the pupils were dilated, and the skin vyas cold and 
moist: he was critically ill for one hour. Vomiting was 
profuse and of a projectile character for about thirty minutes. 
He responded fairly quickly to the'usual measures of stimu- 
lation. Sleeplessness and restlessness were severe for the 
following three days, despite the use of simple sedatives. 
Gradual and continuous recovery then ensued, and he is now 
almost well again. There was no diarrhoea, and constipa- 
tion was troublesome during the worst stage of his illness. 
Micturition was normal, except for being more frequent as 
a result of taking increased fluid for thirst. No haemorrhages 
occurred throughout the whole course of the illness. 

Blood films were examined by Dr. Phillips on July 5 and 
a slight anisocy tosis was the only qualitative change, apart 
from the poverty of the red cells in haemoglobin. 

I saw him in consultation on July 9 and found him to be 
well nourished but very pale. No retinal or cutaneous 
haemorrhages were present, and no jaundice. There was 
slight general enlargement of the heart and fairly natural- 
sounds, except for a haemic bruifin the pulmonary area. The 
pulse rate vvas'84. with regular rhythm; and the blood 
pressure 124 mm. Hg systolic and 50 mm. diastolic. The 
other systems were healthy, and the liver and spleen not 
palpable. The urine was normal. Unfortunately, a complete 
blood examination was impossible on that day. The haemo- 
globin. however, was 40 per cent., and some films showed 
much the same qualitative change as in the previous examina- 
tion. The appearance of the patient corresponded with a 
red cell count of about two millions. 

A full blood count was made a. week later, when he was 
found to have improved in health as a result of the 
administration of full doses of ferri et ammon. cit. The 
result was as follows; Red blood corpuscles. 3.080,000 per 
c.mm. ; haemoglobin, 56 per cent. ; colour index. 0.9 ; white 
blood corpuscles. 5,400 per c.mm. The qualiiative change 
was a little more marked than at my previous examination, 
and many of the red blood cells now showed poivchromasia. 
No nucleated forms were seen, but there were a few 
my elocytes. 

1 saw him again on August 1. when he had improved still 
further. He was much less pale, and said that lie felt almost 
well again. He was free from headaches, and sleep was 
good. 

Another blood count was now done, with this result: Red 
blood corpuscles. 4.940.000 per c.mm.; hacmoclobin. 94 per 
ccni. : colour index, 0.9; white blood corpuscles. 6.SOO per 
c.mm. The red blood cells were well stained and showed 
only slight variation in size. No polychromatic stainine was 
seen. The white blood cells were present in normal 
proportions, bui there were no abnormal cells. 

Conclusion 

A ^ case of acute aplastic anaemia following the self- 
administration of benzedrine is described. The total 
amount taken was 190 mg. in the course of nineteen days. 
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Severe cardiovascular collapse occurred the day after 
the last dose' was taken. Gradual recovery ensued, with 
restoration to normal health. The patient told me that 
the drug was being rather much used by students pre- 
paring for examinations. It is evident that the sale 
of thrs drug should now be strictly controlled by 
including it in the Schedule of Poisons.

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PERNiaOUS ANAen.\ WITH DIABETES 
MELLITUS

Though the combination of diabetes and pernicious 
anaemia is well recognized it is sufSciently unusual to 
merit study. The following case reports are illustrative. 

Case I 

A carpenter and joiner, aged 43, was known to suffer from 
pernicious anaemia with achlorhydria. He first came to hos- 
pital ia July, 1936, when his blood count showed; haemo- 
globin. 52 per cent, ; red ceils. 1 500,000 per c.mm. ; colour 
index, 1.3 ; white cells, 4,900 ; and a normal differential 
count. He was given pemaemon forte 4 c.cm. each fort- 
night and was making satisfactory progress, his blood count 
in February. 1937, being; haemoglobin, 95 per cent.; red 
cells, 4,800.000 per c.mm. ; colour index, 1. For eighteen 
months he had been complaining of paraesthesiae_ of the 
feet, but there was no weakness, and no physical signs of 
cord involvement had ever been elicited, ifhe urine had 
always been normal. 

He was one of a family of seven, five of whom were alive 
and well. One sister had been admitted to hospital three 
months previously suffering from simple achlorhydric 
anaemia. Her blood count on admission was; haemoglobin, 
25 per cent.: red cells. 1.600,(XKI per c.mm.; colour index. 
0.8: white ceils. 9.300; normal differential count. The gastric 
contents showed complete achlorhydria both to fractional and- 
to histamine test meals, and the Wassermann reaction was 
negative. She was treated with blood transfusion and 
massive doses of iron, and was discharged, greativ improved, 
after three months' treatment, when the blood count was-’ 
haemoglobin, 75 per cent. ; red cells. 5.000.000 per c.mm - 
colour index, 0.75 ; white cells and differential count normal’ 
The father had died at the age of 69 from heart trouble and 
dropsy; the mother was alive, aged 74, and suffered from 
simple goitre. 
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On March 16 the patient reported at the out-patient depart- 
ment complaining of the sudden onset of thirst and polyuria 
ten days previously. During this short period he had become 
very weak, had noticed increasing dyspnoea and giddiness on 
exertion, and had lost considerable weight. He was unable 
to eat owing to the dryness of his mouth, in spite of the 
factiJhat he was very hungry, and had found that his vision 
was becoming misty and his voice husky. On examination 
he looked ill and dazed, and he staggered slightly when 
walking. His temperature was 98.4° and his pulse rate 60. 
The phy.sicnl examination was negative. There was no smcU 
of acetone in the breath, but the urine was loaded with sugar 
and ketone bodies. 

On admission to the ward his urine was found to contain 
12 per cent, of sugar, his blood sugar was«7I6 mg. per 100 
c.cm. (his last meal having been two hours previously), and 
his blood count was: haemoglobin, 80 per cent.; red cells, 
3,500,000 per c.mm. ; colour index, 1.4. 

During the first twenty-four hours in hospital he received 
240 units of insulin and 240 grammes of glucose. Thereafter 
he was treated with a diet containing 140 grammes of carbo- 
hydrate and 50 units of insulin daily ; he also received 
2 c.cm. of campolin every other day. Subsequently it was 
.found possible to reduce the daily amount of insulin in a 
step-like manner until six weeks later his urine remained 
sugar- and acetone-free without insulin, and his sugar toler- 
ance was within normal limits. He was discharged on May 
4 with a blood count of: haemoglobin, 82 per cent. ; red 
cells, 3,960,000 per c.mm.; colour index, 1.03. He was feel- 
ing remarkably well, and had put on one stone in weight. 

While he was in hospital it was found that the gastric 
contents contained no free hydrochloric acid during a hista- 
mine lest meal. Blood c.xamination showed a sedimentation 
rate of 27 mm. in one hour (Wintrobe’s method) ; haemalocrit 
test 40 per cent.; corrected sedimentation rate 19 mm.; cell 
volume index 1.06; plasma cholesterol 164 mg. per 100 
c.cm. ; ■ Wassermann reaction negative. The increased sedi- 
mentation rate remained unexplained. 

The second case is less clear-cut, in that the condition 
of the patient whilst in hospital provided no opportunity 
for performing a test meal. The presence of achlorhydria, 
therefore, was never proved. Nor was any family history 
available. There are, however, enough facts to make the 
case worth recording if only to illustrate the onset of the 
diseases in the reverse order. 

Case 11 

A retired mir.se, aged 70, was known to have been a mild 
diabetic for at least a year. She had been in the habit of 
taking 20 units of insulin by injection night and morning, 
and of living on a slightly reduced carbohydrate diet. On 
this regime she had maintained comparatively good health, 
and her urine had only occasionally shown slight reduction 
of Benedict's solution. 

On October 3, 1932. she was admitted to hospital complain- 
ing of increasing pallor, glycosuria, and thirst during the 
previous three weeks. She looked ill, and vs as dull and 
drowsy. Her mucous membranes were pale, her pulse 100 
and weak, and her respirations rapid. blood count showed: 
haemoglobin, 34 per cent.: red cells. 1,480.000 per c.mm.; 
colour index, 1.2; white cells, 3,600; and a normal differ- 
ential count. The red cells showed anisoevtosis and poikilo- 
cMosis, and both normoblasts and mcgaloblasts were seen, 
liie average diameter of red cells by Pijpcr's method was 
8.6 M. and the Price-Joncs curve showed the typical shift to 
the right. Ihe blood sugar was 5P0 mg. per 100 c.cm.; the 
urine contained 3 per cent, of sugar and much diacclic acid. 

During the iwcmv-four hours following her admission she 
received in all 170 viniis of insulin and 170 grammes of sugar. 
She was taking fluids and passing urine well, and looked and 
felt better. Considerable difficulty was experienced in sfabi- 
liring her diabetes, and her Nood sugar varied rapidly 
between 60 .and 370 mg. per 100 c.cm. During the nc.xl 
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fourteen day.s, however, .she was given 30 units of insulin 
daily, and her general condition improved considerably. 

Shortly after admission she received a blood transfusion 
of 100 c.cm. and half a pint of gum saline intravenously, ami 
thereafter one lube of liver extract and one phial ofven- 
trieulin were given daily. Three weeks after her admission 
her blood count vvas: haemoglobin. 40 per cent.: red cclK, 
1.315,000 per c.mm. ; colour index, 1.5 ; and white cells 9.-IOo! 

Twenty-three days after admission she suddcniv became ill 
with pulmonary congestion and died a few hours later. 

Discussion 

That diabetes and pernicious anaemia arc sometimes 
found in association has often been remarked, and in- 
quiry into the subject covers a period of tvvcniy-six years. 
Tlic best reviews of published cases arc by Root in 1931 
and again in 1933, and by Watson in 1933. Since then, 
however, few authors have written about it — Benjamin in 
1934, JollilTc, Brandalconc, and Most in 1935, and one 
or two more. 

The first published report was by Parkinson as recently 
as 1910. He described the case of a man, aged 49, with 
pernicious anaemia who developed glycosuria, ketosis, 
and coma, terminating in death. At necropsy the charac- 
teristic findings of pernicious anaemia were disclosed. 
The pancreas was normal macro.scopica)ly and micro- 
scopically. Chvostek in 1918 was the next to describe 
a patient with both conditions, and in 1923 Giffcn and 
Bowler alluded to two more in a paper reviewing Ihc 
diseases that might be associated with pernicious anaemia. 
Two furlhcr cases were reported by Adams in 1925. 

In 1931 Root made tlic first collection, wliicli consisted 
of forty-eight cases: other report.s followed, and in 1933 
he collected another series of thirty-one. In the same 
year Watson added three more case histories and pub- 
lished an excellent review with a summary of the litera- 
ture, and it is probable that at the time of the publication 
of this paper • the tolal number of cases of combined 
diabetes and pernicious anaemia on record vvas seventy- 
nine. 

That two so entirely dilTcrcnl conditions sliould often 
be found in association is most remarkable, and frciiitcnt 
attempts have been made to discover a relation between 
them, TJic task, however, has not been easy, partly 
because of the diniculty of deciding which is the prirnarv 
disease and which the complicating one, and partly 
because the incidence of the combination varies in 
dilTcrcnl scries of cases of diabetes and pcrnicioiiv 
anaemia. There arc; however, certain conditions common 
to both which might predispose to their sinii/liancoirv 
occurrence ; and certain facts arc known about tillerations 
in carbohydrate metabolism in anaemic states whieli mus! 
also be taken into consideration. 

The Primary Disease and the Complicating Disease 

A point about vvhicii there is no clarity is whether thv 
diabetes shoiiid be considered as a cornplic.ition of 'k- 
anacmia" or vice versa. In Case I tibovc the p-ernieioi.s 
anaemia vvas known to hiivc preceded the vliabe'cs . iii 
•Case II it was probably the reverse; and in the majority 
of reported cases it vvas the diabetes timt developed firO- 
In. two of Watson's cases the lime of onset of the 
nicioiis anaemia could not he stated with certainty •" 
paraesthcsiac were noted in the history before 
vvas suspected, and mild anaemia might have been " 
before the diabetes developed or before cither '-I'ea'J 
was discovered. In one at Ic.ast of Root s cases .w a- ■ 
hydria was found before any sign of anaemia. 
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Frequency 

Some idea of the frequency of the association can be 
gained from various writers, but it varies in different 
series. - - 

1. Watson found lhat-in 949 diabetic patients of 25 years 
of age and over admitted to the Deaconess Hospital during 
the twelve months ending June 1, 1932, ten cases of pernicious 
anaemia occurred (1.05 per cent.). 

2. Murphy and Moxon in 827 diabetics saw three cases of 
pernicious anaemia (0.36 per cent.). 

3. In 370 cases of pernicious anaemia Wilkinson had four 
diabetics (1.05 per cent.). 

4. The association was found in fifteen in a combined 
series of 2,461 patients with pernicious anaemia (0.61 per 
cent.) (Adams. Gifien and Bowler. Goudsinil, loslin. Murphy 
and Sloxon, Wright, and Wilkinson). 

These figures are certainly suggestive of something 
more than chance, but no more than suggestive. 

Factors Predisposing to Combined Incidence 

Root has indicated some factors which may predispose 
to a more frequent combined incidence. 

1. Achlorhydria is of fundamental significance in pernicious 
anaemia and often occurs , in diabetes. The latter fact is 
perhaps not fully appreciated, but according to evidence 
adduced by Bowen and Aaron, Curtis. Ingram. Mason. 
Rabinowitch el ni, and Wohl, diminished or absent gastric 
hydrochloric acid occurs in 30 to 40 per cent, of diabetics. 
Hartfall found three diabetics among 336 cases of achlor- 
hydria. This might prove to be a common aetiological basis. 

2. The longer duration of life brought about by improved 
treatment might render a sufferer from one disease more 
likely to contract the other. It appears that the tendency 
to the development of defective gastric secretion increases 
with the duration of the diabetes and with the age of the 
patient. Since, moreover, the diabetes antedates the per- 
nicious anaemia tn most of the cases there appears to be 
some justification for regarding diabetics, in virtue of their 
prolonged e.sislcnce, as more prone to develop pernicious 
anaemia. 

3- The age factor. No case has been observed in a young 
person. All. occurred during the age period which is usual 
for the onset of pernicious anaemia and which includes the 
age most common for the development of diabetes. 

4. Hereditary tendencies.— The familial tenderiev is well 
recognized in both disrases, and in one of the above reports 
the occurrence of a sister with achlorhydria and microcvtic 
anaemia is a case in point. 

Though these factors are common to both diseases, 
especially where diabetes is the primary condition, there 
still remain those cases where pernicious anaemia was 
the first to develop, in the latter circumstance certain 
changes in carbohydrate metabolism that are known to 
occur in anaemia seem more likely to be the agents which 
lead to the double pathology. 


Conditions Favouring Development of Diabetes in 
Pernicious Anaemia 

Davidson and Gulland, for instance, found sot 
evidence that the achlorhydric stomach of p*micic 
anaemia empties rapidly, and in 1929 MacCullLm si 
gcsied a hormone in ihc intestinal mucosa, formed unc 
the stimulus of sugar, which controls the secretion 
tnsuhn Since pernicious anaemia is a deficienev disea 
other deficiencies of this nature possible coc.vist.'

limes been reported as a result of anaemia. As Ta“t 


as 1877 Claude Bernard produced hyperglycaemia in dogs 
by repealed bleedings. Strauss reported an increased ex- 
cretion of sugar in diabetics following venesection. Isaac 
and Hendrick found the blood sugar raised in pernicious 
anaemia, and Johnsson thought that the height of the blood 
sugar was related to the severity of the anaemia. In the 
same year, however, Blumenthai and Neuburger could find 
no definitely characteristic change and no connexion 
between the severity of the anaemia and the blood-sugar 
level. If it is true that changes in sugar metabolism of this 
nature occur as a result of anaemia, then it is quite con- 
ceivable that this fact has some bearing on the question 
of diabetes complicating pernicious anaemia, tfut a 
criticism that immediately comes to mind is that there is 
no evidence that the diabetes in all these cases developed 
during an anaemic phase. It certainly did not in the one 
reported above. 

Finally, in 1929 Blolner and Murphy announced a 
blood-sugar-lowering effect follovving the oral adminis- 
tration of liver, though here again there has been no 
confirmation by other workers. Recently, however,, 
Jolliffe, Brandaleone, and Most have reported changes in 
orbohydrate tolerance produced by high protein diets 
in two cases with the combined diseases. 

Evidence, therefore, is contradictory, and no adequate 
e.xplanalion has yet been offered regarding on the one 
hand the mechanism of production of high blood sugar 
and abnormal sugar tolerance in pernicious anaemia, nor 
on the other the occasional occurrence of pernicious 
anaemia complicating diabetes. It is true that there is 
a certain amount of common ground between them, yet it 
appears that the only rational attitude is the one adopted 
b> most authors namely, that the phenomenon is a 
chance combination.

A Case of Pubertas Praecox 

The extreme rarity of this condition and the scantiness 
of the literature on the subject have led to its frequent 
confusion with adrenal virilism or pseudo-hermaphroditism. 

The patient is a girl aged 6 years 10 months. She is the 
first of a family of three. The mother was quite well 
during pregnancy, but the labour was prolonged and 
forceps had to be used. The birth weight was 10 lb. 
The child had pneumonia at 3 years, followed by otitis 
media. Paracentesis of both drums was performed. 
Since then she has had otorrhoca on and off. There have 
been no other childish diseases. The family history shows 
nothing abnormal. Her sister is 41 years and her brother 
3J years old ; both arc normal. 

The child's progress since birth has been precocious. 
The first tooth erupted at 4 months ; she walked quite 
well at 1 1 months, and looked like a child of 3 years 
at 18 months. Her appetite has always been voracious. 
At 3 1 years of age she began to menstruate. Menstrua- 
tion occurred four times in a year, each time lasting one 
or two days. There was no dysmenorrhoea. There was 
no menstrual period between 44 and 5} years of age. but 
menstruation occurred again at 5 years 9 months. 
Another year passed before the next period at 6 years 
9 months. This lime it lasted three days, with headache 
and some lower abdominal pain. 

The child has been under observation for the past 
fifteen months, and during that period she has siiJTered 
from several attacks of pyrexia up to 103° F., which were 
attributed to a chill. There has been headache during 
these attacks, but no vomiting. Headache has been a 
feature of the case, especially when the child indulges in 
strenuous e.xercisc — for example, drill at school. 

PiivsiCAL Examination 

Her appearance is that of a well-developed girl of 12 
to 14 years. There is marked premature development of 
the feminine form, with enlargement 
of the mammary glands, female con- 
figuration of the hips, prominence 
of the mons veneris, on which there 
is some fine dark hair. The external 
genitals arc of the female type with 
no enlargement of the clitoris. The 
abdomen protrudes and there is some 
lordosis. 

The following are some of her 
measurements: Height, 53s inches — 
that is, she is eleven inches taller than 
a normal child of her age. Weight, 
74 lb. (26 lb. heavier than the normal 
child). Head, 21 inehes ; chest (over 
the breasts), 26i inches : abdomen, 
24 inches ; and hips (over greater 
trochanters), 284 inches. The child 
has gained 21 inches in height and 
10 lb. in weight during the Last fifteen 
months. 

Examination showed the following results; Heart, 
normal, blood prcsMire, 115/60; central nervous system, 
normal; e\c movement normal in all directions; optic 
disks, normal. The liver, spleen, and kidneys were not 
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palpable, and there was no appreciable disease. The 
cervix uteri is well developed and the uterus, on biniaiuia! 
examination, was found to be almost adult si?e. No 
enlargement of the uterine appendages could be deiccied. 
The urine, which was acid, had a specific gravity of 1015 
and contained no albumin or sugar_. The skull was radio- 
graphed with especial reference to the pineal gland, bm 
proved normal. 

There is nothing very remarkable in her personality, 
except that her ideas arc rather more mature than those 
of a child of her age. Her mental age is normal; there 
is certainly no evidence of ictarded mental function. 

DtSCUSSlON 

It might not be out of place here to make a few remarks 
on the factors dilTcrentiating this condition from adrenal 
virilism. In adrenal virilism occurring in girls before 
puberty' the configuration of the body approaches the male 
type: the voice deepens, hirsuties is a feature of the 
disease, and the hair is of male distribution. The external 
genital organs show precocious development with marked 
hypertrophy of the clitoris. The uterns is not enlarged 
and there is no menstrual bleeding. The mammary glands 
arc not developed — in fact, failure of their development is 
more usual. 

The most likely diagnosis in this case would be pineal 
syndrome due to neoplasm or hyperplasia of the pineal 
gland.

Agranulocytic Angina following Bismuth 
Injections in a Case of Syphilis 

The interesting features of this case, which closely 
resembles reported cases of agranulocytosis, arc its asso- 
ciation with bismuth (only 8 grains in all were given) 
which in itself has a tendency to produce stomatitis, and 
possibly with syphilis. The absence, however, of any 
blue pigmentation in the mouth, of casts, or of any appre- 
ciable amount of albumin in the urine, and the sudden 
onset of the condition, differentiate the case from one of 
simple bismuth poisoning, of which 1 have .seen several 
instances, but it suggests that perhaps bismiilh may be 
able to precipitate agranulocytosis in tlic same way as 
does amidopyrine, which was not a factor in this case. 

Case Rei'okt 

The patient, a native male adult employed on the Roan 
Antelope Copper Mine, was admitted to liospiial on acconni 
of infective syphilis, having a primary chancre with a 4 plir. 
Kahn reaction. His urine and gums, c.xaniincd before trcal- 
mcnl began, were normal, and he was otherwise licallhy.

pharynx. A relative lymphocytosis was noted in a 
smear taken at this time 
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On the 14th small superficial ulcers were obsersed along 
the outer margin of the right gums with no associated hvper- 
aemia, and after a further two days these had developed into 
extensive vellosvisb-w'bite sloughs. No pigmentation was 
present and' there was still no hyperaemia. A blood examina- 
tion now revealed a complete absence of neutrophils and 
eosinophils. The haemoglobin was 81 per cent., the colour 
index 0.96, and the enthrocytes 4^90.000 per c.mm. The 
leucocytes numbered 3,800 per c.mm., S3 per cent, being 
lymphocytes and- 17 per cent, monocytes. His urine was 
acid, with a specific gravity of 1036. and contained only a 
trace of albumin; 

The following day, February 17, the sloughs were more 
extensive and the patient's general condition worse ; his 
tongue was coated with a dry brown fur, and a marked 
icteric tinting of the conjunctiva was noted. A blood count 
now showed'; haemoglobin 70 per cent. ; colour index 0.97 ; 
erythrocytes 3,600,000 — some anisocjlosis present ; leucocytes 
2-,i00 per c.mm. (monocytes 21 per cent, and lymphocytes 
79 per cent.). Neutrophils and eosinophils were still absent. 
On February 18 a few neutrophils (stab forms) and eosino- 
phils appeared in the blood. The haemoglobin was 70 per 
cent., the colour index 1.0, and the erythrocytes 3,560,000 per 
c.mm. The leucocytes numbered 2,300 per c.mm., and con- 
sisted of neutrophils (stab form) 1 per cent., eosinophils 1 per 
cent., monocytes 18 per cent., and lymphocytes 80 per cent. 

The patient died on February 20, eight days after the onset 
of his illness. A post-mortem examination showed marked 
pallor of the hone marrow at the ends of -the tibia and 
femur. The liver and spleen were enlarged, but firm and of 
normal appearance on cutting. This enlargement was prob- 
ably due to chronic malaria. The remaining organs appeared 
normal apart from a yellow coloratiort due to the jaundice. 

No specific treatment had been used in this case, as 
no nucleic acid preparation was obtainable locally, and 
the patient died before any could be procured. Mouth 
washes of potassium chlorate and carbolic acid and, 
later, swabbing of the gums tvith hydrogen peroxide were 
employed, along with a daily saline aperient.

Sldn Diphtheria Associated yyith Clinical 
Diphtheria and Scarlet Fever 


One of the children who had been discharged after scarlet- 
fever was noticed to have a moist dermatitis at the back of the 
ear. and funher search resealed a similar patch in the axilla. 
A dry sw-ab was taken from the axilla, and a report asked for 
as to the existence of diphtheria bacilli and for haemolytic 
streptococci, 

B'CTERtOPOOtCAL REPORT 
The reports on the swabs were as follows: 

. Child's A.Tilla.—'BadWi similar to B. diphtherias, both in 
morphological and in staining properties, were obferved. A 
few- isolated coed were also present. • • 

Father’s Throat . — Organisms similar to B. diphtherias in 
morphology were present in culture from this" swab. Some 
of their staining characteristics were not quite typical, but they 
must be regarded w-ith suspicion. A blood-agar plate culture 
showed numerous streptococci of the o-haemolytic type, but 
only an occasional l3-haemolytic colony. Scarlet fever strepto- 
cocci conform to the latter type in appearance, but one would 
have expected a much higher yield of these organisms from a 
clinical case of scarlet fever. 

COM-MENTARY 

In view of the clinical behaviour of the case and the 
speedy response to serum treatment there would appear 
to be no reasonable doubt but that the case was one of 
diphtheria. 

Skin diphtheria has been reported occasionally, but its 
occurrence does not seem to have attracted the notice it 
.deserves. Over twenty years ago Dr. J, D. RoIIeston 0916) 
recorded the case of a boy with multiple whitlows which 
had existed for over two months but which healed within 
a week after a positive swab had been found and serum 
given. Dr. C. O. Stallybrass (1936), influenced, he says, by 
observation of Professor Bu's findings in (Topenfiagen, 
suggested that school doctors and skin specialists should 
take swabs at random in cases of “ impetigo “ and facial 
'■ eczema,” and the result w-as that “ we were rewarded 
by a plentiful crop of cases of nasal diphtheria.” 

Damon in 1934 reported a case of pustular eruption 
on the face, which spread rapidly to chin and forehead 
and resembled impetigo. The temperature varied from 
99.8’ to lor F. and the pulse from lOS to 130. A pure 
culture of diphtheria bacilli of a virulent type was found. 
The patient improved and got well immediately antitoxin 
was ^ven. It is noteworthy that Damon reports that no 
bacilli could be isolated from the throat or posterior pares 
although repeated cultures were made. 


I think that the case recorded below may have some 
interest from the- point of view of both clinical and pre- 
ventive medicine. 


Cli.n'ical Record 

Two little boys contracted scarlet fever and were sent to 
hospital. Four days after they had been allowed home their 
father reported that two other children were ill, and that one 
of them had a rash. These children also were found to have 
scarlet fever," and were sent to hospital. The father com- 
plained casually that he himself had sore throat, headache, 
and loss of appetite, and had not been able to sleep. When 
examined he bad a circular patch of membrane on an intlatned 
tonsil, a temperature of 100% and a pulse of 120, He was 
Sent to bed and a dry swab was taken. The membrane was 
loo'dy adherent, and there were no bleeding spots where it 
had been detached by the swab. Serum vv-as'at first withheld 
pending the result of examination of the svsab. Next day 
liowcvcr. the membrane had re-formed and had spread to th- 
eppovite tonsil and involved the uvula. The patient felt and 
looked much more ill. and 12,000 units of antitoxin were given 
imramuscukarly. The following dav the throat had cleared 
up considerably, and the patient was much improved bavin- 
bad :v comCortable night. “ 


It may well be that those epidemics of itfipetigo 
(1914) with a high mortality reported at times were ia 
reality outbreaks of skin diphtheria. That only strepto- 
cocci and staphylococci were isolated hardly excludes the 
possibility of diphtheria in view of the very diverse 
experiences* of the value of the swab in diagnosis. In this 
connexion readers will recall a prolonged discussion on the 
swab in the columns of this Journal about two years ago. 

It is of interest to note that the skin lesion now- 
reported cleared up rapidly on the application of ung. 
hydrarg. nit. dil. — one of the commonest ointments used 
in impetigo. 

■^e part played by skin diphtheria in producing adult 
and herd irnmumty, and in starting epidemics of diph- 
theria. may be worthy of further studv.

ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF MEDICAL PRACTICE

The lirithh Encyclopaedia of Medical Practice, incliidins; 
Medicine, Siirpcry, Obstetrics, Gynaecology, and other 
Subjects. Volume 4, Diarrhoea to Endoscopy of the 
Rectum.' Under the general Editorship of Sir Humphry 
Rolleston, Bt., G.C.V.O., iM.D. (Pp. 600 ; _ illustrated. 
35s. net.) London: Butterworth and Co. (Publishers), Ltd. 
1937. 

The volumes of the new Encyclopaedia of British medi- 
cine continue to appear at regular intervals, the fourth 
one of the series, now before us, covering the subjects 
diarrhoea-endoscopy. Prominent among these is the con- 
sideration of dislocations, fractures, and associated in- 
juries admirably set out for the help of the general 
practitioner by Professor G. R. Girdlcstone. Since the 
war, deriving from the multiple injuries of gunshot 
wounds and the subsequent experience with road accidents, 
the modern technique in the treatment of fractures has 
reached a high standard. Professor Girdlcstone approaches 
the subject by a brief reference to first aid, discusses the 
general principles of diagnosis, reduction and fixation 
apparatus, and then deals regionally with particular 
fractures and dislocations. From the standpoint of 
efficiency there is much to be said for getting the patient 
as soon as possible to a hospital with a fracture service, 
but the practitioner who is called in to render first aid 
in ease of accident must undertake not only the support 
of the patient but must be trained to deal with the 
situation so as to minimize further damage to tissues and 
to place the injured part in such a position as rapidly 
to facilitate repair. In a compact discussion of the sub- 
ject Professor Girdlcstone has in seventy pages managed 
to get in the essentials, and this section should be most 
helpful. 

Among the disorders of digestion dealt with arc the 
general causes and clinical aspects of diarrhoea by Sir 
Arthur Horst, diarrhoea occurring in infancy and child- 
hood by Dr. R. W. B. Ellis, and tropical forms of diar- 
rhoea associated with flagellate infections and so-called 
hill diarrhoea by Dr. Hamilton Fairley. The aetiology 
of infantile summer diarrhoea in England appears still 
to be obscure. An infective organism has been demon- 
strated in far fewer eases than in the United States, on 
the Continent, or in Australia, and physicians arc led to 
postulate environmental, dietetic, or allergic states. It 
should be possible to differentiate further the clinical 
aspects of these groups, so that indications for treatment 
may be more readily set out. Approaching the subject 
from the other side, Major-General Perry *md Liciit.- 
Coloncl Biggam are on more solid ground in dealing with 
the aetiology of bacillary dysentery. Here the bactcrio- 
loev has largely been worked out, and the clinical aspects 
of the \arious groups are becoming differentiated. There 
are, howeser. still considerable difficulties in producing 
spe'citic sera for therapy, except in the case of the Shiga 
bacillus for which an effective antitoxin can be prepared. 
A full treatment of the subject of divcrticulosis and 
diserticiihtis of the colon by Sir Edmund Spriggs and 
.Mr. O. .A. Marxer, .an introduction to dyspepsia by Dr. 
Robert Hutchison, and a discussion ol the spcci.al 
cb.iracters of carbohvdr.ite intestin.'il dyspepsia bj Sir 
.Arthur Hurst complete a highly insiructix'c series of ariicles 
on ill-orders of digestion. 
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Dr. Comric introduces the subject of diet in treatment 
tvith a general statement of the food requirements of the 
body under physiological conditions, and discusses the 
various systems of diet advocated or adopted. Tltcse 
subjects arc so much talked of by patients that piacti- 
lioners will be grateful for the succinct accounts of diets 
and the indications for their use, together with material 
for refuting false or exaggerated claims. In a scholarly 
article Dr.- Helen Mackay brings forward the main facts 
\ of diseases due to dietetic deficiency. Throughout the 
world dietetic deficiencies are prevalent, mostly from 
necessity but sometimes through ignorance. Certain de- 
ficiencies are known to be common in British diets, iron, 
for instance, and probably often calcium, phosphorus, 
and vitamin D in many parts of the community. Besides 
gross disease due to deficiency there is probably mueli 
disability or ill-health obscurely brought about in this way. 

An interesting series deals with electricity and medicine. 
Dr. Cumbcrbatch discusses electrodiagnosis, and the 
special form of treatment with diathermy ; and Dr. Hc.ild 
electrotherapy in general. Emphysema of the lungs and 
empyema by Dr. R. V. Christie and Mr. Tudor Edwards 
respectively represent the medical and surgical aspects of 
respiratory disease in this volume, while Dr. Christie also 
writes a good study of dyspnoea. Other disabilities are 
dyspha.gia and dysphonia from the pen of Mr. Lionel 
Collcdgc, who contributes the section on car diseases ; 
dysmcnorrhoca and dyspareunia by Mr. Eardlcy Holland, 
whose understanding articles will be very helpful to practi- 
tioners so often called to deal with-these matters; while 
the clinical aspects of drug eruptions will be Jess puzzling 
when Dr. R. T. Brain's contribution to the subject is 
studied. Nervous diseases include disseminated selcrosis 
by Drs. F. M. R. Walshe and J. G. Greenfield, diplopia 
by Mr. P. G. Doync, and encephalomyelitis and cpidciiiic 
encephalitis by Dr. W. G. Wyllic, 

Dr. Gardiner Hill’s account of dwarfism and infantilism 
is well documented and up to date, and the disorders of the 
uterine mucous membrane arc discussed from the patho- 
logical and clinical aspects by Professor M. L .Stewart and 
Drs. A. M. Clayc and James Young. Other articles con- 
tribute to a very useful volume. The editing and printing 
arc praiseworthy', but a comparison of radiographs would 
point to the desirability', for clarity and precision, of using 
special paper. 

CHRONIC RHEUMATISM 

Chronic Rheumatic Diseases. Edited by (2 W. Biidlcv, 
M.D.. F.K.C.P. Being the third Annual Report ol Uic 
British Committee on Chronic Kheumatie Uiseaww 
appointed by the Royal College of Physici.ins. No 3. 
(I'p. 142. lOs. 6d. net.) London: H. K. Lewis .and Co.

The third volume of the Reports on Chronic Rhcum.iiic 
Diseases is welcome, for, as Professor Fraser .says in the 
foreword, this and the first two volumes offer the student 
as complete a survey of recent work on chronic rheu- 
matism as he is likely to find anywhere. In the op. rung 
article Professor Okcll throws grave doubt on the 
mental justification for vaccine therapy in these discov^ 
— a view that may be regarded as unduly pessimist/c -y 
some but is a seasonable corrective to those who .uc 
wont to regard the rheumatic patient as a never siiflieicn. / 
filled receptacle for injections. Professor f.carmonlh v rui-v 
a review of recent work on sympa.thcctomy in 
atoid .arthritis, and points out that in carefully 
ca-es it may be a useful symptomatic measure 
the relief of pain but that it .should nc\cr be rcgiri-u 
as in any .sense a specific remedy for the ci-..- - 




Kahimeter gives a most useful review of his own and 
others’ experience of jc-ray therapy and thinks highly of 
its use, especially in gonorrhoeal and septic arthritis, in 
bursitis, and tendinitis. Race gives a valuable survey of 
the theories advanced as to deficiency of vitarnins as a 
causative agency in arthritis, in the rheumatoid type a 
deficiency of A and C and possibly of B.. is not un- 
common, but whether this deficiency is causal or not still 
remains non-proven. Collins describes two unusual cases 
of rheumatoid arthritis with a neutrophil leucopenia arid 
enlargement of the liver and spleen, and discusses them 
in relation to the leucocjne counts commonly met with 
in chronic rheumatism. 

Several critical reviews are given of recent work, of- 
which the most valuable is that on chrj’sotherapy. There 
can be no doubt that gold properly administered is a 
promising and useful remedy, but still greater trial is 
necessarj' to clarify the correct dosage and suitable selec- 
tion of cases, while it is obvious that this is a verj' 
dangerous weapon in inexperienced hands. Hench sup- 
plies a long review, with a full bibliography of American 
literature on arthritis. The most interesting feature of 
this is the work on pyrexial treatment of gonorrhoeal 
arthritis, which seems almost specific in the early stages 
and helpful even in later stages. Jennings draws attention 
to the neglected use of sodium salicylate in the treatment 
of gout, especially in the interval periods, when it rivals 
cinchophen in the power of increasing the elimination of 
uric acid and is much less dangerous. Finally, abstracts 
and reviews of the principal Continental literature of the 
year are supplied by Drs. Bach and Pether. 

It may be complained that there is nothing ver>’ original 
in this report, but Sir Humphry Rolleston and his com- 
mittee deserve congratulations on keeping those who are 
interested fully abreast of all that is happening in the 
domain of chronic rheumatism.

The Common Neuroses. Their Treatment by Psycho- 
therapy. An Introduction to Psychological Treatment for 
Students and Practitioners. By T. A. Ross. M.D., F.R.C.P.

Arnold and Co. 1937.

BONE PRODUCTION AND BONTB GRO^\TH 
The Role of Chemiota.cis in Bone Growth. By A. P.' 
Bertwistle, M.B.. Ch.B.. F.R.C.S.Ed. (Pp. 59 : 32 illustra- 
tions. 8s. 6d. net.) London: Henry Kimpton. 193/. 


Bone production and bone growth are fascinating problems 
which have aroused much interest recently, and so this 
monograph cannot but attract attention. The author 
stales that the object of the book is to describe dis- 
ruptive chemiotaxis, a new process to Medicine, and to lay 
down a law which, based on histological grounds, will be 
found to cover the whole field of bone pathology, viz.;— 
that whenever young fibrous tissue, particularly young 
blood vessels, come into contact with bone or a calcified 
deposit, new bone formation occurs.” Disruptive chemio- 
taxis, he tells us. is a term coined to express the power of . 
cenain hard substances of attracting and drawing into 
themselves certain soft, living structures. We do not feel 
that we can congratulate the coiner on this addition to an 
overburdened nomenclature, while we search in vain for 
some new insight into the nature of the process whereby 
developing structures follow particular pathways in relation 
to their environment. 

Mr. Bertwistle’s little book consists of six chapters, a 
bibliography of some seventy-five references, and an index. 

It is illSitrated by thirty-two figures, the majority of which 
are from prints of .t-ray photographs. These are for the 
most part clear and well reproduced. Fig. 24, described 
as periosteal sarcoma, in a recent work such as this might 
in conformity w'ith modern surgical pathological nomen- 
clature be better designated osteogenic Sarcoma, while 
some would also have preferred to see the term myeloma 
(p. 33) replaced by osteoclastoma. The manufacturers of 
“ elastoplast ” will be pleased to note the statement on 
page 32. 

A real advance in our knowledge of bone pathology ' 
was made when Leriche and other observers emphasized' 
the fact that bone density varies~mversely as its blood 
supply, but whether anything is to be gained by applying 
the term disruptive chemiotaxis to the rarefaction which 
takes place in a bone graft is doubtful. The book contains 
an interesting account of the histology and development of 
bone, of the functions ascribed by various workers to the 
periosteum, and of the various views regarding ectopic 
bone formation. 


has appeared in response to a demand by the hundreds 
of medical men and women who have now undertaken or 
are undertaking this difficult and elusive work for some 
sort of guide to its perplexities. Seventeen years ago the 
author wrote in his preface that in his opinion most 
patients suffering from neurosis could be treated by 
general practitioners. It is very interesting to read' that 
he has found no reason to change his mind. He points 
out, however, a fact of which no general practitioner 
should ever lose sight; that there is a residue which the 
general practitioner would be well advised not to touch. 
Most neurotics, he says, are not difficult to cure, but some 
may be made very much worse. He has therefore 
attempted to describe the cases which the general practi- 
tioner ought to leave alone, but urges him to contribute 
his share of psychotherapeutic treatment to a world which 
is being progressively invaded by neurosis. He has left 
out his original chapter on the application of the Freudian 
method, feeling that this subject can only be properly 
dealt with by a Freudian. The views Dr. Ross expressed 
in his first edition remain substantially the same, but he 
has added many examples which illustrate p rinciples. '

R.ADHJM THERAPY 

Traite Pratique de Curietherapie. Generalites sue le 
Radium el sur la Curietherapie dit Cancer. By P. Degrais 
and A. Bellot. (Pp. 160; 36 figures. 36 fr.) Paris; 3. B. 
Baillicrc et Fils. - 1937. 

One of the most recent additions to the literature dealing 
with the diriical uses of radium is the Practical Treatise 
on Curietherapy by Dr. Degrais and M. Bellot, The 
former of these writers is well known to English readers 
as having collaborated with the late Dr. Wickham in the 
first systematic treatise on radium therapy, which was 
published in 190S and iramlated into English by Dr. S. E. 
Dore. The present work is to be completed in four 
volumes of about 150 to 180 pages each. The first deals 
with the physics of radioactivity, the construction and 
use of apparatus, the biological action of the rays, and 
the general principles upon which the radium treatment of 
malignant disease is based. It may be noted in passing 
that the term “ curietherapy ” was introduced by Degrai« 
in 1919 to denote treatment by radium as distinct from 
.t rays. Smee these methods are so often combined the 
comprehensive term “radiotherapy" is used, especfallv 
in this country, to include both these methods of treai 
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The three remnining volumes of the present work will 
deal with the use of radium in the treatment of cancer 
in various situations, the gynaecological uses of radium 
in non-malignanl conditions, and lastly with its dermato- 
logical applications. The general principles, which form 
the subject-matter of the first volume, arc clearly and 
concisely set forth, while the illustrations in the .sections 
dealing with tipparatus are clear and informative. Tltesc 
indeed arc the only illustrations in the book, and we 
think the authors have done wisely in omitting them 
from the sections on the biological ttetions of radiation. 
The histological changes set up by the action of radium 
or .V rays need to he studied at first hand in the laboratory. 
In discussing ihc biological cfTccts of ladiation the authors 
maintain that /i rtiys, so far from only having an in- 
discriminate caustic elfecl, have, under proper conditions 
of tiosage. :i selective action in the same way as the 
rays. For this reason they advocate the retention of 
/J radiation in the treatment of cutaneous lesions, a matter 
wliich IS to be dealt with in the concluding volume. 

Judging from the first volume, we can cordially recom- 
mend this treatise as a clear and concise tc.xtbook for 
those training to become radiotherapists. 


Notes on Books * 

Professor Roscoi: R. Hvoi;, who directs the labora- 
tories of immunology and tilterable viruses in tlic School 
of Hygiene at Johns Hopkins University, lias written a 
small book entitled a Lohoraiory Outline in .I'ilierahle 
Viruses the aim of which is to guide the practical work 
of the student. It is divided into two parts. The first 
comprises those e.vercises designed to instruct the student 
in the nature and behaviour of viruses, while (he .second 
part is concerned with the hislopathology of virus diseases. 
J’resumably this book is intended primarily for those 
attending the course of virus study in Profc.ssor Hyde’s 
department, and for this purpose it is probably adequate. 
But it is unlikely to prove of use to .students clsexvhcrc 
because it lacks mucii of the detail necessary to their 
instruction and guidance. .So much is this so that in 
many places the book is little more than a .syllabus of the 
practical e.vercises that the student is to carry out. In 
fairness to the author, liowcvcr, it should be pointed out 
that this omission of detail is deliberate, its object being 
to encourage the student, under direction, to supply this 
for himself. The book is published in this country by 
Macmillan and Co. at 7s. Cd. 

For the seventh edition of his Gynaeeotofty for Nurses 
nud Gyniiccolofiiad Nursiiif;, first published in 1910. Sir 
CoMVNS Berkelev has largely rewritten the text and in 
various directions brought the subject-matter up to date. 
He has also inserted between brackets at the end of the 
appropriate section (he question or questions relating 
thereto set in the final examinations of r the General 
Nursing Council. The publishers arc Faber and I'abcr, 
and the price is 7s. 6d. 

Recent developments in the treatment of tuberculosis 
have made it more rather than less difficult to assess 
correctly the part played by climatic factors. A .swing 
of the pendulum has nowadays perhaps led to under- 
estimation of their importance. In the little work entitled 
Die klimalisc'hc Behandliing der Tiihcrkiilosc iind Hire 
heutige Bewertung (Berlin, Julius Springer, RM. 1.80) 
Professor A. Bacmeister discusses in somcwhal vague 
terms the beneficial effect of climate and altitude on the 
various forms of the disease. His arguments are not very 
convincing, and the main object of the paper appears to 
be to attract (he attention of practitioners in Germany to 
(he variety of climatological possibilities for the treatment 
of tuberculosis in that country.

1ROCAR AND CANNULA FOR CLOSED DRAINAGE 
OF CHEST 

Mr. John T. MoiuiIson, F.R.C.S. (Liverpool) writes; 

The iiiMriimenl ahoiil to he described was made for me hy 
the Genito-Urinnry Maniif.actiiring Company, who have kindly 
provided Ihc .-iitachcd technical description. It has been 
gradually devised to Licilitatc the provision of closed inter- 
costal drainage in eases of empyema, both acute and chronic, 
the advantages of which over open drainage, in the early 
stage of irentment at Icasi. require no comment. 

The instrumcnl consists of a cannula provided with a stop- 
cock and stiiffinp box. .Two lateral slots arc cut in the lower 
section of Ihc cannula each 2 mm. ssidc and 53 mm. long. A 
rotary sices c with corresponding slots is fitted over the cannula 
acting as a shutter. The rotary movement of the sleeve is 
limited hy a slopping pin svhich brings the slots in the 


cannula and those in the rotating sleeve into apposition. At 
(he upper end of the instrument a detachable stutling box 
presents the entrance of air during svithdrasval of the trocar 
point. When the trocar point is svithdrasvn until it comes 
to rest against the stiifling box the stopcock can he closed and 
the smiling box sviih trocar detached from Ihc cannula. 

With local anaesthesia directed particularly to the extm- 
plcurat tissues and Ihc edges of the ribs bounding the chosen 
space, the trocar and cannula is inserted through a short 
incision svitli a semi-rotatory movement till it is felt to enter 
the pleura, the lateral slot being closed. The trocar is nosv 
svithdrasvn, the .stopcock .shut, and the siiiiring box removed. 
A rubber drainage tube svilli terminal lateral eye, previously 
chosen to fit the lumen of the cannula exactly, is' inserted and, 
as the stopcock is opened, pushed down till it reaches a 
marked point indicating that it has reached the pleura. If 
there is difliculty in doing so the trocar is .reinserted and 
the instrument pushed a little further in. The end of the 
drain is now opened under water to ensure that Pt's is 
llowing, and tlicn rc-closcd with a suitable spigot. The 
sleeve on the cannula is rotated so as to open the slot and a 
line bayonet-pointed needle picking up skin cn route tr.ms 
fixes the drain through the opened slot. This needle may now, 
be held firmly against the chest wall, ensuring that |ni; drain 
remains cxact'lv where placed in the clicst, during withdr.awa 
of the cannula. The needle is then removed and the dram 
fixed in position seeitndiiin aricin. The object of the s n . 
which keeps the slot closed until a drain is in place to conse.s 
pus diicctly to the exterior, is to prevent the leakage o p . 
aiid po.ssiblc entrance of air which would take place i ■ 
was permanently open.

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USE AND ABUSE OF BENZEDRINE 

Although benzedrine was discovered by Barger and 
Dale in 1910, this sympathomimetic substance 
attracted no special attention until in 1930 pharma- 
cological investigations and animal experiments 
were carried out by a number of workers, among 
whom were Alles (who first synthesized it), Piness, 
Tainter, Hartung and Munch, and others. It was 
found that benzedrine had a pressor effect, and eri- 
dence produced by Tainter suggests that this is not 
due to pure sympathetic stimulation or to stimula- 
tion of muscle. An action on the higher centres of 
the ner\'ous system was also observed, and the 
therapeutic possibilities of this have excited much 
interest. Following the observations that the drug 
could rouse animals from barbital narcosis and pro- 
duce insomnia in man, Prinzmetal and Bloornberg’ 
used it in the treatment of narcolepsy and found it 
superior to ephedrine in the prevention of attacks 
— work that was confirmed by Ulrich, Trapp, and 
Vidgoff." In this country Peoples and Guttmann,’ 
working at the Maudsley Hospital, gave the drug in 
doses of 10 to 80 mg. to depressed patients and to a 
group of normal persons; they claimed to demon- 
strate a dose connexion between blood pressure 
and emotion, but in a later paper Guttmann and 
Sargant' observed that a patient with only a trivial 
alteration of blood pressure might show a pro- 
nounced psychological reaction, and vice versa. 
According to Peoples and Guttmann the effect on 
the vegetative nervous system was slight, and 
parallel studies on the blood sugar level showed no 
variations beyond normal limits. Depressed patients 
overcame their retardation and talked more, and 
some degree of euphoria was noted. These striking 
changes in an illness which had so far proved resis- 
tant to treatment led to a therapeutic optimism 
which was not altogether tempered by these authors’ 
scientifically cautious conclusion — namely, that 
although the drug was a promising therapeutic ally 
''further investigation was needed to show whether 
permanent administration produced adaptation, 
habituation, or even addiction. Nor have these 
questions yet been answered, although Prinzmetal 
and Bloomberg have given the drug daily for over 

‘ ]. Anirr, mt(f. /I.,,.. 105. ^O'l 
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a year and otfiers for periods up to six months 
without ill effect. Sargant and Blackburn" demon- 
strated improved, intellectual performance, as 
measured by intelligence tests, in-psychotic patients 
after the administration of benzedrine. In their 
series of 250 cases Guttmann and Sargant found that 
mild depression with mental retardation is the most 
favourable psychological disorder for benzedrine 
therapy; that anxiety symptoms are intensified by 
the drug ; but that no general statement of its effect 
in schizophrenia is possible owing to the variety of 
the clinical manifestations of the latter. They 
regard the optimum dosage as 10 to 30 mg. a day, 
with which most observers agree. Davidoff and 
Reifenstein,'’’ in a careful clinical study of a group of 
psychotics, stress the need for care in the use of the 
drug, and consider that it is most safely adminis- 
tered under close in-patient observation, and that its 
use in out-patient practice should be undertaken 
with considerable caution. Benzedrine has also 
been given to cases of post-encephalitic Parkinson- 
ism, and appears to be of value when drowsiness 
and lack of energy predominate, although it is 
usually most effective when prescribed in combina- 
tion with scopolamine or stramonium : it abolishes 
or reduces the frequency of oculogyric crises. 

Applied locally, benzedrine was first used to 
relieve congestion of the nasal mucous membrane. 
As was to be e.xpected, it has also been tried in 
other conditions. Myerson and Ritvo,' for example, 
consider it of value in the relief of intestinal 
spasm, and believe that it will be of use in radio- 
logical investigation of the gastro-intestinal tract, 
facilitating differential diagnosis between functional 
and organic spasm. Benzedrine increases the 
gastric secretion of hydrochloric acid and of pepsin, 
and may be of value in differentiating functional 
from organic achlorhydria. It is possible that its 
use will be extended to other conditions — for 


example, in raising the blood pressure in peripheral 
circulatory failure. Korns and RandalP treated a 
case of orthostatic hypotension with benzedrine with 
satisfactory results, but it would appear that in this 
condition ephedrine is a more potent remedy. ,As 
with any new therapeutic remedy, the discovery of 
contraindications follows hard upon therapeutic 
trials. A number of untoward psychological and 
physical reactions have.been obsen-ed, the former 
including aggressiveness and other anti-social 
behaviour, the intensification of homicidal and 
suicidal trends, and hallucinatory deliria. Amonc 
the physical consequences observed are loss ol 
wei^t, skin rashes, rise and sometimes paradoxical 
fall of blood pressure, and such cardiovascular 
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events as the ease of transient heart-block recorded 
by Anderson and Scott" ; it may be. however, that 
this was an exceptional ease. Benzedrine is contra- 
indicated in hypertension, disease of the coronary 
arteries, and in manic excitement. Myerson, 
Loman. and Dameshek’" found an increase in the 
red and white cell counts, the former often by as 
much as one to three millions and the latter being 
doubled or even quadrupled. This was accom- 
panied by a striking polymorphonuclear Icuco- 
cytosis. Schubc, Raskin, and Campbell" regard 
these phenomena as transitory, and did not ob.scrvc 
any permanent alteration in the blood picture either 
during or long after the administration of benze- 
drine. In our prc.scnt issue at page 615 Dr. Ivor 
Davies records a case of acute aplastic anaemia 
following self-administration. The drug appears to 
have no effect on the basal metabolic rate. 

The chief therapeutic use of benzedrine so far 
has been in the treatment of narcolepsy, of post- 
encephalitic Parkinsonism, and of mild depression, 
but its application in psychiatry will prolxibly be 
limited. Not only is it at best a palliative but 
the extreme variability of its effect in different 
patients and in the .same patient at different times 
restricts its usefulness. In view of the wide range 
of physiological and psychological reactions which 
attend its administration further detailed .study 
under controlled conditions is necessary and desir- 
able. The unrestricted sale of this drug and its 
indiscriminate employment whilst the whole matter 
is still in the experimental stage is to be deplored. 
It is also regrettable that the wide publicity it has 
received in the Press may load to it being taken 
indiscriminately by tho.se in .search of a new fillip to 
the flagging body or mind. 


A HOSPITAL STOCK-TAKING 

One person out of every thirty-.sevcn in the Briti.sh 
Isles is a patient in the wards of a voluntary ho.s- 
pital during the year, and one out of every eight 
an out-patient. Over a million surgical operations 
under a general anaesthetic arc carried out in thc.sc 
hospitals during the twelve months. The amount 
expended by voluntary hospitals, more than fifteen 
and a half million pounds, is greater than the cost 
to the State of police and pri.sons and the execution 
of law and justice, greater than the amount .spent 
by the State on old age and widows’ and orphans’ 
pensions, and more than one-third of the cost of the 
Army, at least as the cost stood before the recent 
rearmament. Such arc some of the figures to be 
gleaned from the seventh issue of The Hospitals 

' Lancet, me,, tl, \m. 
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Year-Book,'- which again comes forward with a 
vast amount of information so tabulated that almost 
any fact regarding hospitals that can be expressed 
in figures may be elicited at a glance or with a little 
.search. 


One of the .sets of tables furnishes an analysis of 
the .sources from which the voluntary hospitals 
continue to derive their income. Taking the figures 
for more than 1.000 ho.spitals, and the year 19.35 
(the latest year for which completed statistics arc 
available), and calculating to the nearest £, it 
appears that “ voluntar>' gifts ” work out at £68 per 
available bed, payment for .services rendered (in- 
cluding patient.s* contributions) at another £53, 
interest on investments at £23. and other receipts 
and extraordinary income bring up the total to 
£167. We put voluntar)' gifts in quotation marks 
because in this ciitegory arc lumped workmen’s 
contributions and payments under contributory 
.schemes, which can hardly be described in the same 
way as subscriptions and donations from detached 
benefactors, being in fact of the nature of payment 
for anticipated services. A directory of contri- 
butory schemes embodied in the Year-Book 
includes nearly 400 entries, many of them, of 
course, quite small local alTairs, but they are 
headed by the Hospital Saving Association with an 
income in 1935 of £844,000, the Birmingham Hos- 
pitals Contributory Association, with £352,500, the 
Shcflicld and District Association of Hospital Con- 
tributors, with £163.000. and the Merseyside Hos- 
pitals Council, with £153.000. In addition there 
are about forty provident .schemes for treatment in 
private wards, half of them organized under the 
control of individual hospitals and half of them 
independently. Nevertheless, despite the growing 
tciulcncy to arrange hospital finance on more or less 
commercial lines, voluntary .subscriptions and dona- 
tions show little abatement. There is some falling 
off in London, but the provinces support their ho.s- 
pitals nobly, and in Scotland the stream of 
generosity has been greatly accelerated. In Scot- 
land the subscriptions and donations (apart from 
organized workmen’s schemes) have gone up by 
£55,000 in two years. Legacies, too, arc on the 
upgrade. The total amount bequeathed to the 
hospitals of the United Kingdom in 1 935--namely. 
£2,382,736, of which only about half a million was 
earmarked — was considerably above the figures o 
the two preceding years, and here again Scotian 
was conspicuous, the legacies amounting o 
£85,000 more than the previous year, and to 
£154,000 more than the figure for two years ago. 

The Year-Book is not only a statistical compen- 
dium, but a directory, and although issued 
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voluntary hospital auspices it contains a full list 
of municipal and public assistance hospitals, muni- 
cipal maternity hospitals and homes, and county 
and borough mental hospitals.- The outstanding 
event of the hospitals year has been the report of 
the Voluntary Hospitals Commission. The editor 
of the Tear-jBoofc (Mr. R. H. P. Orde) points out 
that the reforms therein advocated must be self- 
imposed. He writes : 

“The organization which the Sankey Report urges is 
a self-created one ; a central body representative of 
regional divisions. Its task, both centrally and regionally, 
is to collect and to distribute information, and by those 
persuasive powers that come from knowledge of the work 
to be done and from a sympathetic understanding of the 
views of those undertaking it, to bring about gradually 
and in the light of experience system and order where 
little or none exists at present. The organization must 
also possess the power of the purse. The task of 
bringing such an organization into being the Sankey 
Report places upon the shoulders of the British Hos- 
pitals Association. Time, perseverance, and common 
sense are demanded, and an absence of that attitude of 
mind which sees difficulties where none exist.” 


AUSTRALASIAN COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS 

The Australasian College of Physicians, which now 
comes into existence, has been planned to some extent 
on the pattern of the Royal College of Physicians of 
London, with variations to suit the needs of a community 
whose professional schools and leaders are scattered 
sparsely through a huge continent where means of com- 
munication are not yet fully developed. In the new 
Australasian College the proportion of Fellows from 
each State to sit on the council will be arranged in 
advance so as to make its governing body geographi- 
cally balanced. The president will be elected by the 
council and not, as in London, by a comitia of all the 
Fellows ; and the members of the college will have 
representation oh the council. The assumption of 
responsibility for a qualifying examination is not con- 
templated; the college will have no licentiates. Its two 
grades will be that of membership, conferred by a board 
of censors after examination, or. as here, on published 
work : and that of fellowship, awarded to those chosen 
by the council year by year from among the members 
of more than four years’ standing. Foundation Fellows 
will include all those recognized as teachers of medicine 
by the medical faculties of the universities of Australia 
and of New Zealand. The college will absorb the Asso- 
ciation of Physicians of Australasia, whose members will 
become Foundation Fellows. It will carry on the work 
of that association, including the organization of an 
annual meeting at difiercnl centres at which scientific 
communications arc submitted. In drawing up its con- 
stiluiion the new college has taken full advanlace of 
information put at its disposal by the Royal CoIIclrc of 
Phy.Mcians of London, which last winter appointed Sir 
Edmund Spriggs as an emissary. His visit to Australia 
was followed by one to. this countrv from Sir CbarUs 
niaekburn (Sydney). Dr. S. V. Sewell (Melbourne). Dr. 


L. S. Latham (Melbourne), Dr. A. W. Holmes a Court 
(Sydney), and Dr. E. B. Gunson (Auckland), who con- 
femd with Lord Dawson of Penn and other colleagues 
at Pall Mall East. .Apart from the promotion of re- 
search in clinical medicine and the dissemination of 
knowledge, the .Australasian College will, it is hoped, 
serve as a meeting point for physidans and provide 
opportunities for discussion and common action when 
legislative or other measures affecting the national health 
arise. The first president is Sir Charles Blackburn, 
, consulting physician to the Royal Prince Alfred Hos- 
pital, Sydney, and the vice-president Dr, S. V. Sewell, 
physician to the Melbourne Hospital. 


TRE.ATMENT OF MENITOE’S SY’NDROME 

The difficulty in treating cases of vertigo has until recent 
years arisen from two factors. The first of these was 
the lack of proper aetiological classification, and the 
second was the lack of effective methods of treatmenL 
There is now a tendency to divide such cases into two 
main groups under the names of aural vertigo and 
Meniere’s disease. This nomenclature can scarcely be 
defended on sdentific grounds, but if it serves a practical 
end it may be justified. It is intended to differentiate 
between milder attacks of vertigo arising from disease or 
physiological disturbance in the ear and severe attacks 
of vertigo, vomiting, deafness, and tinnitus originating 
in the auditory nerve. Thus, toxic conditions such as 
poisoning from lea, tobacco, or even focal sepsis may 
be considered to produce aural vertigo, and disease in 
the labyrinth must be included. Wffiere a cause can 
be found for the symptoms of aural vertigo by taking a 
careful history of the case the treatment is ev'ident. 
Apart from this it has been customary' to rely upon 
bromides and luminal, which in fact rarely do good and- 
may aggravate the symptoms by producing drowsiness 
and dizziness. The suggestion of Mygind and Dederding 
that the attacks are due to disordered water metabolism 
has caused this line of investigation to be followed, and 
it appears that it is not so much the water as the elec- 
trolytes of sodium which are responsible. The treatment 
based on this is to eliminate salt from the diet and 
administer with each meal 45 grains of ammonium 
chloride, which prevents the storage of sodium. Water 
need not be restricted. Madelaine Brown' reports 
twelve cases of severe attacks of vertigo and vomiting 
in patients suffering from deafness and tinnitus which 
have ceased under this treatment. Me'niere’s disease is 
encountered in the absence of any evident lesion. The 
attacks of v-omiting, vertigo, and even unconsciousness 
are considered by' Dandy- to have origin in the auditorv 
nerve, and he has shown in a recent paper that in a 
small percentage of cases a vascular or other lesion can 
be demonstrated at operation. His cases include an 
acoustic tumour, angioma of the cerebello-pontine 
angle, aneurysm of the basilar artery, and five cases in 
which large arterial loops produced strangulation orcom- 
pression of the auditory ner ve. In more than half the 
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cases, however, in wliich llie poslerior fossa is exposed 
no pathological change is discovered, Inil the symptoms 
arc entirely relieved by division of the eighth nerve. 
Donald Miinro^ also has reported on fourteen eases, 
ten treated by section of the eighth nerve, in one of 
which both auditory nerves were divided in order to 
obtain relief, and he draws attention to the physiology 
of the labyrinth as expounded by Rademaker. Normal 
labyrinthine reactions occur in response to rectilinear 
vertical or to rotary movements, and initiate the effort 
to return the head and eyes to a normal position. The 
tendency to ovcrcorrcction is prevented by the proper 
integration of the two labyrinths, which maintains a 
static position in space by control of postural tonus. 
One labyrinth alone can be adapted to accomplish this, 
but if both labyrinths are dead this function is lost 
until it is substituted by visual and proprioceptive re- 
actions. Welti' has recorded the first case of total 
section of the eighth nerve performed in France with 
complete and permanent success, and Aubry and 
Ombredannc'' have later also given accounts of the 
excellent results from partial section of the eighth 
nerve, cutting the vestibular portion and preserving 
hearing by sparing the cochlear division, as Dandy 
recommends. Increasing experience indicates that the 
operation of choice is di\-ision of the eighth nerve rather 
than direct surgical attacks upon the labyrinth, as these 
fail in about 30 per cent, of ctises. It is clear, however, 
that treatment upon medical lines as recommended by 
Mygind‘ should be given a fair trial before resorting 
to so drastic an operation. 


THE ANAEMIA OF HEPATIC CIRRHOSIS 

A mild degree of anaemia and of macrocytosis arc 
present in the majority of patients with liver disease, and 
in a minority both the anaemia ;md the macrocytosis 
may be severe." It is not possible to explain the macro- 
cytic anaemia of disease of the liver by jaundice, bad 
diet, achlorhydria, or gastro-intcstinal defect, as cases 
occur in which all these factors can be excluded. Macro- 
cytosis is not necc.ssarily an indication of bone-marrow 
derangement, as external influences acting on the cir- 
culating red cells may alter its volume without affecting 
its content of haemoglobin. This swelling of the cell 
will result in its being less saturated with haemoglobin. 
The quantity of albumin in the plasma is diminished 
at some time in every ease of chronic advanced disease 
of the liver," and this in itself may lead to swelling of 
the red cells, as their volume tends to be invcnscly 
proportional to the level of serum albumin. Six cases 
of advanced portal cirrhosis, all with macrocytosis 
and low scrum albumin, were described by Bcthcll 
and Rottschaefer,” who found that the amount and 
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concentration of haemoglobin in the corpuscles were 
normal, indicating that a developmental factor was at 
work, and there was actually a disturbance of blood 
formation. In a heterogeneous group of other diseases 
of the liver, including hepatitis, abscess, and carcinoma, 
both the serum albumin and the corpuscular concentra- 
tion of haemoglobin were low, indicating a simple 
circulatory cause. It thus appears, probable that macro- 
cytic anaemia due to disturbance in the development of 
the red cells in the marrow is restricted to, or at any 
rate is much more prone to occur in, portal cirrhosis. 
Shumackcr and Wintrobc' were able to reproduce the 
macrocytic anaemia of disease of the liver in dogs and 
rabbits by repeated poisoning with carbon tetrachloride. 
The anaemia was proportional to the severity and dura- 
tion of the chronic liver damage, and the blood picture 
resembled very strikingly that of patients suffering from 
pernicious anaemia. In man the bone marrow in these 
eases may be indistinguishable from that of pernicious 
anaemia. .Some writers have attributed the macrocytic 
anaemia of cirrhosis of the liver to defective storage of 
the liver principle, and it is true that assay of these 
livers, which has now been carried out in several human 
cases, has shown that little or no anti-anaemic principle 
could be extracted. Nevertheless, this cannot be the 
whole explanation, for the results of treatment of the 
macrocytic anaemia of portal cirrhosis with prepara- 
tions of liver by mouth and parcntcrally are dis- 
appointing. Moreover, enough anti-anaemic principle 
should be stored in the kidney, the brain, and other 
reservoirs. But tilthough kidney and brain arc effective 
remedies by mouth, Dakin. Unglc)', and West'' were 
unable to extract active hacmopoictic principle from 
them by methods which had been successful with liver. 
The mechanism of pernicious anaemia is more compli- 
cated than was at first realized. Tt seems unlikely that 
the part played by the liver is passive or that it acts 
merely as a storehouse for material elaborated in the 
alimentary tract. 


MENTAE HEALTH OF PRISONERS 


P.sychological science can make such an important 
contribution to the study and treatment of crime that 
no opportunity should be lost of e.xplaining its possi- 
bilities to the public. Dr. W. Norwood East, in his 
report as Medical Commissioner of Prisons," regrets the 
fact that magistrates still conviet and sentence offenders 
whom they know to be insane or mentally defective. On 
April 20, 1934. the Home Office issued a cireular to all 
courts of summary jurisdiction pointing out the grave 
objections to a system which neglects to take into con- 
sideration the relevant medieal factors when deciding 
a ease. Dr. Norwood East finds it difficult to appreciate 
the a.ttitudc of justices who persist in sentencing prisoners 
before asking for a report on their mental state. He 
regards this practice as undesirable and possibly unjust. 
It is dangerous to generalize, but one of the princiiw.

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reasons for this attitude is probably the rooted distrust 
of psychology’ that is inherent in the national character, 
and especially in those of the generation which chiefly 
occupies the petty sessional bench. Tl would not, of 
course, be fair to say that magistrates as a class are 
hostile to psychological knowledge, for the Magistrates 
Association has always shown keen interest in and sym- 
pathy with the psychological approach to the problems 
of the delinquent. Time and quiet persistent insthiction 
are the best means of bringing magistrates as a whole 
to enlist the help of the psychological physician in deal- 
ing w'ith those offenders whose conduct has been sub- 
stantially the result of disordered mentality. These do 
not, of course, comprise the whole or even perhaps the 
majority of all prisoners. Nevertheless, it seems from 
Dr. Norwood East’s report 'that justices could do more 
than they do at present in giving information as well as 
asking for It The Home Office circular of 1934 stated 
that medical officers of prisons derived much assistance 
in their examination into the mental condition of a 
remand prisoner if the court sent them all available 
information on bis life history and mental history'. In 
a few areas excellent and valuable information is for- 
warded to the prisons, but in general, as the medical 
officer of Bri.xton Prison reported, there is no real liaison 
between the court and the medical officer. The psycholo- 
gist’s assessment of a prisoner's mental condition would 
be more valuable to the justices if he held the key to 
the man’s “life style.” There is a wholesome and 
growing tendency for courts to look more at the offender 
and less at the offence. Whates’er may be the possi- 
bilities of treating delinquency by psychological means, 
medical psychologists can greatly help the administration 
of justice if they are given fair opportunity for investiga- 
tion and report and if the courts act on their advice. 


THE DANGEROUS AREA OF THE FACE 

Fatalities are unfortunately not very uncommon from 
the failure to institute prompt and energetic treatment, 
but failure to withhold the scalpel in a case of facial 
furunculosis or carbuncle — especially when the infected 
area is on or near the upper lip — may be disastrous. 
This has been well brought out by a recent study of 
infections in the dangerous areas of the face by Urban 
Macs' of New' Orleans. Referring to infection in the 
vicinity of the upper lip, he says. “ This is a condition 
in which procrastination reaps shining rewards, in which 
real and promptness arc attended by fearful conse- 
quences. The physician who treats such cases will lose 
fewer of them if he takes his stand on the firm rock of 
surgical nihilism.” Macs has collected twenty fatal cases 
of Ic.rions in the dangerous area and twenty-four fatal 
cases of infection oUpthcr parts of the face not usually 
included in thi.s area. Fifteen of the twentv fata! cases 
were in patients between 15 and 2S years of ase. The 
upper lip area, in common with the subaponeurotic 
space beneath the scalp, is known as a “ dancer area ” 
bec.au5e of the direct intracranial vsnous connexions 
'^Krt. Surg., 1937, 106, t. 
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which permit the passage of infective thrombi into the 
intracranial venous sinuses. The venous trunk formed 
by the angular and (anterior) facial veins has con- 
nc.xtons with the cavernous sinus, both by way of the 
ophthalmic vein and through the pterygoid plexus. 
Interruption of the connexion through the ophthalmFc 
rein has been suggested and practised by ligature, but 
this inr’oJves an incision and tissue damage and the 
danger of disturbing and loosening clot by manipula- 
tions. Maes slates that he has never seen any early 
case in which he thought the procedure was indicated 
or a late case in which he thought it could do any good. 
He concludes that ligation is theoretically correct but of 
little practical \’alue. As long ago as 1852 H. Ludlow 
drew attention to the fatal character of boils and car- 
buncles on or near the upper lip. He described sis 
cases, three of which were fatal, and wrote against local 
measures which "demolish the feeble bulwarks which 
oppo.se the spread of the disease ” ; but it remained for 
Logan Turner of Edinburgh in 1926 to work out the 
exact pathways by which the ’infection is spread. The 
rapidity of the spread and of a fatal termination in some 
of these cases following surgical interxention is tragic 
when one considers the apparently trivial character of the 
initial lesion. The practical lesson is that a pimple or 
other infected lesion on or near the upper lip is a danger 
signal : as Maes says, “ Lay persons must learn to keep 
their hands off their faces, and physicians must learn to 
keep their hands off their patients’ faces.” If the lesion 
IS of any but the simplest character rest in bed, with 
nursing care, is advisable ; this includes the prohibition 
of speech and laughter, so that movement and trauma 
are reduced to a minimum. Nasal feeding should be 
instituted in graver cases and local treatment limited to 
warm compresses. Many surgeons now advocate con- 
serx'atism in the treatment of boils wheres'er they occur.” 
In the treatment of boils on the face such conservatism 
is vital.

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ENDOTRACHEAL ANAESTHESIA 

nv

Alihoiigli the practice of endotracheal anacstlresia has in 
the past been limited to professional anaesthetists, there 
is nowadays an increasint; mimher of men, both in pro- 
vincial towns .ind in country districts, who are devoting 
themselves especially to anaestlicsia and who arc adopting 
modern methods to a ver\ advanced degree, f-amiliari/.ed 
as students wiili modern apparatus, they no longer regard 
an anaesthetic machine as a complexity beyond their 
comprehension. Proficiency in endotracheal technique is 
one of the more obvious manifestations of the first-class 
anaesthetist, but it should _^be the duty of every man who 
practises anaesthesia at all regularly to make himself 
proficient in this branch and to be possessed of the neces- 
s.iry equipment. Apart from adding to his capacity as an 
anaesthetist it places in his hands :i method of artificial 
respiration that is second to none. IJefore undertaking 
this technique proficiency in ordinary anaesthetic methods 
and the possession of an efficient machine are essential. 
A post on the stall of a hospittd is advisable, as oppor- 
tunities for practice are more frequent and take place 
under conditions of greater safety. 

Inlinlalionnl Method 

The method of insufllation. in which the anaesthetic 
vapour is blown through a small bore catheter and returns 
around the tube or through a second catheter inserted 
for the purpose is now almost eflctc. Inhalation is the 
accepted modern usage. A wide-borc rubber tube as de- 
signed by Magiil is inserted cither nasally or orally into 
the trachea, svhich it fils fairly closely, A metal angle- 
piece and a short length of rubber tubing connect with 
an exhaling valve of the McKesson type. The source of 
anaesthetic vapour may be cither intermittent (McKesson) 
or continuous (Magiil, Boyle, or motor pump). The latter 
must of course have a reservoir bag. It is useful to 
remember that in an emergency, such as the failure of the 
machine, direct connc.xion by a length of rubber tubing 
from the angle-piece to a gauze-covered funnel or Hahn’s 
cone on which ether is dripped provides a simple and 
effective method of dealing with an tipparcntly hopeless 
situation. The indications for endotracheal anaesthesia 
are as follows; 

1. Operations on Ihc head and neck, including, for example, 
ear, nose, and throat, dental, palatal, and plastic operations, 
but excluding operations on the thyroid and the eyes. Foreign 
matter is excluded from the upper air passages and lungs, and 
the anaesthetist Is removed from the field of operation. 

2. Chest surgery. An academic reference only as this is 
definitely an expert’s work. 

3. Operations involving an inconvenient posture — forc.vampic, 
operations on the brain, spine, or kidney, and any procedure 
which necessitates a complete Trendelenburg position. 

4. Surgery of the upper abdomen and oesophagus because 
of the diminished respiratory e.xcursion that can be attained. 

5. Cases of intestinal obstruction with vomiting. If endo- 
tracheal anaesthesia is combined with the insertion of a stomach 
tube regurgitated material is prevented from entering the 
trachea. 


ft. All desperate risks where artificial respiration is likely 
to be needed. 

Absolute contraindications arc thyroid operations 
because of the definite risk of tracheitis produced by 
surgical handling of the trachea, and eye operations in 
which it is of vital importance that the patient should 
not cough even once. Infections of the upper air 
pass.age.s and abnormalities of Ihc larynx arc relative 
contraindications. 

Technique 

There arc three important points. 

The first is prcparedne.ss. Every detail of the anaes- 
thetic armamentarium should be present and in working 
order. The moment of inserting the laryngoscope into 
the mouth is not the time to discover that the battery is 
dead. .Secondly, for oral intubation deep anaesthesia is 
essential, especially for beginners. Thirdly, for nasal in- 
tubation the use of carbon dioxide is essential for the 
best results. The aperture of the glottis is widened and 
the strong inspirations tend actually to suck the tube into 
the trachea. 

The use of a 20 per cent, cocaine spray is advocated by 
many competent authorities, but bearing in mind the 
toxicity of this drug and Ihc possibilities of idiosyncrasy 
1 am not convinced that its routine use is justifiable. It 
is said to facilitate introduction by making the larynx 
insensitive, but the beginner would be better advised to 
concentrate on otlier details in his technique. 

Oral Inliibation 

The beginner .should first make himself proficient in 
this method, so that when blind nasal intubation fails 
the tube can be inserted into the trachea under direct 
vision, using the laryngoscope and Magiil forceps. The 
patient is deeply anaesthetized by some suitable method 
to which the anaesthetist is accustomed. The head should 
be in the normal position, supported by one pillow. 
Hyperextension should be avoided. In the procedure 
about to be described it will be noticed that the right 
hand is used to introduce the laryngoscope. Although 
this involves a change of hands later I am convinced that 
it is sound, as the majority of people arc right-handed 
and the introduction can be done with far greater facility 
and accuracy with the right hand. Furthermore, the left 
hand in opening the mouth does not obstruct the view, 
as lends to be the case when the hands are reversed. 
The procedure for oral intubation is as follows. 

With Ihc index finger of the left hand pull on the upper 
teeth : this produces slight extension and opens the mouth. 
With the second finger of the left hand depress the point of 
the chin. This opens the mouth well and keeps the lower lip 
from being nipped between the iaryngo.scope and the teeth. 
If Ihc mouth cannot be opened by this manreuvre the patient 
is too light and the anaesthesia must be deepened. With the 
right hand introduce the laryngoscope to the right of the mid- 
linc, keeping the tongue to the left. Following the natural 
curs'c of the mouth the base of the tongue is reached, 
the epiglottis will be seen as a pink object banging into e 
field of vision. Tliis is hooked up by the tip of the laryngO' 
scope, fo which a lifting movement is now imparted. At thb 
point it is important to avoid pivoting on the incisors, ’ 
is the moment when the teeth tend to be damaged, i he a , 
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should now- be visible, the white vocal cords being easily 
recognized. 

Taking good care to maintain this position, the grasp of the 
lars'ngoscope is changed from the right hand to the left. The 
lubricated tube is now inserted with the right hand. It must 
be pushed boldly and firmly, as it tends to be deflected by 
the slightest obstruction if it lacks momentum. It is important 
to see that the tube has its concavity upwards on introduction 
so that it will curve naturallv up to the glottis when it leaves 
the end of the spatula. If held in the reverse position A wiA 
inevitably fall away and enter the oesophagus. 

Beginners often find it difficult to decide whether the 
lube is in the trachea or not, as when the tube is in 
position it obstructs the view through the laryngoscope. 
This is particularly so when the introduction of the tube 
is immediately' followed by' convulsive heaving. In such 
a case the tube should not be connected to the machine 
until there is no doubt that the respirations are taking 
place through the tube. It must be borne in mind that 
a tube in the oesophagus will cause lary'ngeal spasm, and 
the accompanying heave may blow gas from the stomach 
out through the tube, so that it appears at first to be in 
the trachea. - 

Before withdrawing the lary ngoscope place a Mason s gag 
in the left side of the mouth. This prevents damage to the 
teeth by the laryngoscope and also biting on the tube when 
the laryngoscope has been refoosed. Withdraw the laryngo- 
scope, taking great care not to remove the tube at the same 
time. Connect the angle-piece to the -anaesthetic apparatus. 

When quiet anaesthesia is resumed the mouth should 
be packed w'ith gauze or bandage soaked in liquid paraffin. 
This should be done with care and gentleness— rough 
packing, or packing while the patient is heaving, is the 
commonest cause of sore throat after intubation. The 
tube is finally secured with strapping and castor oil drops 
put in \Vie eyes. 


Nasal Intubation 

Except for operations upon the nose or palate the 
nasal route for intubation is the method of choice of the 
experienced anaesthetist. The anaesthesia need not be so 
deep, since the muscles of the lower jaw do not have to be 
relaxed — in fact, it can be done under gas and oxygen 
alone — and there is no danger of damaging fragile teeth. 
Dexterity in blind intubation is only acquired after long 
practice, and it is as well for the beginner to have the 
laryngoscope and Magill forceps at hand, and to have 
the patient well anaesthetized. A properly curved tube 
of the right consistency tends naturally to take an anterior 
course on passing through the nose and reaching the 
pharynx. This will bring the point, up to the trachea 
_ rather than to the oesophagus. A tube that has lost its 
curve will remain on the posterior pharyngeal wall through- 
out its course and will go straight on into the oesophagus. 
At the other extreme an excessively curved tube will 
take such an exaggerated forward course that it passes 
the glottis almost at right angles to impinge upon its 
anterior rim. 

Thus it will be seen that the selection of the tube 
is of prime importance. Special tubes have been devised 
by Magill which fulfil very well all the requirements of 
curxaturc and consistency and combine a 'thin wall, which 
gives TOaximwax caVibre, with stifiieicnt tigidity to prevent 
kinking. Even these tubes may with age and lack of 
proper care lose their characteristics. They arc best stored 
in a large round tin, so that their normal curve is main- 
tained. Too small a tin will exaggerate the curve and 
make them very difficult to use; a straight narrow box 


will cause them to lose their curv'c altogether. Prolonged 
boiling should be avoided, as it makes the tub^ flabby— 
they' are best sterilized in a cold solution of biniodide of 
mercury. The technique of nasal intubation is then as 
follows : 

The position of the head is important. The normal position 
when the head is supported by a single pillow is best, but some 
variation may be necessary in certain cases, as will be indicated 
\ 2 tt 1 . The nose is inspected for tVye presence of arvy obstme- 
tion. and the side with the freer airway selected. A congested 
mucous membrane may be sprayed with 20 per cent, cocaine, 
which some authorities use as a routine. The patient is 
anaesthetized to a depth which will vary with the anaesthetist's 
experience of intubation. The beginner should anaesthetize 
as for oral intubation. Carbon dioxide — about 10 per cent. — 
is then administered until the respirations are deep and rapid. 
The lubricated tube is introduced into the nose and as little 
time as possible wasted in pushing the point as far as the 
pharyn.x. It should be remembered that on^ inside the 
nares the direction is backwards at right-angles to the line of 
the body. 

Breathing can now be beard through the tube, and from this 
point onwards the movement of the tube must be bold and 
rapid. A slowly moving tube is easily deflected from its course 
by any obstruction if it is not in exactly the right line. In an 
ideal case it immediately enters the trachea. The respirations 
can be heard coming strongly through the tube ; if the patient 
is only lightly anaesthetized he will give a convulsive heave, 
but as he is unable to close his glottis no cough will be heard.- 
It is possible to be deceived in cases in which there is vigorous 
breathing through the opposite nostril, as the tube may be 
plunged into the oesophagus while the respirations heard in 
the neighbourhood of the nose are assumed to come from the 
tube. This error may be avoided by closing the other nostril 
with a finger. 

If the tube does not immediately enter the trachea the 
beginner should promptly introduce the lary ngoscope into the - 
mouth and expose the glottis. The tube will be seen emerging 
from behind the palate. Any obvious deflection can be 
corrected by rotating the tube, and it is often possible to guide ' 
it into the trachea by this manoeuvre alone. Failing this the 
Magill forceps must be used while an assistant pushes the tube 
onwards through the nose. 

When it is decided not to fall back on the laryngoscope 
it is necessary to have a properly rationalized plan of 
action. The tube is not in the correct line. This may be 
due to lateral deflection to either side, or displacement 
antero-posteriorly, or, as is most common, a combination 
of both. Lateral deflection may’ be detected by a finger 
on either side of the cricoid, and is corrected by rotating 
the tube "until the breathing is heard at its loudest. The- 
antero-posterior position of the point is varied by having 
an assistant to lift the head vertically while the jaw is 
held up by the anaesthetist to prevent flexion of the head. 
Flexion is the last movement made, as it is effective only 
in the case of excessively curved tubes, and as most tubes 
fail in curving forward the vertical lift is far more certain 
to be successful. 




There are two sources of possible trauma. The laryngo- 
scope during intubation may injure the' lips, teeth, tongue, 
pharyn.x, or,. finally, the glottis, which last may lead to 
acute oedema, especially in young children and infants. 
Trauma caused by the packing, on the other hand, mav 
be due to absence of lubrication, too rough packing, or 
the insertion of the pack while the patient is still hearing 
Post-operative sore throat, and even sloughing of the 
palate and pharynx, may be produced. Tracheitis is un- 
common except where there has been much movement 
or manipulation of the neck, as in thyroidectomy. 
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Misplacement of the tiihc may be clanBcroiis. If inserted 
into the ocsophiigiis it may cause inflation of the slomach 
and intestines with anaesthetic vapour. With the low 
pressures now in common use it is unlikely that any serious 
damage will follow, hut the surgeon will be incommoded 
in an abdominal operation by the distended gut. If this 
.should occur a tube should be left in the stomach to 
assist the c.xpiilsion of the gas. 

When loo long a tube has been used it may enter the 
bronchus, more usually the right. It h.appens more often 
during oral intubation as the distance between the e.xternal 
orifice and the bronchus is shorter than by the nasal 
route. It should be remembered that llte lubes as .sup- 
plied by the makers arc of generous length, and while 
they may be ideal for ntisal iniubtiiion they will certainly 
need to be cut tiown for oral work. Therefore it is safer 
to keep two sets of tubes in order to avoid this accident, 
for tubes cut down to a safe length for the mouth become 
almost useless for blind nasal intubation. It is impossible 
to dogmatize about the average distance between the 
teeth and the bifurcation of the trachea, for each ease 
must be judged individually. It is quite a simple matter 
to fit the patient roughly with a tube by c.xtcrnal com- 
parison with the neck. :md if care is taken not to insert 
the point of the tube more than two inches beyond the 
vocal cords the bronchus need never be entered. 

Early detection of the fact that the lube has entered 
a bronchus' is often difllculi, tis the signs resemble those 
of too light anaesthesia. There is heaving due to irrita- 
tion of the bronchus, and since only one lung is alfcctcd 
by the vapour the effect both of the tinacslhctic and of 
the oxygen percentage is tilmost halvcil. Therefore, if 
with a normal anaesthetic concentration .and o.xygcn per- 
centage the patient still remains too light .and is .slightly 
cyanosed, the anaesthetist should always suspect that the 
bronchus Has been entered. The respirations when the 
heaving has subsided tend to be short and jerky, and if at 
this point the tube is disconnected near the machine and 
applied to the car the noise he.ard will be of a higher 
pitch than normal and will resemble that heard through a 
partially obstructed tube. Moist sounds emanating from 
the opposite lung will ;ilso be detected. Should the con- 
dition be allowed to persist it may result in the complete 
collapse of the other lung with chtiracierislic deformity 
of the chest. The trcatnjcnt i.s, of cotirsc, withdrawal of 
the tube. This should be done carefully, as the patient is 
likely to have an unusually short trachea and it is very 
easy to pull the end of the tube completely out of the 
trachea — a disastrous procedure in the middle of a facial 
operation. 

A further possible complication is inhalation of the 
tube caused by a loo loosely fitting angle-piece. The tube 
slips off the angle-piece and is inhaled out of reach. In 
the case of an oral tube, a gag must be put promptly 
between the teeth before the patient becomes light enough 
to clench them or the situation will become serious owing 
to the obstruction to the respiration. The laryngoscope 
is then inserted and the lube recovered by means of a 
Magill’s forceps. Tn the case of a nasal tube there is not 
so much prospect of respirato;y obstruction. The anaes- 
thesia may be deliberately deepened until the jaw muscles 
are relaxed. It is usually impossible to retrieve the tube 
through the nose once it has got well down, so the laryngo- 
scope must be used. The lube is seized by two pairs of 
Spencer-Wells's forceps and cut between them. The low'er 
half is pulled straight out, while the upper half is pulled 
backwards into the pharynx until it is free of the palate 
and then removed through the mouth. 


Conclusion 

At the conclusion of the anaesthetic accurate technique 
IS of paramount importance. It is usual to remove the 
lube in the theatre, but it may be left in position nasally 
for as long ns twenty-four hours if so desired. In such a 
ease It should be anchored by a .safety-pin. Before taking 
out the tube all packing must be taken from the pharynx, 
and any blood clot or mucus dealt with by suction or 
swabbing. An ordinary airway is then placed in the 
mouth and the patient is given 10 per cent, carbon dioxide 
in oxygen through the tube. When the respirations are 
deep and rapid the lube is carefully removed. This pro- 
cedure eliminates the possibility of laryngeal spasm, which 
would otherwise tend to occur on movement of the tube. 


FOOD AND GASTRO INTESTINAL DISEASE 
IN SWEDEN 

A report on An hnenigation into Questions of Social 
J/ygicnc in the Counties of Vihterbotten and Norrbotten, 
Sweden' has recently been published in English by the 
Royal Medical Board of Sweden under the editorship of 
Dr. Nils Hellsirbm, formerly Director General of the 
Board. It is a bulky, well-ilhistratcd volume of some 
SOO pages dealing .with geographical and climatic condi- 
lions, housing, mode of life of rural population, medical 
examination of school children, composition of diets, 
basal metabolism in relation to the composition of the 
food, incidence of gastro-intcstinal ailments and of 
anaemia in relation to the composition of the food, con- 
dition of the teeth, dental diseases, histopathology of the 
teeth with special reference to hypovitaminosis (C and D), 
determination of the antiscorbutic potency of vegetable 
products, the widespread occurrence of C-hypovitaminosis 
in Vasierbotten, existing .Swedish institutions engaged in 
the promotion of public health and 'personal hygiene, and 
means for'improvements in hygiene. The purpose of the 
present work is not only to furnish a comprehensive 
report on the results of this investigation, drawing atten- 
tion to any points which may be of interest to the 
medical profession, but also to give to the non-medical 
reader a survey of the results obtained, as a basis for 
ftirther practical work in the field of social h 3 ’gienc. 

Effects of Dietary Deficiencies 

The main objective of the investigation was to try to 
ascertain the causal connexion between the dietary 
deficiencies prevailing in these countries and certain - 
morbid conditions,, notably, lowering of’ certain functions 
of the slomach (achylia), catarrh of the large intestine 
(colitis),, and anaemia, which appeared to be of more 
frequent occurrence there than in the more southerly 
parts of the country. To this end some 17,-100 “healthy 
and sick persons were subjected to careful medical 
examination, the composition of the food habitually used 

by them being at the same time carefully • ascertained. 
The data accumulated in these ways were then subjected 
to critical analysis and the conclusion arrived at that the 
composition of the diet is the decisive factor in causing 
gastro-intestinal disorder and -anaemia in Norrland, No 
investigation of this magnitude has hitherto been undci- 
taken in connexion with the commonest of all human 
ailments : gastro-intestinal disease. The report has, 
therefore, a unique vaiue^

FOOD AND GASTRO-INTESTINAL DISEASE IN SWEDEN 


Achylia and Diet 

The Swedish investigators find that an unvaried diet — 
designated by them the “ L-diet consisting of re- 
fined flour, milk, potatoes, and a little butter with little 
or no meat, fresh fruit, and vegetables is associated with 
a high incidence of achylia and its accompaniments: 
mild gastric disorders, mostly in the form of a sense of 
fullness and oppression in the epigastric region, intestinal 
disorders mostly in the form of severe constipation and 
stercoral diarrhoea. While the incidence of achylia 
among the users of a mi.xed diet (itself far from perfect) 
was 13.5 per cent., it was 39.1 per cent, among the users 
of the " L-diet," amounting to 68 per cent, among the 
users of the diet in its most unvaried form. It was 
found that achylia could be produced in human beings by- 
changing the' diet from a mi.xed one to one having the 
composition given above (the “ L-diet ’). Further, by- 
substituting a mixed diet for the- “ L-diet " the achylia 
usually disappeared. A marked improvement or a 
restitution of the gastric function occurred in 36 per cent, 
of achylic cases when given a mi.xed diet of meat, eggs, 
fish, fruit, and green vegetables, in spite of the fact that 
the period of observation was short and that the cases 
varied as to the degree of functional disturbance: the 
greater this disturbance the more iTnfavourable the 
prognosis. The investigators would therefore appear to 
have established their point, on statistical, experimental, 
and therapeutic grounds, that “ the composition of the 
diet is the decisive factor in the frequency of achylia in 
Norriand.” 

Anaemia was also found to be associated in a signi- 
ficant way with the habitual use of the “ L-diet." The 
type of anaemia has certain features similar to those in 
pernicious anaemia. It^ is not a typical achylic anaemia, 
nor an anaemia due to deficiency of iron. It has a hyper- 
chromatic element. It is explained partly by the achylia, 
partly by the iron deficiency of the diet, and partly by 
B-hypovitaminosis. 

Faults of the “L-diet” 

As to thg faults in the " L-diet ” responsible for the 
production of the gastro-intestinal ill-health. Dr. Martin 
Odin (who is responsible for that part of the report 
dealing with diseases and their frequency with special 
reference to the composition of the diet) considers that 
this diet “ to a great extent relieves the work of the 
digestive apparatus, owing to the fine disintegration of the 
food and its deficiency of meat, fruit, and vegetables. 
Herein perhaps lies the cause of its achylia-promoting 
effect.” Fresh milk often aggravates the gastric dis- 
comfort of sufferers from achylia while sour or ropy 
milk as a rule does not. May it not be that those 
children in this country who “ cannot take milk " are 
afflicted with achylia? The advisability of giving milk to 
ill-fed school children without other food accompaniments 
may well be doubted. 

Vitamin B Deficieney 

The “L-diet" has other faults, chief among them 
being a low content of the vitamin B complex and a 
composition which increases the need for vitamin B. Dr. 
Coin remarks that " the assumption of a B-hypo- 
vitaminosis would explain most of the symptoms'." though 
he refrains from affirming- that this is their explanation 
I-cr if it be it appears strange to him that his patients 
should exhibit no signs of beri-beri and little or none of 
pellagra. His perplexity is evidence of the difiicultv of 
treeing the mind of those adjeaival encumbrances— 
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“ anti-beri-beri ” and “ anti-pellagra "-^formcrlv attached 
to the components of the vitamin B complex. This com- 
ple.x is one of the dietary substances absolutely necessary 
for physiological well-being, including well-being of the 
gastro-intestinal tract, and varying degrees of malnutrition 
due to its insufficiency in the diet are of common occur- 
rence among the sick. Because of the high incidence of 
gastro-intestinal disease in his e.\perimental animals 
McCarrison' was led to believe that a liberal supply of 
vitamin B is very important in maintaining the health of 
the gastro-intestinal tract and that its want is a common 
cause of gastro-intestinal ailments. Since that time an 
impressive weight of evidence has accumulated to show 
that chronic defidency of vitamin B may be followed by 
serious damage to the structure of the digestive tract and 
impairment of its function. Among the most recent 
results in this connexion are those published by A. Z.' 
Baker, M. D. Wright, and L C. Drummond,’ In an 
experiment planned to demonstrate the types of disorders 
which arise from subsistence for long periods on diets 
deficient in vitamin B, they found that the chief effect 
was the remarkably high inddence of gastro-intestinal 
ailments. The observations recorded by the Swedish ob- 
servers provide additional evidence that faulty diet 
deficient in vitamin B is an important cause of gastro- 
intestinal disease. 

Members of the profession in this country- will be 
grateful to the Royal Medical Board of Sweden for 
making the results of its pioneer work available to them 
in English. We commend the report to all those who arc 
interested in social hygiene.

Diphtheria Immunization in Edinburgh 

At a meeting of the Public Health Committee of Edin- 
burgh Corporation on September 14 it was decided to 
appoint an assistant medical officer at a salary- of £600 
to supervise the administration of a scheme of diphtheria 
immunization. The medical officer of health. Dr. John 
Guy, staled that there had been twenty-four deaths from 
diphtheria in Edinburgh during the first six months of the 
present year, but that the number of diphtheria cases had 
been lower during the past three years than previousiv. 
Lately, however, there had been evidence that the severer 
type of diphtheria experienced on the Continent was 
appearing in Edinburgh, and the twentv-four deaths had 
occurred among 510 cases. At least two-thirds of all the 
pre-school children and over half of the school children 
in the city were susceptible to diphtheria. On an average 
about 400 children were immunized vearlv under the child 
welfare department's scheme. Further, the school medical 
immunized on an average about 2.800 
children and general practitioners approximately 100 
chiloren of all ages each year. The child welfare depart- 
ment was unable owing to the size of its clinics to rarrv 
out any more immunizations than it was doing at present 
It xvas therefore decided that the medical officer of health 
should Ik instructed to make the immunization scheme 
as possible, and to take up with the British 
Medical Association the question of obtaining the effective 
rhe"4h°me° ^eral practitioners with the department 
in_ih e -ch^me. The scheme would be entirely voluntary,

Duiulcc Malcriuty Scheme 

Under the provisions of the Maternity Services (.Scot- 
land) Act. 1937, a schcine drawn up by Dr. W. L. Hnrgc.ss, 
medical olliccr of health for Dundee, to provide a 
maternity service including midwife, doctor, and, if neces- 
sary, obstetrician and anaesthetist, has been approved. 
The main purpose of the scheme is to make available to 
women who arc to be confined in their own homes the 
joint care of a medical practitioner and a certified midwife, 
with the advice or help, if it should be necessary, of an 
expert obstetrician. All general practitioners in Dundee 
are to be invited to participate, and all those in special 
practice as obstetricians to act as specialists. A visiting 
obstetrician and gynaecologist is to be appointed to Mary- 
field Hospital :it a salary of £450 tind a resident maternity 
services medical officer in the hospital :it a salary of £400. 
It was agreed to seitd copies of the scheme (or comments 
to the local branch of the Scottish Midwives /\ssociation. 
the directors of Dundee Royal Infirmary, and the Dundee 
Branch of the British Medical Association. 

Clironic Incapacity 

In Scotland in recent years it has become clear that 
chronic incapacity among the insured population is in- 
creasing i Journal. August 14, p. 350), Cases in which 
disability has lasted for more than twelve months have 
reached a new high level. The committee which recently 
reviewed .Scottish Health Services recommended that “ to 
meet the needs of general practice it should be a definite 
function of the authorities administering the statutory 
medical services to supplement, where necessary, the exist- 
ing specialist diagnostic and other facilities." The extent 
and kind of these requirements is already the subject of 
an important investigation, and it has been decided to 
institute a .scheme whereby, for ail insured persons who 
have been incapable of work for a consecutive period of 
three months, clinical and other details will be obtained 
from whicli ultimately some quantitative idea of these 
needs will be forthcoming. The approved society involved 
will notify the Department in cases in which incapacity 
has lasted three months. A clinical form will then be sent 
to the patient's doctor for completion, and this will be 
returned to the regional medical stall'. In a certain pro- 
portion of the cases the regional medical ofticcr will desire 
to examine the patient and discuss his condition with the 
insurance practitioner. The fornt suggested, in addition to 
routine data such as age and occupation, seeks to obtain 
details of the illness under consideration in respect of 
history, duration, and present condition, with particular 
reference to what, if any, diagnostic or therapeutic ancil- 
lary methods have been adopted, and whether or not any 
consultant opinion has been obtained. 


.able to gencral-trained .State-registered staff nurses in the 
Council s hospitals are £5 a year lower than those paid 
by nearly all the county and county borough authorities 
adjoining the London county area. Approximately 350 
probationer nurses complete their training twice a year, 
rite wastage rate— that is, the proportion of probationers 
who do not proceed to the grade of staff nurse, was 38 per 
cent, during 1936, and it is anticipated that the rate this 
year will be considerably higher. The number of 
vacancies in the grade of staff nurses increased from fifty- 
live in June. 1935, to 306 in June. 1936, and to 454 in 
June of this year. It is felt tlral every endeavour should 
be made to retain in the service as many trained nurses 
as possible, particularly as it is anticipated that 285 addi- 
tional staff nurses will be required in the fever hospitals 
for the biennial outbreak of measles expected during the 
coming auitimn and winter. If the position regarding the 
recruitment and the retention of trained staff in'thc L.C.C. 
hospitals is not improved it will be necessary to continue 
to entploy a large number of institute nurses ; the addi- 
tional cost of employing an institute ruwse instead of a 
•stalf nurse is approximately £100 a year. It is proposed 
that for one year probationer nurses who pass their 
central final examinations this year shall be paid on pro- 
motion to the grade of general-trained stalf nurse a salary 
of £75 during their first year of service — that is, an 
increase of £10 a year. As a corollary to this, staff nurses 
who passed their final examination last year and arc now 
in receipt of £70 a year are to receive an additional £5. 
It is also proposed that for the next year staff nurses 
trained outside the service .should be appointed at the 
rate of £70 a year — that is, an increase of £5 a year — 
which will bring the Council's rate up to that paid in the 
counties adjoining London. 


Queen Charlotte's Malernity Hospital 

The clinical report of Queen Charlotte's Maternity Hos- 
pital for 1936 presents formidable sheaves of statistics with 
little or no comment, but the stati.stics yield much inter- 
esting information. During the year 3,726 patients were 
treated by Queen Charlotte's — 1.216 ns out-patients and 
2,510 in the wards. The latter arc divided into two 
categories — patients “booked" in the ante-natal depart- 
ment. who numbered 2.266, and patients, numbering 244, 
sent in on emergency by outside doctors or midwives, 
and who. in many cases, had received little .or no ante- 
natal supervision. Brief particulars of every case are set 
out in a series of tables. Out of 158 cases of albuminuria 
admitted for treatment, one mother died ; thirteen babic.s 
also died, and nineteen were stillborn. Of thirty cases ol 
cardiac disease three mothers died and there were three 
stillbirths. Of twelve cases of eclampsia, one mother 
died, three babies died, and four babies were stillborn, in 
thirty-three cases of placenta praevia the maternal mor- 
tality was nil and the foetal mortality over 60 per cent. 
The results with various methods of delivery can be thus 
set out: 


ENGLAND AND WALES 

Recruitment of Hospital Nurses 

Throughout the country considerable difficulty is being 
experienced in recruiting to the junior grades of female 
nursing staff, particularly probationer nurses and stalf 
nurses, for duty in hospitals. The London County 
Council has been considering proposals for alleviating the 
present shortage. It is borne in mind that any steps 
taken to deal with the immediate problem .should not 
prejudice whatever may be the appropriate ultimate solu- 
tion. Proposals have been made for raising the initial 
salary of staff nurses and for substituting assistant nurses 
for probationers in the tuberculosis hospitals, except at 
Heatherwood Hospital. At present, however, some rela- 
tively minor steps are to be taken. The salary rates pay-

Among the 2,266 “ booked ” cases there were six maternal 
deaths, and eight such deaths among the 244 emergency 
cases — a maternal mortality in the first category ol -» 
per 1,000 and in the second of 32.82. The number 
cases of premature birth was 160. The lowest weignt • 
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birth of a child who sunived was 2 lb. 13 oz., the weight 
on discharge being 4 lb. 2 oz. Thirty-nine sets of twins 
were born during the vear ; seven of the babies died and 
eight were stillborn. The total number of stillbirths was 
137; the stillbirth rate for the “booked” cases was 3,6 
per' cent, and for the emergency cases 22.1 per cent. In 
fifty-one cases of trial labour for suspected disproportion 
one mother died and one baby was stillborn.

Rupture of Extensor Pollicis Tendon 

Sir, — In the course of some work on spontaneous 
rupture of the extensor pollicis longus tendon I have 
read the letter by Mr. Maurice Lee in your issue of 
September 29, 1934, page 611. 1 would warn surgeons 
against following his advice when he says that should 
another case present itself he would not hesitate to follow 
MiTAndreasen's procedure {British Medka! Journal, 1934, 
2, 515) of suturing the distal end of the ruptured tendon 
to the tendon of the extensor of the index finger. I 
have already published in the Acta Chirurgica Scandi- 
'nnvicn (1921, 55, 177) a report, which was referred to 
in the Epitome to the British Medical Journal of January, 
1922 (para. 136), of two cases in which I made an inter- 
position from free transplanted tendon between the two 
portions of extensor pollicis longus tendon. It is always 
possible to find the proximal portion. I have taken the 
tendon graft from the tendon of abductor pollicis longus. 
The result after seventeen years is still e.xcellent. The 
procedure of fixing the tendon of the extensor pollicis 
longus in another muscle is not the method of choice. —

occurring in bilateral artificial pneumothora.x. ' 

During the period of induction constant clinical and 
radiologfcal observation are necessary, and it should only 
be undertaken in a hospital or sanatorium. Considerable 
patience is required. The pleural sheets may not adhere 
at the first attempt and the intrapleural injection of in- 
creasing quantities of glucose solution may have to be 
repeated two or three times. If a refill is given too soon 
the visceral pleura is peeled off the chest wall. On the 
other hand, if delayed too long excessive expansion of the 
diseased lolje and dissemination into the redeveloped lower 
lobe or lobes is a theoretically possible complication. It 
has not been seen in practice and the risk appears to be 
slight. Professor Brauer in the early days of adhesion 
cutting saw a considerable number of cases in which the 
pneumothorax was almost completely let out as a result 
of post-operative emphysema and lack of a timely refill. 
He stales that he never saw an intrapulmonarx' tlissemina- 
lion from this cause as long as a small air pocket re- 
mained over the affected lobe. The other possible compli- 
cation is the production of a tuberculous effusion with 
subsequent obliterative pleurisy. 1 have seen one case in 
which a tuberculous pleural effusion developed during the 
induction, probably as a result of irritation of subpleurai 
tubercles. However, the ensuing obliterative pleurisy was 
easily cheeked by appropriate treatment. It should per- 
haps be mentioned here that there is never any tendency 
to obliterative pleurisy as a sequel of the transient 
sterile effusion evoked by the hypertonic solution. 

WTien bilateral lobar pneumothora.x has been success- 
fully established the after-management of the case is 
simple and the results more than compensate for the care 
required during the induction period. I have had an 
opportunity of observing these cases over a period of 
several years, and the improvement in the condition of the 
patient, after a bilateral artificial pneumothora.x has been 
replaced by a bilateral lobar pneumothorax, is very

Bilateral Lobar Pneumothorax 

Sir. — D r. Crocket's article in the Journal of August 7 
and the ensuing correspondence in your columns on 
bilateral artificial pneumothorax treatment prompt me to 
put in a plea for a trial in this country of the bilateral 
lobar pneumothorax employed by Dr, Maurer of Davos 
in the treatment of bilateral pulmonary tuberculosis. 

The technique is described in the April issue of the 
British Journal of Tuberculosis. This modification of 
bilateral artificial pneumothorax is applicable to cases in 
"hich the disease is limited, as it often is. to the upper 
lobes. The principle of the method is, in brief, that after 
intrapleural injection of hypertonic glucose solution the 
sound lower lobes are rc-expanded and fixed to the chest 
Wall, an air pocket remaining over each of the affected 
upper lobes. Induction is not always easy and requires 
skill and patience, but the after-treatment of an 
csiablishcd lobar pneumothorax is straightforward. 

Three advantages may be claimed for the method. 
First, the lower lobes and the mediastinum being fixed, a 
more effective collapse of the diseased upper lobes can be 
maintained, refills with an end-pressure of zero being 
gisen on both sides. Secondly, as a consequence of the 
pin in functioning alveolar tissue, the anoxaemia, which 
H ficqucml)' present in bilateral pneumothorax, dis- 
appears, Thirdly, as the air pockets are small, any of 
the complications of artificial pneumothora.x— effusion, 
empyema, or perforation— which may arise will be less

Indications for Induction of Abortion ' 

Sir. May I take advantage of your cofumns to voice 
protest against the attitude held at the moment in soir 
hospitals on the subject of induction of abortion i 
suitable cases"? I have had occasion to send tw 
cases to London during the past month, cases in which i 
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my opinion, induction of abortion was of first conse- 
quence to the patient, and in botli the operation has 
been deemed unnecessary. 

The patient in the first case, a woman of 39, has a .son 
of l.s, and has been for nine yc.ars under treatment for 
Parkinsonism of sucli severity that she lias difiicvihy in tookine 
after Iter house, and is in a state of chronic depression. What 
furtlier strain the childbirth and its anxieties would impo'c 
upon her is diflicult to estimate— the woman has already once 
attempted suicide— and one shudders to think of the mental 
attitude of an infant brouidit up in such surroundrnj;s. In 
the second case a woman of 35. with one child of .5. has an 
arrested tuberculous lesion of the limp. 1 was informed by 
the ptnsician who saw her that ‘‘ with frc(|ucnt ante-natal super- 
vision and possibly sanatorium treatment the woman would 
probably go through her confinement successfully.”

Sulplianilamidc in llic Troalmcnt of Gonorrhoeal 
infections 

StR. — I. too. felt some surprise at Dr. Anwyl-Davies's. 
I think too early, decision (Joitnuil. .September II, p. 553) 
that sulphanilamide is useless in (he therapy of gonor- 
rhoea. My first trials of promosil album by mouth, 
begun a year ago. were on lines simihir to those reported 
by Dr. Anwyl-Davies (who followed the trials of American 
observers), and led me to think the drug was useless. 
After increasing the dosage of prontosil, however, and 
even repeatedly giving one form of it intravenously. I am 
almost convinced that, once correct dosage and method 
of administration has’c been worked out, we shall find 
in this drug a specific treatment for gonorrhoea in the 
male which w'ill make the irrigation room but seldom 
required.

StR. — The condemnation of sulphanilamide treatment of 
acute gonococcal infections by Dr. Anwyl-Dtivies in your 
issue of September 11, without any suggestive alternative 
method, leads me to propound my own methods among 
my private cases. I have not got the advantage of carry- 
ing out e.xtcnsivc e.xperimental work among hospital 
patients, so I must be very certain of my result.s before 
advocating any particular line of treatment. 

Careful investigation and treatment of sixty case.s during 
the past three years has enabled me to proclaim a cure 
between the fourth and eighth week, the average being the 
sixth week. Each of these cases has been follow’ccl up by 
inquiries every six monlh.s, and in none has there been any 
symptom reported suggestive of chroniciiy. 

I have entirely dispensed with W'ash-Oiits, either of the 
urethra or bladder, but I rely upon a strict alkaline diet, 
urethral instillations of a mercurochrome solution massaged 
into the bladder, bi-weekly intradermal injections of gono- 
derm (Parke, Davis and Co.), and daily ultra-short-wave 
therapy for ten to twenty minutes. Finally, in some of the

I would submit that Dr. Stephens has been misled in 
the course of his inquiries. He says: “Vegetables, which 
are .so essential . . . for growing children, cannot be 
grown, or, if so; with great difilculty, as the weather, with 
.so little sunshine and so much damp, docs not allow of 
.such vegetation.” First of all, I would like to quote from 
the diary of Bernard Penrose, surgeon's mate of the armed 
shallop Pcncaiin, which rcoccupicd the Falklands after 
the affair with the Spaniards in 1769 (which was respon- 
sible for Nelson going to sea). He says: 

“ But the glors of our colony was the gardens which «c 
cultivated with the greatest care, as being fully convinced how 
much the comforts of our situation depended on being plenti- 
fully .supplied with icgclable.s. . . . The soil was fine black 
earthy, rather shallow . . . the manure we made use of was 
decayed sea-weed, and this we found for the time we had to 
stay answered our purpose very elTicicnlly. . . . \Vc were 
plentifully supplied with potatoes, broccoli, cabbages, carrots, 
turnips, borecole, spinnage. parsley, lettuce, English celery, 
mustard, cresses, and some fciv but very fine cauh- 
tlowcrs. . . .”‘ 


1 was only in the Falkland Islands for a short stay, a 
matter of si.x years. During that time I grew, and so did 
every settlement and shepherd, ample supplies of potatoes, 
carrots, peas, broad beans, cabbages, kale, turnips, lettuces, 
beetroot, radishes, and onions. These seem to me to be 
quite adequate for the needs of growing children. It is 
nonsense to say that vegetables cannot be grown. 

Again : “ Malnutrition is a basic factor in the human 
beings, cattle, and sheep of the Falkland Islands. I 
would remind Dr. Stephens that the staple industries of 
the Falkland Islands (on land) are sheep and cattle farm- 
ing, They would not be a very prosperous community 
if the inhabitants and the animals they raise were sulTcnng 
from malnutrition. If Dr. Stephens were to visit t ic 
Falklands he would discover that both the cattle (Devons 
Herefords, a few Jerseys, and Highland— all Srass-tc 
and sheep provide c.xcellcnt beef and mutton. (C . le 
price fetched by Falkland Island wool in '"e open 
London market.) The cattle are fat, fertile, and splendid 
milkers. I question whether there are any m tne 
world to beat the grass-fed island-bred horses tor 
endurance. As for the people, they are as hardy asjjie

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animals, or thej' would not ba able to do the work 
necessarj' for sheep- and cattle-farming. 

“ Such a state of soil combined with limited sunshine is 
responsible for a poor state of health amongst the children, 
whose resistance to gastric (s/c) and respirator\- disease is - 
very low." I can scarcely refrain from rubbing my eyes! 

As I have already mentioned, I was only there for a brief 
period, but 1 have rarely met a hardier set of youngsters 
than Falkland Island children. During my short stay 1 
saw no sign of “ low resistance to gastric and respiratory- 
disease." Had Dr. Stephens mentioned allergy, I would 
have agreed that the colony is a field worth special in- 
vestigation. Asthma is met with very frequently not 
only in the island-bom but also in those who have gone 
out from this country'. Possibly the large amount of 
mutton in the diet may be responsible. 

“ During the last two years as many as thirty operations 
for. appendicitis have been performed." In the six years 
of my experience I only saw or heard of one case of 
appendicitis. That variations in the incidence of this 
disease occur is well known. The history of its rise in 
the French Army following the introduction of enamelled 
cooking utensils and its fall when these were withdrawn 
is a case in point. I refrain from further comment. 

Dr. Stephens then goes on to say; 

“Under present conditions it is impossible (!) for the 
islanders to be properly fed and to be Al people. If Great 
Britain is to possess colonies, then it must be on the condition 
that the colonists are able to lead good, strong healthy lives, 
or, in other words, no colony should be retained at the 
c.\pense of the community and especially of the children. . . . 
The problem for us in Great Britain, and especially for the 
medical profession, is . . . are we to allow the breeding of 
fragile children for the sake of retaining a colony?” 

This all sounds very high-souled and may do credit to 
Dr. Stephens's heart — ^at the cost, I fear, of serious 
reflections on his head. WTiat does he recommend as a 
solution? He makes general statements of principle, in 
effect ; that in any of our possessions where conditions 
of health do not reach what he considers to be a necessary 
standard we should abandon the places. This would also 
entail abandoning the inhabitants. What would happen, 
for instance, in the case of our tropical and subtropical 
possessions where malaria, dysentery, plague, and cholera 
arc endemic, to mention only a few diseases. Would he 
be in favour of handing them over to other masters? 

We can leave the Falkland Islands out of the question, 
for Dr. Stephens's statements concerning them arc so 
grossly inaccurate as to be not only amusing but 
ridiculous. In fact I cannot help wondering whether 
somebody has been wilfully misleading him. But what 
about India? West Africa? Rhodesia? the West Indies? 
Must wc just “ dump " the “ White Man's Burden and 
leave our less fortunate fellow-subjects to their own 
devices? It may be that sources of information are open 
to Dr. Stephens which are denied to others. So far as 
niy own opinion of the Falkland Islands is concerned it 
Would not be easy to find a healthier, happier, or more 
prosperous community' within the Empire, I am sure he 
would be interested if he were to inspect the statistics of 
the Government Savings Bank in the Falkland Islands. 
He may be interested to know.- although he docs not quote 
actual sunshine records, that after two hours' exposure to 
the sun in Fox Bay, West Falkland, all the skin peeled 
from my back, and that I still carry freckles on mv arms 
which appeared when riding with mv sleeves rolled up-- 
1 am, etc.,

SfR— Having spent two very' enjoyable years in the- 
West Falkland Island I find myself unable to agree with 
Dr. Stephens {Journal, September IS, p. 600). and J should 
like to detail my reasons for disagreeing. 

1. With a little extra care the following vegetablw were 
grown in mv' own garden: cabbage, kale, broccoli, kohl- 
rabi, lettuce," carrots, swedes, turnips, and parsnips. Better 
gardeners also produced beans and peas ; gooseberries, 
currants, and raspberries flourished with care. The West 
Islanders admittedly did not grow these vegetables as a 
rule. They had, however, every' opportunity of doing^ so, 
but were not fond of gardens and did not miss the 
produce. 

2. The land is add in the same way that any undrained 
piece of moorland is acid. One or two deep trenches 
correct this, and the addition of a little basic slag turns 
such soil into moderate garden soil, Basic slag or lime 
could be purchased locally. Usually seeds required 
regular watering until they had developed deep roots, as 
the wind dried the surface of the soil very' rapidly. Estab- 
lished plants only required shelter from the wind. 

3. There is one wood, planted some years ago, on the 
West Island in' which the trees look quite English. This 
I accept as evidence that trees can be grown by those 
who understand their culture. The inhabitants as a whole 
do not like trees. 

4. The health of the West Islanders during my stay 
was well above that of an average population here. 
Admittedly the teeth were poor, but they took little care 
of them, and their ideas of infant feeding were not 
calculated to help the growth of healthy teeth. I under- 
stand that there was some shonage of milk in Port 
Stanley, but this was not the case in the west. It was 
fashionable to have the appendix out, and I suspect that 
few of the cases operated on were of the acute type. 
Fresh infections spread rapidly, as they always do among 
people unaccustomed to disease. Infections brought by 
ships were of differing strains, and the inhabitants never 
acquired an immunity to them, 1 submit for this reason. 

Bearing these facts in mind I feel that the Colonial 
Office has done all that is necessary for the health of the 
Falkland Islands, and I fail to see that a Royal Com 
mission can help a colony where people prefer to eat 
bread and mutton rather than to take the trouble of 
keeping a garden. — I am, etc..

Quinine Tolerance and Hj'perthyToidism 

Sir,— E veryone must have been struck with the great 
differences in the amount of quinine that can be given 
to patients before symptoms of cinchonism appear. I am 
not referring to cases of idiosyncrasy to the drug, but to 
intolerance to continued administration. 

It has appeared to me that cinchonism is most easily 
induced in persons with hypothyroidism, whereas, when 
excessive thyroid activity is p.-esent, much larger amounts 
can be given. Further, in frank cases of hyperthyxoidism 
large doses of quinine, given for weeks or months, appear 
to modify the symptoms and signs without producing 
cinchonism. Indeed, occasionally, cure seems to follow 
such treatment. 

The suggestion I am making is that the determination 
of quinine tolerance might be a useful method of reveal- 
ing slight hyperlhy'roidi-m. — 1 am, etc,

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Ether Convulsions 


Sir,— Having read with interest the lettei from Mr. 
Matthews and Dr. Geal in your issue of .September II 
(p, 55‘J) concerning a case of ether convulsions, 1 should 
like to describe a ease wliich occurred while under my 
care a few weeks ago. 

The patient was a hoy. aped 7, who was admitted to hos- 
pital at night as an cmerpcncy witli osteomyelitis of the 
femur. Me had a temperature of lO.I" and a pulse late of 1.18. 
It was not a partieularls hot night and the temperaluie of the 
theatre was not over 71) . I’remedication consisted of atiopine 
1,150 grain. The patient was induced with gas and oxygen 
administered with a Boyle apparatus followed hy gas, oxygen, 
and ether which had been taken from a fresh bottle. 

The operation proceeded uneventfully until the diilt was 
used to open the femur. The child's respirations then began 
getting irregular, and there was slight twitching of the face 
which was immediately followed hy convulsions. Kespiiation 
hcc.imc spasmodic, the child was blue, and the pulse was im- 
pcrccptihlc. Oxygen and eaibon dioxide were administered 
at once and 1.7 c.cm. of eoraminc. With much rliHiculiy 
2 c.cm. of esipan was given intrarcnously. The convulsions 
stopped and the pulse improsetl slightly. 

The operation was completed without any further anaes- 
thetic. Although the convulsions ceased the child went into 
tetanic spasms, which recurred every few minutes. Tliohands 
took up the typical "accoucheur's position," the ankles were 
dorsiflc.xcd. and the toes flexed. During the spasm, which 
lasted about a minute, the child became pulseless ; between 
the spasms the pulse was rapid and thready. The patient was 
returned to bed •when 5 c.cm. of calcium gluconate was 
administered intramuscularly and rectal saline given. The 
spasms gradually became less until they ceased completely, 
about two hours after the completion of the operation. The 
child died ten days later from the primary infection. Chloro- 
form was not administered as the condition of the heart was 
so poor that this might have further endangered the life of 
the patient. 

I have never previously heard of a ease of tehiny follow- 
ing ether convulsions. It seems to me tltal this ease tends 
to support the theory that ether convulsions arc due to 
the diminished tictivc fraction ol the scrum-ciilcium, which 
Iciids to neuromuscular irritability. — 1 :im, etc..

Acliology of Erythema Nodosum 

Sir— In 1902 a young girl, aged 26, came into my ward 
at the Prince Alfred Hospital, Sydney, with the diagnosis 
of rheumatic fever by three doctors. Her pulse w'as 120 
and her temperature 99.8°-100°. Her weight was 
7 St. 12 Ib. Both ankles and left wrist were swollen- and 
showed typical erythema nodosum. Her brother had died 
of Addison's disease; After rest the temperature fell 
below 99°. I then tested her with , tuberculin ; she was 
very sensitive; indeed, a dose once raised the temperature 
over 104°. She was treated with tuberculin alt (T.A.) 
alone. After treatment the joints became normal again. 
Her weight increased to 9 st. 10! lb ; the erythema 
nodosum vanished, and six years later she was quite well. 
Salicylates had failed— tuberculin succeeded. 

At that period the great dermatologists RadclilTe Crocker 
(my teacher) and Hector Mackenzie considered crj'thema 
nodosum to be a rlieiiiuntic lesion. Even in 1920 Osier 
wrote in his great textbook ; “ Erythema nodosum. . . . 
Some regard it as a symptom of tuberculosis, but clinically 
we rarely sec any definite association.” I am not a genius, 
as Sir William Osier certainly was, but I can declare that 
I have never seen erythema nodosum except in tuber- 


culosis ; and m my experience erythema nodosum always 
reacts to tuberculin in diagnostic doses and clears un 
rapidly with tlicrapcuiic doses of tuberculin. I cannot 
imagine that any Engli.sh dcimatologist who uses tuber- 
culin tioubis that erythema nodosum is a tuberculous 
Ic.sion and nothing else. At any rate in my experience 
erythema nodosum is never a rheumatic lesion, nor caused 
by haemolytic streptococci. — I am, etc..

Sir. — I was recently interested in treating a coster- 
monger. aged 60. who attended here having' had fifteen 
hours of rectal discomfort and desire to dcfaccate with 
no relief. Two days previously he had eaten several 
jellied eels. 

On physical examination I discovered a piece of cheap 
fishing line protruding ex ano with no evidence of haemor- 
rhage. In his anal canal this passed upwards to a fish- 
hook. one inch long, which lay with its hackle pointing 
infcriorly and its barb lightly caught in one of the valves 



of Ball. When pushed upwards, and partially enclosed 
in the crook of my examining finger, I was able to deliver 
it without much pain or trauma. 

Though openly congratulating the old man on a magni- 
ficent e.scape, 1 viewed the two possible causes of the 
presence of this “ectopic” fish-hook with wonder: (1) If 
inserted anally, it was an extraordinary weapon for use 
in anal eroticism, etc. (2) If it journeyed downwards 
with the eels' remains, what an amazing freedom for a 
hook which is designed efficiently and quickly to pierce 
mucous membrane. — I :im, etc.,

Importance of Post-mortem Examinations 
in Inquest Cases 

Sir, — S ome difficulty may be e.xperienced in obtaining 
post-mortem e.xaminations in inquest cases admitted to 
hospital because the coroner may e.xercise his right to 
refuse to grant them when asked to do so by house 
officers. The reasons for this, I believe, are twofold. 
First a desire to save the pocket of the ta.xpayer, and, 
secondly, a view that young house officers who might be 
over-an.\ious to obtain post-mortem e.xaminations in this 
sort of case in order to obtain the two or three guineas 
which such an examination allows them should be dis- 
couraged from so doing. The latter view, which is 
resented by house officers, is usually quite unjustified, as 
they are instructed to apply to the coroner for a post- 
mortem by the honorary medical staff in all cases of road 
accident deaths or other deaths w'here there has been any 
doubt as to the probable cause of death. A refusal to 
allow these examinations places considerable difficulties in 
the way of the medical wimess who is called upon to 
state in his opinion the cause of death at the inquest, and, 
in addition, irhas led on more than one occasion to the 
return of a wrong verdict. 

1 have in mind, in particular, two cases, one of a joung 
soldier who. at the local barracks, jumped over a horse 
whilst performing gjmnastic e,xercises, and complained of 
transient pain in the back part of his neck. He was later 
admitted to hospital in an unconscious condition, and an ,i-ray 
examination revealed what at the time was thought to be a 
fracture of the cervical spine. He subsequently died, and 
the house-surgeon, on my instructions, asked for a post- 
mortem examination, which was refused. There were some 
very puzzling points about the case, one of which was a 
pcrsivlent hvperpvrcxia. At the inquest the house-surgeon 
said that he could not state what the cause of death 
was unless a post-mortem examination was allowed. The 
coroner, however, overruled him and said that he was 
satisfied that the cause of death was accidental, due to a 
fracture .of the cervical spine, and this verdia was returned. 
It stib.vcquently transpired that another junior house-surgeon 
interested in the case, and not appreciating that it was an 
inquest one, had obtained permission from the relatives and 
had performed a post-moncm examination, which revealed 
that the so-called fracture of the cervical spine was only a 
congenital abnormality, and that the man had a number of 
vmall aneurysms on the circle of Willis, one of which had 
ruptured, giving rise to a haemorrhage, which had extended 
down into the region of The pons. The inaccurate verdict 
in this case was not a serious mailer, but it is possible that 
the man could have ruptured an ancurvsm such as this white 
sneezing, or even spontaneously. 


The second case was one in which a man of 60 was cycling 
across some cross-roads and was hit by a car, turned a 
somersault twice in the air, landing on his head. He- was 
brought to hospital suffering with concussion and injury to 
the chest. A radiograph of the chest failed to reveal any- 

fractured ribs, but signs of fluid in the chest developed , 

and nearly- a pint of. blood was aspirated from one 

side. The chest again filled up 'with blood and the old man 
developed signs of cardiac failure and died. A post-mortem 
examination was requested by the house-surgeon, but again 
the coroner refused to grant it. and at the inquest a verdict 
of death from natural causes was returned, although there was - 
no evidence whatever of previous ill-health. 

In the provinces coroners are often lawyers without 
medical knowledge. It is surprising that a verdict of 
death from natural causes could be returned in the case 
of a man vvho had been knocked down by a car, ad- 
mitted to hospital with concussion, and in whom a haemo- 
ihorax was present. There was not the slightest doubt 
in the minds of all the doctors who saw this case that 
his death was entirely due to the accident. 1 am using 
the publicity of your columns to voice a feeling that 
radical changes are needed in a system which may allow 
a coroner without medical knowledge to adopt the role 
of philanthropist and thus render more difficult the 
doctor's task, which Ts often difficult enough, of stating 
the probable cause of death. I would put forward a 
strong plea that post-mortem e.xaminations should be 
available in inquest cases if the doctor in charge of the 
case so desires, or as an alternative that post-mortem 
e.xaminations be compulsory in all inquest cases. — I am,,

DE BURGH BIRCH. C.B., M.D., 

limeriliis Professor of I’liysiolojiy. Leeds Univeisiiy 
The dentil look place in a nursing home at Bournemouth 
on September 18 of Dr. dc Burgh Bircli, wlio was pro- 
fessor of pliysiology in tlic University of Leeds from 
1883 to 1917, and dean of the faculty of medicine for 
eleven years. 

The son of dc Burgh Birch, M.D.. of the Madras 
Medical Service, he was born on May 18. 1852. and was 
educated at Hofwyl, Switzerland, at Manilhi Hall. Clifton, 
and at the Bristol Medical School and General Hospital, 
proceeding to the University of Edinburgh in 1874 and 
graduating there as M.B. and C.M. in IS77. Then at the 
end of three years as assistant to the Professor of Insti- 
tutes of Medicine he took the M.D.. gaining the gold 
medal, and was elected a lAdlow of the Royal .Society of 
Edinburgh. On his retirement from the service of the 
Univcr.Mty of Leeds in 1917. after thirty-four years as a 
teacher, he was given the title of Emeritus Professor. 

Professor Birch was for many )'cars a member of the 
Britisli Medical Association, which he joined in 1883 on 
his appointment as the first full-time professor of physio- 
logy at Leeds. He was a vice-president of the Section 
of Pathology and Bacteriology at the Annua! Meeting at 
Leeds in 1889. and vice-president of the Section of 
Physiology at Bristol in 1895. Me had long held a com- 
mission :is a medical ofiiccr in the old Volunteer Force, 
and for these services was created C.B. in 1909 ; lie also 
received the Volunteer Oflicers' Decoration. I'or two 
years during tlic war he was A.D.M.S. to the 62nd 
(West Riding) Territorial Division. 

ANDREW H. WATT, M.B.. F.R.C.S.Ed.. 

Consulliiii; Pliysician, Jotiaiincslnirg Ilospiwl 
We regret to announce the death on September 3. at 
Auckland Park, Johannesburg, of Dr. Andrew Watt, who 
was well known in South Africa as a physician and radio- 
logist and as an authority on silicosis. He gave up con- 
sulting practice some years ago to become chief medical 
officer to the Rand Mutual Assurance Company. 

Andrew Hutton Watt, a Scotsman by birth and 
parentage, was born in 1871, and from the Royal High 
School went to study medicine at Edinburgh University. 
He graduated M.B., C.M.. with honours, in 1897, and took 
the F.R.C.S.Ed. in 1899 after holding resident po.sts at the 
Royal Infirmary and the Royal Hospital for Sick Children. 
During the Boer War he served as a civil surgeon, and 
returned to South Africa after the (fcclaration of peace, 
gradually building up a high reputation as an expert in the 
accidents and diseases of the gold-mining population of the 
Rand. He was for some years physician to the miners' 
phthisis sanatorium at Springkcll, and then settled in 
Johannesburg as a consulting physician and radiologist. 
He was the author, with L. G. Irvine, J. P. Johnson, and 
W. Steuart, of Silicosis (Miners’ Phthisis) on the Wiiwatcrs- 
rand. On retiring from the active medical, staff of the 
Johannesburg Hospital he was elected honorary consulting 
physician. 

Dr. Watt joined the British Medical Association in 1898 
as a member of the Johannesburg Division. He was 
president of the Witwatersrand Branch in 1926-7 and a 
member of the Federal Council. In 1932 he was appointed

opposite number, for though he resigned the secretaryship 
of the A.M.A. in 1911, as general manager he kept an 
alert eye on all medical affairs inside and outside the 
United States. I was introduced to him on one of his 
visits by my then chief, Whitaker, and a friendship grew 
up between us which was greatly strengthened by many 
letters 1 had from him. He took a great interest in our 
insurance struggle and favoured me with bis views on 
our tactics— views which were always shrewd. But his 
chief characteristic was the one on which your obituary 
notice laid stress—iiis ability to look at affairs in a 
detached and dispassionate way. This was very valuable 
to his friends, for I need hardly say that at the time of 
the fight none of us was able thus to regard affairs. 

In all the crucial periods of the British. Medical Associa- 
tion's work during my time 1 could always depend on his 
interest and on his advice — spontaneously offered, for he 
was an assiduous reader of our Journal. Though a 
patriotic American he was proud of his English birth and 
loved the scenes of his youth, to which he often returned, 
never without paying a visit to B.M.A. House. His 
modesty and self-effacement, to which you have justly 
paid tribute, concealed immense energy and a very sound 
judgement. He was indeed a “ grand old man," for age 
never dimmed 'his interest in his life's work. 

Dr. Jamp-S Fonsviii Falconer, who died suddenly at 
Hastings on September 12. was born at Elgin in 1875, the 
son of James Leslie Falconer. He was educated at Elgin 
Academy and the University of Edinburgh, and took the 
M.B. and Ch.B. degrees in 1898 and the certificate in 
medical psychology in the following year. His first 
appointments were those of hoiLse-physician to the Royal 
Hospital for Sick Children, Edinburgh, house-surgeon to 
the Glasgow Royal Infirmary, and assistant physician to 
tlie Edinburgh Fever Hospital. He was' then for some 
years assistant surgeon and ophthalmic surgeon to the 
North Ormesby Hospital, Middlesbrough, before settling in 
Bri.xham,' where he became medical officer of health, 
Admiralty' surgeon, medical officer to the child weltare 
centres, visiting surgeon to the Seamen's Orphanage, and 
surgeon to the Brixham Hospital. Dr. Falconer joined 
the Britisli Medical Association in 1900 and had held 
office as chairman of the Cleveland Division, Representa- 
tive at the Annual Meeting in 1919, and a member of Ine 
Scrutiny Subcommittee of 1919-20.

Anti-dazzle Regulations 

Readers arc reminded that under the Road Vehicles Lighting 
Regulations, 1936. the new anti-dazzle regulations made by 
the Mini.ster of Transport in April, 1936, come into force 
on October 3. from which date no head lamp may be used 
. on any vehicle unle.ss the beam of light emitted therefrom 
is either (I) permanently deflected downwards; (2) capable 
of being deflected downwards, or botli downwards and to 
the left, at the will of the driver ; (3) extinguishable bv a 
device which substitutes a dipped light ; or (4) extinguish- 
able by a device which at the same time either deflects the 
beam of light from another lamp do.wnwards, or both 
downwards and to the left, in such a manner as to render 
it incapable of dazzling at a distance of twenty-five feet an> 
person whose eye level is not less than 3 feet 6 inches h®*’’ 
the ground.

M. G.Knsslen (KUn. Forth., 1937, 4, 4, p. 607, and 5, p. 
641) regards famih'al haemolytic icterus (acholuric jaundice, 
chronic splenomegalic haemolytic jaundice) as a clinical 
manifestation of a haemolytic constitution.^ This is always 
hereditary', its so-called acquired forms being examples of 
unrecognized infectious or toxic maladies ; it is closely 
connected with other constitutional abnormalities. The 
essential feature is an abnormal fragility of the erythro- 
cytes, which are convex (hence the name “ spherical-cell 
disease,” which Gansslen uses'). They are present in 90 
per cent, of cases of anisomtcrocytosis, combining an 
average diminution in diameter of from 8 to 6 or 7 a with 
an increase of volume from about 88 p’ to 90 to 115 ;d. 
The life of the spherical red cells has been computed by 
Heilmeyer as fourteen instead of 100 to 150 days. They 
undergo haemolysis in 0.44 to 0.7 per cent, saline solution, 
while normal erythrocytes resist 0.9 per cent. — the 10 per 
cent, of cases in which fragility is not or is little increased 
are explained by an exceptional increase of reticulocytes. 
Anaemia is often not pronounced, and the index is 
commonly from 40 to 70 per cent, of haemoglobin ; the 
spleen is palpable in 70 per cent, of cases ; the serum bili- 
rubin is increased, and the urine, usually containing uro- 
bilin or urobilinogen, with bilirubin and bile acids during 
e.xacerbations or gall-stone attacks, is brownish ted and 
has a brick-red fine sediment. It is these symptoms which 
more often than jaundice lead adult patients to seek 
medical advice. Jaundice is notably of varying intensity. 
Among the signs which Gansslen mentions as constitu- 
tional anomalies, which help in the diagnosis of the 
atypical case and of the apparently healthy transmitter to 
'descendants,^ are; (1) chronic crural ulcer in young sub- 
jects ; (2) “ tower skull,” with vertical brow, early union 
of cranial sutures, and nasal retraction ; (31 a relative pre- 
ponderance of medulla over cortex in the long bones and 
broadening of tarsus and carpus, which is due. like the 
cranial changes, to increased medullary function ; (4) 
microphthalmos, abnormalities of iridal pigmentation, and 
cataract; and (5) hypogenitalism and infantilism. The 
prognosis is not altogether unfavourable and longevity is 
fairly common, although in some families the mortality 
in infancy from the disease is very high. In the mild cases 
the author has found arsenic and blood transfusions of 
use, but liver treatment is ineffective and iron has been 
reported as dangerous. Irradiation of the spleen induces 
haemolytic crises, and should be abandoned. Splenectomy 
leads to lasting improvement, although slight recurrences, 
and occasionally slight icterus without anaemia, may 
persist ; the mortality in Gansslens forty cases was 3.4 per 
cent. Splenectomy is best carried out between crises, and 
there is less danger of embolus and thrombosis if it is done 
during childhood, h may be preceded by transfusions 
and injections of adrenaline, which diminish the splenic 
tumour. A specially rapid skeletal growth often follows 
splenectomy, and there is usually a very speedv increase in 
platelets and a diminution of rMiculoc.vies. Some decree 
of anisomicrocylosis usually persists. 


2.^2 Immanity to Small-pox 

G. A. HvltoiIn (ffygira. Stcckh., July 15, 1937, p_ qpo 
has investigated the incidence of smal’l-pox in Sweden ji 
the families in whic)) cases of it occurred between 189, 
and 1S93 and between 1900 and 1917. The limitation o 
h;s studies to such infected families was dciermin''d b 
the consideration that there could be no question -s t< 
evrosurc to mfection. -Recording to one of his tabic 
89 out of 305 vaccinated persons exposed to family in 


fection developed small-pox; vaccination had therefore 
proved effective in over 70 per cent. Out_of^tbe eighty- 
nine persons who contracted sma!!-pox 70.7 per cent, 
suffered from it in only a mild form. After giving other- 
similar statistics the author comes to the conclusion that 
vaccination early in childhood remains effective in front 
65 to 70 per cent, of a community of all ages exposed to 
smali-pox, and in those who do contract it it usually 
takes a comparatively mild form. The author considers 
that the English and German small-pox committees at 
the end of the last century gave too short a terrn for the 
duration of the immunity conferred by vaccination when' 
they put it at only ten years. Holmgren and Lindstrom 
showed as recently as "l937 that effective immunity to 
small-pox is still enjoyed fay more than 40 per cent, of the 
persons whose vaccination in childhood dates back some 
five decades. 

233 Pleurisy in Artificial Pneumothorax 

G. Torelli (Ann. 1st. Carlo Forlantni, April, 1937, p. 13) 
divides the cases of pleurisy he is reviewing into lamellar 
pleurisy and pachypleuritis with or without adhesions, and 
he gives an account of a hundred cases of each. In 
lamellar pleurisy the thickening was less than 2 mm. ; 
pachypleuritis did not commonly follow, and the thicken- 
ing I'n 20 per cent, of .cases persisted for at least a year. 
Effusion occurred in lamellar pleurisy, pachypleuritis, and-^ 
adherent pachypleuritis in 73, 85, and 95 per cent, of 
cases respectively. Pachypleuritis always affected the 
pan'eiaf, sometimes the visceral pleura, and in the majority 
of cases the whole parietal pleura from base to apex. 
Adhesions usually began at the base during the process of 
resorption of an” effusion — hence the importance. during_ 
pneumothorax treatment, of the early evacuation of 
pleuritic fluid — but Torelli only saw total obliteration of 
the pleural cavity by adhesions in 5 per cent, of cases 
of adherent pachypleuritis. Although hemitljoracic re- 
traction with scoliosis and the classical signs described 
by Laennec may cause the presence of adhesive pachy- 
pleuritis to be suspected, the diagnosis is essentially radio- 
logical. In about 15 per cent, of cases Torelli found an 
“ opaque pneumothorax ” : other screen signs which were 
common but not constant were rectilinear, arcuate, or 
bayonet-shaped tracheal displacement and dislocation of 
the oesophagus and heart. Some degree of diaphrag- 
matic elevation was always present.

Surgery 

Renal Haemangiomata 


H. D.\L.vKOPOUt.os (Z. Urol.. 1937, 37, 7, 45S) reports 
forty-one cases of renal haemangiomata recorded in the 
literature, and describes one case of his own in which the 
haemangioma occurred in the upper two-thirds of the 
kidney. Histologically the tissue was rich in cells contain- 
ing chromatin nuclei. In between the cells, which were 
surrounded by small cavities partially filled with blood, 
collagen fibrils were seen ; mitosis was rare. In some 
places larger cavities also partially filled with blood were 
seen. The kidney was removed and the patient tvas dis- 
charged as cured. Renal haemangiomata are benitm 
tumours, and resemble telangiectases of the skin niid 
ravemqus haemangiomata of the liver, Haematuria is 
the mam symptom, and usuallv occurs suddenlv but mav 
last for some time. Coagulation of the blood m'ay produce 
typical renal colic. Symptoms lasted in one recorded case 
for twenty years, in another operative intervention was 
•required after three days. Quiescent periods of variable 
duration may occur, A renal tumour is but rarely 

«2 a' 
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palpable, and slight degrees of trauma may produce 
haematuria. An accurate diagnosis is impossible, but a 
pyelograrn may give rise to suspicion of tumour formation. 
Haemangiomata arc situated near the renal papillae in 
35 per cent, of cases, and in 65 per cent, they occur cither 
at the upper pole (25 per cent.) or in other parts of the 
kidney. Complications arc rare, and there is no tendency 
to malignant degeneration. Nephrectomy is the treatment 
of choice, thoitgh resection of one of the renal papillae 
has been recorded six times in the literature. Dccjipsula- 
lion and other attempts to slop bleeding arc only of 
temporary value. 

235 Ulcerative Ileitis 

F. Landoi.s (^M. Chir.. July 17. 1937. p. 1690) describes 
one case of ulcerative ileitis. He operated on a girl, aged 
21. lollowing a diagnosis of acute appendicitis. He found 
that the appendix was healthy, but that a piece of small 
intestine near the caecum, about 40 cm. long, was inflamed 
and covered with a fibrinous exudate. It was oedematous 
and cyanosed. The patient's condition deteriorated after 
closure of the incision, and the abdomen was therefore 
reopened and the inflamed bowel resected. Landois points 
out that although this condition is rare it is a well-defined 
clinical and pathological entity occurring only in the 
lowest portion of the ileum. The aetiology is quite un- 
known. Usually conservative measures result in cure, 
and the author believes that his case, which required 
operation, is an exception. 

236 Varying Sensitivity to Pain 

A. Joiir.s and J. Fiii;r.s mcd. W.svhr., June 18. 1937, 

p. 962) have investigated the fluctuations throughout the 
day of the capacity of the body to feel pain by studying 
the effects of an electrical current of different strengths 
on the teeth. Between the hours of 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 
they tested seventeen persons in this manner, as well as 
three persons at other hours. All twenty reacted in the 
same way. their pain chart showing that their sensitiveness 
to pain increased slowly during the day until the peak was 
reached about 6 o'clock. After that there was a fairly 
rapid decrease followed by a comparatively uniform level 
of scnsitivene.ss during the night. Since the sense of pain 
is a central phenomenon, the authors arc inclined to draw 
general conclusions from these observations on the teeth, 
and to apply them to other parts of the body. The clinical 
observation that patients find their aches and pains worst 
at night is confirmed by these experiments on the teeth, 
and the authors suggest that their observations indicate 
the desirability of carrying out all painful operations early 
in the morning instead of late in the afternoon. In their 
review of the fluctuations throughout the twenty-four 
hours in certain phenomena concerned with the body, the 
authors note that spasmodic contractions of the unstrialcd 
muscles, with resultant biliary and renal colic, occur most 
often during the night or the evening, that infants suffering 
from nutritional disturbances tend to die oftener in the 
early morning than at any other time, and that cases of 
sudden death from status lymphalicus and from spasm of 
the pylorus are most common between the hours of 5 a.m. 
and 6 a.m. 

237 Bony and Cartilaginous Breast Tumours 

According to M. Raso {Pathologka, June 15, 1937, p. 229) 
sarcomata probably do not account for more than 6 per 
cent, of breast tumours, or 3 per cent, if deduction is made 
in the case of cystosarcomata which take a clinically benign 
course. About 1 per cent, occur in males. A large majority 
are mixed tumours, and probably over 50 per cent, are 
secondary to fibro-adenoma. A case is described of a 
rapidly lethal chondrosarcoma, with an early subcutaneous 
metastasis in the thigh, in a woman aged 45. Numerous 
giant cells were present, as well as calcareous deposits and 
spaces resembling Hunterian canals. She had previously

had a fibro-adenoma. The literature contains descrip- 
tions of seventy-four cases of mammary tumour with 
cartilage or osteoid tissue, or both, three of which were in 
males, and they nearly all occurred in the fifth and sixth 
dccennia. Although ulceration is rare it presents no 
special clinical characteristics, except that axillary lympho- 
glandular metastascs are not often found in sarcomata. 
About tsvo-fifths of the tumours contained sarcomatous 
zones, about one-third carcinomatous, and some both ; 
but the majority were benign tumours. Cartilage and 
bone, or both, were present in the metastascs. Mammary 
tumours containing cartilage or bone may , be mixed-type 
{teratomatous) tumours, and they may arise in mesen- 
chyrnal developmental detachments of primitive rib or 
clavicular tissue, but arc due in most cases to connective- 
tissue metaplasia. The presence of giant cells in sarcoma 
of the breast is distinctly uncommon ; in Raso’s case they 
were abundant near the cartilaginous and osteoid zones, 
and resembled osteoclasts. 


Therapeutics 

238 Protection .^gainst Ultra-violet Irradiation 

E. URtt.scii and F. Kral (K/in. Wsclir., July 3. 1937, p. 960) 
have been able to prove experimentally that the skia 
reaction to ultra-violet irradiation can be prevented by 
rubbing the skin with ol. bergamottae beforehand, and 
by giving the patient a suflicient dose of vitamin C by 
ntoiiih. rectum, or intravenous injection. The protection 
is temporary, and is only effective against the short waves 
of a mercury-vapour lamp and not against an arc lamp. 
The authors believe that it is produced by a chemical com- 
bination between the ol. bergamottae and the vitamin C. 
Only the crude ol. bergamottae is of value : no other 
essential oil seems to pos.sess this protective quality. 


239 Treatment of Rheumatism 


E. SciiLiui’liAKr: (ZhI. inn. Med.. July 10, 1937, p. 577) is 
of the opinion that all sources of focal infection must be 
removed before any other treatment of rheumatic condi- 
tions is instituted. The teeth, tonsils, gall-bladder, and the 
urogenital system may require attention, after which short- 
wave therapy may be started. The author does not 
advocate temperatures higher than 38° C.: more treat- 
ments arc required than when higher temperatures are 
used, but improvement is more lasting. The condition 
may temporarily become worse and improvement only 
begin at the end of the course. The author had good 
results in SO per cent, of cases, usually of chronic condi- 
tions in patients who had previously received various treat- 
ments without result. His criterion of improvement is 
restoration of function and relief of pain. Anatomical 
changes could not be influenced. About onc-third m 
patients were treated with short-wave therapy alone, but 
the author believes that if medical measures arc added 
treatment is less drastic and is shorter, and for this 
purpose he uses gold preparations, salicylates, an 
atophan. A diet poor in carbohydrates is also given .tor 
five days after the temperature has become normal.

Ophthalmology 
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Indirect Illumination of the Cornea 


F. TERRtEN (/irc/t. Ophlhal., ..Paris, June. 1937, p. 501) 
says that one of the most useful applications of. the slit- 
lamp is in the discovery of fine kera'tic precipitates in irido- 
cyclitis or low-grade choroiditis. The slit-lamp shows up 
all but the finest precipitates, which can only be seen by 
the ocular transilluminator, which instrument has not 
hitherto been used in examining the anterior segrnent of 
the eye. The transilluminator is applied perpendicularly 
to the periphery of the cornea, which has been anaes- 
thetized with a drug that does not alter the epithelium, 
and thus does not obscure the view. The light is reflected 
from the iris and throws up the outline of the finest pre- 
cipitates sharply. Its greatest value is in the diagnosis of 
secondary' glaucoma, which is often missed when due to 
low-grade iridocyclitis, and in detecting vascular “ ghosts 
in the interstitial layers. The instrument has the added 
advantage of being portable.

ing.'^ The sensitivity of the. conjunctiva to strong light, 
wind, dust, and smoke persists long after the symptoms 
have suhsided. The prognosis jniist therefore be guarded. 
Adequate douching'wilh sodium bicarbonate, followed by 
the application of an alkaline ointment and the usual 
treatment for corneaf lesions, is advised. , . 


G. Holmes (Brii. J. bphilial., July, 1937. p. 337) discusses 
papilloedema due to raised intracranial pressure. The 
oedema of the nerve head for a time causes little structural 
or functional disturbance, and relief by operation will 
prevent the overgrowth of intefstitiaT tissue in’ the nerve 
head which leads to blindness. Operation is often contra- 
indicated by the impossibility of completely removing the 
tumour, by the shortening of the e.xpectation of life, or 
by the considerable physical disablement or mortality of 
the operation, or by the absence of localizing signs. 
Papilloedema does not always cause disturbance of vision, 
nor even when it is long-standing does it invariably lead 
to blindness. It may thus be non-progressive and may 
subside without surgical intervention. Operation is called 
for in cases in which there is rapid development of papill- 
oedema or intense congestion of the veins with haemor- 
rhages, or when a macular fan or soft e.xudate on theHisk 
appears, or there is a reduction in calibre of the arteries, 
or white lines are seen along the vessels, or where there 
is greying of the disk and reduction in vision and fields, 
and when temporary amaurosis with highly swollen disks 
is present. Operation results in subsidence of papilloedema 
and an improvement of slightly impaired vision and fields. 
The vision rarely fails after operation, particularly with 
a posterior fossa tumour and in the absence of anj’ pre- 
operative warning. 
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Dimethyl Sulphate Poisoning . 
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Loenfs Sign 


L. Hubert (Arch. OphthaL, Chicago, June, I937,‘.p. 1076)- 
confirms the work of Loewi, who said that epi- 
nephrine only dilates the pupils when the sympathetic 
system is hyperirritable. If the dilator of the iris and the 
other smooth muscles of the eye are cut off from Ihe^ 
superior cervical ganglion, epinephrine will cause dilata- 
tion, elevation of the lid. and slight e.xophthalmoL This 
helps in localizing the lesion in cases of partial or com- 
plete Horner's syndrome. Irritation of the sympathetic 
fibres in ear -disease is manifested, and. since simple 
primary glaucoma is attended by irritation of the sympa- 
thetic, susceptibility to adrenaline may be present long 
before any signs of glaucoma show themselves. A' similar 
reaction is found in Graves's disease and in diabetes. 
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Quinine in Ophthalmology 


J. W. Robinsos (A'ew Orleans med. siirg. J., July, 1937, 
p.' 30) states that quinine may be used with success in 
ophthalmology on account of its astringent, bactericidal, 
and anaesthetic properties, and because it inhibits scar- 
tissue formation. It may be used either in- the form of a 
2 to 4 per cent, quinine bisulphate ointment or in a 2 per 
cent, solution. The bisulphate is fairly soluble in water 
and is less acid and less irritating to the eye than are 
other salts. Robinson has used it with success in cases 
of interstitial keratitis, trachoma, old and recent' corneal 
opacities, vernal catarrh, and .phlyctenula'r conjunctivitis. 
He also recommends a I./2 to 2 per cent, solution of 
optochin fethyl-hydroxycupreine). which is one .of a 
number of alkaloids formed from the replacement of one 
of the two chemical rings composing quinine by an’alkyl 
group, and which resembles quinine but is less active. It 
is a weaker protoplasmic poison, but is bactericidal in- the 
presence of protein, and is antiseptic and anaesthetic. It 
is especially to.xic to all types of pneumococci, strepto- 
cocci, and staphylococci, and is of value in the treatment 
of conditions due to the Koch-Weeks and the .Pfeiffer 
bacillus, and in some virus infections causing calarrhal 
conjunctivitis. Both quinine and optochin can be used 
in conjunction with mercury and the iodides. 
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Exophthalmos 


S. DE Grosz (Ainer. J. Ophlhal., July. 1937, p. 700) 
describes the symptoms which may arise in chemical 
factories or after exposure to poison gas. and attributes 
them to the splitting off of the acid radical in the tissues. 
This occurs most readily on moist mucous surfaces, and 
.when prc-sent in the eye results after a latent period of 
from six to eight hours in swollen lids, photophobia 
lachrymation, blepharospasm, conjunctivitis, cornea! 
roughening and scarring, iritis, and tefnno'rarv field con-' 
traction and pallor of the disk. The siens a're identical 
With those found in the late stages of mustard-gas poison- 


R. Dore (Union m'ed. Can., July, 1937, p. 731) describes 
the case of a woman, aged 47, who vVas sent to him with 
a diagnosis of exophthalmic goitre. For the past three 
months she had suffered fiom nervousness, insorhnia, 
palpitations, anorexia, polyuria, and loss of weight. 
Clinically, marked exophthalmos was present ; a mitral 
murmur was heard ; the pulse was slow and regular : a 
trace of albumin was found in the urine, but there was 
no evidence of hyperthyroidism. The patient suffered from 
overstimulation of the sympathetic nervous system. Dore 
points out that exophthalmos may be present in con- 
ditions other than Graves's disease. It mav be found 
in the presence of excessive fattv tissue in the orbit in the 
presence of dilated veins behind the eyeball, after e.xperi- 
nrental production of venous thrombosis, and in the dog 
after experimental excitation of the cervical, sympathetic 
or after the injection of adrenaline or anterior pituitarv 
e.\tract. Some authors report that this condition is due to 
contraction of Muller's muscle, and the appearance of 
exophthalmos has been recorded in a thyroidectomized 
patient who. later became myxoedematous. .Accordino 
to the author, while the pathology is obscure, oversumula- 
tion of the sympathetic nervous svstem see.ms to b^ th"^ 
most common cause. ' ’ , - ‘ — 
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Obstetrics and Gynaecology 

247 Reconstruction- of the Female Urethra 

C. ColombiMo (Ann. O.itct. Gincc., May, 1937, p. 567) has 
had good results in reconstruction of the female urethra 
from plastic operations, using flaps from the neighbouring 
parts of the vestibule, vaginal wall, and labia minora, anil 
also by creating a new sphincter, according to Martins's 
technique, from the bulbo-cavcrnosus or ischio-cavernosus 
muscles. Greater dilTiculties arc encountered in cases in 
which plastic reconstruction is impossible on account of 
extensive scarring due to obstetric trauma or previous un- 
successful operations for fistula. Here distant posteio- 
lateral vaginal wall grafts may be used, the neck of the 
bladder may be transferred to a subpubic site, or a 
subpubic tunnel towards the bladder may be kept open 
until epithelializcd. Coiombino thinks, however, that it 
is more rational to cITcct a Vcsico-vaginal interposition 
of the uterus, which is strongly recommended by Frank, 
and has been done successfully by several German sur- 
geons. In the two cases here described of total post- 
obstetric destruction -of the urethra, this operation was 
successful. In the first, nocturnal continence was re- 
gained completely ; in the second, in which a suprapubic 
cystotomy had been maintained after the operation, com- 
plete control followed in spite of the lack of a muscular 
sphincter. Permanent fixation of the uterus to the ischio- 
pubic rami is essential, and after operatibn special care 
must be taken of the sound which has been placed in the 
bladder. The operation must of course be combined in 
young patients with a tubal sterilization, but Colombmo 
remarks that there is abundant justification for this when 
other surgical attempts to relieve a most distrc.ssing con- 
dition have faded. 

248 Hyperemesis Gravidarum 

J, VoRON and H. Piouaud (Gv/kt. ct Oh.nei., June, 1937, 
p. 401) classify admissions to ho.spilal for this condition 
into three groups ; ( 1 ) a majority of patients whose vomit- 
ing was not originally serious, and who at once respond to 
hospitalization : (2) grave cases of hyperemesis which arc 
sent sufficiently early by the medical attendant for treat- 
ment at a time when the patients still possess adequate 
protein, fat, and carbohydrate reserves ; and (3) advanced, 
serious cases with little or no metabolic reserves. In both 
the second and third groups the initial treatment is 
absolute isolation, psychotherapy in which tlic per- 
sonalities of the physician and nurses arc of great impor- 
tance, absolute starvation for twenty-four hours, c.xhibi- 
tion of salines subcutaneously and rcctally, and the 
free addition of chloral hydrate to the/ectal infusion. In 
the second group; ncurovcgctativc’ imbalance, a rapidly 
progressing condition of dehydration, and bilious vomiting 
are conditions' 'which call for special therapeutic measures. 
Neurovegetative disturbances demand detailed considera- 
tion and are not ' spscejitiblc to a routine treatment. 
Sympathicotonic's, with tachycardia, epigastric pain, facial 
vasomotor 'reactions, brillianr eyes, and a negative oculo- 
cardiac reflek', require eserinc. 'Vagolonics, with slow 
pulse, sialprrhoea, and 'a positive ocuio-cardiac reflex, 
should be’ given belladonna. ■ Amphotonics are given 
eserine and belladonna, also ergotamine tartrate ; and in 
cases in which the blood pressure is below 100 mm. 
(systolic) adrenaline injections are added to other treat- 
ments. For dehydration hypertonic saline-serum injec- 
tions are given intravenously. Abundant bilious vomiting 
calls for the daily introduction of a duodenal tube, through 
which 33 per cent, magnesium sulphate solution as well 
as foodstuffs may be introduced. Even in the third class 
of patibnts it is exceptional to see one in whom abortion 
should at once be induced, but there arc rare cases in 
which' medical treatment is ineffective. Signs tending to 
justify induction are a high increasing Mailiard coefficient 
and a declining alkali reserve. 


, Pathology 

249 Hacmoclasic Reaefion 

U. Fogliani (PolicUnko, Sez. Chir., June 15, 1937 p ^92) 
states that in 1928 Citelli and Piazza described a Veaclion 
characteristic of malignant growths caused by the intra- 
venous injection of neoplasic extracts and consisting 
of a true haemoclastic crisis — namely, leucopenia, diminu- 
tion in the platelet count, hypotension, fibrolysis’ diminu- 
tion of the index of refraction of the serum, and an 
inversion of the leucocyte function. Fogliani records his 
ohservations on this method in fifty cases and fifteen 
controls. He found positive tesults in 62 per cent of the 
morbid growths and 35.7 per cent, of the controls, con- 
sisting of healthy persons or those suffering from ’other 
diseases. Similar results were obtained by Bona (70 per 
cent.). Gay (64.8 per cent.), Bossa (63 per cent.), and 
Rotolo (62 per cent.) with the reaction in cases of malig- 
nant growths. The relatives of patients suffering from 
malignant growths and presenting a positive reaction were 
also positive in eight out of nine cases examined. 

250 Wright’s Reaction 

A. ViGOvsKY and V. Ignatova (Thcrap. Arch., Moscow, 
1937. 25, 1, p. 176) describe their experience with Wright’s 
reaction in 300 cases of brucellosis, and compare these 
results with those obtained from the Widal and Weil-Felix 
reactions. The proportion of non-specific Wright's re- 
actions was very small. A positive Wright's reaction has 
no absolute diagnostic value, but its value is vastly superior 
to that of the Widal and the Weil-Felix. 

251 Sternal Puncture 

S. Gruif (Mctl. ff'eir, June 19. 1937, p. 847) advises sternal 
puncture by means of a special needle passed through the 
anaesthetized skin into the sternum at the level of the second 
or third rib ; 0.1 c.cm. of marrow is then, withdrawn by 
a .syringe and placed in a watch-glass for examination. 
Sternal puncture is safe and painless provided anaesthesia 
is complete, and the special needle prevents a passage 
through the posterior cortex into the mediastinum. The 
external table of the sternum is rarely too thick, and there 
arc hardly ever osteosclerotic processes to prevent the 
marrow from being extracted. The author advocates the 
use of the first and smallest possible drop of marrow for 
quantitative estimation. He found that from 45 to 
150.000 cells arc found in normal marrow. The difference 
in cell content in marrow taken from the same place at 
different times is slight, but is great when obtained from 
different levels in fhe sternum. ’ In pernicious’ anaemia 
mcgalocytcs, mcgaloblasts. and promegaloblasts are found 
in the sternal marrow, and in secondary anaemia there is a 
proliferation of normoblasts. In achylic chloranaemia the 
marrow is rich in cells, and there is hyperplasia of the 
erythropoietic system and' especially an increase of erythro- 
blasts and macroblasts. In haemolytic icterus normo- 
blasts are increased. In leukaemias all leucocytes are 
increased ; in alcukaemic myelosis the myelocytes are 
increased ; in agranulocytosis leucocytes and myelocytes 
are absent, but lymphocytes and reticulocytes arc increased 
in fatal cases ; in milder cases myelocytes and reticulocytes 
arc increased ; in cases with rapid remissions the myelo- 
cytic elements arc increased ; the segmented elements ate 
decreased; in mononucleosis there is no. change in the 
bone marrow. When myeloma is suspe'eted sternal punc- 
ture is the diagnostic method of choice. In 'cases ot 
secondary bone tumours puncture at the site of maximum 
pain is useful. A large-cell type occurs in 
carcinoma and a small-ccll type in simple j 

Aleukaemic conditions and myelomata can be diagno 
by sternal puncture alone. This method is an 
aid to the prognosi.s- of cases of agranulocytosis, secona, ) 
anaemia, and pernicious anaemia.
